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Prefatory  Note 


This  volume  comprises  the  papers  of  Benjamin  Harrison  and  of  Grover 
Cleveland  (second  term).  The  events  of  these  two  Administrations  of 
eight  years,  though  highly  interesting,  coming  as  they  do  down  to  March 
4,  1897,  are  so  recent  and  fresh  in  the  public  mind  that  I  need  not  com- 
ment on  them. 

This  volume  is  the  last  of  the  series,  except  the  Appendix  and  Index 
volume.  The  work  of  compiling  was  liegun  by  me  in  April,  1895,  just 
after  the  expiration  of  the  Fifty-third  Congress.  I  then  anticipated  that 
I  could  complete  the  work  easily  within  a  year.  Though  I  have  given 
my  entire  time  to  the  undertaking  when  not  engaged  in  my  official  duties 
as  a  Representative,  in.stead  of  completing  it  within  the  time  mentioned 
it  has  occupied  me  for  nearly  four  years.  The  lal)or  has  been  far  greater 
than  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  or  I  siip])()sed  it  would  be.  I  had 
no  idea  of  the  difficulties  to  overcome  in  obtaining  the  Presidential  pa- 
pers, especially  the  proclamations  and  Ivxecutivc  orders.  In  the  Prefa- 
tory Note  to  Volume  I,  I  said:  "I  have  sought  to  bring  together  in  tlie 
several  volumes  of  the  series  all  Presidential  proclamations,  addresses, 
messages,  and  connuunications  to  Congress  excepting  those  nominating 
persons  to  office  and  those  which  .simj)!}-  transmit  treaties,  and  re}X)rts  of 
heads  of  Departments  which  contain  no  reconnnendation  from  the  Kxec- 
utive."  But  after  the  ai)iTearance  of  \'ohnne  I,  and  while  prc'i)aring  the 
contents  of  \'olume  II.  I  liecamc  convinced  that  I  had  made  a  mistake 
and  that  the  work  to  be  exhaustive  .should  comjjrise  every  message  of 
the  Presidents  transmitting  reports  of  heads  of  Departments  and  other 
communications,  no  matter  how  brief  or  unintelligiljle  the  i)apers  were  in 
themselves,  and  that  to  make  them  intelligible  I  should  insert  editorial 
footnotes  explaining  them.  Having  acted  upon  the  other  idea  in  mak- 
ing up  Volume  I  and  a  portion  of  Volume  II,  tjuite  a  nnmljer  of  .such  brief 
papers  were  intentionally  omitted.  Being  convinced  that  all  the  papers 
of  the  Executives  should  be  inserted,  the  plan  was  modified  accordingly, 
and  the  endeavor  was  thereafter  made  to  publish  all  of  them. 
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In  order,  however,  that  the  compilation  may  be  ' '  accurate  aud  ex- 
haustive.'" I  have  aoiie  bnck  and  collected  all  the  i>aj>ers — lljose  which] 
should  have  appearetl  in  Volumes  I  atid  II,  as  well  as  such  as  were  unin- 
tentionally omitted  from  the  succeeding  volumes — exceptiug  those  simply] 
making  nominations,  and  shall  publish  them  in  an  ap|Tendix  in  the  last] 
volume.     While  this  may  (xcasioii  some  little  aun<jyance  to  the  reader! 
wht)  seeks  such  papers  in  chronological  order,  yet,  inastnuch  as  they  all 
appear  at  their  jiroper  places  in  the  alphaljetical  Index,  it  is  not  Ijelievedj 
that  any  serious  inconvenience  will  result. 

The  editor  and  compiler  has  resorted  to  every  pf»ssible  avenue  and  ha 
spared  no  effort  to  procure  all  public  Presidential  papers  from  the  be-| 
ginnin)s'  of  the  Government  to  March  4.  1S97.      ^^  ''^"^  looked  out  for 
every  reference  to  the  work  in  the  public  prints,  has  endeavored  to  readj 
all  the  critici.sms  made  because  of  omissions,  and  has  availed  himself  of  ; 
the  payxfrs  to  which  his  attention  has  been  called  by  anyone;  has  dili- 
gently and  earnestly  sought  for  same  himself,  and  has,  as  stated  above.i 
inserted  all  omitted  papers  in  the  Appendix,  so  tliat  he  feels  warraiite<l  iul 
saving  that  if  he  has  given  to  the  country  all  he  could  find  and  all  any] 
critic  or  reviewer  has  lx;en  able  to  find  he  has  df)!ie  his  whole  duty  an<l 
reasonable  complaint  can  not  l»e  made  if  ajiy  paper  is  still  omitted, 
view  of  the  inaccessibility  of  many  of  the  messages  by  reason  of  their  not 
having  Ijeen  entered  on  the  journals  of  either  House  of  Congress,  aud  of 
the  fact  that  the  Government  itself  d(x?s  uot  jxissoss  many  of  the  proo-l 
lamations  and  Kxecutive  orders,  it  may  lie  that  there  yet  can  Ije  foimd  a] 
few  papers  otuitted  from  this  work;  but  with  much  confidence,  amount>| 
ing  tu  a  positive  conviction,  I  feel  that  assurance  may  be  safely  given  that 
only  a  few.  if  .iny  at  all.  liave  been  overlooked. 

Congress  in  June,  1897,  ^'V  ^^^^'  requested  me  to  prepare  an  index  tc 
the  entire  compilation.  I  am  now  and  have  been  for  over  two  year 
engaged  in  this  work.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  give  the  last  voltune,  whicl 
will  include  the  Ap|?endix  and  In<lex,  as  alxjve  stated,  to  Congre-ss  am 
the  public  in  alx>ut  two  months.  It  would  liave  been  completed  at  this 
time  but  for  the  fact  that  in  addition  to  making  the  Inrlcx  simply  an| 
iutlex  to  the  various  mes.s;iges  aud  other  papers  I  have  added  to  it  the 
encyclopedic  feature.  There  will  therefore  be  found  in  the  Index, 
alphalK-'tical  order,  a  large  mmiber  of  cucv  clopetlic  definitions  of  wor 
ani  phrases  used  by  the  Chief  Kxecutivcs,  and  of  other  jwlitico-historioi^ 
subject?!,  It  is  lielievetl  that  this  feature  will  not  detract  in  any  maune 
fnmi  the  Index,  litit,  on  the  other  hand,  will  add  largely  to  its  value 
to  the  \-aUic  of  the  entire  compilation.

Benjamin  Harrison 


Bbnjamin  Harrison,  twenty- third  President  of  the  United  States, 
was  bom  at  North  Bend,  Ohio,  August  20,  1833.  His  father,  John  Scott 
Harrison,  was  the  third  son  of  General  William  Henry  Harrison,  ninth 
President  of  the  United  States,  who  was  the  third  and  youngest  son  of 
Benjamin  Harrison,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence. John  Scott  Harrison  was  twice  married,  his  second  wife  being 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Archibald  Irwin,  of  Mercersburg,  Pa.  Benjamin 
was  the  second  son  of  this  marriage.  His  parents  were  resolutely  deter- 
mined upon  the  education  of  their  children,  and  early  in  childhood  Ben- 
jamin was  placed  under  private  instruction  at  home.  In  1847  he  and 
his  elder  brother  were  sent  to  a  school  on  what  was  known  as  College 
Hill,  a  few  miles  from  Cincinnati.  After  remaining  there  two  years 
entered  the  junior  class  at  Miami  University,  at  Oxford,  Ohio,  where  he 
was  graduated  in  1852.  Was  married  October  20,  1853,  to  Caroline 
Scott,  daughter  of  Dr.  John  W.  Scott,  who  was  then  president  of  Oxford 
Female  Seminary*,  from  which  Mrs.  Harrison  was  graduated  in  1852. 
After  studying  law  under  Storer  &  Gwynne  in  Cincinnati,  Mr.  Har- 
rison was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1854,  and  began  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession at  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  which  has  since  lx;en  his  home.  Was 
appointed  crier  of  the  Federal  court,  at  a  salary  of  $2.50  per  day.  This 
was  the  first  monej'  he  had  ever  earned.  Jonathan  W.  Gordon,  one  of 
the  leaders  of  the  Indianapolis  bar,  called  young  Harrison  to  his  assist- 
ance in  the  prosecution  of  a  criminal  tried  for  burglary,  and  intrusted  to 
him  the  plea  for  tlie  State.  He  had  taken  ample  notes  of  the  evidence, 
but  the  case  was  closed  at  night,  and  the  court-house  being  dimly 
lighted  by  tallow  candles,  he  was  unable  to  read  them  when  he  arose  to 
address  the  court  and  jury.  Laying  them  aside,  he  depended  entirely 
upon  his  niemor>'  and  found  it  perfect.  He  made  an  eloquent  plea, 
produced  a  marked  impression,  and  won  the  case.  Since  then  he  has 
always  Ijeen  an  impromptu  speaker.  Formed  a  partnership  later  with 
William  Wallace,  but  in  i860  the  latter  became  clerk  of  Marion  County, 
and  the  firm  was  changed  to  Harrison  &  Fishback,  which  was  tenni- 
nated  by  the  entry  of  the  senior  partner  into  the  Army  in  1862.     Was 
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chosen  reporter  of  the  supreme  court  of  Indiana  in  i860  on  the  Repati 
licaii  ticket.     This  was  his  first  active  appearance  in  the  politics 
field.     When  the  Civil  War  began  assisted  in  raising  the  Seventiet! 
Indiana  Regiment  of  Volunteers,  taking  a  second  lieutenant's  commissio 
and  raising  Company  A  of  that  regfiment.     Governor  Morton  t^idere 
him  the  command  of  the  regiment  and  he  was  commissioned  its  colone 
Mr.  Harrison  appointed  a  deputy  reporter  for  the  supreme  court.     In  tl 
ensuing  autunni  the  Democratic  State  committee,  considering  his  positio 
as  a  civil  officer  vacated  by  this  military  appointment,  nominated  an 
elected  a  successor,  although  his  term  of  office  had  not  expired.     The 
view  was  sustained  by  the  State  supreme  court;  but  in  1864,  while  Coli 
nel  Harri.son  was  in  the  Armj',  the  people  of  Indiana  gave  their  judgmei 
by  reelecting  him  to  the  position  of  supreme-court  reporter  by  an  ove 
whelming  majority.     In  1862  the  Seventieth  Indiana  went  into  the  fie 
with  Harrison  as  its  colonel,  their  objective  point  being  Bowling  Gree 
Ky.     It  was  brigaded  with  the  Seventy-ninth  Ohio  and  the  One  hu 
dred  and  second,  One  hundred  and  fifth,  and  One  hundred  and  twent 
ninth  Illinois  regiments,  under  Brigadier-General  Ward,  of  Kentuck 
and  this  organization  was  kept  unchanged  until  the  close  of  the  wa 
Colonel  Harrison  had  the  right  of  the  brigade,  and  his  command  w 
occupied  at  first  in  guarding  railroads  and  hunting  guerrillas,  his  en< 
gies  being  largely  spent  in  drilling  his  men.     When  General  Rosecra 
set  out  for  Chattanooga  General  Ward  was  sent  on  duty  to  Nashvill 
and  on  January  2, 1864,  his  command  was  called  to  the  front.     Later  tl 
brigade  became  the  First  Brigade  of  the  Third  Division  of  the  Twentie 
Army  Corps,  under  General  Hooker,  General  Ward  resuming  its  co! 
mand.     The  campaign  under  General  Sherman,  vc^n  which  his  regime 
with  its  associate  forces  entered,  was  directed,  as  is  now  known,  agaii 
the  Confederate  anny  of  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston,  and  not  against  a 
particular  place.     In  the  Federal  advance  one  of  the  severest  actions  m 
fought  at  Rcsaca,  Ga.,  May  14  and  15,  1864,  and  the  Seventieth  India 
led  the  assault.     His  regiment  participated  in  the  fights  at  New  He 
Church  and  at  Golgotha  Church,  Kenesaw  Mountain,  and  Peach  Ti 
Creek.    When  Atlanta  was  taken  by  Sherman,  September  2, 1864,  Co 
nel  Harri.son  received  his  first  furlougli  to  visit  home,  being  assigned 
si^ecial  duty  in  a  canva.ss  of  the  State  to  recruit  for  the  forces  in  the  fie 
Returning  to  Chattanooga  and  then  to  Nashville,  he  was  placed  in  co 
niand  of  a  provisional  brigade  held  in  reserve  at  the  battle  at  the  lat 
place  (December  15  and  16,  1864),  and  was  but  little  engaged.     WI 
the  fight  was  over  he  was  .sent  in  pursuit  of  the  Confederate  gene 
Hood.     Recalled  from  that  pursuit,  was  next  ordered  to  report  to  Gene 
Sherman  at  Savannah.    While  passing  through  New  York  he  succuml 
to  an  attack  of  scarlet  fever,  but  in  a  few  weeks  was  able  to  proceed 
his  way.     Joining  Sherman  at  Goldslx)ro,  N.  C,  resumed  command 
is  old  brigade,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  went  with  it  to  Washingi

to  take  part  in  the  grand  re\new  of  the  armies.  Was  duly  mustered  out 
of  the  service  June  8,  1865,  not.  however,  uutil  he  had  received  a  com- 
mission as  brevet  brigadier-general,  dated  Januarj'  23,  1865.  Return- 
ing to  Indianapolis  after  the  war.  resumed  his  office  of  reporter  of  the 
supreme  court,  but  in  1867  declined  a  renomination,  preferring  to  devote 
himself  exclusively  to  the  practice  of  law.  Became  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Porter,  Harrison  &  FishUick,  and,  after  suljsetiuent  changes,  of  that  of 
Harrison,  Miller  &  Elam.  Took  part  in  1868  and  1872  in  the  Pres- 
idential campaijios  in  support  of  General  Grant,  traveling  over  Indiana 
and  speaking  to  large  audiences.  In  1876  at  fir.st  declined  a  nomination 
for  governor  on  the  Republican  ticket,  con.senting  to  run  only  after  the 
regular  nominee  had  withdrawn.  In  this  contest  he  received  almost 
2,000  more  votes  than  his  as.sociates,  but  was  defeated.  Was  a  member 
of  the  Mississippi  River  Commission  in  1879.  In  1880,  as  chairman  of 
the  Indiana  delegation  in  the  Republican  national  convention,  he  cast 
nearly  the  entire  vote  of  the  State  for  James  A.  Garfield  for  President. 
President  Garfield  olTered  him  a  place  in  his  Cabinet,  but  he  declined  it, 
preferring  the  United  States  Senatorship  from  Indiana,  to  which  he  had 
just  Ijeen  chosen,  and  whicli  he  held  from  iSSi  to  1887.  In  the  Senate  he 
advocated  the  tariff  views  of  his  party,  opix>sed  President  Cleveland's 
vetoes  of  pension  bills,  urged  the  reconstruction  ami  upbuilding  of  the 
Naxy,  and  lalx^red  and  voted  for  civil-.ser\'ice  reform.  Was  a  delegate 
at  large  to  the  Republican  national  convention  in  1884,  and  in  1S88  at 
Chicago  was  nominated  for  the  Presidency  on  the  eighth  ballot.  The 
nomination  was  made  unanimous,  and  in  November  he  was  elected, 
recei\ang  233  electoral  votes  to  168  for  Grover  Cleveland.  Was  inau- 
gurated March  4.  1889.  Was  again  nominated  for  the  Presidency  at  the 
national  Republican  convention  whiclt  latt  at  Minneaix>lis  in  1892,  but 
was  defeated  at  the  November  election,  receiving  145  electoral  votes, 
again.st  276  votes  for  Grover  Cleveland.  Upon  his  retiring  from  office 
located  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  where  he  now  resides. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 


Fkllow-Citizens:  There  is  no  constitutional  or  legal  requirement 
that  the  President  shall  take  the  oath  of  office  in  the  presence  of  tlw 
people,  but  there  is  .so  manifest  an  appropriateness  in  the  public  indue* 
lion  to  office  of  tlie  chief  executive  officer  of  the  nation  that  from  tl 
Ixiginning  of  the  Government  the  people,  to  whose  seruce  the  official  oath 
consecrates  the  officer,  have  lx!en  calletl  to  witness  the  solem  «ial. 

The  oath  taken  in  the  presence  of  the  people  Iiecomes  a 
naat.     The  officer  covenants  to  ser\'e  the  whole  body  of  t 
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faithful  execution  of  the  laws,  so  that  they  may  l)e  the  unfailing  defense 
and  security  of  those  who  respect  and  observe  tliem,  and  that  neither 
wealth,  station,  nor  the  power  of  combinations  shall  Ije  able  to  evade  their 
just  penalties  or  to  wrest  them  from  a  beneficent  public  purpose  to  serve 
the  ends  of  cruelty  or  selfishness. 

My  promise  is  spoken;  yours  unspoken,  but  nut  the  less  real  and  sol- 
emn. The  people  of  every  State  have  here  their  representatives.  Surely 
I  do  not  misinterpret  the  spirit  of  the  occasion  when  I  assume  that  the 
whole  body  of  the  i>eople  covenant  with  me  and  with  each  other  to-day 
to  supjxjrt  and  defend  the  Con.stitution  and  the  Union  of  the  States,  to 
yield  willing  obedience  to  all  the  laws  and  each  to  every  other  citi/en  his 
equal  civil  and  jxjlitical  rights.  Entering  thus  solemnly  into  covenant 
with  each  other,  we  may  reverently  invoke  and  confidently  expect  the 
favor  and  help  of  Almighty  God — that  He  will  give  to  me  wisdom, 
strength,  and  fi<lelity,  and  to  our  people  a  spirit  of  fraternity  and  a  love 
of  righteousness  and  peace. 

This  cK?casion  derives  peculiar  interest  from  the  fact  that  the  Presi- 
dential term  which  begins  this  day  is  the  twenty-sixth  imder  our  Con- 
stitution. The  first  inauguration  of  President  Washington  took  place  in 
New  York,  where  Congress  was  then  sitting,  on  the  30th  day  of  April, 
1789,  having  been  deferred  by  reason  of  delays  attending  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Congress  and  the  canvass  of  the  electoral  vote.  Our  people 
have  already  worthily  observed  the  centennials  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  of  the  battle  of  Yorktown,  and  of  the  adaption  of  the 
Constitution,  and  will  shortly  celebrate  in  New  York  the  institution  of 
the  second  great  department  of  our  constitutional  scheme  of  govern- 
ment. When  the  centennial  of  the  institution  of  the  judicial  depart- 
ment, by  the  organization  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  have  been  suitably 
kobserx'ed,  as  I  trust  it  will  be,  our  nation  will  have  fully  entered  its 
second  centurj'. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  note  the  marvelous  and  in  great  part  happy  coir- 
trasts  between  our  country  as  it  steps  over  the  threshoM  into  its  .second 
century  of  organized  existence  under  the  Constitution  and  that  weak 
but  wisely  ordered  young  nation  that  looked  undauntedly  dov\ii  Uie  first 
centurv-,  when  all  its  years  stretched  out  before  it. 

Our  people  will  not  fail  at  this  time  to  recall  the  incidents  which 
accompanied  the  iu-stitution  of  government  under  the  Constitution,  or  to 
find  inspiration  and  guidance  in  the  teachings  and  example  of  Washing- 
ton and  his  great  associates,  and  hope  and  courage  iji  the  cotiirast  which 
thirty-eight  populous  and  prosperous  States  offer  to  the  tliirteen  States, 
weak  in  ever>-thing  except  courage  and  the  love  of  liberty,  that  tben 
fringed  our  Atlantic  seaboard. 

The  Territor>'  of  Dakota  has  now  a  population  greater  than  any  of 
the  original  Slates  Cexcept  Virginia)  and  greater  than  i:  of 

five  of  the  smaller  States  iti  1790.     The  center  of  |K>piil  .jir 
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national  capital  was  located  was  east  of  Baltimore,  and  it  was  argued  by 
many  well-informed  ijersoiJs  that  it  would  move  eastward  rather  than 
westward;  yet  in  1880  it  was  found  to  be  near  Cincinnati,  and  the  new 
census  about  to  be  taken  will  show  another  stride  to  the  westward. 
That  which  was  the  body  has  come  to  be  only  the  rich  fringe  of  the 
nation's  robe.  But  our  growth  has  not  been  limited  to  territory,  popu- 
lation, and  aggregate  wealth,  niar\'clous  as  it  has  l)e€n  in  each  of  those 
directions.  The  masses  of  our  people  are  better  fed,  clothed,  and  housed 
than  their  fathers  were.  The  facilities  for  popular  education  have  been 
vastly  enlarged  and  more  generally  diffused. 

The  virtues  of  courage  and  patriotism  have  given  recent  proof  of  their 
continued  presence  and  increasing  power  in  the  hearts  and  over  the  lives 
of  our  people.  The  influences  of  religion  have  been  multiplied  and 
strengthened.  The  sweet  offices  of  charity  have  greatly  increased.  The 
virtue  of  temperance  is  held  in  liigher  estimation.  We  have  not  attained 
an  ideal  condition.  Not  ail  of  our  people  are  liappy  aiid  prosperous;  not 
all  of  them  are  virtuous  and  law-abiding.  But  on  the  whole  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  to  the  individual  to  secure  the  coniforts  of  life  are  better 
than  are  found  elsewhere  and  largely  better  than  they  were  here  one 
hundred  years  ago. 

The  surrender  of  a  large  measure  of  sovereignty  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, effected  by  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  was  not  accom- 
plished until  the  suggestions  of  rea.son  were  strongly  reenforced  by  the 
more  imperative  voice  of  experience.  The  divergent  interests  of  peace 
speedily  demanded  a  " '  more  perfect  union. ' '  The  merchant,  the  shipmas- 
ter, and  the  manufacturer  discovered  and  disclosed  to  our  statesmen  and 
to  the  people  that  commercial  emancipation  must  be  added  to  the  political 
freedom  which  had  been  so  bravely  won.  The  commercial  policy  of  the 
mother  country  had  not  relaxed  any  of  its  hard  and  oppressive  features. 
To  hold  in  check  the  development  of  our  commercial  marine,  to  prevent 
or  retard  the  establishment  and  growth  of  manufactures  in  the  States, 
and  so  to  secure  the  American  market  for  their  shops  and  the  carrying 
trade  for  their  ships,  was  the  policy  of  European  statesmen,  and  was  pur- 
sued with  the  most  selfi.sh  vigor. 

Petitions  poured  in  upon  Congress  urging  the  imposition  of  discrimi 
nating  duties  that  should  encourage  the  production  of  needed  things 
home.     The  patriotism  of  the  people,  which  no  longer  found  a  field  o^ 
exercise  in  war,  was  energetically  directed  to  the  duty  of  equipping  tl 
young  Republic  for  the  defense  of  its  independence  by  making  its 
pie  self-dependent.     Societies  for  the  promotioii  of  home  manufacture 
and  for  encouraging  the  use  of  dome.stics  in  the  dress  of  were 

organized  in  many  of  the  States.  The  revival  at  the  er 
of  the  same  patriotic  interest  in  the  preservation  an<i  de 
tnestic  industries  and  the  defeti.se  of  our  working  peopl 
ous  foreign  competition  is  an  incident  worthy  of  atteu 
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a  departure  but  a  return  that  we  have  witnessed.  The  protective  policy 
had  then  its  opjxjnents.  The  argument  was  made,  as  now,  that  its  bene- 
fits inured  to  particular  classes  or  sections. 

If  the  question  lx:canie  in  any  .sense  or  at  any  time  sectional,  it  was 
only  because  slavery  existed  in  some  of  the  States.  But  for  this  there 
was  no  reason  why  the  cotton-protlucing  States  should  not  have  led  or 
walked  abreast  with  the  New  England  »States  in  the  production  of  cotton 
fabrics.  There  was  this  reason  only  why  the  States  that  divide  with 
Pennsylvania  the  mineral  treasures  of  the  great  southeastern  and  central 
moLuitaiii  ranges  should  have  been  so  tardy  in  bringing  to  the  snieltuig 
furnace  and  to  the  mill  the  coal  and  iron  from  their  near  opposing  hill- 
sides. Mill  fires  were  lighted  at  the  funeral  pile  of  slaver)*.  The  eman- 
cipation proclamation  was  heard  in  the  depths  of  the  earth  as  well  as  in 
the  sky;  men  were  made  free,  and  material  things  became  our  better 
servants. 

The  sectional  element  has  happily  been  eliminated  from  the  tariff  dis- 
cussion. We  have  no  longer  States  that  are  neces.sarily  only  planting 
States.  None  are  excluded  from  achieving  that  diversification  of  pur- 
.suits  amoug  the  people  which  brings  wealth  and  contentment.  The  cot- 
ton plantation  will  not  be  less  valuable  when  the  product  is  spun  in  the 
countr>'  town  by  operatives  whose  necessities  call  for  diversified  crops 
and  create  a  home  demand  for  garden  and  agricultural  products.  Every 
new  raitie,  furnace,  and  factor>*  is  an  extension  of  the  productive  capacity 
of  the  Stale  more  real  and  valuable  than  added  territory. 

Shall  the  prejudices  and  paralysis  of  slaverj'  continue  to  hang  upon 
the  skirts  of  progress?  How  long  will  those  who  rejoice  that  slavery  no 
longer  exists  cheri-sh  or  tolerate  the  incapacities  it  put  upon  their  com- 
munities? I  look  hopefully  to  the  continuance  of  our  protective  sj-stem 
and  to  the  consequent  development  of  manufacturing  and  mining  enter- 
prises in  the  States  hitherto  wholly  given  to  agriculture  as  a  potent  in- 
fluence in  the  perfect  unification  of  our  people.  The  men  who  have 
invested  their  capital  in  these  enter]irises,  the  fanners  who  have  felt  the 
benefit  of  their  neighborhood,  and  the  men  who  work  in  shop  or  field 
will  not  fail  to  find  and  to  defend  a  community  of  interest. 

Is  it  not  quite  possible  that  the  farmers  and  the  promoters  of  the  great 
mining  and  manufacturing  enterprises  which  have  recently  been  estab- 
lished in  the  South  may  yet  find  that  the  free  ballot  of  the  workingman, 
without  distinction  of  race,  is  needed  for  their  defense  as  well  as  for  his 
own  ?  I  do  not  doubt  that  if  those  men  in  the  South  who  now  accept  the 
tariff  views  of  Clay  and  the  constitutional  expositions  of  Webster  would 
courageously  avow  and  defend  their  real  con\nctions  they  would  not  find 
it  difficult,  by  friendly  in.struction  and  cooperation,  to  make  the  black  man 
their  efficient  and  safe  ally,  not  only  in  establishing  correct  principles  tO 
our  national  administration,  but  in  preserving  for  their  local  communities 
the  benefits  of  social  order  and  economical  and  honest  government.     At 
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bsi  until  the  s^^od  offices  of  kindness  and  edocatioa  have  been  fidrfT 

\iied  the  contrary  conclusion  can  not  he  plattsibly  tu^ed. 

Ihave  altogether  rejected  the  suggestion  of  a  qndal  Executive  policy' 

fu  any  section  of  our  country.     1 1  is  the  duty  ci  the  EzecntiTe  to  adana- 

Uttr  and  enforce  in  the  methods  and  by  the  instrumentalities  pointed  o« 

Hid  ^A-tded   by   the  Coa.stitittion   all   the  lawrs  enacted  by  CoogroK. 

These  laws  are  general  and  tbcir  admiui.stration  should  be  Baituf  and 

oqval.    As  a  citizen  ntay  not  elect  what  laurs  be  will  obey,  ndtber  may 

I    iv   t-i'-  e  eltKTt  which  he  will  enforce.     The  duty  to  obey  and  to 

'. ,'...!. .  '  ■!     races  the  Constitution  in  its  entirety  and  the  whole  code  of 

l&ws  enacted  under  it.     The  evil  example  of  permitting  tndividnals.  ccr- 

poratiotts.  or  communities  to  nullify  the  laws  because  they  crass  aooe 

selfish  or  local  interest  or  prejudices  is  full  of  danger,  not  onhr  to  tbe 

nation  at  large,  hut  much  more  to  those  who  use  this  pcmicioQs  expcdt- 

eot  to  escape  their  just  obligations  or  to  obtain  an  unjust  advantage  over 

cdiers.     Tliey  will  presently  themselves  be  compelled  to  appeal  to  tbe 

kir  for  protection,  and  those  who  would  use  the  lav  as  a  defense  Binst 

not  deny  that  use  of  it  to  others. 

If  our  great  corporations  would  more  scmpulotisly  ofcaerve  their  legal 
lioutations  and  duties,  they  would  ba\-e  less  cause  to  complain  of  tbe 
unlawful  limitations  of  their  rights  or  of  violent  interfereoce  with  thdr 
cfentions.  The  community  that  by  coucert,  open  or  secret,  among  its 
citizens  denies  to  a  portion  of  its  members  their  plain  rights  under  tbe 
law  has  se^-ered  tlie  only  safe  bond  of  social  order  and  prosperity.  The 
evil  works  from  a  bad  center  both  ways.  It  demoralizes  those  who  prac- 
tice it  and  destroys  the  faith  of  those  who  suffer  by  it  in  the  eflkSency  of 
die  hw  as  a  safe  protector.  The  man  in  whose  breast  that  faith  has 
been  darkened  is  nattirally  the  subject  of  dangerous  and  tmcanny  sog* 
gescicm.s.  Those  who  use  unlawful  methods,  if  mos-ed  by  no  higher 
motive  than  the  selfi.shness  that  prompted  them,  may  well  stop  and 
inquire  what  is  to  be  the  end  of  this. 

An  unlawful  expedient  can  not  become  a  permanent  condition  of  gor- 
(nimebt.  If  the  educated  and  influential  classes  in  a  coominnity  either 
practice  or  connive  at  the  sy.stematic  violation  of  laws  that  seem  to  them 
to  cross  their  convenience,  what  can  they  expect  when  the  leasoo  that 
wnveniencc  or  a  supposed  cla.v>  ititerest  is  a  .*;ufficient  cause  for  lawlcas- 
ntS5  has  been  well  learned  by  the  ig^norant  classes?  A  cummtmity  where 
h»  is  the  rule  of  conduct  and  where  court.s.  not  mobs,  execute  its  penal- 
ties Is  the  only  attractive  fielil  for  business  investments  and  honest  labor. 
Our  naturalization  laws  should  be  so  amendwl  as  to  make  the  inquiry 
into  the  character  and  g<jod  di.syxwition  of  persons  applying  for  citizen- 
ship more  careful  and  searcliing^.  Our  existing  law^  ha\-e  1>e«M  in  their 
•dministration  an  unimpressive  and  often  an  uninteliiifihlc  form.  We 
*»cpt  the  man  as  a  citi/en  without  any  knowledge  of  his  fitness,  and  he 
ttrnuHs  the  duties  of  citizenship  without  any  knowledge  as  to  what  they 
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are.  The  privileges  of  American  citizenship  are  so  great  and  its  ditties 
so  grave  that  we  may  well  insist  upon  a  good  knowledge  of  everj'  person 
applying  for  citizensliip  and  a:  good  knowledge  by  hhn  of  our  institutions. 
We  should  not  cease  to  be  hospitable  to  immigration,  but  we  should 
cease  to  be  careless  as  to  the  character  of  it.  There  are  men  of  all  races, 
even  the  best,  whose  coming  is  necessarily  a  burden  upon  our  pubUe 
revenues  or  a  threat  to  s(x:ial  order.  These  should  l>e  identified  and 
excluded. 

We  have  happily  maintained  a  policy  of  avoiding  all  interference  with 
Kuropean  affairs.  We  have  been  only  interested  spectators  of  their  con- 
tentions in  diplomacy  and  in  war,  ready  to  use  our  friendly  offices  to 
promote  peace,  but  never  obtruding  our  ad\-ice  and  never  attempting 
unfairly  to  coin  the  distre.sses  of  other  powers  into  conmiercial  advantage 
to  ourselves.  We  have  a  just  right  to  expect  that  our  European  polic}' 
will  l^e  the  American  i>nlicy  of  European  courts. 

It  is  so  manifestly  inconipatilile  with  those  precautions  for  our  peace 
and  .safety  which  all  the  great  powers  habitually  observe  and  enforce  iu 
matters  affecting  them  that  a  shorter  waterway  lx.tweeii  our  eastern  and 
western  seaboards  should  be  dominated  by  anj'  European  Government 
that  we  may  confidentlj'  expect  that  such  a  purpose  will  not  be  enter- 
tained by  any  friendly  ixwer. 

We  shall  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  use  every  endeavor  to  maintain 
and  enlarge  our  friendly  relations  with  all  the  great  powers,  but  they 
will  not  e.x]>ect  us  to  look  kindly  upon  any  project  that  would  leave  us 
subject  tn  tbe  dangers  of  a  hostile  observation  or  environment.  We  I 
have  not  .sought  to  dominate  or  to  absorb  any  of  our  weaker  neighbofs,  1 
hut  rather  tn  aid  and  encourage  them  to  e.stablish  free  and  stable  govern- 
ments resting  upon  the  consent  of  their  own  people.  We  have  a  clear 
right  to  expect,  therefore,  that  no  European  Govennnent  will  .seek  to 
establish  colonial  deix;ndencies  upon  the  territorj-  of  these  independent 
American  States.  That  which  a  sense  of  justice  restrains  us  from  seek- 
ing they  may  be  reasonably  expected  willingly  to  forego. 

It  unist  not  be  assumed,  however,  that  our  interests  are  so  exclusively 
American  that  our  entire  inattention  to  any  events  that  may  transpire 
elsewhere  can  be  taken  for  granted.  Our  citizens  domiciled  for  purposes 
of  trade  iu  all  countries  and  in  many  of  the  islands  of  the  sea  demand  and 
will  have  our  adequate  care  in  their  per.sonal  and  commercial  rights. 
The  necessities  of  our  Na\'y  require  convenient  coaling  stations  and  dock 
and  harlxir  prixileges.  These  and  other  trading  privileges  we  will  feel 
free  to  obtain  only  by  means  that  do  not  in  any  degree  partake  of  coer- 
cion, however  feeble  the  government  from  which  we  ask  such  conces- 
sions. But  having  fairly  obtained  them  by  methods  and  for  purposes 
entirely  consistent  with  the  most  friendly  dis{.>ositioii  toward  all  other 
powers,  our  consent  will  be  ueces-sary  to  any  modification  or  impairment 
of  the  couces-sion. 


We  shall  neither  fail  to  respect  the  flag  of  any  friendly  nation  or  the 
i-just  rights  oC  its  citizens,  nor  to  exact  the  like  treatment  for  our  own. 
Calmness,  justice,  and  consideration  should  characterize  our  diplomacy. 
L  The  offices  of  an  intelligent  diplomacy  or  of  friendly  arbitration  in  proper 
■  cases  should  be  adequate  to  the  peaceful  adjustment  of  all  international 
difficulties.      By  such  methods  we  will  make  our  coiitrilintion  to  the 
world's  peace,  which  no  nation  values  more  highly,  and  avoid  the  oppro- 
brium which  must  fall  upon  the  nation  that  ruthlessly  breaks  it. 

The  duty  devolved  by  law  njHjn  the  President  to  nominate  and,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  all  public  t)fficers 
whose  appointment  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Con.stitution  or 
by  act  of  Congress  has  lKK:ome  ver>'  burdensome  and  its  wise  and  efficient 
discharge  full  of  difficulty.  The  civil  list  is  so  large  that  a  personal 
knowledge  of  any  large  number  of  the  applicants  is  impossible.  The 
President  must  rely  upon  the  representations  of  others,  and  these  are 
often  made  inconsiderately  and  without  any  just  sense  of  responsibility. 
I  have  a  right.  I  think,  to  insist  that  those  who  volunteer  or  are  invited 
to  gfive  advice  as  to  appointments  shall  exercise  consideration  and  fidelity. 
A  high  sense  of  duty  and  an  ambition  to  improve  the  .service  should 
characterize  all  public  oflScers. 

There  are  many  ways  iti  which  the  convenience  and  comfnrt  of  those 

who  have  business  with  our  public  offices  may  Ix.*  promoteil  by  a  thouglit- 

fnl  and  obliging  officer,  and  1  shall  expect  those  whom  I  may  appoint  to 

justify  their  selection  by  a  conspicuous  efficiency  in  the  discharge  of 

their  duties.      Honorable  party  ser\ice  will  certainly  not  l>e  esteemed  by 

me  a  disqualification  for  public  office,  but  it  will  in  no  case  be  allowed 

to  .serve  as  a  sliield  of  official  negligence.  iucDinpetency,  or  delinquency. 

It  is  entirely  creditable  to  seek  public  office  by  projxjr  methods  and  with 

proper  motives,  and  all  applicants  will  l>e  treated  with  consideration;  but 

1  shall  need,  and  the  heads  of  Departments  will  need,  time  for  inquiry 

and  dehberation.     Persistent  imixjrtunity  will  not,  therefore,  be  the  best 

support  of  an  application  for  office.     Heads  of  Departments,  bureaus, 

and  all  other  public  officers  having  any  duty  connected  therewith  will 

be  expected  to  enforce  the  civil-scr\-ice  law  fully  and  without  evasion. 

Beyond  this  obvious  duty  I  hope  to  do  something  more  to  advance  the 

lefonn  of  the  ci\-il  service.     The  ideal,  or  even  my  own  ideal,  I  shall 

probably  not  attain.     Retrospect  will  be  a  safer  basis  of  judgment  than 

pn>mises.    We  shall  not,  however,  I  am  sure,  be  aljle  to  put  our  civil 

servicr  upon  a  nonpartisan  basis  until  we  have  secured  an  incumbency 

Ibat  fair-minded  men  of  the  opposition  will  approve  for  impartiality 

integrity.     As  the  nnmlier  of  such  in  the  civil  list  is  increased 

^wnovals  from  office  will  diminish. 

While  a  Treasur>'  suq>his  is  not  the  greatest  evil,  it  is  a  serious  evil. 
Our  revenue  should  l)e  ample  to  meet  the  ordinary  annual  demands 
Opon  our  Treasur>',  with  a  sufficient  margin  for  those  extraordinary  but 
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scarcely  less  imperative  demands  which  arise  now  and  then.     Expendi- 
ture  should  always  be  made  with  ect>uomy  and  only  upon  public  neces- 
sity.    Wastefulness,  profligacy,  or  favoriti.sm  in  public  expenditures  is  j 
criminal.     But  there  is  nothing  in  the  condition  of  our  country  or  of  our  I 
people  to  suggest  that  anything  presently  necessary  to  the  pubUc  pros-  j 
perity,  security,  or  honor  should  be  undvily  postponed. 

It  will  Ixr  the  duty  of  Cougre.'vs  wisely  to  forecast  and  estimate  these] 
extraordinary  demands,  and,  having  added  them  to  our  ordinary  ex^jendi- 1 
tures,  to  so  adjust  our  revenue  laws  that  no  considerable  annual  surphLsl 
will  remain.  We  will  fortunatelj'  l)e  able  to  apply  to  the  redemption  of  I 
the  public  debt  any  small  and  unforeseen  excess  of  revenue.  This  isi 
better  than  to  reduce  our  income  lx;low  our  necessary  expenditures,  | 
with  the  resulting  choice  between  another  change  of  our  revenue  laws! 
and  an  increase  of  the  public  debt.  It  is  quite  possible,  I  am  sure,  toj 
effect  the  necessary  reduction  in  our  revenues  without  breaking  do\ni[ 
our  protective  tariff  or  .seriously  injuring  any  domestic  industr>'. 

The  construction  of  a  sufficient  number  of  modern  war  ships  and  of  j 
their  necessary  armament  .should  progress  as  rapidly  as  is  consi.stent  with 
care  and  perfection  in  plans  and  workmanship.     The  spirit,  courage,  and 
skill  of  our  naval  officers  and  seamen  liave  many  times  in  our  history 
given  to  weak  ships  atid  inefficient  giins  a  rating  greatly  beyond  that  of 
the  naval  list.     That  they  will  again  do  .so  upon  occasion  I  do  not  doubt; 
but  they  ought  not,  by  premeditation  or  neglect,  to  be  left  to  the  risksj 
and  exigencies  of  an  unequal  combat.     We  should  encourage  the  estab-l 
lishmeiit  of  American   steamship  lines.     The  exchanges  of  commerce 
demand  stated,  reliable,  and  rapid  means  of  communication,  and  untilj 
these  are  provided  the  development  of  our  trade  with  tlie  States  lying] 
south  of  us  is  impossible. 

Our  pension  laws  should  give  more  adequate  and  discriminating  relief] 
to  the  Union  soldiers  and  sailors  and  to  tlieir  widows  and  orphans.    Sue 
occasions  as  this  should  remind  us  that  we  owe  everything  to  their  val 
and  sacrifice. 

It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  there  is  a  near  prospect  of  thcj 
admission  into  the  Union  of  the  Dakotas  and  Montana  and  Washington] 
Territories.     This  act  of  justice  has  been  unreasonably  delayed  in  tlie 
case  of  some  of  them.     The  people  who  have  settled  these  Territories  \ 
intelligent,  enterprising,  and  patriotic,  and  the  accession  of  these  ne 
States  will  add  strength  to  the  nation.     It  is  due  to  the  settlers  in 
Territories  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  invitations  of  our  lane 
laws  to  make  homes  upon  the  public  domain  that  their  titles  ."ihouM 
speedily  adjusted  and  their  honest  entries  confirmed  by  patent. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  observe  the  general  interest  now  l^eing  inani] 
fested  in  the  reform  of  our  election  laws.     Those  who  have  l)een  fo 
years  calling  attention  to  the  pressing  necessity  of  throwing  aliout  tl 
ballot  box  and  about  the  elector  fnttlur  safeguards,  in  r.rr1<-r  ilmt 


elections  might  not  only  be  free  and  pure,  but  might  clearly  appear  to  )x 
so,  will  welcome  the  accession  of  any  who  did  not  so  soon  discover  the 
need  of  reform.  The  Natiniial  Congress  has  not  as  yet  taken  control  of 
elections  in  that  case  over  which  the  Constitntion  gives  it  jurisdiction, 
but  has  accepted  and  adopted  the  election  laws  of  the  several  States,  pro- 
vided penalties  for  their  violation  and  a  metluxl  of  supervision.  Only 
the  inefficiency  of  the  State  laws  or  an  unfair  jxirtisim  aduiinistratiou  of 
them  could  suggest  a  departure  from  tliis  policy. 

It  was  clearly,  however,  in  the  cnuteniplation  of  the  franiers  of  the 
Constitution  that  such  an  exigency  iniglit  arise,  and  jmnision  was  wisely 
made  for  it.  The  freedom  of  the  liallot  is  a  condition  of  our'  national 
life,  and  no  power  vested  in  Congress  or  in  the  Executive  to  secure  or 
perpetuate  it  should  remain  unused  upon  occasion.  The  people  of  all 
the  Congressional  districts  have  an  equal  interest  that  the  election  in  each 
shall  truly  express  the  views  and  wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  quali6ed 
electors  resiiling  within  it.  Tlie  results  of  .such  elections  are  not  local, 
aud  the  insistence  of  electors  residing  in  other  districts  that  they  shall  \x 
pure  and  free  does  not  savor  at  all  of  impertinence. 

If  in  any  of  the  States  the  public  security  is  thought  to  be  threatened 
by  ignorance  among  the  electors,  the  obvious  remedy  is  education.  The 
sympathy  and  help  of  our  people  will  not  be  withheld  from  any  com- 
munity struggling  with  special  embarrassments  or  diflicultics  connected 
with  the  sufTrage  if  the  remedie-s  proposed  pnx'ee<l  upon  lawful  lines  and 
are  promoted  by  just  and  honorable  methods.  How  shall  those  who 
practice  election  frauds  recover  that  re.spect  for  the  sanctity  of  the  liallot 
which  is  the  first  condition  and  obligation  of  good  citizenship?  The  man 
who  has  come  to  regard  tlie  ballot  l)ox  as  a  juggler's  hat  has  renounced 
his  allegiance. 

Let  us  exalt  patriotism  and  UKKlerate  our  party  contentious.  Let  those 
who  would  die  for  the  flag  on  the  field  of  battle  give  a  better  proof  of  their 
patriotism  and  a  higher  glory  to  their  country  by  promoting  fraternity 
and  justice.  A  party  success  that  is  achie\'ed  by  unfair  methods  or  by 
practices  that  partake  of  revolution  is  hurtful  aud  evanescent  even  from 
a  party  standpoint.  We  should  hold  our  differing  opinions  in  mutual 
respect,  and,  having  submitted  them  to  the  arbitrament  of  the  liaOot, 
should  accept  an  adverse  judgment  with  the  same  resi>ect  that  we  would 
have  demanded  of  our  opponents  if  the  deci.sion  had  been  in  our  favor. 

No  other  people  have  a  government  more  worthy  of  their  respect  and 
love  or  a  land  so  magnificent  in  extent,  .so  pleasant  to  look  U]^M>n,  and  so 
full  of  generous  suggestion  to  enterpri.se  aud  later.  God  has  placed  upoti 
our  head  a  diadem  and  has  laid  at  our  feet  power  and  wealth  lieyond  defi- 
nition or  calculation.  But  we  must  not  forget  that  we  take  these  gifts 
upon  the  condition  that  justice  and  mercy  shall  hold  the  reins  of  power 
and  that  the  upward  avenues  of  hope  shall  Jw  free  to  all  the  people. 

I  do  not  mistrust  the  future.     Dangers  have  been  in  frequent  ambush 
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along  our  path,  but  we  have  uncovered  and  vanquished  them  all.  Pas- 
sion has  swept  some  of  our  communities,  but  only  to  give  us  a  new  dem- 
onstration that  the  great  body  of  our  people  are  stable,  patriotic,  and 
law-abiding.  No  political  party  can  long  pursue  advantage  at  the  ex- 
pense of  public  honor  or  by  rude  and  indecent  methods  without  protest 
and  fatal  disaffection  in  its  own  body.  The  peaceful  agencies  of  com- 
merce are  more  fully  revealing  the  necessary  unity  of  all  our  communi- 
ties, and  the  increasing  intercourse  of  our  people  is  promoting  mutual 
respect.  We  shall  find  unalloyed  pleasure  in  the  revelation  which  our 
next  census  will  make  of  the  swift  development  of  the  gfreat  resources  of 
some  of  the  States.  Each  State  will  bring  its  generous  contribution  to 
the  great-  aggregate  of  the  nation's  increase.  And  when  the  harvests 
from  the  fields,  the  cattle  from  the  hills,  and  the  ores  of  the  earth  shall 
have  been  weighed,  counted,  and  valued,  we  will  turn  from  them  all  to 
crown  with  the  highest  honor  the  State  that  has  most  promoted  educa- 
tion, virtue,  justice,  and  patriotism  among  its  people.

PROCLAMATIONS. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

A  proclamation. 

The  following  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  are  hereby 
published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 

Section  1956,  Revised  Statutes,  chapter  3,  Title  XXIII,  enacts  that — 

No  person  shall  kill  any  otter,  mink,  marten,  sable,  or  fur  seal,  or  other  fur-bear- 
ing animal  within  the  limits  of  Alaska  Territory  or  in  the  waters  thereof;  and  every 
person  guilty  thereof  shall  for  ejich  offense  be  fined  not  less  than  %2cx>  nor  more  than 
|i  ,000,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both;  and  all  vessels,  their  tackle, 
apparel,  fiirnitiwe,  and  cargo,  found  engaged  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  for- 
feited; but  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  power  to  authorize  the  killing  of 

•Tried  and  executed  by  the  authorities  of  British  North  America  for  complicity  in  the  rebellioa 
in  the  Northwest  Territory.

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any  such  mink,  marten,  sable,  or  other  fur -bearing  animal,  except  fur  seals,  under 
snch  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  nf  the  Secretary  to  pre- 
vent the  killing  of  any  fur  seal  and  to  provide  for  the  execution  of  the  pro\'isions 
of  this  section  until  it  is  otherwise  provided  by  law,  nor  shall  he  grant  any  special 
privileges  under  this  section. 

Section  3  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of 
the  salmon  fisheries  of  Alaska,"  approved  March  2,  itiSg,  jjrovides  that — 

Sec.  3.  That  section  1956  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
declared  to  include  and  apply  to  all  the  dominion  of  the  United  States  in  the  watera 
of  Bering  Sea,  and  it  .shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiilctit  ut  a  timely  sea-son  in  each 
year  to  issue  his  proclamation,  ami  caust^  the  same  to  hi-  published  for  one  month  in 
at  least  one  newspaper  ( if  any  such  there  be)  published  at  each  United  States  pc)rt 
of  entry  on  the  Pacific  coast,  warning  all  persons  against  entering  such  waters  for 
the  purj>ose  of  violating  the  provisions  of  said  section,  and  he  shall  also  cause  one  or 
more  vessels  of  the  United  States  to  diligently  cruise  said  waters  and  arrest  all  per- 
sons and  seize  all  vessels  found  to  be  or  to  have  been  engaged  in  any  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  therein. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harri.son,  President  of  the  United  States, 
pursuant  to  the  above-recited  statutes,  hereby  warn  all  persons  against 
entering  the  waters  of  Bering  vSea  within  the  dominion  of  the  United 
States  for  the  purpose  of  violating  the  provisions  of  said  section  1956, 
Re\nsed  Statutes;  and  I  hereby  proclaim  that  all  persons  found  to  lie  or 
have  been  engaged  in  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  I'nited  States  in 
said  waters  will  be  arrested  and  punished  as  above  pro\'ided,  and  that  all 
vessels  so  employetl.  their  tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  and  cargoes,  will  be 
seized  and  fi>rfeited.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  section  S  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
3,  1885,  entitled  "An  .act  making  appropriations  for  the  current  and  con- 
tingent expen.ses  of  the  Indian  Department  and  for  fulfilling  treaty  stijv 
ulations  with  various  Indian  tribes  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1S86, 
and  for  other  purposes, "  certain  articles  of  cession  and  agreement  were 
made  and  coticluded  at  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  19th  day  of  Jan- 
uary-, A.  D.  i88g,  by  and  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
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Muscogee  (or  Creek)  Nation  of  Indians,  whereby  the  said  Muscogw 
(or  Creek)  Nation  of  Indians,  for  the  consideration  therein  mentioned, 
ceded  and  granted  to  the  United  States,  without  reservation  or  condi- 
tion, full  and  complete  title  to  the  entire  western  half  of  the  domain  of 
the  said  Muscogee  (or  Creek)  Nation  in  the  Indian  Territory,  lying  west 
of  the  division  line  sur\'eyed  and  established  under  the  treaty  with  said 
nation  dated  the  14th  day  of  June,  1866,  and  also  gfranted  and  released  to 
the  United  States  all  and  every  claim,  estate,  right,  or  interest  of  any  and 
every  description  in  and  to  any  and  all  land  and  territory  whatever,  except 
so  much  of  the  former  domain  of  said  Muscogee  (or  Creek)  Nation  as  lies 
east  of  said  line  of  division  surveyed  and  establisheil  as  aforesaid,  and 
then  used  and  occupied  as  the  home  of  said  nation,  and  which  articles 
of  cession  and  agreement  were  duly  accepted,  ratified,  and  confirmed  by 
said  Muscogee  (or  Creek)  Nation  of  Indians  by  act  of  its  council  approved 
on  the  31st  day  of  January'.  1889,  and  by  the  United  States  by  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  March  1,  1889;  and 

Whereas  by  section  12  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  making  apprt)pri- 
ations  for  the  curreift  and  contingent  ex^jenses  of  the  Indian  Department 
and  for  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with  various  Indian  tribes  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1890,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  2, 
1889,  a  sum  of  money  was  appropriated  to  pay  in  full  the  Seminole  Nation 
of  Indians  for  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  and  claim  whicli  said  nation  of 
Indians  might  have  in  and  to  certain  lands  ceded  by  article  3  of  the  treaty 
Ijetween  the  United  States  and  said  nation  of  Indians  concluded  June  14, 
1866,  and  proclaimed  August  16,  1866,  said  appropriation  to  become  oper- 
ative upon  the  execution  by  the  duly  appointed  delegates  of  said  nation 
specially  emjxiwered  to  do  so  of  a  release  and  conveyance  to  the  United 
States  of  all  right,  title,  interest,  and  claim  of  said  nation  of  Indians  in  and 
to  said  lands  in  manner  and  form  satisfactorv'  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  and 

Whereas  said  release  and  conveyance,  l)earing  date  the  i6th  day  of 
March,  1889,  lias  lieen  duly  and  fully  executed,  approved,  and  deliv- 
ered; and 

Whereas  section  13  of  the  act  last  aforesaid,  relating  to  said  lands,  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

Sec  i.V  That  the  lands  acquired  by  the  United  States  under  said  agreement  shall 
be  a  part  <if  the  public  domain,  to  be  disposefl  of  only  as  herein  provided;  and  sections 
16  and  36  of  each  township,  whether  siir\-eyed  or  unsurveyefl,  are  hereby  reservnl 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  schools  to  be  established  witliin  the  limits  of 
said  lands  under  such  conditions  and  regulations  as  may  be  hereafter  enacti 
Congress. 

'rhat  the  lands  acquired  by  conveyance  from  the  Seminole  Indians  hercum 

except  the  sixteenth  atid  tliirty-sixth  sections,  slmll  be  disposed  of  to  actiml  >cnlcw 

'lomestcad  law*  only,  except  as  herein  otlicrwise  prtv,  -pt  that 

1  of  the  Revised  Statutes  shall  not 


homestead  law.  shall  be  qimlified  to  make  a  homestead 
ijTon  said  lands:    And  provided  Jurthfr,  That  the  rights  of  honorably  dis- 
soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  late  Civil  War  as  defined  and  descril>cd  in 
1;  ;  and  23105  of  the  Revised  Statutes  shall  not  be  abridged;  And  provided 

'urihrr,  TJ«»l  each  entr)-  shall  be  in  square  form  as  nearly  as  practicable,  and  no 
n  be  permitted  to  enter  more  than  one  quarter  section  thereof,  but  until  said 
are  opened  for  settlement  by  proclamation  of  the  President  no  p>ersoa  shall  be 
itted  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  the  same,  and  no  p>erson  violating  this  provision 
»liall  ever  be  permitted  to  enter  any  of  said  lands  or  acquire  any  right  thereto. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may,  after  said  proclanintion  and  not  before,  pennil 
entrj'  of  sxv\  lands  for  town  site.s,  under  sections  23S7  and  238S  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
ales,  but  n"  such  entry  shall  embrace  more  than  one  half  section  of  land. 

That  ail  the  foregoing  provisions  with  reference  to  lands  to  be  acquired  from  the 
Seminole  Indians,  including;  the  provisions  pertaining  to  forfeiture,  shall  apply  to  and 
regulate  the  disposal  of  the  lands  acquired  from  the  Muscogee  (or  Creek)  Indians 
by  anicles  of  cession  and  agreement  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washington 
on  the  19th  day  of  January,  h.,  D.  1S89. 

Now.  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harri.sou,  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  said  act  of  Congress  apjiroved 
March  2,  1S89,  aforesaid,  do  hereby  declare  and  make  known  lliat  so 
much  of  the  lands  a.s  aforesaid  acquired  from  or  conveyed  by  the  Mus- 
cqaree  (or  Creek)  Nation  of  Indians  and  from  or  by  the  Seminole  Nation 
of  Indians,  respectively,  as  is  contained  within  the  following-descril)ed 
Ixjundaries,  viz: 

Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  degree  of  longitude  98  west  from 
Gtxreowich,  as  survejed  in  the  years  185S  and  1871,  intersects  the  Cana- 
dian River;  theuce  north  along  and  with  the  said  degree  to  a  point  where 
the  same  intersects  the  Cimarron  River;  thence  up  said  river,  along  the 
right  Innk  thereof,  to  a  point  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  the  south 
line  of  what  is  known  as  the  Cherokee  lands  lying  west  of  the  Arkansas 
River,  or  as  the  "Cherokee  Outlet,"  said  line  being  the  north  line  of 
the  lauds  ceded  b)-  the  Muscogee  (or  Creek)  Nation  of  Indians  to  the 
United  States  by  the  treaty  of  June  14,  1866;  thence  east  along  said  line 
10  a  ix)itil  wheix-  the  same  intersects  the  west  line  of  the  lauds  set  apart 
as  a  reservation  for  the  Pawnee  Indians  by  act  of  Congress  approved 
April  10,  1876,  l)eing  the  range  line  between  ranges  4  and  5  east  of  tlie 
Indian  meridian;  thence  scmth  on  said  line  to  a  point  where  the  same 
inlersecLs  the  middle  of  the  tnain  channel  of  the  Cimarron  River;  thence 
up  said  river,  along  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  thereof,  to  a  point 
where  the  same  intersects  the  range  line  between  range  i  east  and  range 
est  (being  the  Indian  meridian),  wliich  line  forms  the  western  bound- 
of  the  reser\'3tions  set  apart,  respectively,  for  the  Iowa  and  Kickapoo 
Indians  by  ExecutiNt  orders  dated,  respectively,  August  15,  1883;  thence 
oloug  said  ratigc  line  or  meridian  to  a  point  where  the  same  inter- 
thc  right  bank  of  the  North  Fork  of  the  Canadian  River;  thence 
said  rix-er,  along  the  right  Ixink  thereof,  to  a  point  where  the  same 
is  intersected  by  the  west  line  of  the  T¥ser\'ation  occujned  by  the  Citi- 
acn  bond  of  Pottuwalomies  and  (he  Absentee  Shawnee  Indians,  set  apart 
M  P-voLix— a 
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under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  February  27,  1867,  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Pottawatomie  tribe  of  Indians,  and  referred  to  in 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  23,  1872;  thence  south  along  the  said 
west  Une  of  the  aforesaid  reser\-ation  to  a  point  where  the  same  intersects 
the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Canadian  River;  thence  up  the  said 
river,  along  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  thereof,  to  a  point  opposite  to 
the  place  of  beginning,  and  thence  north  to  the  place  of  beginning  (sav- 
ing and  excepting  i  acre  of  land  in  square  form  in  the  northwest  comer 
of  section  9,  in  township  16  north,  range  2  west  of  the  Indian  meridian  in 
Indian  Territory,  and  also  i  acre  of  land  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
northwest  quarter  of  section  15,  township  16  north,  range  7  west  of  the 
Indian  meridian  in  the  Indian  Territory,  which  last-described  2  acres  are 
hereby  reserved  for  Government  use  and  control),  will,  at  and  after  the 
hour  of  12  o'clock  noon  of  the  22d  day  of  April  next,  and  not  before,  be 
open  for  settlement,  under  the  terms  of  and  subject  to  all  the  conditions, 
limitations,  and  restrictions  contained  in  said  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  2,  1889,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  applicable  thereto. 

And  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared  and  made  knowni  that  no  other 
parts  or  portions  of  the  lauds  embraced  within  the  Indian  Territory  than 
those  herein  specifically  described  and  declared  to  be  open  to  settlement 
at  the  time  above  named  and  fixed  are  to  be  considered  as  open  to  settle- 
ment under  tliis  proclamation  or  the  act  of  March  2,  iS8y,  aforesaid. 

And  warning  is  hereby  again  expressly  given  that  no  person  entering 
upon  and  occupjing said  lands  before  said  hour  of  12  o'clock  noon  of  the 
22d  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1889,  hereinbefore  fixed,  will  ever  be  permitted  to 
enter  any  of  said  lands  or  acquire  any  rights  thereto,  and  that  the  oflBcers 
of  the  United  States  will  be  required  to  strictly  enforce  the  provision  of 
the  act  of  Congress  to  the  above  effect.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  did  by  an  act  approved  on 
the  22d  day  of  February,  1889,  provide  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  Ter- 
'ritory  of  Dakota  might  upon  the  conditions  prescribed  in  said  act  become 
the  States  of  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota;  and 

Whereas  it  was  provided  by  said  act  that  the  area  comprising  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Dakota  should  for  the  purposes  of  the  act  be  divided  on  the 
line  of  the  seventh  standard  ijarallel  produced  due  west  to  the  western 
boundary  of  said  Territory,  and  that  the  delegates  elected  as  therein  pro- 
vided to  the  constitutional  convention  in  districts  north  of  said  parallel 
should  assemble  in  convention  at  the  time  prescribed  in  the  act  at  the  city 
of  Bismarck;  and 

Whereas  it  was  provided  by  the  said  act  that  the  delegates  elected  as 
aforesaid  .should,  after  they  had  met  and  organized,  declare  on  behalf 
of  llie  jieople  of  North  Dakota  that  they  adopt  the  Constitution  of  the 
I'nited  vStates,  whereupon  the  said  convention  should  be  authorized  to 
form  a  constitution  and  State  government  for  the  proposed  State  of  North 
Dakota;  and 

Whereas  it  was  provided  by  .said  act  that  the  constitution  so  adopted 
should  l)e  republican  in  form  and  ftiake  no  distinction  in  civil  or  political 
riglits  on  account  of  race  or  color,  except  as  to  Indians  not  taxed,  and 
not  Ik;  repugnant  to  the  Cou.stitution  of  the  Ignited  States  and  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  that  the  convention  should, 
b\-  an  ordinance  irrev(x:a])le  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States 
and  tile  i)eople  of  said  States,  make  certain  provision.s  prescribed  in  said 
act;  and 

Whereas  it  was  provided  by  said  act  that  the  con.stitutions  of  North 
Dakota  and  South  Dakota  should,  respectively,  incorporate  an  agree- 
ment, to  be  reached  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  act,  for  an 
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eqtiitable  division  of  all  property  belonging  to  the  Territory  of  Dakota, 
the  disposition  of  all  public  records,  and  also  for  the  apportionment  of 
the  debts  and  habilities  of  said  Territory,  and  that  each  of  said  States 
should  obligate  itself  to  pay  its  proportion  of  such  debts  and  liabilities 
the  same  as  if  they  had  been  created  by  such  States,  respectivelj';  and 

^\Tiereas  it  was  provided  by  said  act  that  the  constitution  thus  formed 
for  the  people  of  North  Dakota  should,  bj-  an  ordinance  of  the  conven- 
tion fonning  the  same,  lie  submitted  to  the  people  of  North  Dakota  at  an 
election  to  be  held  therein  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Octoljer.  1889,  for  rati- 
fication or  rejection  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  proposed  State,  and 
that  the  returns  of  said  election  should  \ye  made  to  the  secretary  of  the 
Territory  of  Dakota,  who,  with  the  governor  and  chief  justice  thereof, 
or  any  two  of  them,  should  canvass  the  same,  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
legal  votes  cast  sliotdd  be  for  the  constitution  the  governor  should  certify 
the  result  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  votes  cast  thereon  and  upon  separate  articles  or  propositions, 
and  a  copy  of  said  constitution,  articles,  propositions,  and  ordinances;  and 

Whereas  it  has  been  certified  to  me  by  the  governor  of  the  Territory 
of  Dakota  that  within  the  time  prescri})ed  by  said  act  of  Congress  a  con- 
stitution for  the  proposed  State  of  North  Dakota  has  Ijeen  adopted  and 
the  same  ratified  bj'  a  majority  of  the  cjualified  voters  of  said  proposed 
State  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  said  act;  and 

Whereas  it  is  also  certified  to  me  by  the  said  governor  that  at  the  sante 
time  that  the  body  of  said  constitution  was  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
people  a  separate  article,  numbered  20  and  entitled  "Prohibition,"  was 
also  submitted  and  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against 
said  article,  as  well  as  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  agaitist  the 
constitution,  and  was  adojited;  and 

Whereas  a  duly  authenticated  copy  of  said  constitution,  article,  ordi- 
nances, and  propositions,  as  required  by  said  act,  has  been  received  by  me: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harriscjn.  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  do,  in  accordance  with  the  jirovisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
aforesaid,  declare  and  proclaim  the  fact  that  the  conditions  imposed  by 
Congress  on  the  State  of  North  Dakota  to  entitle  that  State  to  admission 
to  the  Union  have  l)een  ratified  and  accepted  and  tliat  the  admission  of 
the  said  State  into  the  Union  is  now  complete. 

Ill  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  Unite<l  States  to  l>e  affixed.

[to  sustain  his  own  views,  and  announced  in  a  general  order  that — 

The  President,  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navj-,  desires  and  enjoins 
the  orderly  observance  of  the  Sabbatli  by  the  officers  and  men  in  the  nitlilary  and 
naval  ser\"ice.  The  importance  for  man  and  beast  of  the  prescribed  weekly  rest,  the 
sacred  rights  of  Christian  soldiers  and  sailors,  a  becoming  deference  to  the  best 
sentiment  of  a  Christian  people,  and  a  due  regard  for  the  divine  will  demand  tliat 
Sunday  labor  in  the  Army  and  Navy  be  reduced  to  tlie  measure  of  strict  necessity. 

The  truth  so  concisely  stated  can  not  be  too  faithfully  regarded,  and 
the  pressure  to  ignore  it  is  far  less  now  than  in  the  midst  of  war.     To 

■  recall  the  kindly  and  considerate  spirit  of  the  orders  issued  by  these  great 
men  in  the  most  trying  times  of  our  history,  and  to  promote  contentment 
and  efficiency,  the  President  directs  that  Sunday-morning  inspection  will 

■  be  merely  of  the  dress  and  general  appearance,  without  arms;  and  the 
more  complete  inspection  under  arras,  with  all  men  present,  as  required 
in  paragraph  950,  Army  Regulations,  1889,  will  take  place  on  Saturday.

FIRST  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

ExKctrnvE  Mansion, 
Washington,  December  j,  iSSp, 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

There  are  few  transactions  in  the  administration  of  the  Government 
that  are  even  temporarily  held  in  the  confidence  of  those  charged  with 
the  conduct  of  the  public  bnstness.  Every  step  taken  is  under  the  obser- 
vation of  an  intelligent  and  watchful  jxxiple.  The  state  of  the  Union  is 
known  from  day  to  day,  and  suggestions  as  to  needed  legislation  find  an 
earlier  voice  than  that  which  speaks  in  these  annual  comminiications  of 
the  President  to  Congress. 

Good  will  and  cordiality  have  characterized  our  relations  and  corre- 
spondence with  other  goveniments,  and  the  year  just  closed  leaves  few 
international  questions  of  importauce  remaining  unadjusted.  No  obsta- 
cle is  Ix-lieved  to  exist  that  cm  long  pastpone  the  consideration  and 
adjustment  of  the  still  pending  questions  upim  satisfactory  and  honorable 
terms.  The  dealings  of  this  Go\ernment  with  other  states  have  been 
and  should  always  Ix:  marked  by  frankness  and  sincerity,  our  purposes 
avowed,  and  our  methods  free  from  intrigue.  This  course  has  borne 
rich  fruit  in  the  past,  and  it  is  our  duty  as  a  nation  to  preser\'e  the  herit- 
age of  good  repute  which  a  century  of  right  dealing  with  foreign  gov- 
ernments has  secured  to  us. 

It  is  a  matter  of  high  significance  and  no  less  of  congrattilation  that 
the  first  year  of  the  second  century  of  our  constitutional  existence  fiuds 
as  honored  guests  within  our  borders  the  representatives  of  all  the  inde- 
pendent States  of  North  and  vSouth  America  met  together  in  earnest 
conference  touching  the  best  methods  of  j>eq>etuating  and  expanding  the 
relations  of  mutual  interest  and  friendliness  existing  among  them.  Thati 
the  opportunity  thus  afforded  for  promoting  closer  international  relations 
and  the  increased  prosperitj'  of  the  States  represented  will  be  used  for 
the  mutual  good  of  all  I  can  not  pemiit  myself  to  doubt.  Our  people 
•'ill  await  with  interest  and  confidence  the  results  to  flow  from  so  auspi' 
IS  a  meeting  of  allied  and  in  large  part  identical  interests. 
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recommendations  of  this  iuteniational  conference  of  enlightened 
itesmen  will  doubtless  have  the  considerate  attention  of  Congress  and 
coox>eration  in  the  removal  of  uuuecessarj'  barriers  to  beneficial  inter- 
se  between  the  nations  of  America.  But  while  the  commercial 
lUlts  which  it  is  hoped  will  follow  this  conference  are  worthy  of  pur- 
it  and  of  the  gjeat  interests  they  have  excited,  it  is  believed  that  the 
■owning  benefit  will  be  found  in  the  better  securities  which  may  be 
devised  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  among  all  American  nations  and 
^e  settlement  of  all  contentions  by  methods  that  a  Christian  civilization 
Ban  approve.  While  viewing  with  interest  our  national  resources  and 
products,  the  delegates  will,  I  am  sure,  find  a  higher  satisfaction  in  the 
evidences  of  imselfish  friendship  which  everywhere  attend  their  inter- 
course with  our  people. 

Another  international  conference  having  great  possibilities  for  good 
lately  assembled  and  is  now  in  session  in  this  capital.  An  invitation 
>  extended  by  the  Government,  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  g, 
88,  to  all  maritime  nations  to  send  delegates  to  confer  touching  the 
t\-ision  and  amendment  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  vessels 
sea  and  to  adopt  a  unifonu  system  of  marine  signals.  The  response 
this  invitation  has  been  very  general  and  very  cordial.  Delegates 
t>m  twenty-six  nations  are  present  in  the  conference,  and  tlie\'  have 
tered  upon  their  u.seful  work  with  great  zeal  and  with  an  evident 
iprcciation  of  its  importance.  So  far  as  the  agreement  to  be  reached 
y  require  legislation  to  give  it  effect,  the  cooperation  of  Congress  is 
infidently  relied  upon. 

It  is  an  interesting,  if  not,  indeed,  an  unprecedented,  fact  that  the  two 
temational  conferences   have  brouglit  together  here  the   accredited 
Cpresentatives  of  thirty-three  nations. 

BoUvia,  licuador,  and  Honduras  are  now  represented  by  resident 
fctnoys  of  the  i)leiiii)Olentiar>'  grade.  All  the  States  of  the  American 
>>.slem  now  maintain  diploniatic  representation  at  this  capital. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that  all  the  nations  of  the  Western 
Hemisphere,  with  one  exception,  send  to  Washington  envoys  extraordi- 
ar^-and  ministers  plenipotentiary,  being  the  highest  grade  accredited  to 
his  Government.     The  United  .States,  on  the  contrary,  sends  envoys  of 
jWer  grades  to  some  of  our  sister  Republics.    Our  representative  in  Para- 
K«ay  and  Uruguay  is  a  minister  resident,  while  to  Bolivia  we  send  a 
.Ininister  resident  and  consul-general.     In  -^aew  of  the  importance  of  our 
tlalions  with  the  States  of  the  American  system,  our  diplomatic  agents 
m  Ihose  countries  should  be  of  the  uniform  rank  of  envoy  extraordinary 
•nd  minister  plenijxjtentiary.     Certain  missions  were  so  elevated  by  the 
>1  Congress  with  happy  effect,  and  I  recommend  the  completion  of  the 
form  thus  begun,  with  the  inclusion  also  of  Hawaii  and  Hayti,  in\new 
f  tlieir  relations  to  the  American  system  of  states. 
t  also  reconmiend  that  timely  provision  Ijc  made  for  extending  to 
M  P— vol,  IX— 3 
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Hawaii  an  invitation  to  be  represented  in  the  international  conference 
now  sitting  at  this  capital. 

Our  relations  with  China  have  the  attentive  consideration  whicli  ihtirj 
magnitude  ai'd  niterest  demand.      The  failure  of  the  treaty  negotiate 
under  the  Administration  of  my  predecessor  for  the  further  and  tno 
complete  restriction  of  Chinese  lalx>r  immigration,  and  with  it  (he  Icgi.s 
lation  of  the  la.st  sessioji  of  Congress  dependent  thereon,  lvave.s  some  que 
tions  open  which  Congress  should  now  approach  in  tliat  wi.se  and  jus^ 
spirit  which  sliould  characterize  the  relations  of  two  great  and  frietidlj 
powers.     While  our  supreme  interests  demand  the  exclusion  of  a  laW»r^ 
ing  element  which  experience  has  .sliown  to  be  incompatible  with 
social  life,  all  steps  to  compass  tliis  imperative  need  .should  he  accomy 
nied  with  a  recognition  of  the  claim  of  those  strangers  now  lawfuUjj 
among  us  to  humane  and  just  treatment. 

The  accession  of  the  young  Emperor  of  China  marks,  we  may  hojxr.an 
era  of  progress  and  prosperity  for  the  great  countr>'  over  which  he 
called  to  rult. 

The  present  state  of  affairs  in  respect  to  the  Samoan  Islands  is  cnojur-j 
aging.     The  conference  which  was  held  in  this  city  in  the  .summer  i 
1887  between  the  representatives  of  the  United  States,  Germany,  1 
Great  Britain  ha\ing  l>een  adjourned  becau.se  of  tlie  persistent  diverj 
of  views  which  was  developed  in  its  delilierations,  the  subsequent  cour 
of  events  in  the  islands  gave  rise  to  questions  of  a  serious  character. 
the  4th  of  February'  last  the  German  minister  at  this  capital,  in  behalf  ( 
his  Government,  proposed  a  resumption  of  the  conference  at  Berlin.    Th 
proposition  was  accepted,  as  Congress  in  February  last  was  infonnetl. 

Pursuant  to  the  understanding  thus  reached,  commissioners 
appointed  by  me,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  wll 
proceeded  to  Berlin,  where  the  conference  was  renewed.  The  dclib 
tions  extended  through  several  weeks,  and  resulted  in  tJie  conclusion  ( 
a  treaty  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  its  approval.  I 
that  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  effect  an  adjustment  of 
question  will  be  productive  of  the  permanent  establislrment  of  law  an 
order  in  Samoa  upon  the  basis  of  the  maintenance  of  the  rights 
interests  of  the  natives  as  well  as  of  the  treaty  powers. 

The  questions  which  have  arisen  during  the  past  few  years 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  are  in  alieyauce  or  in  course 
amicable  adjustment. 

On  the  part  of  the  govenimeut  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  an  efio 
has  been  apparent  during  the  season  just  ended  to  administer  the  U* 
and  regulations  applicable  to  the  fisheries  with  as  little  <x*c:u<^ion  for  fr 
tion  as  was  possible,  and  the  temperate  representations  of  this  Gover 
in  respect  of  cases  of  undue  hard.ship  or  of  harsh  intcrjiretatior 
Ijeen  in  mast  cases  met  with  measures  of  transitorj'  relief.     It  is 
that  the  attainment  of  our  just  rights  under  existing  treaties  and  in ' 
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:  the  concurrent  legislation  of  the  two  contiguous  countries  will  not  Ije 
iDg  deferred  and  that  all  existing  causes  of  dififereace  may  be  equitably 
dj  listed. 
I  recommend  that  provision  be  niade  by  an  international  agreement  for 
isibly  marking  the  water  boundary  between  the  United  States  and 
^ada  in  the  narrow  channels  that  join  the  Great  Lakes.  The  conven- 
ional  line  therein  traced  by  the  Jiorthweslem  bonudary  surv'ey  \ears 
jgo  is  not  in  all  cases  readily  ascertainable  for  the  settlement  of  jurisdic- 
[onal  questions. 

A  just  and  acceptable  enlargement  of  the  list  of  ofiFenses  for  which 
jgctraditiou  may  be  claimed  and  granted  is  most  desirable  between  this 
jountry  and  Great  Britain.  The  territory  of  neither  should  become  a 
lecure  harbor  for  the  evil  doers  of  the  other  through  any  avoidable  short- 
lomiug  in  this  regard.     A  new  treaty  on  this  subject  1x:tween  the  two 

powers  lias  been  recently  negotiated  and  will  soon  Ije  laid  Ijefore  the 

Senate. 

I    The  imix5rtance  of  the  commerce  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  with  the 

■Jnitetl  States,  their  nearest  and  principal  market,  justifies  the  expectation 
iiat  the  existing  relations  may  l>e  lx.tieficially  expandefl.  The  inijiedi- 
penls  resulting  from  varying  dues  on  navigation  and  from  the  vexatious 
reatment  of  our  vessels  on  merely  technical  grouuds  of  complaint  in 
Vest  hulia  jxjrts  sliould  be  remove<i. 

The  progress  toward  an  adjustment  of  pending  claims  between  the 
Jnited  States  and  Spain  is  not  as  rapid  as  could  Ix:  desired. 
I  (Questions  affecting  American  interests  in  connection  with  railways 
Jonstructed  and  operated  by  our  citizens  in  Peru  have  claimed  the  attcn- 
ion  of  this  Government.  It  is  urged  that  other  governments  in  pres.sing 
?eru  to  the  |jaymciit  of  their  claims  have  disregarded  the  property  rights 
a  American  citizens.  The  matter  will  be  carefully  investigated  with  a 
fiew  to  securing  a  proper  and  equitable  adjustment. 

A  similar  issue  is  now  pending  with  Portugal.  The  Delagoa  Bay  Rail- 
fay,  in  Africa,  was  constructed  under  a  concession  by  Portugal  to  an 
^^raerican  citizen.  When  nearly  comi)leted  the  road  was  seized  by  the 
Igetits  of  the  Portuguese  Government.  Formal  protest  has  been  made 
hrough  our  minister  at  LislMin  against  this  act,  and  no  proper  effort 
rill  be  spared  to  secure  proper  relief. 

lu  pursuance  of  the  charter  granted  by  Congress  and  under  the  tenns 
if  its  contract  with  the  Govennnent  of  Nicaragua  the  Inleroceauic  Canal 
Sompatiy  has  begun  the  con.struction  of  the  imjxjrtant  waterway  Ijetween 
he  two  oceans  which  its  organization  contem]ilates.  Grave  coraplica- 
Sons  for  a  time  seemed  imminent,  in  view  of  a  supposed  conflict  of  juris- 
ictinn  between  Nicaragua  and  Co.sta  Rica  in  regard  to  the  accessory 
ivileges  to  be  conceded  by  the  latter  Republic  toward  the  construction 
f  works  on  the  San  Juan  River,  of  which  the  right  bank  is  Costa  Rtcan 
lor5*.     I  am  happy  to  learn  that  a  friendly  arrangement  has  beeu 
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effected  between  the  two  nations.  Tliis  Governnieut  has  held  itself  ready 
to  jiromote  in  every  proper  way  the  adjustment  of  all  questions  that 
might  present  obstacles  to  the  completion  of  a  work  of  such  transcendent 
iuiixjrtance  to  the  commerce  of  this  country,  and,  indeed,  to  the  com- 
mercial interests  of  the  world. 

The  traditional  good  feehng  between  this  countr>'  and  the  French 
Republic  has  received  additional  testimony  in  the  participation  of  our 
Government  and  (.x^ople  in  the  international  exposition  held  at  Paris 
during  the  past  sununer.  The  success  of  our  exhibitors  has  been  g^rati- 
fying.  The  report  of  the  comnussion  will  be  laid  before  Congress  in  due 
season. 

This  Government  has  accepted,  under  proper  reserve  as  to  its  policy 
in  foreign  territories,  the  invitation  of  the  Government  of  Belgium  to 
take  part  in  an  international  congress,  which  opened  at  Brussels  on  the 
1 6th  of  Novemlier,  for  the  puqx»se  of  devising  measures  to  promote 
the  alxjlitiou  of  the  slave  trade  in  Africa  and  to  prevent  the  shiiiment 
of  slaves  by  sea.  Our  interest  in  tlie  extinction  of  this  crime  against 
humanity  in  the  regions  where  it  yet  survives  has  been  increased  by  the 
results  of  emancipation  within  our  own  borders. 

With  Germany  the  most  cordial  relations  continue.  The  questions 
arising  from  the  retuni  to  the  Empire  of  Germans  naturalized  iu  this 
country  are  considered  and  disposed  of  in  a  temperate  spirit  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  both  Governments. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  that  the  internal  disturbances  of  the 
Republic  of  Hayti  are  at  last  happily  ended,  and  that  an  appjirently 
stable  government  has  been  constituted.  It  has  been  duly  recognized 
by  the  United  States. 

A  mixed  commission  is  now  iu  session  in  this  capital  for  the  settle- 
ment of  long-standing  claims  against  the  Republic  of  Venezuela,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  a  satisfactory  conclusion  will  l)e  s|>eedily  reached.  This 
Grovcrnment  has  not  hesitated  to  express  its  earnest  desire  that  the 
Uiundary  <Hspute  now  [Xinding  lietweeu  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela 
may  be  adjusted  amicably  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  historic  title 
of  the  parties. 

The  advancement  of  the  Empire  of  Japan  has  h>een  evidenced  by  the 
recent  pruniulgatiuji  of  a  new  constitution,  containing  valualde  guaran- 
ties of  lil>erty  and  providing  for  a  resixinsible  ministry  to  conduct  the 
Government. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  our  judicial  rights  and  processes  in' 
Korea  be  established  on  a  firm  basis  l>y  providing  the  machinery  neces 
sary  to  carry  out  treaty  stipulations  in  that  regard. 

The  friendhness  of  the  Persian  Government  contitnies  to  Ix;  shown  by' 
its  generous  treatment  of  Americans  engaged  iu  missionary  labors  and 
by  the  cordial  disposition  of  the  Shah  to  encourage  the  enterprise  of  oi 
citizens  in  the  development  of  Persian  resources. 
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'''"^••=«=V>n  is  in  progress  touching  the  jurisdictional  treaty  rights  of 
'  -tatfcs  in  Turkey.     An  earnest  effort  will  be  made  to  define 

ftbo§e  iiv;hi!s  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  Governments. 

Qttcstkws  continue  to  arise  in  our  relations  with  several  countries  in 

[rcsfiect  to  the  rights  of  naturalized  citizens.     Especially  is  this  the  case 

[with  Prance,  Italy,  Russia,  and  Turkey,  and  to  a  less  extent  with  Swit- 

/obod.     From  time  to  time  earnest  efforts  have  been  nuide  to  regulate 

Itljb  wibjcct  by  cxmvefltions  with  those  countries.     An  improper  use  of 

naturalization  should  not  be  permitted,  but  it  is  most  inip<jrtant  that 

i  ibatc  wbti  h«vc  l)een  duly  naturalized  should  everj'whcre  be  accorded 

^ROJKnition  of  the  rights  pertaining  to  the  citizenship  of  the  conntr>'^  of 

•n.     Tbe  appropriateness  of  special  conventions  for  that  pur- 

inized  in  treaties  which  this  Govenimeut  has  concluded  with 

numlicr  of  Eun>pean  States,  and  it  is  advisable  that  the  difficulties 

»h'  irisc  in  our  relations  with  other  countries  on  the  same  sub- 

JBLi -  l*c  similarly  adjustecl. 

The  recent  revolution  in  Brazil  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  re- 
in of  gtjveniment  is  an  e\'ent  of  great  interest  to  the  United 
_r  mini.ster  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  was  at  once  instructed  to  maintain 
Jy  diplomatic  relations  with  the  Provisional  Government,  and  the 
•ntatives  at  this  capital  were  instructed   by  the  Provi- 
i»t  to  continue  their  functions.    Our  friendly  interconrse 
Brazil  has  therefore  suffered  no  interruption. 

~ti-T  has  lieen  further  instructed  to  extend  on  the  part  of  this 
1  a  fonnal  and  cordial  recognition  of  the  new  Republic  so  soon 
i  tbe  ntnjority  of  the  people  of  Brazil  shall  Imve  signified  their  assent 
i>nt  and  maintenance.

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For  the  current  fiscal  jear  the  total  revenues,  actual  and  estimated, 
are  $385,000,000,  and  the  ordinarit'  expenditures,  actual  and  estimated, 
are  ^^293, 000,000,  making  with  the  sinking  fund  a  total  exix;nditure  of 
$341,321,116.99,  leaving  an  estimated  surplus  of  S43,67S,8S3.oi. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  was  applied  to  the  purchase  of  tionds,  in 
addition  to  those  for  the  sinking  .fund,  $90,456, 172.35,  and  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  current  year  the  sum  of  $37,838,937.77,  all  of  which 
were  credited  to  the  sinking  fund.  The  revenues  for  the  fiscal  j-ear 
ending  June  30,  1891,  are  estimated  by  the  Treasury  Department  at 
$385,000,000,  and  the  expenditures  for  the  same  period,  including  the 
sinking  fund,  at  $341,430,477.70.  This  .shows  an  estimated  siu^jIus  for 
that  year  of  $43,569,522.30,  which  is  more  likely  to  be  increased  than 
reduced  when  the  actual  transactions  are  written  up. 

The  existence  of  so  large  an  actual  and  anticipated  surplus  should  liave 
the  immediate  attention  of  Congress,  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  rec"eipts 
of  the  Treasury  to  the  needs  of  the  Government  as  closely  as  may  be. 
The  collection  of  moneys  not  needed  for  public  uses  imposes  an  unneces- 
.sarj'  burden  upon  our  people,  and  the  presence  of  so  large  a  surplus  in 
the  public  vaults  is  a  disturbing  element  in  the  conduct  of  private  busi- 
ness. It  has  called  into  use  expedients  for  putting  it  into  circulation  of 
very  questionable  propriety.  We  should  not  collect  revenue  for  the  pur- 
pose of  anticipating  our  Ixjnds  beyond  the  requirements  of  the  sinking 
fund ,  but  any  unappropriated  surplus  in  the  Treasury  shoiild  be  so  used, 
as  there  is  no  other  lawful  way  of  returning  the  money  to  circulation,  and 
the  profit  realized  b}'  the  Government  offers  a  substantial  advantage. 

The  loaning  of  public  funds  to  the  banks  without  interest  upon  the 
security  of  Government  Ixinds  I  regard  as  an  imauthorized  and  dangerous 
expedient.  It  results  in  a  temporary  and  unnatural  increase  uf  the  bank- 
ing capital  of  favored  localities  and  compels  a  cautious  and  gradual  recall 
of  the  deposits  to  avoid  injury  to  the  commercial  interests.  It  is  not  to 
be  expected  that  the  banks  having  these  dejxwits  will  sell  their  bonds  to 
the  Treasury'  so  long  as  the  present  highly  beneficial  arrangement  is  con- 
tinued. They  now  practically  get  interest  lioth  up<in  the  l>onds  and  their 
proceeds.  No  further  use  should  be  made  of  this  method  of  getting  the 
surplus  into  circulation,  and  the  deposits  now  outstanding  should  be 
gradually  withdrawn  ami  applied  to  the  ]>urcha.se  of  bonds.  It  is  for- 
tunate that  such  a  use  can  be  made  of  the  existing  surplus,  and  for  some 
time  to  come  of  any  casual  surplus  that  may  exist  after  Congress  has 
taken  the  nece,ssap»'  steps  for  a  retluclion  of  the  revenue.  Such  legisla- 
tion should  be  promptly  but  \'er\'  considerately  enacted. 

I  recommend  a  revision  of  our  tarifT  law  both  in  its  administratis 
features  and  in  the  schedules.  The  need  of  the  former  is  generally  con* 
ceded,  and  an  agreement  upon  the  evils  and  inconveniences  to  be  reme- 
died and  the  best  methods  for  their  correction  will  probably  not  be  diffi- 
cult.    Uniformity  of  valuation  at  all  our  ports  is  essential,  and  effective 
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res  shotdd  be  taken  to  secure  it.     It  is  equally  desirable  that  ques- 
ins  affecting  rates  and  classifications  should  be  promptly  decided. 
The  preparation  of  a  new  schedule  of  ciustoms  duties  is  a  matter  of 
at  delicacy  liccause  of  its  direct  effect  ujxin  the  business  of  the  country, 
and  of  great  diflSculty  by  reason  of  the  wide  divergence  of  opinion  as  to 
the  objects  that  may  properly  Ix;  promoted  by  such  lejs^i  slat  ion.     Some 
disturlance  of  business  may  jierhajis  result  from  the  consideration  of  this 
Itobject  by  Congress,  but  this  temporary  ill  effect  will  be  reduced  to  the 
minimum  by  prompt  action  and  by  the  assurance  which  the  country 
already  enjoys  that  any  necessary  changes  will  !«  so  made  as  not  to 
impair  the  just  and  reasonable  protection  of  our  home  industries.     The 
inequalities  of  the  law  should  be  adjusted,  but  the  protective  principle 
should  be  maintained  and  fairly  applied  to  the  protlucts  of  our  farms  as 
|rell  as  of  our  shops.     These  duties  neces-sarily  ha\'e  relation  to  other 
things  besides  the  public  revenues.    We  can  not  limit  their  effects  by  fix- 
ing our  eyes  on  the  public  Treasury  alone.     They  have  a  direct  relation 
|o  home  production,  to  work,  to  wages,  and  to  the  commercial  independ- 
ence of  our  country,  and  the  wise  and  patriotic  legislator  should  enlarge 
the  field  of  his  vision  to  include  all  of  these.     The  necessary  reduction 
■ft  our  public  revenues  can,  I  am  sure,  be  made  without  making  the 
smaller  burden  more  onerous  than  the  larger  by  reason  of  the  disabilities 
and  limitations  which  the  process  of  reduction  puts  upon  Ijuth  capital 
Itid  labor.     The  free  list  can  very  safely  be  extended  by  placing  thereon 
articles  that  do  not  ofiFer  injurious  competition  to  such  domestic  products 
as  our  home  labor  can  supply.     The  removal  of  the  internal  tax  u|X)n 
Dbocco  would  relieve  an  important  agricultural  product  from  a  burden 
ihich  was  imposed  only  because  our  revenue  from  customs  duties  was 
Bsufhcient  for  the  public  needs.     If  safe  provision  against  fraud  can  be 
evised,  the  removal  of  the  tax  upon  .spirits  u-sed  in  the  arts  and  in 
nanufactures  would  also  oiler  an  unobjectionable  method  of  refhicing 
be  surplus. 

A  table  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  showing  the  amount 
f  money  of  all  kinds  in  circulation  each  year  from  1878  to  the  present 
me  is  of  interest.  It  appears  that  the  amount  of  national-bank  notes 
1  circulation  has  decreased  during  that  perio<l  $114,109,729,  of  which 
137,799,229  is  chargeable  to  the  last  year.  The  withdrawal  of  bank 
bculation  will  necessarily  continue  under  existing  conditions.  It  is 
irobable  that  the  adoption  of  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Comptroller 
the  Currency,  namely,  that  the  minimum  dep<«it  of  Ixjuds  for  the 
istablishment  of  banks  be  reduced  and  that  an  issue  of  notes  to  the  par 
falue  of  the  bonds  be  allowed,  would  help  to  maintain  the  bank  circula- 
lon.  But  while  this  withdrawal  of  bank  notes  has  been  going  on  there 
^s  been  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  gold  and  silver  coin  in  circula- 
ion  and  in  the  issues  of  gold  and  silver  certificates. 
The  total  amount  of  money  of  all  kinds  in  circulation  ou  March  t, 
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1878,  was  $805,793,807,  while  on  October  i,  1889,  the  total  was  $1,405,- 

018.000.  There  was  an  increase  of  $293,417,552  in  gold  coin,  of 
$57,554,100  in  standard  silver  dollars,  of  $72,31 1,249  in  ^o\d.  certificates, 
of  $276,619,715  in  silver  certificates,  and  of  $14,073,787  in  Uniteti  States 
notes,  making  a  total  of  $713,976,403.  There  was  during  the  same 
period  a  decrease  of  $114,109,729  in  bank  circulation  and  of  $642,481 
in  suljsidian,'  silver.  The  net  increase  was  $599,224,193.  The  circula- 
tion jx-r  capita  has  increased  about  $5  during  the  time  covered  by  the 
tabic  referred  to. 

The  total  coinage  of  silver  dollars  was  on  November  i,  1889.  $343,- 

638.001,  of  which  $283,539,521  were  in  the  Treasury  vaults  and  $60,- 
098,480  were  in  circulation.  Of  the  amount  in  the  vaults  $277,319,944 
were  represented  by  outstanding  silver  certificates,  leaving  $6,219,577 
not  in  circulation  and  not  represented  by  certificates. 

The  law  requiring  the  purchase  by  the  Treasury  of  $2,000,000  worth 
of  silver  bullion  each  month,  to  Ix-  coined  into  silver  dollars  of  412^^ 
grains,  has  been  obsen-ed  by  the  Department,  but  neither  the  present 
Secretary  nor  any  of  his  predecessors  has  deemed  it  safe  to  exercise  the 
discretion  given  by  law  to  increase  the  monthly  purchases  to  $4,000,000. 
When  the  law  was  enacted  (February  28,  1878)  the  price  of  silver  in 
the  market  was  $1,204  P^r  ounce,  making  the  bullion  value  of  the  dollar 
93  cents.  Since  that  time  the  jvrice  has  fallen  as  low  as  91.2  cents  per 
ounce,  reducing  the  tiullion  \aUie  of  the  dollar  to  70.6  cents.  Within 
the  last  few  nuniths  the  market  jrrice  has  somewhat  advanced,  and  on  the 
ist  day  of  No\-eniber  last  the  bullion  value  of  the  silver  dollar  was  72 
cents. 

The  evil  anticipations  which  have  accompanied  the  coinage  and  use  of 
the  silver  dollar  have  not  been  realized.  Asa  coin  it  has  not  had  general 
use,  and  the  public  Treasury  has  been  compelled  to  .store  it.  But  this  is 
manifestly  owing  to  the  fact  that  its  pajier  representative  is  more  con- 
venient. The  general  acceptance  and  the  use  of  the  silver  certificate 
show  that  silver  has  not  been  othenvi.se  discretlited.  Some  favorable 
conditions  have  contributed  to  maintain  this  practical  equality  in  their 
cunimercial  u.se  l)etwcen  the  gold  and  silver  dollars;  but  some  of  these 
are  trade  conditions  that  statutory  enactments  do  not  control  and  of  the 
continuance  of  which  we  can  not  l>e  certain, 

I  think  it  is  clear  that  if  we  should  make  the  coinage  of  silver  at  the 
present  ratio  free  we  nnist  exi>ect  that  the  difference  in  the  bullion  values 
of  the  gold  and  .silver  dollars  will  Ije  taken  account  of  in  commercial 
transactions;  and  I  fear  the  same  result  would  follow  any  considerable 
increase  of  the  present  rate  of  coinage.  Such  a  result  would  be  discred- 
itable to  our  financial  niauagement  and  disastrous  to  all  busine.ss  interests. 
We  should  not  tread  the  dangerous  edge  of  such  a  peril.  And.  indeed, 
nothing  more  liarmful  could  happen  to  the  silver  interests.  Any  safe 
legislation  upon  tJiis  subject  must  secure  the  equality  of  the  two  coins  in 
their  commercial  u.ses. 

I  have  always  been  au  advocate  of  the  use  of  silver  in  our  currency. 


We  are  large  producers  of  that  metal,  and  should  not  discredit  it.  To 
the  plan  which  will  be  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  the 
issuance  of  notes  or  certificates  upon  the  deposit  of  silver  hiilHon  at  its 
tuarket  value  I  have  been  able  to  give  only  a  hasty  examination,  owing  to 
the  press  of  other  matters  and  to  the  fact  that  it  lias  h^en  so  recently  f«jr- 
tnulated.  The  details  of  such  a  law  require  careful  consideration,  but  the 
general  plan  suggested  by  him  seems  to  satisfy  the  purpose — to  continue 
the  use  of  silver  in  connection  witli  our  currency  and  at  the  same  time 
to  obviate  the  danger  of  wliich  I  have  spoken.  At  a  later  day  I  may 
communicate  further  with  Congress  upon  this  subject. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Chinese  exclusion  act  has  been  found  to  be 
very  difficult  on  the  northwestern  frontier.  Chinamen  landing  at  Vic- 
toria find  it  easy  to  pass  our  border,  owing  to  the  impossibility  with  the 
force  at  the  command  of  the  customs  officers  of  guarding  so  long  an 
Inland  line.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  authorizetl  the  euiploy- 
xnent  of  additional  oflBcers.  who  will  l)e  assignetl  to  this  duty,  and  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  enforce  the  law.  The  Dominion  exacts  a  head  tax 
of  $50  for  each  Chinaman  lauded,  and  when  these  persons,  in  fraud  of 
our  law,  cross  into  our  territory  and  are  apprehended  our  officers  do  not 

now  wliat  to  do  with  them,  as  the  Dominion  authorities  will  not  suffer 
them  to  be  sent  back  without  a  second  payment  of  the  tax.  An  effort 
will  be  made  to  reach  an  understanding  that  will  remove  this  difficulty. 

The  proclamation  required  by  section  3  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1SH9, 
elating  to  the  killing  of  seals  and  other  fur-bearing  animals,  was  issued 
y  me  on  the  21st  day  of  March,*  and  a  revenue  ve.s.sel  was  dispatched 
lo  enforce  the  laws  and  protect  the  interests  of  the  Unite<l  States.     The 

tablishraent  of  a  refuge  station  at  Point  Barrow,  as  directed  by  Congress, 
H'as  suocessfidly  accomplished. 

Judged  by  modern  standards,  we  are  practically  without  coast  defenses. 
Many  of  the  structures  we  have  would  enhance  rather  than  diminish  the 

rils  of  their  garrisons  if  subjectetl  to  the  fire  of  improved  guns,  and 
rery  few  are  so  located  as  to  give  full  effect  to  the  greater  range  of  such 
funs  as  we  are  now  making  for  coast-defense  uses.  This  general  sub- 
ect  has  had  consideration  in  Congress  for  some  jears,  and  the  appropria- 
jon  for  the  construction  of  large  rifled  guns  made  one  year  ago  was,  I 
im  sure,  the  expres-sion  of  a  purpose  to  provide  suitable  works  in  which 
these  gxins  might  be  mounted.  An  apjiropriation  now  made  for  that  pur- 
)ose  would  not  advance  the  completion  of  the  works  beyond  our  ability 
o  supply  them  with  fairly  effective  guns. 

The  security  of  our  coast  cities  against  foreign  attacks  should  not  rest 
Itogether  in  the  friendly  disposition  of  other  nations.     There  should  l)e 

second  line  wholly  in  our  own  keeping.  I  ver\'  urgently  recommend 
in  appropriation  at  this  session  for  the  construction  of  such  works  in  our 

ost  exposed  harlxirs. 

I  approve  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  War  that  provision  be

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for  a  specified  time  each  year  and  for  their  training  in  the  use  of  heavy 
guns.  His  suggestion  that  an  increase  of  the  artillery  force  of  the  Army 
is  desirable  is  also,  in  this  couuectiou,  commended  to  the  consideration  of 
Congress. 

The  improvement  of  our  imix>rtant  rivers  and  harbors  should  be  pro- 
moted by  the  necessary  appropriations.  Care  slioitld  be  taken  that  the 
{.knenuiicirt  is  not  committed  to  the  prosecution  of  works  not  of  pul>Uc 
and  general  advantage  and  that  the  relative  usefulness  of  works  of  that 
class  is  not  overlooked.  So  far  as  this  work  can  ever  lie  said  to  be  cotn- 
pleted,  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  end  would  l>e  sooner  and  more  econom- 
ically reached  if  fewer  separate  works  were  undertaken  at  the  same  time, 
and  those  selected  for  their  greater  general  interest  were  more  rapidly 
pushed  lo  ccjHipletiou.  A  work  once  considerably  begun  shoidd  not  be 
subjected  to  the  risks  and  deterioration  which  interrupted  or  insufficient 
appropriations  necessarily  occasion. 

The  as.sault  made  by  David  S.  Terry  upon  the  person  of  Justice  Field, 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  at  Lathrop,  Cal.,  in  August 
last,  and  the  killing  of  the  as.sailant  by  a  deputy  United  States  marshal 
who  had  l>een  deputed  to  accompany  Justice  Field  and  to  protect  hiin 
from  anticipated  violence  at  the  hands  of  Terry,  in  connection  with  the 
legal  proceedings  which  have  followed,  sug^;est  questions  which,  in  uiy 
jtidgmeiit.  are  worthy  of  the  attention  of  Congress. 

I  recommend  that  more  definite  pro\'ision  be  made  by  law  not  only 
for  the  protection  of  Federal  officers,  but  for  a  full  trial  of  such  cases  in 
the  United  vStates  courts.  In  recommending  sucli  legislation  I  do  not  at 
all  impeach  either  the  general  adequacy  of  the  provision  made  by  the 
State  laws  for  the  protection  of  all  citizens  or  the  general  good  di-sposi- 
tion  of  those  charged  with  the  execution  of  such  laws  to  give  protection 
to  the  officers  uf  the  United  States.  The  duty  of  protecting  its  officers, 
as  such,  and  of  punishing  those  who  assault  them  on  account  of  their 
official  acts  should  not  Ije  devolved  expressly  or  by  acquiescence  upon 
the  local  authorities. 

Kvents  which  have  been  brought  to  my  attention  happening  in  other 
parts  of  the  country  have  also  suggested  the  propriety  of  extending  by 
legislation  fuller  protection  to  those  who  may  Ije  called  as  witnesses  in 
the  courts  of  the  United  States.  The  law  compels  tlujse  who  are  sup- 
posed to  have  knowledge  of  public  offenses  to  attend  upon  our  courts 
and  grand  juries  and  to  give  evidence.  There  is  a  manifest  resulting 
duty  that  these  witnesses  shall  be  protected  from  injurj'  on  account  of 
their  testimony.  The  investigations  of  criminal  offenses  are  often  ren- 
dered futile  and  the  punishment  of  crime  impossible  by  the  intimidation 
of  witnesses. 

The  necessity  of  providing  some  more  speedy  method  for  disposing  of 
cases  which  now  come  for  final  adjudication  to  the  Supreme  Couf* 
•"es  every  year  more  apparent  and  urgent.     The  plan  of  providing 
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termcdiatc  courts  ha^'ing  final  appellate  jurisdiction  of  certain 
rbsws  of  questions  and  cases  has,  I  tliink,  received  a  more  general

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The  plan  suggested  of  a  supervision  of  the  post-offices  in  separate  dis- 
tricts that  shall  involve  instruction  and  suggestion  and  a  rating  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  postmasters  would,  I  have  no  3oubt,  greatly  improve  the 
service. 

A  pressing  necessity  exists  for  the  erection  of  a  hiiikling  for  the  joint 
use  of  the  Department  and  of  the  L-ity  p<3St-office.  Tlic  Department  was 
partially  relieved  by  renting  outside  quarters  for  a  part  uf  its  force,  l>ut 
it  is  again  overcrowded.  The  building  used  by  the  city  office  never  was 
fit  for  the  purpose,  and  is  now  inadequate  and  unwholes<jnie. 

The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  law  relating  to  the  transmission 
tlirough  the  mails  of  lottery  advertisements  and  remittances  is  clearly 
stated  by  the  Postmaster- General,  and  his  suggestion  as  to  amendments 
should  have  your  favorable  consideratiou. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Nav\'  shows  a  reorganization  of  the 
bureaus  of  the  Department  that  will,  I  do  not  doubt,  promote  the  effi- 
cienc}'  of  each. 

In  general,  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  iu  the  construction  of 
the  new  ships  of  war  authorized  by  Congress.  The  first  vessel  of  the 
new  Navy,  the  Dolphin,  was  subjected  to  ver>'  severe  trial  tests  and  to 
very  much  adverse  criticism;  but  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that 
a  cruise  around  the  world,  from  which  she  has  recently  returned,  has 
demonstrated  that  .she  is  a  first-class  vessel  of  her  rate. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  shows  that  while  the  effective  force  of  the 
Navy  is  rapidly  increasing  by  reason  of  the  improved  build  and  arma- 
ment of  the  new  ships,  the  numl)er  of  our  ships  fit  for  .sea  duty  grows 
very  slowly.  We  had  on  the  4th  of  March  last  37  serviceable  ships, 
and  though  4  have  .since  \vxx\  added  to  the  list,  the  total  has  not  been 
increased,  because  in  the  meantitne  4  have  been  lost  or  condemned. 
Twenty-six  additional  ves.sels  have  Ijeen  authorized  and  appropriated  for; 
but  it  is  probable  that  when  they  are  completed  our  list  will  ouly  be  in- 
creased to  42 — a  gain  of  5.  The  old  wooden  ships  are  disappearing  almost 
as  fast  as  the  new  vessels  are  added.  These  facts  carry  their  own  argu- 
ment. One  of  the  new  ships  may  in  fighting  strength  lie  equal  to  two 
of  the  old,  but  it  can  not  dn  the  cruising  duty  of  two.  It  is  imp<^)rtant, 
therefore,  that  we  slioiild  liave  a  more  rapid  increase  in  the  numlier  of 
serviceable  ships.  I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  that 
the  construction  of  8  annored  ships,  3  gunlxiats,  and  5  torpedo  boats  be 
authorized.

d  even  more  heavily.     While  mourning  the  brave  officers  anA

is  most  gratifying  to  state  that  the  credit  of  the  American  Navy  for 
iamanship,  courage,  aiid  generosity  was  magnificently  sustained  in  the 
jorm-beaten  harbor  of  Apia. 

The  reix)rt  of  the  vSecretar>'  of  the  Interior  exhibits  the  transactions  of 
,e  Government  with  the  Indian  tribes.  Substantial  progress  has  been 
lade  in  the  education  of  the  children  of  schtxil  age  and  in  the  allotment 

lands  to  adult  Indians.  It  is  to  be  regretted  thai  the  policy  of  break- 
Ig  up  the  tribal  relation  and  of  dealing  with  the  Indian  as  an  individual 
id  not  api>ear  earlier  in  our  legislation.  Large  reservations  held  in  com- 
on  and  the  maintenance  of  the  authority  of  the  chiefs  and  headmen 
ive  deprived  the  individual  of  every  incentive  to  the  exercise  of  thrift, 
id  the  annuity  has  contributed  an  affirmative  impulse  toward  a  state  of 
infinnctl  pauperism. 

Our  treaty  stipulations  should  be  observed  with  fidelity  and  our  leg- 
dation  should  be  highly  considerate  of  the  tjest  interests  of  an  ignorant 

id  helpless  people.  The  reservations  are  now  generally  .surrounded 
y  white  settlements.  We  can  no  longer  push  the  Indian  back  into  the 
ildemess.  and  it  remains  only  b\'  every  sviitable  agency  to  push  him 
pward  into  the  estate  of  a  self-supjxjrting  and  re.sponsible  citizen.     For 

e  adidt  the  first  step  is  to  locate  him  upon  a  farm,  and  for  the  child  to 
lace  him  in  a  scho<5l. 

School  attendance  should  be  promoted  by  every  moral  agency,  and 
lose  failing  should  be  compelled.  The  national  .schools  for  Indians 
ave  been  very  successful  and  should  lie  multipliwl,  and  as  far  as  pos- 
ible  should  lie  so  organized  and  conducted  as  to  facilitate  the  transfer 
f  the  schix)ls  to  the  States  or  Territories  in  which  they  are  located 
rhen  the  Indians  in  a  neighborhood  have  accepted  citizenship  and  liave 
lecome  otherwi.se  fitted  for  such  a  transfer.     This  condition  of  things 

ill  be  attained  .slowly,  but  it  will  l)e  hastened  by  keeping  it  in  mind; 

id  in  the  meantime  that  cwjpcration  between  the  Government  and  the 
Hussion  schools  which  lias  wrought  nmch  good  should  Ix;  cordially  and 
partially  maintained. 

The  last  Congress  enacted  two  distinct  laws  relating  tu  negotiations 

th  the  Sioux  Indians  of  Dakota  for  a  relinquishment  of  a  portion  of 
leir  lands  to  the  United  States  and  for  dividing  the  remainder  into  sepa- 

'te  reservations.     Both  were  approved  on  the  same  day — March  2.    The 

e submitted  to  the  Indians  a  sjiecific  projxjsition;  the  other  (section  3 

the  Indian  appropriation  act)  authorized  the  President  to  appoint  tliree 

'tnmis-sioners  to  negotiate  with  these  Indians  for  the  acconipli-shmcnt  of 

e  same  general  purpose,  and  required  that  any  agreements  made  should 

'  submitted  to  Congress  for  ratification. 

On  the  1 6th  day  of  April  last  I  appointed  Hon.  Charles  Foster,  of 
iUo,  Hon.  William  Warner,  of  Missouri,  and  Major-General   George 

ook,  of  the  United  States  Army,  commissioners  under  the  last-named 
H-.     They  were,  however,  authorized  and  cUrected  first  to  submit  to 
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the  Indians  the  definite  proposition  made  to  them  by  the  act 
tioued,  and  only  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  secure  the  assent  of 
requisite  Tunul)er  to  that  proiK>sition  to  open  neg^otiatioiis  for  modi 
terms  under  the  other  act.  The  work  of  tlie  commission  was  prolon 
and  arduous,  but  the  assent  of  the  requisite  numl>er  was,  it  is  undersK 
finally  obtained  to  the  proposition  made  by  Conpress,  though  the  re 
of  the  cominissiou  has  not  yet  been  submitted.  In  view  of  these  fac 
shall  not,  as  at  present  advised,  deem  it  necessary  to  submit  the  ag 
ment  to  Congress  for  ratification,  but  it  will  in  due  course  l>e  submi 
for  information.

The  commission  provided  for  by  section  14  of  the  Indian  appropria 
bill  to  negotiate  with  the  Cherokee  Indians  and  all  other  Indians  owi 
or  claiming  lauds  lying  west  of  the  ninety-sixth  degree  of  longitude 
the  ces.siuii  to  the  United  States  of  all  such  lands  was  cousliluted  by 
appointment  of  Hon.  Lucius  Fairchild.of  Wisconsin,  Hon.  John  F.  H 
ranft,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Hon.  Alfred  M.  Wilstm.  of  Arkansas, 
organt/.ed  on  Jime  29  last.  Their  first  conference  with  the  represe 
tives  of  the  Cherokees  was  held  at  Tahlequah  July  29,  with  no  defi 
results.  General  John  F.  Hartranft,  of  Pennsylvania,  was  preventec 
ill  health  from  taking  part  in  the  conference.  His  death,  which  occui 
recently,  is  justly  and  generally  lamented  by  a  people  he  had  served  v 
conspicuous  gallajitrj'  in  war  and  witli  great  fidelity  in  iieace.  ' 
vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  the  apiMjiutnieut  of  Hoir.  Warren 
Sayre,  of  Indiana. 

A  second  coufereuce  Ix-tweea  the  commission  and  the  Cherokees 
begim  November  6,  but  no  results  have  \et  lx.'eu  obtained,  nor  i 
believed  that  a  couclusion  can  be  hmuediately  expected.  The  ca 
syndicate  now  occupying  the  lands  for  grazing  purposes  is  clearly  on 
the  agencies  resixinsible  for  the  obstruction  of  our  negotiations  with 
Cherokees.  The  large  body  of  agricultural  lands  constituting  wha 
known  as  the  "  Cherokee  Outlet  "  ought  not  to  l>e,  and,  indeed,  can 
long  be,  held  for  grazing  and  for  the  advantage  of  a  few  against  the  pu 
interests  and  the  best  advantage  of  the  Indians  themselves.  The  Un 
States  has  now  under  the  treaties  certain  rights  in  these  lands.  Tl 
will  not  be  used  oppre.ssively,  but  it  can  not  be  allowed  that  those  ' 
by  sufferance  occupy  these  lauds  shall  interpose  to  defeat  the  wise 
l)eneficeut  purposes  oi  the  Governnient.  I  can  not  hut  lielieve  that 
advantageous  character  of  the  <:tffer  made  by  the  United  States  to 
Cherokee  Nation  for  a  full  release  of  these  lands  as  compared  with  01 
suggestions  now  made  to  them  will  yet  obtain  for  it  a  favorable  con 
eration. 

Under  the  agreement  made  Ijetween  the  United  States  and  the  ft 

|COgee  (or  Creek)  Nation  of  Indians  on  llie  lyth  day  of  January,  i88g 

bsolute  title  was  secured  by  the  United  States  to  about  3,500,000  a 
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jtland.  Seetion  12  of  the  general  Indian  appropriation  act  approved 
March  J,  i8»9,  made  provision  for  the  purchase  by  the  United  States 
Irora  the  Seminole  tril>e  of  a  certain  portion  of  their  lands.  The  dele- 
pies  of  the  Seminole  Xation,  having  first  duly  evidenced  to  me  their 
power  to  act  in  that  behalf,  deli\ered  a  proper  release  or  conveyance 
iti»th£  Vuiled  States  of  all  the  lauds  mentioned  in  the  act,  which  was 
ited  by  me  and  certified  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  statute. 
By  the  terms  of  both  the  acts  referred  to  all  the  lands  so  purchased 
were  declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  public  domain  and  open  to  settlement 
under  the  homestead  law.  But  of  the  lands  embraced  in  these  purchases, 
bang  in  the  aggregate  about  5,500,000  acres,  3,500,000  acres  had 
already,  under  the  terms  of  the  treaty  of  1866,  been  acquired  by  the 
United  States  for  the  purpose  of  settling  other  Indian  tribes  thereon 
and  had  Ijeen  appropriated  to  that  purpose.  The  land  remaining  and 
available  for  settlement  consisted  of  1,887,79(1  acres,  surrounded  on  all 
si<les  by  lands  in  the  occupancy  of  Indian  tribes.  Congress  had  provided 
nodvil  go\-emnicnt  for  the  people  who  were  to  lie  invited  by  my  prfx^la- 
mation  to  settle  upon  these  lands,  "except  as  the  new  court  which  had 
bten  established  at  Muscogee  or  the  United  States  courts  in  some  of  the 
adjoining  States  had  power  to  enforce  the  general  laws  of  the  United 
Stfltts. 

In  this  condition  of  things  I  was  quite  reluctant  to  open  the  lands  to 
settlement;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  several  thousand  j)ersons,  many 
of  ihera  with  their  families,  had  gathered  upon  the  borders  of  the  Indian 
Territory  with  a  view  to  securing  homesteads  on  the  ce<led  lands,  and 
that  delay  would  invoh-e  them  in  nuich  loss  and  suffering,  I  did  on  the 
23d  day  of  March  last  issue  a  proclamation  *  declaring  that  the  lands 
therein  described  would  be  open  to  settlement  under  the  provisions  of  the 
law  on  the  22d  day  of  April  following  at  \2  o'clock  noon.  Two  land 
districts  had  lieen  established  and  the  offices  were  opened  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  when  the  appointed  time  arrived. 

It  is  much  to  the  credit  of  the  settlers  that  they  very  generally  <ibserved 
the  limitation  as  to  the  time  when  they  might  enter  the  Territory.  Care 
^H^ifll  be  taken  tliat  those  who  entere<l  in  violation  of  the  law  do  not  secure 
tlie  advantage  they  unfairly  sought.  There  was  a  gooil  deal  of  appre- 
hension that  the  strife  for  locations  would  result  in  much  violence  and 
Woodshed,  but  happily  these  anticipations  were  not  realized.  It  is  esti- 
wiled  that  there  are  now  in  the  Territory  about  6o,oo<j  [x^ople,  and  sev- 
cfal  amsiderable  towns  have  sprung  up,  for  which  temjiorar)-  municipal 
Swtmments  have  been  organized.  Guthrie  is  said  to  have  now  a  popu- 
lation of  almost  8,000.  Eleven  schools  and  nine  churches  have  been 
*Sabli8hed,  and  three  daily  and  five  weekly  newspapers  are  published 
ro  this  city,  whose  charter  and  ordinances  have  only  the  sanction  of  the 
Voluntary  acquiescence  of  the  jieople  from  day  to  day. 
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Oklahoma  City  has  a  population  of  about  5,000,  and  is  proportionately 
as  well  provided  as  Guthrie  wnth  churches,  schools,  and  newspapers. 
Other  towns  and  villages  having  populations  of  from  100  to  1,000  are 
scattered  over  the  Territory. 

In  order  to  secure  the  peace  of  this  new  community  in  the  absence  of 
civil  Kovernnieiit,  I  directed  General  Merritt,  commanditig  the  Depart- 
ment t)f  the  Misst>uri,  to  act  in  conjunction  witli  the  marshals  of  the 
United  States  to  preserve  the  peace,  and  upon  their  requisition  to  use 
the  troops  to  aid  them  in  executing  warrants  and  in  quieting  any  riots  or 
breaches  of  the  peace  that  might  fx^cur.  He  was  further  directed  to  use 
his  influence  to  promote  good  order  and  to  avoid  any  conflicts  between 
or  with  the  settlers.  Believing  that  the  introduction  and  saie  of  liquors 
where  no  legal  restraints  or  regulations  exi.sted  would  endanger  the  public 
peace,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  liquors  must  first  be  introduced 
into  the  Indian  reservations  before  reaching  the  white  .settlements,  I  fur- 
ther directed  the  general  commanding  to  enforce  the  laws  relating  to  the 
introduction  of  ardent  spirits  into  the  Indian  country. 

The  presence  of  the  tnxips  has  ^ven  a  sense  of  security  to  the  well- 
disjxised  citizens  and  ha.s  tended  to  restrain  the  lawless.  In  one  instance 
the  officer  in  imnietliate  command  of  the  troops  went  further  than  I  deemed 
justifiable  in  supporting  the  de  facto  municipal  govennnent  of  Guthrie, 
and  he  was  .so  informed,  and  directed  to  limit  the  interference  of  the  mili- 
tary to  the  .support  of  the  marshals  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  original 
order.  I  \'ery  nrgently  recommend  that  Congress  at  once  provide  a  Ter- 
ritorial govennnent  for  these  i>enple.  Serious  {pie-stions,  which  may  at  any 
time  lead  to  violent  outbreaks,  are  awaiting  the  institution  of  courts  for 
their  peacefiil  adjustment.  The  American  genius  for  self-govenimeut  has 
l)een  well  illustrated  in  Oklahoma;  but  it  is  neither  safe  nor  wise  to  lea\*e 
these  people  longer  to  the  expedients  which  ha\e  temporarily  served  them. 

Provision  should  be  made  for  the  actiuisitiun  of  title  to  town  lots  in 
the  towns  now  established  in  Alaska,  lor  locating  town  site :,  and  for  the 
establishment  of  numicipal  governments.  Only  tlie  mining  laws  have 
been  extended  to  that  Territory,  and  no  other  form  of  title  to  lands  can 
now  be  obtained.  The  general  land  laws  were  framed  with  reference  to 
tlie  disposition  of  agricultural  lands,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  their  operation 
in  Alaska  would  lie  Ijeneficial. 

We  have  fortunately  not  extended  to  Ala.ska  the  mistaken  policy  of 
estahli.shing  reservations  for  the  Indian  trilies,  and  can  deal  with  them 
from  the  lx;ginning  as  individuals  with,  I  am  .sure,  letter  results;  but 
any  dispo.sition  of  the  public  lands  and  any  regulations  relating  to  timber 
and  to  the  fisheries  should  have  a  kindly  regard  to  their  interests.  Hav- 
ing no  power  to  lev>'  taxes,  the  i^eople  of  Alaska  are  wholly  dependent 
upon  the  General  Government,  to  whose  re\'enues  the  seal  fisheries  make 
■^  large  annual  contribution.  An  appropriation  for  education  should 
her  be  overlooked  nor  stinted. 
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The  smallness  of  the  population  and  the  great  distances  between  the 
llements  offer  serious  obstacles  to  the  establishment  of  the  usual  Ter- 
itorial  form  of  government.     Perhaps  the  organizatiun  of  several  sub- 
^stricts  with  a  small  municipal  council  of  limited  powers  for  each  would 
safe  and  useful. 

Atteation  is  called  in  this  connection  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Sec- 
ular)' of  the  Treasury*  relating  to  the  establishment  of  another  port  of 
enuy  in  Alaska  and.  of  other  needed  aistoms  facilities  and  regulations. 

In  the  administration  of  the  land  laws  the  policy  of  facilitating  in 
ever\"  proper  way  the  adjustment  of  the  honest  claims  of  individual  set- 
tlers upon  the  public  lands  has  been  pursued.    The  number  of  pending 
gas  had  during  the  preceding  Administration  been  greatly  increased 
llHertlie  operation  of  orders  for  a  time  suspending  final  action  in  a  large 
I  part  of  tlie  ca.ses  originating  in  the  West  and  Northwest,  and  by  the  sub- 
aw^nent  use  of  unusual  methixls  of  examination.     Only  those  who  are 
familiar  with   the  conditions  under  which  our  agricultural  lands  have 
been  settled  can  appreciate  the  serious  and  often  fatal  consequences  to 
the  settler  of  a  policy  that  puts  his  title  imder  suspicion  or  delays  the 
issuance  of  his  patent.     While  care  is  taken  to  prevent  and  to  ex{K>se 
fraud,  it  should  not  be  imputed  without  reason. 

The  manifest  purpose  of  the  homestead  and  preemption  laws  was  to 
promote  the  settlement  of  the  public  domain  by  persons  having  a  bonajide 
intent  to  make  a  home  upon  the  selected  lands.  Where  this  intent  is 
well  established  and  the  requirements  of  the  law  have  l)een  sulxstantially 
complied  with,  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  a  prompt  and  friendly  consid- 
eration of  his  case;  but  where  there  is  reason  to  Ijelieve  that  the  claim- 
ant is  the  mere  agent  of  another  who  is  seeking  to  evade  a  law  intended 
to  promote  small  holdings  and  to  secure  by  fraudulent  methods  large 
tracts  of  tinil)er  and  other  lands,  both  principal  and  agent  should  not 
only  be  thwarted  in  their  fraudulent  purpo.se,  but  should  Jje  made  to 
feel  the  full  penalties  of  our  criminal  statutes.  The  laws  should  Ije  so 
admiuisteretl  as  not  to  confound  these  two  classes  and  to  visit  jienaities 
only  upon  the  latter. 

The  nnsettled  state  of  the  titles  to  large  bodies  of  lands  in  the  Terri- 
tories of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  has  greatly  retardetl  the  development 
of  thase  Territories.  Provision  should  Ix;  made  by  law  for  the  prompt 
trial  and  final  adjustment  before  a  judicial  tribunal  or  commission  of  all 
daims  based  upon  Mexican  grants.  It  is  not  just  to  an  intelligeiit  and 
f'-Jttqirisiug  people  that  their  peace  should  be  disturbed  and  their  pros- 
perity' retarded  by  these  old  contentions.  I  express  the  liope  that  difler- 
ences  of  opinion  as  to  methotls  may  yield  to  the  urgency  of  the  case. 

The  law  now  provides  a  pension  for  every  soldier  and  sailor  who  was 

nilistered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  Civil  War  and 

•»  ttew  5.uffering  from  wounds  or  disease  having  an  origin  in  the  service

and  disability,  are  usually  susceptible  of  easy  proof;  but  the  third,  origin 
in  the  service,  is  often  difficult  and  in  many  deserving  cases  impossible  to 
establish.  That  very  many  ot  those  who  endured  the  hardships  of  our 
most  bloody  and  arduous  campaigns  are  now  disabled  from  diseases  tliat 
had  a  real  but  not  traceable  origin  in  the  service  I  do  not  doubt.  Besides 
these  there  is  another  class  composed  of  men  inan\'  of  whom  served  an 
enhstment  of  three  full  years  and  of  reenlisted  veterans  who  added  a 
fourth  year  of  service,  who  escaped  the  casxialties  of  battle  atid  the 
assaults  of  disease,  wiio  were  always  ready  for  any  detail,  who  were  in 
everj'  battle  line  of  their  command,  and  were  nuistered  out  in  sound 
health,  and  have  since  the  close  of  tlte  war,  while  fighting  with  the 
same  indomital>le  and  independent  spirit  the  contests  of  civil  life,  been 
overcome  by  disease  or  casualty. 

I  am  not  unaware  that  the  pension  roll  already  involves  a  ver>'  large 
annual  »Kpenditure;  neither  am  I  deterred  by  that  fact  from  recom- 
mending that  Congress  grant  a  jHiusion  to  such  honorably  discharged 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Civil  War  as,  ha\'ing  rendered  substantial  serv- 
ice during  the  war,  are  now  dejiendent  upon  their  own  labor  for  a  njainte- 
nance  and  by  disease  or  casualty  are  incapacitated  from  earning  it.  Many 
of  the  men  who  would  be  included  in  this  fonn  of  relief  are  now  depend- 
ent upon  public  aid,  and  it  does  not,  in  my  judgment,  consist  with  the 
national  honor  that  the}'  shall  continue  to  subsist  up<m  the  kx:al  relief 
given  indiscriminately  to  paupers  instead  of  upon  the  special  and  gener- 
ous provision  of  the  nation  they  ser\'ed  so  gallantly  and  unselfi.shly.  Our 
people  wilt,  I  am  sure,  ver>'  generally  approve  such  legislation.  And  I 
am  equally  sure  that  the  sur\nvors  of  the  Union  Army  and  Navy  will  feel 
a  grateful  sense  of  relief  when  this  worthy  and  suffering  class  of  their 
comrades  is  fairly  cared  for. 

There  are  some  manifest  inequalities  in  the  existing  law  that  should 
be  remedied.  To  some  of  tliese  the  Secretary'  of  the  Interior  has  called 
attention. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  by  the  adoption  of  new  and 
better  methcxls  in  the  War  Department  tlie  calls  of  the  Pension  Office  for 
information  as  to  the  military  and  hospital  recf)rds  of  pension  claimants  t 
are  now  promptly  answered  and  the  injurious  and  vexatious  delays  that ! 
have  heretofore  occurred  are  entirely  avoided.     Tliis  will  greatly  facili- 1 
tate  the  adjustment  of  all  pending  claims.  i 

The  advent  of  four  new  States — South  Dakota,  North  Dakota,  Montana,  \ 
and  Washington — into  the  Ihiion  under  the  Constitution  in  the  same  \ 
month,  and  tlie  admission  of  their  duly  chosen  representatives  to  our 
National  Congress  at  the  same  session,  is  an  event  as  unexampled  as  it 
is  interesting. 

The  certification  of  the  votes  cast  and  of  the  constitutions  adopted  in 

ch  of  the  States  was  filed  with  me,  as  required  by  the  eighth  section 
the  act  of  February  22,  1889,  by  the  governors  of  said  TenitoTMU 
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respectively.       MaAnng  after  a  careful  examination  found  that  the  several 
cuDstitulions  and  goveniinents  were  republican  in  form  and  not  repug- 
nant lo  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  that  all  the  provisions  of 
tk  act  of  Congress  had  been  complied  with,  and  that  a  majority  of  the 
•cs  cast  in  each  of  said  proposed  States  was  iu  favor  of  the  adoption 
'he  constitution  submitted  therein .  I  did  so  declare  by  a  separate  proc- 
ination  as  to  each — a*  to  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota  on  Saturday, 
:.i)V'crat)er  2;*  as  to  Montana  on  Friday,  November  S.j  and  as  to  Wash- 
ington on  Monday,  November  i  i.t 

Each  of  these  States  has  within  it  resources  the  development  of  which 
will  employ  the  energies  of  and  yield  a  comfortable  subsistence  to  a  great 
population.  The  smallest  of  these  new  States,  Washington,  stands  twelfth, 
»nd  the  largest,  Montana,  third,  among  the  forty-two  in  area.  The  i>eople 
of  these  States  are  already  well-trained,  intelligent,  and  patriotic  Ameri- 
can citizens,  having  common  interests  and  sympathies  with  ihosi.-  of  the 
older  States  and  a  common  purpose  to  defend  the  integrity  and  uphold 
the  honor  of  the  nation. 

The  attention  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  been  called 
to  the  urgent  neetl  of  Congressional  legislation  fur  tlie  lx;tter  protection 
«if  the  lives  and  limbs  of  those  engaged  in  operating  the  great  interstate 
hwjjht  lines  of  tlie  country,  and  especially  of  the  yardmen  and  brakemen. 
A  petition  signed  by  nearly  10,000  railway  brakenien  was  presented  to 
the  Commission  asking  that  steps  might  Ix;  taken  to  bring  about  the  use 
of  automatic  brakes  and  couplers  on  freight  cars. 
At  a  meeting  of  State  railroad  commissioners  and  their  accredited  rep- 
tives  held  at  Washington  in  March  last  upon  the  invitation  of  the 
interstate  Commerce  Commission  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted 
urpng  the  Commission  "  to  consider  what  can  be  done  to  prevent  tlie  loss 
of  life  and  limb  in  coupling  and  uncoupling  freight  cars  and  in  handling 
the  brakes  of  .such  cars."  During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1888,  over 
2,000  railroad  employees  were  killed  in  sen'ice  and  more  than  20,000 
injured.  It  is  competent,  I  think,  for  Congress  to  require  uniformity 
in  the  construction  of  cars  used  in  interstate  conunerce  and  the  use  of 
improved  safety  appliances  upon  such  trains.  Time  will  !«  necessary 
H  I  to  make  the  needed  changes,  but  an  earnest  and  intelligent  Ix^ginning 
shttdd  be  made  at  once.  It  is  a  reproach  to  our  civilization  that  any 
daaj  of  American  workmen  should  in  the  pursuit  of  a  necessary  and  use- 
ful vocation  be  subjected  to  a  peril  of  life  and  limb  as  great  as  that  of  a 
soldier  in  time  of  war. 

The  creation  of  an  Executive  Depart  meut  to  be  known  as  the  De- 
putnumt  of  Agricultiure  by  the  act  of  February  9  last  was  a  wise  and 
taiely  response  to  a  request  which  had  long  been  respectfully  \nged 
l>y  the  farmers  of  the  countr>';  but  much  remains  to  lie  done  to  per- 
fect the  organization  of  the  Department  so  that  it  may  fairly  realize  the 
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expectations  wliidi  its  creation  excited,     In  this  connection  attention  i 
called  to  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary,  wl 
is  herewith  submitted.    The  need  of  a  law  oflBcer  for  the  Department  suc| 
as  is  pro\'ided  for  the  other  Executive  Departments  is  manifest.     Tl 
failure  of  the  last  Congress  to  make  the  usual  provision  for  the  pxiblic 
tion  of  the  annual  report  should  l>e  promptly  remedied.     The  pul)lie  iili 
terest  in  tlie  rejxirt  and  its  value  to  the  famiiug  community,  I  am  sur 
will  not  be  diminished  under  the  new  organization  of  the  Department,  j 

I   recommend  tluit  the  weather  sen'ice  l:>e  separated  from  the  Wa 
Department  and  e.stalilished  as  a  bureau  in  the  Department  of  Agrict 
ture.     This  will  involve  an  entire  reorganization  both  of  the  Weathi 
Bureau  and  of  the  Signal  Corps,  making  of  the  first  a  purely  civil  orgat 
zation  and  of  the  otlier  a  purely  military  staff  corps.     The  report  of 
Chief  Signal  Officer  shows  that  the  work  of  tlie  corps  on  its  military  sii 
has  lx?en  deteriorating. 

The  interests  of  the  people  of  the  District  of  Columbia  should  not 
lost  sight  of  in  the  pressure  for  consideration  of  measures  affecting 
whole  coiuitry.     Having  no  legislature  of  its  own,  either  municipal 
general,  its  i>eople  must  look  to  Congress  for  the  regulation  of  all  then 
concems  that  in  tlie  States  are  the  subject  of  local  control.    Our  whof 
people  have  an  interest  that  the  national  capital  should  be  made  attrac 
ive  and  beautiful,  and,  ateve  all,  that  its  repute  for  social  order  slioul 
be  well  maintained.     The  laws  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  drinl 
in  the  District  should  be  revised  with  a  view  to  bringing  the  traffic  wxki 
stringent  limitations  and  control. 

In  execution  of  the  power  conferred  upon  me  by  the  act  niaking  npp 
priations  for  the  expenses  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  year  cndii 
June  30,  1890,  I  did  on  the  17th  day  of  August  last  ap]K>int  Kudol]: 
Hering,  of  New  York,  Samuel  M.  Gray,  of  Rhode  Island,  and  Fredc 
P.  Steams,  of  Massachusetts,  three  eminent  sanitar>'  engineers,  tu  cxs 
ine  and  report  upon  the  system  of  sewerage  existing  in  the  District 
Columbia.      Their  report,  which  is  not  yet  completed,  will  l)c  in 
course  submitted  to  Congress. 

The  rejKirt  of  the  Connnissiouers  of  the  District  is  hcrewitJi 
mittcd,  and  the  attention  of  Congress  is  called  to  the  suggestions 
taincd  therein.

As  a  rtsuU  of  the  revision  of  the  rules,  of  the  new  classification,  and  of 
iheincInMon  r»f  the  Railway  Mail  Service,  the  work  of  the  Commission  has 
Jaen  greatly  increased,  and  the  present  clerical  force  is  found  to  lie  inade- 
flttte.  I  recommend  that  the  additional  clerks  asked  by  the  Commission 
le  appropriated  for. 
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The  duty  of  appointment  is  devolve<l  by  the  Constitution  or  by  the 
law,  and  the  appointing  officers  are  properly  held  to  a  high  res^x>nsibility 
in  its  exercise.  The  growth  of  the  coutJtry  and  the  consecjuent  increase 
of  the  civil  list  have  magnified  this  function  of  the  Executive  dispropor 
tionallj'.  It  can  not  be  denied,  however,  that  the  labor  connected  willt 
this  necessar>-  work  is  increased,  often  to  the  point  of  actual  distress 
by  the  sudden  and  excessive  demands  that  are  made  upon  an  incoming 
Administration  for  removals  and  appointments.  But.  on  the  other  hand, 
it  is  not  true  that  incumbency  is  a  conclusive  argument  for  continuance 
in  ofl&ce.  Impartiality,  moderation,  fidelity  to  public  duty,  and  a  good 
attainment  in  the  discharge  of  it  must  be  added  before  the  argument  ii 
complete.  When  those  holding  administrative  offices  so  conduct  them 
selves  as  to  convince  just  political  opponents  that  no  party  consideration 
or  bias  affects  in  any  way  the  discharge  of  their  public  duties,  we  can 
more  easily  stay  the  demand  for  removals, 

I  am  satisfied  that  iKith  in  and  out  of  the  classified  service  great  bene- 
fit would  accrue  from  the  adoption  of  some  system  by  which  the  officer 
would  receive  the  distinction  and  benefit  that  in  all  private  employments 
comes  from  exceptional  faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  the  performance  of 
duty. 

I  have  suggested  to  the  heads  of  the  Executive  Departments  that  they 
consider  whether  a  record  might  not  be  kept  in  each  bureau  of  all  those 
elements  that  are  covered  by  the  terms  "faithfulness"  and  "efficiency." 
and  a  rating  made  showing  the  relative  merits  of  the  clerks  of  each  class, 
this  rating  to  be  regarded  as  a  test  of  merit  in  making  promotions. 

I  have  also  suggested  to  the  Postmaster-General  that  he  adopt  some 
plan  by  which  he  can,  upon  the  Ixisis  of  the  reports  to  the  Dcpartmenl 
and  of  frequent  inspections,  indicate  the  relative  merit  of  postmasters  oC 
each  class.  They  will  be  appropriately  indicated  in  the  Official  Registc 
and  in  the  report  of  the  Department.  That  a  great  stimulus  would  thai 
be  given  to  the  whole  service  I  do  not  doubt,  and  such  a  record  would  be 
the  best  defense  against  inconsiderate  removals  from  office. 

The  interest  of  the  General  Government  in  the  education  of  the  peopl 
found  an  early  expression,  not  only  in  the  thoughtful  and  sometimt:s 
warning  utterances  of  our  ablest  statesmen,  but  in  liberal  appropriations 
from  the  common  resources  for  the  support  of  education  in  llie  «e«r 
States.  No  one  will  deny  that  it  is  of  the  gravest  national  concern  that 
those  who  hold  the  ultimate  control  of  all  public  affairs  should  luive  llie 
necessary  intelligence  wisely  to  direct  and  determine  them.  National  aid 
to  education  has  heretofore  taken  the  fonn  of  land  grants,  an<I  in  thai 
fonn  the  constitutional  power  of  Congress  to  promote  the  edu< 
the  f)eople  is  not  seriously  questioned.  I  do  not  think  it  can  l>e  .-...^^ 
fully  questioned  when  tlie  form  is  changed  to  that  of  a  direct 
money  from  the  public  Treasury.

tional  conditions.  The  sudden  emancipation  of  the  slaves  of  the  South, 
the  bestowal  of  the  suffrage  which  soon  followed,  and  the  impainnent  of 
the  ability  of  t\ic  States  where  these  new  citizens  were  chiefly  found  to 
adequately  provide  educational  facilities  presented  not  only  exceptional 
but  unexampled  conditions.  That  the  situation  has  been  much  amelio- 
rated there  is  no  doubt.  The  ability  and  interest  of  the  States  have  hap- 
pily increased. 

But  a  great  work  retnains  to  be  done,  and  I  think  the  General  Goveni- 
ment  should  lend  its  aid.  As  the  suggestion  of  a  national  grant  in  aid 
of  education  grows  chiefly  out  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  emanci- 
pated slave  and  his  descendants,  the  relief  should  as  far  as  possible,  while 
necessarily  proceeding  upon  5<jnie  general  hues,  be  applied  to  the  need 
that  suggested  it.  It  is  essential,  if  much  good  is  to  lie  accomplished, 
that  the  sjTnpathy  and  active  interest  of  the  people  of  the  States  should 
beenliste<l,  and  that  the  methods  adopted  should  be  such  as  to  stimulate 
and  not  to  supplant  local  taxation  for  school  purposes. 

As  one  Congress  can  not  bind  a  succeeding  one  in  such  a  case  and  as 
the  effort  must  in  some  degree  be  experimental,  I  reconuneud  that  any 
appropriation  made  for  thb  purpose  be  so  limited  in  annual  amount  and 
as  to  the  time  over  which  it  is  to  extend  as  will  on  the  one  hand  give 
the  local  school  authorities  opportunity  to  make  the  Ijest  use  of  the  first 
year's  allowance,  and  on  the  other  deliver  them  from  the  temptation  to 
unduly  postpone  the  assumption  of  the  whole  burden  themselves. 

The  colored  i>eople  did  not  intrude  themselves  upon  us.  They  were 
bronght  here  in  chains  and  held  in  the  communities  where  they  are  now 
chiefly  found  by  a  cruel  slave  code.  Happily  for  both  races,  they  are 
Mw  free.  They  have  from  a  standpoint  of  ignorance  and  poverty — 
which  was  our  shame,  not  theirs — made  remarkable  advances  in  educa- 
tion and  in  the  acqui.sitiou  of  property.  They  have  as  a  people  shown 
themselves  to  l)e  friendly  and  faithful  toward  the  white  race  under  temp- 
tations of  tremendous  strength.  They  have  their  repre-sentatives  in  the 
national  cemeteries,  where  a  grateful  Government  has  gathered  the  ashes 
of  those  who  dietl  in  its  defense.  They  have  furnished  to  our  Regular 
.\nny  regiments  that  have  won  high  praise  from  their  connuanding  officers 
for  courage  and  s<^)ldJerly  qualities  and  for  fidelity  to  the  enlistment  oath. 
In  dvil  hfe  they  arc  now  the  toilers  of  their  communities,  making  their 
full  contribution  to  the  widening  streams  of  prosperity  which  these 
lUnities  are  receiving.  Their  sudden  withdrawal  would  stop  produc- 
anil  bring  disorder  into  the  household  as  well  as  the  shop.  Geu- 
'^l.v  they  do  not  desire  to  (juit  their  homes,  and  their  employers  resent 
5hc  interference  of  the  emigration  agents  who  seek  to  stinmlate  such  a 
<ieare. 

But  notwithstanding  all  this,  in  many  parts  of  our  country  where  the 
o>lored  population  is  large  the  people  of  that  race  are  by  various  de\nces 
'i'prived  of  auy  efifective  exercise  of  their  political  rights  and  of  many  of 
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their  civil  rights.     The  wrong  does  not  expend  itself  upon  those  'niiose 
votes  are  suppressed.     Every  constituency  in  the  Union  is  wronged. 

It  has  Ijeeu  the  hope  of  every  patriot  that  a  sense  of  ju.slice  and  of 
respect  for  the  law  would  work  a  gradual  cure  of  these  llagraiit  evils. 
Surely  no  one  supposes  that  the  present  can  be  accepted  as  a  permanent 
condition.  If  it  is  said  that  these  comnnunties  must  work  out  this  prob- 
lem for  tlit'uisclve-s,  we  have  a  right  to  a.sk  whether  they  are  at  work 
upon  it.  Do  they  suggest  any  solution?  When  and  luider  what  condi- 
tions is  the  black  man  tfj  have  a  free  ballot?  When  is  he  in  fact  to  hav6 
those  full  civil  rights  which  have  .so  long  been  his  in  law?  When  is  that 
equality  of  influence  which  our  form  of  government  was  intended  to 
secure  to  the  electors  to  lie  restored?  This  generation  should  coura- 
geously face  these  grave  questions,  and  not  leave  them  as  a  heritage  of 
woe  to  the  next.  The  consultation  should  proceed  with  candor,  calm^ 
ness,  and  great  patience,  upon  the  lines  of  justice  and  humanity,  not  of 
prejudice  and  cruelty.  No  question  in  our  country  can  1^  at  re.st  except 
upon  the  firm  base  of  justice  and  of  the  law. 

I  earnestly  invoke  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  consideration  of 
such  measures  within  its  well-defined  constitutional  p<.>wers  as  will  secure 
to  all  our  people  a  free  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage  and  evcrj-  otbef 
civil  right  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  N( 
evil,  however  deplorable,  can  justify  the  assumption  either  on  lite  part 
of  the  Executive  or  of  Congress  of  powers  not  granted,  but  lioth  will  be 
highly  blamable  if  all  the  powers  gratUed  are  not  wisely  but  firndy  used 
to  correct  these  e\'ils.  The  power  to  take  the  whole  direction  and  con 
trol  of  the  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  is  clearly 
given  to  the  General  Government.  A  partial  and  ciualified  suiKTvision 
of  these  elections  is  now  provided  for  by  law,  ami  in  my  npinion  this  law 
may  be  so  strengthened  and  extended  as  to  secure  on  the  whole  bctte 
results  than  can  be  attained  by  a  law  taking  all  the  proce&scs  of  suci 
election  into  Fe<leral  control.  The  colored  man  should  be  prolecte<l  i 
all  of  his  relations  to  the  Federal  Go\'eniment,  whether  as  liUgant,  juror, 
or  witness  in  our  courts,  as  an  elector  for  members  of  Congress,  or  as 
peaceful  traveler  upon  our  interstate  railways. 

There  is  nothing  more  justly  humiliating  to  the  national  pride  and 
nothing  more  hurtful  to  the  national  prosperity  than  the  inferiority  ol 
our  merchant  marine  compared  with  that  of  other  nations  wlnisc  general 
resources,  wealth,  and  seacoast  Unes  do  not  suggest  any  rea.soti  (or  tbwi 
supremacy  on  the  sea.  It  was  not  always  so,  and  our  people  are  agreed, 
I  think,  that  it  shall  not  continue  to  lie  so.  It  is  not  po.s.sible  in  this  com- 
munication to  discuss  the  causes  of  the  decay  of  our  shipping  intcPLSts 
or  the  differing  methixls  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  restore  thcni 
statement  of  a  few  well-authenticated  facts  and  .'Mime  general  sUi 
lions  a.s  to  legislation  is  all  that  is  practicable.  That  ' 
ship  lines  saihug  under  the  flags  uf  England,  r>  >tifv.-  ■ 


■nd  Italy,  and  engaged  in  foreign  commerce,  were  promoted  and  have 
rince  been  and  now  are  liberally  aided  by  grants  of  public  money  in  one 
forai  or  anoUter  is  generally  known.     That  the  American  lines  of  steam- 
ships have  been  abandoned  bj'  us  to  an  unequal  contest  with  the  aided 
lines  of  other  nations  until  they  have  been  withdrawn,  or  in  the  few  cases 
wliere  they  are  still  maintained  are  subject  to  serious  disadvantages,  is 
matter  of  conmion  knowledge. 

The  present  situation  is  such  that  travelers  and  merchandise  find  Liv- 
erpool often  a  necessary  intermediate  port  between  New  York  and  some 
of  the  South  American  capitals.  The  fact  that  some  of  the  delegates 
ban  Soath  American  States  to  the  conference  of  American  nations  now 
in  session  at  Washington  reached  our  shores  by  reversing  that  line  of 
travel  is  very  conclusive  of  the  need  of  such  a  conference  and  very 
suggestive  as  to  the  first  and  most  nece&sary  step  in  the  direction  of 
fuller  and  more  l^eneficial  intercourse  with  nations  that  are  now  our 
wighbors  upon  the  lines  of  latitude,  but  not  upon  tht;  lines  oi  establi.shed 
commercial  intercourse. 

I  recommend  that  such  appropriations  be  made  for  ocean  mail  .ser\'ice 
in  American  steanishiixs  Ijetween  our  ports  and  those  of  Central  and  South 
America,  China,  Japan,  and  the  important  islands  in  both  of  the  great 
oceans  as  will  l)e  liberally  remunerative  for  the  ser\'ice  rendered  and  as 
will  encourage  the  estabhshment  and  in  some  fair  degree  et]ualize  the 
chauces  of  American  steamship  lines  in  the  competitions  which  they  must 
meet.  That  the  American  States  lying  south  of  us  will  cordially  cooper- 
ate in  establishing  and  maintaining  such  lines  of  stearasbiiis  to  their 
principal  ports  I  do  not  doubt. 

We  should  also  make  provision  for  a  naval  reserve  to  consist  of  such 
merchant  ships  of  American  construction  and  of  a  specified  tonnage  and 
speed  as  the  owners  will  consent  to  place  at  the  use  of  the  Government 
in  case  of  need  as  armed  cruisers.  England  has  adopted  this  policy,  and 
as  a  result  can  now  upon  necessity  at  once  place  upon  her  naval  list  some 
of  (he  fastest  steamships  in  the  world.  A  proper  supervision  of  the  con- 
struction of  such  vessels  would  make  their  conversion  into  effective  ships 
of  war  ver>'  easy. 

I  am  an  advocate  of  economy  in  our  national  expenditures,  but  it  is  a 
ttisuse  of  terms  to  make  this  word  descrilie  a  policy  that  withholds  an 
«*renditure  for  the  purpose  of  extending  our  foreign  commerce.  The 
ralirgetnent  and  improvement  of  our  merchant  nianne,  the  develop- 
ment nf  a  sufficient  body  of  trained  American  seamen,  the  promotion  of 
f^pid  and  regular  mail  communication  l>etween  the  ports  of  other  coun- 
trittand  our  own,  and  the  adaptation  of  large  and  swift  American  mer- 
'^t  steamships  to  naval  uses  in  time  of  war  are  public  purposes  of  the 
''jghest  concern.  The  enlarged  participation  of  our  people  in  the  car- 
•^ing  trade,  the  new  and  increased  markets  that  will  lie  opened  for  the 
Pfodacts  of  our  farms  and  factories,  and  the  fuller  and  Ijetler  employmi 
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of  ciiir  tnecliauics  which  will  result  from  a  lilx;ral  promotion  of  cnir  foreign 
commerce  insure  the  widest  possible  difliusioii  of  benefit  to  all  the  States 
and  to  all  our  people.  Everything  is  most  propitious  for  the  present 
inauguration  of  a  liberal  and  progressive  ixilicy  iii>on  this  subject,  and 
\vc  should  enter  upon  it  with  promptness  and  decision. 

The  legislation  which  I  have  suggested,  it  is  sincerely  believed,  will  pro- 
mote the  i>eace  and  honor  of  our  coimtry  and  the  prosperity  and  security 
of  the  people.  I  invoke  the  dihgent  and  serious  attention  of  Congress  to 
the  consideration  of  these  and  sncli  other  measures  as  may  Ix;  presented 
having  the  same  great  eud  in  view.

I  transmit  herewith  a  rei>ort  from  the  Acting  Secretary  of  State,  ac- 
companied with  a  letter  from  Rear- Admiral  S.  R.  Franklhi.  United  Stated 
Navy,  president  of  the  conference,  stating  that  in  all  probability  the 
labors  of  the  conference  can  not  be  brought  to  a  close  by  tlie  time  fixed 
by  the  present  law. 

Ill  consideration  of  the  many  important  questions  now  under  discus- 
sion by  the  conference,  which  should  if  possible  be  satisfactorily  deter- 
mined before  the  final  adjournment,  I  earnestly  recommend  that  a  further 
act  be  pas.sed  to  enable  the  conference  to  continue  its  sessions  for  a  perio< 
of  two  mouths  from  January  i,  1890.

The  reports  of  General 
Crook  and  Lieutenant  Howard,  which  accompany  the  letter  of  the  Secre- 
tary, show  that  some 'of  these  Indians  have  rendered  good  service  to  the 
Government  in  the  pursuit  and  capture  of  the  murderous  band  that 
followed  Natchez  and  Geronimo.  It  is  a  reproach  that  they  should  not 
in  our  treatment  of  them  be  distinguished  from  the  cruel  and  bloody 
memljers  of  the  tribe  now  confined  with  them. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  provision  be  made  by  law  for  locating 
these  Indians  upon  lands  iu  the  Indian  Territory.

In  pursuance  of  tlie  power  vested  in  mc  by  the  terms  of  the  last  clause 
of  section  3  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Marcli  2,  1889,  entitled  "An 
act  making  appropriations  for  the  current  and  contingent  expeJi.ses  of  the 
Indian  Department  and  for  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with  various 
Indian  tribes  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  and  for  other  purposes," 
a  commission,  as  therein  authorized,  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Charles 
Foster, of  Ohio,  William  Warner,  of  Missouri,  and  General  George  Crook, 
of  the  United  States  Array.  This  commission  was  specially  instructed  to 
present  to  the  Siotix  Indians  occupying  the  Great  Sioux  Reservation, 
for  their  acceptance  thereof  and  consent  thereto  in  manner  and  form  as 
therdn  provided,  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1889,  entitled 
"An  act  to  divide  a  portion  of  the  reservation  of  the  Sioux  Nation  of 
Indians  in  Dakota  into  separate  reser\'ations  and  to  secure  the  relinquish- 
ment of  the  Indian  title  to  the  remainder,  and  for  other  purposes." 

The  report  of  the  commission  was  submitted  to  me  on  the  24th  day  of 
December,  1889,  and  is,  with  the  accompanying  documents  and  a  letter 
of  the  .Secretary  of  the  Interior,  herewith  transmitted  for  the  information 
of  Congress.  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  commission  that  the  con- 
sent of  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  adult  Indians  to  the  tenus  of  the 
art  last  lumed  was  secured,  as  required  by  section  1 2  of  the  treaty  of  1868, 
md  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  papers  submitte<l  I  find  such  to  be 
the  fact ,  and  that  such  consent  is  properly  e%'ideuced  by  the  signatures  of 
more  than  three-fourths  of  sudi  Indians. 

At  the  outset  of  the  negotiations  the  commission  was  confronted  by 
certain  estions  as  to  the  interpretation  and  effect  of  the  act  of  Congress 
which  they  were  presenting  for  the  acceptance  of  the  Indians.  Upon  two 
or  three  points  of  some  importance  the  commission  gave  in  response  to 
these  inquiries  an  interpretation  to  the  law,  and  it  was  the  law  thus  ex- 
plained to  tliem  that  was  accepted  by  the  Indians.  The  commissioners 
had  DO  power  to  bind  Congress  or  the  Executive  by  their  construction  of 
1  statute,  but  they  were  the  agents  of  the  United  States,  first,  to  submit  a 
Waile  proptjsition  for  the  acceptance  of  the  Indians,  and,  that  failing,  to 
*gree  upon  moflifietl  terms  to  be  submitted  to  Congress  for  ratification. 
TTjcy  Were  dealing  with  an  ignorant  and  suspicious  people,  and  an  expla- 
nation of  the  tenns  and  effect  of  the  offer  submitted  could  not  te  avoided. 
Gogd  faith  demands  that  if  the  United  States  accepts  the  lands  ceded 
•lie  beneficial  construction  of  the  act  given  by  our  agents  should  be  also 
"Juiitted  and  observed. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  the  con.struction  of  the  act  grows  out  of  its  rela- 
^onto  prior  treaties,  which  were  by  section  19  continued  in  force  so  far 
*'thcy  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  terms  of  the  act.  The  seventh  arti- 
cle of  the  treaty  of  1868,  relating  to  schools  and  schoolhouscs,  is  by  sec- 
^  17  of  the  act  continued  in  force  for  twenty  years,  "subject  to  such 


niodificatioiis  as  Congress  shall  deem  most  effective  to  secure  to 
Indians  equivalent  benefits  of  such  education." 

Section  7  of  the  treaty  of  1.S6S  provides  only  for  instruction  in  the 
"elementary  branches  of  an  English  education,"  uliile  section  17  of  the 
act,  after  continuing  this  section  of  the  treaty  in  force,  provides  a  futid 
which  is  to  be  applied  "  for  the  proniotioii  of  industrial  and  other  suitable 
educatiou  among  said  Indians."  Again,  section  7  of  the  treaty  provides 
for  the  erection  of  a  schoolhouse  for  every  thirty  children  who  can  be 
induced  to  attend,  while  section  20  of  the  act  requires  the  erection  of  not 
less  than  thirty  schoolliouses,  and  more  if  found  necessary.  5 

The  commissioners  were  asked  by  the  Indians,  whether  the  cost  of  tbq 
English  schools  provided  for  in  section  7  of  the  treaty  and  of  the  school- 
houses  provided  for  in  the  same  section  and  in  section  20  of  the  act  would 
be  a  charge  against  the  ]>roceeds  of  the  lands  they  were  now  asked  to  cede 
to  the  United  States.  This  question  was  answered  in  the  negative,  and  I 
think  the  answer  was  correct.  If  the  act,  without  reference  to  section 
7  of  the  treaty,  is  to  be  construed  to  express  the  whole  duty  of  the  Go 
emment  toward  the  Indians  in  the  matter  of  schools,  the  extension  f< 
twenty  years  of  the  provisions  of  that  section  is  without  meaning. 

The  assurance  given  by  the  commissioners  that  the  money  appropri' 
ated  by  section  27  of  the  act  to  pay  certain  bands  for  the  ponies  taken  b; 
the  military  authorities  in  1S76  would  not  l>e  a  charge  against  the  pn 
ceeds  of  the  ceded  lands  was  obviously  a  correct  interpretation  of  the  la 

The  Indians  were  further  assured  by  the  commis-sioners  that  the  amou 
appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  the  commission  could  not  under  the  laW 
be  made  a  charge  upon  the  proc^eeds  of  their  lauds.  This,  I  think,  is  9 
correct  exposition  of  the  act. 

It  seems  from  the  report  of  the  commission  that  some  of  the  Indianf 
at  the  Standing  Rock  Agency  asked  whether  if  they  accepted  the  ad 
they  could  have  the  election  to  take  their  allotments  under  section  6  oi 
the  treaty  of  i  S68  and  have  the  benefits  of  sections  8  and  10  of  that  treat/j 
and  were  told  that  the}'  could.  1 

As  the  treaty  is  coiitiimed  in  force  except  where  it  contravenes  th( 
provisions  of  the  act,  I  do  not  see  any  difficulty  in  admitting  this  inter 
pretation. 

It  will  be  found  that  the  conmiission  has  submitted  many  recommen* 
datious,  some  of  them  involving  legislation  and  others  appealing  to  pow- 
ers already  possessed  by  the  executive  department.  The  con.sent  of  the 
Indians  to  the  act  was  not  made  dependent  upou  the  adoption  of  any  of 
these  recommendations,  but  many  of  them  are  ob\'iously  just  and  promO' 
tive  of  the  true  interests  of  the  Indians.  So  far  as  these  require  legislav 
tion  they  are  earnestly  commended  to  the  attention  of  Congress. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  prepared  and  submits  with  his  lettef

It  gives  to  e.ich  niem- 
l*»  (4  the  triJie  160  acrt-H  of  Uin<l  without  regard  to  age  or  sex,  while  the 
Rneral  law  gives  this  allotment  only  to  heads  of  families.     There  are,  I 
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think,  serious  objections  to  the  basis  adopted  in  the  general  law,  espe- 
cially in  its  applicatiuu  to  married  women;  but  if  the  basis  of  the  agree- 
ment herewith  submitted  is  accepted,  it  would,  1  think,  result  in  some 
cases,  wliere  there  are  large  families  of  minor  children,  in  excessive  allot- 
ments to  a  single  family.  Whatever  is  done  in  tliis  case  will  of  course 
become  in  some  sense  a  precedent  in  tlie  cases  yet  to  be  dealt  with. 

Pfrhaps  the  question  of  the  payment  by  the  United  States  of  the 
annuities  which  were  forfeited  by  the  act  of  February  16,  1863  (12  U.  S. 
Statutes  at  Large,  p.  652),  should  not  have  been  considered  in  connec- 
tion with  this  negotiation  for  the  cession  of  these  lands.  But  it  appears, 
that  a  refusal  to  consider  this  claim  would  have  terminated  the  nego- 
tiation, and  if  the  claim  is  just  its  allowance  has  already  been  too  long^ 
delayed.  The  forfeiture  declared  by  the  act  of  1863  unjustly  included 
the  annuities  of  certain  Indians  of  these  bands  who  were  not  only  guilty 
of  no  fault,  but  who  rendered  meritorious  services  in  the  armies  of  th 
United  States  in  the  suppre.s.sion  of  the  Sioux  outbreak  and  in  the  War* 
of  the  Rebellion, 

The  agreement  submitted,  as  I  understand,  provides  for  the  payment 
of  the  annuities  justly  due  to  the.se  friendly  Indians  to  all  the  nieml)ers  of 
the  two  bauds  per  capita.  Tins  is  said  to  be  tlie  unanimous  wish  of  the 
Indians,  and  a  distribution  to  the  friendly  Indians  and  their  descendants 
only  would  tiow  be  very  difiBcuIt,  if  not  impossible.

The  act  of  January  14,  1SH9  ( 25  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  642 ),  evi 
dently  contemplated  the  \-ohmtar3'  removal  of  the  body  of  all  these  bands 
of  Indians  to  the  White  Earth  and  Red  Lake  reservations;  but  a  pro\Hso  in 
section  3  of  the  act  authorized  any  Indian  to  take  his  allotment  upon  the 
resen'atiou  where  he  now  resides.  The  commissioners  report  that  quite 
a  general  desire  was  expressed  by  the  Indians  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
option.  The  resul^f  this  is  that  the  ceded  land  can  not  Ije  ascertained 
and  brought  to  sale  under  the  act  imtil  all  of  the  allotments  are  made. 

I  recommend  that  the  necessary  appropriations  to  complete  the  surveys 
and  allotments  be  made  at  once  available,  so  that  tlie  work  may  be  begun 
and  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  day.

A  communication  from  the  Secretary'  of  War  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  copy  herewith,  states  that  this  lot  has  been  occupied  at  intervals 
by  the  War  Department  for  military*  purposes,  but  as  it  is  not  within  the 
Kjnits  of  any  declared  military  reservation  the  act  of  July  5,  1884  (23 
U.S. Statutes  at  Large, p.  103),  providing  for  a  transfer  to  the  Interior 
Department  of  abandoned  military'  reservations,  does  not  apply. 

The  lot  is  no  longer  required  for  military  purposes,  and  a  willingness 
is  expressed  by  the  War  Department  that  tlie  Department  of  the  Interior 
sbonld  assume  control  of  it.

The  creation  of  new  and  improved 
steamship  line*  undoubtedly  furnishes  the  readiest  means  of  develop- 
'ngan  increa.sed  trade  with  the  Latin- American  nations.  But  it  should 
not  be  forgotten  that  it  is  po.ssible  to  travel  by  land  from  Wasiiington  to 
tie  southernmost  capital  of  South  America,  and  that  the  opening  of  rail 
wad  oonamunicatioawith  these  friendly  States  will  give  to  them  and  to 
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us  facilities  for  intercourse  and  the  exchanges  of  trade  that  are  of  spec 
value. 

The  work  contemplated  is  vast,  but  entirely  practicable.     It  wnll  N

It  is  not  proposed  to 
mvolve  the  United  States  in  any  financial  responsibility,  but  only  to  give 
ta  the  proposed  bank  a  corporate  franchise,  and  to  promote  public  confi- 
dence by  re<iuiriog  that  its  condition  and  transactions  shall  be  sulmiitted 
to  a  scrutiny  similar  to  that  which  is  now  exercised  over  our  domestic 
banking  system. 

The  subject  is  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  Congress  in  the  be- 
lief that  it  will  be  found  possible  to  promote  the  end  desired  by  legisla- 
tioD  so  guarded  as  to  avoid  all  just  criticism.

able building  for  the  shelter  of  such  a  library,  to  be  solemnly  dedicated 
upon  the  four  hundre<Ith  anniversary  of  the  discover>*  of  America.

the  accompanyiug  correspondence,  which  contains  all  the  infomuitioo 
possessed  by  the  executive  department  relating  to  the  matters  inquired 
about. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  United  States  collector  of  customs  at  Cedtf 
Keys  had  been  driven  from  his  office  and  from  the  town  and  the-  .iilmiti- 
istration  of  the  customs  laws  of  the  United  States  at  that  port  suspended 
by  the  violent  demonstrations  and  threats  of  one  Cottrell,  the  mayor  of 
the  place,  assisted  by  his  town  marshal,  Mitchell.  If  it  had  been  n 
sar>',  as  I  do  tiot  think  it  can  be  in  any  case,  for  a  United  Stales  oflTio 
appeal  to  the  local  authorities  for  tumiunity  from  violence  in  the  ejoi 
cise  of  his  duties,  the  situation  at  Cedar  Keys  did  not  suggest  or  cnonU' 
age  such  an  appeal,  for  those  to  whom  the  appeal  would  have  been 
addressed  were  themseh'cs  the  lawless  instruments  of  the  threatcMd 
violence.  It  will  always  be  agreeable  to  me  if  the  lrx:al  auti 
ing  upon  their  own  sense  of  duty,  maintain  the  pnlilic  orcl< 
way  that  the  officers  of  the  United  Stales  shall  have  no  occasion  Ip1 
appeal  for  the  iuter\*eutiou  of  the  General  Govcntmcnt;  bttt  when  III 


is  not  done  I  shall  deem  it  my  duty  to  use  the  adequate  powers  vested 
in  the  ExecutK'e  to  make  it  safe  and  feasible  to  hold  and  exercise  the 
offices  established  by  the  Federal  Constitution  and  laws. 

The  means  used  in  this  case  were,  in  my  opiuiou,  lawful  and  necessary, 
and  the  officers  do  not  seem  to  have  intruded  upon  any  private  right  in 
executing  the  warrants  placed  in  their  hands.  The  letter  dated  August 
4  last,  which  appears  in  the  correspondence  submitted,  appealing  to  me 
to  intervene  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  Cedar  Keys  from  the 
Ijrntal  \'iolence  of  Cottrell,  it  will  be  noticed,  was  written  before  the 
appointment  of  the  new  collector.  That  the  officers  of  the  law  should 
not  have  the  full  sympathy  of  every  good  citizen  in  their  efforts  to  bring 
these  men  to  merited  punishment  is  matter  of  surprise  and  regret.  It 
is  a  ver}-  grim  commentaiy  upon  the  condition  of  social  order  at  Cedar 
Keystiiat  only  a  woman,  who  had,  as  she  says  in  her  letter,  no  son  or 
husband  who  could  be  made  the  victim  of  his  malice,  had  the  courage  to 
file  charges  against  this  man,  who  was  then  holding  a  sul>ordiiiatu  place 
in  the  customs  service.  ^^^^   HARRISON.

It  has  been  so  often  and  so  persistently  stated  that  our  tariff  law 
offered  an  insurmountable  barrier  to  a  large  exchange  of  products  wit 
the  Latin- American  nations  that  I  deem  it  proper  to  call  especial  attentioi 
to  the  fact  that  more  than  87  per  cent  of  the  products  of  those  natioo 
sent  to  our  ports  are  now  admitted  free.  If  sugar  is  placed  upon  t& 
free  list,  practically  every  important  article  exported  from  those  Stat 
will  be  given  luitaxed  access  to  our  markets,  except  wool.  The  r«< 
difficulty  in  the  way  of  negotiating  profitable  reciprocity  treaties  is  thi 
we  have  given  freely  so  much  that  would  have  had  value  in  the  matnl 
concessions  which  such  treaties  imply.  I  caji  not  doubt,  however,  till 
the  present  advantages  which  the  products  of  these  near  and  fiiendt 
States  enjoy  in  our  markets,  though  they  are  not  by  law  exclusix^e,  wil 
with  other  con.siderations.  favorably  dispose  them  to  adopt  such  measuiti 
by  treaty  or  otherwise,  as  will  tend  to  equalize  and  greatly  enlarge  01 
mutual  exchanges. 

It  will  certainly  be  time  enough  for  us  to  consider  whether  wc  mn 
cheajjen  the  cost  of  production  by  cheapening  labor  in  order  to  gain  aocefl 
to  the  South  American  markets  when  we  have  fairly  tried  the  effect 
established  and  reliable  .steam  communication  and  of  convenient  methoi 
of  money  exchanges.

I  now  submit  a  correspondence  which  has  passed  between  the  Depart- 
ment of  State  and  the  Mexican  Govenmaent  couceniing  the  rights  of  cer- 
tain Mexican  citizens  to  have  their  claims  to  lauds  ceded  to  the  United 
States  by  the  treaty  adjusted  and  confirmed.  I  also  submit  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  accompanying  papers,  showing  the 
number  and  extent  of  these  claims  and  their  present  condition. 

The  United  States  owes  a  duty  to  Mexico  to  confirm  to  her  citizens 
those  \'ahd  grants  that  were  saved  by  tlie  treaty,  and  the  long  delay 
which  has  attended  the  discharge  of  this  duty  has  given  just  cause  of 
complaitit. 

The  entire  community  where  these  large  claims  exist,  and,  indeed,  all 
d  our  people,  are  interested  in  an  early  and  final  .settlement  of  them, 
No  greater  incubus  can  rest  upon  the  energies  of  a  people  in  the  devel- 
opment of  a  new  country-  than  that  resulting  from  unsettletl  land  titles.

I  verj'  gravely  doubt  whetlijer  the  remnant  or  band  of  this  tribe  now  living 
in  Iowa  has  any  interest  in  these  lauds  in  the  Indian  Territor5\     Tb 
reservation  there  was  apparently  given  in  consideration  of  improvement 
upon  the  lands  of  the  tribe  in  Kansas.     The  band  now  resident  in  Iowa] 
upon  lands  purchased  by  their  own  means,  as  I  am  advised,  left  the 
Kansas  reservation  many  years  Ijefore  the  date  of  this  treaty,  and  it 
would  seeni  could  have  had  no  equitable  interest  in  the  improvements  oaj 
the  Kansas  lands,  which  must  have  been  the  result  of  the  labors  of  thatj 
portion  of  the  tribe  li\nng  upon  them.     The  right  of  the  Iowa  Ijand  to  i 
participation  in  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Kansas  reservation  wi 
explicitly  reserved  in  the  treaty;  but  it  seems  to  me  upon  a  somewhat 
hasty  examination  of  the  treaty  that  the  reserx-ation  in  the  Indian  Terri-j 
tory  was  intended  only  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  should  go  there  to] 
reside.

The  recent  attempt  to  secure  a  charter  from  the  State  of  North  Dakol 
for  a  lottery  company,  the  pending  effort  to  obtain  from  the  State  i 
Louisiana  a  renewal  of  the  charter  of  the  Louisiaua  State  Lotterj*,  am 
the  establishment  of  one  or  more  lottery  companies  at  Mexican  to' 
near  our  border  have  sen.'ed  the  good  purprose  of  calling  public  attentii 
to  an  evil  of  vast  projxjrtions.  If  the  baneful  effects  of  the  lotteries  w 
conbned  to  the  States  that  gpve  the  companies  corporate  powers  and 
license  to  conduct  the  business,  the  citizens  of  other  States,  being  powel 
less  to  apply  legal  remedies,  might  clear  themselves  of  responsibility  b; 
the  use  of  such  moral  agencies  as  were  within  their  reach.  But  the 
is  not  so.  The  people  of  all  the  States  arc  deljauched  and  defraude< 
The  vast  sums  of  money  offered  to  the  States  for  cliarters  are  drawn  froi 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  the  General  Government  through  ii 
mail  system  is  made  the  effective  and  profitable  medium  of  intercourt 
between  the  lottery  company  and  its  victims.  The  use  of  the  mails 
quite  as  essential  to  the  companies  as  the  State  license.  It  would 
practically  impossilde  for  these  companies  to  exist  if  the  public  mail 
re  once  effectively  closed  against  their  advertisements  and  remittanoa 
fje  use  of  the  mails  by  these  companies  is  a  prostitution  of  an  agenc; 
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ily  intended  to  serve  the  purposes  of  a  legitimate  trade  and  a  decent 

cial  intercourse. 

It  is  not  necessan,',  I  am  sure,  for  me  to  attempt  to  f>ortray  the  robbery 

the  poor  and  the  widespread  corruption  of  public  and  private  morals 
iihich  are  the  necessary  incidents  of  these  lottery  schemes. 

The  national  capital  lias  become  a  subheadquarters  of  the  Louisiana 
Lottery  Company,  and  its  numerous  agents  and  attorneys  are  conducting 
here  a  business  in^•olving  probably  a  larger  use  of  the  mails  than  that  of 
any  legitimate  business  enterprise  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  There 
sevms  to  be  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  corrupting  touch  of  these 
agents  has  been  felt  by  the  clerks  in  the  postal  service  and  by  some  of 
the  police  officers  of  the  District. 

Severe  and  eflfective  legislation  sliould  be  promptly  enacted  to  enable 
the  Post-Office  Department  to  purge  the  mails  of  all  letters,  newspapers, 
and  circulars  relating  to  the  bu-siness. 

The  letter  of  the  Postmaster-General  which  I  transmit  herewith  poitits 
om  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  statutes  and  suggests  legislation  that 
would  be  effective. 

It  may  also  be  necessar>'  to  so  regulate  the  carr>'ing  of  letters  by  the 
express  companies  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  those  agencies  to  maintain 
communication  between  the  lottery  companies  and  their  agents  or  cus- 
tomers in  other  States. 

It  doe-s  not  seem  possible  that  there  can  be  any  division  of  sentiment 
to  to  the  propriety  of  closing  the  mails  against  these  companies,  and  I 
therefore  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  such  proper  powers  as  are 
necessarx-  to  that  end  will  be  at  once  given  to  the  Post-Office  Department.

This  I  have  looked  for,  but  have  hojK-d  tu  Ijriilge  over  until  after  the  legislature 
meets,  when  I  Uiouglit  some  arrutiffement  uiight  be  inade  for  taking  care  of  these 
needy  people;  but  with  little  taxable  property  in  the  Territory,  and  very  many 
necessary  deuiauds  to  be  made  ami  met,  I  doubt  if  the  legislature  will  be  able  to 
make  sudi  provision  until  a  crop  is  raised  next  year  as  will  be  adequate  to  the 
demands.     »    *    » 

*  Now  I  know  whereof  I  speak,  and  I  say  there  are  a  great  many  people  in  thi 
Tcrritorj-  who  have  not  the  necessary  means  of  providing  meals  for  a  day  to  comi 
and  arc  being  helped  by  their  very  poor  neighbors.  No  one  regrets  more  than  I  do 
the  necessity  of  making  the  foregoing  statement,  and  I  have  hoped  to  bridge  the 
matter  over,  as  I  lia\'e  said  before,  until  the  legislatiue  vvoiild  meet  and  see  if  some 
provision  could  be  made, 

I  now  see  the  utter  hopelessness  of  such  a  course,  and  I  beg  of  yon  to  call  the 
attention  of  Congress  to  the  condition  of  our  people,  with  the  earnest  hope  that  pro- 
vision may  lie  made  whereby  great  suffering  may  be  relieved;  and  I  assure  you  thnt 
so  far  as  I  am  able  to  prevent  it  not  one  ounce  of  provisions  or  a  cent  of  money  con- 
tributed to  the  above  neetl  shall  be  improperly  used. 

Information  received  by  me  from  otlier  sources  leads  me  to  believe 
that  Governor  Steele  is  altogetlier  right  in  his  impression  that  tliere  will 
l>e.  unless  relief  is  afforded  either  by  public  appropriation  or  by  organized 
individual  effort,  widespread  suffering  among  the  settlers  in  Oklahoma. 
Many  of  these  people  expended  in  travel  and  in  pro\idiug  shelter  for 
their  families  all  of  their  accumulated  means.  The  crop  prospects  for 
this  year  are  by  reason  of  drought  quite  unfavorable,  and  the  abilit)"  of 
the  Territory  itself  to  provide  relief  unist  be  inadequate  during  this  year. 

I  am  advised  that  there  is  an  unexpended  Ijalauce  of  about  $45,000 of 
the  fmid  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by  flood  iijwn  the  Mis- 
sissippi River  and  its  tributaries,  and  I  reconunend  that  authority  be  giwn 
to  use  this  fund  to  meet  the  most  urgent  necessities  of  the  poorer  people 
in  Oklahoma.     Steps  have  l>eeu  taken  to  ascertain  more  particularly  the 
condition  of  the  people  throughout  the  Territory,  and  if  a  larger  relief 
should  seem  to  be  necessary'  the  facts  will  be  submitted  to  Congress,    if 
the  fund  to  which  I  have  referred  should  be  made  available  for  relief

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  the  bill  (H.  R.  7170)  "to 

:  the  city  of  Ogden,  Utah,  to  assume  an  increased  indebtedness." 

purpose  and  effect  of  this  bill  is  to  relieve  the  city  of  Ogden  from 

limitation  imposed  by  the  act  of  July  30,  1S86,  upon  all  municipal 

atioDS  in  the  Territories  as  to  the  indebtedness  which  they  may 
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lawfully  contract.  The  general  law  fixes  the  limit  of  4  per  cent  upoa 
the  last  assessment  for  taxation;  this  bill  extends  the  limit  as  to  the  city 
of  Ogden  to  M  j^r  cent.  The  pnr]xtses  for  which  this  legislation  is  asked 
are  not  peculiar  or  exceptional.  They  relate  to  schools,  street  improve- 
ments, and  to  sewerage,  and  are  common  to  every  prosperous  and  growing 
town  and  city.  If  the  argument  by  which  this  measure  is  supported  is 
adopted,  the  conclusion  should  I^e  a  repeal  or  modification  of  the  general 
law;  but  iu  my  opinion  the  limitation  imposed  by  the  act  of  1886  is  wise 
and  wholesome  and  should  not  be  relaxed. 

The  report  of  the  governor  of  Utah  for  1889  states  the  jyjpulation  o£ 
Ogden  to  be  15,000,  the  valuation  for  taxation  $7,000,000,  and  the  exist 
ing  iiuk'btednass  $100,000.  It  will  be  noticed  that  under  the  existing 
limit  the  city  has  power  to  increase  its  indebtedness  $180,000.  which 
would  seem  to  be  enough  to  make  a  good  l)egii«iing  in  the  construction 
of  sewers,  while  the  cost  of  street  improvements  is  usually  met  in  large 
part  by  direct  a,s.sessment  upon  the  properly  benefited. 

It  is  assumed  in  the  report  of  the  House  committee  that  any  city  iq 
the  States  similarly  .situated  "would  have  the  making  of  the  needed 
improvements  within  its  own  power,"  while  the  fact  is  that  almost  all  of 
our  States  have  either  by  their  constitutions  or  statutes  limited  the  powi 
of  munici]>al  coqxjrations  to  incur  indebtedness,  and  the  limit  is  general!/ 
lower  than  that  fixed  by  the  act  regulating  this  matter  in  tlie  Territories 
A  large  city  debt  retards  growth  and  in  the  end  defeats  the  purpose  of 
those  who  think  by  mortgaging  the  future  to  attract  population  and  prop- 
erty. I  do  not  doubt  that  the  citizens  of  Ogden  will  ultimately  realize 
that  the  creation  of  a  municipal  debt  of  over  half  a  million  dollars  by 
city  of  15,000  population — being  $37  per  capita — is  unwi.se.

I  retuni  without  my  approval  the  bill  (H.  R.  848)  "to  authorize 
construction  of  an  addition  to  the  public  building  in  Dallas,  Tex." 

The  bill  authorizes  the  construction  of  a  wing  or  addition  to  the  present 
public  Ijuilding  at  a  cost  of  $200,000.  I  find  that  the  bill  as  originally  in- 
troduced by  the  member  representing  the  Congressional  district  in  wlii 
Dallas  is  situated  fixed  $100,000  as  the  limit  of  the  jiroiK^sed  expenditure, 
and  it  was  so  reported  from  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and 
Grounds  after  conferring  with  the  Supervising  Architect  of  the  Treasury. 
A  bill  of  the  same  tenor  was  introduced  iu  the  Senate  by  one  of  the  Sen- 
ators  from  that  .Slate,  fixing  the  same  limit  of  expenditure. 

The  public  building  at  Dallas,  for  which  a  first  a|>proprialii>n  of  $75, 
was  made  in  J8S2,  Mjljsequently  incrcasetl  to  $125 ,000,  wasoiV 
iu  1889.     It  i«i  probably  inadequate  now  to  the  conv«  in- m  n 
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buaness,  cliiefly  'in  that  part  assigned  to  the  Post-OfRce  Department. 
The  material  and  architectural  style  of  any  addition  are  fixed  by  the  pres- 
ent building  and  its  ground  area  by  the  available  unoccxipied  space,  as  no 
provision  is  made  for  buying  additional  ground.  The  present  building 
is  85  by  56  feet,  and  Mr.  John  S.  Witwer,  the  postmaster  and  the  custo- 
dian of  the  building,  writing  to  the  Superv'i.sing  Architect,  advise.s  that  to 
meet  the  present  and  prospective  needs  of  the  Government  an  addition  at 
least  two-thirds  as  large  as  the  present  building  should  be  provided.  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  the  Supervising 
Architect  to  the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Conmiittee  on  Public  Buildings 
and  Grounds,  dated  February  17,  1890,  that  a  building  larger  than  that 
snggested  can  be  erected  within  the  limit  of  $100,000.     He  says: 

Finin  computations  made  in  this  office  Iwsed  upon  ilata  reccivefl  it  is  found  that  an 
dtension  or  wing  atwut  40  by  85  feet  iu  dituensions,  tliree  stories  high,  with  base- 
ment, giving  5,400  square  feet,  in  addition  to  the  4,760  siiiuire  feet  of  the  first-floor 
ireaof  the  building,  of  fireproof  construction,  can  be  erected  on  the  present  site  within 
the  limit  of  cost  proposed  by  said  bill,  namely,  |too,ooo. 

It  may  be  possible  that  an  expenditure  of  ^325,000  for  a  public  build- 
ing at  Dallas,  if  the  questions  of  site,  material,  and  architecture  were  all 
nudetermined ,  could  be  defended,  but  under  existing  conditions  I  do  not 
see  how  an  appropriation  of  $200,000  can  be  justified  when  one-half  that 
sum  is  plainly  adequate  to  such  relief  as  the  present  site  allows. 

The  legislation  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  has  not  proceeded, 
so  far  as  I  can  trace  it,  upon  any  general  rules.  Neither  population  nor  the 
extent  of  the  public  business  transacted  has  always  indicated  the  points 
where  public  buildings  should  first  Ix;  built  or  the  cost  of  the  structures. 
It  can  not  be  expected  that,  in  the  aljsence  of  some  general  law,  the  com- 
■  aittees  of  Congress  ha\nng  charge  of  such  matters  will  proceed  in  their 
mendations  upon  strict  or  equal  lines.  The  bills  are  individual ,  atid 
comparisons  are  attempted  the  necessary  element  of  probable  future 
powth  is  made  to  cover  all  apparent  inetiualities.  It  will  be  admitted, 
lam  stire,  that  only  a  public  need  should  suggest  the  expenditure  of  the 
poblic  money,  and  that  if  all  such  needs  can  not  lie  at  once  supplied  the 
•Bost  general  and  urgent  shoidd  have  the  preference. 

I  am  not  luifriendly  to  a  liberal  aniutal  expenditure  for  the  erection 
of  public  buildings  where  the  safe  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  pub- 
lic business  demands  it  and  the  state  of  the  revenues  will  7)ermit.      It 
would  be  wiser,  iu  my  opinion,  to  build  more  and  less  costly  houses  and 
to  fix  by  general  law  the  amount  of  the  annual  expenditure  for  this  pur- 
and  some  order  of  preference  between  tlie  cities  asking  for  public 
ings. 
But  in  \new  of  the  pending  legislation  looking  to  a  verj'  large  reduction 
of  our  revenues  and  of  the  urgency  and  necessity  of  a  large  increase  in 
oar  expenditures  in  certain  directions,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  appropria- 
tions for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  and  all  kindred  expenditures 
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should  be  kept  at  the  minimum  until  the  efiFect  of  other  probable  legisla- 
tion can  be  acctiratel)-  measured 

The  erection  of  a  public  building  is  largely  a  matter  of  local  interest 
and  convenience,  while  expenditures  for.enlarged  relief  and  recognition 
to  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union, 
for  necessary  coast  defenses,  and  for  the  extension  of  our  commerce  with 
other  American  States  are  of  universal  interest  and  invoh'e  considerations, 
not  of  convenience,  but  of  justice,  honor,  safety,  and  general  prosperity.

I  return  without  my  approval  the  bill  (S.  1306)  "for  the  erection  of  a 
public  building  at  Hudson,  N.  Y."  Hudson,  from  the  best  information 
attainable,  is  a  city  of  only  a  little  more  than  10,000  populatiou.  If  the 
postal  receipts  are  a  fair  indication  of  the  growth  of  the  city,  it  has  not 
been  rapid,  as  they  only  increased  about  ^4,000  in  ten  years.  The  gross 
postal  receipts  for  the  year  1888  were  but  $14,809,  and  the  ofiBce  force  con- 
sists of  three  clerks  and  five  carriers.  There  are  no  other  Govcrnnieut 
officers  at  Hud.son  entitled  under  the  law  to  offices  or  to  an  allowance  for 
reiU,  unless  it  be  a  deputy  collector  of  internal  revenue. 

It  apj)ears  from  the  liill  and  tlie  correspondence  with  the  Super\i.sing 
Architect  that  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  two-story  building,  with  fireproof 
vaults,  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus,  and  elevators,  40  by  80  feel  in 
dimensions.  The  ground- floor  area  of  3,200  feet,  to  be  devoted  to  the 
post-office,  would  give  400  square  feet  to  each  of  the  present  employees. 
The  second  .story  and  the  ba.sexiient,  each  having  the  same  area,  will  he 
absolutely  tenantless,  unle.ss  a\;tliority  is  given  by  law  to  the  custodian 
to  rent  the  rooms  to  unofficial  tenants.  It  seems  to  me  to  Ije  ver>-  clear 
that  the  public  needs  do  not  suggest  or  justify  such  an  expenditure  as  is 
contemplated  l,y  this  bill.  ^^^^    HARRISON.

Judged  by  its  jxistal  revenues  and  by  the  force  employed  in  the  office, 
the  post-office  at  Tuscaloosa  is  not  an  important  one,  It  has  one  clerk, 
at  a  salar>-  of  $450,  and  no  carriers.

It  vvoultl  involve  tlie  expenditure  for  buildings  of  ten 

es  the  present  net  revenues  of  such  offices,  and  in  the  case  under  con- 

ideration  would  involve  an  increased  cost  for  fuel,  lights,  and  care  greater 

than  the  rent  now  x>aid  for  the  use  of  a  room  of  ample  size.     I  would  not 

linaisi  that  it  must  always  be  shown  that  a  projiosed  public  building  would 

^ yield  au  interest  upon  the  investment,  but  in  tlie  present  uncertain  slate 

of  the  public  revenues  and  expenditures,  resulting  from  i>ending  and 

probable  legislation,  there  is.  in  my  opinion,  an  absolute  necessity  that 

expenditures  for  public  buildings  should  be  limited  to  cases  where  the 

public  needs  are  very  evident  and  very  imperative.     It  is  clear  that  this 

isnot  such  a  case.  ^^^^    HARRISON.

To  tkt  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

I  return  without  my  approval  the  hill  (S.  1762)  "to  change  the 
boundaries  of  the  Uncompahgre  Reservation." 

This  bill  proposes  to  separate  from  the  Ute  Indian  Reservation  in 
Ctah  and  restore  to  the  public  domain  two  ranges  of  townsliips  along 
lie  east  .side  of  the  reserA'ation  and  bordering  the  Colorado  State  line. 
Itis<aJd  that  these  lands  are  wholly  worthless  to  the  Indians  for  culti- 
vution  or  for  grazing  purposes,  and  it  must  follow,  I  think,  that  they  are 
equally  worthless  for  such  purjxjses  to  white  men. 

The  object,  then,  of  this  legislation  is  to  be  sought  not  in  any  public 
dtonand  for  these  lands  for  the  use  of  settlers — for  if  they  are  suscepti- 
Wt  of  that  use  the  Indians  have  a  clear  equity  to  take  allotments  upou 
them — but  in  that  part  of  the  bill  which  confirms  the  mineral  entries, 
It  entries  for  mineral  uses,  which  have  lieen  unlawfully  made  "or  at- 
tempttii  to  Ijc  made  on  said  lands."  It  is  evidently  a  private  and  not 
II public  end  that  is  to  be  promoted.  It  does  not  follow,  of  course,  that 
tliis  pri\-ate  end  may  not  l)e  wholly  meritorious  and  the  relief  sought  on 
l>thalf  of  these  i)ersons  altogether  just  and  proper.  Tlie  facts,  as  I  am 
idvised.  are  that  upon  these  lands  there  are  veins  or  beds  of  a.sphaltum 
W  gikonite  stipfK>sed  to  lie  of  very  great  value. 

Entries  have  been  made  in  lliat  vicinity,  but  upon  public  lands,  which 

lands  have  been  resold  for  very  large  amounts.     It  is  not  important, 

perhaps,  that  the  United  States  should  in  parting  with  these  lands  real- 

itt  their  value,  but  it  is  essential,  I  think,  ihal  favoritism  slioukl  have 

no  port  in  connection  with  the  sales.     The  bill  confirms  all  attempted 

entries  of  these  mineral  lauds  at  the  price  of  $20  per  acre  (a  price  that  is 

SQggestive  of  something  unusual)  without  retjuiring  evidence  of  the  cx- 

peiiditnre  of  any  money  upon  the  claim,  or  even  proof  that  the  claimant 

mi  the  disocrt'ener  of  the  deposits. 
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The  bill  requires  ''good  faith,"  but  it  will  be  next  to  impossible  for 
the  officers  of  the  Interior  Department  to  show  actual  knowledge  on  the 
part  of  the  claimant  of  the  lines  of  the  reservation.  The  case  will  practi 
cally  be  as  to  this  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  claimant.  But  why  should 
good  faith  at  the  moment  of  attempting  the  entry,  without  any  require- 
ment of  expenditure,  and  followed,  it  may  be,  within  twenty-four  Iiours 
by  actual  notice  that  he  was  upon  a  reser\'atibn,  give  an  advantage  in  the 
sale  of  these  lands  that  may  represent  a  very  large  sum  of  money? 

In  the  second  place,  I  do  not  think  it  wise,  without  notice  even  to  the 
Indians,  to  segregate  these  lauds  from  their  reservation.  It  is  true,  I 
think,  that  they  hold  these  lands  by  an  Executive  order,  with  a  contract 
right  to  take  allotments  upon  them,  and  that  the  lauds  in  question  are 
not  likely  to  l>e  sought  as  an  allotment  by  any  Indian.  But  the  Indians 
have  been  placed  on  this  reservation  and  its  boundaries  explained  to 
them,  and  to  take  these  lands  in  this  maimer  is  calculated  to  excite  their 
distrust  and  fears,  and  possibly  to  create  serious  trouble.

I  return  witliout  my  approval  the  bill  (H.  R.  3934)  "to  authorize  the 
board  of  .supervisors  of  Maricopa  County,  Ariz.,  to  is.sue  certain  Iwndsin 
aid  of  the  construction  of  a  certain  railroad." 

This  bill  propo.ses  to  confer  authority  upon  the  supervisors  of  the 
county  of  Maricopa  to  issue  county  lx>nds  at  the  rate  of  $4,000  i)er  mile 
in  aid  of  a  railroad  to  be  constructed  from  Phoenix  northwardly  to  the 
county  line,  a  distance  estimatetl  at  50  miles,  but  protxiltly  somewhat 
longer.  The  bill  seems  to  have  passed  the  House  of  Representative 
under  an  entire  mi.sapprehension  of  its  true  scope  and  effect.  In  ibc 
brief  report  suburitted  by  the  Committee  on  Territories  it  is  said  that 
"by  the  terms  of  tlie  bill  the  county  receives  bonds  in  payment  of  the 
money  proposed  to  be  advanced,"  and  in  the  course  of  the  debate  the 
Delegate  from  Arizona  mistakenly  stated  in  response  to  a  request  for  in- 
formation that  the  bill  proposed  a  loan  by  the  county,  in  exchange  for 
which  it  was  to  receive  the  lx)nds  of  the  railroad  company.  In  fact,  the 
bill  does  not  pronde  for  a  loan  to  Ije  secured  by  bonds,  but  for  a  subscrip- 
tion of  .stock.  How  far  this  mistake  may  have  affected  the  pa.ssage  of  the 
bill  can  not  of  course  be  known. 

The  bill  does  not  submit  the  question  of  granting  this  aid  to  a  vote 
of  the  people  of  the  county,  but  confers  direct  authority  uixm  the  super- 
visors to  issue  the  Ixjnds.  It  is  said,  however,  that  in  April,  1889,  an  elec- 
tion was  held  to  obtain  the  views  of  the  people  upon  the  question.  U 
does  not  apjiear  from  any  papers  submitted  to  me  who  were  the  mana- 
gers of  this  so-called  election;  what  notice,  if  any,  was  given;  what  quali- 
fications on  the  part  of  voters  were  insisted  upon,  if  any,  or  in  wliat  form 
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w^as  presented.  There  was  no  law  providing  for  such  an 
Beini;  -wholly  voluntary,  the  election  was,  of  course,  under  the 
•  ^  -e  who  favored  the  subsidy,  and  was  conducted  with- 
:  ituls  as  to  tlie  voting  or  certification.  I  have  asked 
r  a  statement  of  the  vote  by  precincts,  and  liave  fieen  given  what  pur- 
lo  be  llie  vote  at  tweU'e  points.  The  total  affirmative  vote  given 
.975  and  the  negative  134.  But  of  the  affirmative  vote  1,543  were 
at  Phcenix  and  188  at  Tempe,  a  town  very  near  to  Phoenix.  If 
(trere  no  other  objections  to  this  bill.  I  should  deem  this  alone  suffi- 
,  dmt  no  provision  is  made  for  submitting  to  a  vote  of  the  people  at 
idection,  after  due  notice  and  under  the  sanction  of  law,  the  question 
this  subscription  shall  be  made. 
again,  the  bill  proposes  to  suspend  for  this  case  two  provisions  of

-  their  credit  to  such  corporations,  and,  second,  that  pro-

BMSit.  The  condition  of  things  then  existing  in  Arizona  had  not  a  little 
ta  do  with  tlie  etuictment  by  Congress  of  this  law,  intended  to  give  to  the 
pesople  of  the  Territories  that  protection  against  oppressive  municipal 
dkbU  which  waji  secured  to  the  people  of  most  of  the  States  by  constitu- 
tkxal  limitations.  The  wisdom  of  this  legislation  Ls  not  contested  by  the 
friends  of  this  bill,  but  they  claim  that  the  circumstances  here  are  so 
pecttliar  a.**  to  justify  this  exception.  I  do  not  thijik  so.  In  the  States 
the  UmitAtioQ  upon  municipal  indebtedness  is  usually  placed  in  the  con* 
itittttioti.  in  order  that  it  may  be  inflexible.  If  a  showing  of  need,  gain, 
w ad^-antagc  is  to  overcome  the  barrier,  then  it  is  scarcely  worth  while 
.ire  a  limitation.  Only  a  belief  that  the  limit  is  inflexible  will 
jmraiiiu:  care  and  economy  in  admin i.stration.  If  this  bill  becomes  a 
Itw.  how  can  Congress  refu.se  to  any  county  in  any  of  the  Territories  the 
rifufat  to  Mibscribe  to  the  stock  of  a  railroad  company,  especially  where 
the  aaliNcription  would  not  exceed  the  debt  limit,  upon  a  showing  of  the 
»rfv9nt9grs  of  better  and  cheajHjr  communications?

-n.  U.A  .uKt^iiivnl  of  the  county  is  about  ;P5,ocio,cx)o,  and  the  |xjpulation 
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is  estimated,  by  multiplying  the  vote  cast  in  1888  by  6.  at  about  12,000. 
It  will  be  seen  that  tbe  bonded  debt,  to  say  nothing  of  a  floating  debt, 
which  is  said  to  be  small,  is  already  largely  in  excess  of  the  legal  limit, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  increase  it  by  a  subscription  that  will  certainly  in- 
volve $200,000,  and  possibly  $250,000,  If  the  bill  becomes  a  law,  the 
bonded  indebtedness  will  very  closely  approximate  10  per  cent  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  property  of  the  county. 

The  condition  of  things  in  the  county  of  Yavapai,  lying  immediately 
north  of  Maricopa,  and  through  which  this  road  is  also  to  rini,  though  not 
directly  affected  by  this  legislation,  is  ver>'  in.structive  in  this  connection. 

By  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  Arizona  passed  the  year  before  the  act 
of  Congress  to  which  I  have  referred  Yavapai  County  was  authorized  to 
subscribe  $4,000  per  mile  to  this  line  of  road.  The  total  length  of  the 
road  in  the  countj'  was  147  miles,  and  74  miles,  to  Prcscott,  have  been 
constructed.  The  secretary  of  the  Territory,  in  response  to  an  inquini*. 
states  the  debt  of  Yavapai  County  at  $563,000  and  the  assessment  for 
taxation  at  "between  six  and  .seven  millions."  There  are  73  miles  of 
road  yet  to  be  built  from  the  present  terminus,  Prescott,  to  the  south  line 
of  the  county,  for  which  Yavapai  County  must  make  a  further  issue  of 
bonds  of  $292,000,  making  a  total  county  debt  of  $855,000,  or  above  13 
per  cent  upon  the  taxable  assessment  (taking  that  at  $6,500,000),  and 
a  per  capita  county  debt  of  nearly  $85,  taking  the  population  at  about 
10,600,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee.  Surely  no  one 
will  insist  that  the  true  and  f)ermanent  prosperity  of  these  conununities 
will  l>e  promoted  by  loading  their  energies  and  their  industries  with  these 
great  debts.  I  feel  the  force  of  the  suggestion  that  the  freight  charges 
now  imposed  upon  the  fann  and  orchard  products  of  Maricopa  County  by 
the  railroads  now  in  operation  are  oppres.sive.  But  this  bill  does  not 
afiford  much  relief  even  in  that  direction.  There  would  be  but  one  com- 
peting point,  \nz,  Phoenix.  At  all  otlier  points  on  the  proposed  road  the 
people  would  be  subject  to  the  exaction  of  just  such  rates  as  are  demanded 
by  the  other  lines.  If  this  bill  contained  .some  effective  provi.sion  to  se- 
cure reasonable  freight  rates  to  the  people  who  are  to  be  taxed  to  build 
the  road,  it  would  go  far  to  secure  my  favorable  consideration  for  it. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  reports  of  the  committees  and  every 
argument  that  has  been  submitted  to  me  by  the  friends  of  tbe  bill,  but  I 
can  not  bring  myself  to  believe  that  the  permanent  welfare  of  the  com- 
munities affected  by  it  will  be  promoted  by  its  pas.sage.

va  point  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  law  of  the  case.     It  is  nn-J 
doubtedly  competent  for  Congress  by  act  or  joint  resolution  to  aulhoriz 
the  President,  by  and  with  the  ad\'ice  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  Capt 
Stivers  to  be  a  captain  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  to  place  hir 
uix>n  the  retired  list.     It  is  al.so  perfectly  competent  by  suitable  legisla- 
tion for  Congress  to  give  to  this  officer  the  pay  of  his  grade  diuing  tl 
inter\'al  of  time  when  he  was  improperly  carried  upon  the  army  lists.) 
But  the  joint  resolution  which  I  herewith  return  does  not  attempt  to  de 
with  the  case  in  that  way.     It  ixndertakes  to  declare  Uiat  the  retireme 
of  Captain  Stivers  was  legal  and  valid  and  that  he  always  has  been  and 
is  entitled  to  his  pay  as  such  officer.     I  do  not  tliink  this  is  a  comjjetent 
method  of  giving  the  relief  intended.     The  retirement  under  the  law 
it  then  existed  was  not  legal  and  valid,  as  the  highest  judicial  tribut 
under  the  Constitution  has  declared,  for  the  reason  that  Captain  Sti\-e 
was  not  then  an  officer  on  the  active  hst.

The  bill  dififers  from  others  which  have  been  presented  to  mc,  and 
of  which  I  have  approved,  in  that  it  does  not  make  the  further  all' — 
to  the  contractors  contingent  upon  the  fact  that  the  additional  • 
was  the  result  of  the  acts  of  the  Govennnent  through  it)^  nfficcrs'  cansngj 
delays  and  increased  cost  in  the  construction  of  the  work.

The  bill  in  effect  directs  the  court  to  ignore  the  contract  entirely, 
lexapl  as  payments  under  it  are  to  be  treated  as  credits,  and  to  allow 
Jbe  contractors  the  cost  of  the  work,  and  that  without  reference  to  their 
wra  negligence  or  want  of  skill  iu  executing  the  work.  There  would 
Item  to  be  no  object  in  the  Government's  making  a  contract  for  work  if 
ihe  contract  is  only  to  be  binding  upon  the  parties  in  the  event  that  the 
contractor  realizes  a  profit. 

I  can  not  give  my  approval  to  the  proposition  applied  here,  which  if 
allowed  here  should  be  given  general  application,  that  every  contractor 
with  the  Government  who  during  the  early  days  of  the  war  failed  to  real- 
iie,  by  reason  of  increase  in  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  a  profit  upon 
the  contract  shall  now  have  access  to  the  Court  of  Claims  to  recover 
upon  the  quantum  meruit  the  cost  of  the  work,

I  return  without  my  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1857,  "for  the  relief  of 
Charles  P.  Chouteau,  sur\''ivor  of  Chouteau,  Harrison  &  Valle." 

This  claim  has  been  once  presented  to  the  Court  of  Claims  and  fully 
heard.  This  bill  authorizes  a  rehearing,  I  find  upon  examination  that 
ever}'  fact  connected  with  the  case  necessary  to  the  determination  of  the 
question  whether  the  claim  should  be  appropriate<l  for  lias  already  been 
found  and  stated  by  the  Court  of  Claims  in  a  published  opinion.  Judg- 
ment was  given  against  the  claimant  upju  the  ground  that  a  settlement 
had  been  made  and  a  receipt  given  in  full.  If  in  the  opinion  of  Con- 
gress this  receipt,  given  under  the  circumstances  which  accompanied  it, 
should  not  lie  held  a  bar  to  such  further  appropriation  as  is  equitable,  all 
the  facts  have  been  fowid  that  can  be  necessary  to  determine  the  question 
what  further  payment  should  be  made  to  the  contractors.  There  can  be 
T»  reason,  as  it  seems  to  me,  for  a  retrial  of  the  ca.se  in  the  Court  of  Claims 
in  the  absence  of  any  showing  of  newly  discovered  evidence.  The  result 
"Would  only  differ  from  the  result  already  obtained  in  that  under  the  bill 
which  I  return  the  court  would  enter  a  judgment  instead  of  a  finding,  and 
the  judgment  could  only  be  paid  after  Congressional  action. 

The  finding  which  has  already  been  made,  as  I  have  said,  is  a  complete

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My  objection  to  the  bill  is  that  it  does  not  ptX)hibit  bookmaking  and 
pool  selling,  but,  on  the  contran.',  expressly  saves  from  the  operation  of 
its  prohibitions  and  penalties  the  Washington  Jockey  Club  "and  any 
other  regular  organizations  ovsiiing  race  tracks  no  less  than  i  mile  in 
length,"  etc. 

If  this  form  of  gambling  is  to  be  prohibited,  as  I  think  it  should  be 
the  penalties  should  include  all  persons  and  all  places.

PROCLAMATIONS. 

By  the  Pkesidext  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
a  proclamation. 

T^Hiereas  it  is  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2, 
1889,  entitled  "An  act  to  divide  a  portion  of  the  reservation  of  the  Sioux 
Nation  of  Indians  in  Dakota  into  separate  reservations  and  to  secure  the 
relinquishment  of  the  Indian  title  to  the  remainder,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses"— 

That  this  act  shall  take  effect  only  upon  the  acceptance  thereof  and  consent  tliereto 
by  the  different  bands  of  the  Sioux  Nation  of  Indians,  in  manner  and  form  pr«scnbed 
by  the  twelfth  article  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  said  Sioux  iDdiooi 
concluded  .April  29,  1S6S,  which  said  acceptance  and  consent  shall  be  mode  known 
by  proclamation  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  upon  satisfactory  proof  pre- 
sented to  him  that  the  same  has  been  obtained  in  the  manner  and  form  required  by 
said  twelfth  article  of  said  treaty,  which  proof  shall  be  presented  to  him  within  o« 
year  from  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  upon  failure  of  such  proof  and  proclamatioa 
this  act  becomes  of  no  effect  and  null  and  void. 

And  whereas  satisfactory-  proof  has  been  presented  to  me  that  the  ac- 
ceptance of  and  consent  to  the  pro\-isions  of  the  said  act  by  the  different 
bauds  of  the  Sioux  Nation  of  Indians  have  been  obtaine<l  in  manner  aud 
form  as  therein  required: 

Now.  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  Stales, 
by  v-irtue  of  the  power  in  me  \-ested,  do  hereby  make  know^n  and  pro- 
claim the  acceptance  of  said  act  by  the  different  bands  of  the  Sioux  Na- 
tion of  Indians  and  the  consent  thereto  by  them  as  requiretl  by  the  act, 
and  said  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  in  full  force  and  efiFect,  subject  to  all 
the  pro\nsions,  conditions,  limitations,  and  restrictions  therein  contained. 

All  persons  will  take  notice  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  of  the 
conditions,  limitations,  and  restrictions  therein  contained,  and  be  gov- 
erned accordingly. 

I  furthermore  notify  all  persons  to  particularly  observe  that  by  sail 
act  certain  tracts  or  portions  of  the  Great  Resers-alion  of  the  Sioux  Na 
tiou  in  the  Territor>-  of  Dakota,  as  described  by  metes  aud  bounds,  ai« 
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jkaport  as  separate  and  permanent  reservations  for  the  Indians  receiv- 

^lations  and  annuities  at  the  respective  agencies  therein  named. 

\  That  any  Indian  receiving  and  entitled  to  rations  and  annuities  at 

ilher  of  the  agencies  mentioned  in  this  act  at  the  time  the  same  shall 

tike  effect,  but  residing  upon  any  portion  of  said  Great  Reservation  not 

faclnded  in  either  of  the  separate  reser\'ations  herein  established,  may 

It  his  option,  within  one  year  from  the  time  when  this  act  shall  take 

iitfiect,  and  within  one  year  after  he  has  been  notified  of  his  said  right  of 

[Oplion,  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Interior  shall  direct,  by 

recording  his  election  with  the  proper  agent  at  the  agency  to  which  he 

Wongs,  have  the  allotment  to  whidi  he  would  be  otherwise  entitled  on 

one  of  said  separate  reservations  upon  the  laud  where  such  Indian  may 

then  reside. 

That  each  member  of  the  Ponca  tribe  of  Indians  now  occupying  a  part 
of  the  old  Ponca  Keser\ation,  within  the  hmits  of  the  said  Great  Sioux 
Reservation ,  shall  be  entitled  to  allotments  upon  said  old  Ponca  Reserva- 
tion in  quantities  as  therein  set  forth,  and  that  when  allotments  to  the 
Ponca  tribe  of  Indians  and  to  such  other  Indians  as  aUotmeiits  are  pro- 
vided for  by  this  act  shall  have  been  made  ujx>n  that  portion  of  said  res- 
m-ation  which  is  descriljed  in  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  the 
northern  boundar>-  of  the  State  of  Nebra.ska,"  approved  March  28,  1882, 
the  President  shall,  in  pursuance  of  said  act,  declare  that  the  Indian  title 
is  extinguished  to  all  lands  described  in  said  act  not  so  allotted  hereun- 
der, and  thereupon  all  of  said  land  not  so  allotted  and  iucliuled  in  .said 
act  of  March  2%,  1882,  shall  be  open  to  settlement  as  provided  in  this  act. 
That  protection  is  guaranteed  to  such  Indians  as  may  have  taken  allot- 
inents  either  within  or  without  the  said  separate  reservations  under  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty  with  the  Great  Sioux  Nation  concluded  April  29, 
1868;  and  that  provision  is  made  in  said  act  for  the  release  of  all  title 
oa  the  part  of  said  Indians  receiving  rations  and  annuities  on  each  sepa- 
nte  reservation  to  the  lands  described  in  each  of  the  other  separate  res- 
tTTiations,  and  to  confirm  in  the  Indians  entitled  tu  receive  rations  at  each 
of  aid  separate  reservations,  respectively,  to  their  separate  and  exclusive 
use  and  benefit,  all  the  title  and  interest  of  every  name  and  nature  secured 
10  the  different  bands  of  the  Sioux  Nation  by  said  treaty  of  April  29, 
'  1868;  and  that  said  release  shall  not  affect  the  title  of  any  individual 
I  Indian  to  his  separate  allotment  of  land  not  included  in  any  of  said  sep- 
«rafce  reservations,  nor  any  agreement  heretofore  made  with  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  or  the  Dakota  Central  Rail- 
road Company  respecting  certain  lands  for  right  of  way,  station  grounds, 
ttc,  regarding  which  certain  prior  rights  and  privileges  are  reserved  to 
Md  for  the  use  of  said  railroad  companies,  respectively,  upon  the  tenus 
■nd  conditions  set  forth  in  said  act. 

I  Hiat  it  is  therein  provided  that  if  any  land  in  said  Great  Sioux  Res- 
irration  is  occupied  and  used  by  any  rehgious  society  at  the  date  of  said 
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act  for  the  purpose  of  inissiouary  or  educational  work  among  the  Indians, 
whether  situate  outside  of  or  within  the  limits  of  any  of  the  separate  les- 
er\'ations,  the  same,  not  exceeding  i6o  acres  in  any  one  tract,  shall  ht 
grantetl  to  said  society  for  the  purposes  and  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions therein  named;  and 

Subject  to  all  the  conditions  and  limitations  in  said  act  contained,  it  is 
therein  provided  that  all  the  lands  in  the  Great  Sioux  Reser\'ation  out 
side  of  the  separate  reservations  described  in  said  act,  except  American 
Island.  Farm  Island,  aud  Niobrara  Island,  regarding  which  islands  spe- 
cial provisions  are  therein  made,  and  sections  r6  and  36  in  each  township 
thereof  (which  are  reserved  for  school  purposes),  shall  be  disixjsed  of  by 
the  United  States,  upon  the  terms,  at  the  price,  and  in  the  manner  therein 
set  forth,  to  actual  settlers  only,  under  the  pronsions  of  the  homestead 
law  (except  section  2301  thereof)  and  under  the  law  relating  to  town 
sites. 

That  section  23  of  said  act  provides — 

That  all  persons  wlio,  between  the  27th  day  of  Februarj',  1885.  and  the  17th  day 
of  April,  18X5.  in  good  faith  entered  upon  or  made  settlements  willi  intent  to  enter 
the  same  under  the  homestead  or  preemption  laws  of  the  United  States  upon  any 
part  of  the  Great  Sioux  Reservation  lying  east  of  the  Missouri  River,  and  known  u 
the  Crow  Creek  ami  Wiuneliago  Reser\'atioii,  which  by  the  President's  proclantatioo 
of  date  l-ebniarj'  27.  1885,  was  declared  to  1>e  open  to  settlement,  and  not  included 
in  the  new  reser\-ation  established  by  section  5  of  this  act,  and  who,  being  otherwise 
legally  entitled  to  make  such  entries,  located  or  attempted  to  locate  thereon  home- 
stead, preemption,  or  ti>wn-sile  claims  by  actual  settlement  and  improvement  of  any 
portion  of  such  lands,  shall  fur  a  period  of  ninety  days  after  the  proclamation  of  the 
FVesident  retjiiired  to  be  made  by  this  act  have  a  right  to  reenter  upon  said  claims 
and  procure  title  thereto  under  tlie  homestead  or  preemption  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  complete  the  same  as  required  therein,  and  tlieir  said  claims  shall  for 
such  time  have  a  preference  over  later  entries;  and  when  they  shall  have  in  other 
respects  shown  theaiselves  entitled  and  shall  have  complied  with  the  law  regulatiag 
such  entries,  and,  as  to  homesteads,  with  the  special  provisions  of  this  act,  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  have  said  lands,  and  patents  therefor  .sh:Jl  be  issued  !us  in  like  cases: 
Provided,  That  preemption  claimants  shall  reside  on  their  lands  ilie  same  length  of- 
time  before  procuring  title  as  homestead  claimants  under  this  act.  The  price  to 
paid  for  town-site  entries  shall  Ijc  such  as  is  required  by  law  in  other  cases,  and  shall 
be  paid  into  the  general  fund  prodded  for  by  this  act. 

It  is  furthermore  hereby  made  known  that  there  has  been  and  is  hereby 
reserved  from  entry  or  settlement  that  tract  of  land  now  occupied  by  lb 
agency  aud  school  Ijuildings  at  the  Lower  Brule  Agency,  to  wit: 

The  west  half  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  24,  the  east  half  of 
the  southeast  quarter  of  section  23,  the  west  half  of  the  northwest  quarter 
of  section  25,  the  east  half  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  26,  and 
the  northwest  fractional  quarter  of  the  .southeast  quarter  of  section  26,  all 
in  township  104  north  of  range  72  west  of  the  fifth  principal  meridian. 

That  there  is  also  resented  as  aforesaid  the  following-described  trad 
within  which  the  Cheyenne  River  Agency,  school,  and  certain  other 
buildings  are  located,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  the 


channel  of  the  Missouri  River  opposite  Deep  Creek,  about  3  miles 

ith  of  Cheyenne  River;  thence  due  west  5%  miles;  thence  due  north 

'to  the  Cheyenne  River;  thence  down  said  river  to  the  center  of  the  main 

channel  thereof  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  Missouri  River  due  east  or 

opposite  the  mouth  of  said  Cheyenne  River;  thence  down  the  center  of 

ithe  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  River  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

That  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  contained  in  section  1  of  said  act 
I  the  tract  of  land  situate  in  the  State  of  Nebraska  and  described  in  said 
jftct  as  follows,  to  wit:    "Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  boundary  line 
[between  the  State  of  Nebraska  and  tlie  Territory  of  Dakota  where  the 
I  range  line  between  ranges  44  and  45  west  of  the  sixth  principal  meridian, 
in  the  Territor>'  of  Dakota,  intersects  said  boundary  hue;  thence  east 
along  said  boundary  line  5  miles;  thence  due  south  5  miles;  thence  due 
west  10  miles;  thence  due  north  to  said  boundary  line;  thence  due  east 
along  said  boundary  line  to  the  place  of  beginning,"  same  is  continued 
in  a  state  of  reservatioJi  so  long  as  it  may  be  needed  for  the  use  aud  pro- 
tection of  the  Indians  receiving  rations  and  annuities  at  the  Pine  Ridge 
Agency. 

Warning  is  hereby  also  expressly  given  to  all  persfjus  not  to  enter  or 
make  settlement  upon  any  of  the  tracts  of  land  specially  reserved  by  the 
tenns  of  said  act  or  by  this  proclamation,  or  any  portion  of  any  tracts 
of  land  to  which  any  individual  member  of  either  of  the  l>ands  of  the 
Great  Sioux  Nation  or  the  Pcnca  tribe  of  Indians  shall  have  a  preference 
right  under  the  pro\'isions  of  said  act;  and  further,  to  in  no  wise  interfere 
with  the  occupancy  of  any  of  said  tracts  by  any  of  said  Indians,  or  in  any 
niauner  to  disturb,  molest,  or  prevent  tlie  peaceful  possession  of  said  tracts 
by  them. 

The  suTi'eys  required  to  be  made  of  the  lands  to  be  restored  to  the 

public  domain  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  and  as  in  this  procla- 

oation  set  forth  will  be  commenced  and  executed  as  early  as  possible.

Whereas  an  opinion  has  been  given  to  me  by  the'Attoniey-Genei 
concurring  with  the  opinion  given  to  my  predecessor  by  the  late  Att 
ney-Gencral,  that  whatever  the  right  or  title  of  said  Cherokee  Nation 
of  the  United  States  to  or  in  said  lands  may  be,  no  right  exists  in  ai 
Cherokee  Nation  under  the  statutes  of  the  United  States  to  make  st 
leases  or  grazing  contracts,  and  that  such  contracts  are  wholly  illq 
and  void;  and 

Whereas  the  continued  use  of  said  lands  thereimder  for  grazing  pi 
poses  is  prejudicial  to  the  public  interests: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  Stat 
do  hereby  proclaim  and  give  notice — 

First.  That  no  cattle  or  live  stock  shall  hereafter  be  brought  upon 
lands  for  herding  or  grazing  thereon. 

Second.  That  all  cattle  and  other  live  stock  now  on  said  outlet  tiM 
be  removed  therefrom  not  later  than  October  i ,  1890,  and  so  much  sooi 
as  said  lands  or  any  of  them  may  be  or  become  lawfully  open  to  setlj 
ment  by  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  that  all  persons  conm 
with  said  cattle  companies  or  associations  must,  not  later  than  the 
above  indicated,  depart  fron^  said  lauds.

No  perwjn  shall  kill  any  otter,  mink,  marten,  sable,  or  fur  seal ,  or  other  fur- 
animal  within  the  limits  of  .\laska  Territorj-  or  Lii  the  waters  lliereof ;  and 
person  guilty  thereof  shall  for  each  oflense  be  fined  not  less  than  J200  nor  n 
than  $1,000,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both;  and  aU  ve9sela,tl 
tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  and  cargo,  found  engaged  in  \nolation  of  this  section  d 
be  forfeited;  but  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  power  to  auihoriie  thek 
ing  of  any  such  mink,  marten,  sable,  or  other  fur-bearing  animal,  except  fur 
under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe;  and  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of 
tary  lo  prevent  the  killing  of  any  fur  seal  and  to  provide  for  the  execution 
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( proviaons  of  this  section  until  it  is  otherwise  provided  by  law,  nor  shall  he  grant 
any  special  privil€!ges  under  this  section.

Whereas  an  opinion  has  been  given  lo  me  by  the  Attoniey-Genera 
concurring  with  the  opinion  given  to  my  predecessor  by  the  lute  Atti 
ney-General,  that  whatever  the  right  or  title  of  said  Cherokee  Nation 
of  the  United  States  to  or  in  said  lands  may  be,  no  right  exists  iu  sa 
Cherokee  Nation  under  the  statutes  of  the  United  States  to  make  so 
leases  or  grazing  contracts,  and  that  such  contracts  are  wholly  ill< 
and  void;  and 

Whereas  tlie  continued  use  of  said  lands  thereunder  for  grazing  pu 
poses  is  prejudicial  to  the  public  interests: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  State 
do  hereby  proclaim  and  give  notice — 

First.  That  no  cattle  or  live  stock  shall  hereafter  be  brought  upon 
lands  for  herding  or  grazing  tliereon. 

Second.  That  all  cattle  and  other  live  stock  now  on  said  outlet  m 
be  removed  therefrom  not  later  than  October  l,  1890,  and  so  mitdi 
as  said  lands  or  any  of  them  may  be  or  become  lawfully  open  to  settl 
ment  by  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  that  all  persons  couuecli 
with  said  cattle  companies  or  associations  must,  not  later  than  the  til 
above  indicated,  depart  from  said  lands.

No  person  shall  kill  any  otter,  mink,  Tn«rten,  sable,  or  fur  seal,  or  Mhi-r  frir-fioiril 
animal  within  the  limits  of  Alaska  Territorj'  or  in  the  waters  tli- 
person  guilty  thereof  shall  for  each  iiffcnse  1)e  fined  not  lexs  than 
tlifin  ^i,ot»,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both;  und  all  v 
tackle,  appnrel,  fumiturx;,  and  c»rj{o,  found  cnjjagi-d  in  violnliyn  of  t'"-  ^ 
be  forfeited;  but  the  Secretary  of  the  Trciusurj-  shall  hnvu  power  loan 
ing  of  uny  snch  mink,  marten,  sable,  or  other  rnr-beMrtni?  aiiinutl. .

or  the  port  or  place  to  which  she  lielongs,  and  also  the  name  of  the  jjorts  and  plai 
from  which  and  to  which  she  is  liound.  If  he  fails  so  lu  do,  and  no  rea.sonable  ca 
for  such  f.iilure  is  shown,  the  collision  .shall,  in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary' 
be  deemed  to  have  been  caused  by  his  wron^ul  act,  neglect,  or  default. 

SKC.  2.  That  every  master  or  person  in  charge  of  a  ITnitefl  Slates  vessel  who  fail** 
without  reasonable  cause,  to  render  such  assistance  or  give  such  information 
aforesaid  shall  be  deemetl  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penaltj" 
of  j;i,ooo  or  iniprisoiitntnt  for  a  term  not  exoeetliug  two  years;  and  for  the  abovi 
snm  the  vessel  shall  be  liable  and  may  be  seized  and  jiroceeded  against  by  process  i* 
any  district  court  of  the  Uiiitcd  States  by  any  person;  one-half  such  sum  to  be  pay*' 
1  the  informer  and  llie  othc-r  half  to  the  United  Stales.

To  the  Attorney-dcnfral: 

I  have  had  frequent  occasion  during  the  la.st  .six  months  to  confe* 
with  you  in  reference  to  the  obstructions  offered  in  the  counties  of  Leort» 
Gadsden,  Madison,  and  Jefferson,  in  the  State  of  Florida,  to  the  execution 
of  the  process  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States.     It  is  not  necessary  W 
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ay  more  of  the  situation  than  that  the  officers  of  the  United  States  are 
not  suffered  freely  to  exercise  their  lawful  functions.    This  condition  of 
tilings  can  not  be  longer  tolerated.     You  will  therefore  instruct  United 
States  Marshal  Weeks  as  soon  as  he  has  qualified  to  proceed  at  once  to 
execute  such  writs  of  arrest  as  may  be  placed  in  his  hands.     If  he  appre- 
hends resistance,  he  will  employ  such  civil  posse  as  may  .seem  adequate 
to  discourage  resistance  or  to  overcome  it.     He  should  proceed  with 
calmness  and  moderation,  which  should  always  attend  a  public  officer  in 
the  execution  of  his  duty,  and  at  the  same  time  with  a  finnness  and 
courage  that  will   impress  the  lawless  with  a  wholesome  .sense  of  the 
dangers  and  futility  of  resistance.     You  will  assure  the  officers  of  the 
law  and  those  who  have  fooli.shly  and  wickedly  thought  to  set  the  law 
at  defiance  that  ever>' resource  lodged  with  the  Executive  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  the  laws  will  as  the  necessity  ari.ses  be  employed  to  make  it 
safe  and  feasible  to  hold  a  Federal  commission  and  to  execute  the  duties 
it  imposes.

SECOND  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Execittive  Mansion,  Dccembtr  i,  1890. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  J\epresailatives: 

The  reports  of  the  several  Executive  Departmeuts,  which  will  be  laid 
before  Congress  in  the  usual  course,  will  exhibit  in  detail  the  operations 
of  the  Government  for  the  last  fiscal  year.    Only  the  more  inifxirtant  inci- 
dents and  results,  and  chiefly  such  as  luay  \k.  the  foundatitm  of  the  rec-       11 
ommendations  I  sliall  submit,  will  be  referred  to  in  this  annual  message.  ^| 

The  vast  and  increasing  business  of  the  Goveriinicnt  has  Ijeen  trans- 
acted by  the  several  Departments  during  the  year  with  faithfulness, 
energy,  and  success. 

The  revenues,  amounting  to  above  $450,000,000,  have  lieeii  collected 
anil  disbursed  without  revealing,  so  far  as  I  can  a.scertain,  a  single  case 
of  defalcation  or  embezzlement.  An  earnest  effort  has  lieen  made  to 
stimulate  a  sense  of  responsibihty  and  public  duty  in  all  officers  and 
tfflployees  of  every  grade,  and  the  work  done  by  Ihtin  has  almost  whully 
acaped  unfavorable  criticism.  I  speak  of  these  matters  with  freedom 
liecause  the  credit  of  this  good  work  is  not  mine,  but  is  shared  by  the 
beads  of  the  several  Departments  with  the  great  lx)dy  of  faitliful  officers 
*nil  employees  who  ser\'e  under  them.  The  closest  scrutiny  of  Congress 
i*  iiivite<i  to  all  the  methocbi  of  administration  and  to  every  item  of 
apeiiditure. 

The  friendly  relations  of  our  country  with  the  nations  of  Europe  and 
"fthe  East  have  been  undisturbed,  while  the  ties  of  good  will  and  com- 
">«!  interest  that  bind  us  to  the  States  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  have 
Wn  notably  strengthened  by  the  conference  held  in  this  capital  to  con- 
■""ler  measures  for  the  general  welfare.  Pursuant  to  the  invitation  aii- 
'I'Orized  by  Congress,  the  representatives  of  every  indei>eudetit  State  of 
'''t  American  continent  and  of  Hayti  met  in  conference  in  this  capital 
"'October,  1SS9.  and  continued  in  session  until  the  19th  of  last  April. 
This  important  convocation  marks  a  most  interesting  and  influential 
*poch  in  the  histor>'  of  the  Western  Hemisphere.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
^f^l,  invited  while  under  an  imperial  fonn  of  goveniment,  shared  as  a 
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republic  in  the  deliberatious  and  results  of  the  conference.  The  recom- 
mendations of  this  conference  were  all  transmitted  to  Congress  at  the 
last  session. 

The  luternational  Marine  Conference,  which  sat  at  Washington  last 
winter,  reached  a  very  gratifying  result.  The  regulations  suggested 
have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  the  Govenimeiits  represented, 
and  their  general  adoption  is  confidently  expected.  The  legislation  of 
Congress  at  the  last  session  is  in  conformity  with  the  propositions  of  the 
conference,  and  the  proclamation  therein  provided  for  will  be  issued  when 
the  other  powers  have  given  notice  of  their  adhesion. 

The  Conference  of  Brussels,  to  devise  means  for  suppressing  the  slave 
trade  in  Africa,  afforded  an  opportunity  for  a  new  expre.ssiou  of  the  in- 
terest the  American  jieople  feel  in  tliat  great  work.  It  .soon  became  en- 
dent  that  the  measure  proposed  would  tax  the  resources  of  the  Kongo 
Basin  beyond  the  revenues  available  under  the  general  act  of  Berlin  of 
1884.  The  United  States,  not  being  a  party  to  that  act,  could  not  share 
in  its  revision,  but  by  a  separate  act  the  Independent  State  of  the  Kongo 
was  freed  from  the  restrictions  upon  a  customs  revenue.  The  demoral- 
izing and  destructive  traffic  in  ardent  spirits  among  the  tribes  also  claimed 
the  eamest  attention  of  the  conference,  and  the  delegates  of  the  United 
States  were  foremost  in  advocating  measures  for  its  repression.  An  ac- 
cord was  reached  the  influence  of  which  will  be  ver\'  helpful  and  extend 
over  a  wide  region.  As  soon  as  these  measures  shall  receive  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  Netherlands,  for  a  time  withheld,  the  general  acts  will  be 
submitted  for  ratification  by  the  Senate.  Meanwhile  negotiations  have 
been  opened  for  a  new  and  completed  treaty  of  friend-ship,  commeixie,  and 
navigation  between  the  United  States  and  the  Independent  State  of  the 
Kongo. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  past  j-ear  the  only  independent  monarchical 
government  on  the  Westeni  Continent,  that  of  Brazil,  ceased  to  exist,  and 
was  succeeded  by  a  republic.     Diplomatic  relations  were  at  once  estab- 
lished with  the  new  Goveniment.  but  it  was  not  completeh'  recognized 
until  an  opportunity  had  been  afforded  to  ascertain  that  it  liad  popular" 
approval  and  supjKJrt.    When  the  course  of  events  had  yielded  assurance 
of  this  fact,  no  time  was  lost  in  extending  to  the  uew  Government  a  full, 
and  cordial  welcome  into  the  family  of  American  Commonwealths.     It 
is  confidently  l:>elieved  that  the  good  relations  of  the  two  countries  will 
be  preser\'ed  and  that  the  future  will  witness  an  increased  intimac)'  of 
iutercour.se  and  an  expansion  of  tlieir  mutual  commerce. 

The  peace  of  Central  America  has  again  l)een  disturbed  through  a  rev- 
olutionar>'  change  in  Salvador,  which  was  not  recognized  by  other  States, 
and  hostilities  broke  out  lietween  Salvador  and  Guatemala,  threatening 
to  involve  all  Central  America  in  conflict  and  to  mido  the  progress  which 
had  been  made  toward  a  union  of  their  interests.  The  efforts  of  this  Gov- 
ernment were  promptly  and  zealously  exerted  to  compose  their  differences,

of  the  concurrent  resolution  of  Octoljer  1,  1890,  I  have 
(.tovernments  of  Mexico  and  Great  Britain  to  consider  a 
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conventional  regulation  of  the  passage  of  Chinese  laborers  across  our 
southern  and  northern  frontiers. 

On  the  22d  day  of  August  last  Sir  Edmund  Moiison.the  arbitrator 
selected  under  the  treaty  of  December  6,  i88S,  rendered  an  award  to  the 
effect  that  no  compensation  was  due  from  the  Danish  Government  to 
the  United  States  on  account  of  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  Carlos 
Butterfield  claim. 

Our  relations  with  the  French  Republic  continue  to  be  cordial.  Our 
representative  at  that  court  has  very  diligently  urged  the  removal  of  the 
restrictions  imposed  upon  our  meat  products,  and  it  is  l)elieved  that  sub- 
stantial progress  has  been  made  toward  a  just  settlement. 

The  Samoan  treaty,  signed  last  year  at  Berlin  by  the  representatives  of 
tlic  United  States,  Germany,  and  Great  Britain,  after  due  ratification  and 
exchange,  has  begun  to  produce  salutary  effects.  The  formation  of  the 
government  agreed  upon  will  soon  replace  the  disorder  of  the  pa.st  by  a 
staijle  administration  alike  just  to  the  natives  and  equitable  to  the  three 
powers  most  concerned  in  trade  and  intercourse  with  the  Samoan  Islands. 
The  chief  justice  has  !>een  chosen  by  the  King  of  Sweden  and  Norway 
on  the  invitation  of  the  three  jrowers,  and  will  soon  lie  installed.  The 
land  conmiission  and  the  municipal  council  are  in  process  of  organization. 
A  rational  and  evenly  distributed  scheme  of  taxation,  both  municipal  and 
upon  injp<irts,  is  in  operation.     Malietoa  is  respected  as  King. 

The  new  treaty  of  extradition  with  Great  Britain,  after  due  ratification, 
was  proclaimed  on  the  25th  of  last   March.     Its  beneficial  working  is 
already  apparent. 

The  difference  between  the  two  Governments  touching  the  fur-sea.1 
question  in  the  Bering  Sea  is  not  yet  adjusted,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  cor- 
respondence which  will  soon  be  laid  before  the  Congress,  The  offer  to 
submit  the  question  to  arbitration,  as  proposed  by  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, has  not  been  accepted,  for  the  reason  that  the  form  of  submission 
proposed  is  not  thought  to  be  calculated  to  assure  a  conclu.sion  satisfactory 
to  either  party.     It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  before  the  opening  of  another 

■  sealing  season  some  arrangement  may  be  effected  which  will  assure  to  the 
L  United  States  a  property  right  derived  from  Russia,  which  was  not  dis- 
^^ft  regarded  by  any  nation  for  more  than  eighty  years  preceding  the  out- 
^^"  break  of  the  existing  trouble.

Prnpcxutions  for  the  amendment  of  the  treaty  of  extradition  between 
ll)c  Unilcil  States  and  Italy  are  now  under  consideration. 

You  win  l>e  asked  to  provide  the  means  of  accepting  the  invitation  of 
the  Italian  Goveniraent  to  take  part  in  an  approaching  conference  to 
consider  the  adoption  of  a  universal  prime  meridian  from  which  to  reckon 
longitndc  and  time.  As  this  proposal  follows  in  the  track  of  the  reform 
soQght  to  be  initi.ited  by  the  Meridian  CoJiference  of  Wa.shington.  held 
an  the  invitation  of  this  Government,  the  United  States  should  manifest 
a  friendly  interest  in  the  Italian  proposal. 

la  this  connection  I  may  refer  with  approval  to  the  suggestion  of 
■y  predecesiiors  that  standing  provision  be  made  for  accepting,  when- 
ttw  deemed  advisable,  the  frequent  invitations  of  foreign  governments 
to  share  in  conferences  looking  to  the  advancement  of  international 
reforms  in  regard  to  science,  sanitation,  commercial  laws  and  procedure, 
■ml  other  tnatters  affecting  the  intercourse  and  progress  of  modem 
cammauities. 

In  the  summer  of  1889  an  incident  occurred  which  for  some  time  threat- 
enal  to  intemipt  the  cordiality  of  our  relations  with  the  Government  of 
Cortugal.  That  Government  seized  the  Delagoa  Bay  Railway,  which 
wt»  constructed  utider  a  concession  granted  to  an  American  citizen,  and 
41  the  same  time  annulletl  the  charter.  The  concessionary,  who  had 
embarked  his  fortune  in  the  enterprise,  having  exhausted  other  means 
of  rcdresB.  was  compelled  to  invoke  the  protection  of  his  Goveniment. 
Oor  rqiresentations,  made  coincidently  with  those  of  the  Briti.sh  Govern- 
aent,  whose  subjects  were  also  largely  interested,  happily  resulted  in  the 
Teoognitioii  by  Portugal  of  the  propriety  of  submitting  the  claim  for  in- 
fajtnity  growing  out  of  its  action  to  arbitration.  This  plan  of  settle- 
oent  having  l)een  agreed  upon,  the  interested  powers  readily  concurred 
in  the  proposal  to  submit  the  case  to  the  judgment  of  three  eminent 
jurists,  to  be  designated  by  the  President  of  the  Swiss  Republic,  who, 
ttpOQ  the  joint  invitation  of  the  Governments  of  the  United  States,  Great 
Bfitain,  and  Portugal,  lias  selected  persons  well  qualified  for  the  task 
Wore  thcra. 

Tbe  re\'wion  of  our  treaty  relations  with  the  Empire  of  Japan  has  con- 
tiaoal  to  be  the  subject  of  consideration  and  of  corrcsiKindence,  The 
■"— •'  rtrs  inx-rtU-ed  are  both  grave  and  delicate;  and  while  it  will  be  my 

see  that  the  interests  of  the  United  States  are  not  by  any  change 
txpoaed  to  uiulue  discrimination,  I  sincerely  hope  that  such  revision 
vim  satisfy  the  legitimate  expectations  of  the  Japanese  GoN-eniment  and 
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maintain  the  present  and  long-existing  friendly  relations  between  Japan 
and  the  United  States  wilt  be  effected. 

The  friendship  between  our  countrv'  and  Mexico,  born  of  close  neigh- 
borhood and  strengthened  by  many  considerations  of  intimate  intercourse 
and  reciprocal  interest,  has  never  been  more  conspicuous  than  now  nor 
more  hopefid  of  increased  benefit  to  both  nations.  The  intercourse  of 
the  two  coiuitries  by  rail,  already  great,  is  making  constant  growth. 
The  established  lines  and  those  recently  projected  add  to  the  intimacy 
of  traffic  and  open  new  channels  of  access  to  fresh  areas  of  demand  and 
supply.  The  importance  of  the  Mexican  railway  system  will  be  further 
enhanced  to  a  degree  almost  impossible  to  forecast  if  it  should  become 
a  link  in  the  projected  intercontinental  railway.  I  recommend  that  oiir 
mission  in  the  City  of  Mexico  be  raised  to  the  first  class. 

The  cordial  character  of  our  relations  with  Spain  warrants  the  hope 
that  by  the  continuance  of  metluKls  of  friendly  negotiation  much  may  be 
accomplislied  in  the  direction  of  an  adjustment  of  pending  questions  and 
of  the  increase  of  our  trade.  The  extent  and  development  of  our  trade 
with  the  island  of  Cuba  invest  the  commercial  relations  of  the  United 
States  and  vSpain  with  a  jieculiar  iniix>rtauce.  It  is  not  doubted  that  a 
special  arrangement  in  regard  to  commerce,  based  upon  the  reciprodtj* 
provision  of  the  recent  tariff  act,  would  operate  most  beneficially  for  both 
Govenniients.     This  subject  is  now  receiving  attention. 

he  restoration  of  the  remains  of  John  Ericsson  to  Sweden  afforded  a 

tifying  occasion  to  honor  the  memory  of  the  great  inventor,  to  whose 

genius  our  country  o\\e.s  so  much,  and  to  l>ear  witness  to  the  unbroken 

friendship  which  has  existed  between  the  land  which  bore  him  and  our 

own,  which  claimed  him  as  a  citizen. 

On  the  2d  of  Septenilx^r  last  the  commis.sion  appointed  to  revise  the 
proceedings  of  the  commission  under  the  claims  convention  between  the 
United  States  and  Venezuela  of  1866  brought  its  labors  to  a  clase  within 
the  period  fixed  for  that  purpo.se.  The  proceedings  of  the  late  coinrais- 
siou  were  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  impartiality  and  a  high  sense  of 
justice,  and  an  incident  which  was  for  many  years  the  subject  of  discus- 
sion between  the  two  Governments  has  been  disposed  of  in  a  manner 
alike  honorable  and  satisfactory  to  both  parties.  For  the  settlement  of 
the  claim  of  the  Venezuela  Steam  Tratisi>ortalion  Company,  which  was 
the  subject  of  a  joint  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  Congress, 
negotiations  are  still  in  progress,  and  their  early  conclusion  is  anticipated. 

The  legi.slation  of  the  past  few  years  has  evinced  on  the  part  of  Con- 
gfress  a  growing  realization  of  the  importance  of  the  consular  ser\ice  in 
fostering  our  commercial  relations  abroad  and  in  protecting  the  domestic 
revenues.  As  the  scope  of  operations  expands  increased  provision  must 
be  made  to  keep  up  the  essential  .standard  of  efficiency.  The  necessity 
of  some  adequate  measure  of  snpenisioii  and  ins]>ection  has  been  so  ofteD

il  a  uniform  ratio,  care  has  been  taken  to  observe 

the  situation  abroad,  and  no  favorable  opportunity 
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will  be  lost  to  promote  a  result  vvliich  it  is  confidently  believed  would 
confer  very  large  benefits  upoti  the  commerce  of  the  world. 

The  recent  monetary  disturbances  in  England  are  not  luilikely  to  sug' 
gest  a  reexamination  of  opinions  upon  this  subject.  Our  very  large 
supply  of  gold  will,  if  not  lost  by  impulsive  legislation  in  the  supposed 
interest  of  silver,  give  us  a  position  of  advantage  in  promoting  a  perma' 
nent  and  safe  international  agreement  for  the  free  use  of  silver  as  a  coio 
metal . 

The  efforts  of  the  Secretary  to  increase  the  volume  of  money  in  circula- 
tion by  keeping  down  the  Treasury  surplus  to  the  lowest  practicable  limit 
have  been  unremitting  and  in  a  \'ery  high  degree  successful.     The  tables 
presented  by  him  showing  the  inerea.se  of  money  in  circulation  during  the 
last  two  decades,  and  especially  the  table  showing  the  increase  during 
the  nineteen  months  he  has  administered  the  affairs  of  the  Department, 
are  interesting  and  instructive.     The  increase  of  money  in  circulation 
duriirg  the  nineteen  months  has  been  in  the  aggregate  $93,866,813,  or 
about  $1.50  per  capita,  and  of  this  increase  only  $7,100,000  was  due  to 
the  recent  silver  legislation.     That  this  substantial  and  needed  aid  given 
to  commerce  resulted  in  an  enormous  reduction  of  the  public  debt  and 
of  the  annual  interest  charge  is  matter  of  increa.sed  satisfaction.     There 
have  been  purchased  and  redeemed  .since  March  4,  1889,  4  and  4^  per 
cent  Ixjuds  to  the  amount  of  $211,832,450,  at  a  cost  of  $246,620,741, 
resulting  in  the  reduction  of  the  annual  interest  charge  of  $8,967,609 
and  a  total  saving  of  interest  of  $51,576,706. 

I  notice  witli  great  pleasure  the  statement  of  the  Secretary*  that  the 
receipts  from  internal  revenue  have  increased  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
nearly  $12,000,000,  and  that  the  cost  of  collecting  this  larger  revenue 
was  less  by  $90,617  than  for  the  same  purpo.se  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  percentage  of  cost  of  collecting  the  customs  revenue  was  less  for  the 
la.st  fiscal  year  than  ever  before. 

The  Customs  Administration  Board,  provided  for  by  the  act  of  June 
10,  1890,  was  selected  with  great  care,  and  is  composed  in  part  of  Bicn 
whose  previous  experience  in  the  administration  of  the  old  customs  regu- 
lations had  made  them  familiar  with  the  evils  to  be  remedied,  and  in  jKirt 
of  men  whose  legal  and  judicial  acquirements  and  experience  seemed 
to  fit  them  for  the  work  of  iutei^preting  and  apjilying  the  new  statute. 
The  chief  aim  of  the  law  is  to  secure  hone.st  valuations  of  all  dutiable 
merchandise  and  to  make  these  \'aluations  uniform  at  all  oiu-  ports  af 
entrj'.  It  had  been  made  manifest  by  a  Congrcssioual  investigation  that 
a  system  of  unden^aluation  had  been  long  in  use  by  certain  classes  of 
importers,  resulting  not  only  in  a  great  loss  of  revenue,  but  in  a  most 
intolerable  discrimination  against  honesty.  It  is  not  seen  how  this  leg- 
islation, when  it  is  understood,  can  be  regarded  by  the  citizens  of  any 
country  having  commercial  dealings  with  us  as  unfriendly.  If  any  duty 
is  supposed  to  be  excessi\'e,  let  the  complaint  be  lodged  there.     It  will 
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he  claimed  by  any  well-disposed  people  that  a  remedy  may  be 
Yta.  and  allowed  in  a  system  of  quasi  smuggling. 

f  the  Secretary  of  War  exhibits  several  gratifying  results 
-;  tlie  year  by  wise  and  unostentatious  nietho<ls.  The  per- 
:  of  desertions  from  the  Army  (an  evil  for  which  both  Congress  and 
Dtparlnietit  have  long  been  seeking  a  remedy)  has  lieen  reduced 
[the  past  year  24  per  cent,  and  for  the  months  of  August  and  Sep- 
aber,  dtirinj^  wliicli  lime  the  favorable  effects  of  the  act  of  June  i6  were 
,5jper  cent,  as  compared  with  the  same  months  of  1SS9. 
'The  results  attaiuetl  by  a  reorganization  and  consolidation  of  the  divi- 
tioQs  havmg  charge  of  the  hospital  and  service  records  of  tlie  volunteer 
soUien  are  ver>'  remarkable.  This  change  was  effected  in  July,  1889, 
mdat  that  lime  there  were  40,654  cases  awaiting  attention,  more  than 
hali  of  these  being  calls  from  the  Pension  Office  for  information  neces- 
■ry  to  the  atlj««lication  of  pension  claims.  On'  the  30th  day  of  June 
Im,  llujugh  over  300,000  new  calls  had  come  in,  there  was  not  a  single 
c3tK  thai  bad  not  been  examined  and  answered. 

I  omcur  iti  the  recommendations  of  the  Secretary  that  adequate  and 
regular  appropriations  Ijc  continued  for  coast-defense  works  aud  ord- 
unce.  Plans  have  been  practically  agreed  upon,  and  there  can  be  no 
fnod  reason  for  delaying  the  execution  of  them,  while  the  defenseless 
stale  of  our  great  seaports  fnniishes  an  urgent  reason  for  wise  expedition. 
The  encouragement  that  has  l>een  extended  to  the  militia  of  the  States, 
lly  and  most  appropriately  designate<l  the  "National  Guard," 
smld  be  continue<l  and  enlarged.  These  militar\'  organizations  con- 
itc  in  a  large  sense  the  Ann)'  of  the  United  States,  while  a1:MJUt  five- 
of  the  annual  cost  of  their  maintenance  is  defrayed  by  the  States.

1  Tkertr  have  been  several  cases  where  postmasters  apixjiuted  by  me  have 

betn  subjected  to  \nolent  interference  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 

datie^ar  '  ions  and  personal  violence  of  the  most  extreme  char- 

irter.     ^ ..    -c;  cases  have  been  dealt  with  through  the  Depart- 

iBBituf  JuMlice,  and  in  some  cases  the  post-offices  have  been  abolished  or 
I  ntpcnd^.     1  have  tlirected  the  Postnia.ster-General  to  pursue  this  course 
«?.•»  where  other  efforts  failed  to  secure  for  any  postmaster  not 
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himself  in  fault  an  opportunity  peacefully  to  exercise  the  duties  of  his 
office.  But  such  action  will  not  supplant  the  efforts  of  the  Department 
of  Justice  to  bring  the  particular  offenders  to  punishment. 

The  vacation  by  judicial  decrees  of  fraudulent  certificates  of  naturaliza- 
tion, upon  bills  in  equity  filed  hy  the  Attorney-General  in  the  circuit  court 
of  the  United  States,  is  a  new  application  of  a  familiar  equity  jurisdiction 
Nearly  one  hundred  such  decrees  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  the 
evidence  disclosing  that  a  ven.-  large  number  of  fraudulent  certificates  of 
naturalization  have  been  issued.  And  in  this  connection  I  lieg  to  renew 
my  recommendation  that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as  to  require  a  more 
full  and  searching  inquir>-  into  all  the  facts  necessary  to  naturalization 
before  any  certificates  are  granted.  It  certainly  is  not  too  much  to  re- 
quire that  an  application  for  American  citizenship  shall  be  heard  with  as 
much  care  and  recorded  with  as  much  formality  as  are  given  to  cases 
involving  the  pettiest  property  right. 

At  the  last  session  I  returned  wnthout  my  approval  a  bill  entitled  "An 
act  to  prohibit  bookmaking  and  pool  selling  in  the  District  of  Columbia," 
and  stated  my  objection  to  be  that  it  did  not  prohibit  but  in  fact  licensed 
what  it  purported  to  prohibit.*  An  effort  will  be  made  under  existing 
laws  to  suppress  this  evil,  though  it  is  not  certain  that  they  will  be  found 
adequate. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster- General  shows  the  most  gratifying  prog- 
ress in  the  important  work  committed  to  his  direction.  The  business 
methods  have  been  greatly  improved.  A  large  economy  in  expenditures 
and  an  increase  of  foiu"  and  three-quarters  millions  in  receipts  have  been 
realized.  The  deficiency  this  year  is  $5,786,300,  as  against  $6,350,183 
last  year,  notwithstanding  the  great  enlargement  of  the  ser\'ice.  Mail 
routes  have  been  extended  and  quickened  and  greater  accuracy  and  dis- 
patch in  distribution  and  deliver>'  have  been  attained.  The  report  will 
be  found  to  be  full  of  interest  and  suggestion,  not  only  to  Congress,  but  to 
those  thoughtful  citizens  who  may  be  interested  to  know  what  business 
methods  can  do  for  that  department  of  public  administration  which  most 
nearly  touches  all  our  people. 

The  passage  of  the  act  to  amend  certain  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
relating  to  lotteries,  approved  September  19, 1890,  has  been  received  with 
great  and  deserved  popular  favor.  The  Post -Office  Department  and  the 
Department  of  Justice  at  once  entered  upon  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
with  sympathetic  vigor,  and  already  the  public  mails  have  been  largely 
freed  from  the  fraudulent  and  demoralizing  appeals  and  literature  ema- 
nating from  the  lottery  companies. 

The  construction  and  equipment  of  the  new  ships  for  the  Na\->'  have 
made  very  satisfactory  progress.  Since  March  4,  1889,  nine  new  vessels 
have  been  put  in  commission,  and  during  this  winter  four  more,  includ- 
ing one  monitor,  will  be  added.     The  construction  of  the  other  vessels 
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is  being  pushed  both  in  the  Governnietit  and  private  yards 
witli  energy  and  watched  with  the  most  scrupulous  care. 

The  experinieuts  conducted  during  the  year  to  test  the  relative  resisting 

power  of  armor  plates  have  been  so  valuable  as  to  attract  great  attention 

in  Europe.     The  only  part  of  the  work,  upon  the  new  ships  that  is  tlireat- 

ened  by  unusual  delay  is  the  amior  plating,  and  every  effort  is  being 

made  to  reduce  that  to  the  minimum.     It  is  a  source  of  congratulation 

that  the  anticipated  influence  of  these  modem  vessels  upon  the  esprit  de 

corps  of  the  officers  and  seamen  has  been  fully  realized.     Confidence  and 

pride  in  the  ship  among  the  crew  are  equivalent  to  a  secondary  battery. 

four  favorable  consideration  is  invited  to  the  recommendations  of  the 

Secretary. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  exhibits  with  great  fullness 

id  clearness  the  vast  work  of  that  Department  and  the  satisfactory 

Itsults  attained.     The  suggestions  made   by  him  are  eaniestly  com- 

Inended  to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  though  they  can  not  all  be 

given  particular  mention  here. 

The  several  acts  of  Congress  Iwikiiig  to  the  reduction  of  the  larger 
Indian  reservations,  to  the  more  rapid  settlement  of  the  Indians  upon 
individual  allotments,  and  the  restoration  to  the  public  domain  of  lands 
in  excess  of  their  needs  have  been  largely  carried  into  effect  so  far  as  the 
work  was  confided  to  the  Executive.  Agreements  have  l>een  concluded 
since  March  4.  1889,  involving  the  cession  to  the  United  States  of  about 
14,726.000  acres  of  land.  These  contracts  have,  as  required  by  law,  been 
submitted  to  Congress  for  ratification  and  for  the  appropriations  neces.sary 
tocarry  them  into  effect.  Those \nth  the  Sisseton  and  Wahpeton,  Sac  and 
Fox,  Iowa,  Pottawatomies  and  Aljsentee  Shawnees,  and  Ca'ur  d'Alene 
ttibes  have  not  yet  received  the  sanctitjn  of  Congress.  Attention  is  also 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriations  made  in  the  case  of  the  Sioux 
Indians  have  not  covered  all  the  stipulated  payments.  Tliis  should  l>e 
promptly  corrected.  If  an  agreement  is  confirmed,  all  of  its  terms  should 
be  complied  ^vith  without  delay  and  full  appropriations  should  be  made. 
The  policy  outlined  in  my  last  annual  message  in  relation  to  the  pat- 
enting of  lands  to  settlers  upon  the  public  domain  *  has  been  carried  out 
ia  the  administration  of  the  Land  Office.  No  general  suspicion  or  impu- 
tation of  fraud  has  been  allowed  to  delay  the  hearing  and  adjudication  of 
individual  cases  upon  their  merits.  The  purpose  has  l>een  to  ^jerfect  the 
title  of  honest  settlers  with  such  promptness  that  the  value  of  the  entr>' 
miKlit  not  be  swallowed  up  by  the  expense  and  extortions  to  which  delay 
subjected  the  claimant.  The  average  monthly  issue  of  agricultural  pat- 
ents has  been  increased  about  6,000. 

The  disability-pension  act,  which  was  approved  on  the  27th  of  June 
W,  has  been  put  into  operation  as  rapidly  as  was  practicable.  The 
increased  clerical  force  provided  was  selected  and  assigned  to  work,  and 

•see  p.  49. 
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a  considerable  part  of  the  force  engaged  in  examinations  in  the  field  was 
recalled  and  added  to  the  working  force  of  the  office.  The  examination 
and  adjudication  of  claims  have  by  reason  of  improved  methods  been  more 
rapid  than  ever  before.  There  is  no  economy  to  the  Government  in  delay, 
while  there  is  much  hardship  and  injustice  to  the  soldier.  The  antid- 
pated  expenditure,  while  ver\-  large,  will  not,  it  is  believed,  be  in  excess 
of  the  estimates  made  before  the  enactment  of  the  law.  This  liberal  en- 
largement of  the  general  law  should  suggest  a  more  careful  scrutiny  of 
bills  for  special  relief,  both  as  to  the  cases  where  relief  is  granted  and  as 
to  the  amount  allowed. 

The  increasing  numbers  and  influence  of  the  non-Mormon  population 
of  Utah  are  observed  with  satisfaction.  The  recent  letter  of  Wilford 
Woodruff,  president  of  the  Mormon  Church,  in  which  he  advised  his  peo- 
ple ' '  to  refrain  from  contracting  any  marriage  forbidden  by  the  laws  of 
the  laud,'"  has  attracted  wide  attention,  and  it  is  hojx^d  that  its  influence 
will  be  highly  beneficial  in  restraining  infractions  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States.  But  the  fact  should  not  be  overlooked  that  the  doctrine 
or  belief  of  the  chnrcli  that  polygamous  marriages  are  rightful  and  sup 
ported  by  divine  rcAelation  remains  unchanged.  President  Woodrul 
does  not  renounce  the  doctrine,  but  refrains  from  teaching  it,  and  advises 
against  the  practice  of  it  l>ecaiise  the  law  is  against  it.  Now,  it  is  quit* 
true  that  the  law  should  not  attempt  to  deal  with  the  faith  or  belief  of 
anyone;  but  it  is  quite  another  thing,  and  the  only  safe  thing,  so  to  deal 
with  the  Territon,-  of  Utah  as  that  those  who  lielieve  polygamy  to  be 
rightful  shall  not  have  the  power  to  make  it  lawful. 

The  admission  of  the  States  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho  to  the  Union  are 
events  full  of  interest  and  congratulation,  not  only  to  the  people  of  those 
States  now  happily  endowed  with  a  full  participation  in  our  privnleges 
and  responsibilities,  but  to  all  our  people.  Another  belt  of  States  stretches 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

The  work  of  the  Patent  Office  has  won  from  all  sources  very  high  com- 
mendation. The  amount  accomplished  has  Ijeen  ver>'  largely  increased, 
and  all  the  results  have  1:)eeii  .such  as  to  secure  confidence  and  considera- 
tion for  the  suggestions  of  the  Commissioner. 

The  enumeration  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  under  the  prou- 
sions  of  the  act  of  March  i,  1S.S9,  has  Ijeen  completed,  and  the  result  will 
be  at  once  officialh-  connnunicated  to  Congress.  The  completion  of  this 
decennial  enumeration  devolves  upon  Congress  the  duty  of  making  a  new 
apportionment  of  Representatives  "among  the  .several  States  according  to 
their  respective  numbers." 

At  the  last  session  I  had  occasion  to  return  with  my  objections  several 
bills  making  provisions  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  expenditures  contemplated  were,  in  my  opinion,  greatly  in 
excess  of  any  public  need.  No  class  of  legislation  is  more  liable  to  abuse 
or  to  degenerate  into  an  unseemly  scramble  about  the  public  Treasurj' 
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D  this.  Tbere  should  be  exercised  in  this  matter  a  wise  economy, 
ed  upon  some  resp>onsible  and  impartial  examination  and  report  as  to 
ifa  case,  under  a  general  bw. 
he  report  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  deserves  especial  attention 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  year  has  been  marked  in  a  ver>'  unusual 
ee  by  agitation  and  organization  among  the  farmers  looking?  to  an 
ease  in  the  profits  of  their  business.  It  will  be  found  that  the  efforts 
the  Department  have  been  intelligently  and  zealously  devoted  to  the 

otion  of  the  interests  intmsted  to  its  care. 
A  very  substantial  improvement  in  the  market  prices  of  the  leading 
ina  products  during  the  year  is  noticed.  The  price  of  wheat  advanced 
tn  81  cents  in  October,  1889,  to  $j. 00-34  in  October,  1890;  corn  from 
1  cents  to  50  '/^  cents;  oats  from  \<^%  cents  to  43  cents,  and  Ijarley  from  63 
Sents  to  78  cents.  Meats  showed  a  substantial  but  not  so  large  an  in- 
crease. The  export  trade  in  live  animals  and  fowls  shows  a  very  large 
increase.  The  total  value  of  such  exports  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1890,  was  $33,000,000,  and  the  increase  over  the  preceding  year  was  over 
115,000,000.  Nearly  200,000  more  cattle  and  over  45,000  more  hogs  were 
exported  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  export  trade  in  beef  aud  pork 
products  and  in  dairy  products  was  ver\^  largely  increased,  the  increase  in 
the  article  of  butter  alone  being  from  15,504,978  jwunds  to  29,748,042 
pounds,  and  the  total  increase  in  the  value  of  meat  and  dairy  prod- 
acts  exported  being  $34,000,000,  This  trade,  so  directly  helpful  to  the 
fanner,  it  is  believed,  will  be  yet  further  and  very  largel>'  iucreasetl  when 
the  system  of  inspection  and  sanitary  supervision  now  provided  by  law  is 
brought  fully  into  operation. 

The  eflforts  of  the  Secretary  to  establish  the  healthfuliie.ss  of  our  meats 
apiast  the  disparaging  imputations  tiiat  have  been  put  upon  them  abroad 
liave  resulted  in  substantial  progress.  Veterinary  .surgeons  sent  out  by 
the  Department  are  now  allowed  to  participate  in  the  inspection  of  the 
live  cattle  from  this  country  landed  at  the  English  docks,  and  during  the 
several  months  they  have  been  on  duty  no  case  of  contagious  pleuro- 
pneumonia has  been  reported.  This  inspection  abroad  and  the  domestic 
inspection  of  live  animals  and  pork  products  provided  for  by  the  act  of 
August  30,  i8go,  will  afford  as  perfect  a  guaranty  for  the  whok-someness 
"four  meats  offered  for  foreign  consumption  as  is  anywhere  given  to  any 
food  product,  and  its  nouacceptance  will  quite  clearly  reveal  the  real 
ffloiive  of  any  continued  restriction  of  their  use,  and  that  having  been 
niJde  clear  the  duty  of  the  Jixecutive  will  be  very  plain. 

The  information  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  progress  and  prospects 
of  the  beet-sugar  industry  is  full  of  interest.  It  has  already  passed  the 
Wperimental  stage  and  is  a  commercial  success.  The  area  over  which 
the  sugar  beet  can  be  successfully  cultivated  is  very  large,  and  another 
field  crop  of  great  V'alue  is  offered  to  the  choice  of  the  farmer. 

&  Secretarv  of  the  Treasury  concurs  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
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Secretary-  of  Aj^culture  that  the  official  siiper\'isioii  proxHded  by  the  tariff 
law  for  sugar  of  domestic  production  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  A^riailture. 

The  law  relating  to  the  civil  service  has,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  been  ex- 
ecuted by  those  having  the  power  of  appointment  in  the  classified  service 
with  fidelity  and  impartiality,  and  the  ser\'ice  has  been  increasingly  satis- 
factory. The  re]xirt  of  the  Commission  shows  a  large  amount  of  good 
work  done  during  the  year  with  very  limited  appropriations. 

I  congrattilate  the  Congress  and  the  country  upon  the  passage  at  the 
first  session  of  tlie  Fifty-first  Congress  of  an  unusual  numl^er  of  laws  of 
very  high  importance.  That  the  results  of  this  legislation  will  he.  the 
quickening  and  enlargement  of  our  manufacturiug  industries,  larger  and 
belter  markets  for  our  breadstufTsand  provisions  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
more  constant  employment  and  tetter  wages  for  our  working  people,  and 
an  increased  supjily  of  a  safe  currency  for  the  transaction  of  business.  I  do 
not  dutibt.  Some  of  the.se  measures  were  enacted  at  so  late  a  period  that 
the  beneficial  effects  upon  commerce  which  were  in  the  contemplation  of 
Congress  have  as  yet  but  partially  manifested  themselves. 

The  general  trade  and  indu.strial  conditions  tliroughout  the  country- 
during  the  year  have  shown  a  marked  improvement.  For  many  years 
prior  to  1888  the  merchandise  balances  of  foreign  trade  had  Ijcen  largely 
in  our  favor,  but  during  that  year  and  the  year  following  they  turned 
again.st  us.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  the  last  fi.scal  year  again 
shows  a  balance  in  our  favor  of  over  $68,000,000.  The  bank  clearings, 
which  furnish  a  good  test  of  the  volume  of  business  transacted,  for  the  first 
ten  months  of  the  year  iSgo  show  as  compared  with  the  same  months  of 
1889  an  increa.se  for  the  whole  couutry  of  about  8.4  per  cent,  while  the 
increase  outside  of  the  city  of  New  York  was  over  13  per  cent.  During 
the  month  of  October  the  clearings  of  the  whole  country  .showed  an 
increa,se  of  3.1  per  cent  over  October,  1889,  while  ont.side  of  New  York 
the  increase  was  11.5  per  cent.  These  figures  show  that  the  increase  in 
the  volume  of  business  was  very  general  throughout  the  country.  That 
this  larger  business  was  being  conducted  upon  a  safe  and  profitable  basis 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  were  300  less  failures  reported  in  Octo- 
l)er,  1890,  tlian  in  the  same  month  of  the  preceding  year,  with  liabilities 
diminished  by  about  $5,000,000, 

The  value  of  our  exports  of  domestic  merchandise  during  the  last  year 
was  over  $115,000,000  greater  than  the  preceding  year,  and  was  only 
exceeded  once  in  our  history.  About  jf  100, 000, 000  of  this  excess  was  in 
agricultural  proilucts.  The  prtxluctiou  of  pig  iron,  always  a  good  gauge 
of  general  prosi^erity,  is  sJiovvn  by  a  recent  census  bulletin  to  have  been 
153  percent  greater  in  1890  than  in  1880,  and  the  production  of  steel  290 
per  cent  greater.  Mining  in  coal  has  had  no  limitation  except  tliat  result- 
ing from  deficient  transportation.  The  general  testimony  is  that  labor  is 
everywhere  fully  employed,  and  the  reports  for  the  last  year  show  a 
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num'ber  of  employees  affected  by  strikes  and  lockouts  than  in  any 
year  since  1884..       The  depression  in  the  prices  of  agricultural  products 
had  been  greatly  relieved  and  a  buoyant  and  hojieful  tone  was  beginning 
to  be  felt  by  all  our  people. 
Tliese  promising  influences  have  been  in  some  degree  checked  by  the 
ng  and  ver>'  unfavorable  monetarj'  events  whicli  have  recently 
;oi  place  in    Kngland.     It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  these  did  not 
grow  in  any  degree  out  of  the  financial  relations  of  Loudon  with  our  peo- 
ple or  out  of  any  discredit  attached  to  our  securities  held  in  that  market. 
Tflie  return  of  our  bonds  and  stocks  was  caused  by  a  money  stringency 
in  England,  not  by  any  loss  of  value  or  credit  in  the  securities  themselves. 
We  could  not.  however,  wholly  escajje  the  ill  effects  of  a  foreign  mone- 
tary agitation  accompanied  by  such  extraordinary'  incidents  as  character- 
ized this.     It  is  not  believed,  however,  that  the.se  evil  incidents,  which 
have  for  the  time  unfavorably  affected  values  in  tliis  country,  can  long 
wlhstand  the  strong,  safe,  and  wholesome  influences  which  are  operating 
to  give  to  our  people  profitable  returns  in  all  branches  of  legitimate  trade 
and  industry.     The  apprehension  that  our  tariff  may  again  and  at  once 
be  subjected  to  important  general  changes  would  undoubtedly  add  a 
depressing  influence  of  the  most  serious  character. 

The  general  tariff  act  has  only  partially  gone  into  operation,  some  of 
its  important  provisions  being  limited  to  take  effect  at  dates  yet  in  the 
future.  The  general  provisions  of  the  law  have  been  in  force  less  than 
sixty  days.  Its  permanent  effects  upon  trade  and  prices  still  largely  stand 
in  conjecture.  It  is  curious  to  note  that  the  advance  in  the  prices  of 
articles  wholly  unaffected  by  the  tariff  act  was  by  many  hastily  ascribed 
to  that  act.  Notice  was  not  taken  of  the  fact  that  tlie  general  tendency 
of  the  markets  was  upward,  from  influences  wholly  apart  from  the  recent 
lariS  legislation.  The  enlargement  of  our  currency  by  the  silver  bill  un- 
doubtedly gave  an  upward  tendency  to  trade  and  had  a  marked  effect  on 
prices;  but  this  natural  and  desired  effect  of  the  silver  legislation  was  by 
many  erroneously  attributed  to  the  tariff  act. 

There  is  neither  wisdom  nor  justice  in  the  suggestion  that  the  subject 
of  tariff  re\'ision  shall  be  again  opened  before  this  law  has  had  a  fair  trial. 
It  is  quite  true  that  every  tariff  schedule  is  subject  to  objections.  No 
bill  was  ever  framed,  I  suppose,  that  in  alt  of  its  rates  and  classifications 
lad  the  full  approval  even  of  a  party  caucus.  Such  legislation  is  always 
Md  necessarily  the  product  of  compromise  as  to  details,  and  the  present 
law  is  no  exception.  But  in  its  general  scoi>e  aud  effect  I  think  it  will 
justify  the  support  of  those  who  believe  that  American  legislation  should 
ooBserve  and  defend  American  trade  and"  the  wages  of  American  worknieu. 
The  misinformation  as  to  the  terms  of  the  act  which  has  been  so  widely 
<litemiiiated  at  home  and  abroad  will  be  corrected  by  experience,  and 
the  evil  auguries  as  to  its  results  confounded  by  the  market  rejwrts,  the 
sivings  banks,  international  trade  balances,  and  the  general  prosperity  of 
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our  people.  Already  we  l>egin  to  hear  from  abroad  and  from  our  custom- 
houses tliat  the  prohibitory  effect  upon  importations  imputed  to  the  act  ia 
not  justified.  The  imports  at  the  port  of  New  York  for  the  first  three 
weeks  of  Novera!»er  were  iiearly  8  per  cent  greater  than  for  the  same 
period  in  1889  and  29  per  cent  greater  than  in  the  same  period  of  1888. 
And  so  far  from  lieing  an  act  to  limit  exports.  I  confidently  believe  that 
under  it  we  .shall  secure  a  larger  and  more  profitable  participation  in  for- 
eigfn  trade  than  we  have  ever  enjoyed,  and  that  we  shall  recover  a  pro- 
portionate participation  in  the  ocean  carrying  trade  of  the  world. 

The  criticisms  of  the  bill  that  have  come  to  us  from  foreign  sources 
may  well  be  rejected  for  repugnancy.  If  these  critics  really  believe  that 
the  adoption  by  ns  of  a  free-trade  policy,  or  of  tariff  rates  having  refer- 
ence solely  to  revenue,  would  diminish  the  participation  of  their  own 
countries  in  the  commerce  of  the  world,  their  advocacy  and  promotion, 
by  speech  and  other  forms  of  organized  effort,  of  this  movement  among 
our  people  is  a  rare  exhibition  of  unselfishness  in  trade.  And,  on  the 
other  hand,  if  they  sincerely  beheve  that  the  adoption  of  a  protective- 
tariff  ]>olicy  by  this  country  inures  to  their  profit  and  our  hurt,  it  is 
noticeably  strange  that  they  should  lead  the  outcry  against  the  authors 
of  a  policy  so  helpful  to  their  countrymen  and  crown  with  their  favor 
those  who  would  snatch  from  them  a  substantial  share  of  a  trade  with 
other  lands  already  inadequate  to  their  necessities. 

There  is  no  disposition  among  any  of  our  people  to  promote  prohibi- 
tory or  retaliatory  legislation.  Our  policies  are  adopted  not  to  the  hurt 
of  others,  but  to  secure  for  ourselves  those  advantages  that  fairly  grow 
out  of  our  favored  ixisition  as  a  nation.  Our  form  of  government,  with 
its  incident  of  universal  suffrage,  makes  it  imperative  that  we  shall  save 
our  working  people  from  the  agitations  and  distresses  which  scant  work 
and  wages  that  have  no  margin  for  comfort  always  beget.  But  after  all 
this  is  done  it  will  be  found  that  our  markets  are  open  to  friendly  com- 
mercial exchanges  of  enormous  value  to  the  other  great  powers. 

From  the  lime  of  my  induction  into  office  the  duty  of  using  every 
power  and  influence  given  by  law  to  the  executive  department  for  the 
development  of  larger  markets  for  our  products,  especially  our  fanu  prod- 
ucts, has  been  kept  constantly  in  mind,  and  no  effort  has  been  or  will  be 
spared  to  promote  that  eud.  We  are  under  no  disadvantage  in  any  for- 
eign market,  except  that  we  pay  our  workmen  and  workwomen  better 
wages  than  are  paid  elsewhere — better  abstractl)*,  better  relatively  to  the 
cost  of  the  neces.saries  of  life.  I  do  not  doubt  that  a  very  largely  in- 
creased foreign  trade  is  accessible  to  us  without  bartering  for  it  either 
our  home  market  for  such  protlucts  of  the  farm  and  shop  as  our  o^ii 
people  can  supply  or  the  wages  of  our  working  people. 

In  many  of  the  products  of  wood  and  iron  and  in  meats  and  bread- 
stuffs  we  haAe  advantages  that  only  need  better  facilities  of  intercourse 
and  transportation  to  secure  for  them  large  foreign  markets.     The  red- 
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ity  clause  of  the  tariff  act  wisely  and  effectively  opens  the  way  to 
ire  a  large  reciprocal  trade  in  exchange  for  the  free  admission  to  our 
of  certain  products.  The  right  of  independent  nations  to  make 
al  reciprocal  trade  concessions  is  well  cstablishL-il,  and  ilues  not 
Bpair  either  the  comity  due  to  other  powers  or  what  is  known  as  the 
f favored- natioii  clause,"  so  generally  fotmd  iu  commercial  treaties. 
SFlial  is  given  to  one  for  an  adequate  agreed  consideration  can  not  be 
daimed  by  another  freely.  The  state  of  the  revenues  was  such  that  we 
oonld  dispense  with  any  import  duties  upon  coffee,  tea,  hides,  and  the 
tower  grades  of  sugar  and  molasses.  That  the  large  advantage  resulting 
to  the  countries  producing  and  exporting  these  articles  hy  placing  them 
on  the  free  li.st  entitled  us  to  expect  a  fair  return  in  the  way  of  customs 
concessions  upon  articles  exported  by  us  to  them  was  so  ob\'ious  that  to 
have  gratuitously  aljandoned  this  opportunity  to  enlarge  our  trade  would 
have  been  an  unpardonable  error. 

There  were  but  two  methods  of  maintaining  control  of  this  question 
open  to  Congress — to  place  all  of  these  articles  njwn  the  dutiable  list,  sub- 
ject to  such  treaty  agreements  as  could  be  secured,  or  to  place  them  all 
presenrly  upon  the  free  list,  but  subject  to  the  reimposition  of  specified 
duties  if  the  countries  from  which  we  received  them  should  refuse  to  give 
tons  suitable  reciprocal  lienefits.     This  latter  method,  I  think,  possesses 
great  advantages.     It  expresses  in  advance  the  consent  of  Congress  to 
reciprocity  arrangements  affecting  these  products,  which  must  otherwise 
have  been  delayed  and  unascertained  until  each  treaty  was  ratified  by  the 
Senate  and  the  necessary  legislation  enacted  by  Congress.     Experience 
has  shown  that  some  treaties  kwking  to  reciprocal  trade  have  failed  to 
secure  a  two-thirds  vote  in  the  Senate  for  ratification,  and  others  having 
passed  that  stage  have  for  years  awaited  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
Mid  Senate  in  such  modifications  of  our  revenue  laws  as  were  necessary 
to  give  effect  to  their  provisions.     We  now  have  the  concurrence  of  both 
Houses  in  ad\-ance  in  a  distinct  and  definite  offer  of  free  entry  to  our  ports 
of  specific  articles.     The  Executive  is  not  required  to  deal  in  conjecture  as 
to  what  Congress  will  accept.     Indeed,  this  reciprocity  pro\isiou  is  more 
than  an  offer.     Our  part  of  the  bargain  is  complete;  deli\'ery  has  been 
nude;  and  when  the  countries  from  which  we  receive  sugar,  coffee,  tea, 
Md  hides  have  placed  on  their  free  li.sts  .such  of  our  products  as  shall  be 
agreed  upon  as  an  equivalent  for  our  concession,  a  proclamation  of  that 
fact  completes  the  transaction;  and  in  the  meantime  our  own  people  have 
free  sugar,  tea,  coffee,  and  hides. 

The  indications  thus  far  given  are  very  hopeful  of  early  and  favorable 
»ction  by  the  countries  from  which  we  receive  our  large  imports  of  coffee 
'nd  sug^.  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  if  steam  communication 
*ith  these  countries  can  be  promptly  improved  and  enlarged  the  next 
year  will  show  a  most  gratifying  increase  in  our  exports  of  breadstuffs 
«Dd  pro\'isious,  as  well  as  of  some  important  hues  of  manufactured  goods. 
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lu  addition  to  the  important  bills  that  became  laws  before  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  last  session,  some  other  bills  of  the  highest  importance  were 
well  advanced  toward  a  final  vote  and  now  stand  upon  the  calendars  of 
the  two  Houses  in  favored  positions.  The  present  session  has  a  fixed 
limit,  and  if  these  measures  are  not  now  brought  to  a  final  vole  all  the 
work  that  has  been  done  upon  them  by  this  Congress  is  lost.  The 
proper  consideration  of  these,  of  an  apportionment  bill,  and  of  the  annual 
appropriation  bills  will  require  not  only  that  no  working  day  of  the  ses- 
sion shall  be  lost,  but  that  measures  of  minor  and  local  interest  shaU  not 
be  allowed  to  interrupt  or  retard  the  progress  of  those  that  are  of  univer- 
sal interest.  In  view  of  these  conditions,  I  refrain  from  bringing  before 
you  at  this  time  some  suggestions  that  would  otherwise  be  made,  and 
most  earnestly  invoke  your  attention  to  the  duty  of  perfecting  the  impor- 
tant legislation  now  well  advanced.  To  some  of  these  mea.sures,  which 
seem  to  me  most  imp<jrtant,  I  now  briefly  call  your  attention. 

I  desire  to  repeat  with  added  urgency  the  reconiraeiidations  contained 
in  my  last  annual  message  in  relation  to  the  development  of  American 
steamship  lines.*  The  reciprocity  clause  of  the  tariff  bill  will  be  largely 
limited  and  its  benefits  retarded  and  diminished  if  provision  is  nut  con- 
temporaneously made  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  first-class  steam 
connnunication  between  our  ports  and  the  ports  of  such  nations  as  may 
meet  our  overtures  for  enlarged  commercial  exchanges.  The  steamship, 
carrying  the  mails  statedly  and  frequently  and  offering  to  passengers  a 
comfortable,  safe,  and  speedy  transit,  is  the  first  condition  of  foreign 
trade.  It  carries  the  order  or  the  buyer,  but  not  all  that  is  ordered  or 
bought.  It  gives  to  the  sailing  vessels  such  cargoes  as  are  not  urgent 
or  perishable,  and,  indirectly  at  least,  promotes  that  important  adjunct  of 
commerce.  There  is  now  both  in  this  countr>'  and  in  the  nations  of 
Central  and  South  America  a  state  of  expectation  and  confidence  a.s  to 
increased  trade  that  will  give  a  double  value  to  your  prompt  action  upon 
this  question. 

The  present  situation  uf  our  mail  communication  with  Australia  illus- 
trates the  importance  of  early  action  by  Congress.  The  Oceanic  Steam- 
ship Company  maintains  a  line  of  steamers  between  San  Francisco, 
Sydney,  and  Auckland  consisting  of  three  vessels,  two  of  whidi  are  of 
United  States  registry  and  one  of  foreign  registry.     For  the  service  done 

■  by  this  line  in  carrying  the  mails  we  pay  annually  the  sum  of  $46,000, 
K  lieing,  as  estimated,  the  full  .sea  and  United  States  inland  postage,  which 

■  is  the  limit  fixed  by  law.  The  colonies  of  New  South  Wales  and  New 
I  Zealand  have  been  paying  annually  to  these  lines  ^37,000  for  carrying  the 
I  mails  from  Sydney  and  Auckland  to  San  Francisco.  The  contract  under 
^^^  which  this  payment  has  Ijeen  made  is  now  about  to  expire,  and  those  col- 
^^H  onies  have  refused  to  renew  the  contract  unless  the  United  States  shall 
^^H  pay  a  more  equitable  proportion  of  the  whole  sum  necessary  to  maintain 
^^B   the  service.

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I: I  am  advised  by  the  Postmaster-General  that  the  United  States  receives 
|r  carrj'iug  the  Australian  mails,  brought  to  San  Francisco  in  these 
(tamers,  by  rail  to  Vancouver,  an  estimated  annual  income  of  $75,000, 
irhile,  as  I  liave  stated,  we  are  paying  out  for  the  supixirt  of  the  steani- 
Bip  line  that  brings  this  mail  to  us  only  $46,000,  leaving  an  ainmal  sur- 
pus  resulting  from  this  service  of  $29,000.  The  trade  of  tlie  United 
States  with  Austraha,  which  is  in  3  considerable  part  carried  by  these 
Steamers,  and  the  whole  of  which  is  practically  dependent  upon  the  mail 
Communication  which  they  maintain,  is  largely  in  our  favor.  Our  total 
exports  of  merchandise  to  Australasian  ports  during  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1890,  were  $1 1,266,484,  while  the  total  imports  of  uierchan- 
Idise  from  these  ports  were  only  $4,277,676.  If  we  are  not  willing  to  see 
this  important  steamship  line  withdrawn,  or  continued  w-ith  Vancouver 
substituted  for  San  Francisco  as  the  American  terminal,  Congress  should 
put  it  in  the  power  of  the  Postmaster-General  to  make  a  lilieral  increase 
ittthe amount  now  paid  for  the  transportation  of  this  iniiHjrtant  mail. 

The  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports  occupy  a  very  favored  {wsition 
toward  the  new  and  imjxtrtant  commerce  which  the  reciprtjcity  clause  of 
ihc  tariff  act  and  the  postal  shipping  bill  are  designed  to  jvromote.  Steam- 
ship lines  from  these  ports  to  .some  northern  jKirt  of  South  America  will 
almost  certainly  effect  a  connection  between  the  raihoad  sy.stems  of  the 
continents  long  before  any  continuous  line  of  railroads  can  be  put  into 
(iperation.  The  ver>'  large  appropriation  made  at  the  last  session  for  the 
harbor  of  Galveston  was  justified,  as  it  .seemed  to  me,  by  these  considera- 
lions.  The  great  Northwest  will  feel  the  a<lvantage  of  trunk  lines  to  the 
South  as  well  as  to  the  East  and  of  the  new  markets  opened  for  their  .sur- 
plus food  products  and  for  many  of  their  manufactured  products. 

I  had  occasion  in  May  last  to  transmit  to  Congress  a  report  adopted  by 
the  Inteniational  American  Conference  ui>on  the  suliject  of  the  incor- 
piTOtion  of  au  international  American  bank,  with  a  view  to  facihtating 
liMne>'  exchanges  between  the  States  represented  in  that  conference.* 
Sue!)  au  institution  would  greatly  promote  the  trade  we  are  seeking  to 
op.  I  renew  the  recommendation  that  a  careful  and  well-guarded 
be  granted.  I  do  not  think  the  powers  granted  should  include 
ordinarily  exercised  by  trust,  guaranty,  and  .safe-deix)sit  companies, 
w  tliat  more  branches  in  the  United  States  should  Ije  authorized  than  are 
strictly  necessary  to  accomplish  the  object  primarily  in  view,  iiamely,  con- 
venient foreign  exchanges.  It  is  quite  important  that  prompt  action 
should  be  taken  in  this  matter,  in  order  that  any  appropriations  for  better 
commtmication  with  these  countries  and  any  agreements  that  may  be 
for  reciprocal  trade  may  not  be  hindered  by  the  incon%-enience 
king  exchanges  through  European  money  centers  or  bnrdenefl  by 
tte  tribute  which  is  an  incident  of  that  method  of  business. 
The  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  Supreme  Court  has  after  many  years  of

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discussion  reached  a  position  where  final  action  is  easily  attainable,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  any  differences  of  opiniou  may  be  so  harmonized  as  to 
save  the  essential  features  of  this  very  important  measure.  In  this  con- 
nection I  earnestly  ri.-ne\v  \\\y  recoiuniendation  that  the  salaries  of  the 
judges  of  the  United  States  district  courts  be  so  readjusted  that  none  of 
them  shall  receive  lefvs  than  $5,000  per  annum. 

The  sul)ject  of  the  unadjusted  Spanish  and  Mexican  land  grants  and 
the  urgent  necessity  for  providing  some  commission  or  tribunal  for  the 
trial  of  questions  of  title  growing  out  of  them  were  twice  brought  by  me 
to  the  attention  of  Congrtr.'is  at  tlie  last  ses.sion.  Bills  have  been  reported 
from  the  proper  couTmittecs  in  both  Houses  upon  the  subject,  and  I  very 
earnestly  hope  that  this  Congress  will  put  an  end  to  the  delay  which  has 
attended  the  .settlement  af  the  disputes  as  to  the  title  Ixrtween  the  set- 
tlers and  the  claimants  xinder  these  grants.  These  di.sputes  retard  the 
prosperity  and  <l!stiirb  the  peace  of  large  and  imjx)rtant  communities. 
The  governor  of  New  Mexico  in  his  last  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  suggests  some  modifications  of  the  provisions  of  the  pending 
bills  relating  to  the  small  holdings  of  fann  lands.  I  commend  to  your 
attention  the  suggestions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  upon  this 
subject. 

The  enactment  of  a  national  bankrupt  law  I  still  regard  as  very  desir- 
able. The  Constitutiou  having  given  to  Congress  jurisdiction  of  tliis 
subject,  it  should  l>e  exercised  and  uniform  rules  pro\'ided  for  the  admio- 
istration  of  the  affairs  of  insolvent  debtors.  The  inconveniences  result- 
ing from  the  occasional  and  temporary  exercise  of  this  power  by  Con- 
gress and  from  the  conflicting  State  corles  of  insolvency  which  come  into 
force  intennediately  should  l>e  renjoved  by  the  etiactnient  of  a  simple, 
inexpensive,  and  jiermanent  national  bankrupt  law. 

I  also  renew  my  recommendation  in  favor  of  legislation  affording  just 
copyright  protection  to  foreign  authors  on  a  footing  of  reciprocal  advan- 
tage for  our  authors  abroad. 

It  may  still  lie  possible  for  this  Congress  to  inaugiirate  by  suitable 
legislation  a  movement  looking  to  uniformity  and  increased  safety  in  the 
use  of  couplers  and  brakes  upon  freight  trains  engaged  in  interstate 
coumierce.  The  chief  difficulty  in  the  way  is  to  secure  agreement  as  to 
the  best  appliances,  simplicity,  effectiveness,  and  cost  being  considered, 
This  difficulty  will  only  yield  to  legislation,  which  should  be  based  upon 
full  inquiry  and  impartial  tests.  The  purpose  should  be  to  secure  the 
cooperation  of  all  well-disposed  managers  and  owners;  but  the  fearful 
fact  that  every  year's  delay  involves  the  sacrifice  of  2,000  lives  and  the 
maiming  of  20,000  yovuig  men  should  plead  both  with  Congress  and 
the  managers  against  any  needless  delay. 

The  subject  of  the  conservation  and  equal  distribution  of  the  water 

suoply  of  the  arid  regions  has  had  much  attention  from  Congress,  but 

ot  as  yet  been  put  upon  a  permanent  and  satisfactorj-  basis.    The 
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of  the  subject  does  not  grow  out  of  any  large  present  demand 
rihe  use  of  these  lands  for  agriculture,  but  out  of  the  danger  tliat  the 
and  the  sites  for  the  necessar>'  catch  Imsins  may  fall  into 
individuals  or  private  corporations  and  be  used  to  render 
[laiiKa^icnt  the  large  areas  dependent  upoji  such  supply.  The  ow^ner  of 
iVraler  is  the  owner  of  the  lands,  however  Uie  titles  may  run.  All 
wopriated  natural  water  sources  and  all  necessar\-  rescr\'oir  sites 
'*bivuW  be  held  by  the  Government  for  the  ctjual  nse  at  fair  rates  of  the 
id  settlers  who  wiU  eventually  take  tip  these  lands.  The  United 
icmld  not,  in  my  opinion,  undertake-  the  constniction  of  dams  or 
aunls,  but  should  limit  it.s  work  to  such  surveys  and  observations  as 
will  determine  the  water  supply,  lx)th  surface  and  subterranean,  the 
treas  capable  of  irrigation,  and  the  location  and  storage  capacity  of  reser- 
voirs. This  done,  the  use  of  the  water  and  of  the  reser\^oir  sites  might 
be  granted  to  the  respective  States  or  Territories  or  to  individuals  or 
asKudations  upon  the  condition  that  the  nece.ssary  works  should  Ix;  con- 
structed and  the  water  funiished  at  fair  rates  without  discrimination, 
the  rates  to  be  subject  to  supervision  by  the  legislatures  or  by  boards  of 
water  commissioners  duly  constituted.  The  essential  thing  to  be  secured 
i»  llie  common  and  equal  use  at  fair  rates  of  the  accumulated  water  sup- 
pljr.  It  were  almost  better  that  these  lands  should  remain  arid  than 
that  those  who  occupy  thera  should  become  the  slaves  of  unrestrained 
mooopolics  controlling  the  one  essential  element  of  laud  values  and  crop 
nsittlts. 

The  use  of  the  telegraph  by  the  Post-OflBce  Department  as  a  means 
far  the  rapid  transmission  of  written  commimications  is,  I  believe,  upon 
proper  tcnns,  quite  desirable.  The  Government  does  not  own  or  o|)erate 
the  ratltxtads,  and  it  should  not,  I  think,  own  or  operate  the  telegraph 
linen  It  does,  however,  seem  to  be  quite  practicable  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  contract  with  the  telegrap>h  companies,  as  it  does  with  railroad 
OQCUpsmic»,  to  carr>'  at  specified  rates  such  communications  as  the  seuders 
'  ite  for  this  method  of  transmis-sion.  I  recommend  that  such 
i<c  enacted  a.s  will  enable  the  Post-Office  DepartnietU  fairly 
l«>  lest  by  experiment  the  advantages  of  such  a  use  of  the  telegraph.

•ot  tkrabt  that  with  absolute  unanimity  they  would  begin  with  ' '  free  and 
elections."     And  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  generally  there  is 
ig  and  nonpartisan  demand  for  Ijetter  election  laws;  but  against 
taj^n  of  hope  and  progress  must  be  set  the  depressing  and  undeniable 
ii     *         'M  laws  and  methods  are  sometimes  cunningly  contrived 
ity  control,  while  violence  completes  the  shortcotnings  of 


:e  I  suiigested  that  the  development  of  the 
■  leral  super\'ii>ion  of  Congressional  elections 
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offered  an  effective  method  of  refonning  these  abuses.*    The  need  of  such 
a  law  has  manifested  itself  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  and  its  whole- 
some restraints  and  penalties  will  be  useful  in  all.     The  constitutionahty 
of  such  legislation  has  been  aflBnned  by  the  Supreme  Court.      Its  proba- 
ble effectiveness  is  evidenced  by  the  character  of  the  opposition  that  is 
made  to  it.     It  has  lieen  denounced  as  if  it  were  a  new  exercise  of  Fed- 
eral power  and  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  States.     Nothing  could  be 
further  from  the  truth.      Congress  has  already  fixed  the  time  for  the 
election  of  memljers  of  Congress.     It  has  declared  that  votes  for  members 
of  Congress  must  be  by  written  or  printed  ballot;  it  has  provided  for  the 
appointment  by  the  circuit  courts  in  certain  cases,  and  upon  the  petition 
of  a  certain  number  of  citizens,  of  election  super\-isors,  and  made  it  their 
duty  to  siiper\Mse  the  registration  of  voters  conducted  by  the  State  offi- 
cers; to  challenge  persons  offering  to  register;  to  personally  inspect  and 
scrutinize  the  registry  lists,  and  to  afiBx  their  names  to  the  lists  for  the 
purpose  of  identification  and  the  prevention  of  frauds;  to  attend  at  elec- 
tions and  remain  with  the  boxes  till  they  are  all  cast  and  counted;  to 
attach  to  the  registry  lists  and  election  returns  any  statement  touching 
the  accuracy  and  fairness  of  the  registry  and  election,  and  to  take  and 
transmit  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  any  evidence  of 
fraudulent  practices  which  may  be  presented  to  them.     The  .same  law 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  deputy  United  States  marshals  to  attend 
at  the  polls,  support  the  supervisors  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
to  arrest  persons  \iolating  the  election  laws.     The  provisions  of  this 
familiar  title  of  the  ReN-ised  Statutes  have  been  put  into  exercise  by  both 
the  great  ptilitical  parties,  and  in  the  North  as  well  as  in  the  South,  by 
the  filing  with  the  court  of  the  petitions  required  by  the  law. 

It  is  not,  therefore,  a  question  whether  we  shall  have  a  Federal  election 
law,  for  we  now  have  one  and  have  had  for  nearly  twenty  years,  but 
whether  we  shall  have  an  effective  law.  The  present  law  stops  just 
short  of  effectiveness,  for  it  surrenders  to  the  local  authorities  all  control 
over  the  certification  which  establishes  the /r/wa /ar/V  right  to  a  seat  in 
the  House  of  Representatives.  This  defect  should  be  cured.  Equality 
of  representation  and  the  parity  of  the  electors  must  be  maintained  or 
ever\thing  that  is  valuable  in  our  system  of  government  is  lost.  The 
qualifications  of  an  elector  must  be  sought  in  the  law,  not  in  the  opinions, 
prejudices,  or  fears  of  any  class,  however  powerful.  The  path  of  the 
elector  to  the  ballot  box  must  be  free  from  the  ambush  of  fear  and  the 
enticements  of  fraud;  the  count  ,so  true  and  open  that  none  shall  gain- 
say it.  Stich  a  law  should  be  absolutely  nonpartisan  and  impartial.  It 
should  give  the  advantage  to  honesty  and  the  control  to  majorities. 
Surely  there  is  nothing  sectional  about  this  creed,  and  if  it  shall  happen 
that  the  penalties  of  laws  intended  to  enforce  the-se  rights  fall  here  and 
not  there  it  is  not  because  the  law  is  sectional,  but  because,  happil.v. 


rime  is  local  and  not  universal.  Nor  should  it  be  forgotten  that  ex'ery 
aw,  whether  relating  to  elections  or  to  any  other  subject,  whether  en- 
(Cled  by  the  State  or  by  the  nation,  lias  force  behind  it:  tlie  courts,  the 
nar&hal  or  constable,  the  f>ossc  loniitatus,  the  prison,  are  all  and  always 
lehind  the  law. 

One  can  not  be  ja^tly  charged  with  unfriendliness  to  any  section  or 
:lass  who  seeks  only  to  restrain  violations  of  law  and  of  persf)nal  riglit. 
So  community  will  find  lawlessness  profitable.  No  community  can 
ifford  to  have  it  known  that  the  officers  who  are  charged  with  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  peace  and  the  restraint  of  the  criininal  classes  are 
themselves  the  product  of  fraud  or  violence.  The  magistrate  is  then 
without  respect  and  the  law  without  .sanction.  The  floods  of  lawless- 
ness can  not  be  leveed  and  made  to  nni  in  one  chaTinel.  Tlie  killing 
of  a  United  Slates  marshal  carrying  a  writ  of  arrest  for  an  election 
offense  is  full  of  prtmipting  and  suggestion  to  men  who  are  pursued  by  a 
dty  mar-slial  for  a  crime  against  life  or  pr(»perty. 

But  it  is  said  that  this  legislation  will  revive  race  animosities,  and  some 
haw  e\-en  suggested  that  when  the  peaceful  methrKls  of  fraud  are  made  im- 
ble  they  may  be  supplanted  by  intimidation  and  violence.  If  the  pro- 
posed law  gives  to  any  qualified  elector  by  a  hair's  weight  more  than  his 
equal  influence  or  detracts  by  so  much  from  any  other  qualified  elc-ctor, 
it  is  fatally  imjx-ached.  But  if  the  law  is  equal  and  the  animosities  it  is 
In  evoke  grow  out  of  the  fact  that  some  electors  have  lx.-etj  accustomed 
to  exercise  the  franchise  for  others  as  well  as  for  themselves,  then  these 
animosities  ought  not  to  be  confes.sed  without  shame,  and  can  not  be  gi\  en 
iny  weight  in  the  discu.ssion  without  dishonor.  No  choice  is  left  to  me 
bnt  to  enforce  with  vigor  all  laws  intended  to  secure  to  the  citizen  his 
constitutional  rights  and  to  recommend  that  the  inadequacies  of  such  laws 
be  promptly  remedied.  If  to  promote  with  zeal  and  ready  interest  every 
project  for  the  development  of  its  material  interests,  its  rivers,  harlx)rs, 
Biines,  and  factories,  and  the  intelligence,  i)eace,  and  security  under  the 
law  of  its  coijimunities  and  its  homes  is  not  accepted  as  snlTicient  evi- 
drnce  of  friendliness  to  any  State  or  section,  I  can  not  add  conni\  ance  at 
tlection  practices  that  not  only  disturb  Iix:al  results,  but  rob  the  electors 
of  other  States  and  sections  of  their  most  priceless  political  rights. 

The  preparation  of  the  general  appropriation  bills  should  be  conducted 
with  the  greatest  care  and  the  closest  scrutiny  of  expenditures.  Appro- 
liriatitms  should  be  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  public  service,  but  they 
should  lie  absolutely  free  from  prodigality. 

I  venture  again  to  remind  you  that  the  l)rief  time  remaining  for  the 
consideration  of  the  imix)rtant  legislation  now  awaiting  your  attenlimi 
ffiers  no  margin  for  waste.      If  the  present  duty  is  discharged  with  dili- 
,  fidelity,  and  courage,  the  work  of  the  Fifty -first  Congress  may  be 
dcntly  submitted  to  the  considerate  judgment  of  the  jwople.

3WS  us  are  observed,  possibly  one-half  of  the  brief  time  allowed  is 
goBt  before,  with  due  regard  to  the  decencies  of  life,  the  President  and 
with  whom  he  should  advise  can  take  up  the  consideration  of  the 

»ve  duty  of  selecting  a  head  for  one  of  the  greatest  Departments  of

Hasly  acliou  by  the  Senate  is  also  necessarily  involved,  and  geograph- 
limitations  are  practically  imposed  by  the  necessity  of  .selecting  some 
one  who  can  reach  the  capital  and  take  the  necessary  oath  of  office  before 
the  expiration  of  the  ten  days.

act  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  to  continue  in  the  discharge  of  such

His  service  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War  was  conspicuously  brilliant  and  successful,  and  his 
death  ends  a  very  high  and  honorable  career.  His  countrymen  will  sin- 
cerely mouni  his  loss  wliile  they  cherish  with  grateful  pride  the  menjprj' 
of  his  deeds.  To  officers  of  the  Navy  his  life  will  continue  to  yield 
inspiration  and  encouragement.

The  death  of  William  Tecumseh  Shennan,  which  tiwk  place  te-day  at 
his  residence  \\\  the  city  of  New  York,  at  i  o'clock  and  50  minutes  p.  ni., 
is  an  event  that  will  bring  sorrow  to  the  heart  of  every  ]ratrit>tic  citizen. 
No  living  American  was  so  loved  and  venerated  as  he.  To  IlkjU  upon  his 
iace.  to  hear  his  name,  was  to  have  one's  love  of  countn.'  iiiteiisifie<l.  He 
J  serred  his  countn.'.  not  for  fame,  not  out  of  a  sense  of  professional  duty, 
but  for  love  of  the  flap  and  of  the  beneficent  civil  itislilutious  of  which 
ilwus  the  emblem.

I  return  to  the  Senate,  iu  wliich  it  originated,  with  my  objections,  the 
bill  (  Xo.  544)  "to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  0! 
a  public  building  thereon  at  Bar  Harlx)r,  iu  the  State  of  Maine."  The 
statement  of  a  few  facts  will  show,  I  think,  that  the  public  needs  do  not 
justify  the  contemplated  expenditure  of  $75,000  for  the  erection  of  a 
public  l)uilding  at  Bar  Harbor.  Only  one  public  office,  the  post-office, is 
to  be  accommodated.  It  appears  from  a  report  of  the  Postmaster-General 
that  the  rent  paid  by  the  United  States  for  a  room  containing  S75  square 
feet  of  floor  space  was  iu  18S8  S3(X)  and  tlie  expenditure  for  fuel  and 
light.s  $60.  One  clerk  was  employed  in  the  office  and  no  carriers.  The 
gross  pastal  receipts  for  that  year  were  $7,000.  Bar  Harbor  is  almost 
vvholl>-  a  sununer  resort.  The  jiopulation  of  the  town  of  EJen,  of  which 
Bar  Harlwr  forms  a  part,  as  taken  by  the  census  enumerators,  was  less 
than  2,000.  During  one  quarter  of  the  year  this  population  is  largelyin- 
creased  by  summer  residents  and  visitors,  but  for  the  other  three  quarters 
is  tjot  much  above  the  census  enumeration.  The  postal  receipts  for  1890 
by  quarters  show  that  for  tnore  than  half  the  year  the  gross  receipts  of 
the  post-office  are  about  $8  per  day.  The  .salary  of  a  janitor  for  the  new 
building  would  Ijc  more  than  twice  the  present  cost  to  the  Government 
of  rent,  fuel,  and  liglits.  I  can  not  Ixdieve  that  uiwn  reconsideration  the 
Congress  will  approve  the  contemplated  expi;n(iiture.

I  return  herewith  witliout  my  approval  the  bill  ( H.  R.  12365)  eulitleri 
"An  act  to  authorize  Oklahoma  City,  in  Oklalioma  Territor>',  to  issue 
bonds  to  provide  a  right  of  way  for  the  Choctaw  Coal  and  Railway  Com- 
pany through  said  city."  This  bill  authorizes  the  corporation  of  Okla- 
'^oraa  City  to  issue  corporate  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $40,000  for  the 

rpose  <if  providing  the  right  of  way  for  a  railroad  company  through 
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k  city,  if  the  proposition  shall  receive  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  tlie 
Igal  voters  at  aw  election  to  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  attempted  to  distinguish  this  case  from  the  ordinary  case  of  a 
Municipal  grant  to  a  railway  company  by  the  fact  that  this  railway  com- 
^y  had  located  its  line  through  the  lands  afterwards  settled  up>on  under 
Ihc  town-site  law  before  such  settlement,  and  that  the  route  thus  located 
Hits  the  plat  of  the  city  diagonally  and  in  a  way  to  be  \-ery  injurious  to 
property  interests. 

,    Upon  an  examination  of  the  facts  it  appears  to  nie  tt)  be  clear  that  no 

.legal  location  was  made  by  the  railway  company  pricjr  to  the  acquisition  of 

the  lands  by  the  occupying  settlers.    Some  preliminarj'  surveys  had  lieen 

made,  but  no  map  of  location  had  been  filed  with  the  Secretarj-  of  llie 

Interior.     If  the  rights  of  this  company  at  this  point  of  its  road  as  to 

right  of  way  are  derived  from  the  general  statute  of  the  United  States 

)  upon  that  subject  (U.  S.  Revisefl  Statutes,  Supplement,  p.  87  ),  then  sec- 

''  tion  4  distinctly  saves  the  right  of  any  settler  who  had  located  prior  to 

Ithe  filing  of  a  profile  of  the  road  and  the  appro\al  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  thereof.  And  if,  on  the  other  hand,  the  rights  of  the  company 
at  the  point  indicated  are  derived  from  the  act  of  Congress  of  February 
tS,  1888,  "to  authorize  the  Choctaw  Coal  and  Railway  Company  to  con- 
stnict  and  operate  a  railway  through  the  Indian  Territon,-,  and  for  other 
ptirposes,"  section  6  of  that  act  also  plainly  protects  the  right  of  any 
occijpying  claimant.  The  latter  statute,  it  seems  to  nie,  was  intended  to 
grant  a  right  of  way  only  through  Intlian  lands,  and  if  tliese  lands  were 
not  such  the  general  statute  to  which  1  have  referred  would  apply;  but 
in  either  event  the  conclusion  is  the  same. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  committee  that  its  favorable  action, 
ami,  I  must  assume,  the  favorable  action  of  Congress,  proceeded  ufx.>u  the 
theor)-  that  there  was  a  real  controversy,  doubtful  as  to  its  issue,  as  to 
the  right  of  the  railroad  company  to  hold  the  line  of  its  survey  through 
thecitj-. 

Stripped,  then,  of  this  claim  the  proposition  is  nakedly  one  to  author- 
ise Oklahoma  City  to  donate  §40,000  to  the  Choctaw  Coal  and  Railway 
Company.  The  general  statute  of  the  United  States  prohibits  such 
Its,  and  this  must  stand  until  rejx-aled  as  a  continuing  expression  of 
tive  opinion.  If  a  departure  from  this  rule  is  to  be  allowed  at  all. 
ttttainly  it  should  only  be  where  the  circumstances  are  exceptional. 
Such  circuni-Stances,  in  my  opinion,  do  not  exist  in  this  case.  Already  I 
'M\'e  received  from  other  cities  in  the  Territory  protests  against  sjjecial 
filiation  of  this  sort,  accompanied  by  the  .suggestion  that  if  this  policy 
•5  admitted  other  cities  shall  also  be  allowed  to  encourage  the  biiikhng 
of  roads  by  donation. 

Oklahoma  City,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Census  Office,  has  a 
population  of  alx)ut  4, 100,  and  this  donation  woukl  l>e  equivalent  to  nearly 
$10  per  capita.     Very  little  real  estate,  \vhether  town-site  or  country 
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proix^rty,  in  tliis Territory  is  yet  siilijeet  tu  assessment  for  taxation.  The 
people  have  not  yet  had  time  to  accumulate,  atul  Congress  has  received 
apix^als  for  aid  to  relieve  a  prevailiii.m  distress  whicli  the  Territorial  au 
Ihorilies  have  found  themselves  unable  to  deal  with.  It  does  not  seem  to 
me,  iu  view  of  all  these  facts,  that  the  wholesome  rule  prescrilied  by  the 
general  statute  should  be  departed  from.

I  return  to  the  Senate  without  my  approval  the  bill  (S.  4620)  "to 
establish  the  Record  and  Pension  OflSce  of  the  War  Department,  and  for 
other  purj«>ses." 

This  bill  proposes  to  change  the  designation  of  one  of  the  di\-isions  of 
the  War  Department.  It  is  now  the  "Record  and  Pension  Division," 
and  it  is  proposed  that  it  shall  hereafter  be  the  "Record  and  Pensoa 
Ofl5ce"  of  the  War  Department.  The  scope  of  the  work  assigned  to  this 
divfsiou  or  ofBce  is  not  changed,  but  the  organization  now  existing  mider 
a  classification  made  by  tlie  Secretary  of  War  is  by  the  bill  made  perma- 
nent and  put  beyond  the  control  of  the  Secretary.  The  change  of  desig- 
nation seems  to  have  l>een  intended  to  add  dignity  to  the  position,  aud 
the  effect  of  the  bill  is  probably  to  require  tliat  the  chief  of  this  office  shall 
hereafter  be  appointed  only  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  though  it  is  not  clear  that  any  provision  is  made  for  a  chief  after 
the  particular  person  designated  in  the  bill  has  l>een  separated  from  the 
place  or  in  ca.se  he  is  not  appointed. 

The  real  object  of  the  bill  is  disclosed  in  the  following  clause: 

The  President  is  liereby  .luthorizcil  to  numinate  and,  by  and  with  tlic  oijviceaod 
consent  of  the  Sen.ite,  to  appoint  the  officer  now  in  charge  of  said  Record  and  Pen* 
gion  Di%-ision  to  be  a  colonel  in  the  Army  and  chief  of  said  office. 

It  is  fairly  to  be  implied  from  the  bill  that  iu  the  opinion  of  Congress 
the  public  interests  would  be  promoted  by  making  the  contemplated 
change  in  the  grade  of  this  office  and  by  giving  the  rank  and  pay  of  a 
colonel  in  the  Army  to  the  chief.  A  new  and  rather  anomalous  office  is 
therefore  created — that  of  "colonel  in  the  Anuy  and  chief  of  the  Record 
and  Peu.siun  Office  of  the  War  Department" — but  upon  the  condition 
that  the  Presi<lent  shall  nominate  a  particular  person  to  fill  it.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  competent  for  Congress  to  designate  the  iDerson  who  shall  fill 
an  office  created  by  law,  and  practically  nothing  remains  of  the  bill  under 
consideration  if  tliis  person  is  not  to  be  appointed.  The  office  is  an  im- 
portant one,  connected  with  the  active  civil  administration  of  the  War 
Department.  I  can  not  agree  that  the  selection  of  the  officer  shall  be 
taken  out  of  the  discretion  of  the  E)xecutive,  where  the  responsibility  for 
good  administration  necessarily  rests.  It  is  probably  true  that  the  officei 
Jlteuded  to  be  benefited  is  peculiarly  desennng  and  has  had  reuiar 
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in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office;  but  these  are  coiisid- 

Kicui  for  the  appointing  power,  and  might  safely  have  been  left  there. 

If  this  particular  appointment  was  backe<l  by  reasons  so  obvious  as 

111  secure  the  support  of  Ixjth  Houses  of  Congress,  it  sliould  have  Ijeen 

that  tliese  reasons  could  have  been  made  obvious  to  the  Execu- 

'tiwby  the  ordinary  methods.     In  connection  with  the  Anny  and  Nax'y 

RUied  lists,  legislation  akin  to  this  lias  liecome  quite  frequent,  too  fre- 

MQcnt  in  my  opinion;  but  these  laws  have  been  regarded  as  grants  of 

jprnsioQS  rather  than  of  offices.

I.'ndoiubledly  in  contracts  made  for  army  and  navy  supplies  and  con- 
flractioa  during  the  early  days  of  the  war  there  was  not  infrequently 
Iws  to  the  contractor  by  reason  of  the  advance  in  tiie  cost  of  labor  result- 
ing from  the  withdrawal  of  so  large  a  lx>dy  of  men  for  ser\Mce  in  the  field 
and  the  indirect  result  of  this  uixm  the  cost  of  material;  but  I  can  not 
I  bthe%T  tluit  it  is  the  puqxise  of  Congress  to  reopen  such  contracts  at  this 
laic  day  and  to  pay  to  the  contractors  the  cost  of  the  work  or  material

adopted,  I  do  not  see  how  the  Congress  can  refuse  in  all  cases  of  all  sorts 
of  contracts  to  make  good  the  losses  resulting  from  appreciation  in  the 
cost  of  lalwr  and  material.

1890.  entitled  "Au  act  to  reduce  the  revenue  and  equalize  duties 
jeo  imixHts.  and  for  other  purposes,"  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
I  States  of  America  cominunicaled  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
uf  Bnuil  the  action  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
with  a  view  to  secure  reciprocal  trade,  in  declaring  the  articles  enume- 
rated in  said  section  3,  to  wit,  sugars,  molasses,  coffee,  and  hides,  to  be 
exempt  from  duty  upon  their  importation  into  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica; and 

Whereas  the  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  Bra- 
i  z3  at  Washington  has  communicated  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  fact 
that,  in  due  reciprocity  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  admission  into 
the  I'nhed  States  of  America  free  of  all  duty  of  the  articles  enumerated 
in  sectioa  }^  of  said  act,  the  Government  of  Brazil  has  by  legal  enactment 
ttuthori/.c<l  the  admission,  from  and  after  April  i,  1891,  into  all  the  estab- 
lished ports  of  entry  of  Brazil,  free  of  all  duty,  whether  national,  state,  Or 
monicipal,  of  the  articles  or  merchandise  named  in  the  following  schedule, 
provided  that  the  same  be  the  product  and  manufacture  of  the  United 
Stitcs  of  Americxi:

ervation, in  the  then  Territory  of  Dakota,  now  State  of  North  Dakota, 
embracing  a  majority  of  all  the  male  adult  members  of  said  tribes;  and 

Whereas  by  an  act  of  Congress  approved  .March  3,  1891,  entitled  "An 
act  making  approprialious  for  the  current  and  contingent  expeu.ses  of 
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Indian  Department  and  for  fulfilling  treaty  slipulations  witli  \arioiis 
Indian  tribes  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1892,  and  for  otlier  purposes," 
the  aforesaid  agreement  of  December  14,  iSSfi,  was  accepted,  ratified,  and 
confirmed,  except  as  to  article  6  thereof,  which  was  mollified  and  changed 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

'M  along  the  south  boundarj-  of  .said  park  to  the  southeast  corner  thereof;  thence 
k^Dorth  along  the  eaat  boundary  of  said  park  to  tlic  place  of  beginning.

Whereas  by  a  written  agreement  made  on  the  12th  day  of  June,  1S90, 
the  Sac  and  Fox  Nation  of  Indians,  in  the  Territory  of  Oklahoma,  ceded 
and  conveyed  to  the  United  States  of  America  al!  title  or  interest  of  said 
Indians  in  and  to  the  lands  jiarticularly  described  in  Article  I  of  the  agree- 
ment, except  the  quarter  section  of  land  on  which  the  Sac  and  Fox 
Agency  is  located,  and  pro%'ided  that  the  section  of  land  now  designated 
and  set  apart  near  the  Sac  and  Fox  Agency  for  a  school  and  farm  sliall 
not  be  subject  either  to  allotment  or  to  homestead  entry;  that  every*  citi- 
zen of  said  nation  shall  have  an  allotment  of  land  in  quantity  as  therein 
stated,  to  Ix:  selected  within  the  tract  of  country'  so  ceded,  except  in  sec- 
tions 16  and  36  in  each  Congressional  township,  and  except  the  agency 
quarter  section  and  section  set  apart  for  school  and  farm,  as  above  men- 
tioned, or  other  lands  selected  in  lieu  thereof;  that  when  the  allotments 
to  the  citizens  of  the  Sac  and  Fox  Nation  are  made  the  Secretar>'  of  the 
Interior  shall  cause  trust  patents  to  issue  therefor  in  the  name  of  the  allot- 
tees, and  that  as  sooji  as  such  allotments  are  so  made  and  approvetl  by 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  the  patents  provided  for  are  issued, 
then  the  residue  of  said  tract  of  countrj-  shall,  as  far  as  said  Sac  and  Fox 
Nation  is  concerned,  liecome  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  and,  undei 
such  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed  by  law,  be  subject  to  white  settle- 
ment; and 

Whereas  by  a  certain  other  agreement  with  the  Iowa  tribe  of  Indians 
residing  on  the  Iowa  Reser>'ation ,  in  said  Territon.-,  made  on  the  20th 
day  of  May,  1890,  said  tribe  surrendered  and  relinquished  to  the  United 
States  all  their  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  lands  of  said  Indians  iu 
said  Territory-,  and  particularly  described  in  Article  I  of  said  agreemeiil, 
and  pro\nded  that  each  and  every  member  of  said  tribe  shall  have  an 
allotment  of  80  acres  of  land  upon  said  reser\ation ,  and  upon  the app^o^'il 
of  such  allotments  by  the  Secretan.-  of  the  Interior  that  trust  patenW 
shall  be  issued  therefor,  and  that  there  shall  be  excepted  from  the  opera- 
tion of  said  agreement  a  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  10  acres,  in  a  square 
form,  including  the  church  and  schoolhouse  and  graveyard  at  or  near  the 
lov,-^  \-illage,  which  shall  belong  to  said  Iowa  tribe  of  Indians  in  common, 


subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  in  saiti  agreement  expressed; 
that  the  chief  of  the  lowas  may  select  an  additional  lo  acres,  in  a  square 
fiirm,  for  the  use  of  said  tribe  in  said  reser\'atiou,  conforming  in  bounda- 
ries to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  laud  therein,  which  shall  be  held  by  said 
tribe  in  common,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  hmitations  as  expressed 
in  relation  thereto;  and 

Wliereas  it  is  provided  in  the  act  of  Congjress  approved  February  13, 
1891  (26  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  pp.  75S,  759),  section  7,  accepting,  rati- 
fnng,  and  confirming  said  agreements  with  the  Sac  and  Fox  Nation  of 
Indians  and  the  Iowa  trilje  of  Indians — 

That  whenever  any  of  the  lasids  acquired  by  the  agreements  in  this  act  ratified  and 
confirmed  shall  by  operation  of  law  or  proclamation  of  tlie  President  of  the  United 
Suits  he  open  to  settlement  they  shall  be  disposed  of  to  actual  settlers  only,  under 
Uw  provisions  of  the  homestead  laws,  except  section  2301,  which  shall  not  apply; 
ProTidfd.  however.  That  each  settler  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisiojis 
oCsaid  homestead  laws  shall  Iwfore  receiving  a  patent  for  his  homestead  pay  lo  tlie 
United  States  for  the  lan<l  so  taken  by  him,  in  addition  to  the  fees  provided  by  law, 
Ihc&uin  of  Jil.25  for  each  acre  thereof;  and  such  person,  having  complied  with  all  the 
law  relating  to  sucli  homestead  settlement,  may  at  his  option  receive  a  patent  there- 
for it  the  expiration  of  twelve  montlis  from  date  of  settlement  upon  said  homestead; 
tod  any  person  otherwise  qualified  who  has  attempted  to  but  for  any  cause  failed  to 
Iccnre  a  title  in  fee  to  a  homestead  under  existing  law,  or  who  made  entry  under 
Utat  is  known  as  the  commuted  provision  of  the  homestead  law,  shall  be  qualified 
to  nuke  a  homestead  entry  upon  any  of  said  lands. 

And  whereas  by  a  certain  other  agreement  with  the  Citizen  band  of  Pot- 
tawatomie Indians,  in  said  Territor>',  made  on  the  25th  day  of  Jiitft,  1S90, 
the  said  baud  of  Indians  ceded  and  absolutely  surrendered  to  tlie  United 
States  all  their  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  lands  in  said  Territory,  and 
panicularly  descril^d  in  Article  I  of  said  agreement,  and  provided  that 
»ll allotments  of  land  theretofore  made,  or  then  being  made,  or  to  be  made, 
to  members  of  said  Citizen  band  of  Pottawatomie  Indians  under  the  pro- 
flsions  of  the  general  allotment  act  approved  February  8,  1SS7,  shall  Iw 
oonfiraied;  that  in  all  allotments  to  Ijc  thereafter  made  no  person  shall 
luvelhe  right  to  select  liLs  or  her  allotment  in  sections  16  and  36  in  any 
Congressional  townshijv,  nor  upon  any  land  heretofore  set  apart  in  said 
tfiict  of  ct»untry  for  any  use  by  the  United  States,  or  fur  schools,  school- 
'arrn.or  religious  purposes;  nor  shall  said  sections  16  and  36  \y&  subject 
tc  homestead  entry,  but  shall  l»e  kept  and  used  for  school  purposes;  nor 
shall  any  lands  set  apart  for  any  use  of  the  United  States,  or  for  school, 
school-farm,  or  religious  purposes,  be  subject  to  homestead  entry,  but 
shall  be  held  by  the  United  States  for  such  purposes  ■an  long  as  the  United 
Slates  shall  see  fit  to  use  them;  and  further,  that  the  south  half  of  section 
7  aud  the  north  half  of  section  18,  in  to\vti.sliip  fi  north,  range  5  east, 
theretofore  set  apart  b>-  a  written  agreement  Ixitween  said  liavul  of  Indians 
and  certain  Catholic  fathers  for  religious,  school,  and  farm  purposes,  shall 
lot  be  subject  to  allotment  or  homestead  entry,  but  shall  Ix:  held  by  the 
t'nited  States  for  the  Sacred  Heart  Mission,  the  name  under  which  said 
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association  of  fathers  are  conducting  the  church,  school,  and  farm  on 
said  lands;  and 

Whereas  by  a  certain  ap'^emenl  with  the  Al>sentee  Shawnee  Indians, 
in  said  Territory,  made  on  the  26th  day  of  Jnne,  1S90,  said  last-named 
Indians  ceded,  relinf[uislied,  and  surrendered  to  the  Unitetl  States  all 
their  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  lands  in  said  Territon,',  and  particu- 
larly descrilxjd  in  Article  I  of  said  agrceiuent,  {provided  that  all  allotments 
of  lands  theretofore  made,  or  then  being  made,  or  to  be  made,  to  said 
Absentee  Shawnees  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  allotment  act 
approved  February  »,  1887, shall  Ix.-  cotifinned;  that  in  all  allotments  to 
be  thereafter  made  no  person  shall  have  the  right  to  select  his  or  her 
allotnietit  in  sections  16  and  36  in  any  Congressional  township,  nor  in 
any  land  heretofore  set  apart  in  said  tract  of  country  for  any  use  by  the 
United  States,  or  for  schotjl,  school-farm,  or  religious  purposes;  nor  shall 
said  sections  16  and  36  be  subject  to  homestead  entry,  but  shall  be  held 
by  tire  Unitetl  States  for  such  purposes  so  loug  as  the  United  States  sliall 
see  fit  to  use  them;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  accepting,  ratifying,  and 
confirming  said  agreements 'with  the  Citizen  band  of  Pottawatomie  In- 
dians and  the  Absentee  Shawnee  Indians,  approved  March  3,  1891  (26 
U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  pp.  989-1044),  section  16 — 

Thai  whenever  any  of  the  lands  acquirttl  by  either  of  Ihe  »  *  •  fore^iug 
Bgrtei'iciUs  respecting  l.'uxls  in  the  Iniiian  or  Oklahoma  Territory  shall  by  opcfation 
of  law  or  proclamation  of  the  l^esiJent  of  the  United  States  be  open  to  settlement 
they  shall  !)e  flisposerl  of  to  actual  settlers  only,  under  the  provisions  of  the  home- 
stead and  town-site  laws,  except  section  2,^r  of  the  Reviseii  Statutes  of  the  Tnited 
Stiites,  which  shall  not  apply:  Provided,  hoioever.  That  each  settler  on  said  lands 
shall  before  uiakiuj^  a  final  pnxjf  and  receivin;,^  a  certificate  of  entry  pay  to  the  United 
States  for  the  land  so  Uken  by  him,  in  addition  to  the  fees  provided  by  law,  and 
within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  original  entry,  the  sum  of  J1.50  pcraot,

cle XII  of  the  agreement  witli  them;  and 

Whereas  the  lands  acquired  by  the  four  .several  agreements  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned  have  been  d!\'idcd  into  counties  by  the  Secretarj-  of  the 
Inlerior,  as  required  by  said  last- mentioned  act  of  Congress  before  the 
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ime shall  be  open  to  settlement,  and  lands  have  been  resented  for  count j-

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  act  of  Congress  for  tuinporary  govenimciit  of 
Oklalioma,  approved  May  2, 1890,  that  there  shall  be  re.'ier\-ed  puljlio  high- 
ways 4  rods  wide  between  each  section  of  land  in  said  Territory,  the  sec- 
tion lines  being  the  centers  of  said  highways,  but  no  dedttclioii  sliall  lie 
made  from  cash  payments  from  each  quarter  section  by  reason  thcrcnf;  and 
Whereas  all  the  terms,  conditions,  and  considerations  required  by  said 
several  agreements  made  respectively  with  sjyd  tril)es  of  Indians  herein- 
brfore  mentionetl,  and  t)f  the  laws  relating  thereto,  precedent  to  oi)ening 
said  several  tracts  of  laiul  to  settlement,  have  been,  as  I  hereby  declare, 
pronded  for,  paid,  and  complied  with: 
Now,  therefore,  I,  Henjamin  Harrison.  President  of  the  United  States,

ned.alsfj  an  act  of  Congress  entille<l  "An  act  making  ajipropriations 
fnr  the  current  and  contingeut  expenses  of  the  Indian  I)e[artmcnt  and 
fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with  various  Indian  trilx;s  for  the  >ear  end- 
ingjune  30.  iSyo,  and  for  other  pur{X)ses."  approved  March  2,  1SS9,  and

Sir:*  The  Hon.  William  Windoni,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  died  suddenly  last  night,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  at  the 
hour  of  eleven  minutes  past  10  o'clock,  in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  bis 
age.

III.  (i)  When  a  soldier  shall  be  found  guilty  of  an  offense  cognizable 
vhen oomniitted  for  the  first  time  by  an  inferior  court-martial,  his  puuish- 
ineat  therefor  may  exceed  the  prescribed  limit  by  one-half  if  it  shall 
appear  that  during  his  current  enlistment  and  within  two  years  preceding 
his  trial  he  has  been  once  convicted  of  one  offense  or  more;  it  may  be 
doubled  if  he  has  been  twice  so  convicted,  and  it  may  be  increased  by 
one-Iialf  of  the  prescribed  limit  for  every  such  previous  conviction:  Pro- 
vidtd,  That  upon  proof  of  five  or  more  previous  convictions  the  punish- 
ment may  be  that  authorized  for  a  fifth  conviction,  or  dishonorable 
discharge  with  forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances.  When  found  guilty 
of  an  offense  cognizable  only  by  a  general  court-martial,  and  on  proof  of 
five  or  more  previous  convictions  within  t!ie  two  years,  dishonorable  dis- 
charge with  forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances  may  lie  added  to  any 
confinement  at  hard  later.  And  when  a  noncom missioned  officer  shall 
he  found  guilty  of  an  offense  not  punishable  by  reduction,  reduction  may 
be  added  to  the  punishment  if  it  shall  appear  that  he  has  been  convicted 
of  a  tnilitarj'  offense  within  one  year  and  during  his  current  enlistment.

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IV.  This  order  prescribes  the  maximum  limit  of  puuishiuent  for  thi 
ofTeuses  uanied,  and  this  limit  is  intended  for  tljose  cases  where  the 
severest  punishment  should  be  awarded.  In  other  cases  the  puuish- 
iuent must  be  graded  down  according  to  the  extenuating  circumstances 
Offenses  not  herein  provided  for  remain  punishable  as  authorized  by  the 
Articles  of  War  and  the  custom  of  the  service 

V.  Summary  courts  are  subject  to  the  restrictions  named  in  the  eighty- 
third  article  of  war.  Soldiers  against  whom  charges  may  be  preferred 
for  trial  by  summary  court  shall  not  be  confined  in  the  guardhouse,  but 
shall  be  placed  in  arrest  in  quarters  before  and  during  trial  and  while 
awaiting  sentence,  unless  in  particular  cases  restraint  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

VI.  The  following  substitutions  for  punishments  named  in  Section  II 
of  this  order  are  authorized,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 

Detention  of  pay  to  the  extent  of  four  times  the  amount  of  the  forfei- 
ture; two  days'  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  $1  of  forfeited  pay;  one 
day's  solitary  confinement  on  bread  and  water  diet  for  two  days'  confine 
ment  at  hard  labor  or  for  $1  of  forfeited  pay:  Provided,  That  a  noncom- 
missioned officer  not  sentenced  to  reduction  shall  not  be  subject  to 
confinement:  And  provided.  That  solitary  confinement  shall  not  exceed 
fourteen  days  at  one  time  nor  be  repeated  until  fourteen  days  have 
elapsed,  and  shall  not  exceed  eighty-four  days  in  one  year.  Wherever 
the  limit  herein  prescribed  for  an  offense  or  offenses  may  be  brought 
within  the  punishing  power  of  inferior  courts-martial,  as  defined  by 
the  eighty-third  article  of  war,  by  substitution  of  punishment  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  aforesaid  courts  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
jurisdiction  of  such  offense  or  offenses. 

VII.  Sergeants  shall  not  if  they  object  thereto  Ise  brought  to  trial 
before  regimental,  garrison,  or  sitmmary  courts- martial  without  tlie  au 
thority  of  the  officer  competent  to  order  their  trial  by  general  court- 
martial;  nor  shall  sergeants  of  the  post  noncommissioned  staff  be  reduced,: 
but  they  may  be  dishonorably  discharged  whenever  reduction  is  included 
in  the  limit  of  punishment.  Paragraphs  105  and  254  of  the  Regulations, 
the  latter  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  67,  series  of  J  890,  Adjutant- 
General's  Office,  are  modified  accordingly.

Nevada,  and  that  part  of  California  lying  north  of  the  thirty- 
seventh  parallel  of  latitude,  and  the  Territory  of  Utah;  No.  3,  of  that  part  of  Cali- 
fornia lying  south  of  the  thirty-seventh  parallel  of  latitude,  the  Territories  of  .\riM>na, 
New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  the  Indian  Territory,  and  the  States  of  Colorado,  Kansas, 
MiKouri,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Texas;  No.  4,  of  all  the  States  of  the  United 
StitM  not  embraced  in  any  of  the  foregoing  districts,  together  with  the  District  of 
Colaoibia.  Upon  the  written  request  of  any  eligible  his  name  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  register  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  districts  other  than  that  in  which  he  resides:

THIRD  ANNUAL   MESSAGE. 

Executive  Mansion,  December  p,  iSpi. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

The  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  several  Executive  Departments,  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  submitted  to  me,  which  are  herewith  transmitted, 
and  the  rejwrts  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  Attoniey-Gea- 
era!,  made  directly  to  Congress,  furnish  a  comprehensive  view  of  the 
athninistrative  work  of  the  last  fiscal  year  relating  to  internal  affairs.  It 
would  be  of  great  advantage  if  these  reports  could  have  an  atteniive 
perusal  by  ever)'  member  of  Congress  and  by  all  who  take  an  interest  in 
public  affairs.  Such  a  perusal  could  not  fail  to  excite  a  higher  apprecia- 
tion of  the  ^■ast  labor  and  conscientious  effort  which  are  given  to  the 
conduct  of  our  civil  administration. 

The  reports  will,  I  believe,  show  that  every  question  has  been  ap- 
proached, considered,  and  decided  from  the  standpoint  of  pubbc  duty  and 
upon  considerations  affecting  the  public  interests  alone.  Again  I  imnte 
to  every  branch  of  the  service  the  attention  and  scrutiny  of  Congress. 

The  work  of  the  State  Department  during  the  last  year  has  Ijeen  char- 
acterized by  an  unusual  tnimber  of  important  negotiations  and  by  diplo- 
matic results  of  a  notable  and  liighly  Ijeneficial  character.  Among  these 
are  the  reciprocal  trade  arrangements  whicli  have  been  concluded,  in  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  cduferred  by  section  3  of  the  tariff  law,  with  the 
Republic  of  Brazil,  with  Spain  for  its  West  India  possessions,  and  with 
ito  Domingo.     L,ike  negotiations  with  other  countries  have  been'much 
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advanced,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  the  close  of  the  j-ear  further  dcfiui- 
tiv«  trade  arrangements  of  great  vahic  will  be  concluded. 

In  view  of  the  reports  which  had  been  received  as  to  the  diminution  of 
the  seal  herds  in  the  Bering  Sea,  I  deemed  it  wise  to  proixjse  to  Her 
Majest>''s  Government  in  Febniar>'  last  that  an  agreement  for 'a  closed 
u  should  be  made  pending  the  negotiations  for  arbitration,  which 
scented  to  be  approaching  a  favorable  conclusion.  After  much  cor- 
resjiondence  and  delays,  for  which  this  Government  was  not  responsible, 
an  agreement  was  reached  and  signed  on  the  15th  of  June,  by  which  Great 
Britain  undertook  from  that  date  and  until  May  1,  1892.10  prohibit  the 
killitig  by  her  subjects  of  seals  in  the  Bering  Sea,  and  the  Goveniment  of 
the  United  States  during  the  same  period  to  enforce  its  existing  prohibi- 
tion against  pelagic  sealing  and  to  limit  the  catch  by  the  fur-seal  company 
upon  the  islands  to  7,500  skins.  If  this  agreement  could  have  Iieen 
reached  earlier  in  response  to  the  strenuous  endeavors  of  this  Govern- 
ment, it  would  have  been  more  effective;  but  coming  even  as  late  as  it 
ditl  it  unquestionably  resulted  in  greatly  diminishing  the  destruction  of 
the  seals  by  the  Canadian  sealers. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  stated  that  the  basis  of  arbitration  pro- 
posed by  Her  Majesty's  Government  for  the  adjustment  of  the  long- 
pending  controversy  as  to  the  seal  fi.sheries  was  not  acceptable.  I  am 
glad  now  to  be  able  to  announce  that  terms  sati.sfactory  to  this  Govern- 
ment have  been  agreed  upon  and  that  an  agreement  as  to  the  arbitrators 
i&  all  that  is  necessary  to  the  completion  of  the  convention.  In  view  of 
tbc  advanced  jxjsition  which  this  Government  has  taken  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  international  arbitration,  this  renewed  expression  of  our  adherence 
to  this  method  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  such  as  have  arisen  in  the 
Beriog  Sea  will,  I  doubt  not,  meet  with  the  concurrence  of  Congress. 

Proviaon  should  he  made  for  a  joint  demarcation  of  the  frontier  line 
between  Canada  and  the  United  States  wherever  required  by  the  increas- 
ing border  settlements,  and  especially  for  the  exact  location  of  the  water 
b(Miodar>'  in  the  straits  and  rivers. 

i  '   have  been  glad  to  announce  some  favorable  disposition  of 

thv     Liy  dispute  between  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela  touching  tlie 

WQSlem  frontier  of  British  Guiana,  but  the  friendly  efiforts  of  the  United 
States  in  that  direction  have  thus  far  l>een  unavailing.  This  Government 
»iU  continue  to  express  its  concern  at  any  apjiearance  of  foreign  encroach- 
ment 00  territories  long  under  the  administrative  control  of  American 
States.  The  deterniiuation  of  a  disputed  boundary  is  easily  attainable  by 
bJe  arbitration  where  the  rights  of  the  respective  parties  rest,  iis 
on  historic  facts  readily  ascertainable 

•f  the  last  Congre.ss  j)roviding  :i  .system  ut  inspection  for  our 
D»  ided   for  export,  and  clothing  the  President  with  power  to 

fxcltide  ffxreign  jmxlucts  from  our  market  in  case  the  country'  sending 
Ibon  should  perpetuate  unjust  discriminations  against  any  product  of  the 
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United  States,  placed  this  Goveniment  in  a  position  to  effectively  urge  the 
removal  of  such  discriniinations  against  our  meats.     It  is  gratifying  to 
be  able  tostatetliat  Germany,  Denmark,  Italy,  Austria, and  France,  in  the 
order  named,  have  opened  their  jx^rts  to  inspecte<l  American  p<jrk  products. 
The  removal  of  these  restrictions  in  every  instance  was  asked  for  and 
given  solel>'  upon  the  groiuul  that  we  have  now  provided  a  meat  inspec- 
tion that  should  be  accepted  as  adequate  to  the  complete  removal  of  the 
dangers,  real  or  fancietl,  which  had  been  pre\'iously  urged.     Tlie  State 
Department,  our  ministers  abroad,  and  the  Secretarj-of  Agriculture  have 
cooperated  with  unflagging  and  intelligent  zeal  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  great  result.     The  outlines  of  an  agreement  have  been  reached 
with  Gennany  looking  to  equitable  trade  concessions  in  consideration  of 
the  continued  free  imjiortation  of  her  sugars,  but  the  time  has  not  yet 
arrived  when  this  correspondence  can  l>e  submitted  to  Congress. 

The  recent  political  disturbances  in  the  Republic  of  Brazil  have  exdted 
regret  and  solicitude.  The  information  we  possessed  was  too  meager  to 
enable  us  to  form  a  satisfactory  judgment  of  the  causes  leading  to  tk 
temporary  assumption  of  supreme  pow-er  by  President  Fon.seca;  but  this 
Government  did  not  fail  to  express  to  him  its  anxious  solicitude  for  the 
peace  of  Brazil  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  free  political  institutions 
which  had  recently  been  established  there,  nor  to  offer  oitr  advice  that 
great  moderation  should  he  observed  in  the  clash  of  parties  and  the  con- 
test for  leadership.  These  counsels  were  received  in  the  most  friendly 
spirit,  and  the  latest  information  is  that  constitutional  government  has 
l>een  reestablished  without  blcx>dshed. 

The  lynching  at  New  Orleans  in  March  last  of  eleven  men  of  Italian 
nativity  by  a  mob  of  citizens  was  a  most  deplorable  and  discreditable 
incident.  It  did  not,  however,  have  its  origin  in  anj-  general  animosity 
to  the  Italian  people,  nor  in  any  disresjvect  to  the  Government  of  Italy, 
with  which  our  relations  were  of  the  most  friendly  character.  The  fuiy 
of  the  mob  was  directed  against  these  men  as  the  supposed  participants 
or  acces-sories  in  the  murder  of  a  city  officer.  I  do  not  allude  to  this  as 
mitigating  in  any  degree  this  offense  again.st  law  and  humanity,  but  only 
as  affecting  the  international  questions  which  grew  out  of  it.  It  was  at 
once  represented  by  the  Italian  minister  that  several  of  those  whose  lives 
had  been  taken  by  the  mob  were  Italian  subjects,  and  a  demand  was 
made  for  the  punishment  of  the  participants  and  for  an  indemnity  to  the 
families  of  those  who  were  killed,  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  mannsr 
in  which  these  claims  were  presented  was  not  such  as  to  promote  a  calm 
discussion  of  the  questions  involved;  but  this  may  well  be  attributed  lo 
the  excitement  and  indignation  which  the  crime  naturally  evoked.  The 
views  of  this  Government  as  to  its  obligations  to  foreigners  domiciled 
here  were  fully  stated  in  the  correspondence,  as  well  as  its  purpose  V> 
make  an  investigation  of  the  affair  with  a  \iew  to  determine  whether 
here  were  present  auy  circumstances  that  cutihl  under  such  rules  of  duty 
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had  indicated  create  an  obligation  upon  the  United  States.  The 
rary  absence  of  a  minister  plenijuitentiary  of  Italy  at  this  capital 
llB3  retarded  the  further  correspondence,  but  it  is  not  doubted  that  a 
friendly  couclusion  is  attainable. 

Some  suggestions  growing  out  of  this  unhappy  incident  are  worthy 
the  attention  of  Congress,  It  would,  I  believe,  be  entirely  competent  for 
Congress  to  make  offenses  against  the  treaty  rights  of  foreigners  domi- 
tn  the  United  States  cognizable  in  the  Federal  courts.  This  has  not, 
,ier.  been  done,  and  the  Federal  officers  and  courts  have  no  power 
such  cases  to  interveJie,  either  for  the  protection  of  a  foreign  citizen 
or  for  the  punisliment  of  his  slayers.  It  seems  to  me  to  follow,  in  this 
state  of  the  law,  that  the  officers  of  the  State  charged  with  police  and 
judicial  powers  in  such  cases  must  in  the  consideration  of  international 
questions  growing  out  of  such  incidents  be  regarded  in  such  sense  as 
Federal  agents  as  to  make  this  Goveniraent  answerable  for  their  acts  in 
coses  where  it  would  be  answerable  if  the  United  States  had  used  its  con- 
stitutional jxjwer  to  define  and  punish  crime  against  treaty  rights. 
The  civil  war  in  Chile,  which  l)egan  in  January  last,  was  continued,  but 
nately  with  infrequent  and  not  important  armed  collisions,  until 
i  28,  when  the  Congressional  forces  landed  near  Valparaiso  and 
a  bloody  engagement  captured  that  city.  President  Balmaceda 
at  once  recognized  that  his  cause  was  lost,  and  a  Provisional  Govern- 
ment was  speedily  established  by  the  victorious  party.  Our  minister 
was  promptly  directed  to  recognize  and  put  himself  in  communication 
this  Government  so  soon  as  it  should  have  estabUshed  its  de  facto 
icter,  which  was  done.  During  the  jjendency  of  this  civil  contest 
incnt  indirect  appeals  were  made  to  this  Government  to  extend  bel- 
ligerent rights  to  tlie  insurgents  and  to  give  audience  to  their  represent- 
atives. This  was  declined,  and  that  pohcy  was  pursued  throughout 
which  this  Government  when  wrenched  by  civil  war  so  streiniously  in- 
astcd  upon  on  the  part  of  Euroj^ean  nations.  The  Itnta,  an  armed  vessel 
commanded  by  a  naval  officer  of  the  insurgent  fleet,  maimed  by  its  sailors 
and  with  soldiers  on  board,  was  seized  under  process  of  the  United  States 
con  "  11  Diego.  Cal. ,  for  a  violation  of  our  neutrality  laws.     While  in 

Ihr-  :  of  au  officer  of  the  court  the  vessel  was  forcibly  wrested  from 

his  control  and  put  to  sea.  It  would  have  been  inconsistent  with  the 
dignity  and  self-respect  of  this  Goveniment  not  to  have  insisted  that  the 
tMa  ahould  be  returned  to  San  Diego  to  abide  the  judgment  of  the  court.

A  trial  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  dis- 
trict of  California  has  recently  resulted  in  a  decision  holding,  among  other 
things,  that  inasmuch  as  the  Coiigressiotial  23arty  had  not  been  recognized 
as  a  iTelhgereiit  the  act.s  done  in  its  interest  could  not  be  a  violation  of 
our  neutrality  laws.  From  this  judgment  the  United  States  has  appealed, 
not  tliat  tlie  condemnation  of  the  vcs.sel  is  a  matter  of  importance,  but 
that  we  may  know  what  the  present  state  of  onr  law  is;  for  if  this  con- 
struction of  the  statute  is  correct  there  is  obvious  necessity  for  revision 
and  amendment. 

During  the  pn^gress  of  the  war  in  Chile  this  Government  tendered  its 
good  offices  to  bring  about  a  peaceful  adjustment,  and  it  was  at  one  time 
hoped  that  a  good  result  might  be  reached;  but  in  this  we  were  disap- 
pointed. 

The  instructions  to  our  iiaval  ofiBcers  and  to  our  minister  at  Santiago 
from  the  first  to  the  la.st  of  thi.s  .struggle  enjoined  upon  them  the  most 
impartial  treatment  and  absolute  noninterference.  I  am  satisfied  that 
these  instructions  were  obser\'ed  and  that  our  representatives  were 
always  watchful  to  use  their  influence  impartially  in  the  interest  of 
hnuianity,  and  on  more  than  one  occasion  did  so  effectively.  We  could 
not  forget,  however,  that  this  Government  was  in  diplomatic  relations 
with  tlic  then  establi.shed  Goverinnent  of  Chile,  as  it  is  now  in  such  rela- 
tions with  the  successor  of  that  Go\ernnient.  lam  quite  stire  that  Pres- 
ident Montt,  who  ha.s,  inider  circumstances  of  promise  for  the  peace  of 
Chile,  been  installed  as  President  of  that  Republic,  will  not  desire  that  in 
the  unfortiniatc  event  of  any  revolt  against  hi.s  authority  the  pohcy  of 
this  Govermnent  should  l>e  other  than  that  which  we  have  recently 
obser\'ed.  No  official  complaint  of  the  conduct  of  our  minister  or  of  onr 
naval  officers  during  the  struggle  has  l>een  presented  to  this  Govermnent, 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  so  many  of  our  own  people  should  have 
given  ear  to  unofficial  charges  and  complaints  that  manife.stly  had  their 
origin  in  rival  interests  and  in  a  wish  to  pervert  the  relations  of  tlie 
United  vStates  with  Chile. 

The  collapse  of  the  Government  of  Balmaceda  brought  alxjut  a  con- 
dition which  is  unfortunately  too  familiar  in  the  history  of  the  Central 
and  South  American  States.  With  the  overthrow  of  the  Balmaceda 
Government  he  and  many  of  his  councilors  and  officers  liecame  at  once 
ritives  for  their  lives,  and  appealed  to  the  conunanding  officers  of  the 
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I    foreign  naval  vessels  in  the  harbor  of  Valparaiso  and  to  the  resident  for- 

Keign  ministers  at  Santiago  for  as>-lum,     This  asylum  was  freely  given, 

P^ according  to  my  infonnatioii,  by  the  naval  vessels  of  several  foreign  pow- 

P    ers  and  by  several  of  the  legations  at  vSantiago.     The  American  minister 

well  as  his  colleagues,  acting  upon  the  impulse  of  humanity,  extended 

ftsylum  to  political  refugees  whose  lives  were  in  peril.     I  have  not  been 

willing  to  direct  the  surrender  of  such  of  these  persons  as  are  still  in  the 

American  legation  without  suitable  conditions. 

It  is  l)elieved  that  the  Gcn'emnient  of  Chile  is  not  in  a  position,  in  \'iew 
of  the  precedents  with  which  it  has  been  connected,  to  broadly  deny 
the  right  of  asylum,  and  the  correspondence  has  not  thus  far  presented 
any  such  denial.  The  treatment  of  our  minister  for  a  time  w^as  such  as 
to  call  for  a  decided  protest,  and  it  was  very  gratifying  to  obser\'e  that 
unfriendly  measures,  which  were  tmdoubtedly  the  result  of  the  prevailing 
excitement,  were  at  once  rescinded  or  suitably  relaxed. 

On  the  1 6th  of  October  an  event  occurred  in  Valparaiso  so  serious 
and  tragic  in  its  circumstances  and  results  as  to  very  justly  excite  the 
indignation  of  our  people  and  to  call  for  prompt  and  decided  action  on 
the  part  of  this  Government.     A  considerable  number  of  the  .sailors  of 
the  United  States  steamship  Baltimore,  then  in  the  harbor  at  Valparaiso, 
being  upon  shore  leave  and  unanned,  were  assaulted  by  armed  men  nearly 
simultaneously  in  different  localities  in  the  city.     One  petty  officer  was 
tright  and  seven  or  eight  .seamen  were  seriously  wounded,  one  of 
since  died.     So  savage  and  brutal  was  the  assault  that  several 
of  our  sailors  received  more  than  two  and  one  as  many  as  eighteen  stab 
wounds.     An  investigation  of  the  affair  was  promptly  made  by  a  board 
of  officers  of  the  Baltimore,  and  their  report  shows  that  the.se  assaults 
were  unprovoked,  that  our  men  were  conducting  themselves  in  a  peace- 
able and  orderly  manner,  and  that  some  of  the  police  of  the  city  took  jxirt 
in  the  assault  and  used  their  weapons  with  fatal  effect,  while  a  few  others, 
itb  some  well-disposed  citizens,  endeavored  to  protect  our  men.    Thirty- 
of  our  sailors  were  arrested,  and  some  of  them  while  lieing  taken  to 
prison  were  cruelly  beateJi  and  maltreated.     The  fact  that  they  were  all 
lUsduiTged,  no  criminal  charge  being  lodged  again.st  any  one  of  them, 
vef)'  clearly  that  they  were  innocent  of  any  breach  of  the  peace. 
far  R&  I  have  yet  been  able  to  learn  no  other  explanati<3n  of  this 
bloody  work  has  been  suggested  tlian  that  it  had  its  origin  in  hostility  to 
tboe«e  men  as  sailors  of  the  United  States,  wearing  the  uniform  of  their 
L  Gai'cmraent,  and  not  in  any  individual  act  or  personal  animosity.     The 
B  xticntimi  of  the  Chilean  Government  was  at  once  called  to  this  affair,  and

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unteiiableness  of  this  position,  which  seems  to  rest  as  much  on  the 
unacceptability  of  our  legislation  as  on  that  of  the  person  chosen,  and 
which  if  admitted  would  practically  debar  the  selection  of  any  represent- 
ative 90  long  as  the  cxisling^  laws  remain  in  force. 

You  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  the  exi)ediency  of  making  special 
ision  by  law  for  the  temporary  admission  of  some  Chinese  artisans 
lalwrers  in  connection  with  the  exhiljit  of  Chinese  industries  at  the 
apfiroachiog  Colnmbiau  Exposition.  I  regard  it  as  desirable  that  the  Chi- 
nese exhibit  be  facilitated  in  every  propx^r  way. 

A  question  has  arisen  with  the  Government  of  Spain  touching  the  rights 
of  American  citizens  in  the  Caroline  Lslands.  Our  citizens  there  long 
prior  to  the  confinnation  of  Spain's  claim  to  the  islands  had  secured  by 
settlement  and  purcha.se  certain  rights  to  the  recognition  and  mainte- 
nance of  whicJi  the  faith  of  Spain  was  pledged.  I  have  had  reason  within 
the  past  year  very  strongly  to  protest  against  the  failure  to  carry  out  this 
pledge  on  the  part  of  His  Majesty's  ministers,  which  has  resulted  in  great 
tajnstice  and  injury  to  the  American  residents. 

The  Gov'emment  and  people  of  Spain  propose  to  celebrate  the  four 
humlredth  anniversary'  of  the  discover}-  of  America  by  holding  an  expo- 
atiou  at  Madrid,  which  will  open  on  the  12th  of  September  and  continue 
until  the  31st  of  December,  1892.  A  cordial  invitation  has  been  extended 
to  the  United  States  to  take  part  in  this  conimemoration,  and  as  Spain 
was  one  of  the  first  nations  to  express  the  iutenliou  to  participate  in  the 
World's  Coluiubian  Exposition  at  Chicago,  it  would  be  very  appropriate 
lot  this  Government  to  give  this  invitation  its  friendly  promotion. 

Slir\'eys  for  the  connecting  links  of  the  projected  intercontinental  rail- 
way are  in  progress,  not  only  in  Mexico,  but  at  various  points  along  the 
course  mapped  out.  Three  sur\'eying  parties  are  now  in  the  iield  under 
the  direction  of  tlie  commission.  Nearly  1,000  miles  of  the  proposed 
road  have  been  surveyed,  including  the  most  difficult  part,  that  through 
Ecuador  and  the  .southern  part  of  Colombia.  The  reports  of  the  engi- 
are  veni'  satisfactory,  and  show  that  no  insurmountable  obstacles 
been  met  with. 

On  November  13,  1884,  a  treaty  was  concluded  with  Mexico  reaffirm- 
ing the  l)(>undary  l>etween  the  two  countries  as  described  in  the  treaties 
of  Fcbruar>'  2,  1848,  and  December  30,  1853.  March  i,  1889,  a  further 
treaty  was  negotiated  to  facilitate  the  carrying  out  of  the  principles  of 
■f  1884  and  to  avoid  the  difficulties  occa.«;ioned  by  reason  of 
-.  and  alterations  that  take  place  from  natural  causes  in  the 
Rio  Graodc  and  Colorado  rivers  in  the  portions  thereof  constituting  the 
line  l)elweefl  Llie  two  Republics.  The  International  Boundary 
iou  providetl  for  by  the  treaty  of  1889  to  have  exclusive  juris- 
liktkib  of  any  quesliou  that  may  arise  has  been  named  by  llie  Mexican 
fk"  !.     An  ,  I  t  ion  is  necessary  to  enable  the  United  States 

to  treaty  ni'  ,.  -  in  this  re.spect. 
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The  death  of  King  Kalakaua  in  the  United  States  afforded  occasion  to 
testify  our  friendship  for  Hawaii  by  conveying  the  King's  body  to  his 
own  land  in  a  naval  vessel  with  all  due  honors.  The  Government  of  liia 
successor.  Queen  Liliuokalani,  is  seeking  to  promote  closer  commercial 
relations  with  the  United  States.  Surveys  for  the  much-needed  submarine 
■cable  from  our  Pacific  coast  to  Honolulu  are  in  progress,  and  this  enter^ 
prise  should  have  the  suitable  promotion  of  the  two  Governments.  I 
strongly  recommend  that  pro\nsion  be  made  for  improving  the  harbor  of 
Pearl  River  and  equipping  it  as  a  naval  station. 

The  arhitratioTi  treaty  formulated  by  the  International  American  Con 
ference  lapsed  by  reason  of  the  failure  to  exchange  ratifications  fully 
within  the  limit  of  time  provided;  but  several  of  the  Goveniments  con 
cerued  have  expressed  a  desire  to  save  this  important  result  of  the  confer- 
ence by  an  extension  of  the  period.  It  is,  in  my  judgment,  incumbent 
upon  the  United  States  to  conserve  the  influential  initiative  it  has  takeit 
in  this  measure  by  ratifying  the  instrument  and  by  advocating  tlie  pro- 
posed extension  of  the  time  for  exchange.  These  views  have  been  made 
known  to  the  other  signatories. 

This  Government  has  found  occasion  to  express  in  a  friendly  spirit, 
but  with  much  earnestness,  to  the  Goveniment  of  the  Czar  its  serious 
concern  because  of  the  harsh  measures  now  being  enforced  against  the 
Hebrews  in  Russia.      By  the  re\'ival  of  antisemitic  laws,  long  in  abey- 
ance, great  numbers  of  those  unfortunate  people  have  Ijcen  constrained  to 
abandon  their  homes  and  leave  the  Empire  by  reason  of  the  imposstbilit> 
of  finding  subsistence  within  the  pale  to  which  it  is  souglit  to  confine 
them.      The  immigration  of  these  people  to  the  United  States — many 
other  countries  lieing  closed  to  them — is  largely  increasing  and  is  likely 
to  assume  proportions  which  may  make  it  difficult  to  find  homes  and 
employment  for  them  here  and  to  seriously  affect  the  labor  market.     T 
is  estimated  that  over  1,000,000  will  be  forced  from  Russia  within  a  few 
years.     The  Hebrew  is  never  a  beggar;  he  has  always  kept  the  law — life 
by  toil — often  under  severe  and  oppressive  civil  restrictions.     It  is  also 
true  that  no  race,  sect,  or  class  has  more  full}'  cared  for  its  own  than  thi 
Hebre\v  race.     But  the  sudden  transfer  of  such  a  multitude  under  con 
ditions  that  tend  to  strip  them  of  tlieir  small  accumulations  and  to  depress 
their  energies  and  courage  is  neither  good  for  them  nor  for  us. 
.    The  banishment,  whether  by  direct  decree  cjt  by  not  less  certain  indi 
reel  methods,  of  .so  large  a  ntimber  of  men  and  women  is  not  a  local 
question.     A  decree  to  leave  one  coimtry  is  in  the  nature  of  things  an 
order  to  enter  another — some  other.     This  consideration,  as  well  .i.s  th' 
suggestion  of  humanity,  furnishes- ample  griMintl  for  the  re;  w-es 

which  we  have  presented  to  Russia,  while  our  historic  frieu<i  liat 

Government  can  not  fail  to  give  the  assurance  that  our  re]  =  in« 

are  those  of  a  sincere  wellwisher. 

Tile   annual   reixirt    i.r  tlif-   Maritime  Canal   CompoTiv  ,.f  V 
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shows  that  much  costly  and  necessary  preparatory  work  has  been  done 
durini;  the  year  in  the  construction  of  shops,  railroad  tracks,  and  harbor 
and  breakwaters,  and  that  the  work  of  canal  construction  has  made 
progress. 
I  deem  it  to  be  a  matter  of  the  highest  concern  to  the  United  States  that 
this  canal,  connecting  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans  and 
giving  to  us  a  short  water  communication  betvvetn  our  ports  upon  thosel 
two  great  seas,  should  be  speedily  constructetl  and  at  the  smallest  practi- 
e  limit  of  cost.     The  gain  iu  freights  to  the  people  and  tlie  direct 
g  to  tiie  Government  of  the  United  States  iu  the  use  of  its  naval 
vessels  wx>uld  pay  the  entire  cost  of  this  work  within  a  short  series  of 
j'ears.     The  report  of  the  Secretan'  of  the  Navy  shows  the  saving  in  our 
naval  expenditures  which  would  result. 

The  Senator  from  Alabama  (Mr.  Morgan)  in  his  argument  upon  this 
subject  before  the  Senate  at  the  last  session  did  not  overestimate  the 
importance  of  this  work  «lien  he  said  that  "the  canal  is  the  most  impor- 
tant subject  now  connected  with  the  commercial  growth  and  progress  of 
the  Unitetl  States. ' ' 

If  this  work  is  to  be  promoted  by  the  usual  financial  methods  and 
without  the  aid  of  this  Government,  the  expenditures  in  its  interest- 
be  i"  nrities  and  stock  will  probably  be  twice  the  actual  cost.  This 
wi::  itate  higher  tolls  and  constitute  a  heavy  and  altogether  need- 
less burden  upon  our  commerce  and  that  of  the  world.  Everj'  dollar  of 
I  the  lionds  and  stock  of  the  company  should  represent  a  dollar  expended 
I  in  the  legitimate  and  economical  prosecution  of  the  work.  This  is  only 
I  possible  by  giving  to  the  bonds  the  guaranty  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
I  eminent.  Such  a  guaranty  would  secure  the  ready  sale  at  par  of  a  3  per 
I  Dent  bond  from  time  to  time  as  the  money  was  needed.  I  do  not  duubt 
H  that  built  upon  these  business  methods  the  canal  would  when  fully  in- 
^^  angumtcd  earn  its  fixed  charges  and  operating  expenses.  But  if  its 
H  bonds  are  to  be  marketed  at  heavy  discounts  and  every  bond  sold  is  to 
H  be  accompanied  by  a  gift  of  stock,  as  has  come  to  be  expected  by  invest- 
P  ors  in  such  enterprises,  the  traffic  will  be  seriously  burdene<I  to  pay  in- 
terest ntid  dividends.  I  am  quite  willing  to  recommend  Government 
promotion  in  the  prosecution  of  a  work  which,  if  no  other  means  offered 
I  for  sccnritig  its  completion,  is  of  such  transcendent  interest  that  the  Gov- 
enunent  should,  in  my  opinion,  secure  it  by  direct  appropriations  from 
as  Treasury. 

A    ,.,^y  jjf  jjjg  i^nds  of  tlie  canal  company  to  an  amount  necessary 

to  plelion  of  the  canal  could,  I  think,  be  so  given  as  not  to  involve 

any  serious  risk  of  ultimate  loss.  The  things  to  be  carefully  guarded  are 
Iheoomplctioti  of  the  work  within  the  limits  of  the  guaranty,  the  subroga- 
tion of  tlie  United  States  to  the  rights  of  the  first-mortgage  bondholders 
for  atiy  amounts  it  may  have  to  pay,  and  in  the  meantime  a  coutrol  of  the 
Htck  of  the  company  as  a  security  against  mismanagement  and  loss.     I 
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most  sincerely  liope  that  neither  party  nor  sectional  lines  will  be  drawn 
upon  this  great  American  project,  so  full  of  interest  to  the  people  of  all 
our  States  and  so  influential  in  its  effects  upon  the  prestige  and  pros- 
perity of  our  common  country. 

The  island  of  Navassa,  in  the  West  Indian  group,  has,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Title  VII  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  beeu  recognized  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  appertaining  to  the  United  States.     It  contains  guano  dejwsits, 
is  owned  by  the  Navassa  Phosphate  Company,  and  is  occupied  solely  by 
its  employees.      In  Septenilier,  1S89,  a  revolt  took  place  among  these 
laborers,  resulting  in  the  killing  of  some  of  the  agents  of  the  company, 
caused,  as  the  laborers  claimed,  by  cruel  treatment.     These  men  were 
arrested  and  tried  in  the  United  States  court  at  Baltimore,  under  section 
5576  of  the  statute  referred  to,  as  if  the  offenses  had  been  committed  on 
board  a  merchant  vessel  of  the  Uuiled  States  on  the  high  seas.     There 
appeared  on  the  trial  and  otherwise  came  to  me  such  evidences  of  the 
bad  treatment  of  the  men  that  in  consideration  of  this  and  of  the  fact 
that  the  men  had  no  access  to  any  public  officer  or  tribunal  for  protection 
or  the  redre.ss  of  their  wrongs  I  commuted  the  death  sentences  that  had 
beeu  passed  by  the  court  upon  three  of  them.     In  April  last  mj*  atten- 
tion was  again  called  to  this  island  and  to  the  unregulated  condition  of 
things  there  by  a  letter  fronv  a  colored  laborer,  who  complained  that  he 
was  wrongfully  detained  upon   the  island  by  the  phosphate  company 
after  the  expiration  of  his  contract  of  service.     A  naval  vessel  was  sent 
to  examine  into  the  ca.se  of  this  man  and  generally  into  the  condition  of 
things  on  the  island.     It  was  found  thnl  tlie  labi>rer  referred  to  had  been 
detained  beyond  the  contract  limit  and  that  a  condition  of  re\'olt  again 
existed  among  the  laborers.     A  board  of  ua\al  oiEcers  reported,  among 
other  things,  as  follows: 

We  would  desire  to  state  further  that  the  discipline  maiutained  on  the  island  seenn 
to  be  that  of  a  convict  estatdishtnent  withotit  its  comforts  and  cleanliness,  and  that 
until  more  attention  is  piiid  to  tlie  sliippinf^  of  laborers  by  placing  it  under  Govern- 
ment supervision  to  prevt-nt  misunderstanding  and  misrepresentation,  and  until  sow* 
amelioration  is  .shown  in  the  treatment  of  the  laborers,  these  disorders  will  \ytd 
constant  occurrence. 

I  recommend  legislation  that  shall  place  lalx)r  contracts  upon  this  and 
other  islands  having  the  relation  that  Navassa  has  to  the  United  States 
mider  the  suptrvisiou  of  a  court  comuii.ssioner,  and  that  shall  prmide  at 

■  the  expense  of  the  owners  an  officer  to  reside  upon  the  i.sland,  with  power 

■  to  judge  and  adjust  disputes  and  to  enforce  a  ju.st  and  humane  treatinenl 
B  of  the  employees.  It  is  inexcusable  that  American  laborers  should  be 
I  left  within  our  own  jurisdiction  without  access  to  any  Government  officer 
^^H  or  tribunal  for  their  protection  and  the  redress  of  their  wrongs. 
^^H  Internationa!  copyright  has  lx;en  secnred,  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
^^H   ditions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  iSQi.with  Belgiimi,  France,  Great  Britain 
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permitting  to  our  citizens  the  benefit  of  copyrijifht  on  substantially  the 
same  basi»  as  to  their  own  citizens  or  subjects. 

With  Germany  a  special  convention  has  been  negotiated  upon  this  sub- 
ject vrhich  will  bring  that  couutrj-  witliiu  the  reciprocal  benefits  of  our 
legislation. 

The  general  interest  in  the  operations  of  the  Treasury  Department  has 
much  augmented  during  the  last  year  by  reason  of  the  conflicting 
ctious,  which  accompanied  and  followed  the  tariff  and  other  legisla- 
litm  of  the  last  Congress  nfTectiug  the  revenues,  as  to  the  results  of  tliis 
legislation  upon  the  Treasury  and  upon  the  country.  On  the  one  hand 
it  was  contended  that  imports  would  so  fall  off  as  to  leave  the  Treas- 
ury banlcrupt  and  that  the  prices  of  articles  entering  into  the  living  of 
the  people  wr)uld  be  so  enhanced  as  to  disastrously  affect  their  comfort 
and  happiness,  while  on  the  other  it  was  argued  that  the  loss  to  the  reve- 
nue, largely  the  result  of  placing  sugar  on  the  free  list,  would  be  a  direct 
gain  to  the  jieople;  that  the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  including 
tliuse  most  highly  protected,  would  not  be  enhanced;  that  labor  would 
have  a  larger  market  and  the  products  of  the  farm  advanced  prices,  while 
the  Treasury  surplus  and  receipts  would  be  adefjuate  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations, including  the  large  exceptional  expenditures  for  the  refunding 
to  the  Slates  of  the  direct  tax  and  the  redemption  of  the  4j4  per  cent 
bonds. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  enter  at  auy  length  into  a  discussion  of  the 
cffccLs  of  the  legislation  to  which  I  have  referred;  but  a  brief  examination 
of  t  -tics  of  the  Treasury  and  a  general  glance  at  the  state  of  busi- 

ne-  ^hout  the  country  will,  I  think,  satisfy  auy  impartial  inquirer 

that  its  results  have  disappointed  the  evil  prophecies  of  its  opponents  and 
in  a  large  measure  realized  the  hojxjful  predictions  of  its  friends.  Rarely, 
if  ever  Ixifore,  in  the  history  of  the  country  has  there  beeu  a  time  when 
the  proceeds  of  one  day's  labor  or  the  product  of  one  farmed  acre  would 
porrbase  so  large  an  amount  of  those  things  that  enter  into  the  living 
of  the  masses  of  the  people.  I  believe  that  a  full  test  will  develop  the 
fact  that  the  tariff  act  of  the  Fifty-first  Congress  is  very  favorable  in  its 
*\->  '■  ct  upon  the  prices  of  articles  entering  into  common  use. 

!■  lie  twelvemonths  from  October  i,  1890,  to  September  30,  1891, 

the  total  value  of  our  foreign  commerce  (imports  and  exports  combined)) 
«;i    *  '  406,  which  was  the  largest  of  any  year  in  the  history  of 

th<-  .s.     The  largest  in  any  previous  year  was  in  1890,  when 

our  oommercc  amounted  to  $1 1647, 139,093,  and  the  last  year  exceeds  this 
at  '.  by  over  one  hundred  millions.     It  is  interesting, 

>nrprising,  to  know  that  during  the  year  ending  Sep- 
30,  1891,  our  imports  of  mercliandise  amounted  to  $824,715,270, 
which  was  an  iti  »f  more  than  J^  11,000,000  over  the  value  of  the 

imports  of  the  nding  months  of  the  preceding  year,  when  the 

imports  of  rocrduindisc  were  unusually  large  in  anticipation  of  the  tariff 
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legislation  tlieu  pending.     The  average  annual  value  of  the  imports  d 
merchandise  for  the  ten  years  from  1881  to  1890  was  ^92,186,522,  am 
during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1891,  this  awiual  average  was 
exceeded  by  $132,528,469. 

The  value  of  free  imports  during  the  twelve  months  ending  September 
30,  1891,  was  Sr  18,092,387  more  than  the  value  of  free  imports  during 
the  corresjxtnding  twelve  raoutlis  of  the  preceding  year,  and  there  was 
during  the  same  period  a  decrease  of  $106,846,508  in  the  value  of  im- 
ports of  dutialtle  merchandise.     The  percentage  of  merchandise  admittet 
free  of  duty  during  the  year  to  which  I  have  referred,  the  first  tinder  the 
new  tariff,  was  48. 18,  while  during  the  preceding  twelve  months,  under, 
the  old  tariff,  the  percentage  was  34.27.  an  increase  of  13.91  per  cent.     If 
we  take  the  six  months  ending  September  30  last,  which  covers  the  time 
during  which  sugars  have  lieen  admitted  free  of  duty,  the  per  cent  of 
value  of  merchandise  iuiiwrted  free  of  duty  is  found  to  be  55.37,  w-hich  is 
a  larger  jwrcentage  of  free  imports  than  during  any  prior  fiscal  year  in 
the  history  of  the  Government. 

If  we  turn  to  exports  of  merchandise,  the  statistics  are  full  of  gratifi- 
cation. The  value  of  such  exports  of  merchandise  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  September  30, 1891 ,  was  $923,091 ,  136,  while  for  the  corresponding 
previous  twelve  months  it  was  $860, 177, 1 15,  an  increase  of  $62,914,021, 
which  is  nearly  three  times  the  average  annual  increase  of  exports  of 
merchandise  for  the  preceding  twenty  years.  This  exceeds  in  amount 
and  \alue  the  exports  of  merchandise  during  any  year  in  the  historj'of 
the  Government.  The  increase  in  the  value  of  exports  of  agricultural 
products  during  tlie  year  referred  to  over  the  corresponding  twelve 
months  of  the  prior  year  was  $45,846,197,  while  the  increase  in  the 
value  of  exports  of  manufactured  products  was  $16,838,240. 

There  is  certainly  nothing  in  the  condition  of  trade,  foreign  or  domes- 
tic, there  is  certainly  nothing  in  the  condition  of  our  people  of  any  class, 
to  suggest  that  the  existing  tariff  and  revenue  legislation  Ijears  oppress- 
ively upon  the  people  or  retards  the  commercial  development  of  the  nation. 
It  may  be  argued  that  our  condition  would  1>e  better  if  tariff  legislation 
were  u}x)u  a  free-trade  basis;  l>ut  it  can  not  be  denied  that  all  the  con- 
ditions of  prosperity  and  of  general  contentment  are  present  in  a  larger 
degree  than  ever  before  in  our  histor>',  and  that,  too,  just  when  it  was 
prophesied  they  would  be  in  t)ie  worst  state.  Agitation  for  radical 
changes  in  tariff  and  financial  legislation  can  not  help  but  may  seriously 
impede  business,  to  the  prosperity  of  which  some  degree  of  stability  in 
legislation  is  essential. 

I  think  there  are  conclusive  evideuces  that  the  new  tariff  has  created 
several  great  industries,  which  will  within  a  few  years  give  employment 
to  several  hundred  tliousand  American  working  men  and  women.  In 
view-  of  the  «»newhat  overcrowded  condition  of  the  labor  market  of  the 

nited  States,  every  patriotic  citizen  should  rejoice  at  such  a  result. 


» 
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report  of  the  Secretarj-  ot  llie  ireasury  shows  that  Ihe  total  receipts 
of  the  GoverniiicJit  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1891,  were  $458,544,233-03.  while  the  expenditures  for  the  same  period 
were  5421.304,470.46,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $37,239,762.57. 

The  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year  cmling  June  30,  1892,  actual  and  esti- 
matud,  are  $433,000,000  and  the  expenditure.s  $409,000,000.  For  the 
Bacal  year  ending  June  30,  1893.  the  estiinatetl  receipts  are  $455,336,350 
and  tlie  expenditures  $441,300,093. 

Under  the  law  of  July  14.  1890,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  pur- 
clia5ied  (since  August  13)  during  the  fiscal  year  48,393,113  ounces  of 
siK-cr  htiUion  at  an  average  cost  of  $1 .045  per  ounce.  The  highest  price 
paid  during  the  year  was  $1.2025  and  the  lowest  $0.9636.  In  exchange 
for  this  silver  Inillion  there  have  been  i.ssued  $50,577,498  of  the  Treasury 
notes  authorized  by  the  act.  The  lowest  price  of  silver  reached  during 
ll»e  fiscal  year  was  $0.9636  on  April  22.  1891;  but  on  November  i  the 
market  price  was  only  $0.96,  which  would  give  to  the  silver  dollar  a 
bullion  value  of  74^  cents. 

Before  tlie  influence  of  the  prospective  silver  legislation  was  felt  in  the 
market  sJl\-er  was  worth  in  New  York  alx^ut  $0,955  P^^"  ounce.  The 
ablest  advocates  of  free  coinage  in  the  last  Congress  were  most  confident 
iu  their  predictions  that  the  jnirchases  by  the  Oovernment  required  by 
the  law  would  at  once  bring  the  price  of  silver  to  $1.2929  per  ounce, 
which  would  make  the  bullion  value  of  a  dollar  100  cents  aud  hold  it 
there.  The  prophecies  of  the  antisilver  men  of  disaster."*  to  result  from 
the  coinage  of  $2,000,000  per  month  were  not  wider  of  the  mark.  The 
friends  of  free  silver  are  not  agreed,  I  think,  as  to  the  causes  that  brought 
their  hojx-ful  predictions  to  naught.  Some  facts  are  known.  The  ex- 
ports of  .silver  from  Loudon  to  India  during  the  first  nine  months  of  this 
calendar  year  fell  off  over  50  per  cent,  or  $17,202,730,  compared  with  the 
oune  months  of  the  preceding  year.  The  exports  of  domestic  silver  bul- 
Uoo  from  this  country,  which  had  averaged  for  the  last  ten  years  over 
517.000,000,  fell  in  the  last  fi-scal  year  to  $13,797,391,  while  for  the  first 
time  in  recent  years  the  imports  of  silver  into  this  country'  exceeded  the 
exports  by  the  sum  of  $2,745,365.  In  the  previous  year  the  net  exports 
of  silver  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  $8,545,455.  The  produc- 
tioa  of  the  United  States  increased  from  50,000,000  ounces  in  «889  to 
54,500.000  in  1890.  The  Government  is  now  buying  and  putting  aside 
aimnaUy  54,000.000  ounces,  which,  allowing  for  7, 140,000  ounces  of  new 
ImOioa  used  iti  the  arts,  is  6,640,000  more  than  our  domestic  products 
available  for  coinage. 
I  hope  the  depression  in  the  price  of  silver  is  temporary  and  that  a 
trial  of  this  legislation  will  more  favorably  affect  it,  That  the 
volume  of  currency  thtts  supplied  for  the  use  of  the  people  was 
hEcded  and  that  beneficial  results  upon  trade  and  prices  have  followed 
lii!   ■       "  I  think  must  be  very  clear  to  everyone.     Nor  should  it 
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be  forsottai  tint  Cor  cccKj  daOar (rf  tbese  xwies  tssoed  a  fall  dc^lar's  worth 
of  aBrcrboffioB  feat  tbetiBedepaGhed  in  tlie Treasury  as'a  secnrityfor 
hs  nedtoipbaii.  Upon  this  jubject,  as  apaa  the  tariff,  my  recommenda- 
tioa  t»  that  the  *^r%^vi*^  \Km9  be  given  a  full  trial  and  that  our  business 
JntF'^y***^  be  spared  the  distreasmg  infloenoe  vhk^  threats  of  radical 
changes  always  impart.  Under  r^i^ing  legisiation  it  is  in  the  power  of 
the  Tneasary  Deymtment  to  «™»*»«*^"'  that  essentia]  condition  of  national 
fii«*«ini>  as  veQ  as  of  cxmmemal  pcoeperity — the  parity  in  use  of  the  coind 
doOaTB  and  tbeir  paper  nepRscntatii-e&  Tlie  assaranoe  tliat  these  powers 
iroold  be  Eredy  and  nnlir^tatiDgi>  ttsed  has  done  mticb  to  produce  and 
sustain  the  present  forarafale  lawiiiess  caa£ticMB. 

1  am  still  of  the  opinioo  that  the  free  coinage  of  silver  under  existing 
oooditioas  iroald  disastroushr  aiffect  our  business  interests  at  home  aud 
abroad.  We  cxmld  not  hope  to  maintain  an  equalit\'  in  the  purchasing 
power  of  the  gold  and  silrer  dollar  in  our  own  markets,  and  in  foreign 
trade  the  stamp  gives  00  added  valne  to  the  bullion  cxnitained  in  coins. 
The  producers  of  the  conntr>-.  its  farmers  and  laborers,  have  the  highest 
interest  that  e\-er>-  dollar,  paper  or  coin,  issued  by  the  Go\*eniment  shall 
be  as  good  as  any  other.  If  thete  is  on£  less  valuable  than  another,  its 
sore  and  constant  errand  will  be  to  pay  them  for  their  toil  and  for  their 
crops.  The  money  lender  will  protect  himself  by  stipulating  for  pay- 
ment in  gold,  but  the  laborer  has  never  been  able  to  do  that.  To  place 
business  npoa  a  silver  basis  would  mean  a  sudden  and  severe  contraction 
of  the  currenoi-  by  the  withdrawal  of  gold  and  gold  notes  and  such  an 
unsettling  of  all  values  as  would  produce  a  commercial  panic.  I  can  not 
belie\e  that  a  people  so  strong  and  prosperous  as  ours  will  promote  such 
a  policy. 

The  producers  of  sil\'er  are  entitled  to  just  consideration,  but  they 
should  not  forget  that  the  Government  is  now  buying  and  putting  out 
of  the  market  what  Ls  the  equivalent  of  the  entire  product  of  our  silver 
mines.  This  is  more  than  they  themselves  thouglit  of  asking  two  years 
ago.  I  believe  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  a  great  majoritj'  of  the  peopk, 
as  it  is  mine,  that  a  full  coin  use  shall  be  made  of  silver  just  as  soon  as 
the  cooperation  of  other  nations  can  be  secured  and  a  ratio  fixed  that  will 
give  circulation  equally  to  gold  and  silver.  The  business  of  the  worW 
retjuires  the  use  of  both  metals;  but  1  do  not  see  any  prospect  of  gain, 
but  much  of  loss,  by  giving  up  the  present  system,  in  which  a  full  tise 
is  made  of  gold  and  a  large  use  of  silver,  for  one  in  which  silver  alone 
will  circulate.  Such  an  event  would  be  at  once  fatal  to  the  further  pri)g- 
ress  of  the  silver  movement.  Bimetallism  is  the  desired  end.  aud  the 
true  friends  of  silver  will  be  careful  not  to  overrun  the  goal  and  bring  in 
silver  monometallism  with  its  nece.ssar>-  attendants — the  loss  of  our  goM 
to  Ivurope  and  the  relief  of  the  pre-ssure  there  for  a  larger  currency.  1 
have  endeavored  by  the  use  of  official  and  unofficial  agencies  to  keq)  a 
close  observation  of  the  state  of  public  sentiment  in  Europe  upon  this 


n  and  have  not  found  it  to  be  sucli  as  to  justify  rae  in  proposing 
an  tntemational  conference.  There  is,  however,  I  am  sure,  a  growing 
sentiment  in  IJurope  in  favor  of  a  larger  use  of  silver,  and  I  know  of  no 
nnire  effectual  way  of  promoting  tliis  sentiinent  than  by  accunuilating 
gold  here.  A  scarcity  of  gold  in  the  ICuropean  reserves  will  be  the  most 
fiersnasive  arginnenl  for  the  use  of  silver. 

The  exports  of  gold  to  liurope,  which  began  in  February  last  and  con- 
■iuut^l  until  the  close  of  July,  aggregated  over  $70,000,000.  The  net

B  The  presence  of  a  large  cash  .surplus  in  the  Treasury  has  for  many 
^■np  been  the  subject  of  much  unfavorable  critici.sm,  and  has  furni.shed 
^^^prguntent  to  those  who  have  desired  to  place  the  tariff  upon  a  purely 
revenue  basis.  It  was  agreed  by  all  that  the  withdrawal  from  circulation 
of  so  large  :ui  amount  of  money  was  an  embarrassment  to  the  business 
of  the  country*  and  made  necessary  the  intervention  of  the  Department 
at  (ru-quetJl  interAfals  to  relieve  threatened  monetary  panics.  The  sur- 
plus crti  March  i.  t88g.  was  $183,827,190.29.  The  policy  of  applying 
this  surplus  to  the  redemption  of  the  interest-bearing  securities  of  the 
I'oited  States  was  thought  to  be  preferable  to  that  of  depositing  it  with- 

Icwt  interest  in  selected  tiational  banks.     There   have  lx*n  redeemetl 
aace  the  date  last  mentiotied  of  interest -bearing  .securities  $259,079,350, 
resulting  in  a  reduction  of  the  annual  interest  charge  of  $11,684,675. 
Tbe  ra»jney  which  had  been  depcsited  in  banks  witliout  interest  has  been 
gradually  withdrawn  and  u.sed  in  the  redemption  of  bonds. 
The  result  of  this  policy,  of  the  silver  legislation,  and  of  the  refunding 
nf  the  4,'<i  per  cent  bonds  has  lieen  a  large  increa.se  of  the  money  in  cir- 
nilat)t»n.     At  the  date  la.st  named  the  circulation  was  $1,404,205,896, 
cr  $^3.03  per  capita,  while  on  the  rst  day  of  December,  1891.  it  had 
iocreased  to  $1 ,577,262,070.  or  $24.38  per  capita.     The  offer  of  the  Sec- 
tary (A  the  Trea.sury  to  Uie  holders  of  the  4)^  per  cent  bonds  to  extend 
le  tinw  of  redemption,  at  the  option  of  the  Government,  at  an  interest 
3  per  cent,  was  accq>ted  by  the  holders  of  about  one-half  the  amount, 

the  itnextcude<l  bonds  are  being  redeemed  on  presentation. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  exhibits  the  results  of  an  intel- 

gt;nt,  progressive,  and  businesslike  administration  of  a   Department 

hich  has  l>een  too  much  regarded  as  one  of  mere  routine.     The  separa- 

Proctor  from  the  Department  by  reason  of  his  appf)iiU- 

.  .         r  fnini  the  State  of  Vermont  is  a  source  of  great  regret 
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to  me  and  to  his  colleagues  in  the  Cabinet,  as  I  am  sure  it  will  be  to 
all  those  who  have  had  business  with  the  Department  while  under  his 
charge. 

In  the  administration  of  army  affairs  some  especially  good  work  has 
been  accomplished.  The  efforts  of  the  Secretary'  to  reduce  the  percent- 
age of  desertiou.s  by  removing  the  causes  that  promoted  it  ha\-e  l)een  so 
successful  as  to  enable  him  to  report  for  the  last  year  a  lower  percentage 
of  desertion  than  has  been  before  reached  in  the  history  of  the  Army. 
The  resulting  money  saving  is  considerable,  but  the  improvement  in  the 
morale  of  the  enlisted  men  is  the  most  valuable  incident  of  the  reforms 
which  have  brought  alxiut  this  result. 

The  work  of  securing  sites  for  shore  batteries  for  harbor  defense  and 
the  manufacture  of  mortars  and  guns  of  high  fKjwer  to  equip  them  ha\-e 
made  gfxxl  progress  during  the  year.  The  preliminao'  work  of  tests  and 
plans  which  so  long  delayed  a  start  is  now  out  of  the  way.  Some  guns 
have  been  coiupleled,  and  with  an  enlarged  shop  and  a  more  complete 
equipment  at  Watervliet  the  Army  will  soon  be  abreast  of  the  Navy  in 
gun  construction.  Whatever  unavoidable  causes  of  delay  may  arise, 
there  .should  be  none  from  delayed  or  in.sufficient  appropriations.  We 
shall  be  greatly  embarras.sed  in  the  proper  distribution  and  use  of  na\'al 
vessels  until  adequate  shore  defenses  are  provided  for  our  harbors. 

I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  that  the  three-bat- 
talion organization  be  adopted  for  the  infantry.  The  adoption  of  a  .smoke- 
less powder  and  of  a  modern  rifle  equal  in  range,  precision,  and  rapidity 
of  fire  to  the  best  now  in  use  will,  I  hope,  not  be  longer  delayed. 

The  project  of  enlisting  Indians  and  organizing  them  into  separate 
companies  upon  the  same  basis  as  other  soldiers  was  made  the  subject  of 
very  careful  study  by  the  Secretary  and  received  my  approval.  Se\'ai 
companies  have  lx?en  annpletely  organized  and  seven  more  are  in  process 
of  organization.  The  results  of  six  months"  training  have  m«re  than 
realized  the  highest  anticipKitions.  The  men  are  readily  brought  imder 
discipline,  acquire  the  drill  with  facility,  and  show  great  pride  in  the  right 
discharge  of  their  duty  and  perfect  loyalty  to  their  officers,  who  declare 
that  they  would  take  them  into  action  with  confidence.  The  discipline, 
order,  and  cleanline.ss  of  the  militar>-  posts  will  have  a  wholesome  aud 
elevating  influence  upon  the  men  enlisted,  and  through  them  upon  their 
tribes,  while  a  friendly  feeUng  for  the  whites  and  a  greater  respect  for 
the  Government  will  certainly  Im?  promoted, 

The  great  work  done  in  the  Record  and  Pension  Division  of  the  War 
Dei)arlnieut  by  Major  Ainsworth.  of  the  Medical  Corps,  and  the  clerks 
under  him  is  entitled  to  honorable  mention.  Taking  up  the  work  with 
nearly  41,000  cases  Ix'hind.  he  clo.sed  the  la.st  fiscal  year  without  a  single 
case  left  over,  though  the  new  ca.ses  had  increased  52  per  cent  in  number 
over  the  previous  year  by  reason  of  the  pension  legislation  of  the  last 
Congress. 


I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Attorney-General  that  the  right 
1  felony  cases  to  a  re\ic\v  by  the  Supreme  Court  be  limited.  It  would 
eem  that  personal  liberty  would  have  a  safe  guaranty  if  the  right  of 
mew  iu  cases  involving  only  fine  and  imprisonment  were  limited  to  the 
ircuit  court  of  appeals,  unless  a  constitutional  question  should  in  some 
ray  be  invx>lved. 

The  judges  of  the  Court  of  Private  Laiid  Claims,  provided  for  by  the 
let  of  March  3,  1S91,  have  been  appointed  and  the  court  organized.  It 
Ib  now  possible  to  give  early  relief  to  communities  long  repressed  in  their 
development  by  unsettled  land  titles  and  to  establish  the  possession  and 
light  of  settlers  whose  lauds  have  been  rendered  valueless  by  adverse  and 
Unfounded  claims. 

The  act  of  July  g,  1888,  provided  for  the  incorporation  and  manage- 
ment of  a  reform  school  for  girls  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  but  it  has 
iwnained  iuoperative  for  the  reason  that  no  appropriation  lias  been  made 
or  construction  or  maintenance.  The  need  of  such  an  institution  is  very 
irgent.  Many  girls  could  be  saved  from  depraved  lives  by  the  whole- 
influences  and  restraints  of  such  a  .school.  I  recommend  that  the 
y  appropriation  be  made  for  a  site  and  for  construction. 

The  enforcement  by  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  law  prohibiting 
the  coming  of  Chinese  to  the  United  States  has  Ixjen  efTcctivL*  as  to  such 

seek  to  laud  from  vessels  entering  our  ports.     The  result  has  been 

divert  the  travel  to  vessels  entering  the  ports  of  British  Columbia, 
whence  jiassage  into  the  United  States  at  oljscnre  ]x>ints  along  the  Do- 
minion bouudar>'  is  easy.  A  ver>-  considerable  number  of  Chinese  labor- 
ETS  have  during  the  past  year  entered  the  United  Slates  from  Canada 
lid  Mexico. 

The  officers  of  the  Treasury  Department  and  of  the  Department  of 
Instice  have  used  every  means  at  their  command  to  intercept  this  immi- 
RTalion;  but  the  impossibility  of  perfectly  guarding  our  extended  frontier 
is  apparent.     The  Dominion  government  collects  a  head  tax  of  f,^o  from 

ery  Chinaman  entering  Canada,  and  thus  derives  a  considerable  re\'e- 
mie  from  those  who  only  use  its  ports  to  reach  a  position  of  advantage 
to  evade  our  exclusion  laws.  There  seems  to  be  sali.sfactory  evidence 
that  the  business  of  passing  Chinamen  through  Canada  to  the  I'nited 
States  is  organized  and  quite  active.  The  Department  of  Justice  has 
coiislrued  the  laws  to  require  the  return  of  any  Chinaman  found  to  be 
unlawfully  in  this  country  to  China  as  the  country  from  which  he  came, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  tliat  he  came  by  way  of  Canada;  but  several 
of  the  district  courts  have  in  cases  brought  before  them  overruled  this 
\i«w  of  the  law  and  decided  that  such  persons  must  be  returned  to 
ida.  Tliis  construction  robs  the  law  of  all  efTectiveuess,  even  if  the 
could  be  executed,  for  the  men  returned  can  the  next  day  recri:)ss 
Itorder.  But  the  only  appropriation  niadt-  is  for  .sending  them  l»ack 
China,  and  the  Canadian  officials   refu.se  lo  allow  them  to  reenter 
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Canada  without  the  payment  of  the  fifty-dollar  head  tax.     I  recomincnc 
such  legislation  as  will  remedy  these  defects  in  the  law. 

In  previous  messages  I  have  called  the  attentioti  of  Congress  to  tli 
necessity  of  so  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  Stales  courts  laA 
to  make  triable  therein  any  felony  committed  while  in  the  act  of  violat 
ing  a  law  of  the  United  States.  These  courts  can  not  have  that  inde 
pendence  and  efTectiveness  which  the  Constitution  contemplates  so  louj 
as  the  felonious  killing  of  court  officers,  jurors,  and  witnesses  in  Uie  dis 
charge  of  their  duties  or  by  reason  of  their  acts  as  such  is  only  cogni- 
zable in  the  State  courts.  The  work  done  by  the  Attorney-General  and 
the  officers  of  his  Department,  even  under  the  present  inadequate  leg- 
islation, has  produced  some  notable  results  in  the  interest  of  law  an 
order. 

The  Attorney- General  and  also  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  ol 
Columbia  call  attention  to  the  defectiveness  and  inadequacy  of  the  law; 
relating  to  crimes  against  cha.stity  in  the  District  of  Columbia.     A  .strin- 
gent code  upon  this  subject  has  been  provided  by  Congress  for  Utah 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the  needs  of  this  District  shotild  havi 
been  so  long  overlooked. 

In  the  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  some  very  gratifying  resul 
are  exhibited  and  many  tettermeuts  of  the  service  suggested.  A  pe- 
rusal of  the  rejxjrt  gives  abundant  evidence  that  the  super\-ision  an 
direction  of  the  postal  system  have  been  characterized  by  an  intelligeni 
and  conscientious  desire  to  improve  the  .service.  The  revenues  of  tl 
Department  show  an  increase  of  over  $5,000,000,  witli  a  deficiency  fi 
the  year  1892  of  less  than  $4,000,000,  while  the  estimate  for  the  yeaj 
189^^  shows  a  surplus  of  receipts  over  expenditures. 

Ocean  mail  po.st-offices  have  been  established  upon  the  .steamers  of  th< 
North  German  Lloyd  and  Hamburg  lines,  saving  by  the  distribution 
shiplxjard  from  two  to  fourteen  hours'  time  in  the  delivery  of  mail  at  tl: 
port  of  entry  and  often  nuich  more  than  this  in  the  delivery  at  interi' 
places.  So  thoroughly  has  this  system,  initiated  by  Gcrmauy  and  lh( 
United  States,  evidenced  its  usefulness  that  it  can  not  l>c  long  licfore  i 
is  installed  upon  all  the  great  ocean  mail -carrying  steamships. 

Eight  thousand  miles  of  new  postal  .service  has  been  estahlisheil  upoi 
railroads,  the  car  distribution  to  substations  in  the  great  ti'i 
increa.sed  about  12  per  cent,  while  the  percentage  of  errors  iii 
has  during  the  past  year  l)een  reduced  over  one-half.  v\n  appropriatioi 
Wvis  given  by  the  last  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  making  - 
ments  in  free  deliverj-  in  the  smaller  cities  and  towns.  T  ■ 
these  ex])erimcuts  have  been  so  satLsfacton,'  that  the  Po»tm;istcr-(.ienena 
rcconmiends,  and  I  concur  in  the  recommendation,  that  tin-  '.  '  ' 
system  Ijc  at  once  extended  lo  town.s  of  5,rxx3  {xipulatiou.  1  i 
of  the  inadequate  facilities  extended  under  our  present  systcnj  to  nini 
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fuller  ixirticipation  in  the  benefits  of  the  postal  service  are  worthy  of 
ytMir  careful  consideration.  It  is  not  just  that  tlie  farmer,  who  receives 
his  niail  at  a  udghboring  town,  should  not  only  be  compelled  to  send  to 
the  post-office  for  it.  but  to  pay  a  considerable  rent  for  a  box  in  which  to 
place  jl  or  to  wait  his  turn  at  a  general-delivery  window,  while  the  city 
resident  has  his  mail  brought  to  his  door.  It  is  stated  that  over  54,ckxj 
neighborlioods  are  under  the  present  system  receiving  mail  at  post-offices 
where  money  orders  and  postal  notes  are  not  issued.  The  exten.siou  of 
this  system  to  these  comniunities  is  especially  desirable,  as  the  patrons 
nf  sucJi  offices  are  not  possessed  of  the  other  facilities  offered  in  more 
populous  communities  for  the  transmission  of  small  sums  of  money. 

I  have  ill  a  message  to  the  preceding  Congress  expressed  my  views  as 
to  a  modified  use  of  the  telegraph  in  connection  with  the  postal  ser\'ice.* 
In  pursuance  of  the  ocean  mail  law  of  March  3,  1891,  and  after  a  most 
careful  study  of  the  whole  subject  aud  frequent  conferences  with  ship- 
cnmers,  boards  of  trade,  and  others,  advertisements  were  issued  by  the 
Post  master- General  for  53  Hues  of  ocean  mail  service — to  to  Great  Brit- 
ain and  tlie  Continent,  27  to  South  America,  3  to  China  and  Japan,  4  to 
Atistralia  and  the  Pacific  islands,  7  to  the  West  Indies,  and  2  to  Mexico. 
It  was  not,  of  course,  expected  that  bids  for  all  these  lines  would  l>e 
received  or  that  .service  upon  them  all  would  be  contracted  for.  It  was 
intended,  iu  furtherance  of  the  act,  to  .secure  as  many  new  lines  as  pos- 
sible, while  including  in  the  list  most  or  all  of  the  foreign  lines  now 
occupied  by  American  .ships.  It  was  hoj^ed  that  a  line  to  England  and 
perhaps  one  to  the  Continent  would  be  secured;  but  the  outlay  required  to 
equip  such  lines  wholly  with  new  ships  of  the  first  class  and  the  difficulty 
of  establishing  new  lines  in  competition  with  those  already  established 
deterred  bidders  whose  interest  had  been  enUsted.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
W;i'  t  be  found  of  overcoming  these  difficulties, 

i  il  Steamship  Company ,  by  reason  of  a  miscalculation  as  to  the 

VfcxA  of  its  vessels,  was  not  able  to  bid  under  the  terms  of  the  adverti!5e- 
t.  The  policy  of  the  Department  was  to  secure  from  the  established 
an  improved  .ser\-ice  as  a  condition  of  giving  to  them  the  benefits 
rf  the  law.  This  in  all  instances  has  been  attained.  The  Postmaster- 
General  estimates  that  an  expenditure  in  .\merican  shipyards  of  about 
510,000.000  will  be  iiece.ssary  to  enable  the  bidders  to  constnict  the  shijis 
caOcd  for  by  the  service  which  they  have  acceptetl.  I  do  not  think  there 
i*  any  rea.>iuu  fur  discouragement  or  for  any  turning  back  from  the  ix>licy 
of  this  Icgislntiou.  Indeed,  a  go«xl  l>eginniug  has  lx:en  made,  and  a.s  the 
<ubjevt  Is  further  coijsidered  and  uuderstoo<I  by  capitalists  ajid  shipping 
people  new  lines  will  l>e  ready  to  meet  future  proposals,  and  we  may  date 
bum  the  j>assage  of  tliis  law  the  revival  of  American  shipping  interests 
and  the  rccovcO'  <>f  a  fair  share  of  the  carrying  trade  of  the  world.  We 
wae  nsceiving  for  foreign   postage   nearly  $2,000,000  under  the  old 
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sj'stem,  and  the  outlay  for  ocean  mail  service  did  not  exceed  $600,000 
per  annum.  It  is  esliiiialed  by  tlie  Postmaster-General  that  if  all  the 
contracts  propo.scil  are  completed  it  will  retjuire  S.?47,354  for  this  year  iu 
addition  to  the  appropriation  for  sea  and  inland  postage  already  in  the 
estimates,  and  that  fur  the  next  fiscal  jear,  ending  June  30,  1&93,  there 
would  probably  Ik;  needed  abovit  $560,000. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary-  of  the  Nav>'  shows  a  gratifying  increase  of 
new  nnval  \essels  in  connuission.  The  Nrwark,  Concord^  Bennington , 
and  Mianlononwh  have  been  added  during  the  year,  with  an  aggrejjate  of 
something  more  than  1 1,000  tons.  Twenty-four  warships  of  all  classes 
are  now  under  construction  in  the  navy-yards  and  private  shops;  but 
while  the  work  upon  them  is  going  forward  satisfactorily,  the  completion 
of  the  more  im^xjrtant  vessels  will  yet  require  about  a  year's  time.  Some 
of  the  ves.sels  now  under  construction,  it  is  lielieved,  will  1>e  triumphs  of 
naval  engineering.  When  it  is  recollected  that  the  work  of  building  a 
modem  navy  was  only  initiated  in  the  year  1883,  that  our  naval  con- 
structors and  shipbuilders  were  practically  without  exiierience  in  the 
construction  of  large  inm  or  steel  ships,  that  our  engine  shops  were  unfa- 
miliar with  great  marine  engines,  and  that  the  manufacture  of  steel  for- 
gings  for  ginis  and  plates  was  ahnost  wliolly  a  foreign  iudustn.-,  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  is  not  only  higlily  satisfactory,  but  furnishes 
the  assurance  that  the  United  States  will  liefore  long  attain  in  the  con- 
struclion  of  such  vessels,  witli  their  engines  and  armaments,  the  same 
preeminence  %vhich  it  attained  when  the  l>est  instrument  of  ocean  com- 
merce was  the  clip|:)er  sliip  and  the  most  impressive  exhibit  of  naval 
power  the  old  wooden  three-decker  man-of-war.  The  officers  of  the 
Navy  and  the  proprietors  tuul  engineers  of  our  great  pri\ate  shops  have 
resi>ondecl  with  wonderful  intelligence  and  professional  zeal  to  the  coa£- 
dence  expressed  b>'  Congress  in  its  liberal  legislation.  We  have  now  at 
Washington  a  gun  shop,  organized  and  conducted  b>'  naval  officers,  that 
iu  its  s>'stem,  economy,  and  product  is  unexcelled.  Exi>eriments  with 
armor  plate  have  Ik^u  conducted  during  the  year  with  most  important 
results.  It  is  now  Ijelieved  that  a  plate  of  higher  resi.sting  power  than 
any  in  use  has  been  found  and  that  the  tests  have  demonstrated  tlial 
cheaper  methods  of  manufacture  than  those  heretofore  thought  neces- 
sary can  l)e  used. 

■  I  connnend  to  your  favorable  consideration  the  recommendations  of 
I  the  Secretary,  who  has,  I  am  sure,  given  to  them  the  most  conscientious 
B  study.  There  sliould  Ix;  no  hesitation  in  promptly  completing  a  navy  of 
I         the  best  modem  ty]>e  large  enough  to  enable  this  coimtry  to  display  its 

■  flag  in  all  .seas  for  the  protection  of  its  citizens  and  of  its  extending  com- 
H  merce.  The  world  needs  no  assurance  of  the  peaceful  purposes  of  the 
I        United  States,  but  we  shall  probably  lie  iu  the  future  more  largely  a  com- 

■  petitor  in  the  connnerce  of  the  world,  and  it  is  es.sential  to  the  dignity  of 
i^  this  nation  and  to  that  peaceful  influence  which  it  should  exercise  oQ 
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this  hemisphere  that  its  Na\'y  should  be  adequate  both  upon  the  shores 
if  the  Atlantic  and  of  the  Pacific. 
The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shows  that  a  very  Ratifying 
progress  has  beeu  made  iu  all  of  the  bureaus  which  make  up  tliat  complex 
and  difficult  Department. 

The  work  in  the  Bureau  of  Itidiau  Affairs  was  perhaps  tiever  so  large 
now,  by  reas<jn  of  the  nmuLTOUs  negotiations  which  have  l)een  pro- 
ceeding with  the  tribes  for  a  reduction  of  the  reservations,  with  the 
incident  labor  of  making  allotments,  and  was  ne\er  more  carefully  con- 
ducted.    The  provi.sion  of  adequate  school  facilities  for  Indian  children 
and  the  locating  of  adult  ludians  upon  fanns  involve  the  solution  of 
the  "Indian  question."     Everything  else — rations,  amiuitics,  and  tribal 
negotiations,  with  the  agents,  inspectors,  and  commissioners  who  di.strib- 
ute  and  conduct  them — must  pass  away  when  the  Indian  lias  lieoome  a 
citizen,  secure  in  the  indixidual  ownership  of  a  farm  from  which  he  derives 
his  subsistence  by  liis  own  labor,  protected  \>\  and  subordinate  to  the  laws 
wluch  go\-em  the  white  man,  and  pronded  by  the  General  Cioveniment 
or  bj'  the  local  communities  in  which  lie  lives  with  tlie  means  of  educating 
his  children.      When  an  Indian  Ijecomes  a  citizen  in  an  organized  State 
or  Territory,  his  relation  to  the  General  Government  ceases  in  great 
measure  to  be  that  of  a  ward;  but  the  General  Government  ought  not  at 
once  to  put  upon  the  State  or  Territory  the  burden  of  the  education  of 
his  children. 

It  has  been  my  thought  that  the  Government  .schools  and  .school  build- 
ings upon  the  reservations  would  be  absorbed  by  the  .school  systems  of 
the  States  and  Territories;  but  as  it  ha.s  been  found  necessary  to  protect 
the  Indian  against  the  compulsory  alienation  of  his  land  by  exempting 
him  from  taxation  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years,  it  would  seem  to  lie 
right  tli,-rt  the  General  Government,  certainly  where  there  are  trilal  funds 
in  its  jxissessioii.  should  pay  to  the  school  fund  of  the  State  what  would 
l«  ttjuivalent  to  the  local  .school  tax  upon  the  property  of  the  Indian. 
It  will  l>e  noticed  from  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs 
•liat  already  some  contracts  have  been  made  with  district  schools  for  the 
flucation  of  Indian  children.  There  is  great  advantage,  I  think,  iu 
iirin^iig  the  Indian  children  into  ini.xed  .schrmls.  This  process  will  be 
Knidual,  and  in  the  meantime  the  present  educational  provisions  and 
•irrangements,  the  result  of  the  best  experience  of  those  who  have  been 
t^'iargetl  with  this  work,  should  be  continued.  This  will  enaljle  those 
ftligious  bodies  tliat  have  undertaken  the  work  of  Indian  education  with 
w  trnjch  zeal  and  with  results  so  restraining  and  beneficent  to  place 
tieir  institutions  in  new  and  useful  relations  to  the  Indian  and  to  his 
white  neighbors. 

The  outbreak  among  the  Sioux  which  occurred  in  Decemljer  last  is  as 
lo  its  causes  and  incidents  fully  reported  upon  by  the  War  Department 
and  the  Department  of  the  Interior.     That  these  Indians  had  some  just 
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complaints,  especially  in  the  matter  of  the  redudioti  of  the  appropriation 
for  rations  and  in  the  delays  attending  the  euactnieiit  of  laws  to  enable 
the  Department  to  perform  the  engagements  entered  into  wlh  them, 
is  prolwbly  true;  liut  the  Sioux  tril)es  are  naturally  warlike  and  tnrhu- 
lent,  and  their  warriors  were  excited  by  their  nie<licitie  men  and  chiefs, 
who  preached  the  coming  of  an  Indian  messiah  who  was  to  give  thcin 
power  to  destroy  their  enemies.  In  view  of  the  alarm  that  prevaile<l 
among  the  white  settlers  near  the  reservation  and  of  the  fatal  cimse- 
qnences  that  would  have  resnltetl  from  an  Indian  incursion,  I  placed  at 
the  disposal  r^  General  Miles,  commanding  the  Division  of  the  Missonri, 
all  such  forces  as  were  thought  by  him  to  be  required.  He  is  entitled 
to  the  credit  of  having  given  thorough  protection  to  the  settlers  and 
of  bringing  the  hostiles  into  subjection  with  the  least  possible  loss  of 
life. 

The  appropriation  of  $2,991,450  for  the  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws 
contained  in  the  general  Indian  appropriation  bill  of  March  3,  1S91,  |iaj» 
not  Ix-en  exjiended,  for  the  reason  tliat  I  have  not  yet  approved  a  release 
(to  the  Government)  of  the  Indian  claim  to  the  lands  mentioned.  This 
matter  will  be  made  the  .subject  of  a  special  message,  placing  liefore  Con- 
gress all  the  facts  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge. 

The  relation  of  the  Five  Civilized  Triljes  now  occupying  the  Indian 
Territory  to  the  United  States  is  not,  I  believe,  tliat  liest  calculated  to 
promote  the  highest  ad\'ancement  of  these  Indians.  That  there  should 
lie  within  our  Ixjrders  five  independent  states  haviJig  no  relations,  except 
those  growing  out  of  treaties,  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
no  representation  in  the  National  I.^gislature,  its  people  not  cstizen<i.  is 
a  startling  anomaly. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  inevitable  that  there  shall  be  before  long  some 
organic  changes  in  the  relation  of  these  i)eople  lo  the  United  States. 
What  form  these  changes  should  take  I  do  not  think  it  desirable  now  to 
suggest,  even  if  they  were  well  defijied  in  my  o\%'n  tniud.  They  shoitkl 
certainly  involve  the  acceptance  of  citizenship  by  the  Indians  and  a  rep- 
resentation in  Congress.  These  Indians  .should  have  op]>ortunity  to  pre 
sent  their  claims  and  grievances  upon  the  floor  rather  than,  as  now,  in 
the  lobby.  If  a  commission  could  l)e  appointed  to  visit  these  Irilxjs  to 
confer  with  them  in  a  friendly  spirit  np<~>u  this  whole  subject,  even  if  no 
agreement  were  presently  reached  the  feeling  of  the  tribes  upon  thi« 
question  would  be  develo^jed,  and  discu.ssiiou  would  prejMire  the  w«y  for 
changes  which  nm.st  come  sooner  or  later.

day.     TUe  rush  for  these  lands  was  accompanied  by  a  great  deal  of 
excitement,  bnt  was  happily  free  from  incidents  of  violence. 

It  was  a  source  of  great  regret  that  I  was  not  able  to  oj^en  at  the 
same  time  the  surplus  lands  of  the  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  Reservation, 
aniotinting  to  about  3.000,000  acres,  by  reasiin  of  the  insufficiency  of  the 
appropriation  for  making  the  allotments.  Deserving:  and  impatient  set- 
tlers are  waiting  to  occupy  these  lands,  and  I  urjjently  recommend  that  a 
5i|iecial  deficiency  appropriation  lie  promptly  made  of  the  small  amount 
led,  so  that  the  allotments  may  hit  completed  and  the  snqjlus  lands 
led  in  time  to  ijermit  the  settlers  to  get  upon  their  homesteads  in  the^ 
early  spring. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Cherokee  Commission  have  completed' 
anangemeuts  with  the  Wichita,  Kickapoo,  audTonkawa  trilxfs  whereby , 
if  the  agreements  are  ratified  by  Congress,  over  800,000  additional  acres 
will  be  opened  to  settlement  in  Oklahoma. 

The  negotiations  for  the  release  by  the  Cherokees  of  tljcir  claim  to 
the  Cherokee  Strip  have  made  no  substantial  progress  .so  far  as  the 
Department  is  ofFicially  advised,  but  it  is  still  hoped  that  the  cession  of 
this  large  and  \-uluable  tract  may  be  secured.  The  price  which  the  com- 
mission was  authorized  to  offer — $1.25  per  acre — is,  in  ray  judgment, 
when  till  the  circumstances  as  to  title  and  the  character  of  the  lands  are 
considered,  a  fair  and  adetjuate  one,  and  should  have  been  accepted  by 
the  Indians. 

Since  March  4,  1889,  about  23,000,000  acres  have  been  separated  from 
Indian  reservations  and  added  to  the  public  domain  for  the  use  of  tho.se 
who  desired  to  secure  free  homes  under  our  beneficent  laws.  It  is  diffi- 
cnh  to  estimate  the  increase  of  wealth  wliich  will  result  from  the  conver- 
sion of  these  waste  lauds  into  farms,  but  it  is  more  difficult  to  estimate 
t!je  liettermeut  wliich  will  result  to  the  families  that  have  found  renewed 
hope  and  courage  in  the  ownership  of  a  home  and  the  a.ssurauce  of  a 
cxwnfortable  subsistence  under  free  and  healthful  conditions.  It  is  also 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  feel,  as  we  may.  that  this  work  has  proceeded 
npcni  lines  of  justice  toward  the  Indian,  and  that  he  may  now,  if  he  will, 
secure  to  himself  llie  goo<l  influences  of  a  settled  habitation,  the  fruits  of 
indtuitry.  and  the  security  of  citizenship. 

Early  in  this  Administration  a  special  effort  was  begun  to  bring  up  the 
work  of  ihe  General  Land  Office.  By  faithful  work  the  arrearages  have 
K  ' '  reduced.     At  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year  only  S4, 172  final 

agi.  .,,..,...1  entries  remained  undisposed  of ,  and  the  Commissioner  reports 
that  with  the  present  force  the  work  can  be  fully  brought  up  by  the  end 

[the  next  fiscal  year. 

IfVmr  attention  is  called  to  the  difficulty  presented  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  as  to  the  administration  of  the  law  of  March  3.  1891,  cstab- 
Itsliing  a  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims.  The  small  lioldings  intended 
to  1»-    iir.  ifi-.'tcd    hv    tlif    l.ui    .'ire    i-stini.itiil    td  Ik-   ninrt-   than    i^.oh)   iti 
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number.  The  claimants  are  a  most  deserving^  class  aud  their  titles  are 
supported  by  the  strongest  etjuities.  The  difiBcitlly  grows  out  of  the  fact 
that  the  lands  have  largely  been  surveyed  according  to  our  methods, 
while  the  holdings,  many  of  which  have  been  iu  the  saine  family  for 
generations,  are  laid  out  in  narrow  strips  a  few  rods  wide  upon  a  stream 
and  running  back  to  the  hills  for  pasturage  and  timljer.  Pnmsion  should 
1>e  tnade  for  numbering  these  tracts  as  lots  and  for  patenting  them  by 
such  numbers  aud  without  reference  to  section  lines. 

The  administration  of  the  Pension  Bureau  has  been  characterized  during 
the  year  by  great  diligence.     The  total  number  of  pensioners  upon  the 
roll  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1891,  was  676,160.      There  were  allowed 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  at  that  time  250,565  cases.     Of  this  num- 
ber 102,387  were  allowetl  under  the  law  of  June  27,  1890.     The  issuing 
of  certificates  has  been  proceeding  at  the  rate  of  about  30,000  per  month, 
about  75  per  cent  of  these  being  cases  under  the  new  law.     The  Commis- 
sioner expresses  the  opinion  that  he  will  be  able  to  carefully  adjudicate 
and  allow  350,000  claims  during  the  present  fiscal  year.     The  appro- 
priation  for  the  payment  of  pensions  for  the  fiscal  year  1890-91  was 
$127,685,793.89  and  the  amount  expended  $118,530,649.25,  lea\nngaii 
uncxj.K:-nded  surplus  of  $9,155,144.64. 

The  Commissioner  is  quite  confident  that  there  will  be  no  call  this 
year  for  a  deficiency  appropriation,  notwithstanding  the  rapidity  \ritli 
which  the  %vnrk  is  lieing  pushed.  The  mi.stake  which  has  1>een  made  by 
many  in  tlieir  exaggerated  estimates  of  the  cost  of  pensions  is  in  not  tak- 
ing account  of  the  diminished  value  of  first  payments  under  the  reccut 
legislation.  These  payments  under  the  general  law  have  lieeu  fcirmany 
years  very  large,  as  the  pensions  when  allowed  date<l  fronj  the  time  of 
filing  the  claim,  and  most  of  these  claims  had  been  pending  for  years. 
The  fir.'^t  payments  under  the  law  of  June.  1890,  are  relatively  small, 
and  as  the  per  cent  of  these  cases  increases  and  that  of  the  old  cases 
diminishes  the  annual  aggregate  of  first  payments  is  largely  reduced. 
The  Commissioner,  under  date  of  November  13,  furnishes  me  with  the 
statement  that  during  the  last  four  months  11 3. 175  certificates  were 
issued,  27,893  under  the  general  law  and  85,282  under  the  act  of  June 
27,  1890.  The  average  first  ixiynietit  duritig  these  four  months  was 
$131.85,  while  the  average  first  payment  upon  cases  allowed  during  tlic 
year  ending  June  30,  1891,  was  S239.33,  being  a  reductiou  in  the  average 
first  payments  during  these  four  months  of  $107.48. 

The  estimate  for  pension  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Juw 
30,  1S93,  is  $144,956,000,  which,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  sub- 
ject, the  Corami-ssioner  is  of  the  opinion  will  be  sufficient.  While  lliese 
disbursements  to  the  disabled  soldiers  of  the  great  Civil  War  are  large, 
they  do  not  reahze  the  exaggerated  estimates  of  those  who  oppose  this 
beneficent  legislation.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shows  with  great 
fullness  the  care  that  is  taken  to  exclude  fraudulent  claims,  and  also  the 
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gratifjdng  fact  that  the  persons  to  whom  these  pensions  are  goitJg  are 
men  who  rendered  not  slight  but  substantial  war  ser\'ice. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  shows  that  the  total  debt 
of  the  subsidized  railroads  to  the  United  States  was  on  Dccemlitr  31, 
1890.  $1 12,512,613.06.  A  large  part  of  this  debt  is  now  fast  approach- 
ing maturity,  with  no  adequate  provision  for  its  ])ayment.  Some  policy 
for  dealing  with  this  debt  with  a  view  to  its  ultimate  collection  should  be 
at  once  adopted.  It  is  very  difficult,  well-nigh  impossible,  for  so  large  a 
ly  as  the  Congress  to  conduct  the  necessary  negotiations  and  investi- 
Ipitions  I  therefore  recommend  that  provision  lie  made  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission  to  agree  upon  and  report  a  plan  for  dealing  with 
this  debt. 

The  work  of  the  Census  Bureau  is  now  far  in  advance  and  the  g^'^t 
bulk  of  the  enormous  labor  involved  completed.  It  will  be  more  strictly 
a  statistical  exhibit  and  less  encumbered  by  essays  than  its  immediate 
predecessors.  The  methods  pursiied  have  been  fair,  careful,  and  intelli- 
gent, and  have  secured  the  approval  of  the  statisticians  who  have  followed 
them  with  a  scientific  and  n<rtipartisan  interest.  The  appropriatitjns  nec- 
essary' to  tlic  early  completion  and  publication  of  the  authorized  volumes 
should  be  given  in  time  to  secure  against  delay.s,  which  increase  the  cost 
and  at  the  same  time  diminish  the  value  of  the  work. 

The  report  of  the  Secretarj'  exhibits  with  interesting  fullness  the  con- 
dition of  the  Territories.     They  have  shared  with  the  States  the  great 
increase  in  farm  products,  and  are  brijiKJng  yearly  large  areas  into  culti- 
vation by  extending  their  irrigating  canals.     This  work  is  being  done  by 
individuals  or  local  corporations  and  without  that  system  which  a  full 
prelirainar>'  sun-ey  of  the  water  supply  and  of  the  irrigable  lands  would 
eiiaVile  them  to  adopt.     The  future  of  the  Territories  of  New  Mexico, 
Arizona,  and  Utah  in  their  material  growth  and  in  the  increase,  inde- 
pendence, and  happiness  of  their  people  is  very  largely  dcfiendent  upon 
wi<«and  timely  legislation,  either  by  Congress  or  their  own  legislatures, 
regulating  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  furnished  by  their  streams. 
If  this  matter  is  much  longer  neglected,  private  corjKirations  will  have 
unrestricted  control  of  one  of  the  elements  of  life  and  the  patentees  of 
the  arid  lands  will  be  tenants  at  will  of  the  water  companies. 
The  United  States  should  part  with  its  ownership  of  the  water  sources 
id  the  sites  for  reser\'oirs.  whether  to  the  States  and  Territories  or 
to  indivicluals  or  corporations,  only  ujxjn  conditions  that  will  insure  to 
the  settlers  their  proper  water  su])ply  upon  equal  and  reasonable  terms. 
In  the  Territories  this  whole  subject  is  luider  the  full  control  of  Con- 
gress, and  in  the  States  it  is  practically  so  as  long  as  the  Goverimient 
holds  the  title  to  the  reservoir  sites  and  water  sources  and  can  grant 
them  upon  such  conditions  as  it  chooses  to  impose.     The  improvident 
granting  of  franchi.ses  of  enonnoiis  value  without   recompense  to  the 
State  or  municipality  from  which    they  proceed  and  without  proper 
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protection  of  tht;  public  interests  is  the  most  noticeable  and  flagrant  e\il 
of  modern  le^slation.  This  fault  should  not  lie  comniitled  in  dealing 
witli  a  siihject  that  will  l«fore  many  years  affect  so  vitally  thousands  of 
our  ixKjple. 

The  legislation  of  Congress  for  the  repre^on  of  polygamy  has,  after 
years  of  resistance  on  the  part  of  the  Mormons,  at  last  brought  them 
to  the  conclusion  that  resistance  is  unprofitable  and  unavailing.  The 
power  of  Congress  over  this  subject  should  not  be  surrendered  until  we 
have  satisfactor\'  evideuce  that  the  peo])le  of  the  State  to  be  created 
would  exercise  the  exclusive  power  of  the  State  over  this  subject  in  the 
same  way.  The  question  is  not  whether  these  people  now  obey  the  laws 
of  Congress  against  polygamy,  but  rather  would  they  make,  enforce,  and 
maintain  such  laws  themselves  if  absolutely  free  to  regulate  the  subject? 
We  can  not  afford  to  experiment  with  this  subject,  for  when  a  State  is 
once  constituted  the  act  is  final  and  any  mistake  irretrievable.  No  com- 
pact in  the  enabling  act  could,  in  my  opiniun.  be  binding  or  effective. 

I  recommend  that  provision  Ije  made  for  the  organization  of  a  simple 
form  of  town  goxcrnment  in  Alaska,  with  power  to  regulate  such  matters 
as  are  usually  in  the  States  under  municipal  control.  These  local  civil 
organizations  will  give  belter  protection  in  some  matters  than  the  preseut 
skeleton  Territorial  organization.  Proper  restrictions  as  to  the  power  to 
levy  taxes  and  to  create  debt  should  Ik;  imposed. 

If  the  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  reganled 
by  anyone  as  a  mere  concession  to  the  unenlightened  demand  of  a  wortliy 
class  of  people,  that  impression  has  been  most  effectually  removed  by  the 
great  results  alrea<ly  attained.  Its  home  influence  has  been  very  g^eat  in 
disseminating  agricultural  and  horticultural  information,  in  stimulating 
and  directing  a  further  diversification  of  crops,  in  detecting  and  eradicat- 
ing diseases  of  domestic  animals,  and,  more  than  all,  in  the  close  and 
informal  contact  which  it  has  established  and  maintains  with  the  farmers 
and  stock  raisers  of  the  whole  country.  Ever>'  request  for  informatiou 
has  had  prompt  attention  and  every  suggestion  merited  consideration. 
The  scientific  corps  of  the  Department  is  of  a  high  order  and  is  pushing 
its  investigations  with  method  and  enthu.siasm. 

The  inspection  by  this  Department  of  cattle  and  pork  products  intended 
for  shipment  abroad  has  l)cen  the  basis  of  tlie  success  which  has  attendi-d 
our  efforts  to  secure  the  removal  of  the  restrictions  maintained  by  tk 
European  Governments. 

For  ten  years  protests  and  petitions  uj^on  this  subject  from  the  pack- 
ers and  stock  raisers  of  the  United  States  have  been  directed  against 
these  restrictions,  which  s(j  seriously  limited  our  markets  and  curtailed 
the  profits  of  the  farm.  It  is  a  source  of  general  congratulation  tliat  su^ 
cess  has  at  last  been  attained,  for  the  effects  of  an  enlarged  foreign  mar- 
ket for  these  meats  will  l>e  felt  not  only  by  the  farmer,  but  in  our  public 
nces  and  iu  every  branch  of  trade.     It  is  particularly  fortunate  tlial 
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icreasetl  demand  for  inoA  iJnxliicts  resnUini^  from  the  removal  of  the 
Irestrictions  upon  our  meats  and  from  (he  reciprocal  trade  arrangements 
flo  which  1  ha\'e  referred  should  have  come  at  a  time  when  the  agricul- 
tural surplus  '\s  so  large.  Without  the  help  thus  derived  lower  prices 
.  wouKl  have  prevailed.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  estimates  that  the 
Hrcstrictious  upon  the  importation  of  our  pork  products  into  Europe  lost 
HiLs  t(  market  for  $2o,ix».ooo  worth  of  these  products  ammally. 
H  The  grain  crop  of  this  year  was  the  largest  in  our  history — 50  per  cent 
■  KTeatcr  than  that  of  last  year — and  yet  the  new  markets  that  have  been 
Hopenie<i  and  the  larger  demand  resulting  from  short  crojisin  Kuropehave 
K^^tained  prices  to  stich  an  extent  that  the  enormous  surplus  of  meats 
^^B^  ImeadstnfTs  will  l)e  marketed  at  goini  prices,  bringing  relief  and  pros- 
^^Hty  to  an  in«lustr>'  that  was  much  depressed.  The  value  of  the  grain 
cmp  of  the  United  States  is  estimatetl  by  the  Secretary  to  be  this  year 
55oc.,ocio,ooo  nwre  than  last;  of  meats  $150,000,000  more,  and  of  all 
;  proiUicts  of  the  farm  $700,000,000  more.  It  is  not  inappropriate,  I  think, 
[here  to  .suggest  that  our  satisfaction  in  the  contemplation  of  this  marvel- 
[<ia'<i  addition  to  the  national  wealth  is  unclouded  by  any  suspicion  of  the 
currency  by  which  it  is  measure<l  and  in  which  the  farmer  is  paid  for 
[tlic  ])rtxlucts  of  his  fieltls. 

The  report  of  the  CixHl  Service  Connnission  should  receive  the  carefid 
»ttcution  of  the  opponents  as  well  as  the  friends  of  this  reform.     The 
^Commission  invites  a  personal  inspection  by  Senators  and  Representatives 
jf  its  records  and  methods,  and  everj'  fair  critic  will  feel  that  such  an 
[cxaiuiitation  should  precede  a  judgment  of  condemnation  either  of  the 
ftystem  or  its  administration.     It  is  not  claimed  that  either  is  jierfect,  but 
lieve  that  the  law  is  being  executed  with  impartiality  and  that  the 
m  is  incomparably  better  and  fairer  than  that  of  appointments  upon 
[favor.     I  have  during  the  ye«r  extended  the  classified  service  to  include 
' "nts,  teachers,  matrons,  and  physicians  in  the  Indian  ser\'ice. 
1  of  the  ser\-ice  is  largely  related  to  educational  and  philan- 
thropic work  and  will  obviously  be  the  better  for  the  change. 

T*  '-i  of  the  several  Kxecutive  Departments  have  been  directed  to 

ost.i  i    ince  an  efficiencj  record  as  the  basis  of  a  comparative  rating 

of  the  clerks  within  the  classified  service,  with  a  view  to  placing  promo- 
ti'-  ■  :  I  upon  the  basis  of  merit.  I  am  confident  that  such  a  record, 
III.  iiid  o|)en  to  the  inspection  of  those  interested,  will  powerfully 

ilnnalate  the  work  of  the  Departments  and  will  be  accepted  by  all  as 
placing  the  troulilesome  matter  of  promotions  ujjon  a  just  basis. 

I  n-c-«">jnmend  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
l«  nade  adciinate  to  the  increased  work  of  the  next  fiscal  year, 

I  have  twice  before  urgently  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the 

n«>:^ity  of  legislation  for  the  protection  of  the  live^i  of  railroad  era- 

but  nothing  has  yet  been  done.     During  the  year  ending  June 

>.  36V  brakcmeu  were  killed  and  7.841  maimed  while  engaged  in 
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coupling  cars.     The  total  number  of  railroad  employees  killed  during  the 
year  was  2,451  and  the  number  injured  22,390.     This  is  a  cruel  and' 
large!}'  needless  sacrifice.    The  Government  is  spending  nearly  $1 ,000,000 
annually  to  sa\-e  the  lives  of  shipwrecked  seamen;  ever>'  steam  vessel  is 
rigidly  inspected  and  required  to  adopt  the  most  approved  safety  appli- 
ances.    All  this  is  good.     But  how  shall  we  excuse  the  lack  of  interest 
and  effort  in  liehalf  of  this  army  of  brave  young  men  who  in  our  land 
commerce  are  being  sacrificed  everj'  year  by  the  continued  use  of  anti- 
quated and  dangerous  appliances?     A  law  requiring  of  everj*  railroad 
engaged  in  interstate  commerce  the  equipment  each  year  of  a  given  per 
cent  of  its  freight  cars  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes  would  com- 
pel an  agreement  between  the  roads  as  to  the  kind  of  brakes  and  couplers 
to  be  used,  and  would  very  soon  and  very  greatly  reduce  the  present 
fearful  death  rate  among  railroad  employees. 

The  method  of  appointment  l)y  the  States  of  electors  of  President  aud 
Vice-President  has  recently  attracted  renewed  interest  by  reason  of  a 
departure  by  the  State  of  Michigan  from  the  method  which  had  become 
uniform  in  all  the  States.  Prior  to  1832  various  methotls  had  been  used 
b}-  the  different  States,  and  even  by  the  same  State.  lu  some  the  choict 
was  made  by  the  legislature;  in  others  electors  were  chosen  by  districts, 
but  more  generally  by  the  voters  of  the  whole  State  uixni  a  general 
ticket.  The  movement  toward  the  adoption  of  the  last-named  method 
had  an  early  begimiiug  and  went  steadily  forward  among  the  States  , 
until  in  1832  there  remained  but  a  single  State  (South  Carolina)  that  had 
not  adopted  it.  That  State  until  the  Ci\al  War  continued  to  clioose  its 
electors  by  a  vote  of  the  legislature,  but  after  the  war  changed  its  method 
and  conformed  to  the  practice  of  the  other  States.  For  nearly  sixty 
years  all  the  States  save  one  ha\'e  appointed  their  electors  by  a  popular 
vote  upon  a  general  ticket,  and  for  nearly  thirty  years  this  method  was 
universal. 

After  a  full  test  of  other  methods,  without  important  division  or  dis- 
sent in  any  State  and  without  any  purpose  of  party  advantage,  as  we 
must  believe,  but  solely  ujwn  the  con.siderations  that  unifonnity  was 
desirable  and  that  a  general  election  in  territorial  divisions  not  subject  to 
change  was  most  consistent  with  the  popular  character  of  our  institu- 
tions, best  preserved  the  equality  of  the  \'oters,  and  perfectly  removed  the 
choice  of  President  from  the  baneful  influence  of  the  "'gerrymander," 
the  practice  of  all  the  States  was  brought  into  harmony.  That  tliiscofl- 
I  currence  should  now  l)e  broken  is,  I  think,  an  unfortunate  and  e\'en  a 

I  threatening  ejii.sttde,  aud  one  that  may  well  suggest  whether  the  Stales 

I  tliat  still  give  their  approval  to  the  old  and  prevailing  method  ought  not 
I  to  secure  by  a  constitutional  amendment  a  practice  which  has  had  the 
■  approval  of  all.     The  recent  Michigan  legislation  pro\'ides  for  choosing 

I  what  are  popularly  known  as  the  Congressional  electors  for  President 

^^H    by  Congressional  districts  and  the  two  Senatorial  electors  by  districts 
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\  created  for  that  purpose.  This  legislation  was,  of  course,  accompanied 
by  a  new  Congressional  apportionment,  and  the  two  statutes  brinj^  the 
electoral  vote  of  the  State  under  the  influence  of  the  "  perrymander. " 

These  gerr>-mauders  for  Congressional  jvurposes  arc  in  most  cases  but- 
tressed by  a  gerrymander  of  the  legislative  districts,  thus  making  it  im- 
possible for  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  State  to  correct  tlie 
apportionment  and  equalize  the  Congressional  districts.     A  minority  rule 
b  established  that  only  a  political  convulsion  can  overthrow.     I  have 
recently  been  ad\Tsetl  that  in  one  county  of  a  certain  vState  three  districts 
for  the  election  of  members  of  the  legislature  are  constituted  as  follows; 
One  has  65,000  population,  one  15,000,  and  one  10,000,  while  in  another 
county  detached,  noncontiguous  .sections  have  lx;en  united  to  make  a 
legislative  dLstrict.     These  methcxls  have  alri;a<ly  found  effective  appli- 
ation  to  the  choice  of  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  and  now 
an  evil  start  has  l)een  made  in  the  direction  of  applying  them  to  the 
choice  by  the  States  of  electors  of  President  and  Vice-President.     If  this 
is  accomplished,  we  shall  then  have  the  three  great  departments  of  the 
GweniDlent  in  the  gra.sp  of  the  "gerrymander,"  the   legislative  and 
executive  directly  and  the  judiciary  indirectly  through  the  power  of 
ap[»iiitment. 

.\n  election  implies  a  bo<ly  of  electors  having  prescril^d  qualifications, 
each  one  of  whom  has  an  equal  value  and  influence  in  determining  tlie 
itsult.  So  when  the  Constitution  provides  that  "each  State  shall  ap- 
point" felect),  "in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  thereof  may  direct,  a 
number  of  electors,"  etc.,  an  unrestricted  power  was  not  given  to  the 
les;islatures  in  the  selection  of  the  methods  to  be  used.  "A  republican 
(omi  cif  government" '  is  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution  to  each  State,  and 
the  power  given  by  the  same  instrument  to  the  lej^'islulures  of  the  States 
to  prescribe  methods  for  the  choice  by  the  State  of  electf»rs  must  be  exer- 
under  that  limitation.  The  essential  features  of  such  a  government 
:the  right  of  tlie  people  to  choose  their  own  ofi'icers  and  the  nearest 
I»racticable  equality  of  value  in  the  suiTrages  given  in  determining  that 
choice. 

It  will  not  be  claimed  that  the  power  given  to  the  legislature  would 
5ii|)port  a  law  providing  that  the  persons  receiving  the  smallest  vote 
''Wild  be  the  electors  or  a  law  that  all  the  electors  should  lie  chosen  by 
llie  Voters  of  a  single  Congressional  district.  The  State  is  to  ch<x».se. 
Md  under  the  pretense  of  regulating  methods  the  legislature  can  neither 
'^st  the  right  of  choice  elsewhere  nor  adopt  methmls  not  confornial>Ie  to 
ftpiiblicui  institutions.  It  is  not  my  purjwsc  here  to  discuss  the  ques- 
'"'11  whether  a  choice  by  the  legislature  or  by  the  voters  of  equal- .single 
fiistricUi  is  a  choice  by  the  State,  but  only  to  recommend  such  regulation 
"^Ihis  matter  by  constitutional  amendment  as  will  secure  uniformity  and 
Pfpient  that  disgraceful  partisan  jugglery  to  which  such  a  liberty  of 
•ioicc,  if  it  exists,  offers  a  temptation. 
M  P— vol,  IX— 14 
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protection  of  the  public  interests  is  the  most  noticeable  and  flagrant  evil 
of  modern  legislation.  This  fauJt  should  not  be  committed  in  dealing 
■with  a  subject  that  will  before  many  years  affect  so  \'itally  thousands  of 
our  iHfople. 

The  legislation  of  Congress  for  the  repression  of  polygamy'  has,  after 
years  of  resistance  on  the  part  of  the  Mormons,  at  last  brought  thera 
to  the  conclusion  that  resistance  is  unprofitable  and  unavailing.  The 
power  of  Congress  over  this  subject  should  not  Ije  surrendered  until  we 
have  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  people  of  the  State  to  be  created 
would  exercise  the  exclusive  power  of  the  State  over  this  subject  in  the 
same  way.  The  questiou  is  not  whether  these  people  now  obey  the  laws 
of  Congress  against  polygamy,  but  rather  would  they  make,  enforce,  and 
inainuiin  such  laws  themselves  if  absolutely  free  to  regulate  the  subject? 
We  can  not  affcjrd  to  exjieriment  with  this  subject,  for  when  a  State  is 
once  constituted  the  act  is  final  and  any  mistake  irretrievable.  No  com- 
pact in  the  enabling  act  could,  in  my  opinion,  be  binding  or  effective. 

I  recommend  that  provision  l>e  made  for  the  organi/ation  of  a  simple 
form  of  town  government  in  Alaska,  with  power  to  regulate  such  matters 
as  are  usually  in  the  States  under  municipal  control.  These  local  civil 
organizations  will  give  better  protection  in  some  matters  than  the  preseut 
skeleton  Territorial  organization.  Proper  restrictions  as  to  the  power  to 
levy  taxes  and  to  create  debt  should  l>e  imjxised. 

If  the  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  regarded 
by  anyone  as  a  mere  concession  to  the  unenlightened  demand  of  a  worthy 
class  of  people,  that  impression  has  been  most  effectually  removed  by  the 
g^eat  results  already  attained.  Its  home  influence  has  been  very  great  in 
disseminating  agricultural  and  horticultural  information,  in  stiraulaliiig 
and  directing  a  further  diversification  cif  crops,  in  detecting  and  eradicat- 
ing diseases  of  domestic  animals,  and,  more  than  all,  in  the  close  and 
infonnal  contact  which  it  has  established  and  maintains  with  the  farmers 
and  stock  raisers  of  the  whole  country.  F.very  request  for  infomiation 
has  had  prompt  attention  and  every  suggestion  merited  consideration. 
The  .scientific  corps  of  the  Department  is  of  a  high  order  and  is  pushing 
its  in\estigatious  with  metlnxl  and  enthusiasm. 

The  inspection  b>-  this  Department  of  cattle  and  pork  products  intended 
for  sliipraent  abroad  has  l>een  the  basis  of  the  success  which  has  attended 
our  efforts  to  secure  the  removal  of  the  restrictions  maintained  by  the 
European  Governments. 

For  ten  years  protests  and  petitions  upon  this  subject  from  the  puck- 
ers and  stock  raisers  of  the  United  States  have  been  directe<i  against 
these  restrictions,  which  so  seriously  limited  our  markets  and  curtailed 
the  profits  of  the  farm.  It  is  a  source  of  general  congratulation  that  suc- 
cess has  at  last  been  attained,  for  the  effects  of  an  enlarged  foreign  mar- 
ket for  these  meats  will  Ik:  felt  not  only  by  the  farmer,  but  in  our  public 
finances  and  iu  every  branch  of  trade.     It  is  particularly  forlmiate  tlal- 
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^increased  demand  for  food  protlucts  resulting  from  llie  removal  of  the 
restrictions  upon  our  meats  and  from  the  reciprocal  trade  arrangements 
to  which  I  have  referred  should  have  come  at  a  time  when  the  a^rricul- 
lural  raiqilus  is  so  large.  Without  the  help  thus  derived  lower  prices 
would  have  prevailed.  The  Secretan,-  of  Agriculture  estimates  that  the 
restrictions  upon  the  importation  of  our  pork  products  into  Europe  lost 
us  a  market  for  $20,000,000  worth  of  these  products  annually. 

The  grain  crop  of  this  year  was  the  largest  in  our  histon.- — 50  per  cent 
■  greater  than  that  of  last  year — and  yet  the  new  markets  that  have  been 
f apened  and  the  larger  demand  resulting  from  short  crops  in  Kurope  ha\e 
sustained  prices  to  such  an  extent  that  the  enormous  surplus  of  meats 
Jnd  lireadstuffs  will  l)e  marketed  at  good  prices,  bringing  relief  and  pros- 
perity to  an  industr>'  that  was  nuich  depressed.  The  value  of  the  grain 
crop  of  the  United  States  is  estimated  by  the  Secretar>'  to  be  this  year 
$500,000,000  more  than  last;  of  meats  $150,000,000  more,  and  of  all 
products  of  the  farm  $700,000,000  more.  It  is  not  inappropriate,  I  think, 
here  to  suggest  that  our  satisfaction  in  the  contemplation  of  this  marvel- 
ous addition  to  the  national  wealth  is  uuclouded  by  any  suspicion  of  the 
curreucy  by  which  it  is  measured  and  in  which  the  farmer  is  paid  for 
the  products  of  his  fields. 

Tlie  report  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  should  receive  the  careful 
atteniitju  of  the  opponents  as  well  as  the  friends  of  this  reform.  The 
Commission  invites  a  personal  inspection  by  Senators  and  Representatives 
of  its  records  and  methods,  and  ever>'  fair  critic  will  feel  that  such  an 
examination  should  precede  a  judgment  of  condemnation  either  of  the 
system  or  its  administration.  It  is  not  claimed  that  either  is  i>erfect.  but 
1  lielieve  that  the  law  is  being  executed  with  impartiality  and  that  the 
5Tstetn  is  incomparably  better  and  fairer  than  that  of  appointments  upon 
favor.  I  have  during  the  year  extended  the  classified  service  to  include 
superintendents,  teachers,  matrons,  and  physicians  in  the  Indian  .ser\ice. 
'fliis  hrauch  of  the  service  is  largely  related  to  educational  and  philan- 
thropic work  and  vdll  obviously  be  the  better  for  the  diange. 

The  heads  of  the  several  Executive  Departments  have  Ijeen  directed  H> 
•slablish  at  once  an  efficiency  record  as  the  ba.sis  of  a  comparative  rating 
of  the  clerks  within  the  clas.sified  service,  with  a  view  to  placing  promo- 
'ions therein  upon  the  basis  of  merit.  I  am  confident  that  such  a  record, 
'*irly  kept  and  open  to  the  inspection  of  tliose  interested,  will  powerfully 
stimulate  the  work  of  the  Departments  and  will  be  accepted  by  all  as 
I'hcing  the  troublesome  matter  of  promotions  upon  a  just  basis. 

I  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Civil  Service  Conmiission 
'<  made  adequate  to  the  increased  work  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

I  have  twice  before  tirgently  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the 
"tcwsity  of  legislation  for  the  protection  of  the  lives  of  railroad  em- 
ployees, but  nothing  has  yet  been  done.  During  the  year  ending  June 
369  brakemen  were  killed  and  7,841  maimed  while  engaged  in

In  my  annual  message  delivered  to  Congress  at  the  begiiniing  of  the 
present  session,  after  a  brief  statement  of  the  facts  then  in  the  possession 
(rf  this  Government  touching  the  assault  in  the  streets  of  Valparaiso, 
Chile,  upon  the  sailors  of  the  United  States  steamship  Baltimore  on  the 
evening  of  the  16th  of  Octoljcr  last,  I  said: 

This  Govemuieiit  M  now  awaiting;  the  result  of  an  investigation  which  has  been 
"Wrfncted  by  the  critninnl  L-imrl  at  Valparaiso.  It  is  reportwl  unofficially  that  the 
'•"festigation  is  aijout  txjnipletetl,  ami  it  i.s  expected  that  the  result  will  soon  1)c 
foimnunicated  to  this  Government,  together  with  some  adequate  and  satisfactory- 
f^ixtisc  to  the  note  by  which  the  nttcntion  of  Cliile  was  called  to  this  incident.  If 
•^  jttst  expectations  should  be  disappointed  or  further  needless  delay  intervene, 
'  »ill  by  A  si>ccial  message  bring  this  matter  again  to  the  attention  of  Congress  for 
•"^h  action  as  may  l>e  nccessarj-. 

In  my  opiuion  the  time  has  now  come  when  I  should  lay  Ijefore  the  Con- 
gress and  the  country  the  correspondence  between  this  Government  an  ' 
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the  fiovtruineiil  of  Cliile  from  tliu  liniL-  of  the  breaking  out  of  llie  revo- 
lulioti  ajfaiust  Balniaceda,  together  with  all  other  facts  in  the  possession. 
of  the  executive  tlepartineiit  relating  to  this  matter.  The  diplomatic  cor- 
respotidence  is  herewith  transmitted,  together  with  some  correspondence 
Ijetween  the  naval  officers  for  the  time  in  command  in  Chileau  waters  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  also  the  evidence  takejj  at  the  Mare  Island 
Navy- Yard  since  the  arrival  of  the  Baltimore  at  San  Francisco.  I  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  in  this  communication  to  attempt  any  full  analysis  of 
the  correspondence  or  of  the  evidence.  A  lirief  restatement  of  the  inter- 
national questions  involved  and  of  the  reas<.iiis  why  the  responses  of  the 
Chilean  Govenimeut  are  unsatisfactory  is  all  that  I  deem  necessarj'. 

It  may  l.>e  well  at  the  outset  to  say  that  wliatever  may  have  been  said 
in  this  country  or  in  Chile  in  criticism  of  Mr.  P^gan,  our  minister  at  San- 
tiago, the  true  history  of  this  exciting  period  in  Chilean  affairs  from  the 
outl)reak  of  the  revolution  until  this  time  discloses  no  act  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Egau  unworthy  of  his  position  or  that  could  justly  be  the  occasion 
of  serious  animadversion  or  criticism.  He  has,  I  thittk.  on  the  whole 
Ivijme  himself  in  very  trying  circum.stances  with  dignity,  discretion,  and 
courage,  and  lias  conducted  the  corrcspondeiuv  uitli  :iliilit\  imirtt-KV 
and  fairness. 

It  is  worth  while  also  at  the  l>e.c;inning  to  say  thai  llic  right  of  .Mr. 
Egan  to  give  shelter  in  the  legation  to  certain  adherents  of  the  Balmuccda 
Government  who  applied  to  him  for  asylum  has  not  been  denied  by  the 
Chilean  authorities,  nor  has  any  demand  been  made  for  the  surrender  of 
these  refugees.  That  there  was  urgent  need  of  asylum  is  shown  by  Mr. 
Egan's  note  of  Augfust  24,  1891,  describing  the  disorders  tliat  prevailed  in 
Santiago,  and  by  the  evidence  of  Captain  Schley  as  to  the  pillage  and 
violence  that  prevailed  at  \^alparaiso.  The  correspond eucc  discloses, 
however,  that  the  request  of  Mr.  Egan  for  a  .safe  conduct  from  llie  coun- 
try in  behalf  of  these  refugees  was  (lenied.  The  i)recc<lents  citetl  by  hira 
in  the  correspoudeuce,  particularly  the  ease  of  the  revolution  iu  Peru  in 
1865,  did  not  leave  the  Chilean  Government  in  a  position  to  deny  the 
right  of  asylum  to  political  refugees,  and  seemed  ver>'  clearly  to  support 
Mr.  Kgan's  contention  that  a  safe  conduct  to  neutral  territory  was  a 
necessary  and  acknowledged  incident  of  the  asylum.  These  refageeft 
have  very  recently,  without  formal  .safe  conduct,  but  by  i'  ' 

of  the  Chilean  authorities,  been  placed  on  board  the  )^ 
now  being  conveyed  to  Callao,  Peru.     This  incident  might  lie  cunsidcTcd 
vvliolly  closed  but  for  the  disrespect  manifested  toward  this  ( ' 
by  the  close  and  offeii.sive  jtolice  surveillance  of  the  legalin 
which  was  maintained  during  most  of  the  period  of  the  stay  of  the  ref- 
ugees therein.    After  the  date  of  my  annu.i!  '1  i'   *  ■  •'     " 
of  the  transfer  of  the  refugees  to  the  }'(» 

seetueil  tu  ttave  tiecn  surrounded  by  police  iu  uniiorui  and  poUce  ageuta 
or  detectives  iu  citizeu's  drsju,  who  offensively  scrutinized  pensoiu  enters 
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the  legation,  and  011  one  or  more  occasions  arrested  nieni- 
of  tlie  miuister's  family.     Commander  l\vaiis.  wlio  by  my  direction 
recently  NTsited  Mr.  Egau  at  Santiago,  in  his  lelejfram  to  the  Navy  De- 
partTneut  described  the  legation  as  "a  veritable  prison,"  and  states  that 
the  |ii>lice  agents  or  detectives  were  after  his  arrival  withdrawn  during 
his  stay.     It  appears  further  from  the  note  of  Mr.  Egan  of  November  ?o, 
1*91.  that  on  one  occasion  at  least  these  jjolice  agents,  whom  he  declares 
I  to  be  known  to  him,  invaded  the  legation  premises,  jxjundiag  ujion  its 
j  windows  and  using  insulting  and  threatening  language  toward  persons 
thereiu.     This  breach  of  the  right  of  a  minister  to  freedom  from  imdIIcc 
cspiotoge  and  restraint  .seems  to  have  been  so  flagrant  that  the  Argen- 
tine minister,  who  was  dean  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  having  observed  it, 
fell  called  ujxjn  to  protest  against  it  to  the  Cliilean  nnnister  of  foreign 
affairs.     The  Cliileau  authorities  have,  as  will  lie  observed  from  the  cor- 
respondence, charged  the  refugees  and  the  inmates  of  the  legation  with 
insulting  the  police;  but  it  seems  to  me  incredible  that  men  whose  lives 
•were  in  jeopardy  and  whose  safety  could  only  be  secured  by  retirement 
and  quietness  should  have  sought  to  provoke  a  collision,  which  could 
;  only  cml  in  their  destruction,  or  to  aggravate  their  condition  by  intensify- 
I  ing  a  popular  feeling  that  at  one  time  so  threatened  the  legation  as  to 
reqaire  Mr,  Egan  to  appeal  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs. 

But  the  most  serious  iucidejit  disclosed  by  the  correspondence  is  that 
[  of  Uic  attack  uj^jn  liie  sailors  of  the  Baltimore  in  the  streets  of  Valparaiso 
on  tile  1 6th  of  October  last.     In  my  annual  message,  speaking  upon  the 
^information  tlien  in  my  possession,  I  said: 

rSt>  fur  a"  I  have  jrel  Ix-en  able  to  lean»,  no  other  explanation  of  this  bloody  work 

;estcd  llian  that  it  ha<l  its  ori)jin  in  hostility  to  those  men  as  sailors  of 

-  latts,  wearing  the  uniform  of  their  Govennuent,  and  not  in  any  imiivid- 

;  or  personal  auiinosit)'. 

We  have  now  received  from  the  Chilean  Government  an  abstract  of  the 
CQudusiuns  of  the  fiscal  general  upou  the  testimony  taken  by  the  judge 
of  cximes  in  an  investigatiou  which  was  made  to  extend  over  nearly  three 
manths.  I  verj'  much  regret  to  be  comjwUed  to  say  that  this  report  does^ 
not  enable  me  to  modify  the  couclu.siou  announced  in  my  auuual  message. 
I  am  still  of  tlie  opinion  that  our  sailors  were  assaulted,  beaten,  stabbed, 

It; M<3t  for  anything  they  or  any  one  of  tliem  had  done,  but  for 

wii  ovenunenl  of  the  United  States  had  done  or  was  charged  with 

btring  done  by  its  civil  officers  and  naval  commanders.  If  that  be  the 
<nie  aspect  of  the  case,  the  injury  was  to  the  Ooventnient  of  the  United 
States^  not  to  these  poor  sailors  who  were  as.saulled  in  a  manner  so  brutal 
«»d9i>  cowardly. 

Bcfofc  attempting  to  give  an  outline  of  the  facts  upon  which  tlu's  con- 
dosion  rests  I  think  it  right  to  say  a  word  or  two  upon  the  legal  aspect 
<rf  the  case.  The  Baltimore  was  in  the  harl)or  of  Valparaiso  by  virtue 
(rf  that  general  invntation  which  nations  are  held  to  extend  to  the  war 
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vessels  of  other  powers  with  whicli  they  have  friendly  relations.     This 
invitation,  I  think,  ntu^t  Ite  lield  ordinarily  to  enjbrace  the  privilege  of 
such  comuuiiiicatioii  with  the  shore  as  is  reasonable,  necessary,  and  proper 
for  the  comfort  and  cou\enience  of  the  officers  and  men  of  such  vessels^ 
Captain  Schley  testifies  that  when  his  vessel  returned  to  Valparaiso  oil 
September  14  the  city  officers,  as  is  customary-,  extended  the  bospitalitiefl 
of  the  city  to  his  officers  and  crew.     It  is  not  claimed  that  ever>'  personaj 
collision  or  injury  in  which  a  sailor  or  officer  of  such  naval  vessel  x-isit-; 
ing  the  shore  may  be  involved  raises  an  international  question,  but  I  ant 
clearly  of  the  opinion  that  where  such  sailors  or  officers  are  assanlte<l  hf^ 
a  resident  populace,  animated  by  hostility  to  the  government  whose  uni- 
form these  sailors  and  officers  wear  and  in  resentment  of  acts  done  by  their 
government,  not  by  them,  their  nation  must  take  notice  of  the  e%'ent  as 
one  involving  an  infraction  of  its  rights  and  dignity,  not  in  a  secondary 
way,  as  where  a  citizen  is  injured  and  presents  his  claim  through  his  own 
government,  but  in  a  primary  way,  precisely  as  if  its  minister  or  cuusu! 
or  the  flag  itself  had  l>een  the  object  of  the  .same  character  of  assault. 

The  officers  and  sailors  of  the  Ballimorv  were  in  the  harbor  of  ^'alpa- 
raiso  under  the  orders  of  their  Government,  not  by  their  own  choice. 
They  were  upon  the  shore  by  the  implied  invitation  of  the  Government 
of  Chile  and  with  the  approval  of  their  commanding  officer;  and  it  does 
not  distinguish  their  case  from  that  of  a  consul  that  his  stay  is  more 
permanent  or  that  he  holds  the  express  invitation  of  the  local  goveni- 
ment  to  justify  his  longer  residence.  Nor  does  it  affect  the  question  that 
the  iujury  was  the  act  of  a  mob.  If  there  had  beeu  no  participatioa 
by  the  police  or  military  in  this  cruel  work  and  no  neglect  on  their  part 
to  extend  protection,  the  case  would  still  be  one,  in  my  opinion,  when  its 
extent  and  character  are  considered,  involving  international  rights. 

The  incidents  of  the  affair  are  briefly  as  follows: 

On  the  1 6th  of  October  last  Captain  Schley,  conmianding  the  United 
States  steaniship  Baltimore,  ^-sixq  shore  leave  to  117  petty  officers 
sailors  of  his  ship.  These  men  left  the  ship  about  1.30  p.  m.  No  incident 
of  \iolence  occurred,  none  of  our  men  were  arrested,  no  complaint  was 
lodged  against  them,  nor  did  any  collision  or  outbreak  occur  until  aliout 
6  o'clock  p.  m.  Captain  Schley  states  that  he  was  himself  on  shore  and. 
about  the  streets  of  the  city  until  5.30  p.  m. ;  that  he  met  very  many  of 
his  inou  who  were  upon  leave;  that  they  were  sober  and  were  conducting 
ihem.selves  with  propriety,  saluting  Chilean  and  other  officers  as  thef 
met  them.  Other  officers  of  the  ship  and  Captain  Jenkins,  of  the  mer- 
chant ship  A'curenazc ,  corroborate  Captain  Schlej-  as  to  the  general 
sobriety  and  good  behavior  of  our  men.  The  Sisters  of  Charity  at  tliC 
hospital  to  which  our  wounded  men  were  taken  when  inquired  of  stated 
that  they  were  soljer  when  recei\ed.  If  the  situation  had  been  otherwise, 
we  must  believe  that  the  Chilean  police  authorities  would  have  niafle 
Tests.     About  6  p.  m.  the  assault  began,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  the 


n  bj"  the  judge  of  crimes,  though  so  protracted,  does  not  enable 
;i>c  any  more  satisfact(jrY  aocuiiiU  uf  its  urigin  than  is  found  in 
the  slalenient  that  it  began  between  drunken  sailors.  Repeatedly  in  the 
oorrespoudeuce  it  is  asserted  that  it  was  impossible  to  leani  the  precise 
1  cao^  of  the  riot.  The  minister  of  foreign  affiurs,  Malta,  in  his  telegram 
to  Mr.  Montt  under  date  December  31,  states  that  the  quarrel  began  be- 
tween twfi  ."ailors  in  a  tavern  and  was  continued  in  the  street,  persons 
wliu  were  passing  joining  in  it. 

The  testimony  of  Tnlbot,  an  apprentice,  who  was  with  Riggin,  is  that 
the  outbreak  in  which  they  were  involved  began  by  a  Chilean  .sailor's 
■spitting  in  the  face  of  TallxU,  which  was  resented  by  a  kuockdown.  It 
appears  thai  Riggin  and  Talbot  were  at  the  time  unaccompanied  by 
of  their  shipmates.  These  two  men  were  immediately  beset  by  a 
of  Chilean  citizens  and  sailors,  through  which  they  broke  their 
way  to  a  street  car,  and  entered  it  for  safety.  They  were  pursued,  driven 
froui  the  car,  and  Riggin  was  .so  seriou.sly  lx;aten  that  he  fell  in  the  street 
apparently  dead.  There  is  nothing  in  the  report  of  the  Chilean  investi- 
g&tton  made  to  us  that  seriously  impeaches  this  testimony.  It  appears 
from  Chilean  sources  that  almost  instantly,  with  a  .suddenness  that 
strongly  implies  meditation  and  preparation,  a  mob,  stated  by  the  police 
authorities  at  one  time  to  number  2.000  and  at  another  r.ooo,  was  en- 
gaged in  llic  assault  upon  our  sailors,  who  are  represented  as  resisting 
"with  stones,  clul>s.  and  bright  arms."  The  report  of  the  intatdtttte  of 
Octol>er  30  states  that  the  fight  began  at  6  p.  m.  in  three  streets,  which  are 
namcl;  that  infonnatif>n  was  received  at  the  intmdenda  at  6. 15,  and  that 
the  police  arrived  on  the  scene  at  6.30,  a  full  half  hour  after  the  as.sault 
facxan.  At  that  time  he  siiys  that  a  mob  of  2,000  men  had  collected,  and 
thii'  '  <  ral  st^uares  there  was  the  appearance  of  a  "  real  battlefield." 

i  e  at  this  point  is  very  graphically  set  liefore  us  by  the  Chilean 

testimony.  The  American  sailors,  who  after  so  long  an  examitiation  have 
Ix^m  found  guilty  of  any  breach  of  the  peace  so  far  as  the  Chilean 
iiirities  are  able  to  di.scover,  unarmed  and  defenseless,  are  fleeing 
lot  their  lives,  pursued  by  overwhelming  numbers,  and  fighting  only  to 
lid  their  own  escape  from  death  or  to  succor  some  mate  whose  life  is  in 
gneater  jicril,  Kighteen  of  them  are  brutally  stablied  and  beaten,  while 
one  Chilean  seems  from  the  report  to  have  suffered  some  injurj',  but  how 
Jtrtous  or  with  what  character  of  weapon,  or  whether  by  a  missile  thrown 
hyonr  men  or  by  some  of  his  fellow-rioters,  is  unascertaine<l. 

The  pretense  that  our  men  were  fighting  ' '  with  stones,  clubs,  and 
Iffi . '  •  "is  in  view  of  these  facts  incredible.     It  is  further  refuted  by 

%•  .1  our  prisoners  when  searched  were  absolutely  without  arms, 

Wit]r!)e\*eti  penknives  being  found  in  the  possession  of  the  men  arrested, 
irl;  *  '  -  were  receive«l  by  our  men  more  than  thirty  stab  wounds, 
>l  which  wa.s  inflicted  in  the  back,  and  almost  every  contused 
[in  the  back  or  back  of  the  head.     The  evidence  of  the  ship's 
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officer  of  the  day  is  that  even  the  jackkiiives  of  the  men  were  taken  from 
tliem  before  leaving  the  ship. 

As  to  the  brutal  nature  of  the  treatment  received  by  our  men,  the  fol- 
lowing  extract  from  the  accoimt  given  of  the  affair  by  the  La  Patria  news- 
paper, of  Valparaiso,  of  October  17,  can  not  be  regarded  as  too  frieivdly: 

The  Yankees,  as  soon  as  their  pursuers  gave  cliase,  went  by  way  of  the  Cnllr  ilel 
Arsenal  toward  the  city  car  station.  In  the  presence  of  an  onlinan.-  nmnber  of  cili 
xen.s,  among  whom  were  some  sailors,  the  N'nrLli  Americans  took  seats  in  tlie  street 
car  to  escape  from  the  stones  which  the  ChilcaiLs  threw  at  theta.  It  was  bel!cve<l  ftif 
an  in.stant  that  the  North  .\niericau.s  had  faved  themselves  from  popular  fury,  tiut  sudi 
was  not  tlic  case.  Scarcely  had  the  car  begun  to  move  when  a  crowd  gathcrctl  around 
and  stopped  its  progress.  Under  these  circumstances  and  without  any  cessation  of 
tlie  howling  and  throwing  of  stones  at  the  Morlli  Americans,  the  conductor  entcre<:l  the 
car,  and,  seeing  the  risk  of  the  situation  to  the  vehicle,  ordere<l  them  to  get  ouL  At 
the  instant  the  sailors  left  the  car,  in  the  midst  of  a  hail  of  stones,  the  s:ud  con* 
ductor  received  a  stone  bluw  on  the  hea<l.  One  of  the  Yankee  sailors  nuina^^'^  ** 
escape  in  the  liirection  of  tlie  Plaza  Wheclright,  but  the  other  was  fellctl  to  the  ground 
by  a  stone.  Managing  to  raise  himself  from  the  ground  wlierehe  lay,  he  stAggcred 
in  an  opposite  direction  from  the  station.  In  front  of  the  house  of  Senor  Mnzzini  he 
was  again  wounded,  falling  then  senseless  and  breathless. 

No  amount  of  evasion  or  subterfuge  is  able  to  cloud  our  clear  vision 
this  brutal  work.  It  should  Ix;  noticed  in  this  connection  that  the  Araer 
ican  sailors  arrested,  after  an  examination,  were  durinj,^  the  four  days 
following  the  arrest  ever>-  one  discharged,  no  charge  of  any  breach  of  the 
peace  or  other  criminal  conduct  hav^ing  been  sustained  against  a  single  on« 
of  them.  The  judge  of  crimes,  Foster,  in  a  note  to  the  intcndaiie  nndei 
date  of  October  22,  before  the  dispatch  from  this  fiovenimeut  of  the 
following  day,  which  aroused  the  authorities  of  Chile  to  a  Ix-ttt-r  sc-nst-  of 
the  gravity  of  the  affair,  says: 

Having  presided  temporarily  over  tliia  court  iii  regard  to  the  scaiueii «.(  the  L'nit«<l 
States  cruiser  j9fl//*>«o»y,  who  have  been  tried  on  account  of  the  deplorable  conduct 
which  took  place,  etc. 

The  noticeable  point  here  is  that  our  .sailors  had  been  trie*!  before  thi 
22d  of  October,  and  that  the  trial  resulte<l  in  their  acquittal  and  return 
to  their  vessel.  It  is  quite  remarkable  and  quite  characteristic  of  thi 
management  of  this  affair  by  the  Chilean  pt^lice  atithorities  that  we  should 
now  be  advised  that  Seaman  Davidson,  of  the  Baltimore,  has  beeu  iucluded 
in  the  indictment,  his  offense  l)eiug,  so  far  aw  I  have  beeu  able  to  ascertain, 
that  he  attempted  to  defend  a  shi]>male  against  an  assailant  wlio  w:i: 
striking  at  him  with  a  knife.  The  perfect  \nudication  of  our  nieti  is  fur» 
nished  by  this  report.  One  only  is  found  to  have  been  gtiilty  of  criiniua 
fault,  and  that  for  an  act  clearly  justifiable. 

As  to  the  part  taken  by  the  ixtlice  in  the  affair,  the  case  made  b 
Chile  is  also  far  from  satisfactory'.  The  point  where  Kiggiu  was  kiUei 
is  only  three  minutes'  walk  from  the  ixjlice  station,  and  not  more  than 
twice  that  distance  from  the  irilendeneia;  afid  ■ 
cial  report  a  full  half  hour  elapsed  after  the 

police  were  upon  the  ground.     It  has  been  stated  that  all  but  two  of  c 
wen  have  said  that  the  police  did  their  duty.     The  evidence  lakeo 
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I  &[are  Island  shows  that  if  such  a  statement  was  procured  from  our  men 

I  it  was  accomplished  by  requiring  them  to  sign  a  writing  in  a  language 

Ihey  did  not  imderstand  and  by  the   representation  that  it  was  a  mere 

declaration  that  they  had  taken  uo  part  iii  the  disturlxince.     Lieutenant 

McCrea,  who  acted  as  interpreter,  says  in  his  evidence  that  when  our 

ars  were  examined  f>efore  the  court  the  subject  of  the  conduct  of  the 

ice  was  so  carefully  avoided  that   he  rejxjrted  the  fact  to  Captain 

"Sdile>'  on  his  return  to  the  \'essel. 

Tlic  evidences  of  the  existence  of  animosity  to\vard  our  sailors  in  the 
mhids  of  the  sailors  of  the  Chilean  navy  and  of  the  populace  of  Valpa- 
raiso arc  so  abundant  and  various  as  to  leave  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of 
anyone  who  will  examine  the  papers  submitted.  It  manifested  itself  in 
thnaileniag  and  insulting  gestures  toward  our  men  as  they  passed  the 
Chilean  men-of-war  in  their  boats  and  in  the  derisive  and  abusive  epi- 
thets with  which  they  greeted  every  appearance  of  an  Americau  sailor  on 
the  evening  of  the  riot.  Captain  Scliley  reports  that  boats  from  the 
Cli''  ships  several  times  went  out  of  their  course  to  cross  the  bows 

,  ol  li  -',  comiielling  them  to  back  water.     He  complained  of  the  dis- 

I courtesy,  and  it  was  corrected.     Tliat  this  feeling  was  shared  by  men  of 
higher  rank  is  shown  by  an  incident  related  by  Surgeon  Stitt,  of  the 
Ualtimorc.     After  the  battle  of  Placilla  he,  with  other  medical  officers  of 
the  war  vessels  in  the  harbor,  was  giving  voluntary  assistance  to  the 
'  wounded  in  the  hospitals.     The  son  of  a  Chilean  army  officer  of  high 
I  rank  was  under  his  care,  and  when  the  father  discovered  it  he  flew  into 
a  passion  and  said  he  would  rather  have  liis  son  die  than  have  Americans 
tntM:h  hira.  aiid  at  once  liad  him  removed  from  the  ward.     This  feeling 
lis  not  well  concealed  in  the  dispatches  of  the  foreign  office,  and  had  quite 
open  expression  in  the  disrespectful  treatment  of  the  American  legation. 
The  Chilean  Ixjatmen  in  the  bay  refused,  even  for  large  offers  of  money, 
I  to  retam  our  sailors,  who  crowded  the  Mole,  to  their  .ship  when  they 
were  endeavoring  to  escape  from  the  city  on  the  night  of  the  assault. 
The  market  boats  of  the  Balliinore  were  threatened,  and  even  quite  re- 
oexttly  the  gig  of  Commander  Evans,  of  the  Vorktoioti,  was  stoned  while 
waiting  for  hira  at  the  Mole. 

Tlie  evidence  of  our  sailors  clearlj'  shows  that  the  attack  was  expected 
^ly  the  Cliilean  people,  that  threats  had  l>een  made  against  our  men,  and 
that  in  one  case,  somewhat  early  in  the  afternoon,  the  keeper  of  one 
honee  into  which  some  of  our  men  had  gone  clo.sed  his  establishment  in 
ac!  ■   II  of  the  attack,  which  he  advised  them  would  be  made  upon 

lh  kuess  came  on. 

in  a  nrport  of  Captain  Schley  to  the  Na\nr'  Department  he  says:

ilx  ilrtvrrnmcnt  on  afcotint  of  the  /lata  tiiatter,  whetlier  with  reason  or 
MtluNit  lie  Cjulil  of  course  not  aduiit;  but  &vich  be  tliouglit  was  tlie  explanutioti  of 
Ikr  iMiiiU  at  that  time. 
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Messages  and  Papers  of  the  Presidents 


Several  of  our  ineu  sought  security  from  the  mob  by  such  complete 
partial  changes  in  their  dress  as  would  conceal  the  fact  of  their  \yKxn% 
seamen  of  the  naUimore,  and  found  it  then  possible  to  walk  the  streets 
without  molestation.      These  incidents  conclusively  establish  that  lh( 
attack  was  upon  the  uniform — the  nationality — and  not  upon  the  men. 

The  oriRin  of  this  feeling-  is  probably  found  in  the  refusal  of  this  Gov 
ennnent  to  give  recognition  to  the  Congressional  party  liefore  it  hai 
established  itself,  in  the  seizure  of  the  Itata  for  an  alleged  violation 
the  neutrality  law,  in  the  cable  incident,  and  in  ihe  charge  that  Admira 
Brown  conveyed  information  to  Valparaiso  of  the  landing  at  (2uinteros, 
It  is  not  my  purpose  to  enter  here  any  defense  of  the  action  of  this  Govs 
ernment  in  these  matters.  It  is  enough  for  the  presetit  purjxjse  to  sa 
that  if  there  was  any  breach  of  international  comity  or  duty  on  our  part 
it  should  have  been  made  the  subject  of  official  complaint  through  dip- 
lomatic channels  or  for  reprisals  for  which  a  full  res.pon.sibilit>'  w 
assumed.  We  can  not  consent  that  these  incidents  and  these  iJerversiona 
of  the  truth  shall  be  used  to  excite  a  murderous  attack  upon  our  unof- 
fending sailors  and  the  Government  of  Chile  go  aquit  of  respfjtisibility 
In  fact,  the  conduct  of  this  Government  during  tlie  war  in  Chile  pursui 
those  lines  of  inteniational  duty  which  we  had  so  strongly  insisted  upo« 
on  the  part  of  other  nations  when  this  country  was  in  the  Ihroes  of  i 
civil  conflict.  We  continued  the  establi.shed  diplomatic  relations  witl 
the  govcnunent  in  power  until  it  was  overtlu-own,  and  promptly  an< 
cordially  recognized  the  new  govennnent  when  it  was  established.  Th 
gtxjd  offices  of  this  Cioverument  were  offered  tu  bring  alwut  a  peacefu 
adjustment,  and  the  interposition  of  Mr.  Egan  to  mitigate  severities  ani 
to  shelter  adlierents  of  the  Congressional  party  was  effective  and  fi 
quent.  The  charge  against  Admiral  Brown  is  too  base  to  gain  creden 
with  anyone  who  knows  his  high  personal  and  professional  character, 

Recurring  to  the  evidence  of  our  sailors,  I  think  it  is  shown  tliat  the 
were  several  distinct  assaults,  and  so  nearly  sinuillaneous  as  t<»  show  th 
the>'  did  not  spread  from  one  point.  A  press  sunmiary  of  the  report

The  testimony  of  Captain  Jenkins,  of  the  Anitrican  merchant 
Kewcenarv,  which  had  gone  to  Valparnifso  for  — '  ■•'•-• 
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witness  of  some  part  of  the  assault  upon  the  crew  of  the  Ballimort,  is 
strongly  corroborative  of  the  testiiuouy  of  our  own  sailors  when  he  says 
that  he  saw  Chilean  sentries  drive  back  a  seaman  seeking  shelter  upon  a 
mob  that  was  pursuing  him.     The  officers  and  men  of  Captain  Jenkins's 
ship  furnish  the  most  conclusive  testimony  as  to  tlie  indignities  which 
were  practiced  toward  Americans  in  \'alparais*D.    W'hen  American  sail- 
ors, eveu  of  merchant  ships,  can  only  secure  their  safety  by  denying  their 
nationality,  it  must  be  time  to  readjust  our  relations  with  a  government 
that  permits  such  demonstrations. 

As  to  the  participation  of  the  police,  the  evidence  of  our  sailors  shows 
that  our  men  were  struck  and  beaten  by  police  oflBcers  before  and  after 
arrest,  and  that  one  at  least  was  dragged  with  a  lasso  about  his  neck  by  a 
mounted  policeman.  That  the  death  of  Riggin  was  the  result  of  a  rifle 
shot  fired  by  a  policeman  or  soldier  on  duty  is  shown  directly  by  the  tes- 
timony of  Johnson,  in  whose  arms  he  was  at  the  time,  and  by  the  evidence 
of  Charles  Langen,  an  American  sailor,  not  then  a  meml^er  of  the  Balti- 
more's crew^,  who  stood  close  by  and  saw  the  tran.saction.  The  Chilean 
authorities  do  not  pretend  to  fix  the  responsibility  of  tliis  shot  upin  any 
particular  person,  but  avow  their  inability  to  ascertain  who  fired  it 
further  than  that  it  was  fired  from  a  crowd.  The  character  of  the 
Wouud  as  described  by  one  of  the  surgeons  of  the  Balfinwtr  clexirly  sup- 
ports his  opinion  that  it  was  made  by  a  rifle  ball,  the  orifice  of  exit  being 
as  much  as  an  inch  or  an  inch  and  a  quarter  in  width.  When  shot  the 
po«"ir  fellow  was  unconscious  and  iu  the  arms  of  a  comrade,  who  was 
lawleavoring  to  carry  him  to  a  neighboring  drug  store  for  treatment. 
The  storj'  of  the  police  that  in  coming  up  the  street  they  passed  these 
men  and  left  them  behind  them  is  inctmsistent  with  their  own  statement 
as  to  the  direction  of  their  approach  and  with  their  duty  to  protect  them, 
is  clearly  disproved.  In  fact  Riggin  was  uot  behind  I)ut  in  front  of 
"the advancing  force,  and  was  not  standing  in  the  crowd,  l>ut  was  imcon- 
sciotts  and  supported  in  the  arms  of  Jolinson  when  he  was  shot. 
hThe  communications  of  the  Chilean  Goveniment  in  relation  to  this 
uel  and  disastrous  attack  uiwm  our  men,  as  will  appear  from  the  corre- 
spfjnJence.  have  not  in  any  degree  taken  the  form  of  a  manly  and  .satis- 
factorj'  expression  of  regret,  much  less  of  apology.  The  event  was  of 
I  serious  a  character  that  if  the  injuries  sufiFered  by  our  men  had  been 
y  the  result  of  an  accident  in  a  Chilean  port  the  incident  was  grave 
Bgh  to  have  called  for  some  public  expression  of  sympathy  and  regret 
the  local  authorities.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  the  affair  was 
Bentable.  for  humanity  would  require  that  expression  even  if  the  l)e;it- 
ng  and  kiUing  of  our  men  had  been  ju.stifiable.  It  is  not  enough  to  say 
that  the  incident  is  regretted,  coupled  with  the  statement  that  the  aEFair 
Was  not  of  an  unu.su3l  character  in  ports  where  foreign  sailors  are  accus- 
tomed to  meet.  It  is  not  for  a  generous  and  sincere  government  to  seek 
far  words  of  small  or  equivocal  meaning  in  which  to  convey  to  a  frietidlyj

Bsonal  injuries  in  that  city .  largely  by  the  police,  I  directed  the  Attomey- 
.1  to  cause  the  e\-idence  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  that  vessel  to 
taken  upon  its  arrival  in  San  Francisco,  and  that  testimony  is 
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herewith  transmitted.     The  bnitality  and  eveu  savagery  of  the  treat- j 
iiient  of  this  poor  man  by  the  Chilean  poHce  would  be  incredible  if  the 
evidence  of  Shields  was  not  supported  by  other  direct  testimony  and  by  \ 
the  distressinfj  condition  of  the  man  himself  when  he  was  finally  able  to 
reach  his  vessel.     The  captain  of  the  vessel  says: 

He  came  back  a  wreck,  black  from  his  neck  to  his  hips  from  beating,  weak  and  { 
stupid,  and  is  still  in  a  kiml  of  paralw-ed  condition ,  and  has  ne\'er  been  able  to  Jo 
duty  since. 

A  claim  for  reparation  has  been  made  in  behalf  of  this  man,  for  while 
he  was  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  the  doctrine  long  held  by  us, 
as  expressed  in  the  consular  regulations,  is: 

The  principles  which  are  maintained  by  this  Goverament  in  regard  to  the  protcc- 1 
tion,  as  distinguished  from  the  relief,  of  seamen  are  well  settled.     It  is  held  that  the  \ 
circAimstance  that  the  vessel  is  American  is  evidence  that  the  seamen  on  board  are 
such,  and  in  every  regularly  documented  merchant  vessel  the  crew  will  find  tbdrJ 
protection  iu  the  flag  that  covers  them, 

I  have  as  yet  received  no  reply  to  our  note  of  the  2ist  instant,  but  in 
my  opinion  I  ought  not  to  delay  longer  to  bring  these  matters  to  the 
atteutiou  of  Congress  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate,

I  transmit  herewith  memorials  from  several  hundred  miners  working 
in  the  coal  mines  in  the  Indian  Territory,  asking  for  the  appointment 
Vf  an  inspector  under  the  act  referred  to.  The  recent  frightful  disaster 
.It  Krebs,  in  that  Territory,  in  which  sixty-seven  miners  met  a  horrible 
death,  gives  urgency  to  their  appeal,  and  I  recommend  that  a  special 
appropriation  be  at  once  made  for  the  salaries  and  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  inspectors  pro\uded  for  in  the  law.

The  Indian  appropriation  bill  which  was  approved  March  3,  1891, 
contains  the  following  provision: 

And  the  sum  of  fa, 991,450  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  «)iit  of  any 
mooey  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  p.iy  the  Choctaw  atid  Chicka- 
awnitioits  of  Indians  for  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  and  claim  which  said  nations 
of  Indians  may  have  in  and  to  terlain  lands  now  occupietl  by  the  Cheyenne  and 
Arajahoe  Indians  under  Executive  order,  said  lanfls  lying  sonlh  of  the  Canadian 
River,  and  now  occupied  by  the  .said  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  Indians;  said  lands 
luve  been  ceded  in  trust  by  article  3  of  tlie  treaty  between  the  United  States  and 
•liil  ChKClaw  and  Chickasaw  nations  of  Indians  which  wa.s  concludc<l  April  28, 
1W6,  and  proclaimed  on  the  loth  day  of  August  of  the  same  year,  and  whereof  there 
ttmains,  after  deducting  allotments  as  provided  by  said  agreement,  a  residue  ascer- 
luned  by  surve\'  to  contain  2,393,16a  acres;  three-fourths  of  this  appropriation  to  !■>€ 
f«id  to  such  person  or  persons  as  are  or  shall  be  duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of  said 
Choctaw  N'ation  to  receive  the  same,  at  such  time  and  in  such  .sums  as  directed  and 
required  by  the  legislative  authority  of  said  Choctaw  Nation,  and  one-fourth  of  this 
Impropriation  to  be  piaid  to  sudi  person  or  persons  as  are  or  shall  be  dul}'  authorir.ed 
by  the  laws  of  said  Chickasaw  Nation  to  receive  the  same,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
wmi  as  directed  and  required  by  the  legislati\-e  authority  of  said  Chicka.saw  Nation; 
Uri«  appropriation  to  be  iimnediately  available  and  to  become  operative  iijion  the 
cttcution  by  the  duly  appointed  delegates  of  said  respective  nations  specially  anthor- 
't»\  thereto  by  law  of  releases  and  conveyances  to  tlje  United  .States  of  all  the  right, 
title,  interest,  and  claim  of  said  respective  nations  of  Indians  in  anil  to  said  land  (not 
inclnding  (ireer  County,  which  is  now  in  dispute),  in  manner  and  form  sati.sfac- 
fcay  to  the  President  of  the  Unite<i  States;  and  said  releases  and  conveyances,  when 
hll/ executed  and  delivered,  shall  operate  to  extinguish  all  claim  of  every  kind  and 
ibancter  of  said  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  nations  of  Indians  in  and  to  the  tract  of 
ttwatry  to  which  said  releases  and  conveyances  shall  apply. 

If  this  section  had  been  submitted  to  me  as  a  separate  measure,  espe- 
cially during  the  closing  hours  of  the  session,  I  should  have  di.sapproved  it ; 
Iwt  as  the  Congress  was  then  in  it.s  last  hours  a  disapproval  of  the  gen- 
(nd  Indian  appropriation  bill,  of  wliich  it  was  a  part,  would  have  resulted 

cunsequences  so  far-reaching  and  disastrous  that  I  felt  it  my  duty  to 
•pprove  the  l)ill.  But  as  a  duty  was  devolved  upon  me  by  the  section 
|uoted,  nz,  the  acceptance  and-  approval  of  the  convejances  provided 

,  I  have  felt  bound  to  look  into  the  whole  matter,  and  in  \new  of  the 
lets  which  I  shall  presently  mention  to  postpone  any  Executive  action 
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until  these  facts  could  be  submitted  to  Congress.  Very  soon  after  th< 
passage  of  the  law  it  came  to  my  knowledge  that  the  Choctaw  LegisU' 
ture  had  euteretl  into  an  agreement  with  three  citizens  of  that  tribe  I 
pay  to  them  as  compensation  for  procuring  this  legislation  25  per  cert 
of  any  appropriation  tliat  might  be  made  by  Congress.  The  amount  t( 
be  secured  by  these  three  agents  under  this  agreement  out  of  the  three 
fourths  interest  in  the  appropriation  of  the  Choctaw  Nation  is  $560,896 
I  have  information  that  a  contract  was  made  by  the  Chickasaws  to  pa 
about  10  per  cent  of  their  one- fourth  interest  to  the  agents  and  attomeyi 
who  represented  them. 

Within  a  month  after  the  passage  of  the  law  R.  J.  Ward,  one  of  thi 
agents,  who  was  to  divide  with  his  associates  the  enormous  sura  to  b 
paid  by  the  Choctaws,  presented  to  me  an  affidavit  ilated  April  4,  iSyi 
which  is  herewith  submitted.  It  appears  from  his  statement  that  th 
action  of  the  Choctaw  Coimcil  in  this  matter  was  corruptly  influeno 
by  the  executioti  of  certain  notes  signed  by  Ward  for  hini.self  and  1: 
associates  in  sums  varying  from  $2,500  to  $15,000.  His  associates  den; 
any  knowledge  of  this,  but  the  giving  and  existence  of  these  notes 
not  refuted.  The  statement  of  the  two  asse>ciates  of  Wan!  denying  au; 
knowledge  or  participation  in  this  fraud  is  also  submitted,  together  wi 
other  ])apers  relating  to  the  matter.  Whatever  may  be  the  fact  as 
the  use  or  nonuse  of  corrupt  methods  to  secure  this  legislation  from  th 
Choctaw  Council,  I  do  not  think  the  Congress  of  the  Unite<l  States  shoul 
so  legislate  upon  this  matter  as  to  give  effect  to  such  a  contract,  which 
am  sure  must  have  been  uimoticed  when  the  measure  was  j)euding. 
the  relations  of  these  Indians  to  the  United  States  are  those  of  a  wart 
Congress  should  protect  them  from  such  extortionate  exactions.  \V 
can  not  assume  that  the  expenses  and  servnces  of  a  committee  of  tl»r( 
persons  to  represent  this  claim  before  Congress  should  justly  assiun 
such  proportions.  The  making  of  such  a  contract  seems  to  conv 
implications  which  I  am  sure  are  wholly  mijust. 

After  the  f>assage  of  the  appropriation  bill  legislation  was  had  by  t' 
Choctaw  Nation  looking  to  the  completion  of  the  contract  made  with  the 
delegates  as  to  the  payment  of  this  money;  but  subsequently,  when  it 
suppo.sed  that  this  extraordinary  arrangement  might  require  me  to  brin 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  ClW 
taw  General  Couucil.  approved  October  19.  1891,  declaring  all  contra^ 
made  by  the  Choctaw  delegates  with  any  attorneys  iu  connectitm  wit 
this  appropriation  void  and  of  no  effect.  A  copy  of  this  law  will  be  fouu 
with  the  papers  submitted.  There  has  also  l>een  submitted  to  nic  a 
unofficial  copy  of  the  opinion  of  tlie  attorney- general  of  the  Chocta' 
Nation  holding  that  this  last  legislation  is  unconstitutional  and  voi( 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  this  appropriation  is  to  stand  provision  sJiuul 
be  marie  for  protecting  these  trilies  against  extortionate  chiims  for  co 
pensation  in  procuring  action  by  Congress.     Copies  of  the  ^•^•'•^A

,  by  the  Choctaw  Nation  with  reference  to  this  matter  will  be  found 
in  the  accompanying  papers.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  distribution  pro- 
posed is  hmited  to  Choctaws  by  blood,  excluding  the  freedmen  and  the 
white  men  who  have  been  given  full  citizenship  from  any  participation. 
A  protest  against  this  method  of  distribution  has  been  filed  by  a  white 
dtizen  of  the  tribe,  and  also  a  representation  by  Hon.  Thomas  C.  Fletcher, 
ibeir  attorney,  on  behalf  of  the  freedmen.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  1866  in  behalf  of  the  freedmen  of  these  tribes 
have  not,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  Chickasaws,  Ijeen  complied  with, 
it  would  seem  that  the  United  Stales  should  in  a  distribution  of  this 
money  have  made  suitable  provision  in  their  behalf.  The  Chickasaws 
have  steadfastly  refused  to  admit  the  freedmen  to  citizenship,  as  they 
stipulated  to  do  in  the  treaty  referred  to,  and  their  condition  in  that  tribe 
and  in  a  lesser  degree  tn  the  other  strongly  calls  for  the  protective  inter- 
vention of  Congress. 

After  a  some%vhat  careful  examination  of  the  question  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  lands  for  which  this  money  is  to  be  paid  were,  to  quote  the 
language  of  section  15  of  the  Indian  appropriation  bill,  already  set  out, 
"ceded  in  trust  by  article  3  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and 
said  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  nations  of  Indians  which  was  concluded 
April  28,  1866,"  etc.  It  is  agreed  that  that  treaty  c<nitained  no  express 
limitation  upon  the  uses  to  which  the  United  States  might  put  the  ter- 
ritory known  as  tlie  leased  district.  The  lands  were  ceded  by  terms 
sufficiently  cnmprehensive  to  have  passed  the  full  title  of  the  Indians. 
The  limitation  upon  the  use  to  which  the  Government  might  put  them 
I  is  sought  to  be  found  in  a  provision  of  the  treaty  by  which  the  United 
States  undertook  to  exclude  white  settlers  and  in  the  expressions  found 
in  the  treaties  made  at  the  same  time  with  the  Creeks  and  other  tribes  of 
the  purpose  of  the  United  States  to  use  the  lands  ceded  by  those  triljes 
for  the  settlement  of  friendly  Indians. 

The  stijiulation  as  to  the  exclusion  of  white  settlers  might  well  have 

reference  solely  to  the  national  lands  retained  by  the  Choctaw  and  Chick- 

-   and  the  reason  for  the  nonincorporation  in  the  treaty  with 

statement  of  the  purpose  of  the  Government  in  connection  with 

use  of  the  lands  is  well  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  as  to  these 

the  Government  had  already,  under  the  treaty  of  1855,  secured  the 

to  use  them  perpetually  for  the  settlement  of  friendly  Indians. 

i  was  not  true  as  to  the  lands  of  the  other  tribes  referred  to.     The 

United  States  paid  to  the  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  $300,000,  and  the 

failure  to  iusert  the  words  that  are  called  words  of  limitation  in  this 

'  treaty  points,  I  think,  clearly  to  the  conclusion  that  the  commissioners 

Ibc  j«rt  of  the  Government  and  the  Indians  themselves  nuist  have 

stood  that  this  Govertmient  was  acquiring  something  more  than 

right  to  .settle  friendly  Indians,  which  it  already  po.sse.s.sed,  and 

\%  more  than  the  mere  release  of  the  nght  which  the  Choctaws 
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and  Chickasaws  had  under  the  treaty  of  1855  to  select  locations  on  these 
lands  if  they  chose. 

Undoubtedly  it  was  the  policy  of  this  Govennnent  for  the  time  to  hold 
these  and  the  adjacent  lands  as  Indian  countr>*,  and  many  of  the  expres- 
sions in  the  proclamations  of  my  predecessors  and  in  the  reports  of  the 
Indian  Bureau  and  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  mean  this  and  nothing 
more.     This  is  quite  different  from  a  conditional  title,  which  limits  the 
grant  to  a  particular  use  and  works  a  reinvestment  of  full  title  in  the  In- 
dian grantors  when  that  use  ceases.     But  thase  who  hold  most  strictly 
that  a  use  for  Indian  purposes,  where  it  is  expressed,  is  a  limitation  of 
title  seem  to  ag^ree  that  the  United  States  might  pass  a  fee  absolute  to 
other  Indian  tribes  in  the  lands  ceded  for  their  occupancy.     Certainly 
it  was  not  intended  that  in  settling  friendly  Indians  upon  these  lands 
the  Government  was  to  be  restrained  in  its  policy  of  allotment  and  indi- 
vidual ownership.     If  for  an  adequate  consideration,  by  treaty,  the  I'nited 
States  placed  ujxin  these  Sands  other  Indian  tribes,  it  was  competent  to 
give  them  patents  in  fee  for  a  certain  and  agreed  reservation.    This 
being  .so,  wht;n  the  policy  of  allotment  is  put  into  force  the  compensation 
for  the  unused  lauds  should  certainly  go  to  the  occupying  tribe,  which  in 
the  case  supposetl  had  paid  a  full  consideration  for  the  whole  reservation, 

It  will  hardly  Ije  contended  t!rat  iti  .such  case  this  Government  should 
pay  twice  for  the  lands.     In  the  appropriation  under  discussion  this  prin- 
ciple is  in  part  recognized,  for  no  claim  is  made  by  the  Choctaws  and 
Chickasaws  for  the  lands  allotted  to  the  Cheyennes  and  ArajKihoes.    The 
claim  is  for  unallotted  or  surplus  lands.    The  case  of  the  Cheyennes  and 
Arapahoes  is  this:   In  consideration  of  other  lands  the  Government  ga\T 
them  a  treaty  reservation  in  the  Cherokee  Outlet,  but  never  perfected  it 
by  paying  the  Cherokees  the  stipulated  price  and  placing  these  Indians 
upon  it.     The  Cheyennes  and  Arapahoes  declined  to  go  upon  the  strip 
and  located  themselves  farther  south,  where  they  now  are.     The  Govern- 
ment suksecjUL-ntly  recognized  their  right  to  remain  there,  and  set  apart 
the  lands  now  being  allotted  to  members  of  that  tribe  and  the  lands  for 
winch  payment  is  now  claimed  by  the  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  as  the 
Cheyenne  and  .'Vrapahoe  Reservation,     I  think  the  United  States  must 
be  held  to  have  assented  to  the  suljstitution  of  these  lands  for  the  treaty 
lands  in  the  Cherokee  Strip,  and  that  being  true,  when  the  reservation  is 
broken  up.  as  now.  by  allotments,  it  would  seem  that  the  Cheyennes  and 
Arapahoes  were  entitled  to  be  compensated  for  these  surplus  lands.     lo 
fact,  a  commis.sion  which  lias  Ijeen  deahng  with  the  tribes  in  the  Indian 
TerritoPi'  has  concluded  an  arrangement  with  them  by  which  the  Gov- 
ennnent pays  $1,500,000  for  these  surplus  lands  and  for  the  release  of 
any  claim  to  the  Cherokee  Strip,  so  that  in  fact  in  this  agreement  with 
the  Cheyennes  and  Arapahoes  the  Govennnent  has  paid  for  the  lands  fC 
^i'1->inh  payment  is  now  claimed  by  the  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws. 
3ukl  not  be  forgotten  al.so  that  the  allotment  t 


t 
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and  Arapsihties  is  still  incomplete.  The  method  of  calculation  which  re- 
suhed  in  stating  the  claim  of  tlie  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  at  $2,991,450 
is  <  1  by  a  letter  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Staiidley,  one  of  the  Choctaw  dele- 

gatL  1  April  6,  1891.     The  agent  for  the  Cheyennes  and  Arapahoes 

wrote  Mr.  Standley  that  there  were  600  Indians  residing  upon  the  lands 
souUi  of  the  Canadian  River,  and  who  it  was  supposed  would  take  allot- 
ments there,  and  up«Jii  tins  statement  the  legislation  was  based.  Now  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Cheyennes  and  Arapahoes  have  the  right 
ti>  k)cate  anywhere  within  their  reser\-alion,  and  that  instead  of  600  double 
that  uuuilK.'r  iniRht  have  taken  their  allotments  south  of  the  Canadian 
River  upon  these  lands.  This  is  not  probable,  but  a  later  report  indicates 
that  the  nuniljer  will  certainly  be  in  excess  of  600.  If  the  sum  to  lie  paid 
to  the  Choctnws  and  Chickasaws  dejiended  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  inim- 
bcr  of  acres  of  unallotted  land  south  of  the  Canadian  River,  it  would  seem 
to  have  lieen  reasonable  that  the  appropriation  should  have  1>een  delayed 
until  the  exact  ntnnber  of  acres  taken  for  allotment  had  been  officially 
uscertainetl.     This  has  not  yet  been  done. 

It  is  right  also,  I  think,  that  Congiess  in  dealing  with  this  matter  should 
have  the  wht»le  questi«>u  tjefore  it,  for  the  declaration  of  Indian  title  con-' 
tained  in  this  item  of  appropriation  extends  to  a  very  large  lx)dy  of  land 
and  will  involve  ver>'  large  future  appropriations.  The  Choctaw  and 
Chickasaw  leased  district,  etnhrncing  the  lands  in  the  Indian  Territory 
between  the  ninety -eighth  and  r>ne  hundredth  degrees  of  west  longitude 
aud  extending  north  and  south  from  the  main  Canadian  River  to  the  Red 
Rt%"er.  including  Greer  Coutity,  contains,  according  to  tlie  public  sur- 
^^'^.  7.713.239  •'^cres.  or,  excluding  (ireer  County,  6,201 ,663  acres.  This 
district  is  occujiied  as  f(jllows: 
recr  County,  by  wliite  citireius  of  Texas.  1 ,5 1 1 ,576  acres.  The  United 
is  now  prosecuting  a  case  in  tlie  courts  to  obtain  a  judicial  declara- 
tion tliat  this  county  is  part  of  the  Indian  couutrv'.  If  a  decision  should 
be  rendcretl  in  its  favor,  the  claim  of  the  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  to 
be  paid  for  these  lands  nt  the  rate  named  in  this  appropriation  would  at 
OQce  he  presented. 

The  Wichita  Reservation  is  also  upon  the  leased  lands  and  is  occupied 
b>'  the  Wichitas,  Caddoes,  Delawares,  and  renuiants  of  other  tribes  by 
Department  orders,  made  to  depend  upon  the  treaty  with  the  Delawares 
in  1866  aud  some  other  unratified  agreements  with  tril^es  or  fragments  of 
tribes  in  1872.     This  reserx^ation  contains  743.610  acres. 

The  Kiowa,  Comanche,  and  Apache  Reservation  is  occupied  by  those 
Indians  umler  a  treaty  j)roclaimed  August  25,  1868,  which  provides  that 
said  district  of  countr\'  "shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  set  apart  for 
the  absolute  and  undisturl)ed  use  and  occupation  of  the  tribes  herein 
tMincd,  and  for  such  friendly  tribes  or  individual  Indians  as  from  time  to 
time  they  may  lie  willing  ( witli  the  consent  of  the  United  States)  to  admit 
4tao(]g  ill, -It!  "     Tiii-.  t,-.^rvation  contains  2,y6S,893  acres. 
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The  Cheyeiines  and  Arapahoes,  whose  suqjlus  lands  are  to  be  paid  for 
by  tliis  appropriation,  have  occupied  the  country  between  the  Washita 
and  Canadian  rivers,  extending  west  to  the  one  hundredth  degree  of  lon- 
gitude.    Tliis  reservation  contains  2,489, 1 60  acres. 

I  have  stated  these  facts  in  order  that  it  may  be  seen  wliat  further  ap- 
]m>i)riati<)ns  are  involved  in  a  settlement  for  all  these  lands  upon  the  basis 
which  Congress  has  adopted.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  a  wise  policy' 
to  deal  with  this  ((iivstion  [liecemeal,  It  would  have  been  better,  if  a 
rcinuant  of  title  remains  in  ihcCltoctaws  and  Chickasawsto  tlie  lands  in 
the  lease<l  district,  to  have  settled  the  whole  matter  at  once.  Under  the 
treaty  of  18.S.S  the  Choctaws  and  Chickasaws  quitclaimed  any  supposed 
interest  «if  theirs  in  the  lands  west  of  the  one  hundredth  degjee.  The 
Ixmnthiry  K'twecn  the  Louisiana  purchase  and  the  Spanish  possessions bj* 
our  treaty  of  iMu)  with  S^iiiiu  was  as  to  these  lands  fixed  upou  theoiK 
huudreilth  decree  of  west  longitude. 

Our  treaty  with  the  CluKtaws  and  Chickasaws  made  in  1820  extended 
their  grant  in  the  liuiil  of  our  ]xvssfs.sions.  It  followed,  of  course,  thai 
these  lands  were  inchHled  within  the  bountlaries  of  the  State  of  Texas 
when  that  State  was  aihnitted  to  the  Union,  and  the  release  of  the  Choc- 
taws and  Chickasaws.  whatever  it  was  worth,  operated  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Stale  of  'IVxas  and  not  of  the  I'nited  States.  The  lands  became 
pulilic  Inud.s  of  that  State.  I'or  the  release  of  this  claim  and  for  the  lea.se 
of  the  lands  west  of  the  ninety-eighth  degree  the  Government  of  the 
iniitetl  States  paid  the  sum  of  $800,000.  In  the  calculations  which  have 
been  made  to  arrive  at  the  basis  of  the  appropriation  under  discussion 
nu  [lart  of  this  sum  is  treated  as  having  been  paid  for  the  lease.  I  donol 
think  that  is  ju.st  to  the  L'nitetl  States.  It  seems  probable  that  a  very  coa- 
Miderablc  part  of  this  consideration  must  have  related  to  the  leased  lands, 
because  these  were  the  lands  in  which  the  Indian  title  was  recognized, 
Atul  the  treaty  g^ve  to  llie  United  States  a  permanent  right  of  occupa- 
tion by  friendly  Indians.  The  sum  of  $300,000,  paid  under  the  treaty 
of  1S66,  is  deduoted,  as  T  understand,  in  arriving  at  the  sum  appropriated. 
It  seems  to  me  that  a  a>nsiderable  proportion  of  the  sum  of  $800,000 
previously  jwid  should  have  been  deducted  in  the  same  manner. 

I  have  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  bring  these  matters  to  the  attention  of 
Congress  for  such  action  as  may  be  thought  advisable.

appointed  by  me  under  section  16  of  the  act  of  April  25,  1890,  to  have 
charge  of  the  exhibit  to  be  made  by  the  Executive  Departments,  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  the  FisJi  Commission,  an<l  the  National  Museum; 
and  the  report  of  the  board  of  lady  managers,  provided  for  by  section  6 
of  the  act  referred  to. 

The  information  furnished  by  these  reports  as  to  the  projsfress  of  the 
work  is  not  only  satisfactory,  but  highly  gratifying.  The  plan  and  scope 
adopted  and  the  site  and  buildings  selected  and  now  being  erected  are 
fully  commensurate  with  the  national  and  iutematiosial  cliaracter  of  the 
enterprise  contemplated  by  the  legislation  of  Congress,  The  Illinois 
corporation  has  fully  complied  with  the  condition  of  the  law  that  $10- 
000,000  should  be  provided,  and  the  Government  commi-ssion  reports 
that  "the  grounds  and  buildings  will  be  the  most  extensive,  adequate, 
and  ornate  ever  devoted  to  such  purposes."  It  seems,  however,  that 
from  five  to  eight  millions  of  dollars  more  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
local  board  and  the  national  commission,  lie  necessary  to  prepare  the 
exposition  for  a  complete  and  successful  inauguration.  It  will  1)e  noticed 
from  the  reports  that  it  was  first  proposed  by  the  local  commission  to  ask 
of  Congress  a  loan  of  $5,000,000.  to  be  repaid  from  receipts,  and  that  the 
national  commission  approved  this  suggestion.  Subsequently  the  Illi- 
nois exposition  corporation  reconsidered  its  action  and  determined  to  ask 
a  snhjscription  of  $5,000,000. 

The  supplementary  report  of  the  national  commission  seems  to  ap- 
prove this  amended  proposition.  I  have  not  myself  that  detailed  informa- 
tion as  to  the  financial  necessities  of  the  enterprise  wliich  would  enable 
me  to  form  an  independent  judgment  of  the  additional  amount  necessary, 
and  am  not,  therefore,  prepared  to  make  any  specific  recommendation  to 
Conijress  upon  the  subject.  The  committees  of  Congress  having  this 
natter  in  charge  will  undoubtedly  obtain  full  and  accurate  information 
before  final  action.  The  exposition,  notwithstanding  the  limitations 
which  the  act  contains,  is  an  enterprise  to  which  the  United  States  is  so 
far  committed  that  Congress  ought  not.  I  think,  to  withhold  just  and 
itasonable  further  support  if  the  local  corporation  consents  to  proper 
conditions, 

Liberahty  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  is  due  to  the  foreign  nations 
that  have  responded  in  a  friendly  way  to  the  invitation  of  this  Govern- 
Bieut  to  participate  in  the  exposition,  and  will,  I  am  sure,  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  our  people.  The  exposition  will  be  one  of  the  most  illustrious 
'Ocidents  in  our  civic  history. 

I  transmit  also  certain  resolutions  adopted  by  representatives  of  the 
^^ational  Guard  of  the  various  States  appointed  by  the  governors  to 
attend  a  convention  which  was  held  in  Chicago  on  the  27th  of  October, 
'891,  with  a  view  to  consider  the  subject  of  holding  a  military  encamp- 
"leot  at  Chicago  during  the  exposition.

Shortly  after  the  report  came 
into  my  jwssession  I  was  advised  by  the  Secretary"  that  the  British  min- 
ister at  this  capital  had  infonuetl  him  that  the  Canadian  go^•emment  de- 
siret,!  a  further  conference  on  the  subject  of  the  discriminating  canal  tolls 
of  which  this  country  had  complained.  This  information  was  accompa- 
niei.1  b\  the  .>^uy;ijostiou  that  a  res{v.i.««e  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate 
might  j>ri)pi.-rl\-  Ik.-  dclayeil  until  this  further  conference  was  held. 

(,  )n  the  3^1  instant  the  British  minister,  in  connection  with  Hon.  Mac- 
Kin/ie  Howcll  antl  Hon.  George  Iv  Foster,  members  of  the  Canadian 
ministr>-,  were  reveived  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  a  further  confer- 
ence took  place.  In  U^th  of  the  conferences  referred  to  Hon.  John  W. 
Foster,  at  the  re»|uest  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  appeared  with  him  od 
l>ehalt  of  :':::>  iiovernment:  and  the  rept^rt  of  the  latter  conference  was 
siibmittec.  :■>  me  on  the  6th  instant  by  Mr.  Foster,  and  is  herewith  trans- 
mitted. The  result  of  the  conference  as  to  the  practicability  of  arran- 
a  reciprocity  treaty  with  the  Dominion  of  Canada  is  clearly  stated  in 
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letter  of  Mr.  Blaine,  and  was  anticipated,  I  think,  by  him  and  by 
other  thoughtful  American  who  had  considered  the  subject.     A 
procity  treaty  limited  to  the  exchange  of  natural  products  would 
:e  been  such  only  in  form.     The  loenefits  of  such  a  treaty  would  have 
ured  almost  wholly  to  Canada.     Previous  experiments  on  this  line  had 
unsatisfactory  to  this  Government.     A  treaty  that  should  be  recip- 
al  in  fact  and  of  mutual  advantages  must  necessarily  have  embraced 
important  list  of  manufactured  articles  and  have  secured  to  the  United 
a  free  or  favored  introduction  of  these  articles  into  Canada  as 
I  the  world;  but  it  was  not  believed  that  the  Canadian  ministry 
was  ready  to  propose  or  assent  to  such  an  arrangement.    The  conclusion 
fi  the  Canadian  commissioners  is  stated  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Blaine  as 
bllows: 

In  the  second  place,  it  seemed  to  Iw  imixtssiblc  for  the  Canadian  government,  in 
new  of  xXs  present  political  relnlions  ami  obligations,  to  extend  to  American  goods  a 
pfcfeitrntial  treatment  over  those  of  other  coimtrics.  As  Canada  was  a  part  of  the 
British  Empire,  they  did  not  consider  it  competent  for  the  Dominion  government  to 
t!B.\x3  into  any  commercial  arrangement  with  tlie  United  States  from  the  benefits  of 
Ktuch  Grenl  Britain  and  its  colonies  should  be  excluded. 

It  is  not  for  this  Government  to  argue  against  this  announcement  of 
Canadian  official  opifiion.  It  must  lie  accepted,  however,  I  think,  as  the 
statement  of  a  condition  which  places  an  iiisuix?rable  barrier  in  the  way 
of  the  .ittainmcnt  of  that  large  and  beneficial  intercourse  and  reciprocal 
trade  which  might  otherwise  Ije  de\'eloped  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Dominion. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  Mr.  Blaine  reports  as  one  of  the  results  of  the 
cimfcrence  "  an  informal  engagement  to  repeal  and  abandon  the  draw- 
back of  18  cents  a  ton  given  to  wheat  ( grain  j  that  is  earned  through 
to  Montreal  aj»d  sbip]>ed  therefrom  to  Europe,  By  the  Aniericati  railways 
mnning  from  Ogdensburg  and  Oswego  and  other  American  ports  the 
shippers  paid  the  full  20  cents  a  ton,  while  in  effect  those  by  the  way  of 
Montreal  pay  only  2  cents.  It  was  understood  that  the  Canadian  com- 
misMoners,  who  were  all  three  members  of  the  cabinet,  would  see  to  the 
drithdrawal  of  this  discrimination. ' ' 

From  the  report  of  the  recent  conference  by  Mr.  Foster  it  will  be  seen 

that  the  Canadian  commissioners  declare  that  this  statement  does  not 

conform  t«)  Iheir  understanding,  and  that  the  only  assurance  they  had 

intended  to  give  was  that  the  c<3mplaint  of  the  Government  of  the  United 

,  States  should  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Canadian  ministry  on 

[ibor  retiUTX  to  Ottawa.     Mr.  Foster,  who  was  present  at  the  first  confer- 

|«Bce,  conftrms  the  statements  of  Mr.  Blaine.     While  this  misunderstand- 

liag  ia  unfortunate,  the  more  serious  phase  of  the  situation  is  that  instead 

jof  rewrinding  the  discriminating  canal  tolls  of  which  this  Government 

|OQmpIaiu.<<i  the  Canadian  ministry,  after  the  return  of  the  commi.ssioners 

jfrom  their  visit  to  Washington ,  on  April  4,  reissued,  without  any  commu- 

[BicttiQn  with  this  Government,  the  order  continuing  the  discrimination, 
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by  which  a  rebate  of  18  cents  a  ton  is  allowed  upon  grain  going  to  Mont- 
real, but  not  to  American  ports,  and  refusing  this  rebate  even  to  grain 
going  to  Montreal  if  transshipped  at  an  American  port. 

The' report  of  Mr.  Partridge,  the  Solicitor  of  the  Department  of  Stale, 
which  accompanies  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  states  these  dis- 
criminations verj'  clearly.  That  these  orders  as  to  canal  tolls  and  rebates 
are  iu  direct  violation  of  Article  XXVII  of  the  treaty  of  187 1  seems  to  be 
clear.  It  is  wholly  evasive  to  say  that  there  is  no  discrimination  between 
Canadian  and  American  vessels;  that  the  rebate  is  allowed  to  both  with- 
out favor  iijxfn  grain  carried  through  to  Montreal  or  transshipped  at  a 
Canadian  port  to  Montreal.     The  treaty  runs: 

To  secure  to  the  citi/.cii.s  of  the  U Jiite<l  States  the  u.<«^  of  the  Wellaud,  St.  Lawrence, 
and  other  catials  iu  the  Douiiaion  on  terms  of  equaUty  with  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Dominion. 

It  wa.s  intended  to  give  to  consumers  in  the  United  States,  to  our  j>eo- 
ple  engaged  iu  railroad  trausporlatii.in,  and  to  those  ex]x>rting  from  our 
ports  equal  terms  in  passing  their  merchandise  through  these  canals. 
This  absolute  e^jualit}'  of  treatment  was  the  consideration  for  concessions 
on  the  part  of  this  Government  made  in  the  same  article  of  the  treaty, 
and  which  have  been  faithfully  kept. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  Canadian  government  has  not  re- 
sponded promptly  to  our  request  for  the  removal  of  these  discriminating 
tolls. 

The  papers  submitted  show  how  serious  the  loss  inflicted  is  upon  our 
lake  ves-sels  and  upon  some  of  our  lake  ports.  In  view  of  the  fact  that; 
the  Canadian  commissioners  still  contest  with  us  the  claim  that  these  tolls 
are  discriminating  and  insist  that  they  constitute  no  violation  of  the  let- 
ter or  spirit  of  Article  XXVII  of  the  treat}-,  it  would  seem  appropriate 
that  Congress,  if  the  view  held  by  the  Executive  is  approved,  shotild 
with  deliljeration  and  yet  with  promptness  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  the  just  rights  of  our  citizens. 

In  view  of  the  delays  which  have  already  taken  place  in  transmitting 
this  correspondence  to  Congress,  I  ha\e  not  felt  justified  in  awaiting  the 
further  communication  from  the  govennnenL  of  Canada  which  was  sug- 
gested in  the  recent  conference. 

Should  any  proposition  relating  to  this  matter  lie  received  it  will  be 
immediately  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  and  if  for- 
warded within  the  time  suggested  will  undoubtedly  anticipate  any  final 
action  by  Congress.

For  the  information  of  the  Senate  and  in  further  response  to  the  resohi- 
tion  of  tlie  Seuate  of  Februar>'  24  last,  I  transmit  herewith  a  communica- 
tion of  the  24th  ultimo  from  Mr.  Herbert,  the  acting  representative  of 
the  British  Government  at  this  capital,  addressed  to  Mr.  Wharton,  Acting 
Secretary  of  State,  upon  the  .subject  of  Canadian  canal  tolls;  also  a  memo- 
randum prepared  and  submitted  to  me  by  Mr.  Adee.  Second  As.sistant 
Secretary'  of  State,  reviewing  the  comnnniication  of  Mr.  Herbert,  and  a 
letter  of  the  iSth  ultimo  from  Mr.  John  W.  Foster,  who,  as  I  have  pre- 
viously stated,  with  Mr.  Blaine  represented  this  Goveniment  in  the  con- 
ferences with  the  Canadian  commissioners. 

The  position  taken  by  this  Government,  as  expres.sed  in  my  previou.s 
communication  to  the  Senate,  that  the  canal  tolls  and  regulations  of 
which  complaint  has  been  made  are  in  violation  of  our  treaty  with  Great 
Britain,  is  not  .shaken,  but  rather  confirmed. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  serious  discrimination  against  our  citizens 
and  our  commerce  exists,  and  quite  as  little  doubt  that  this  discrimina- 
tion is  not  the  incident  but  the  purpose  of  the  Canadian  regulation. 

It  has  not  seemed  to  me  that  this  was  a  case  in  which  we  could  yield 
to  the  suggestion  of  further  concessions  on  the  jitart  of  the  United  States 
with  a  inew  to  securing  treaty  rights  for  which  a  consideration  has 
already  been  given.

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  the  bill  (S.  2729)  entitled  "A-i 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  est-iblish  circuit  courts  of  appeal?? 
and  to  define  and  regulate  in  certain  cases  tlie  jurisdiction  of  thecourtsa 
the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes. '  ' ' 

The  original  act  to  which  this  aiiiendmeiit  is  proposed,  constituting  ai 
intermediate  court  of  appeals,  had  for  its  object  the  relief  of  the  Suprem 
Court  by  limiting  the  cases  which  might  Ije  brought  up  for  hearing  il 
that  court.  The  first  section  of  the  bill  under  consideration  allows  ap 
peals  in  criminal  ca.ses  where  the  sentence  imposes  no  imprisonment  an<i 
the  fine  is  as  much  as  $1,000.     The  effect  of  this  pro\nsion  will  be  t<J 


bring  to  the  Supreme  Court  many  cases  that  in  niy  opiuion  should  be 
finally  determined  in  the  intermediate  appellate  court,  and  so  in  part  to 
4$feat  the  jtieneral  purpose  of  Congress  in  constituting  the  intermediate 
iOCRirt.  But  this  objection  would  not  alone  have  sufficient  weight  in  my 
mind  to  induce  me  to  return  the  bill.     Section  3  of  the  bill  is  as  follows: 

Tliat  no  appeal  shall  hereafter  be  allowed  fnmi  judgments  of  the  Cuurt  of  Claims 
in  cases  un<lcr  the  act  of  March  3,  1S91.  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  die  adjudica- 
tion and  payment  of  claims  arising  from  Indian  tlepredations,"  except  where  the  adju- 
dication involves  the  construction  or  application  of  the  Constittilioii  or  tlie  vajidily 
or  construction  of  a  treaty  or  the  constitutionality  of  a  law  of  the  United  Slates: 
Provided,  howfi'cr.  That  upon  such  appeal  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Supreme 
Court  to  require,  by  certiorari  or  otlierwise,  the  whole  case  to  lie  certified  for  its 
review  and  detennination  upon  the  facts  as  well  as  the  law. 

I  am  advised  by  the  Attorney-General  that  under  the  Indian-depre- 
dations act  8.000  cases,  involving  an  aggregate  of  damages  claimed  of  j 
about  $30,000,000,  have  already  Ix'en  filed.     A  number  of  these  cases 
involve  as  much  as  $100,000  each,  while  a  few  involve  as  umch  as  $500,- 
000  each  and  one  something  over  $1 ,000,000.     The  damages  which  may 
be  awarded  in  these  cases  by  the  Court  of  Claims  are  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  tnist  funds  of  the  Indians  held  by  the  United  States,  or,  if  there  are 
no  stich  funds,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.     The  law  refer- 
ring these  cases  to  the  Court  of  Claims  has  had  no  judicial  interpreta- 
tion, and  many  novel  and  difficult  questions  are  likely  to  ari.se.     It  is 
quite  a  startling  proptjsition,  and  a  very  novel  one,  I  think,  that  there 
shall  l)e  absolutely  no  opportunity  for  thj  review  in  an  appellate  court,  in 
cases  im'olving  such  large  amounts,  of  questions  involving  the  constnic- 
tion  of  the  slatitle  under  which  the  court  is  proceeding,  or  those  various 
questions  of  law.  many  of  them  new,  which  necessarily  arise  in  such  cases. 
Neither  the  claimants,  the  Indians,  nor  the  Government  of  the  Uitited 
Stales  should  lie  absolutely  denic-d  opportunity  to  bring  their  exceptions 
to  review  by  some  appellate  tribunal.     I  would  not  suggest  that  an  appeal 
should  be  allowed  in  all  cases.     Some  limitation  as  to  amount  would  l>e 
reasonable,  and  ]>erhaps  .some  discretion  might  be  lodged  in  the  Supreme 
Court  as  to  granting  appeals.     The  limitations,  however,  imposed  by  the 
sectiou  I  have  quoted  are  so  severe  and  unreasonable,  in  my  judgment, 
"lai  I  have  felt  compelled  to  return  the  bill  to  the  Senate  with  a  view  to 
itsreconsideration.  ^^^^   HARRISON.

Irettim  herewith  without  my  approval  the  bill  (S.  1958)  entitled  "An 
*ct  to  submit  to  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  established  by  an  act 
of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891.  the  title  of  William  McGarrahan 
Id  the  Rancho  Panoche  Grande,  in  the  State  of  California,  and  for  other 
purposes. ' ' 

This  bill  came  to  me  on  the  20th  instant,  at  a  time  when  very  many 
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other  bills  were  submitted  for  my  consideration,  and  it  has  not  been  pos- 
sible for  me  to  make  such  an  examination  of  the  history  of  Mr.  McGarra- 
han's  claim  as  would  Ije  necessary  to  form  an  intelligent  judgment  as  to 
its  merits  and  just  extent.  It  is  quite  possible  that  he  has  been  WTonged 
and  that  he  has  a  claim  for  some  reparation  from  the  Government.  I  can 
not,  however,  think  that  this  bill  proceeds  upon  a  just  basis.  It  provides 
that  Mr.  McGarraban  sliall  file  his  claim  as  the  assignee  of  Gomez  ia 
the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims  for  the  lands  described  in  the  title,  and 
that  if  the  court  establishes  the  grant  to  Gomez  it  shall  be  confirmed  to  ^ 
McGarrahan.  No  evidence  that  he  is  the  assignee  of  Gomez  is.  I  think, 
required,  by  the  bill,  which  assumes  that  fact  instead  of  submitting  it  to 
the  court.  If  the  claim  is  established,  it  is  provided  in  substance  that 
all  lands  part  of  said  grant  which  have  been  conveyed  by  the  Govern- 
ment or  are  in  the  occupancy  of  actual  settlers,  or  ' '  upon  which  there  are  | 
any  smelting  or  reduction  works,  or  the  lands  claimed  in  connection  with 
such  reduction  or  snieltrug  works,"  shall  be  excepte<l  from  the  ]>atent 
which  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  directed  to  issue  to  McGarralian. 
By  this  provision  the  title  of  tlie  New  Idria  Mining  Company,  which  has 
long  contested  with  McGarrahan  the  title  to  a  large  part  of  this  property, 
is  established  and  that  company  is  reUeved  from  any  responsibility  to 
account  for  the  profits  made  in  mining.  On  the  other  hand,  the  United 
States  waives  all  benefit  of  judicial  proceedings  which  have  resulted  in 
its  favor  and  gives  Mr.  McGarrahan  an  opportunity  dr  novo  to  try  all 
such  questions;  and  the  decision,  if  in  his  favor,  is  not  only  to  restore  to 
him  all  the  lands  yet  undisposed  of,  but  the  United  States  assumes  to  pay 
him  the  value  of  the  lands  appropriated  by  others  and  of  their  use  for  all 
these  years  and  to  account  to  him  for  all  profits  that  have  been  made  by 
the  New  Idria  Mining  Company  or  anyone  else  in  quicksilver  or  other 
mining. 

This  seems  to  me  to  be  wholly  inadmissible.  The  amount  involved 
must  be  enormously  large,  though  at  present  incapable  of  any  accurate 
e-stimate.  It  the  title  of  the  New  Idria  Company  has  been  established 
by  final  decrees  of  court  placing  that  title  beyond  question  and  that 
company  beyond  any  call  to  respond  for  use  and  profits,  why  should  the 
Government  of  the  Unitetl  States.  wai\'iug  in  its  behalf  these  decrees, 
which  would  protect  it  also,  assume  a  responsibihty  to  account  for  the 
value  of  the  lands  and  for  their  use  and  for  the  net  value  of  minerals 
extracted  by  that  company  or  others?  It  will  lie  noticed  in  the  quota- 
tioti  I  have  made  from  the  act  that  this  company  is  allowed  to  take  all 
the  land  it  may  claim,  but  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,  not  of 
Mr.  McGarrahan. 

The  bill  is  so  framed  as  to  give  full  protection  to  the  New  Idria  Min- 
ing Company  to  the  full  extent  of  its  largest  claim,  while  throwing  upon 
the  United  States  a  respousibility  which  that  company  should  bear  if  the 
title  of  Mr.  McGarrahan  is  established. 
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The  Uoited  States  provided  a  proper  tribunal  for  the  trial  of  claims 
founded  upon  Mexican  grants.  This  claim  was  there  tried,  and  if  fraud 
affected  the  judgment  it  is  not,  I  think,  chargeable  to  the  Government; 
the  contest  was  chiefly  between  rival  claimants.  In  this  state  of  the  case 
it  would  seem  that  if  the  United  States  consents  to  open  the  litigation 
and  to  wipe  out  all  judicial  findings  and  decrees  a  less  exacting  measure 
of  damages  than  that  proposed  in  the  bill  should  be  agreed  on. 

It  is  uot  my  purpose,  as  I  have  intimated,  to  express  the  opinion  that 
Mr.  McGarrahan  i.s  entitled  to  no  relief.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  clear 
that  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  relief  given  by  this  bill,  and  that  it  does  not 
adequately  protect  the  interests  uf  the  United  Stales.

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  the  bill  ( S.  1 1 1 1  )  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Marcli  3,  18S7,  entitled  'An  act 
to  provide  for  the  bringing  of  suits  against  the  Government  of  the  United 
States.  • ' ' 

If  I  may  judge  from  the  very  limited  discussion  of  this  measure  in  Con- 
gress, the  sweeping  effects  of  it  upon  the  administration  of  the  public 
lands  could  hardly  have  been  fully  realized.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
Government  the  administration  of  the  public  lands  and  the  issuing  of 
patents  under  the  laud  laws  have  been  au  Executive  function. 

The  juris{liction  of  the  courts  as  to  contesting  claims  for  patents  has 
awaited  the  action  of  the  General  Land  Office.  Land  offices  have  been 
estabhshed  and  maintained  in  all  the  districts  where  public  lauds  were 
found,  located  with  refereuce  to  the  convenience  of  the  settlers,  and  the 
proceedings  have  been  informal  and  inexpensive.  It  is  true  that  at 
titnes.  by  an  administration  of  the  Land  Office  unfriendly  toward  the  set- 
tlers, unnecessary  delays  involving  much  hardship  have  intervened  in  the 
issuing  of  patents,  but  such  is  not  the  case  now.  The  work  of  tiie  Land 
Office  within  the  last  three  years  has  been  so  efficient  and  so  friendly  to 
the  bona  fide  settler  that  the  large  accumulation  of  cases  there  has  been 
swept  away,  and  the  office,  as  I  am  infi^nned  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  is  now  engaged  upon  current  business. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  transfer  in  whole  or  in  }jart  of  this  business  to 
9>c  courts,  some  of  whose  dockets  are  already  loaded  with  ca.ses,  can  not 
wnd  to  expedition,  while  it  is  very  manifest  that,  by  reason  of  the  greater 
fonnahty  in  the  taking  and  presentation  of  evidence  which  would  be 
feqiiired  in  court  and  of  the  long  distances  which  settlers  would  have  to 
Averse  in  order  to  attend  court,  the  costs  in  such  cases  would  1*  enor- 
ttonsly  increased. 
It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  give  what  is  called  coucurreiil  jurisdiciion 
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to  tlie  district  courts  of  the  United  States  and  to  the  Court  of  Claims  to 
hear  and  determine  all  claims  for  land  patents  under  any  law  or  grant  of 
the  United  States.  Whether  concurrent  with  each  other  or' with  each 
other  and  the  Land  Office  is  not  clear. 

It  is  quite  doubtful  iinder  the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court  whether 
the  courts  now  provided  by  law  for  the  Territories  are  ' '  district  courts  of 
the  United  States"  within  the  meaning  of  this  bill.  The  effect  of  this 
legislation  would,  if  they  were  held  not  to  be  such,  be  that  as  to  all  suits 
relating  to  lands  in  the  Territories  of  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Utah,  and 
Oklahoma  no  other  forum  is  providetl  than  the  Court  of  Claims  at  Wash- 
ington. In  this  state  of  the  case  a  settler,  or  one  who  has  taken  a  min- 
eral claim  in  any  of  these  Territories,  would  be  subject  to  be  brought 
to  the  city  of  Washington  for  the  trial  of  his  case. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  recent  legislation  of  Congress  has  been  in 
the  direction  of  sulxlividing  judicial  districts  and  of  bringing  the  United 
States  courts  nearer  to  the  litigants,  I  can  only  attribute  to  oversight  the 

[passage  of  this  bill,  which  in  ray  opinion  would  burden  the  homesteader 
and  preemptor  whose  claim  is  contested,  whether  by  another  individual 
or  by  any  corporation,  by  compelling  him  to  appear  at  Washington  and 
to  conduct  with  the  formality  and  expense  incident  to  court  proceedings 
the  defense  of  his  title.  But  even  in  the  case  of  land  contests  arising 
in  the  States  where  district  courts  exist  the  plaintiff,  it  will  be  obsen'ed. 
by  this  act  is  given  the  option  to  sue  in  those  courts  or  to  bring  his  ad- 

FVersary  to  Washington  to  litigate  the  claim.     WTiy  should  he  have  this 

^advantage,  one  that  is  not  given  so  far  as  I  know  in  any  other  law  fixing 
the  forum  of  litigation  between  indixnduals?  Not  only  is  this  true,  but 
the  Court  of  Claims  was  established  for  the  trial  of  cases  between  indi- 
\'iduals  and  corporations  on  the  one  side  and  the  United  States  on  the 
other,  and  so  far  as  I  now  recall  wholly  for  the  trial  of  money  claims 

There  are  no  adequate  proxHsions  of  law.  if  any  at  all,  for  cotuiuctiti); 
suits  lietween  individuals  contesting  private  rights.  The  coiirl  has  one 
bailiff  and  one  messenger,  no  marshal,  and  is  not  pro\nded,  I  think,  either 
with  the  machinery  or  with  the  appropriation  to  send  its  processes  to  the 
most  distant  parts  of  the  countr>'.  Yet  it  is  apparent  that  under  this 
bill  the  real  issue  would  frequently  be  between  rival  claimants,  and  not 
between  either  and  the  United  States.     This  cotul.  too,  is  already  bor- 

tdened  with  business  since  the  reference  to  it  of  the  Indian  depredatk» 
claims,  the  French  spoUation  claims,  etc. .  and  it  certainly  can  not  I* 
thought  that  a  more  speedy  settlement  of  land  claims  could  be  there 
obtained  than  is  now  given. 

Again,  the  bill  is  so  indefinite  in  its  proxisions  that  it  can  not  be  told. 
I  think,  what  function,  if  any,  remains  to  be  discharged  by  the  General 
Land  Office.     It  was  said  in  answer  to  an  inierrogator>-  whcs  the  bill 

||<»ras  nniler  ct.iisideration  that  it  did  not  affect  claims  pcttdmg  in  the  Laad 
ice;  and  \  et  it  seems  to  tue  that  its  effect  is  to  allow  aav  cxntestaat 
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in  the  Land  Office  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  there  to  transfer  the 
whole  controversy  to  the  courts.  He  may  take  his  chances  of  success 
in  the  Land  Office,  and  if  at  any  time  he  becomes  apprehensive  of  an 
adverse  decision  he  may  begin  de  novo  in  the  courts. 

If  it  was  intended  to  preserve  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Land  Office  and 
to  hold  cases  there  until  a  judgment  had  been  reached,  the  bill  should 
have  so  provided,  for  it  is  capable  of,  and  indeed  seems  to  me  compels, 
the  construction  that  either  party  may  forsake  the  Land  Office  at  any 
stage  of  a  contest.  I  am  quite  inclined  to  lielieve  that  if  pro\H.sion  were 
made,  as  in  section  1063  of  the  Revi.sed  Statutes,  reUiting  to  claims  in 
other  departments,  for  the  transfer  to  a  proper  court,  under  proper  regu- 
lations, of  certain  contest  cases  involving  questions  affecting  large  classes 
of  claims,  it  would  be  a  relief  to  the  Land  Office  and  would  tend  to  a 
more  speedy  adjustment  of  land  titles  in  such  cases,  a  result  which  would 
be  in  the  interest  of  all  our  people. 

Nothing  is  more  disadvantageous  to  a  community,  its  progress  and 
peace,  than  unsettled  land  titles.  This  bill,  however,  as  I  have  said,  is 
so  radical  and  seems  to  me  to  be  so  indefinite  in  its  provisions  that  I  can 
not  give  it  my  approval.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  section  3  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Octo- 
ber I,  1890,  entitled  "An  act  to  reduce  the  revenue  and  equalize  duties 
on  imports,  and  for  other  purposes,"  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
States  of  America  communicated  to  the  Government  of  Salvador  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  with  a  view  to 
secure  reciprocal  trade,  in  declaring  the  articles  enuuierated  in  said  sec- 
liun  3  to  be  exempt  from  duty  upon  their  importation  into  the  United 
States  of  America ;  and 

Whereas  the  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  Sal- 
vador at  Washijigton  has  commiuiicated  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  fact 
that,  in  reciprocity  for  the  adniis.sion  into  the  United  States  of  America 
free  of  all  duty  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  section  3  of  said  act,  the  Gov- 
ernment of  .Salvador  will  by  due  legal  enactment,  as  a  provisimial  meas- 
ure ;uid  until  a  more  complete  arrangement  may  be  negotiated  and  put 
in  operation,  admit  free  of  all  duty,  from  and  after  February  i ,  1892,  into 
*11  the  established  ports  of  entr>-  of  Salvador  the  articles  or  merchai 
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named  in  the  following  schedule,  provided  that  the  same  be  the  product 
or  manufacture  of  the  United  States:

A  PROCLAiL\TION. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  section  24  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3.  1891,  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  limlier-culture  laws,  and  for

Tliat  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  from  time  to  time  set  apart  and  rese^^'e 
•0  any  State  or  Territory  having  public  land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public 
"•nd,"!  wholly  or  in  part  covered  witli  timber  or  undergrowtli,  whether  of  commercial 
'iltte  or  not,  as  public  reservations;  and  the  President  shall  by  public  proclamation 
''*clare  the  establishment  of  such  reservation  aud  the  limits  tliercof. 

And  whereas  the  public  lands  in  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  within 
'he  limits  hereinafter  described  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and 
Reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation: 

Now.  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  Sti 


by  Mrtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  24  of  the  aforesaid  act  of 
Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim  that  there  is  hereby  re- 
setted from  entr>'  or  settlement  and  set  apart  as  a  public  reservation  all 
those  certain  tracts,  pieces,  or  parcels  of  land  lying  and  being  situate  in 
the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  and  particularly  described  as  follows,  to  wit:

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  land  which 
may  have  been  prior  to  the  date  hereof  emfiraced  in  any  valid  Spanish 
or  Mexican  grant  or  in  any  legal  entry  or  covered  by  any  lawful  filing 
duly  made  in  the  proper  United  States  land  office,  and  all  mining  claims 
didy  located  and  held  according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  rules 
and  regnlations  nut  in  coiiilicl  therewith. 

Provided,  That  this  exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  anj'  partic- 
ular tract  of  land  unless  the  entryman  or  claimant  continues  to  comply 
with  the  law  under  which  the  entry,  filing,  or  location  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  enter  or  make 
•if^-Mlement  upon  the  tract  of  land  reserved  by  this  proclamation. 
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In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  nij'  haud  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

tackle,  appnrel,  furniture,  and  cargo,  found  engagetl  in  violation  of  this  sectioa 
.shall  lie  forfeited;  but  the  Secretary  of  the  TreusutTi'  shall  have  power  to  authoriw 
tlie  killing  of  any  such  mink,  marten,  .sable,  or  other  fur-ljearing  animal,  except  fur 
seals,  un<ler  such  rej;Hlati(in->i  as  he  may  prescribe;  and  it  shall  l)e  Uie  iluty  of  thf 
Secretary  to  prevent  the  killing  of  anj-  fur  seal  and  to  provide  ftir  the  execution  of 
the  pro\'ision.s  of  this  section  until  it  is  otherwise  provided  by  law,  nor  shall  he  grant 
any  special  privileges  uader  Uiis  section.

And  \vherea.s  tlie  lauds  hereinafter  de.scril)ed  are  pu1.>lic  and  forest 
hearing,  aud  on  the  i  ith  day  of  t'ebniary  last  I  issued  a  proclamation* 
inteiide<l  to  reserve  the  same  as  authorized  in  said  act;  but  as  st)nie  ques- 
tion has  arisen  as  to  the  boundaries  proclaimed  Ijeing  sufficiently  definite 
to  cover  the  lauds  intended  to  be  reser\'ed:

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  which 
may  have  been  prior  to  the  date  hereof  embraced  in  any  legal  entr>'  or 
covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper  United  States 
land  office,  or  uixin  which  any  valid  settlement  has  been  made  pursuant 
to  law  and  the  statutory  period  within  which  to  make  entr>'  or  filing 
of  record  has  not  expired,  and  all  mining  claims  duly  located  and  held 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  rules  and  regulations  not 
in  conflict  therewith. 

Provided,  That  this  exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  jxir- 
ticular  tract  of  land  tmless  the  eutryman,  settler,  or  claimant  continues 
to  comply  with  the  law  under  which  the  entry,  filing,  settlement,  or  loca- 
tion was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  enter  or  make 
settlement  upon  the  tract  of  land  reserved  by  this  proclamation.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WTiereas  by  the  third  article  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States 
of  America  and  the  Sis-seton  and  Wahpeton  bands  of  Dakota  or  Sioux 
Indians  concluded  February  19,  1867,  proclainieil  May  2,  1867  (15  U.  S. 
Statutes  at  Large,  p.  505  ),  the  United  States  .set  apart  and  reservetl  for 
cfrtjiin  of  said  Indians  certain  lands,  particularly  described,  Ijeing  situated 
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partly  in  North  Dakota  aud  partly  in  South  Dakota  and  known  as  the 
Lake  Traverse  Reser\-ation;  and 

Whereas  by  agreenient  made  witli  said  Indians  residing  on  said  reser- 
\-aticm  dated  December  12,  1889,  they  con\"eyed,  as  set  forth  in  article  t 
thereof,  to  the  United  States  all  their  title  and  interest  in  and  to  all  the 
unallotted  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  reservation  set  apart  as  aforesaid 
remaining  after  the  allotments  shall  have  been  made,  which  are  pronded 
for  in  article  4  of  the  agreement,  as  follows: 

That  there  shall  be  allotted  to  each  individual  member  of  the  bands  of  Indians 
parties  hereto  a  sufficient  quantity,  which,  with  the  lands  heretofore  allotted,  shall 
make  in  each  case  i6o  acres,  and  in  case  no  allotment  has  been  made  to  an}-  indi- 
vidual member  of  said  bands,  then  an  allotment  of  i6n  acres  shall  be  made  to  such 
individual. 

And  whereas  it  is  pro\'ided  in  article  2  of  said  agreement — 

That  the  cession,  sale,  relinquishment,  and  conveyance  of  the  lands  described  in 
article  J  of  this  agreement  shall  not  take  effect  and  be  in  force  until  the  sum  of 
$342,778.57,  together  with  the  sum  of  Jli8,4oo,  shall  have  been  paid  to  said  bands 
of  Indiana,  as  set  forth  and  stipulated  in  article  3  of  this  agreement. 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  in  tlie  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3. 
1891  (26  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  pp.  1 036-1 038 ),  section  30,  accepting 
and  ratifying  the  agreement  with  said  Indianji — 

That  the  lauds  by  said  agrecmciil  cede<l.  sold,  relitiquished,  and  conveyed  to  the 
United  States  shall  immediately,  upon  the  payment  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  of 
their  share  of  the  funds  made  immediately  available  by  this  act.  and  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  allotments  as  provided  for  in  said  agreement,  be  subject  only  to  entry 
and  settlement  under  the  homestead  and  town-site  laws  of  the  I'nited  States,  except- 
ing the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  of  said  lands,  which  shall  be  reserved 
for  common-school  purposes  and  lie  subject  to  tlie  laws  of  the  State  whervin  located: 
Provided,  That  patents  sliall  not  issue  until  the  settler  or  entrymaii  shall  have  paid 
to  the  I'nited  States  the  sum  of  ^2.50  per  acre  for  the  land  taken  up  by  such  home- 
steader, and  the  title  to  the  lands  s<j  entered  shall  remain  in  the  I'nited  States  until 
said  money  is  duly  paid  by  such  entrj-man  or  his  legal  representatives,  or  his  widow, 
who  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  the  money  ami  complete  the  entry  of  her  deceased 
husband  in  her  own  name  and  shall  receive  a  patent  for  the  same. 

And  whereas  payment  as  required  by  said  act  has  been  made  by  the 
United  States;  and 

Whereas  allotments  as  provided  for  in  said  agreement,  as  now  appears 
by  the  records  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  will  have  been  made, 
approved,  and  completed  and  all  other  terms  and  considerations  required 
will  have  been  complie<l  with  on  the  day  and  hour  hereinafter  fixed  for 
opening  said  lands  to  settlement: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  declare  and  make  known  that  all  of  the  lands  embraced  in  said 
resenation,  saving  and  excepting  the  lands  reserved  for  and  allotted 
to  said  Indians  and  the  lauds  reserved  for  other  purposes  in  pursuance 
of  the  pro\nsions  of  said  agreement  and  the  said  act  of  Congress  ratifying 
M  P — veu  lat— 18 
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the  same  and  other  the  laws  relating  thereto,  will,  at  and  after  the  hour 
of  1 2  o'clcxJc  noon  ( central  standard  time )  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  A.  D. 
1892,  and  not  before,  be  opened  to  settlement  under  the  terms  of  and  sub- 
ject to  all  the  terms  and  conditions,  limitations,  reservations,  and  restric- 
tions contained  in  said  agreements,  the  statutes  above  specified,  and  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  applicable  thereto. 

The  lands  to  be  opened  for  settlement  are  for  greater  convenience  par- 
ticularly described  in  the  accompanying  schedule,  entitled  "Schedule  of 
lands  within  the  Lake  Traverse  Reser\-ation  opened  to  settlement  by  proc- 
lamation of  the  President  dated  April  1 1,  1S92,"  and  which  schedule  is 
made  a  part  hereof. 

Warning,  moreover,  is  hereby  given  that  until  said  lands  are  opened  to 
settlement  as  herein  provided  all  persons  save  said  Indians  are  forbiddeu 
to  enter  upon  and  occupy  the  same  or  any  part  thereof. 

And  further  notice  is  hereby  given  that  it  has  been  duly  ordered  that 
the  lands  mentioned  and  included  in  this  proclamation  shall  be,  and  the 
same  are,  attached  to  the  Fargo  and  Watertown  land  districts,  in  said 
States,  as  follows: 

1 .  All  that  portion  of  the  Lake  Traverse  Reser\'ation  commencing  at 
the  northwest  comer  of  said  reservation;  thence  south  12°  2'  west,  fol- 
lowing the  west  boundar>-  of  the  reservation,  to  the  new  seventh  standard 
parallel,  or  boundar>'  line  between  the  States  of  North  and  South  Dakota; 
thence  east,  followiTig  the  new  seventh  standard  parallel  to  its  intersec- 
tion with  the  north  toundan,-  of  said  Indian  reser\'ation;  thence  north- 
westerly with  said  boundary  to  the  place  of  beginning,  is  attached  to  the 
Fargo  land  district,  the  office  of  which  is  now  located  at  Fargo,  N.  Dak. 

2.  All  that  portion  of  the  Lake  Traverse  Reser\*ation  commencing  at 
a  point  where  the  new  seventh  standard  parallel  intersects  the  west  boiuid- 
ar>'  of  said  resen-ation ;  thence  soutlierly  along  the  west  boundary  of  said 
reservation  to  its  extreme  southern  limit;  thence  northerly  along  the  east 
boundary  of  said  reservation  to  Lake  Traverse;  thence  north  with  said 
lake  to  the  northeast  conier  of  the  Lake  Traverse  Indian  Reservation; 
thence  westerly  \vith  the  north  boundary'  of  said  resenation  to  its  inter- 
section with  the  new  seventh  standard  parallel,  or  boundary  line  between 
the  States  of  North  and  South  Dakota;  thence  with  the  new  seventh 
standird  parallel  to  the  place  of  beginning,  is  attached  to  the  Watertown 
land  district,  the  office  of  which  is  now  located  at  Watertown.  S.  Dak.

Whereas  by  a  written  agreement  made  on  the 


day  of  October, 


1890,  the  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  tribes  of  Indians  ceded,  conveyed, 
transferred,  reUnquished,  and  snrrendercd  all  their  claim,  title,  and  inter- 
est iu  and  to  the  lands  described  in  article  2  of  said  agreement  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit : 

Commencing  at  a  point  where  the  Washita  River  crosses  the  ninety-eightli  degree 
of  west  longitude,  as  surveyed  in  the  years  1858  and  1871 ;  thciice  north  on  a  line 
with  said  ninety-eighth  degree  to  the  point  where  it  is  crossed  by  the  Red  Fork  of 
the  Arkansas  (sometimes  called  the  Cira.irron  Riven;  thence  up  said  river,  in  the 
miiidle  of  the  main  channel  thereof,  to  the  north  honndary  of  tlie  country  ceded  to 
the  United  States  by  the  treaty  of  June  14,  1S66,  with  the  Creek  Naticm  of  Indians; 
thenc«  west  on  said  north  Ixjundary  and  the  north  lx>undarv  of  tlie  country  cetlefl  to 
the  United  States  by  the  treaty  nf  March  21,  1.H56,  with  the  Seminole  Indians  to  the 
one  hundredth  degree  of  west  longitude;  thence  south  on  the  line  of  said  one  Imn- 
dredth  degree  to  the  point  where  it  strikes  the  North  Fork  of  the  Red  River;  thence 
down  said  Nortli  Fork  of  the  Red  River  to  a  |K>iul  where  it  strikes  the  north  line  of 
the  Kiowa  and  Comanche  Reser\-ation;  thence  east  along  said  boiuidary  to  a  ix>int 
where  it  strikes  the  Washita  River;  thence  down  said  Washita  River,  iti  tlie  middle 
of  the  main  channel  thereof,  to  the  place  of  beginning;  and  all  other  lands  or  tracts 
of  country  in  the  Indian  Territory  to  wliich  they  have  or  may  set  up  nr  allege  any 
right,  title,  interest,  or  claim  whatsoever. 

Proz'idt'd,  That  everN'  member  of  said  tribes  shall  have  an  allotment  of 
160  acres  of  land,  as  in  said  agreement  provided,  to  Ix;  selected  within  the 
tract  of  countrj'  so  ceded,  except  land  iu  any  part  of  said  reser\'ation  now 
Used  or  occupied  for  military,  agency,  school,  school-farm,  religions,  or 
.other  public  uses,  or  in  sections  16  or  2\(>  in  each  Congressional  township, 
except,  iu  cases  where  any  Cheyenne  or  Arapahoe  Indian  has  heretofore 
made  imprwements  upon  and  now  uses  and  occupies  a  part  of  said  sec- 
tions 16  and  36.  such  Indian  may  make  his  or  her  selection  within  the 
ndaries  so  prescribed  so  as  to  include  his  or  her  improvements;  and 
except  in  that  part  uf  the  lands  by  said  agreement  ceded,  now  occupied 
and  claimed  by  the  Wichita  and  affiliated  bands  of  Indians  descrilxxl  as 
follows,  to  wit : 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Washita  River 
«hiTi;  the  ninety -eighth  meridian  of  west  longitude  crosses  the  same;  thence  up 
Uic  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  said  river  to  the  line  of  98°  40'  west  longi- 
'iKlt;  thence  up  said  line  of  98°  40'  due  north  to  the  middle  of  the  main  rhaimel  of 
Uit  main  Canadian  River;  thence  down  the  middle  of  the  main  Canadian  River 
''-'  where  it  crosses  the  ninety-eighth  meridian;  thence  due  south  to  the  place  of 
'*)Cnning. 

And  provided.  That  said  sections  16  and  .16  in  each  Congres-sional  town- 
ship in  said  reservation  shall  not  become  subject  to  homestead  entry,  but 
shall  be  held  by  the  United  States  and  finally  sold  for  public-school  pur- 
Poses;  and  that  when  the  allotments  of  lands  shall  have  been  selected  and 
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taken  by  the  members  of  the  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  tribes  as  aforesaid 
and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  the  title  thereto  shall  be 
held  in  trtist  for  the  allottees,  respectively,  for  the  period  of  twenty-five 
years  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  provided  for  in  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  February  8.  1887  (24  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  388);  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  accepting,  ratifying,  and 
confirming  the  said  agreement  with  the  Cheyeinie  and  Arapahoe  Indians, 
approved  March  3,  1891  (26  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  pp.  989-1044),  sec- 
tion 16 — 

Thai  whenever  any  of  the  lands  acquired  by  either  of  tlie  ♦  ♦  ♦  fore|<oiug 
agreements  respecting  lands  in  the  Indian  or  Oklahoma  Territonr"  shall  by  operation 
of  law  or  prcidaniatiun  of  the  President  of  tlie  United  Stales  be  opene<i  to  settlement 
they  shall  !)e  disposed  of  to  actual  settlers  only,  under  the  provisions  of  the  home- 
stead and  town-site  laws,  except  section  2_^oi  of  Uie  Re\Tsed  Statutes  of  the  ITnited 
States,  which  shall  not  apply:  Provided,  hoivevcr.  That  each  settler  (jn  said  lands 
shall  before  makiiip  a  final  proof  and  receiving  a  certificate  of  entry  pay  to  the  United 
States  for  the  land  sf)  taken  by  him,  in  addition  to  the  fees  provided  by  law,  and  within 
five  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  original  entry,  the  sum  of  II1.50  jjer  acre,  one-half 
of  which  shall  be  paid  within  two  years;  but  the  rights  of  honorably  discharged 
Union  soldiers  and  sailors  as  defined  and  descrit>ed  in  sections  2304  and  2305  of  the 
Revise*!  Statutes  of  the  United  States  shall  not  Ix;  abridged  except  as  to  the  sum  to 
be  paid  as  aforesaid;  and  all  the  lands  in  Oklahoma  are  hereby  declared  to  be  agri- 
cultural lands,  and  proof  of  their  nonniineral  character  shall  not  be  required  as  a 
condition  prec«lent  to  final  cnln,-. 

And  whereas  allotments  of  land  iu  severalty  to  said  Cheyenne  and 
ArapalKx;  Indians  have  lieen  made  and  approved  in  accordance  with  law 
and  the  provisions  of  the  Ijefort-nieiitioned  agreement  with  them;  and 

Whereas  the  lands  acquired  Ijy  the  said  agreement  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned have  been  divided  into  counties  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
as  required  by  said  lasl-ineiUioiied  act  of  Cotigress,  before  the  sanie  shall 
be  opened  to  settlement,  and  lands  have  been  reser\'ed  for  county-seat 
purposes  as  therein  retjuired,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

For  County  C,  the  s(juth  one-half  of  section  19,  township  16  north, 
range  1 1  west;  for  Comity  D,  the  north  one-half  of  section  13,  township  18 
north,  range  17  west;  for  County  E.  the  south  one-half  of  section  15.  towni- 
ship  17  north,  range  22  west;  for  County  F,  the  south  one-half  of  section 
8,  township  13  north,  range  23  west;  for  County  G,  the  north  one-half  of 
section  25,  township  13  north,  range  17  west;  for  County  H,  the  south 
one-half  of  section  13,  township  9  north,  range  16  west;  and

by  the  terms  of  which  agreement  the  United  States  of  America  may  at

Whereas  it  is  also  provided  by  said  section  that  "the  existejice  of 
either  of  the  ojudilions  aforesaid  shall  be  determined  by  the  President

That  the  President  of  the  United  Slates  tnay  from  time  to  time  set  apart  and  reserve 
i*i  any  Slate  or  Territory  having  jniblic  lan'I  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  tlie  piil)lic 
l^Ulds  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  tinilxrr  or  under}<rowtli,  whether  uf  «nntucrcial 
■V-alne  or  not,  as  public  reservations;  an<l  the  Pre.sideiit  shall  by  public  j)roclanialioii 
*i«cliire  tlie  establishment  of  .such  re-senatiuiis  anil  the  liniita  thereof. 

And  whereas  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Colorado  within  the  limits 
llereinafter  described  are  in  part  covered  with  timljer,  and  it  appears  that 
tlie  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and  reserving  .said 
lands  as  a  ptiblic  reservation : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harri.son,  President  of  the  United  States, 
ty  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  24  of  the  aforesaid  act 
of  Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim  that  there  is  hereby 
reserved  from  entry  or  settlement  and  set  apart  as  a  public  reservation 
all  those  certain  tracts,  pieces,  or  parcels  of  land  lying  and  Ijeing  situate 
in  the  State  of  Colorado  and  particularly  descrilied  as  follows,  to  wit:

one  (71)  west,  township  nine  (9)  south  of  range  seventy  (70)  west,  town- 
ship eight  (8)  south  of  range  seventy  (70)  west,  and  township  seven  (^7) 
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south  of  range  sixty-nine  (69)  west  as  lie  to  the  eastward  of  the  South 
Platte  River. 

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  which 
may  have  been  prior  to  the  date  hereof  embraced  in  any  legal  entrj'  or 
covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper  United  States 
land  office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has  been  made  pursuant 
to  law  and  the  statutory'  period  within  which  to  make  entry  or  filing  of 
record  has  not  expired,  and  all  mining  claims  duly  located  and  held 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  rules  and  regulations  not 
in  conflict  therewith. 

Proznded,  That  this  exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  par- 
ticular tract  of  land  iitiless  the  entryman.  settler,  or  claimant  continues  to 
comply  with  the  law  xnider  which  the  entry,  fiUng,  settlement,  or  location 
was  made.

Now.  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  wrtue  of  section  4,  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  laws  of  Congress  enactetl  in  pursuance  thereof,  do 
hereby  command  all  persons  engaged  in  said  insurrection  and  in  resist 
ance  to  the  laws  to  immediately  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their 
respective  abodes.

Whereas  by  a  joint  resolution  approved  June  29,  1892,  it  was  resolved 
by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled — 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  a  proc- 
lamation recommending  to  the  people  the  observance  in  all  their  localities  of  the 
four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America,  on  the  Jist  of  October,  1S92, 
by  public  demonstrations  and  by  suitable  exercises  in  their  schools  and  other  places 
of  assembly. 

Now,  therefore,  I.  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  purstiance  of  the  aforesaid  joitit  resoUition.do  hereby  ap- 
point Friday,  October  21,  1892,  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  dis- 
covery of  America  by  Columbus,  as  a  general  holiday  for  the  people  of  the 
United  States.  On  that  day  let  the  people,  so  far  as  possible,  cease  from 
toil  and  devote  themselves  to  such  exercises  as  may  best  express  honor 
to  the  discoverer  and  their  appreciation  of  the  great  achievements  of  the 
four  completed  centuries  of  American  life. 

Columbus  stood  in  his  age  as  the  pioneer  of  progress  and  enlighten- 
ment. The  system  of  universal  education  is  in  oiu^  age  the  most  promi- 
nent and  salutary  feature  of  the  spirit  of  enlightenment,  and  it  is  pecul- 
iarly appropriate  that  the  schools  lie  made  by  the  people  the  center  of  the 
day's  demonstration.  Let  the  national  flag  float  over  every  schoolhouse 
in  the  country  and  the  exercises  l)e  .such  as  shall  impress  upon  our  youth 
the  patriotic  duties  of  American  citizenship. 

In  the  churches  and  in  the  other  places  of  as.sembly  of  the  people  let 
there  be  expressions  of  gratitude  to  Di\Tne  Providence  for  the  devout 
faith  of  the  discoverer  and  for  the  divine  care  and  guidance  which  has 
directed  our  history  and  so  abimdautly  blessed  our  people.

Whereas  by  a  written  agreement  made  on  tlie  8th  day  of  December, 
1890,  the  Crow  tritx.-  of  Indians,  in  the  State  of  Montana,  agreed  to  dis- 
pose of  and  sell  to  the  United  States,  for  certain  considerations  in  said 
agreement  si>ecified,  all  that  portion  of  the  Crow  Indian  Reser\'ation  in 
the  Slate  of  Montana  lying  west  and  south  of  tlie  following  lines,  to  wit: 

Beginning  in  IJir  inirt-channei  of  the  Yellowstone  River  at  a  point  which  is  the 

tinrthwest  CQnier  nf  section  No.  36,  township  No.  2  north  of  range  27  east  of  the 
princip.1l  meriili.in  of  Montana;  tlience  running  in  a  soi:thwesterly  direction,  follow- 
inx  the  top  of  the  natural  divide  Ixrtwcen  the  waters  flowiuK  into  the  Yellowstone 
and  Clarks  Fork  rivers  upon  the  west  and  those  flowing  into  Pryor  Creek  and 
West  Pr\-or  Creek  on  the  east,  to  the  luis**  of  West  Pryor  Mountain;  thence  due  south 
and  up  the  north  slope  of  said  Pryor  Mountain  on  a  true  meridian  line  to  a  point 
15  miles  due  north  from  the  established  line  between  Montana  and  Wyoming;  thence 
in  a  due  easterly  course  ou  a  parallel  of  latitude  to  a  point  where  it  intersects  the 
mid-chaniiel  of  the  Big  Horn  River;  thence  following  up  the  mid-channel  of  said 
river  to  it  point  where  it  crosses  the  Montana  and  Wyoming  State  line. 

And  whereas  it  is  .stiptilated  in  the  eleventh  clause  or  section  of  said 
agreement  that  all  lands  upon  that  portion  of  the  reserv-^ation  by  said 

L agreement  ceded  which  prior  to  the  date  thereof  had  been  allotted  in 
severalty  to  Indians  of  the  Crow  tribe  .shall  be  retaiited  and  enjoyed  by 
them;  and 
Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  twelfth  clau.se  or  section  of  said  agree- 
ment that,  in  accordance  with  the  pro\'isions  of  article  6  of  tlie  treaty  of 
May  7,  A.  D.  1868,  said  cession  of  lands  .shall  not  l)e  construed  to  deprive 
without  his  or  her  cnn.sent  any  individual  Indian  of  the  Crow  trilje  of  his 
or  her  right  to  any  tract  of  land  .selected  li>  hiiu  or  her  in  coufonnity  with 
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treaty  or  as  provided  by  the  agreement  approv'ed  by  Congress  April 
I.  A,  D.  1S82;  aud 

^\Tiereas  it  is  further  provided  in  said  twelfth  clause  or  section  that  in 
ratifying  said  agreement  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  cause 
all  such  lands  to  be  sur\'eyed  and  certiScates  duly  issued  for  the  same  to 
said  Indiaus,  as  provided  in  the  treaty  of  May  7,  1868,  before  said  cededl 
portion  of  the  reservation  shall  be  opened  for  settlement;  and 

Whereas  by  the  thirteenth  clause  or  section  of  said  agreement  of  De- 
cember 8,  1890,  it  is  made  a  condition  of  said  agreement  that  it  shall  not 
be  binding  upon  either  party  until  ratified  by  the  Congresis  of  the  United 
States,  and  when  so  ratified  that  said  cession  of  lands  so  acquired  by  the 
United  States  shall  not  be  opened  for  settlement  until  the  boundary  lines 
set  forth  and  described  in  said  agreement  have  been  surveyed  and  defi- 
nitely marked  by  suitable  permanent  monuments,  erected  every  half  mile 
wherever  practicable,  along  the  entire  length  of  said  boundary'  line;  and 

Whereas  said  agreement  was  duly  ratified  aud  confirmed  by  the  thirty- 
first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1 89 1 ;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  section  34  of  said  act  of  March  3, 1891 — 

That  whenever  any  of  the  lands  acquired  by  the  agreement  with  said  Crow  Indians 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  shall  by  operation  of  law  or  the  proclaiiiiition  of  the 
President  of  the  Unite<1  States  be  open  to  settlement,  they  shall,  except  mineral  lands, 
be  disposed  of  to  actual  settlers  only  under  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  laws, 
except  section  2301  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  which  shall  not  apply:  Provided,  hcno- 
ever.  That  each  settler  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  home- 
stead laws  shall  before  receiNang  a  patent  for  his  homestead  pay  to  the  United 
States  for  the  land  so  taken  by  him,  in  addition  to  tlic  fees  provided  by  law,  and 
within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  original  entry,  the  sum  of  J1.50  for  each 
acre  thereof,  one-half  of  whicli  shall  be  paid  within  two  years;  and  any  person  oth- 
erwise qualified  who  has  attempted  to  but  for  any  cause  failed  to  secure  a  title  in 
fee  to  a  homestead  under  existing  law,  or  who  made  entry  under  what  is  known  as 
the  commuted  provision  of  the  homestead  law,  shall  be  qualified  to  make  a  homestead 
entry  upon  any  of  said  lands  in  conforniity  with  the  provisions  of  tliis  section;  tliat 
any  person  who  may  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  selecting  land  in  severalty  under 
the  provisions  of  article  6  of  the  treaty  of  May  7, 1868,  with  the  Crow  Indians,  and 
whicli  pro\'isions  were  continued  in  force  by  the  agreement  witlj  sjiid  Indians  rati- 
fied and  confintied  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  11,  1882,  ur  any  otlier  act 
or  treaty,  shall  have  the  right  for  a  perio<l  of  sixty  days  to  make  such  selections  in 
any  part  of  the  territorj'  by  said  agreement  ceded,  and  such  locations  are  hereby 
cdufirmed:  Proi>ided further.  That  all  white  persons  who  located  upon  said  Crow 
Reservation  by  reason  of  an  erroneous  survey  of  the  boundary  and  were  afterwards 
allowed  to  file  upon  their  location  in  the  United  States  land  ofiice  shall  have  thirty 
days  in  which  to  renew  their  filings,  and  their  locations  are  hereby  confirmed;  and 
that  in  all  cases  where  claims  were  locateil  tinder  the  mining  laws  of  the  Unileii 
States,  and  such  location  was  made  prior  to  December  1,  1890,  by  a  locator  tjunlifu'd 
th«refor  who  believed  that  he  or  she  was  so  locating  on  lands  outside  the  Crow  Indian 
!;rv»ti'«n,  such  locator  shall  Ije  allowed  thirty  days  within  which  to  relocate  tlie 
mining  claims  so  theretofore  located  by  them  witliin  the  limits  of  tlie  cetletl 
portion  of  said  Crow  Indian  Reservation,  and  upon  such  rel«>cation  such  jirocee*!- 
ings  shall  be  had  as  are  conformable  to  law  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 
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And  whereas  the  Ijoundary  hues  of  said  ceded  lands  have  been  duly 
surveyed  aud  »iarketl  as  stipulated  in  the  thirteenth  clause  or  section  of 
said  agreement;  and 

Whereas  a  wtitten  agreement  was  concluded  with  said  Crow  Indians  on 
the  27th  day  of  August,  1892,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  following  clause 
in  the  Indian  appropriation  act  of  Congress  approved  July  13, 1892,  to  wit; 

*  •  ■*  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  liis  discretion,  to  appoint  a 
commission  to  negotiate  with  tlie  Crow  Indians  of  Jlontana  for  a  tnodification  of  the 
agreement  concluded  with  said  Indians  December  S,  1890,  and  ratified  by  Congrea 
March  3, 1891,  iind  to  pay  the  nccessarj' and  actual  expenses  of  said  commissioneis: 
Provided,  That  no  such  modification  shall  be  valid  unless  assented  to  by  a  majoritr 
of  the  male  adult  members  of  the  Crow  tribe  of  Indians  and  be  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior. 

Which  said  agreement  was  assented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  male  adult 
members  of  the  Crow  tribe  of  Indians,  as  attested  by  their  signattires 
thereto,  and  has  lieen  duly  appro%'ed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  and 

Whereas  it  is  stipulated  and  agreed  in  the  first  clause  or  section  of 
said  agreement  of  August  27,  1892,  that  the  persons  named  in  a  schedule 
attached  to  aud  made  a  part  of  said  agreement,  marked  "Schedule  A," 
include  all  the  uiemljers  of  said  Crow  trilie  who  are  entitled  to  the  bene- 
fits of  the  eleventh  section  of  said  agfreement  of  December  8,  1890.  and 
that  each  of  said  persons  is  entitled  to  the  laud  therein  described  as  his 
selection  in  full  satisfaction  of  his  claim  imder  said  section;  and  that  the 
persons  named  iu  a  schedule  attached  to  aud  made  a  part  of  said  agree- 
ment of  August  27,  1892 ,  marked  '  'Schedule  B, ' '  include  all  the  members 
of  said  tribe  who  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  twelfth  section  of  said 
agreement  of  December  8,  1890,  and  of  the  proviso  of  the  tliirty-fourth 
section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891 ,  extending  the  priv- 
ilege of  making  selections  on  the  ceded  lands  for  a  period  of  sixty  days, 
and  that  each  of  the  said  persons  therein  named  is  entitled  to  retain  the 
tract  of  land  theretofore  selected  by  him  within  the  hmits  of  the  tract  of 
land  therein  described  as  containing  his  selection  of  his  claim  imder  the 
said  section  (or  the  said  proviso);  and 

Whereas  it  is  stipulated  and  agreed  by  the  second  clause  or  section  of 
said  agreement  of  August  27,  1892,  that  all  lands  ce<led  bj'  said  agreemeut 
may  be  opened  to  settlement,  upon  the  approval  of  the  said  agreement,  by 
proclamatiou  of  the  President: 

Provided,  That  all  lands  within  the  ceded  tract  selected  or  set  apart  for  the  use  o( 
individual  Indiana  and  described  in  the  aforesaid  Schedules  "A"  and  "B"  shall  bt 
exempt  from  cession  and  shall  remain  a  part  of  the  Crow  Indian  Reservation,  ami 
shall  continue  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Interior  Department  imtU  they  shidl 
have  been  surveyed  and  certificates  or  patents  issuc<l  therefor  as  provided  in  the 
agreement  of  December  8,  1890,  or  until  relinquished  or  siurendered  by  the  Indian 
or  Indians  claiming  the  same:  Proinded  ftirtlu-r.

FOURTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

ExECUTivB  Mansion,  December  6, 1892. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  submitting  my  annual  message  to  Congress  I  have  great  satisfaction 
in  being  able  to  say  that  the  general  conditions  affecting  the  commercial 
and  industrial  interests  of  the  United  States  are  in  the  highest  d^ree 
favorable.  A  comparison  of  the  existing  conditions  with  those  of  the 
most  favored  period  in  the  history  of  the  country  will,  I  believe,  show 
that  so  high  a  degree  of  prosperity  and  so  general  a  diffusion  of  the 
comforts  of  life  were  never  before  enjoyed  by  our  people. 

The  total  wealth  of  the  country  in  i860  was  $16,159,616,068.  In 
1890  it  amounted  to  $62,610,000,000,  an  increase  of  287  per  cent. 

The  total  mileage  of  railways  in  the  United  States  in  i860  was  30,626. 
In  1890  it  was  167,741,  an  increase  of  448  per  cent;  and  it  is  estimated 
that  there  will  be  about  4,000  miles  of  track  added  by  the  close  of  the 
year  1892. 

The  official  returns  of  the  Eleventh  Census  and  those  of  the  Tenth 
Census  for  seventy-five  leading  cities  furnish  the  basis  for  the  following 
comparisons: 

In  1880  the  capital  invested  in  manufacturing  was  $1,232,839,670. 

In  1890  the  capital  invested  in  manufacturing  was  $2,900,735,884. 

In  1880  the  number  of  employees  was  1,301,388. 

In  1890  the  number  of  employees  was  2,251,134. 

In  1880  the  wages  earned  were  $501,965,778. 

In  1890  the  wages  earned  were  $1,221,170,454. 

In  1880  the  value  of  the  product  was  $2,711,579,899. 

In  1890  the  value  of  the  product  was  $4,860,286,837. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Census  that  the  omission 

of  certain  industries  in  1880  which  were  included  in  1890  accounts  in  part 

for  the  remarkable  increase  thus  shown,  but  after  making  full  allowance 

^tvr  diiferences  of  method  and  deducting  the  returns  for  all  industries 

icluded  in  the  census  of  1880  there  remain  in  the  reports  frtan 


iese  seventy-five  cities  an  increase  in  the  capital  employed  of  $1,522,- 
745,604,  iu  tlie  value  of  the  product  of  $2,024,236,166,  in  wages  earned 
of  $677,943,929,  and  in  the  mimber  of  wage  earners  employed  of  856,029. 
The  wage  earnings  not  only  show  an  increased  aggregate,  but  an  increase 
per  capita  from  $386  in  1880  to  $547  in  1890,  or  41.71  per  cent. 

The  new  industrial  plants  estaWished  since  October  6,  1890,  and  up  to 
October  22,  1892,  as  partially  reported  in  the  American  Economist,  num- 
ber 345,  and  the  extension  of  existing  plants  108;  the  new  capital  in- 
vested amounts  to  $40,449,050,  and  the  number  of  additional  employees 
to  37,285. 

The  Textile  World  for  July,  1892,  states  that  during  the  first  six  months 
of  the  present  calendar  year  135  new  factories  were  built,  of  which  40  are 
cotton  mills,  48  knitting  mills,  26  woolen  mills,  15  silk  mills.  4  plush 
mills,  and  2  linen  mills.  Of  the  40  cotton  milLs  21  have  been  built  in 
the  Southern  States.  Mr.  A.  B.  Shepperson,  of  the  New  York  Cotton 
Exchange,  estimates  the  number  of  working  spindles  in  the  United  States 
on  September  i,  1893,  at  15,200,000,  an  increase  of  660,000  over  tlie  year 
1891.  The  consumption  of  cotton  by  American  mills  in  1891  was  2,396,- 
000  bales,  and  in  1892  2,584,000  bales,  an  increase  of  188,000  bales. 
From  the  year  i86g  to  1892,  inclusive,  there  has  l)een  an  increase  in  the 
consumption  of  cotton  in  Europe  of  92  per  cent,  while  during  the  same 
period  the  increased  consumption  iu  the  United  States  has  been  about 
150  per  cent. 

The  report  of  Ira  Ayer,  special  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
shows  that  at  the  date  of  September  30,  1892,  there  were  32  companies 
manufacturing  tin  and  tenie  plate  in  the  United  States  and  14  compa- 
nies building  new  works  for  such  manufacture.  The  estimated  invest- 
ment in  buildings  and  plants  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1893, 
if  existing  conditions  were  to  be  continued,  was  $5,000,000  and  the  esti- 
mated rate  of  production  200,000,000  pounds  per  annum.  The  actual 
production  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1892,  was  10,952,725 
pounds. 

The  report  of  Labor  Commissioner  Peck,  of  New  York,  shows  tliat 
during  the  year  1891,  in  alxmt  6.000  manufacturing  establishments  in 
that  State  embraced  within  the  special  inquiry  made  by  him,  and  repre- 
senting 67  different  industries,  there  was  a  net  increa.se  over  the  year  1890 
of  $31,315,130.68  in  the  value  of  the  product  and  of  $6,377,925.09  in 
the  amount  of  wages  paid.  The  report  of  the  commissioner  of  labor 
for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  shows  that  3,745  industries  in  that  State 
paid  $129,416,248  in  wages  during  the  year  1891,  again.st  $126,030,303 
in  1890,  an  increa,se  of  $3,335,945,  and  that  there  was  an  increase  of 
$9,932,490  in  the  amount  of  capital  and  of  7,346  in  the  number  of  per- 
sons employed  in  the  same  period. 

During  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  1891  and  the  first  .six  months 
of  1892  the  total  production  of  pig  iron  was  9,710,819  tons,  as  against 
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703  tons  in  the  year  1890,  which  was  the  largest  annual  productit 
ever  attained.  For  the  satne  twelve  months  of  1891-92  the  production 
of  Bessemer  ingots  was  3,878,581  tons,  an  increase  of  189,710  gross  tons 
over  the  previously  unprecedented  yearly  production  of  3,688,871  gross 
tons  in  1890.  The  production  of  Bessemer  steel  rails  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1892  was  772,436  gross  tons,  as  against  702,080  gross  tons 
during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  1891. 

The  total  value  of  our  foreign  trade  (exports  and  imports  of  merchan- 
dise) during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $1,857,680,610,  an  increase  of  $128,- 
283,604  over  the  preWous  fiscal  year.  The  average  annual  value  of'our 
imports  and  exports  of  merchandise  for  the  ten  fiscal  years  prior  to  1891 
was  $1,457,322,019.  It  will  be  obser\'ed  that  our  foreign  trade  for 
1892  exceeded  this  annual  average  vaUie  by  $400,358,591,  an  increase 
of  27.47  per  cent.  The  significance  and  value  of  this  increase  are  shoAvn 
by  the  fact  that  the  excess  in  the  trade  of  1892  over  1891  was  wholly  in 
the  value  of  exports,  for  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  value  of  imports  of 
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The  value  of  onr  exports  during  the  fiscal  year  1892  reached  the  high- 
est figure  in  the  history  of  the  Government,  amounting  to  $1 ,030.278, 148, 
exceeding  by  $145,797,338  the  exports  of  1891  and  exceeding  the  value 
of  the  imports  by  $202,875,686.  A  comparison  of  the  value  of  our  ex- 
ports for  1892  with  the  annual  average  for  the  ten  years  prior  to  1891 
shows  an  excess  of  $265,142,651,  or  of  34.65  per  cent.  The  \'alue  of 
our  imports  of  merchandise  for  1892,  which  was  $829,402,462,  also  ex- 
ceetled  the  annual  average  value  of  the  ten  years  prior  to  189 1  by  $135,- 
215.940.  During  the  fiscal  year  1S92  the  value  of  imports  free  of  dut>' 
amounted  to  $457,999,658,  the  largest  aggregate  in  the  histor\-  of  our 
commerce.  The  vakie  of  the  imports  of  merchandise  entered  free  of 
duty  in  1892  was  55.35  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  imports,  as  com- 
pared with  43.35  per  cent  in  1891  and  33.66  per  cent  in  1890. 

In  our  coastwise  trade  a  most  encouraging  development  is  in  progress, 
there  having  been  in  the  last  four  years  an  increase  of  16  per  cent.  In 
internal  conunerce  the  statistics  show  that  no  such  period  of  prosperity 
has  ever  before  existed.  The  freight  carried  in  the  coastwise  trade  of 
the  Great  Lakes  in  1 890  aggregated  28,295,959  tons.  On  the  Mississippi. 
Missoiui,  and  Ohio  rivers  and  tributaries  in  the  same  year  the  traffic 
aggregated  29,405,046  tons,  and  the  total  vessel  tonuage  passing  through 
the  Detroit  River  during  that  year  was  21,684,000  tons.  The  \-essel  ton- 
nage entered  and  cleared  in  the  foreign  trade  of  London  diu"iug  1890 
amounted  to  1 3,480, 767  tons,  and  of  Liverpool  10,94 '  -Soo  tons,  a  total  for 
these  two  great  shipping  ports  of  24,422,568  tons,  only  slightly  in  excess 
of  the  vessel  tonnage  passing  through  the  Detroit  River.  And  it  should 
be  said  that  the  season  for  the  Detroit  River  was  but  228  days,  while  trf 
course  in  London  and  Liverpool  the  season  was  for  the  entire  year.  The 
•1  tonnage  passing  through  the  St.  Mkrys  Canal  for  the  fiscal  year 


i»9^si"ouoted  to  9.828,874  tons,  and  the  freight  tonnage  of  the  Detroit 
River  is  estimated  for  that  year  at  25,000,000  tons,  against  33,209,619 
tons  in  1891.  The  aggregate  traffic  on  our  railroads  for  the  year  i8gi 
amounted  to  704,398,609  tons  of  freight,  compared  with  691,344,437  tons 
in  1890,  an  increase  of  13,054, 172  tons. 

Another  indication  of  the  general  prosperity  of  the  country  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  the  number  of  depositors  in  savings  banks  increased  from 
693,870  in  i860  to  4,258,893  in  1S90,  an  increase  of  513  per  cent,  and  the 
amount  of  deposits  from  $149,277,504  in  i860  to  $1,524,844,506  in  1890, 
an  iuci^ease  of  921  per  cent.  In  1891  the  amotnit  of  deposits  in  .savings 
banks  was  $1,623,079,749.  It  is  estimated  that  90  per  cent  of  these 
deposits  represent  the  savings  of  wage  earners.  The  bank  clearances  for 
nine  months  ending  September  30,  1 89 1 ,  amounted  to  $4 1,049, 390, K08. 
For  the  same  mouths  in  1S92  they  amounted  to  $45,189,601,947,  an 
excess  for  the  nine  months  of  $4. 140,21 1 ,  139. 

There  never  has  been  a  time  in  our  histor>'  when  work  was  so  abundant 
or  when  wages  were  as  liigh,  whether  measured  by  the  currency  in  which 
they  are  paid  or  by  their  power  to  supply  the  necessaries  and  comforts 
of  life.  It  is  true  that  the  market  prices  of  cotton  and  wheat  have  been 
low.  It  is  one  of  the  unfavorable  incidents  of  agriculture  that  the  fanner 
can  not  produce  upon  orders.  He  must  sow  and  reap  in  ignorance  of  the 
aggregate  protluction  of  the  year,  and  is  peculiarly  suJjject  to  the  depre- 
ciation whicli  follows  overproduction.  But  while  the  fact  I  have  .stated 
is  true  as  to  the  crops  mentioned,  the  general  average  of  prices  has  been 
such  as  to  give  to  agriculture  a  faii-  participation  in  the  general  pros- 
perity. The  value  of  our  total  farm  products  has  increased  from  $1 ,363,- 
646,866  in  i860  to  $4,500,000,000  in  1891.  as  estimated  by  stati.sticians, 
an  increase  of  230  per  cent.  The  number  of  hogs  January  i,  i8gi,  was 
50,625,106  and  their  value  $210,193,925:  on  January  i,  1892,  the  num- 
ber was  52,398,019  and  the  value  $241,031,415.  On  January  i,  1891, 
the  number  of  cattle  was  36.875,648  and  the  value  $544,127,908;  on 
January  i,  1892,  the  number  was  37.651,239  and  the  value  $570,749,155. 

If  any  are  discontented  with  their  state  here,  if  any  believe  that  wages 
or  prices,  the  returns  for  honest  toil,  are  inadequate,  they  should  not  fail 
to  remember  that  there  is  no  other  country  in  the  world  where  the  con- 
ditions that  seem  to  them  hard  would  not  be  acceptetl  as  highly  prosper- 
ous. The  Engli.sh  agriculturist  would  be  glad  to  exchange  the  returns 
of  his  labor  for  those  of  the  American  farmer  and  the  Manchester  work- 
men their  wages  for  those  of  their  fellows  at  Fall  River. 

I  believe  that  the  protective  system,  which  has  now  for  something 
more  than  thirty  years  continuously  prevailed  in  our  legislation,  has  been 
a  mighty  instrument  for  the  development  of  our  national  wealth  and  a 
most  powerful  agency  in  protecting  the  homes  of  our  workingmen  from 
the  invasion  of  want.  I  have  felt  a  most  solicitous  interest  to  preserve  to 
our  working  people  rates  of  wages  that  would  not  only  give  daily 
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but  supply  a  comfortable  margin  for  those  home  attractions  and  family 
comforts  and  enjoymeuts  without  which  life  is  neither  hopeful  nor  sweet. 
They  are  American  citizens — ^a  part  of  the  great  people  for  whom  our 
Constitution  and  Government  were  framed  and  instituted — and  it  can 
tiot  be  a  pen-ersion  of  that  Constitution  to  so  legislate  as  to  preserve  in 
their  homes  the  comfort,  independence,  loyaltj',  and  sense  of  interest  in 
the  Goveniment  which  are  essential  to  good  citizenship  in  peace,  and 
which  will  brinj:  this  stalwart  throng,  as  in  i86i,to  the  defense  of  the 
flag  when  it  is  assailed. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  renew  here  the  argument  in  favor  of  a  protect- 
ive tariff.  The  result  of  the  recent  election  must  be  accepted  as  having 
intnxhicetl  a  new  policy.  We  must  assume  that  the  present  tariff,  con- 
stnicteil  upiMi  the  lines  of  protection,  is  to  be  repealed  and  that  there  is 
to  Ix'  sulwtituteii  for  it  a  tariff  law  constructed  solely  with  reference  to 
revenue;  that  no  duty  is  to  be  higher  because  the  increase  will  keep  open 
an  American  mill  or  keep  up  the  wages  of  an  American  workman,  but 
that  in  ever>-  c-ase  such  a  rate  of  duty  is  to  be  imposed  as  will  bring  to 
the  Treasun.-  of  the  I'niied  States  the  largest  returns  of  revenue.  The 
a^ntention  has  not  l)een  between  schedules,  but  between  principles,  and  it 
would  Ix;  offensive  to  suggest  that  the  prevailing  party  will  not  carry  into 
legislation  the  principles  advocated  by  it  and  the  pledges  given  to  the 
l^eople.  The  tariff  bills  passeii  by  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  last 
session  were,  as  I  supixise,  even  in  the  opinion  of  their  promoters,  inade- 
quate, and  justifieti  only  by  the  fact  that  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives were  not  in  accord  and  that  a  general  revision  could  not 
therefore  Iv  undertaken. 

I  recoinnieiid  that  the  whole  .^^iibject  of  tariff  revision  be  left  to  the 
inooniiiiij  Congress.  It  is  matter  of  regret  that  this  work  must  be  de- 
layetl  for  at  least  three  months,  for  the  threat  of  great  tariff  changes 
introduces  so  much  uncertainty  that  an  amount,  not  easilj-  estimated,  of 
business  inaction  and  of  diminished  production  will  necessarily  result. 
It  is  possible  also  that  this  uncertainty  may  result  in  decreased  revenues 
from  customs  duties,  for  our  merchants  will  make  cautious  orders  for 
foreign  g<xxls  in  view  of  the  prospect  of  tariff  reductions  and  the  uncer- 
tainty as  to  when  they  will  take  effect.  Those  who  have  advocated  a 
protccti\e  tariff  can  well  afford  to  have  their  disastrous  forecasts  of  a 
change  of  ])olicy  disappointed.  If  a  system  of  customs  duties  can  be 
framed  that  will  .set  the  idle  wheels  and  looms  of  Europe  in  motion  and 
crowd  our  warehouses  with  foreign-made  goods  and  at  the  same  time 
keep  our  own  mills  busy;  that  will  g^ve  us  an  increased  participation  in 
the  "markets  of  the  world"  of  greater  value  than  the  home  market  we 
surrender;  that  will  give  increased  work  to  foreign  workmen  upon  prod- 
ucts to  be  consumed  by  our  people  without  diminishing  the  amount  of 
work  to  lie  done  here;  that  will  enable  the  American  manufacturer  to 
pay  to  his  workmen  from  50  to  100  per  cent  more  in  wages  than  is  paid 


ifl  the  foreign  mill,  aud  yet  to  compete  iu  uur  market  atid  in  foreign 
markets  with  the  foreign  pnxlucer;  that  will  further  reduce  the  cost  of 
articles  of  wear  and  food  without  reducing  the  wages  of  those  who  pro- 
duce them;  that  can  be  celebrated,  after  its  effects  have  been  realized,  as 
its  expectation  has  been  iu  European  as  well  as  in  American  cities,  the 
authors  and  promoters  of  it  will  be  entitled  to  the  highest  praise.  We 
have  had  iu  our  history  several  experiences  of  the  contrasted  effects  of  a 
revenue  and  of  a  protective  tariff,  but  this  generation  has  not  felt  them, 
and  the  experience  of  one  generation  is  not  highly  instructive  to  the  next. 
The  friends  of  the  protective  system  with  undiminished  confidence  in 
the  principles  they  have  advocated  will  await  the  results  of  the  new 
experiment. 

The  strained  and  too  often  disturbed  relations  existing  between  the 
employees  aud  the  employers  in  our  great  manufacturing  establishments 
have  not  been  favorable  to  a  calm  consideration  by  the  wage  earner  of 
the  effect  upon  wages  of  the  protective  s>steni.  The  facts  that  his  wages 
were  the  highest  paid  in  like  callings  in  the  world  and  that  a  mainte- 
nance of  this  rate  of  wages  in  the  absence  of  protective  duties  upon  the 
product  of  his  labor  was  impossible  were  obscured  by  the  passion  evoked 
by  these  contests.  He  maj'  now  be  able  to  review  the  question  iu  the 
light  of  his  personal  experience  under  the  operation  of  a  tariff  for  revenue 
only.  If  that  experience  shall  demonstrate  that  present  rates  of  wages 
are  thereby  maintained  or  increased,  eitlier  al»olutely  or  in  their  purchas- 
ing power,  and  that  the  aggregate  volume  of  work  to  be  done  in  this 
country  is  increased  or  even  maintained,  so  that  there  are  more  or  as  many 
days'  work  in  a  year,  at  as  good  or  better  wages,  for  the  American  work- 
men as  has  been  the  case  under  the  protective  system,  everyone  will 
rejoice.  A  general  process  of  wage  reduction  can  not  be  contemplated 
by  any  patriotic  citizen  without  the  gravest  apprehension.  It  may  be, 
indeed  I  believe  is,  possible  for  the  American  manufacturer  to  compete 
successfully  with  his  foreign  rival  in  many  branches  of  production  with- 
out the  defense  of  protective  duties  if  the  pay  rolls  are  equalized;  but  the 
conflict  that  stands  between  the  producer  and  that  result  aud  the  distress 
of  our  working  people  when  it  is  attained  are  not  pleasant  to  contem- 
plate. The  Society  of  the  Unemployed,  now  holding  its  frequent  and 
threatening  parades  in  the  streets  of  foreign  cities,  should  not  be  allowed 
to  acquire  an  American  domicile. 

The  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  several  Executive  Departments,  which 
are  herewith  submitted,  have  very  naturally  includetl  a  resume  of  the 
whole  work  of  the  Administration  with  the  transactions  of  the  last  fiscal 
year.  The  attention  not  only  of  Congress  but  of  the  country  is  again 
invited  to  the  methods  of  administration  which  have  been  pursued  and 
to  the  results  which  have  been  attained.  Pubhc  revenues  amounting  to 
$1,414,079,292.28  have  been  collected  and  disbursed  without  loss  from 
misappropriation,  without  a  single  defalcation  of  such  importance  as  to 
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attract  the  public  attetition,  and  at  a  diminished  per  cent  of  cost  for  col- 
lection. The  public  business  has  been  transacted  not  only  with  fidelity, 
but  progressively  and  with  a  view  to  giWng  to  the  people  in  the  fullest 
possible  degree  the  lx;nefits  of  a  service  established  and  maintained  for 
their  protection  and  comfort. 

Our  relations  with  other  nations  are  now  undisturbed  by  any  serioits 
controversy.  The  complicated  aud  threatening  differences  with  Ger- 
many and  England  relating  to  Samoan  affairs,  with  England  in  relation 
to  the  seal  fisheries  in  the  Bering  Sea,  aud  with  Chile  growing  out  of  the 
Baltimore  affair  have  Ix-en  adjusted. 

There  have  been  negotiated  aud  concluded,  under  section  3  of  the  tariff 
law,  commercial  agreements  relating  to  reciprocal  trade  with  the  follow- 
ing countries:  Brazil,  Dominican  Republic,  Spaiu  for  Cuba  and  Puerto 
Rico,  Guatemala,  Salvador,  the  German  Empire,  Great  Britain  for  certain 
West  Indian  colonies  and  British  Guiana,  Nicaragua,  Honduras,  and 
Austria- Hungar}-.* 

Of  these,  those  with  Guatemala,  Salvador,  the  German  Empire.  Great 
Britain,  Nicaragua,  Honduras,  and  Austria-Hungary  have  been  concluded 
since  my  last  annual  message.  Under  the.se  trade  arrangements  a  free  or 
favored  admission  has  been  secured  in  every  case  for  an  important  list  yf 
American  products,  Especial  care  has  been  taken  to  secure  markets  for 
farm  proflucts,  in  order  to  relieve  that  great  luiderlying  industry  of  the 
depression  which  the  lack  of  an  adequate  foreign  market  for  our  surplus 
often  brings.  An  opening  has  also  been  made  for  manufactured  products 
that  will  undoubtedly,  if  this  [xilicy  is  maintained,  greatly  augment  our 
export  trade.  The  full  Ijenefits  of  these  arrangements  can  not  be  realized 
instantly.  New  lines  of  trade  are  to  be  opened.  The  commercial  trav- 
eler must  sun'ey  the  field.  The  manufacturer  must  adapt  his  goods  to 
the  new  markets  aud  facilities  for  exchange  must  l)e  established.  This 
work  has  l)een  well  hegiui,  our  merchants  and  manufacturers  having  en- 
tered the  new  fields  with  courage  and  enterprise.  In  the  case  of  food 
products,  and  especially  with  Cuba,  the  trade  did  not  need  to  wait,  and 
the  immediate  results  have  been  most  gratifying.  If  this  policy  and 
these  trade  arrangements  can  Ije  continued  in  force  and  aided  by  tlie 
establishment  of  American  steamship  Hues,  I  do  not  doubt  that  we  shall 
within  a  sliort  i>eriod  secure  fully  one- third  of  the  total  trade  of  the  coun- 
tries of  Central  aud  South  America,  which  now  amounts  to  about  $600,- 
000,000  annually.     In  1885  we  had  only  8  per  cent  of  this  trade. 

The  following  statistics  .show  the  increase  in  our  trade  with  the  c<juii- 
tries  with  which  we  have  reciprocal  trade  agreements  from  the  date  when 
such  agreements  went  into  effect  up  to  September  30,  1892,  the  increase 
being  in  some  almost  whoUj'  and  in  others  in  an  important  degree  the 
result  of  these  agreements: 

The  domestic  exports  to  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary  have  in- 
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1ti  valtie  rroni  S47.^73.75<>  to  $57,993,064,  an  increase  of  $10,- 
1319,308,  or  21.63  per  cent.  Willi  American  countries  the  value  of  our 
[exports  has  increased  from  $44,160,285  to  $54,613,598,  an  increase  of 
»,453,3I3,  or  23.67  per  cent.  The  total  increase  in  the  valtie  of  ex- 
tn  all  the  countries  with  which  wo  have  reciprocity  agreements  has 
twcii  $20,772,621.  This  increase  is  chiefly  in  wheat,  fiour,  meat,  and 
datr^r  products  and  in  manufactures  of  iron  and  steel  and  lumber. 
There  h.is  been  a  large  increase  in  the  value  of  imports  from  all  these 
[  countries  since  the  cotnmercial  agreements  went  into  effect,  amounting 
to  $74,294,525,  but  it  has  been  entirely  in  imports  from  the  American 
i  countries,  consisting  mostly  of  .sugar,  coffee,  iudia  rubber,  and  crude 
[dmgs.  The  alarmed  attention  of  our  European  competitors  for  the  South 
fricati  market  has  been  attracted  to  this  new  American  policy  and  to 
'  ac<iuisition  iuid  their  loss  of  South  American  trade. 
A  treaty  proxnding  for  the  arbitration  of  the  dispute  between  Great 
'Britain  and  the  United  States  as  to  the  killing  of  seals  in  the  Bering  Seaj 
was  coucliided  on  the  29th  of  February  last.  This  treaty  was  accompa- 
nied by  an  agreement  prohibiting  pelagic  sealing  pending  the  arbitration, 
and  a  ugorous  effort  was  made  during  this  sea.sou  to  drive  out  all  poach- 
ing senle^  from  tlie  Bering  Sea.  Six  naval  vessels,  three  revenue  cut- 
ters, and  one  vessel  from  the  Fish  Commission,  all  under  the  command  of 
Commander  Evans,  of  the  Navy,  were  sent  into  the  sea,  which  was  sys- 
tematically patrolled.  Some  seizures  were  made,  and  it  is  l^elieved  that 
the  catch  in  the  Bering  Sea  by  poachers  amounted  to  less  than  500  seals. 
It  is  true,  however,  that  in  the  North  Pacific,  while  the  seal  herds  were 
on  their  way  to  the  pas.ses  lx;tween  the  Aleutian  Islands,  a  very  large  num- 
ber, probably  35,000,  were  taken.  The  existing  statutes  of  the  United 
States  do  not  restrain  our  citizens  from  taking  seals  in  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  perhaps  should  not  unless  the  prohibition  can  be  extended  to  the 
dti7.ens  of  other  nations.  I  recommend  that  power  be  given  to  the  Presi- 
dent by  proclamation  to  prohibit  the  taking  of  seals  in  the  North  Pacific 
b>-  American  vessels  in  case,  either  as  the  result  of  the  findings  of  the 
Tribunal  of  Arbitration  or  other^vise,  the  restraints  can  be  applied  to  the 
vessels  of  all  countries.  The  cise  of  the  United  States  for  the  Tribinial  of 
Arbitration  has  l>een  prepared  with  great  care  and  industry  by  the  Hon. 
Jolm  ^\^  F'osler,  and  the  counsel  who  represent  this  Government  express 
confidence  that  a  result  substantially  establishing  our  claims  and  preserv- 
ing this  great  iudnstry  for  the  benefit  of  all  nations  will  lie  attained. 

During  the  past  year  a  suggestion  was  received  through  the  British 
mltn.ster  that  the  Canadian  go\^emment  would  like  to  confer  as  to  the 
possibility  of  enlarging  upon  terms  of  mutual  advantage  the  commercial 
exchanges  of  Canada  and  of  the  United  States,  and  a  conference  was 
held  at  Washington,  with  Mr.  Blaine  acting  for  this  Govemment  and 
the  British  minister  at  this  capital  and  three  members  of  the  Domin- 
'  ion  cabinet  acting  as  commissioners  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain.     The 
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conference  developed  the  fact  that  the  Canadian  government  was  only 
jireixired  to  offer  to  the  United  States  in  exchange  for  the  concessions 
asked  the  admission  of  natural  products.  The  statement  was  frankly 
niade  that  favore<l  rates  could  not  be  given  to  the  United  States  as  against 
the  mother  country.  This  admission,  which  was  foreseen,  necessarily  ter- 
minated the  conference  upon  this  question.  The  benefits  of  an  exchange 
of  natural  products  would  be  almost  wholly  with  the  people  of  Canada. 
Some  other  topics  of  interest  were  considered  in  the  conference,  and  have 
resulted  in  the  making  of  a  convention  for  examining  the  Alaskan  bound- 
ary and  the  waters  of  Passamaquoddy  Bay  adjacent  to  Eastport,  Me.,  and 
in  the  initiation  of  an  arrangement  for  the  protection  of  fish  life  in  the 
cotenuinous  and  neighboring  waters  of  our  northern  border. 

The  controversy  as  to  tolls  upon  the  Welland  Canal,  which  was  pre- 
sentetl  to  Congress  at  the  last  session  by  special  message.*  having  failed 
of  adjustment.  I  felt  constrained  to  exercise  the  authority  conferred  by 
the  act  of  July  j6,  189J,  and  to  proclaim  a  suspension  of  the  free  use  of 
St.  Marys  Falls  Canal  to  cargoes  in  transit  to  ports  in  Canada. t  The 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  established  such  tolls  as  were  thought  to  be 
eijuivalent  to  the  exactions  unjustly  lex-ied  upon  our  commerce  in  the 
Canadian  canals. 

If.  as  we  nuist  suppose,  the  political  relations  of  Canada  and  the  dis- 
jxvsitiou  of  the  Canadian  goveniment  are  to  remain  unchanged,  a  some 
what  radical  revision  of  our  trade  relations  should,  I  think,  be  made. 
Our  rehitions  must  continue  to  1*  intimate,  and  they  should  be  friendly. 
I  recrot  to  s;iy.  however,  that  in  many  of  the  controversies,  notably  those 
as  to  the  tishories  on  the  .\tlantio.  the  sealing  interests  on  the  Pacific,  and 
the  canal  tolls,  our  nojiotiations  with  Great  Britain  have  continuously 
U?en  thwartt-H.!  or  retardotl  by  imre.isc'>nable  and  unfriendly  objections  and 
protests  trvun  Canada.  In  the  matter  of  the  canal  tolls  our  treaty  rights 
were  flajrranily  di-sregardevl.  It  is  hardly  too  much  to  say  that  the  Cana- 
dian Paoilio  and  other  railway  lines  which  parallel  our  northern  boundarj' 
are  .<ust.iiued  by  ov^nmoroc  having  either  its  origin  or  terminus,  or  both, 
in  the  I'liitcd  States.  Canadian  railroads  compete  with  those  of  the 
I'liited  Stales  tor  our  traffic,  and  without  the  restraints  of  our  interstate- 
ciMiimerce  act.  Their  cars  jxi.ss  almost  without  detention  into  and  out  of 
our  'vcrritiiry. 

Tile  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  brought  into  the  United  States  from 
Cliiv.a  and  Japan  via  British  Cohnnbia  during  the  year  ended  June  30. 
1S0-.  -j;.rj;o.6So  ixnxndsof  frei.cht,  and  it  carried  from  the  United  States, 
to  1v  ^!lipJvd  to  China  and  Jap;in  via  British  Columbia.  24.068,346  pounds 
<>i  frc:t:ht.  There  were  also  shipped  from  the  United  States  o\-er  this 
road  iroin  ICasteni  pons  of  the  United  States  to  our  Pacific  ports  dtuiog 
the  s.in:i;  year  1 3.01^.073  {xnuids  of  freight,  and  there  were  received  over 
this  r«.ud  at  the  X'nite^l  States  Eastern  iK>rts  from  ports  on  the  Pacific 
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Coast  1 3.293.315  poinuls  of  freight.  Mr.  Joseph  Nimmo,  jr. ,  former  chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  when  hefore  the  Senate  Select  Cominittee  on 
Relatiou.s  with  Canada,  April  26,  1890,  said  that  "the  value  of  goods  thus 
transported  between  different  points  in  the  United  States  across  Canadian 
territory'  probably  amounts  to  $100,000,000  a  year." 

There  is  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  people  or  Government  of  the 
Unjte<l  States  to  interfere  in  the  smallest  degree  with  the  political  rela- 
tions of  Canada.  That  question  is  wholly  with  her  own  people.  It  is 
time  for  us,  however,  to  consider  whether,  if  the  present  state  of  things 
and  trend  of  things  is  to  continue,  our  interchanges  tipon  lines  of  land 
transportation  should  not  be  put  upon  a  different  basis  and  our  entire 
independence  of  Canadian  canals  and  of  the  St.  Lawrence  as  an  outlet  to 
the  sea  seciu-ed  b\-  the  construction  of  an  American  canal  around  the  Falls 
of  Niagara  aud  the  opening  of  ship  communication  between  the  Great 
Lakes  and  one  of  our  own  seaports.  We  should  not  hesitate  to  avail 
ourselves  of  our  great  natural  trade  advantages.  We  should  withdraw 
the  support  which  is  given  to  the  railroads  and  steamship  lines  of  Canada 
by  a  traffic  that  properly  belongs  to  us  and  no  longer  furnish  the  earn- 
ings which  lighten  the  otherwise  crushing  weight  of  the  enormous  pub- 
lic subsidies  that  have  been  given  to  them.  The  subject  of  the  power  of 
the  Treasury-  to  deal  with  this  matter  without  further  legislation  has  been 
under  consideration,  but  circumstances  have  postponed  a  conclusion.  It 
is  probable  that  a  consideration  of  the  propriety  of  a  mcxiification  or  ab- 
rogation of  the  article  of  the  treaty  of  Washington  relating  to  the  transit 
of  goods  in  bond  is  involved  in  any  complete  solution  of  the  question. 

Congress  at  the  last  session  was  kept  advised  of  the  progress  of  the 
serious  and  for  a  time  threatening  difference  between  the  United  States 
and  Chile.  It  gives  me  now  great  gratification  to  report  that  the  Chilean 
Government  in  a  most  friendh-  and  honorable  spirit  has  tendered  and 
paid  as  an  indemnity  to  the  families  of  the  sailors  of  the  Baltimore  who 
were  killed  and  to  those  who  were  injured  in  the  outbreak  in  the  city  of 
Valparaiso  the  sum  of  $75,000.  This  has  been  accepted  not  only  as  an 
indemnitj'  for  a  wrong  done,  but  as  a  most  gratifying  evidence  that  the 
Government  of  Chile  rightly  appreciates  the  disposition  of  this  Govem- 
tnent  to  act  in  a  spirit  of  the  most  absolute  fainiess  and  friendliness  in 

■'  our  intercourse  with  that  brave  people.  A  further  and  conclusive  evi- 
dence  of  the  mutual  respect  and  confidence  now  existing  is  furnished  by 
the  fact  that  a  convention  submitting  to  arbitration  the  mutual  claims 
of  the  citizens  of  the  respective  Governments  has  been  agreed  upon. 
Some  of  these  claim.s  have  been  pending  for  many  years  and  liave  been 
the  occasion  of  much  unsatisfactorj-  diplomatic  correspondence. 

I  have  endeavored  in  ever>'  way  to  assure  our  sister  Republics  of  Cen- 
tral and  South  America  that  the  United  States  Govenimeut  and  its  people 
have  only  the  most  friendly  disposition  toward  them  all.    We  do  not  covet 

%  their  territory.     We  have  no  disposition  to  be  oppressive  at  exa!C\.\\v%  va 
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our  dealings  with  auy  of  them,  even  the  weakest.  Our  interests  aiui 
hopes  fur  them  all  lie  in  the  direction  of  stable  govemmeuts  by  their  jieo 
pie  and  of  the  largest  development  of  their  gr&ii  comraercial  resources, 
The  'mutual  Ijenefits  of  enlarged  commercial  exchanges  and  of  a  more 
familiar  and  friendly  intercourse  Ijetweeu  our  peoples  we  do  desire,  and 
in  this  have  sought  their  friendly  cooperation. 

I  have  believed,  howe\er,  while  holding  these  sentiments  in  the  great- 
est sincerity,  that  we  must  insist  uixni  a  just  resixmsibility  for  any  injuries 
inflicted  upon  our  official  representatives  or  upon  our  citizens.  This 
insistence,  kindly  and  justly  but  firmly  made,  will,  I  iDelieve.  promote 
peace  and  mutual  respect. 

Our  relations  with  Hawaii  have  been  such  as  to  attract  au  increase< 
interest,  and  must  continue  to  do  so.  I  deem  it  of  great  importance  that 
the  projected  submarine  cable,  a  survey  for  which  has  been  made,  should 
be  promoted.  Both  for  naval  and  commercial  uses  we  should  have  quick 
communication  with  Honolulu.  We  should  Ijefore  this  have  availe<l  our 
selves  of  the  concession  made  many  years  ago  to  this  Government  for  3 
harbor  and  naval  station  at  Pearl  River.  Many  evidences  of  the  friend' 
liness  of  the  Hawaiian  Government  have  l>een  given  in  the  past,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  lx;lieve  that  the  ad\antage  and  necessity  of  a  continuance 
of  ver>'  close  relations  is  appreciated. 

The  friendly  act  of  this  Government  in  expressing  to  the  Government 
of  Italy  its  reprobation  and  abhorrence  of  the  lynching  of  Italian  subjects 
in  New  Orleans  by  the  payment  of  125,000  francs,  or  $24,330.90,  was, 
accepted  by  the  King  of  Italy  with  every  manifestation  of  gracious  appre- 
ciation, and  the  incident  has  loeen  highly  promotive  of  mutual  respect 
and  good  Avill. 

In  consequence  of  the  action  of  the  French  Government  in  proclaiming 
a  protectorate  over  certain  tribal  districts  of  the  west  cx>ast  of  Africa 
eastward  of  the  San  Pedro  River,  which  has  long  been  regarded  as  the 
southeastern  boundary  of  Liberia,  I  have  felt  constrained  to  make  protest 
against  this  encroachment  upon  the  territory  of  a  Republic  which  was 
founded  by  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  toward  which  this  couirtiy 
has  for  many  years  held  the  intimate  relation  of  a  friendly  counselor. 

The  recent  disturbances  of  the  public  peace  by  lawless  foreign  ma- 
rauders on  the  Mexican  frontier  have  afforded  this  Government  an  oppor- 
tunity to  testify  its  good  will  for  Mexico  and  its  earnest  purjxjse  to  fnlfiU 
the  obhgations  of  international  friendship  by  pursuing  and  dispersing 
the  evil  doers.  The  work  of  relocating  the  boundary  of  the  treaty  of 
Guadalupe  Hidalgo  westward  from  El  Paso  is  progressing  favorably. 

Our  intercourse  with  Spain  continues  on  a  friendly  footing.     I  regw*- 

however,  not  to  be  able  to  report  as  yet  the  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  the 

American  missionaries  arising  from  the  disorders  at  Ponape,  in  the  Can>- 

'ine  Islands,  but  I  anticipate  a  satisfactory  adjustment  in  view  of  renewed 

I  urgent  representations  to  the  Goveniment  at  Madrid. 
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The  treatnietit  uf  the  rehgious  and  educational  estaWishmentsof  Araer- 
kaii  citizens  in  Turkey  has  of  late  called  for  a  more  than  usual  share  of 
atlcntinn.  A  tendency  to  curtail  the  toleration  which  has  so  beneficially 
pre\'ailed  is  discernible  and  has  called  forth  the  earnest  remonstrance 
of  this  GtA'emment.  Harassing  regulations  in  regard  to  schools  and 
chtiTches  have  been  attempted  in  certain  localities,  but  not  without  due 
protest  and  the  assertion  of  the  inherent  and  conventional  rights  of  our 
coantrytnen.  Violations  of  domicile  and  search  of  the  persons  and  ef- 
fects of  citizens  of  the  Unitetl  States  by  apparently  irresponsible  officials 
in  tlie  Asiatic  vilayets  have  from  time  to  time  been  reported.  An  aggra- 
%Tited  instance  of  injury  to  the  property  of  an  American  missionar>'  at 
Bourdour,  in  the  Province  of  Konia,  called  forth  an  urgent  claim  for  rep- 
arati'rti,  which  I  am  pleased  to  say  was  promptly  heeded  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Porte.  Interference  with  the  trading  ventures  of  our  citizens 
bl  Asia  Minor  is  also  reported,  and  the  lack  of  consular  representation  in 
It  region  is  a  serious  drawlxick  to  instant  and  effective  protection.  I 
not  l)elieve  that  these  incidents  represent  a  settled  policy,  and  shall 
not  cease  to  tjrge  the  adoption  of  proper  remedies. 

International  copyright  has  Ijeen  extended  to  Italy  by  proclamation* 
in  omfonnity  with  the  act  of  March  .^  1H91,  upon  a.ssuraTice  Ijeing  given 
tiiat  Italian  law  permits  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  the  benefit  of 
Ojpyrighl  on  substantially  the  same  basis  as  to  subjects  of  Italy.  By  a 
Hpecial  convention  proclaimed  January  15.  1892,  reciprocal  provisions  of 
copyright  have  Ijeen  applied  between  the  United  States  and  Germany. 
Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  other  countries  to  the  same  end. 

I  repeat  with  great  earnestness  the  recommendation  which  I  have 
made  in  se\'eral  previous  messages  that  prompt  and  adequate  support  be 
gix-cn  to  the  American  company  engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  Nica- 
ragua ship  canal.  It  is  impossible  to  overstate  the  value  from  every 
Htandpoint  of  this  great  enterprise,  and  I  hope  that  there  may  be  time, 
even  in  this  Congress,  to  give  to  it  an  impetus  that  will  insure  the  early 
conipletion  of  the  canal  and  secure  to  the  ITnited  States  its  proper  rela- 
tion to  it  when  completed. 

The  Congress  has  been  already  advised  that  the  invitations  of  this 
Government  for  the  assembling  of  an  international  monetary  conference 
to  coniiider  the  question  of  an  enlarged  use  of  silver  were  accepted  by 
nations  to  which  they  were  addressed.  The  conference  assembled  at 
asseb  on  the  2  2d  of  November,  and  has  entered  upon  the  considera- 
tion! of  tliis  great  question.  I  have  not  doulHed,  and  have  takeji  occasion 
to  express  that  l«lief  as  well  in  the  invitations  issued  for  this  conference 
A.S  hi  my  public  messages,  that  the  free  coinage  of  silver  upon  an  agreed 
intcmational  ratio  would  greatly  promote  the  interests  of  our  jieople  and 
e»pwlly  iho^  ttf  other  nations.  It  is  too  early  to  predict  what  results  may 
be  accomplished  by  the  cojifcrence.     If  any  temporary  check  or  delay 
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intervenes,  I  belie\-e  that  ver>-  soon  commercial  conditions  will  compel 
the  now  reluctant  governments  to  unite  with  us  in  this  movement  to 
secure  the  enlargement  of  the  volume  of  coined  money  needed  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  world. 

The  report  of  the  Secretan,-  of  the  Treasury  will  attract  especial  intCT- 
est  in  \-iew  of  the  many  misleading  statements  that  have  been  made  as  to 
the  state  of  the  pubUc  re^•enues.  Three  preUminary  facts  should  not 
only  be  stated  but  emphasized  before  looking  into  details:  First,  that 
the  public  debt  has  been  reduced  since  March  4,  1889.  $259,074,200.  and 
the  annual  interest  charge  $11,684,469;  second,  that  there  have  been 
paid  out  for  pensions  during  this  Administration  tip  to  November  i, 
1892.  $432,564,178.70,  an  excess  of  $114,466,386.09  over  the  sum  ex- 
pended during  the  period  from  March  i,  1885,  to  March  i,  1889;  and, 
third,  that  under  the  existing  tariff  up  to  December  i  about  $93,000,000 
of  revenue  which  would  have  been  collected  upon  imported  sugars  if  the 
duty  had  been  maintained  has  gone  into  the  pockets  of  the  people,  and  not 
into  the  public  Treasury,  as  before.  If  there  are  any  who  still  think  that 
the  surplus  should  ha\'e  been  kept  out  of  cinculation  by  hoarding  it  in 
the  Treasun,-.  or  deposited  in  favored  banks  without  interest  while  the 
Government  continued  to  pay  to  these  \'ery  banks  interest  upon  the  bonds 
deposited  as  seciuity  for  the  deposits,  or  who  think  that  the  extended 
pension  legislation  was  a  pubhc  robberj',  or  that  the  duties  upon  sugar 
should  have  been  maintained,  I  am  content  to  lea\'e  the  argument  where 
it  now  rests  while  we  wait  to  see  whether  these  criticisms  will  take  the 
form  of  legislation. 

The  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1892,  from  all  sources 
[were  $425,868,260.22,  and  the  expenditures  for  all  purposes  were  $415,- 
[953,806.56,  lea\-ing  a  balance  of  $9,914,453.66.  There  were  paid  during 
ftbe  year  upon  the  pubUc  debt  $40,570,467.98.  The  surplus  in  the  Trea.s- 
tury  and  the  bank  redemption  fund  passed  by  the  act  of  July  14,  1890,  to 
general  fund  furnished  in  large  part  the  cash  available  and  used  for 
payment."?  made  upon  the  public  debt.  Compared  with  the  j'ear  1891 , 
Voocc  receipts  from  customs  duties  fell  off  $42,069,241.08,  whUe  our  receipts 
ifiom  internal  revenue  increased  $8,284,823. 13,  lea\-ing  the  net  loss  of  rev- 
ine  from  these  principal  sources  $33,784,417.95.  The  net  loss  of  reve- 
ae  from  all  sources  was  $32,675,972.81. 

The  revenues,  estimated  and  actual,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30. 
j3,  are  placed  by  the  Secretary-  at  $463,336,350.44,  and  the  expendi- 
at  $461,336,350.44,  showing  a  surplus  of  receipts  over  expenditures 
'  ^,000.000.     The  cash  balance  in  the  Treasurj-  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
it  is  estimated  will  be  $20,992,377.03.      So  far  as  these  figures  are 
^5t-<^l  upon  estimates  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  remaining 
••»W-^  the  current  fiscal  year,  there  are  not  only  the  usual  elements 
Jty,  but  some  added  elements.     New  re\'enue  legislation,  or 
cpectation  of  it,  may  seriously  reduce  the  public  revenues 


nng  the  pericxl  of  uncertainty  and  during  the  process  of  business 
justment  to  the  new  (Xjnditions  when  they  become  known.  But  the 
Secretary  has  very  wisely  refrained  from  guessing  as  to  the  effect  of  pos- 
sible changes  in  our  revenue  laws,  since  the  scope  of  those  changes  and 
the  time  of  their  taking  effect  can  not  in  any  degree  be  forecast  or  fore- 
told by  him.  His  estimates  must  be  based  upon  existing  laws  and  upon 
a  continuance  of  existing  business  conditions,  except  so  far  as  these  con- 
ditions may  be  affected  by  causes  other  than  new  legislation. 

tThe  estimated  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  are 
90, 121,365.38,  and  the  estimated  appropriations  $457,261,335.33,  leav- 
ing  an  estimated  surplus  of  receipts   over  expenditures  of  $32,860,- 
030.05.     This  does  not  include  any  payment  to  the  sinking  fund.     In 
e  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  that  the  sinking-fund  law  be  re- 
led  I  concur.     The  redemption  of  bonds  since  the  passage  of  the  law 
June  30,  1S92,  has  already  exceeded  the  requirements  by  the  sum  of 
,510,681.49.     The  retirement  of  Ixmds  in  the  future  l:)efore  niatu- 
ity  should  be  a  matter  of  convenience,  not  of  compulsion.     We  should 
not  collect  revenue  for  that  purpose,  but  only  use  any  casual  surplus. 
To  the  balance  of  $32,860,030.05  of  receipts  over  expenditures  for  the 
rear  1894  should  \x  added  the  estinjate<i  surplus  at  the  begituiing  of 
e  year,  $20,992,377.03,  and  from  this  aggregate  there  must  be  deducted, 
stated  by  the  Secretary,  about  $44,000,000  of  estimated  unexpended 
ippropriations. 
The  public  confidence  in  the  purpose  and  ability  of  the  Government  to 
aintain  the  parity  of  all  of  our  money  issues,  whether  coin  or  paper,  must 
emain  unshaken.     The  demand  for  gold  in  Europe  and  the  consequent 
lis  upon  us  are  in  a  considerable  degree  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  some 
the  European  Governments  to  increase  their  gold  reserves,  and  these 
forts  should  be  met  by  appropriate  legislation  on  our  part.     The  condi- 
lons  that  have  created  this  drain  of  the  Treasury  gold  are  in  an  important 
gree  political,  and  not  commercial.     In  \'iew  of  the  fact  that  a  general 
ision  of  our  revenue  laws  in  the  near  future  seems  to  be  probable,  it 
oiild  be  better  that  any  changes  should  be  a  part  of  that  revision  rather 
ban  of  a  temporary-  nature. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  Secretary  purchased  under  the  act  of 
uly  14,  1890,  54.355.748  ounces  of  silver  and  issued  in  paj-ment  therefor 
g 1, 106,608  in  notes.  The  total  purcha.ses  since  the  passage  of  the  act 
ve  been  120,479,981  ounces  and  the  aggregate  of  notes  issued  $116.- 
83,590.  The  average  price  paid  for  silver  during  the  year  was  94  cents 
;r  ounce,  the  highest  price  being  $1.02^:4  July  i ,  1891,  and  the  lowest  83 
■nts  March  21,  1892.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  monetary  conference 
now  sitting  and  that  no  conclusion  has  yet  been  reached,  I  withhold 
ly  recommendation  as  to  legislation  upon  this  subject. 
The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  brings  again  to  the  attention  of 
Egress  some  important  suggestions  as  to  the  reorganization  o(  t.V\^ 
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infaiitn'  and  artillery  arms  of  the  ser\nce,  wbich  his  predecessors  have 
before  urgently  presented.  Our  Army  is  small,  but  its  organization 
should  all  the  more  V)e  put  Tipon  the  most  approved  modem  basis.  The 
conditions  upon  what  we  have  called  tlie  ' '  frontier ' '  have  heretofore 
required  the  maintenance  of  many  small  posts,  but  now  the  policy  of 
concentration  is  obviously  the  right  one.  The  new  posts  should  have 
the  proper  strategic  relations  to  the  only  ' '  frontiers  " '  we  now  have — those 
of  the  seacoast  and  of  our  northern  and  part  of  our  southern  Iwundarj'. 
I  do  not  think  that  any  question  of  advantage  to  localities  or  to  States 
should  determine  the  location  of  the  new  posts.  The  reorganization  and 
enlargement  of  the  Bureau  of  Military  Information  which  the  Secretary 
has  effected  is  a  work  the  usefulness  of  which  will  become  ever>'  year 
more  apparent.  The  work  of  building  heavy  guns  and  the  construction 
of  coast  defenses  has  been  well  begun  and  should  be  carried  on  without 
check. 

The  report  of  the  Attorney- General  is  by  law  submitted  directly  to 
Congress,  but  I  can  not  refrain  from  .saying  that  he  has  conducted  the 
increasing  work  of  the  Department  of  Justice  with  great  professional 
skill.  He  has  in  several  directions  secured  from  the  courts  decisions 
giving  increased  protection  to  the  ofEcers  of  the  United  States  and  bring- 
ing some  cla.s.scs  of  crime  that  escaped  local  cognizance  and  punishment 
into  the  tribunals  of  the  United  States,  where  they  could  be  tried  with 
impartiality. 

The  numerous  applications  for  Executive  clemency  presented  in  behalf 
of  persons  convicted  iu  United  States  courts  and  given  peiiitentian,'  sen- 
tences have  called  my  attention  to  a  fact  referred  to  by  the  Attorney- 
General  in  his  report,  namely,  that  a  time  allowance  for  good  behavior 
for  such  prisoners  is  pre.scriljed  by  the  Federal  statutes  only  where  the 
State  in  which  the  penitentiary  is  located  has  made  no  such  provision. 
Prisoners  are  given  the  benefit  of  the  pro\nsions  of  the  State  law  regu- 
lating the  penitentiary  to  which  they  may  be  sent.  These  are  various, 
some  perhaps  too  liberal  and  some  perhaps  too  illiberal.  The  result  is 
that  a  sentence  for  five  years  means  one  thing  if  the  prisoner  is  sent  to 
one  State  for  confinement  and  quite  a  different  thing  if  he  is  sent  to 
another.  I  recommend  that  a  uniform  credit  for  good  behavior  be  pre- 
scribed by  Congress. 

I  have  before  expressed  my  concurrence  in  the  recommendation  of 
the  Attorney-General  that  degrees  of  murder  should  be  recognized  in  the 
Federal  statutes,  as  they  are,  I  lielievc,  in  all  the  States.  These  grades 
are  founded  on  correct  distiuctious  in  crime.  The  recognition  of  them 
would  enable  the  courts  to  exercise  some  discretion  in  apportioning  pun- 
ishment and  would  greatly  relieve  the  Executive  of  what  is  coming  to 
be  a  very  heav)'  l)urdeu — the  examination  of  the.se  cases  on  application 
for  commutation. 

cTie  aggregate  of  claims  pending  against  the  Government  in  the  Court 
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lof  Chums  is  irnomious.     Claims  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $400,000, cxx) 
[for  the  taking  of  or  injury  to  the  property  of  persons  claiming  to  be  loyal 
'ilurinjj  the  war  are  now  before  that  court  for  examiTiation.     When  to 
these  arc  added  the  Indian  dtprtdaliou  claims  and  tlie  French  spoliatinii 
I  claims,  an  aggregate  is  reached  that  is  indeed  startlinjj.     In  the  defense 
01  all  thesic  cases  the  Ouvi.niinent  is  at  icreat  disadvantage.     The  claim- 
niiLs  have  prescrv-etl  t)icir  evidence,  whereas  the  agents  of  the  Govern- 
jmcMt  areaent  into  the  field  to  rummage  for  what  they  can  find.     This 
fdifljcnity  is  peculiarly  great  where  the  fact  to  be  establishe<I  is  the  dis- 
loyally of  the  clainiaut  during  the  war.     If  this  great  threat  against  our 
I  revenues  is  to  have  no  other  check,  certainly  Congress  should  supply  the 
Department  of  Justice  with  appropriations  sufficiently  lil>eral  to  secure 
the  Ijest  legal  talent  in  the  defense  of  these  claims  and  to  pursue  its 
vague  search  for  evidence  effectively. 

The  re|>ort  of  the  Postmaster-General  shows  a  most  gratifying  iticrease 

[and  a  most  efficient  and  progressive  management  of  the  great  ln^sine^^s  <tf 

I  lliat  Department.     The  remarkable  increase  in  revenues,  in  the  number 

of  post-ofiiccs,  and  in  the  miles  of  mail  carriage  furnishes  further  e\'i- 

ilence  of  the  high  state  of  prosperity  which  our  iK'ople  are  enjoying. 

iliew  offices  tnean  new  hamlets  and  towns,  new  routes  mean  the  exten- 

[Siutt  of  our  l)onler  settlements,  and  increased  revenues  mean  an  active 

^o^nImc^ce.      The  Postmaster-General   reviews  the  whole  ix;rio<l   of  his 

jinistnition  of  the  office  and  brings  some  of  his  statistics  down  to  the 

r month  of  Noveml>er  last.     The  postal  revemics  have  increased  during 

the  liist  year  nearl>'  $5,oO(j,ooo.     The  deficit  for  tlie  year  ending  June 

[30,  1892.  is  $848,.^4i  less  than  the  deficiency  of  the  precetling  year.     The 

dtficleticy  of  the  present  fiscal  year  it  is  estimated  will  be  reduced  to 

[$1,552,473,  which  will  not  only  l)e  extinguished  during  the  next  ti.scal 

.  >^ear,  but  a  surplus  of  nearly  $1 ,000,000  should  then  lie  shown.    In  these 

'  calenlatious  the  payments  to  \ye  made  under  the  contracts  for  ocean  mail 

service  have  not  l»eeu  included.     There  have  tieen  added  1,590  new  mail 

,  routes  during  the  year,  with  a  mileage  of  ^,563  miles,  and  the  total  niim- 

Iwrof  new  miles  of  niail  trips  added  during  the  year  is  nearly  ij.ocxi.ooo. 

The  numi»er  of  miles  of  mail  journeys  added  during  the  last  four  years 

is  about  76,000,000,  this  addition  being  21,000,000  miles  more  than  were 

in  tTpcmtion  in  the  whole  countrj-  in  iS6i. 

The  number  of  post-offices  has  been  increase<l  by  2.790  dtiring  the 
j«ir,  aiid  ilnring  the  ]»ast  four  years,  atitl  up  to  Octol)er  29  last,  the  total 
{Dcrciise  iJi  the  number  of  offices  has  Ix^en  nearly  9,000.  The  numljer  of 
freenlclivery  offices  has  l«:en  nearly  doublefl  in  the  last  four  years,  and 
the  tniniljer  of  money-order  offices  more  than  douiiled  within  that  time. 
*•■  '  the  three  years  ending  June  30,  r892.  the  postal  revenue  amunnte<I 
.744,359,  which  was  an  increase  of  J»52,263,i5o  over  the  revenue 
lor  tile  three  years  ending  Jutie  30,  tSS«.  the  increase  during  the  last 
I  three  years  being  moK-  thin  lhie«  and  a  hilf  limes  as  great  as  the  increase 
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during  the  three  years  ending  June  30,  1888.  No  such  increase  as  that 
shown  for  these  three  years  has  ever  previously  appeared  in  the  revenues 
of  the  Department.  The  Postmaster-General  lias  extended  to  the  post- 
offices  in  the  larger  cities  the  merit  system  of  promotion  introduced  by 
my  direction  into  the  Departments  here,  and  it  has  resulted  there,  as  in 
the  Departments,  in  a  larger  volume  of  work  and  that  better  done. 

liver  since  t)ur  merchant  marine  was  driven  from  the  sea  by  the  rebel 
cruisers  during  the  War  of  the  Reljelliou  the  United  Stat&s  has  been  pay- 
ing an  enormous  annual  tribute  to  foreign  countries  in  the  sliajie  of  freight 
and  i)assage  moneys.  Our  grain  and  meats  have  been  taken  at  our  own 
docks  and  our  large  imjwrts  there  laid  down  by  foreign  shipma.sters.  An 
increasing  torrent  of  American  travel  to  Europe  has  contributed  a  vast 
sum  annually  to  the  dividends  of  foreign  shipowners.  The  balance  of 
trade  shown  by  the  books  of  our  custom-houses  has  been  very  largely 
reduced  and  in  many  years  altogether  extinguished  by  this  constant 
drain.  In  the  year  1892  only  12.3  per  cent  of  our  imports  were  brought 
in  American  ves.sels.  The.se  great  foreign  steam.ships  maintained  by  our 
traffic  are  many  of  them  under  contracts  with  their  respective  Govern- 
ments by  which  in  time  of  war  they  will  become  a  part  of  their  amied 
naval  establishments.  Profiting  by  our  commerce  in  peace,  they  will 
become  the  most  formidable  destroyers  of  our  commerce  in  time  of  war. 
I  have  felt,  and  have  before  expressed  the  feeling,  that  this  condition  oi 
things  was  both  intolerable  and  disgraceful.  A  wholesome  change  of  pol- 
icy .  and  one  having  in  it  nuich  promise,  as  it  seems  to  me,  was  begun  by 
the  law  of  March  3,  1891.  Under  this  law  contracts  have  been  made 
by  the  Postmaster-CTeneral  for  eleven  mail  routes.  The  exijenditure 
involved  by  tlicse  contracts  for  the  next  fiscal  year  approximates  iU)54,- 
123.33.  "^s  <>"*-'  <^*  the  results  already  reached  .sixteen  American  .steam- 
ships, of  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  57,400  tons,  costing  $7,400,000,  have 
lx:en  built  or  contracted  to  Ije  built  in  American  shipyards. 

The  estimated  tonnage  of  all  steam.ships  required  under  existing  con- 
tracts is  165,802,  and  when  the  full  service  required  by  these  contracts  is 
established  there  will  be  forty-one  mail  .steamers  under  the  American 
flag,  with  the  probability  of  further  necessary  additions  in  the  Brazilian 
and  Argentine  service.  The  contracts  recently  let  for  transatlantic  sen- 
ice  will  result  in  the  constnxction  of  five  ships  of  10,000  tons  each,  cost- 
ing S9,<xX).fX)!>  to  iiio.(x.x3,ooo,  and  will  add,  with  the  City  of  Xcxc  York 
and  City  of  Paris,  to  which  the  Treasury  DejKirtment  was  authorized  by 
legislation  at  the  last  .session  to  give  American  registry,  seven  of  the 
swiftest  vessels  uix>n  the  sea  to  our  naval  reserve.  The  contracts  made 
with  the  lines  sailing  to  Central  and  vSouth  American  ports  have  increased 
the  freiiuency  and  shortened  the  time  of  the  trips,  added  new  ports  of 
call,  and  sustained  some  lines  that  otherwise  would  almost  certainly  hart 
lx.'en  withdrawn.  The  service  to  Buenos  Ayres  is  the  first  to  the  Argen- 
tine Republic  under  the  American  flag.     The  service  to  Southampton. 


Boulogne,  and  Antwerp  is  also  new,  and  is  to  l)e  begim  with  the  steam- 
ships City  of  New  York  and  City  of  Paris  in  February  next. 

I  earnestly  urge  the  continuance  of  the  policy  inaujjiiratctl  by  tliis  leg- 
islation, and  that  the  appropriations  required  to  meet  the  obligations  of 
the  Goveniuient  under  the  contracts  may  be  made  promptly,  so  that  the 
lines  that  have  entered  into  tliese  engagements  nia>-  not  be  embarrassed. 
We  have  had,  by  reason  of  connections  with  the  transcontinental  railway 
lines  constructed  through  our  own  territory,  some  advantages  in  the 
ocean  trade  of  the  Pacific  that  we  <iid  not  ]x»ssess  on  the  Atlantic.  The 
construction  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  the  establishment 
under  large  subventions  from  Canada  and  England  of  fast  steamship 
service  from  Vancouver  with  Japan  and  China  seriously  threaten  our 
shipping  interests  in  the  Pacific.  This  line  of  Ktigiish  steamers  receives, 
as  is  stated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation,  a  direct  subsidy  of 
$400,000  annually,  or  $30,767  per  trip  for  thirteen  voyages,  in  addition  tn 
some  further  aid  from  the  Admiralty  in  cunnection  with  contracts  under 
which  the  vessels  ma>'  l)e  used  for  naval  purposes.  The  competing 
■American  Pacific  mail  line  under  the  act  of  March  3.  1891,  receives  only 
■16,389  per  round  trip. 

■  Kfforts  have  been  making  within  the  last  year,  as  I  am  informed,  to 
establish  under  similar  conditions  a  line  between  Vancouver  and  .some 
Australian  p<irt.  with  a  view  of  .seizing  there  a  trade  in  which  we  have 
had  a  large  interest.  The  Commissioner  of  Navigation  states  that  a 
very  large  jier  cent  nf  our  im]x»rts  from  Asia  are  now  brought  to  us  by 
English  steamships  and  their  connecting  railways  iti  Canada.  With  a 
■acw  of  promoting  this  trade,  esjiecially  in  tea,  Canada  has  imposed  a  dis- 
^minating  duty  of  ro  ]ier  cent  upon  tea  and  coffee  brought  into  the 
Dominion  from  the  United  States.  If  this  uuecjual  contest  I>clween 
tlmerican  lines  without  .sulxsidy.  or  with  diminished  .subsidies,  and  the 
Snglish  Canadian  line  to  which  I  have  referred  is  to  continue,  I  think  we 
tbould  at  least  see  that  the  facilities  for  customs  entry  and  tran.sjxjrtation 
icross  our  territory  are  not  such  as  to  make  the  Canadian  route  a  favored 
toe,  and  that  the  discrimination  as  to  duties  to  which  I  have  referre<l  is 
Inet  by  a  like  discrimination  as  to  the  importation  of  these  articles  from 
Canada. 

No  suljject,  I  think,  more  nearh-  touches  the  prirle,  the  jiower,  and  the 
1>ro.sperity  of  our  c<nintry  than  this  uf  the  development  of  our  merchant 
marine  upon  the  sea.  If  we  could  enter  into  conference  with  other  com- 
petitors and  all  would  agree  to  withhold  government  aid,  we  coidd  per- 
haps take  our  chances  with  the  rest;  but  our  great  conijietitors  have 
«stiil)lished  and  maintained  their  lines  by  government  subsidies  until  they 
How  have  practically  excluded  us  from  participation.  In  my  opinion  no 
thoice  is  left  to  us  but  to  ptirsue,  moderately  at  least,  the  same  lines. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  exhibits  great  progress  in 
the  construction  of  our  new  Navy.     When  the  present  Secretary  entered 
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upon  his  duties,  only  3  modem  steel  vessels  were  in  conimission.  The 
vessels  since  put  in  coininission  and  to  be  put  in  coniuiission  during  the 
winter  will  make  a  total  of  19  during  his  administration  of  tlie  Depart 
nieiit.  During  the  current  year  ro  war  vessels  aud  3  waxy  tugs  have 
been  launched,  aud  during  the  four  j-ears  25  vessels  will  have  beea 
launched.  Two  other  lari^c  ships  and  a  tnrjK'do  Ixjat  are  under  contract 
and  the  work  ujxju  them  well  advancerl.  and  the  4  monitors  are  await 
ing  only  the  arrival  of  their  anuor,  vvhicli  has  been  unexpectedly  delayed 
or  they  would  ha\e  been  1x;fore  this  in  commission. 

Contracts  have  been  let  during  this  Administration,  under  the  appro- 
priations for  the  increase  of  the  Nav>',  including  new  vessels  and  their 
appurtenances,  to  the  amount  of  $35,000,000,  aud  there  has  l^een  ex 
pended  during  the  same  period  for  labor  at  navy-yards  upon  similar 
work  $H,ooo,ooo  without  the  smallest  scandal  or  charge  of  fraud  or  par- 
tiality. The  enthusiasm  and  interest  of  our  naval  officers,  l)oth  of  the 
staff  and  line,  have  been  greatl>'  kindled,  They  have  resp<Mided  n>ag 
uiflcently  to  the  confidence  of  Congress  and  have  demonstrated  to  the 
w*orld  an  unexcelled  capacity  in  construction,  in  ordtiance.  and  in  even* 
thing  involved  in  the  Imilding,  equipping,  an<l  sailing  of  great  war  ships. 

At  the  l>egiiming  of  Secretary  Tracy's  administration  several  diffiailt 
problems  remained  to  be  grappled  with  and  solvetl  before  the  efficiency 
in  action  of  our  ships  could  Ix;  secured.  It  is  believed  that  as  the  result 
of  new  prtxresses  in  the  construction  of  armor  plate  our  later  ships  will 
l>e  clothed  with  defensive  plates  of  higher  resi.sting  ]X)wer  than  are  found! 
on  auy  war  \"essels  afloat.  We  were  withoirt  torpedoes.  Tests  have 
been  made  to  ascertain  the  relative  efficiency  of  different  constructions, 
a  torpedo  has  l>een  adopted,  and  the  work  of  construct  ion  is  now  beinj 
carried  on  successfully.  We  were  without  armur-piercing  shells  aud 
without  a  shop  instructed  and  et[uipped  for  the  construction  of  them. 
W^e  are  now  making  what  is  l}elieved  to  be  a  projectile  superior  to  any 
Ijcfore  in  use.  A  smokeless  ]K>wder  has  been  develojied  and  a  slow-burU' 
ing  powder  for  guns  of  large  caliber.  A  high  explo.sive  capable  of  use 
in  shells  fired  from  .ser\'ice  guns  has  l>een  found,  and  the  manufacture  of 
gun  cotton  has  lieen  developed  so  that  the  question  of  supply  is  no  longer 
in  doubt. 

The  development  of  a  naval  militia,  which  has  been  organized  in  eight 
States  and  brought  into  cordial  and  cooperative  relations  with  the  NavT, 
is  another  important  achievement.  There  are  now  enli.sted  in  these 
organizations  1,800  men,  and  they  are  likely  to  be  greatly  extended.  1 
recommend  such  legislation  and  appropriations  as  will  encourage  and 
develop  this  movement.  The  reconunendations  of  the  Secretary  will,' 
do  not  doulit,  receive  the  friendly  con.sideration  of  Congress,  for  he  hss 
enjoyed,  as  he  has  deserved,  the  confidence  of  all  those  interested  in  the 
development  of  our  Navy,  without  any  division  upon  partisan  lines.  ' 
uucstly  express  the  hope  that  a  work  which   has  made  such  uohk 


pruffrcss  may  not  novr  be  stayed.  The  vvhulesome  influence  for  jieace  and 
the  increased  seuiie  of  security  whicli  our  citizens  dotnicJled  in  other 
bnds  feci  when  these  magnificent  ships  under  the  American  iiag  apjiear 
is  already  most  gralefiilly  apparent.  The  ships  from  our  Na\'y  wluch 
will  appear  in  the  great  naval  parade  next  April  in  the  harlwr  ^)f  New 
York  will  be  a  cotivnncing  demonstration  to  the  world  that  the  United 
^  States  is  again  a  naval  iK>\ver. 

Tile  work  of  the  Interior  Department,  always  ver)'  burdensome,  has 
[been  Lirger  than  ever  before  during  the  adniinistratioii  of  Secretary 
Xoble.  Tile  disability  iiensioji  law,  the  taking  of  the  Eleventh  Census, 
[the  opening  of  vast  areas  of  Indian  lands  to  settlement,  the  organiza- 
tion of  Oklahoma,  and  the  negotiations  for  the  cession  of  Indian  lands 
famish  stmie  of  the  particulars  of  the  increased  work,  and  the  results 
achieved  testif>'  to  the  al)ility,  fidelity,  ajid  industry  of  the  head  of  the 
|I>epartnicnl  and  his  efficient  assistants. 

Sc\-eral  imi^rlaut  agreements  for  the  cession  of  Indian  lauds  negotiated 
y  the  commission  appointed  under  the  act  of  March  2,  18S9,  are  await- 
[ing  the  action  of  Congress.  Perhaps  the  most  imjwrtant  of  these  is  that 
the  cession  of  the  Cherokee  Strip.  This  regitiu  has  been  the  source 
jfreal  vexation  to  the  executive  department  and  of  great  friction  and 
[nnrcst  Injtween  the  settlers  who  desire  to  occupy  it  and  the  Indians  who 
irt  title.  The  agreement  wliich  has  been  made  by  the  commis.sion  is 
rhaps  the  most  satisfactory  that  could  have  been  reached.  It  will  be 
[noticed  that  it  is  conditioned  upon  its  ratification  by  Congress  l)efore 
Mnrvh  4,  1X93.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who  has  given  the  sub- 
verj'  careful  thought,  recommends  the  ratification  of  the  agreement, 
I  am  inclined  to  follow  his  rec<immen<lation.  Certain  it  is  that  some 
by  which  this  controversy  shall  Ik.-  brought  to  an  end  and  these 
opened  to  settlement  is  urgent. 
The  form  of  government  provided  by  Congress  on  May  17,  18S4,  for 
Alaska  was  in  its  frame  and  purpose  temporary.  The  increase  of  popu- 
lation and  the  development  of  some  important  mining  and  commercial 
interests  make  it  Imperati\e  that  the  law  should  be  revised  and  better 
imjvision  made  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  criminals. 

The  rejtort  of  the  Secretary  shows  a  ver>-  gratifying  state  of  facts  as 
till'  -ition  of  the  (General  Ivand  OfiTice.     The  work  of  issuing  agri- 

ctil,:  _  'jnts.  which  seemed  to  be  iiopele.ssly  in  arrear  when  the  pres- 
fflt  Secretary  undertook  the  duties  of  his  office,  has  been  vso  expedited 
that  the  bureau  is  now  up<.)n  current  busine.ss.  The  relief  thus  afforded 
(o  honest  and  worthy  .settlers  tuxm  the  public  lands  by  giving  to  them 
I  An  aaeanni  title  to  their  entries  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  in  devrl- 
opii       '  '"       s  and  the  Territories. 

'i  lie  Land  Claims,  established  by  Congress  for  the  pro- 

^notion  of  this  policy  of  spce<lily  settling  contested  land  titles,  is  making 
story  progress  in  its  work,  and  when  the  work  is  completed  a  great 
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impetus  will  ]jc  given  to  the  developmenl  of  those  regions  vvbere  ujiset 
tied  claims  under  Mexican  grants  have  so  long  exercisetl  their  repressi\'e 
influence.  When  to  these  results  are  added  the  enormous  cessions  of 
Indian  lands  which  have  l>een  opened  to  settlement,  aggregating  during 
this  Adtuinistratitm  nearly  26.000.000  acres,  and  the  agreements  nego- 
tiated and  now  pendiii^^  in  Congress  for  ratification  by  which  about 
10,000,000  additioiial  acres  will  be  ojxjued  to  settlement,  it  will  be  seen  " 
liow  much  has  l>een  accomplished. 

The  work  in  the  Indian  Hiireau  in  the  execution  of  the  policy  of  recent 
legislation  has  been  largely  directed  to  two  chief  purposes:   First,  the 
allotment  of  lands  in  severalty  to  the   Indians  and  the  cession  to  the 
United  States  of  the  surplus  lands,  and,  secoudlj',  to  the  work  of  educat 
itig  the  Indian  for  his  own  protection  iu  his  closer  contact  with  the  white 
man  and  for  the  intelligent  exercise  of  his  new  citizenship.     Allotments 
have  been  made  and  patents  issued  to  5,900  Indians  under  the  present 
Secretary  and  Commissioner,  ami  7.600  additional  allotments  have  been 
made  for  which  patents  are  now  in  process  of  preparation.     The  school 
attendance  of  Indian  children  has  been  increase<l  during  that  time  over 
13  per  cent,  the  enrollment  for  1892  being  uearly  20,000,     A  uniform 
system  of  school  text -books  and  of  study  has  been  adopted  and  the  work 
in  these  national  schools  brought  as  near  as  may  l>e  to  the  basis  of  tlie 
free  common  scIk^iIs  of  the  States,     These  sch<x)ls  can  be  transferred  ruut 
merged  into  the  common-school  .systems  of  the  States  when  the  Indian 
has  fully  nssimieil  his  new  relation  to  the  organized  civil  comnumity  in 
which  he  resides  and  the  new  States  are  able  to  assume  the  burden.     I 
have  several  times  been  calleil  njxin  to  remove  Indian  agents  appointed 
by  me,  and  have  done  so  promjith'  ufK)n  ever>'  sustained  complaint  of 
unfitness  or  misconduct.      I  believe,  however,  that  the  Indian  serx'ice  at 
the  agencies  has  been  improved  and  is  now  administered  on  the  whole 
with  a  gotnl  degree  of  efficiency.     If  any  legislation  is  j.x)ssible  by  which 
the  .selection  of  Indian  agents  can  be  wholly  removed  from  all  partisan 
suggestions  or  considerations,  I  am  sure  it  would  be  a  great  relief  to  the 
Executi\-e  and  a  great  benefit  to  the  ser\'ice.      The  appropriation  for 
the  subsi.stence  of  the  Cheyenne  and  Aray>ahoe  Indians  made  at  tlie  la-tt 
session  of  Congress  was  inadequate.     This  smaller  appropriation  was 
estimated  for  by  the  Comuiissinner  upon  the  theory  that  the  large  fund 
belonging  to  the  tribe  in  tlie  public  Treasury  covdd  be  and  ought  to  !« 
use<l  for  their  .supiK>rt.     In  view,  however,  of  the  pending  depredation 
claims  against  this  fimd  and  other  considerations,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  on  the  12th  nf  April  la.«;t  submitted  a  su])|ileniental  estimate  for 
$50,000.     This  appropriation  was  not  made,  as  it  should  have  been,  aiid 
[the  oversight  ought  to  be  remedied  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

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I  adhere  to  the  views  expressed  in  prevnous  messages  that  the  care^ 
the  disabled  soldiers  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  is  a  matter  of  national 
concern  and  duty.  Perhaps  no  emotion  co*">ls  stxiner  than  that  of  grati- 
tude, but  I  can  not  believe  that  this  process  has  yet  reached  a  p»oinl  with 
our  people  that  would  sustain  the  policy  of  remitting  the  care  of  these 
disabled  veterans  to  the  inadetjnate  agencies  provided  by  local  laws 
The  [jarade  on  the  20th  of  September  last  upon  the  streets  of  this  capital 
of  60,000  of  tlie  surv'iving  Union  veterans  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion 
was  a  most  touching  and  thrilling  episode,  and  the  rich  and  gracious 
welcome  exlcndet-l  to  them  by  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  applause 
that  greeted  their  progress  from  tens  of  thousands  of  i>eople  from  all  the 
States  did  much  to  revive  the  glorious  recollections  of  the  Grand  Review 
when  these  men  and  many  thousand  others  now  in  their  graves  were 
welcomed  with  grateful  ]o)-  as  victors  in  a  struggle  in  which  the  national 
unity,  honor,  and  wealth  were  all  at  issue. 

In  my  last  ainiual  me.ssage  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  some 
legislative  action  was  necessary  in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
Government  in  its  relations  with  tlie  Ihiton  Pacific  Railway.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Railroatis  has  submitted  a  very  full  report,  giving  exact  in- 
formation as  to  the  debt,  the  liens  iijxjn  the  comjjany's  property,  and  its 
resources.  We  must  deal  with  the  ijuestion  as  we  find  it  and  take  that 
course  whicii  will  under  existing  conditions  lie-st  secure  the  interests  of 
the  I'nited  States.  I  recommended  in  my  last  annual  message  that  a 
commission  l>e  appointed  to  deal  with  this  question,  and  I  renew  that 
recommendation  and  suggest  that  tlie  commission  be  given  full  p<j\ver. 

The  rejKirt  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  contains  not  only  a  most 
interesting  statement  of  the  progressive  and  valuable  work  done  under 
the  administration  of  Secretary  Rusk,  but  many  suggestions  for  the  en- 
larged usefulness  t)f  this  important  Department.  In  the  successful  efforts 
to  break  down  the  restrictions  to  the  free  introductifni  of  our  meal  prod- 
ucts in  the  countries  of  Kurojie  the  Secretary  has  been  initiring  from 
the  first,  stimulaling  and  aiding  all  other  Government  officers  at  home 
and  abroad  whose  official  duties  enabled  them  to  participate  in  the  work. 
The  total  trade  ii|  hog  pr(xlucts  with  Europe  in  May,  1892,  amounted  to 
82,000,000  jxnmds,  against  46.900,000  in  the  same  month  of  1S91;  in 
June,  1892,  the  exjwrt  aggregated  85,700,000  pounds,  against  46,500,000 
pounds  in  the  .same  month  of  the  previous  year;  in  July  there  was  an 
increase  of  41  per  cent  and  in  August  of  55  per  cent  over  the  correspond- 
ing months  of  1891.  Over  40,000,000  potinds  of  inspected  pork  have 
been  exported  since  the  law  was  put  into  operation,  and  a  comparison  of 
the  four  months  of  May,  June,  July,  and  Augu.st,  1892,  with  the  same 
months  of  1S91  shows  an  increase  in  the  numlvcr  of  poutids  of  our  export 
of  pork  products  of  62  per  cent  and  an  increa.se  in  value  of  66^  per  cent. 
The  exp<.>rts  of  dressed  l>eef  increased  from  137.900,000  pounds  in  iSStj 
'0,500.000  {Ktunds  in  1892,  or  about  tio  percent.     During  the  past 


fear  there  have  been  exported  394.607  head  of  live  cattle,  as  against 
805,786  exported  in  i88g.  This  increased  exportation  has  been  largely 
promoted  by  the  inspection  anthorized  by  law  and  the  faitlifnl  efforts 
of  the  Secretary  and  his  efficient  sntordiiiates  to  make  that  inspection 
kthoroiigh  and  to  carefully  exclude  from  all  cargoes  diseased  or  suspected 
cattle.  The  requirement  of  the  English  regulations  that  live  cattle  ar- 
riN-iug  from  the  United  States  must  l>e  slaughtered  at  the  docks  had  its 
lorigin  in  the  claim  that  pleuro-pneumonia  existed  among  American  cattle 
and  that  the  existence  of  the  disease  could  only  certainly  \k  detenniiied 
by  a  /><«/  ntorUm  insi^ection. 

(  The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  labored  with  great  energy  and 
faithfulness  to  extirpate  this  disease,  and  on  the  36th  day  of  .Sepifml)er 
lost  a  public  ainumncement  was  made  by  the  Secretary  that  the  tHsea.se 

00  longer  existed  anywhere  witliin  the  United  States.  He  is  entirely 
satisfied  after  the  most  searching  inquiry  that  this  statement  was  justi- 
fied, and  that  by  a  continuance  of  the  inspection  and  quarantine  now  re- 
quired of  cattle  brought  into  this  ctiuntry  the  disease  can  be  prevented 

[from  again  getting  any  foothold.  The  value  t<r  the  cattle  iiulustr\'  of  the 
pUnited  Stales  of  this  achievement  can  hardly  be  estimated.  We  can  not, 
jberhaps,  at  once  insist  that  this  evidence  shall  be  accepted  as  satisfactory 
b>"  other  ct>untries;  but  if  the  present  exemjrtion  from  the  di.sease  is  main- 
tained and  the  inspection  of  our  cittle  arriving  at  foreign  ports,  in  which 
Dtir  own  veterinarians  participate,  confirms  it,  we  may  justly  expect  that 
Ihe  requirement  that  our  cattle  shall  Ik  slaughtered  at  the  docks  will  be 
Invoked,  as  the  .sanitary  restrictions  upon  our  pork  products  have  been. 
[four  cattle  can  be  taken  alive  to  the  interior,  the  tra<te  will  be  enor- 
taously  increased. 

1  Agricultural  products  constituted  78.  i  i>er  cent  of  our  uiiprecedentetl 
exports  for  the  fiscal  year  which  closed  June  30,  i8y2,  the  total  exports 
being  $1,030,278,030  and  the  value  of  the  agricultural  pnxlucts  $793,- 
^17,676,  which  exceeds  by  more  than  $150,000,000  the  shipment  of  agri- 
cultural prcniucts  in  any  previous  year. 

An  interesting  and  a  promising  work  for  the  1>euefit  of  the  American 
Farmer  has  Ijeen  Ijegun  through  agents  of  the  Agricultiual  Dei«rtment 
In  Europe,  and  consi.sts  in  eflforts  to  introduce  the  various  products  of 
Indian  corn  as  articles  of  human  f(X)d.  The  high  price  of  rye  offered  a 
favorable  op}X)rtunit)-  for  the  exix^rimeut  in  Germany  of  combining  corn 
meal  with  rye  to  produce  a  cheaiKT  bread.  A  fair  degree  of  success  has 
|>een  attained,  and  some  mills  for  grinding  com  for  fotxl  have  been  intro- 
duced. The  Secretary  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  new  use  of  the  protlucts 
of  com  has  already  stimulated  exj)ortations,  and  that  if  diligently  prose- 
cuted large  and  important  markets  can  presently  lie  ojxmed  for  this  great 
American  product. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Secretary  for  an  enlargement  of  the  work  of 
Ihe  Department  are   commended   to  your  favorable  consideration. 
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n-.sy.  I  tliir.k.  V  >a:.:  -.vithfut  challc-.iitre  ihat  in  no  cxyrresponding  period 
has  <<:•  ™i:ch  'hjctrn  done  as  during  the  last  four  years  for  the  benefit  of 
Aii.erica::  asjriculture. 

The  subject  of  quarantine  regulations,  inspection,  and  cxmtrol  was 
!ir<..uirht  su'icenly  to  my  attention  by  the  arrival  at  our  ports  in  August 
last  of  vc>L*<rl>  infected  wnth  cholera.  Quarantine  regulations  should  be 
v.:vlforr:  at  all  our  ports.  Under  the  Constitution  they  are  plainly  within 
the  exclusive  Federal  jurisdiction  when  and  so  far  as  Congress  shall  leg- 
i.<late.  In  my  opinion  the  whole  subject  should  be  taken  into  national 
ci>:itroI  and  adequate  power  given  to  the  Executive  to  protect  our  people 
against  j>lagiie  invasions.  On  the  ist  of  September  last  I  approved  reg- 
ulations e>tal»lishing  a  twenty-day  quarantine  for  all  vessels  bringing 
immigrants  from  foreign  ports.  This  order  will  be  continued  in  force. 
Some  loss  and  suffering  have  resulted  to  passengers,  but  a  due  care  for 
the  homes  of  our  people  justifies  in  such  cases  the  utmost  precaution. 
There  is  danger  that  with  the  coming  of  spring  cholera  will  again  appear, 
and  a  lilieral  appropriation  should  lie  made  at  this  session  to  enable  our 
quarantine  and  port  officers  to  exclude  the  deadly  plague. 

But  the  iu(»t  careful  and  stringent  quarantine  regulations  may  not 
\yt  sutScient  al>solutely  to  exclude  the  disease.  The  progress  of  medi- 
cal and  sanitar>-  science  has  been  such,  however,  that  if  approved  pre- 
cautions are  taken  at  once  to  put  all  of  our  cities  and  towns  in  the 
best  sanitary  condition,  and  pro\nsion  is  made  for  isolating  any  spo- 
radic cases  r.nd  for  a  thorough  disinfection,  an  epidemic  can.  I  am  sure, 
be  avuideis.  This  work  apf)ertains  to  the  local  authorities,  and  the  re- 
sponsibility- and  the  }>enalty  will  l>e  appalling  if  it  is  neglected  or  unduly 
delaye'i. 

\\"c  are  jxrcnliarly  subject  in  our  great  ports  to  the  spreati  of  infectious 
di>ta>c>  by  rtas<>n  of  the  fact  that  unrestrictetl  immigration  brings  to  us 
<iut  (A  Hur<>]H.-an  cities,  in  the  overcrowded  steerages  of  great  .>?teani.sliips. 
a  large  uunilHrr  <>f  ])ersons  whuse  surr^nuidings  make  them  the  easy  \nc- 
ti^l^  of  the  pla.iruc.  This  cv>nsideratiou.  as  well  as  those  affecting  the 
r>olit:cal.  i:i":»ral.  and  industrial  iutere.«its  of  our  ci->initry,  leads  nie  to  renew 
the  .-uccirestii  >u  that  adniis.<ioii  to  our  country  and  to  the  high  privileges 
<if  it>  c:t:zt:nshi]>  >h<>uUl  l)e  more  restricted  .ind  more  careful.  We  have. 
I  think,  a  right  and  owe  a  duty  to  our  own  jieople.  .and  especially  to  our 
working  fxroplc.  not  only  to  keei>  out  the  vicious,  the  ignorant,  the  civil 
<5ir-tur!x:r.  the  ]>auper.  and  the  contract  lalxirer,  but  to  check  the  too  great 
il<i\v  ".*  inniiigratiim  now  coming  by  further  limitations. 

The  rejx)rt  <it  the  World's  Colinnbian  Exjxisition  has  not  yet  been  sub- 
mitted. That  I'l  the  Utard  of  management  of  the  Government  exhibit 
r..\>  l>een  received  and  is  herewith  transmitted.  The  work  of  construction 
and  <.f  jireparation  for  the  oiiening  of  the  exixjsition  in  May  next  has 
progressed  most  satisfactorily  and  u]H>n  a  scale  of  liberality  and  magnifi- 
cence that  will  worthib  sn-^tain  the  honor  of  the  United  States. 
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Tilt  District  of  Coliunbia  is  left  h>  a  dtcisioti  of  the  supreiiie  court  of 
tlie  District  without  any  law  rejjulatiii^  the  liquor  traffic.  Ati  old  stat- 
ute of  the  legislature  of  the  District  rclatiu)?:  to  the  licensing  of  various 
ivocations  has  hitherto  been  treated  hy  the  Commissioners  as  jiving  them 
^wer  to  grant  or  refuse  licenses  to  sell  intoxicating  li(iuors  and  as  sub- 
jecting those-  wlio  sold  without  licenses  to  jxjiiallies;  hut  in  May  last  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  held  against  this  view  of  the  pt»wers  of 
the  Commissioners.  It  i.s  of  urgent  importance,  therefore,  that  Congress 
should  suppl)  ,  either  by  direct  enactment  or  by  conferring  discretionary 
p<jwers  ujKjn  the  Conuni.ssioners,  proper  liinitati(»ns  and  restraints  upon 
the  liijuor  traffic  in  the  District.  The  District  has  sufferetl  iu  its  reputa- 
tion \i\  many  crimes  of  \  tolence,  a  large  per  cent  of  them  resulting  from 
druukeiniess  and  the  liquor  traffic.  The  capital  of  the  nation  shoidd  lie 
freed  from  this  reproach  by  the  enactment  of  stringent  restrictions  and 
limitations  uix)n  the  traffic. 

In  renewing  the  reconnnendation  which  I  have  made  in  three  preced- 
ing annual  messages  that  Congress  should  legislate  for  the  protection 
of  railroad  employees  against  the  dangers  incident  to  the  old  and  inad- 
djuale  metlvKls  of  braking  and  coupling  which  are  still  in  use  upon 
freight  trains,  I  do  so  with  tlie  hope  that  this  Congress  may  take  action 
'ti]>on  the  subject.  Statistics  funii.slied  by  the  Interstate  CnnuiKrce  Com- 
missinn  show  that  during  tlie  year  ending  June  30,  i8gi ,  there  were  forty- 
fieven  different  styles  of  car  couplers  rejwrted  to  Ix;  in  use,  and  that  during 
'the  same  {H?riod  there  were  2.660  employees  killed  and  26, 140  injured. 
.Nearly  16  per  cent  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  coupling  and  uncoupling 
jof  cars  and  over  36  per  cent  of  the  injuries  had  the  same  origin. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  ask  for  an  increased  appropriation  for 
needed  clerical  a.ssi.stance,  which  I  think  should  lie  given.  I  extended  the 
classified  .serA-ice  March  i.  1892,  to  include  phy.sicians,  siiiierintendents, 
assistant  snj»erintend"ents.  school-teachers,  and  matrons  in  the  Indian 
service,  and  have  had  under  consiiler.ttiou  the  subject  of  some  further 
>extensions,  but  have  not  as  yet  fully  determined  the  lines  upon  which 
extensions  can  most  properly  and  usc-fulh^  be  made. 

I  have  in  each  of  the  three  annual  messages  which  it  has  l)een  my 
>dutv  to  .submit  to  Congress  called  attention  to  the  evils  and  dangers 
connected  with  our  election  methods  and  practices  as  they  are  related  to 
tlie  choice  of  officers  of  the  National  Government.  In  my  last  anntial 
anes-sage  I  etideavored  to  invoke  serious  attention  to  the  evils  of  unfair 
apptjrlionnients  for  Congress.  I  can  ncjt  clo.se  this  message  without 
Ugain  calling  attention  to  these  grave  and  threatening  evils.  I  had 
fhoped  that  it  was  possible  to  secure  a  nonpartisan  inquiry  by  means  of 
k  commission  into  evils  the  existence  of  which  is  known  to  all,  and  that 
^ut  of  this  might  grow  legislation  from  whicli  all  thought  of  partisan 
advantage  should  be  eliminated  and  only  the  higher  ttiought  appear  of 
laintaining  the  freedon\  and  purity  of  the  ballot  and  the  equality  of  the 
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elector,  without  the^iaranty  of  which  the  Government  could  never  have 
been  formed  and  witliout  the  continuance  of  which  it  can  not  continue 
to  exist  in  peace  aiul  prosperity. 

It  is  time  that  mutual  charges  of  mifainicss  and  fraud  lietween  the 
great  parties  should  cease  and  that  the  sincerity  of  those  who  profess  a 
desire  for  pure  and  honest  elections  should  lie  brnuKht  to  the  test  of  their 
willingness  to  free  our  legislation  and  our  election  methotls  from  even,- 
thing  that  tends  to  impair  the  public  confidence  in  the  announced  result. 
The  necessity  for  an  inquiry  and  for  legislation  by  Congress  upon  this 
subject  is  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  the  tendency  of  the  legislation  in 
some  States  in  recent  years  has  in  some  important  particulars  beeu  away 
from  and  not  toward  free  and  fair  elections  and  equal  apiK>rti<>nments. 
Is  it  not  time  that  we  should  come  together  upon  the  high  plaue  of 
patriotism  while  we  devise  melhtxis  that  shall  secure  the  right  of  ever\' 
man  fiualificd  by  law  to  cast  a  free  ballot  and  give  to  every  such  ballot 
an  equal  value  in  choosing  our  public  officers  and  in  directing  the  ix>licy 
of  the  Government? 

Lawlessness  is  not  less  such,  but  more,  where  it  n.surps  the  functions 
of  tile  |>eace  i»fllcer  and  uf  the  courts.  The  frequent  lynching  of  colored 
j>eople  accused  of  crime  is  without  the  excuse.  \Aliich  has  sometimes 
been  urged  h\  mobs  for  a  failure  to  pursue  the  appointed  methods  for 
the  jninislnnent  of  crime,  that  the  accused  have  ..n  undue  influence  over 
cotirts  and  juries.  Such  acts  are  a  reproach  to  the  community  where 
they  occur,  and  .so  far  as  they  can  Ix;  made  the  subject  of  Federal  juris- 
diction the  strongest  repres.sive  legislation  is  deinanded.  A  public  senti- 
ment that  will  sustain  the  officers  of  the  law  in  resisting  mobs  and  in 
protecting  accused  ]XTsons  in  tlieir  custody  should  be  ])romoted  by  everj' 
{xjssible  means.  The  officer  who  gives  his  life  in  the  brave  discharge  of 
this  duty  is  worthy  of  special  honor.  No  lesson  needs  to  be  so  urgently 
impressed  iqwu  our  people  as  this,  that  no  worthy  end  or  cause  can  be 
[iromoted  by  lawles-sness. 

This  exhibit  of  the  work  of  the  Executive  Departments  is  submitted 
to  Congress  and  to  tlie  public  in  the  hope  that  there  will  be  found  in  it  a 
due  .sense  of  respmsitiility  and  an  earnest  purjxjse  to  maintain  the  national 
honor  ajid  to  promote  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  all  our  people, 
and  tliis  brief  exhibit  of  the  growth  and  pro-sjierity  of  the  country  will 
give  us  a  level  from  which  to  note  the  increase  or  decadence  that  new 
legislative  policies  may  bring  to  us.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  national 
ijifluence,  ]x>wer,  and  prosperity  should  not  observe  the  same  rates  of  in- 
crease that  have  characterized  the  past  thirty  years.  We  carry  the  great 
impulse  and  increa.se  of  these  years  into  the  future.  There  is  no  reason 
why  in  many  Hues  of  production  we  .should  not  surpass  all  other  nations, 
as  we  have  already  done  in  some.  There  are  no  near  frontiers  to  our 
possible  development,     Retrogres.sion  wotdd  lie  a  crime.

On  the  23d  of  July  last  tlie  following  resolutinii  of  the  House  i>f  Rep- 
resentatives was  coMimuuicated  to  me: 

Resolved,  That  the  Presirleut  l»e  retjuestfd  tu  iiiforiii  Ihe  Huum:,  if  not  incompat- 
ible v?ith  thp  public  interests,  what  re>{ulalioiis  are  now  in  force  concerning  the 
iransjKjrtaiion  of  imported  merchandise  in  tK>nd  or  duly  paid,  and  products  or  man- 
ufactures of  the  fiiited  States,  from  one  port  in  the  United  States,  over  Canadian 
lerrilorv',  to  another  {Kirt  therein,  under  the  provisions  of  section  3006  of  the  Revised 
Statutes;  whether  further  legiNlation  thereon  is  necessary  or  advisable,  and  especially 
whether  a  careful  insj>ection  of  siicli  nierchandisc  should  init  be  hail  at  the  fnuiticrs 
of  llic  United  States  upon  thede]«irtureand  arrival  i\i  such  merchandise,  and  wliether 
the  intermits  of  the  Unitetl  States  do  not  require  that  each  car  containing  such  mer- 
chandise while  in  Canadian  territory  tie  in  the  custody  and  under  the  surveillance  of 
an  inspector  of  the  customs  department,  the  cost  of  such  surveillance  to  be  paid  by 
.Uk  foreign  carrier  transporting  such  mercliandise. 

The  resolution  is  limited  in  its  souih.-  to  the  subject  of  the  transit  of 
merchandise  from  one  jiort  in  the  I'nited  States,  through  Canadian  ter- 
ritorj',  to  another  port  in  tlie  United  vStates,  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 3oo<}  of  the  Revised  Statutes;  Imt  I  Iiave  concluded  tliat  a  review  of 
our  treaty  obligations,  if  any.  and  of  our  legislation  upon  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  llie  transit  of  goods  from,  to,  or  through  Canada  is  desirable,  and 
therefore  address  this  niess;ige  to  the  Congress. 

It  should  be  known  Iwfore  new  legislation  is  proposed  whether  the 
United  ■  States  is  under  any  treaty  nhligaticms  whicli  affect  this  subject 
growing  out  of  the  provisions  of  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty  of  Wash- 
ington.    That  article  is  as  follows: 

It  is  agreed  that  for  the  .term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this  treaty 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  arriving  at  the  ports  of  New  York,  Boston,  ami  Port- 
land, and  any  other  ports  in  the  United  States  which  have  been  or  may  from  time 
to  lime  l)c  sjjecially  designated  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  aiul  destined 
for  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  po.H.sessiotis  in  North  America,  may  be  entered,  at  the 
proper  cuslom-liouse  and  conveyed  in  transit,  without  tlie  payment  of  duties,  through 
the  tcrritorj'  of  the  I'nited  States,  under  such  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions  for 
the  protection  of  the  revenue  as  the  Government  of  the  United  Stales  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe;  and  under  like  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions  goods,  wanes,  or 
roerchandific  may  Im.-  conveye*l  in  transit,  without  the  jKiyuu-nt  of  duties,  from  such 
possessions  through  the  territory  of  the  Ignited  States  for  exptjrt  from  the  said  ports 
of  tl»e  United  Stales. 

It  is  further  agrectl  that  for  the  like  period  goo<ls,  wares,  or  merchandise  arriv- 
ing at  any  of  the  ports  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  jK>ssessions  in  Nortli  America 
and  destined  for  the  United  States  may  be  entered  at  the  jiroper  custom-house  and 
conveyed  in  transit,  withuut  tlie  jwymenl  of  duties,llirougli  ihe  said  |)osscssions, 
under  such  rides  and  regulations  and  conditions  for  the  protection  of  the  reveinie 
as  the  governments  of  the  sai<l  possessions  may  from  lirae  to  time  prescribe;  and 
under  like  rules,  regulations,  an<I  conditions  goo<ls,  wares,  or  merchandise  may  be 
conveyed  in  transit,  without  pa^inent  of  duties,  from  the  United  States  through 
the  said  ]x>s.sessions  to  other  places  in  the  United  States,  or  for  export  from  ports 
in  the  said  possessions. 


336  Messages  and  Papers  of  the  Presidents 

It  will  be  noticed  that  pro\'ision  is  here  made — 

First.  For  the  transit  in  bond,  without  the  payment  of  duties,  of  goods 
arri\-ing  at  specified  ports  of  the  United  States,  and  at  others  to  be  des^ 
ignated  by  the  President,  destined  for  Canada. 

Second.  For  the  transit  from  Canada  to  ports  of  the  United  States, 
without  the  payment  of  duties,  of  merchandise  for  export. 

Third.  For  the  transit  of  merchandise  arriving  at  Canadian  ports,  des- 
tined for  the  United  States,  tlirough  Canadian  territory-  to  the  United 
States,  without  the  payment  of  duties  to  the  Dominion  government. 

Fourth.  For  the  transit  of  merchandise  from  the  United  States  tu 
Canadian  ports  for  export  without  the  payment  of  duties. 

Fifth,  For  the  transit  of  merchandise,  without  the  payment  of  duties, 
from  the  United  States,  through  Canada^  to  other  places  in  the  United 
States. 

The  Srst  and  second  of  these  provisions  were  concessions  by  the  United 
States  and  were  made  stibject  to  ' "  such  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions 
for  the  protection  of  the  revenue  as  the  Goveniment  of  the  United  States 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe."  The  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  pro\isions 
of  tlie  articles  are  concessions  on  the  part  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and 
are  made  subject  to  "such  rules  and  regulations  and  conditions  for  the 
protection  of  the  revenue  as  the  go\-ennnents  of  the  said  jwssessions  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe."  The  first  and  second  and  the  third  and 
fourth  of  these  provisions  are  reciprocal  in  their  nature.  The  fifth,  which 
provides  for  the  transit  of  merchandise  from  one  point  in  the  ITnited 
States,  through  Canada,  to  another  point  in  the  United  States,  is  not  met 
by  a  reciprocal  pro\'ision  for  the  passage  of  Canachau  goods  from  one  point 
in  Canada  to  another  point  in  Canada  through  the  United  States.  If  tliis 
article  of  the  treaty  is  in  force,  the  obligations  assumed  by  the  United 
States  should  be  fully  and  honorably  obsen'ed  until  such  time  as  this 
Government  .shall  free  itself  from  them  by  methods  provided  in  the  treaty 
or  recognized  by  international  law.  It  is,  however,  no  part  of  the  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  the  United  States  under  the  treaty  that  it  will  use  the 
concessions  made  to  it  by  Canada.  This  Go\-ernment  would  undoubt- 
edly meet  its  full  duty  by  jnelding  in  an  ample  manner  the  conces-sions 
made  by  it  to  Canada.  There  could  be  no  just  cause  of  complaint  by 
Great  Britain  or  Canada  if  the  compensating  concession  to  the  United 
States  should  not  be  exercised.     We  have  not  stipulated  in  the  treaty 

Lthat  we  will  permit  merchandise  to  lie  movetl  through  Canadian  territory 
from  one  point  of  the  United  States  to  another  at  the  will  of  the  shipper. 
The  stipulation  is  on  the  part  of  Canada  tliat  it  will  j)ennit  such  merchan- 
dise to  enter  its  territory-  from  the  United  States,  to  pass  through  it.  and 
to  retuni  to  the  United  States  without  the  exaction  of  duties  and  without 
other  Ijurdens  than  such  as  may  be  ueces.sar>-  to  protect  its  revenues. 
The  questions  whether  we  shall  continue  to  allow  merchandise  to  pass

another  point  in  the  United  States,  and,  if  so,  to  what  exactions  and 
examinations  it  shall  be  subjected  on  reentering  our  territory,  are  wholly 
within  the  power  of  Congress  without  reference  to  the  question  whether 
Article  XXIX  is  or  is  not  in  force. 

The  treaty  of  Washington  embraced  a  number  of  absolutely  independ- 
ent subjects.  Its  purjxise,  as  recited,  was  "to  provide  ftjr  an  amicable 
settlement  of  all  causes  of  difference  between  the  two  countries.  "  It 
provided  for  four  distinct  arbitrations  of  unsettled  questions,  including 
the  Alabama  claims,  for  a  temporary  settlement  of  the  questions  grnw- 
iug  out  of  the  fisheries,  and  for  various  arrangements  affecting  com- 
merce and  intercourse  between  the  United  States  and  the  British  North 
American  possessions.  Some  of  its  provisions  were  made  terminai>le  by 
methods  pointed  out  in  the  treaty.  Articles  I  to  XVII,  inclusive,  pro- 
vide for  the  settlement  of  the  Alabama  claims  and  of  the  claims  of  British 
subjects  agaiiist  the  United  States,  and  have  been  fully  executed.  Arti- 
cles XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  relate  to  the  subject  of  the  fisheries,  and 
provide  for  a  joint  commission  to  determine  what  indemnity  should  be 
paid  to  Great  Britain  for  the  fishing  privileges  ci>nce<led.  These  articles 
have  been  terminatetl  bj  the  notice  provided  ff)r  in  the  treaty. 

Article  XXVI  provides  for  the  free  navigation  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 
Yukon,  Porcupine,  and  Stikine  rivers.  Article  XXVII  provides  for  the 
equal  use  of  certain  frontier  canals  and  waterways,  and  contains  no  pro- 
\'ision  for  termination  upon  notice.  Article  XXVIIl  opens  Lake  Mich- 
igan to  the  commerce  of  British  subjects  tinder  projier  rcgubtions,  and 
contains  a  provision  for  its  abrogation,  to  which  reference  will  presently 
be  made.  Article  XXX  provides  for  certain  privileges  of  trans-shipment 
on  the  Lakes  and  northern  waterways,  and  contains  tlie  same  jirovision 
as  Article  XXIX  as  to  the  metluxl  Ijy  which  it  may  be  terminated. 
Article  XXXI  provides  for  the  nouinipnsition  of  a  Canadian  exjxjrt 
duty  on  lund>er  cut  in  certain  districts  in  Maine  and  floated  to  the  sea  by 
the  St.  Johns  River,  and  contains  no  limitation  as  to  time  and  no  provi- 
sion for  its  abrogation.  Article  XXXII  extended  to  Xewfoundland  in 
the  event  of  proper  legislation  by  that  Provincx?  the  fishery  provisions  of 
Articles  X\'III  to  XXV,  and  was  of  cour.se  abrogated  w  ilh  lho.se  i^rlicles. 
Article  XXXIII,  which  provides  a  method  for  the  abrogation  of  certain 
articles  of  the  treaty,  I  will  presently  quote  at  length.  The  remaining 
articles  of  the  treaty,  namely  XXXV  to  XLII,  provide  for  the  arbitra- 
tion of  the  dispute  as  to  tlie  Vancouver  Island  and  De  Ilaro  Channel 
lx>undary,  and  have  been  fully  executed.  Articles  XVIII,  XIX,  XXI, 
XXVIIl,  XXIX,  and  XXX  each  contains  a  provision  limiting  their  life 
to  "the  term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this  treaty." 
The  articles  between  XVIII  and  XXX.  incUi-sive,  which  do  not  contain 
this  provision,  are  thoise  that  jmivide  for  an  arljitration  of  the  fishery  ques- 
tion, which  were  of  course  terminable  by  the  completion  of  the  arbitra 
tion;  Article  XXVT.  relating  to  the  navigation  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
M  P-voi,  IX- 2i 
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other  rivers,  and  Article  XX\'II,  relating  to  the  use  of  the  canals.  The 
question  whether  Article  XXIX  is  still  in  force  depends,  so  far  as  the 
construction  <if  the  treaty  goes,  upon  the  meaning  <jf  the  words  ' '  the  term 
of  years  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII."     That  article  is  as  follows: 

Tlie  foreKCiinK  Articles  XV'III  to  XXV,  inclusive,  ami  Article  XXX  uf  this  treaty 
sliall  tflVe  eflfect  as  soon  as  the  laws  rcquirwl  to  carry  theni  into  o])crali<-in  sliall  have 
been  passed  by  the  Iiii]>erial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  parliament  of  Can- 
ada, and  by  the  legislature  of  Prince  Edwards  Island  on  the  one  hand  and  by  tlie 
Congress  of  Ihe  United  Slates  on  the  other.  Such  assent  having  bL-en  given,  the 
said  articles  sliall  remain  in  force  for  the  perio<l  often  years  from  the  date  at  which 
they  may  come  into  operation,  and.  further,  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  after 
either  of  the  high  contracting  parties  shall  have  given  nulice  to  the  other  of  its  «ts1i 
to  teniiinate  the  .same;  each  of  the  higli  «n>lracling  jiarties  Ix-ing  nl  liberty  to  give 
such  notice  to  the  other  at  the  end  of  the  said  period  of  ten  years  or  at  any  time 
afterwards. 

The  question  uf  constrtiction  here  presented  is  whether  the  reference 
to  "  the  term  of  years  inentionetl  in  Article  XXXIII  "  is  to  be  construed 
as  limiting  the  continuance  of  Article  XXIX  to  the  duration  of  Articles 
XVIII  to  XXV  and  XXX  in  such  a  way  that  the  abrogation  of  those 
articles  necessarily  carried  with  it  the  other  articles  of  the  treaty  which  J 
contained  the  reference  to  Article  XXXIII  already  quoted,  or  whether  J 
the  reference  to  this  "  terra  of  years"  in  Articles  XXVIII  and  XXIX 
was  intended  to  provide  a  method  of  abrogation  after  ten  >ears  from  the 
time  of  their  taking  effect,  viz,  a  notice  of  two  years  of  an  intention  tO' 
abrogate.  The  language  of  the  treaty,  con.sidered  alone,  might  siipfxirt 
the  conclusion  that  Article  XXXIII  was  intended  to  provide  a  uniform 
method  of  abrogation  for  certain  other  articles.  It  will  he  noticed  that 
the  treaty  does  not  expres.sly  call  for  legislation  to  put  Article  XXIX 
into  ojKjration.  Senator  Hdniunds,  in  the  discussion  in  the  Senate  of  the 
joint  resolution  lenninating  the  fisheries  article,  took  the  view  that  no 
legislation  was  neces.sary.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  such  legisla- 
tion was  necessary,  and  Congress  acted  uitcju  this  view  in  the  law  of 
1875.  to  which  reference  will  pre.sently  be  tnatlu.  \\\  examination  of  the 
discussion  l>etween  the  ]>leiiiix:itenliaries  wJio  frametl  the  treaty  furnishes 
this  entry,  which  President  Cleveland  thought  to  be  conclusive  of  the 
intention  of  the  plenipotentiaries,  viz: 

The  transit  question  was  discus.scd,  and  it  was  iigreed  that  any  selilemcnt  thai 
might  be  made  should  include  a  reciprocal  arrangement  in  that  respect  for  the  period 
for  which  the  fishery  articles  should  l>e  in  force. 

On  March  i.  1873.  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  carrv' 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  lietween  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  signed  in  the  city  of  Wa.shington  the  Sth  day  of  May, 
1871.  relating  to  the  fisheries."  The  act  consisted  of  five  .sections,  the 
first  and  second  of  which  provided  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisiotis 
of  the  treat V  "relating  to  the  fisheries."  The  fourth  .section  provided 
'^r  carrying  into  effect  section  30  of  the  treaty.     These  three  sections 


furnished  the  legislation  contemplated  by  Article  XXX 11 1  of  the  treaty  to 
carrj'  into  efEect  Articles  X\'III  to  XXV  and  XXX.  The  act,  however, 
went  further,  as  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  section  3,  which  is  as 
follows: 

Tbat  from  thtdate  of  the  President's  proclamation  authorized  by  the  first  section 
of  this  act,  and  so  loiijf  as  the  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and  Article  XXX 
of  said  treaty  shall  remain  in  force,  according  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  Article 
XXXIII  of  said  treaty,  all  goods,  wares,  or  tncrcliandisc  arriviiijf  at  the  pfirts  of  New 
York,  Boston,  and  Portland,  and  any  other  ports  in  the  United  States  which  have 
been  or  may  from  time  to  lime  Iw  specinlly  desijjnuted  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  destined  for  Her  Hritannic  Majesty's  possessions  in  North  America, 
may  be  entered  at  tlie  proper  custom-house  and  conveyc<l  iu  transit,  without  the 
payment  of  duties,  Uirouj;h  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  imdcr  such  rules,  rejfii- 
lations,  and  conditions  for  the  protection  of  the  revenue  as  tlie  Secretan,'  of  the 
Treasurj-  may  from  time  to  time  prescrilw;  and  under  like  rules,  regulations,  and 
conditions  ^oods,  wares,  or  merchandise  may  tx;  conveyed  in  transit,  without  the 
payment  of  duties,  from  such  possessions  through  the  territory  of  the  United  States, 
for  export  from  the  said  ports  of  the  Unitetl  States. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  provision  is  here  made  for  carrying  into  effect 
the  two  provisions  of  Article  XXIX  wliidi  I  have  already  characterized 
as  the  concessions  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  namely,  the  passage 
duty  free  from  certaiti  designated  ports  of  the  United  States  to  Canada 
of  imported  goorls,  and  the  pa.ssage  duty  free  to  ports  of  the  United 
States  of  Canadian  gootLs  for  export.  Section  3  of  the  law  of  1873, 
which  I  have  quoted,  however,  contains  a  legislative  construction  of  Ar- 
ticle XXIX  of  the  treaty  in  the  linntation  tlint  the  provisions  therein 
contained  as  tu  the  transit  of  KtKj{ls  should  continue  iu  force  only  so  long 
as  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and  XXX  of  the  treaty  should 
remain  in  force. 

On  March  3, 1S83,  Congre.ss  j>as.setl  a  joint  resolution  entitled  as  fol- 
lows: "Joint  resolution  providing  for  the  termination  of  articles  tuim- 
bered  XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and  article  nninl>ercd  XXX  of  the 
treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  Her  llritauuic  Majesty 
included  at  Washington  May  8,  1871," 

The  resolution  provided  for  the  giving  of  notice  of  the  abrogation  of 
the  articles  of  the  treaty  named  in  the  title,  and  of  no  others.  Section  3 
contained  the  following  provision: 

And  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  1,  A.  I).  1S73,  entitled  *  ♦  *  so  far 
aa  it  relates  to  the  articles  of  said  treaty  so  to  be  terminated,  shall  be  and  stand  re- 
pealed and  be  of  no  force  on  and  after  tlie  time  of  the  expiration  of  said  two  years. 

An  examination  of  the  debates  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  joint 
resolution  very  clearly  shows  that  Congress  made  an  attempt  to  save 
Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty  and  .section  3  of  the  act  of  1873.  In  the 
Senate  on  the  21st  of  Kebniar>',  1883,  the  resolution  being  tnulcr  consid- 
eration, several  Senators,  including  Mr.  Hdmtnids.  the  chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  expressed  the  opinion  that  Article  XXIX  would 
not  be  affected  by  the  abrogation  of  Articles  X\'III  to  XXV  and  XXX.^ 
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and  au  ameudmeut  was  made  to  the  resolution  with  a  \\&\\  to  leave  sec- 
tion 3  of  the  act  of  1873  in  force.  The  same  view  was  taken  in  tie 
debates  in  the  House. 

The  subject  again  came  before  Congress  in  connection  with  the  con- 
sideration of  a  bill  (S.  3173)  to  •'authorize  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  protect  and  defend  the  rights  of  American  fishing  vessels, 
American  fishennen.  American  trading  and  other  vessels  in  certain  ca.ses, 
and  for  other  purposes. ' ' 

In  the  course  of  the  debate  uix>ii  the  bill  in  the  Senate  January  24, 
1887,  and  in  the  Hou.se  February  23  following,  the  prevailing  opinion  was,  ' 
though  not  without  some  dissent,  that  Article  XXIX  was  still  in  force. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  i8'j7,  in  response  to  an  inquirj'  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  Mr.  Bayard  wrote  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies 
this  message,  in  which  he  expresses  the  opinion  that  Article  XXIX  of 
the  treaty  was  unaffected  l>y  the  abrogation  of  the  fisheries  articles  and 
was  still  in  force.  In  Augu.st,  1888,  however,  Mr.  Cleveland,  in  a  mes- 
sage to  Congress,  expresses  his  opinion  of  the  question  in  the  following 
language: 

In  any  event,  and  whether  the  law  of  1873  construes  the  treaty  or  governs  it,  .sec- 
tion 29  of  -such  treaty,  I  havt  no  doubt,  tenninateil  with  the  proceetlin;»s  taken  hy 
our  Governmeut  to  terminate  .-Vrticles  XVIII  to  XXV',  inclusive,  and  Article  XXX 
of  thtr  treaty.     «    *    • 

If  by  any  language  used  in  the  joint  resolution  it  was  intended  to  relieve  section 
3  of  the  act  of  1873,  emlxxljing  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty,  from  its  own  limitations, 
or  to  save  the  article  itself,  I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  the  intention  miscarried. 

I  have  asked  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  up<in  this  que.stioii, 
and  his  answer  accompanies  this  message.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that 
Article  XXIX  has  lieeii  abrogated. 

It  should  Ix*  added  that  the  United  States  has  continuously,  through 
the  Trea.sury  Department,  conducted  our  trade  intercourse  with  Canada 
as  if  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty  and  section  3  of  the  act  of  1873  remained 
in  force,  and  that  Canada  has  continued  to  yield  in  practice  the  conces- 
sions made  by  her  in  that  article.  No  change  in  our  Treasury-  methods 
was  made  following  Mr.  Cleveland's  message  from  which  I  have  iiuoted. 
I  am  inclined  to  think  that,  using  the  aids  which  the  protocol  and  the 
nearly  contemporaneous  legislation  by  Congress  in  the  act  of  1S73  fur- 
nish in  construing  the  treaty,  the  better  opinion  is  that  Article  XXIX 
of  the  treaty  is  no  lunger  ojx'rative.  The  enactment  of  section  3  of  the 
act  of  1873  was  a  clear  declaration  that  legi.slation  was  necessary  to  put 
Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty  into  o]5eration,  and  that  under  the  treaty 
our  obligation  to  provide  such  legislation  terminated  whenever  Articles 
XVIII  to  XXV  and  XXX  should  Ije  abrogated.  Tliis  legislation  was 
accepted  by  Great  Britain  as  a  compliance  with  our  obligations  under  the 
treaty.  No  objection  was  made  that  our  statute  treated  Article  XXIX 
as  having  force  only  so  long  as  the  other  articles  named  were  in  force. 

But  the  question  wht;ther  Article  XXIX  is  in  force  has  less  practical 


iportance  than  has  lx;eit  sup]^>osecl,  for  it  does   not,  if  in  force,  place 
any  restraints  upon  the  United  States  as  to  the  nietho^l  of  deahng  with 
imported  merchandise  destined  for  the  United  States  arriving  at  a  Cana- 
I  dian  port  for  transportation  to  the  United  States,  or  of  merchandise  pass- 
ling  through  Canadian  territory  from  one  place  in  the  United  States  to 
nnother.     It  would  be  no  infraction  either  of  the  letter  or  of  the  spirit  of 
the  treaty  if  we  should  stop,  unload,  and  carefully  inspect  every  vehicle 
arriving  at  our  Ix^rder  with  such  merchandise;  nor,  on  the  other  hand, 
Would  Canada  \'iolate  her  obligations  under  the  treaty  by  a  like  treatment 
of  merchandise  imported  through  the  port  of  New  York  on  its  arrival  in 
Canada.     Neither  Government  has  placed  itself  under  any  restraint  as  to 
merchandise  intended  for  the  use  of  its  own  people  when  such  merchan- 
dise comes  within  its  own  territory.     The  question,  therefore,  as  to  how 
we  shall  deal  with  merchandise  imported  by  our  own  people  through 
a  Canadian  port  and  with  merchandise  passing  from  one  place  in  the 
United  States  to  another  through  Canadian  territory  is  wholly  one  of 
domestic  pohcy  and  law. 

fa     I  turn  now  to  consider  the  legislation  of  Congress  upon  this  subject, 
'Ttpon  which,  as  it  seems  to  me,  the  duties  of  the  Treasury  and  the  rights 
of  our  jieople  as  to  those  phases  of  the  tratisix>rtation  (juestion  to  which 
jj  have  just  alluded  wholly  dej>eud.     Sections  3005  and  3006  of  the  Re- 
'X'ised  Statutes,  which  are  taken  from  the  act  of  July  28,  1866,  entitled 
"An  act  to  protect  the  revenue,  and  for  other  purposes"  ( 14  U.  S.  Stat- 
utes at  Large,  p.  328),  are  as  follows: 

Tl    Skc  3005.  All  merchandise  arriving  at  the  ports  of  New  York,  Boston,  Portland  in 

niaine.  or  any  other  port  specially  designalL-d  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and 

destined   for  places   in   tile  adjacent   British   Provinces,  or  arrivini^   at   the   port  of 

[Point  /saM]  [Brownsville]  in  Texas,  or  any  other  port  specially  designated  by 

e  Secretarj-  of  the  Treasury,  and  destined  for  places  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico, 

ay  be  entered  at  the  custom-house  and  conveye<i  in  transit  llirough  the  territory 

f  the  United  States  without  the  payment  of  duties,  under  such  regidations  as  the 

crretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3006.  Imported  merchandise  iu  bond,  or  duty  paid,  and  products  or  mauu- 
ctures  of  the  United  States,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
ritish  Provinces  or  Republic  of  Mexico,  lie  transp(.)rted  from  one  jxirt  in  the  United 
States  to  another  port  therein,  over  the  territory  of  such  Provinces  or  Republic,  by 
such  routes  and  under  such  rules,  reKnlalions,  and  conditions  a.s  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may  prescribe;  and  the  merchandise  so  transportefl  shall,  uj)on  arrival  in 
Bie  United  States  from  sucli  Provinces  or  Republic,  l>e  treated  in  rej^ard  to  the  lia- 
bility to  or  exemption  from  duty  or  tax  as  if  the  transportation  had  taken  place 
entirely  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States. 

Section  3102  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  also  related  to  this  subject, 
ind  is  as  follows: 

To  avoid  llie  inspection  at  the  first  port  of  arrival,  the  owner,  agent,  master,  or  con- 
Jnctor  of  any  such  vessel,  car,  or  other  vehicle,  or  owner,  ajjenl,  or  other  person  hav- 
ing charge  of  any  such  merchandise,  baggage,  effects,  or  other  articles,  may  apply  to 
iny  officer  of  the  United  States  dul  v  authorized  to  act  iu  the  premises  to  seal  or  close 
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lu  Ihcir  inip<.irtaliun  into  tlie  I'niled  Stales,  which  ot&cer  shall  seal  or  do«e  llji 
same  accordingly;  whereupon  the  same  may  proceed  to  their  port  of  dcstindtioi 
witliout  fvirlher  inspection.  Every  such  vv.sscl.  car.  or  other  vehicle  ^h«ll  pr<Hrei 
without  unnecessary  delay  to  the  port  of  its  dcslinntion,  ns  nnincd  in  the  inu.nifcs 
of  its  cargo,  freight,  or  contents,  and  be  there  inspected.  Noihing  cuntainnt  ii) 
this  section  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  such  vessel,  car,  or  vehicle,  or  it*  contents, 
from  such  examination  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  prex-ent  frands  upon  tl'i 
revenue  and  violations  of  this  title. 


It  will  be  noticed  that  section  3005  docs  not  provide  for  the  transit 
merchandise  through  our  territory  from  Canada  to  ports  of  the  United 
Stales  for  export,  nor  have  I  been  able  to  find  any  other  law  now  i 
force  that  does  provide  for  such  transit.  It  would  secni,  therefore,  tliat 
as  to  this  concession  made  by  the  United  States  in  Article  XXIX  of  ili 
treaty,  legislation  to  put  it  into  force  was  necessary,  and  that  there  is  no 
such  legislation  unless  section  3  of  tlie  act  of  1873  was  saved  by  th 
amendment  to  the  joint  resolution  abrogating  the  fisheries  articles  and 
Article  XXX,  limiting  the  repeal  to  so  much  of  said  act  as  "relates  ta 
the  articles  of  said  treaty  so  to  be  terminated."  The  joint  resolntioq 
certainly  did  not  repeal  section  3,  and  if  that  section  has  ceased  to  be 
operative  it  is  by  virtue  of  the  limitation  contained  in  the  section  itself. 
I  think  it  did  expire  by  its  own  express  limitation. 

The  question  has  jircsented  itself  whether  section  3  of  the  act  of  1 873 
(U.  S.  Revised  Statutes,  sec.  2866 )  repealed  by  implication  that  section  ol 
the  act  of  July,  1866,  which  is  now  section  3005  of  the  Revised  Stattitcs; 
but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  last-named  sectioti  was  not  refjcaletl 
Section  3  of  the  act  of  1873  was  expressly  intended  to  carry  into  effect 
a  treaty  obligation  and  was  limited  as  to  time.  It  contained  no  express 
repeal  of  the  act  of  1.S66,  and  while  its  provisions  were  broa<ler  than  th» 
last-named  act,  they  were  not  inconsistent,  .save  in  the  provision  thai 
while  the  act  of  1873  was  in  force  the  additional  ports  in  the  Unit 
States  at  which  Canadian  goods  might  be  receiv'ed  were  to  be  designate 
by  the  President,  whereas  under  the  act  of  1866  the  designation  was  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  last-named  act  related  also  to  inter- 
course with  Mexico,  and  I  tliitik  was  unaffected  by  the  act  of  1S73 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  law  permits  merchandise  arriving  at  the  port! 
of  New  York,  Boston,  Portland  in  Maine,  and  at  other  ports  speciatl] 
dcsignatetl  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  for  i>l.icei«  in  the  adjacen 
British  Provinces,  to  lie  entered  at  the  custom-house  of  the  jjort  where  i 
is  landed  and  conveyed  Uirough  the  territory  of  the  United  States  with^ 
out  the  payment  of  duty,  under  regulations  to  Ik.-  prcscril)e<l  ' 
tary  of  the  Treasury.  As  these  goods  come  immediately  aiiM 
the  ins|)ection  of  <iur  customs  officers  at  the  |irincipal  ports,  arc  ent' 
there  and  remain  until  they  cross  our  border  iutoC  ' 
supervision,  there  is  little  or  no  danger  involved  !• 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Treasury  for  condnctiag  this  traffic  seem 
me  to  l«  adequate. 
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As  to  merchandise  im]K)rted  into  the  Utiited  States  front  a  anitigitous 
foreign  countn|^  it  is  pronded  by  section  3102  that  the  inspection  at  the 
first  port  of  arrival  in  the  I'nited  States  may  be  avoided  if  the  vehicle  in 
which  the  same  arrives  has  l>een  sealed  or  closed  by  some  officer  of  the 
United  States  duly  authorized  at  some  point  in  tlie  contiguous  country. 
When  the  act  of  closing  or  scaling  conformably  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Treasury  has  lieen  effected,  tlie  car  or  other  ^'ehicle  may  pr(x:eed  without 
unnecessary  delay  to  the  port  of  its  destination,  as  named  in  tlie  manifest 
of  its  cargo,  freight,  or  contents,  and  be  there  insjiected.  This  privi- 
lege, however,  is  subject  to  such  examinaiion  at  the  point  of  entry  to  the 
United  States  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  fraud.  It  is  imjxirtant  to 
be  noticed  that  the  merchandise  to  which  this  .section  refers  is  described 
in  section  3100  as  merchandise,  etc.,  "imported  into  the  Uuited  States 
Irom  any  contiguous  foreign  country." 

A  practice  has  grown  up,  and  a  trafTic  of  coii.«.iderahle  dimensions 
under  it,  of  allowing  merchandise  from  China  and  Japan,  purchased  and 
imported  from  those  countries  by  our  own  citizens  and  landed  at  ports 
,in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  to  1k'  tlicrc  loaded  into  cars,  which,  being 
sealed  by  an  officer  of  the  United  States  or  .some  mic  supjiosed  to  rep- 
resent him,  are  furwarded  through  the  territory  of  Canada,  across  the 
entire  continent,  and  ailowcd  to  cross  our  frontier  \\iilii)Ut  other  insi:iec- 
tion  than  an  examination  of  the  seals.  The  real  fact  is  that  the  Aincri- 
jcan  consul  can  not  and  does  not  either  cx>mpare  the  manifest  with  the 
contents  of  the  cars  or  attach  the  seals.  The  agents  of  the  transpor- 
tation companies  are  furnished  by  the  con.snl  with  the  seals  and  place 
tfaem  upon  the  cars.  The  practice  of  sealing  sucii  merchandise,  notwith- 
standing it  has  l»een  allowed  by  the  Treasury  for  sf)ine  years,  I  think 
is  unauthorized.  Such  merchandise  is  not  imported  from  a  "contiguous 
feountry,"  but  from  China  and  Japan. 

r    It  has  never  l>ecome  subject  to  the  Canadian  revenue  laws  as  an  im- 
iportation  from  Japan  to  Canada,  but  by  force  of  the  treaty  or  by  the 
courtesy  of  that  government  has  been  treated  as  subject  to  the  revenue 
laws  of  the  United  States  from  the  time  of  landing  at  the  Canadian  port. 
Our  Treasurj'  seal  has  been  placed  upon  it;  Canada  only  gi\es  it  passage. 
ft  is  no  more  an  importation  from  Canada  than  is  a  train  load  of  wheat 
Jiat  starts  from  Detroit  and  is  tran.sported  through  Canada  to  another 
yon.  of  the  United  States.     Section  3102  was  enacted  in  1864,  two  years 
)efore  sections  3005  and  3006,  and  could  not  have  had  reference  to  the 
ater  methods  of  imix)rting  merchandise  through  one  country  to  the  other. 
The  practice  to  which  I  have  referred  not  only  equalizes  the  advan- 
tages of  Canadian  seaports  with  our  own  in  the  importation  of  goods  for 
bur  domestic  consumption,  but  makes  the  Canadian  ports  favored  ports 
of  entry.     The  detentions  luider  tliis  system  at  the  Canadian  ports  are 
ess  than  when  the  merchandise  is  landed  at  a  port  of  the  United  States 
to  be  forwarded  in  bond  to  another  jwrt  therein.      Full  effect  should  be 
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giveii  to  section  3102  as  to  merchandise  imprwttd  into  the  United  States 
from  Canada,  so  far  as  the  appropriations  enable  the  Treasar>'  to  prm-ide ; 
the  officers  to  do  the  work  of  closing  and  sealing.  It  will.  howe\-er.  be 
required  that  all  this  kind  of  work  l>e  done,  and  carefully  done,  by  an  ' 
officer  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  duty  shall  in  no  case  be  dele- 
gated to  the  employees  of  the  transportation  companies.  The  considera- 
tions that  it  is  quite  doubtful  whether  a  fraud  committed  in  Canada  by 
one  of  our  agents  upon  our  revenue  would  be  punishable  in  our  courts, 
and  that  such  a  fraud  committed  by  anyone  else  certainly  would  not 
be,  and  that  even  if  such  acts  are  made  penal  by  uur  statutes  the  crim- 
inal would  be  secure  against  extradition,  seem  to  me  to  be  conclusive 
against  the  poUcy  of  attempting  to  maintaiu  such  re\'enue  agents  in 
Canadian  territory. 

I  come  now  to  discuss  another  element  of  this  international  traffic, 
namely,  the  transportation  of  merchandise  from  one  "port"  in  the 
Uniteti  States  to  another  "port"  therein  over  the  territor>-  of  Canada. 
This  traffic  is  enormous  in  its  dimensions,  and  ver>-  great  interests  have 
grown  up  in  the  United  States  in  connection  with  it.  Section  3006  au- 
thorizes this  traffic,  subject  to  "such  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasurj'  may  prescribe;"  but  the  important  lim- 
itation is  from  "  port  "  to  "  port. "  Section  3007  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, which  exempts  sealed  cars  from  certain  fees.  preser\'es  the  terms 
of  the  preceding  section — from  ' '  port  "  to  "  port. "  It  seems  to  me  that 
sections  3006  and  3007  contemplate  the  deliven,'  of  the  sealed  cars  at  a 
"port"  of  the  United  States,  there  to  be  examined  by  a  revenue  officer 
and  their  contents  verified;  but  in  practice  the  car,  if  the  seal  is  found 
at  the  border  to  be  intact,  is  passed  to  places  not  "ports "  and  is  opened 
and  unloaded  by  the  consignee,  no  officer  Ijeing  present.  The  bill  or 
manifest  accompanying  the  merchandise  and  the  unbroken  seal  on  the 
car  may  ivixxaih.  prima  fade  e\ndence  that  the  amount  and  kind  of  mer- 
chandise named  in  the  manifest  and  said  to  be  contained  in  the  car  came 
from  a  port  in  the  United  States,  but  certainly  it  was  not  intended  that 
the  merchandise  should  go  to  the  owner  without  an  official  ascertaiu- 
nieut  of  the  correspondence  tetween  the  bill  and  the  actual  contents  of 
the  car. 

I  pass  at  this  point  any  discussion  of  the  question  whether  as  a  national 
policy  this  traffic  .should  be  promoted.  It  is  enough  to  say  that  as  the 
law  stands  it  is  authorized  between  "ports"  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  the  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasur>'  must  not,  in  \v:\{  of  this  declaration  of  the  legislative 
will,  be  further  restrictive  of  the  traffic  than  may  reasonably  l)e  necessary 
to  protect  the  revenues  of  the  United  States.  In  determining  whether 
further  regulations  are  reasonably  necessary  to  prevent  frauds  against  our 
revenue  it  is  not  conclusive,  at  least,  to  say  that  frauds  against  the  reve- 
nue under  the  existing  system  have  not  been  discovered.     The  question 
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is.  Are  the  regulations  such  as  l<»  provide  proper  safeguards  against  fraud, 
or  are  they  such  as  to  make  fraud  easy  to  those  who  have  the  disposition 
to  commit  it?  If  all  cars  carn,'ing  this  merchandise  are  carefully  and 
honestly  inspected  at  the  point  of  lading  and  are  securely  closed  during 
the  transit,  the  revenue  would  be  secure,  for  the  proper  lading  of  these 
cars  is  not  subject  to  duty.  Fraiuls  can  only  be  i>erpetrated  bj'  introdu- 
cing products  not  subject  to  free  entr>'.  In  practice  the  seals  and  locks 
])rovided  l)y  the  Treasury  Department  do  not  give  security  that  these 
cars,  in  the  long  transit  in  vvhicli  they  are  free  from  obser\'ation  by 
officers  of  the  revenue,  may  not  lie  opened  and  dutiable  merchandise 
added. 

The  duplication  of  the  seals  used,  composed  of  wire  and  lead,  is  easy, 
and  the  opening  of  locks  .scarcely  less  so.  If,  however,  the  cars,  when 
they  arrive  in  the  United  States,  either  at  the  point  where  our  Ixiundary 
is  crossed  or  at  some  other  jxjrt  of  the  United  States,  were  subject  to  the 
insi>ection  of  a  revenue  ofhcer  before  the  delivery  to  the  consignee  or 
owner,  the  manifest  could  be  verified.  The  inspection,  however,  is  now 
limited  to  an  examination  of  the  lock  or  seal.  The  car  is  not  weighed 
or  opened  to  verify  its  contents.  I  do  not  think  this  is  an  adequate  pro- 
tection against  the  surreptitious  introduction  into  the  cars,  while  on  for- 
eign territon.',  of  dutiable  articles.  It  will  Ix;  seen  by  the  letter  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  that  grain  the  product  of  the  United  States  is 
now  largely  transported  in  American  vessels  to  Canadian  lake  ports,  and 
after  being  there  placed  in  elevators  is  sent  east  in  cars  sealed  by  agents 
of  the  Treasury. 

No  obser\ation  is  taken  of  this  grain  until  its  arrival  in  Cauada, 
where  only  the  amount  and  grade  are  noted  by  a  Treasury  agent,  and  a 
like  aiuount  iu  grade  and  quantity  ( though  it  may  be  not  the  identical 
grain)  is  by  such  agent  billed  and  sealed  in  cars  for  carriage  to  the 
United  States.  I  do  not  find  any  statute  authorizing  this  ])ractice.  Sec- 
tion 3006,  which  authorizes  this  interstate  trade  tlirough  Canada,  is 
limited  to  merchandise  passing  from  "port"  to  "port"  of  the  United 
States,  and  plainh*  means  that  such  merchandise  shall  be  taken  U]>  by 
our  revenue  officers  at  a  "port  "  of  the  United  States  as  a  starting  point. 

The  following  are  the  conclusions  at  which  I  have  arrived: 

First.  That  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty  of  Washington  has  been  abro- 
gated. 

Second.  That  even  if  this  article  were  in  force  there  is  no  law  in  force 
to  execute  it. 

Third.  That  when  in  force  the  treaty  imposed  no  obligation  upon  the 
United  States  to  use  the  concessions  as  to  transit  made  by  Canada,  and 
no  limitation  ujmn  the  powers  of  the  United  States  in  dealing  with  mer- 
chandise imported  for  the  use  of  our  citizens  through  Canadian  jxirts  or 
passing  from  one  place  in  the  United  States  to  another  through  Canada, 
upon  the  arrival  of  such  merchandise  at  our  border. 
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Fourth.  That  therefore,  treaty  or  no  treaty,  the  question  of  sealing 
cars  coiitaiiiiiig  such  merchaiulist'  and  the  treatment  of  such  seale<l  cars 
when  they  cross  our  Ixirder  is  and  always  has  been  one  to  l;>e  settled  by 
our  laws,  according  to  our  convenience  and  our  interests  as  we  may  see 
them. 

Fifth.  That  the  law  authorizitiK  the  sealing  of  cars  in  Canada  contaiii- 
iiig  foreign  merchandise  imported  from  a  contiguous  countr>-  docs  not 
apply  to  merchandise  imported  by  our  own  people  from  countries  uot 
contiguous  and  carried  through  Canada  for  delivery  to  such  owners. 

Sixth.  That  the  law  did  not  contemplate  the  passing  of  sealed  cars  to 
any  place  not  a  "port,"  nor  the  delivery  of  such  cars  to  the  owner  or 
consignee,  to  be  opened  by  him  without  the  supervision  of  a  revenue 
officer. 

Seventh.  That  such  a  practice  is  inconsistent  with  the  safely  of  the 
reveuvie. 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  transportation  of  merchandise  between 
the  United  States  and  the  British  possessions  should  be  the  subject  of 
revision.  The  Treasury  regulations  have  given  to  these  laws  a  con- 
struction and  a  scope  that  I  do  not  think  was  contemplated  by  Congress. 
A  policy  adapted  to  the  new  conditions,  growing  in  part  out  of  the  cou- 
.struction  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railroad,  should  1)e  declared,  and  the 
business  placed  upon  a  basis  more  just  to  our  people  and  to  our  trans- 
portation companies. 

If  we  continue  the  policy  of  super\-ising  rates  and  requiring  that  they 
shall  be  e(jual  and  rea.sonable  ni>un  the  railroads  of  the  United  States, 
we  can  not  in  fairness  at  the  same  time  give  these  unusual  facilities  for 
competition  to  Canadian  roads  that  are  free  to  pursue  the  practices  as  to 
cut  rates  and  favored  rates  that  we  condemn  and  punish  if  practiced  by 
our  own  railroads. 

I  regret  that  circumstances  prevented  an  earlier  examination  by  me  of 
these  questions,  but  submit  now  these  views  in  the  lK>j>e  that  they  may 
lead  to  a  revision  of  the  laws  upon  a  safer  and  juster  basis. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  correspondence  Ix-tween  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  the  Attorney-Geueral  upon  some  phases  of  this  question.

I  transmit  herewith,  for  the  consideration  of  Congress,  a  coninnuiica- 
tion  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  dated  4th  instant,  accompanied  by

I  iraiistiiit  herewith,  with  a  view  to  its  ratification,  a  treaty  of  annex- 
ation concluded  on  the  14th  day  of  Febniary.  1893,  1x;tween  John  W. 
Foster,  Secretary  of  State,  who  was  duly  empowered  to  act  in  tliat  behalf 
ou  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  Lorin  A.  Thurston,  W.  R.  Castle, 
W.  C.  Wilder,  C.  L.  Carter,  and  Joseph  Marsden.  the  comnn'ssioners  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  of  tlie  Hawaiian  Islands.  The  provisional 
treaty,  it  will  be  observed,  does  not  attempt  to  deal  iu  detail  with  the 
questions  that  grow  out  of  the  auuexation  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  to  the 
United  States.  The  connuis.'iiouers  representing  the  Hawaiian  Goveni- 
uieut  have  consented  to  leave  to  the  future  and  to  the  just  and  betievolentj 
purposes  of  the  United  States  the  adjustment  of  all  such  questions.  ■ 

I  do  not  deein  it  uecessar>'  to  discuss  at  any  length  the  conditions  which 
have  resulted  in  this  decisive  acti'jn.  It  has  been  the  jxjlicy  of  the  Ad- 
ministration not  only  to  respect  but  to  encourage  the  continuance  of  an 
independent  govenmient  iu  the  Hawaiian  Islands  so  lorig  as  it  afforded 
.suitable  guaranties  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property  and  maintained 
a  stability  and  strength  that  gave  adequate  security  against  the  domina- 
tion uf  any  other  ix)wer.  The  moral  supjwrt  of  this  Government  lias 
ctjntinually  manifested  itself  in  the  most  friendly  diplomatic  relations 
and  in  many  acts  of  courtesy  to  the  Hawaiian  rulers. 

The  overthrow  of  the  monarchy  was  not  in  any  way  promoted  by  this 
Goveninient,  but  had  its  origin  in  what  seems  to  have  been  a  reactionary 
and  revoUitionary  policy  on  the  part  of  Queen  Liliuokalaui,  which  put  in 
serious  peril  not  only  the  large  and  jirepoiiderating  interests  of  the  United 
Stales  in  the  islands,  but  all  foreign  interests,  and.  indeed,  the  decent  ad- 
ministration of  civil  affairs  and  the  peace  of  the  islands.  It  is  quite  evi- 
dent that  the  monarchy  had  l>ec<>nie  effete  and  the  Queen's  Government 
so  weak  and  inadequate  as  to  1m."  the  prey  of  designing  and  unscrupulous 
persons.  The  restoration  of  Queen  Liliuokalani  to  her  tlirone  is  unde- 
sirable, if  not  imixjssible.  and  unless  actively  supported  by  the  I'nited 
States  would  be  accompanied  by  serious  di.saster  and  the  disorganization 
of  all  business  interests.  The  influence  and  interest  of  the  United  States 
in  the  islands  must  Ije  increased  and  not  diminished. 

Only  two  courses  are  now  oi>en— one  the  establishment  of  a  protector- 
ate by  the  United  States,  and  the  other  annexation  full  and  complete.  I 
think  the  tatter  course,  which  has  been  adopted  in  the  treaty,  will  be 
highly  promotive  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Hawaiian  people,  and  is  the 
only  one  that  will  adequately  secure  the  interests  of  the  United  States. 
These  interests  are  not  wholly  selfish.  It  is  essential  that  none  of  the 
other  great  powers  shall  secure  these  islands.  Such  a  possession  would 
not  consist  with  our  safety  and  with  the  peace  of  the  world.  This  view

PROCLAMATIONS. 


THK  President  ok  the  United  States  of  America. 

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  section  34  of  the  act  of  Confess  approved 
March  3,  1891,  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  limber-culture  laws,  and  for 
other  purposes ' ' — 

That  the  Prt.sideitt  of  Ihe  I'niteil  States  iivay  frftiii  lime  to  titiu-  set  apart  nml  rtsc-rve 
i.i  any  Stale  or  Territory  li.iviiig  public  liind  Iwariiig  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  piihlic 
lands  wholly  or  in  p«rl  covered  witli  tiintx;r  or  umJergrowth,  whttht-r  uf  coinmercial 
vnlne  or  not,  as  public  reservations;  aud  the  President  shall  by  public  proclamation 
declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof. 

And  whereas  it  is  made  to  appear,  by  petition  and  otherwise,  that  the 
interests  of  the  public  and  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Colo- 
rado will  be  materially  lienefited  and  suliservetl  by  the  reservation  of  the 
public  and  forest  lands  hereinafter  described; 

Now.  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  l)y  said  act,  do  hereby  set  apart,  re- 
serve, and  establish  as  a  public  reservation  all  that  tract  of  land  in  the 
Stale  of  Colorado  embraced  in  the  following  Ixnnidary  and  description, 
to  wit:

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  which 
may  have  been  prior  to  the  date  hereof  embraced  in  any  legal  entry  or 
covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper  United  States 
land  office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has  been  made  pursuant 
to  law  and  the  statutory  period  within  which  to  make  entry  or  filing 
of  record  has  not  expired,  and  all  mining  claims  duly  located  and  held 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  rules  and  regulations  not 
in  conflict  therewith. 

Provided,  That  this  exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  par- 
ticular tract  of  laud  unless  the  entrj'man,  settler,  or  claimant  continues  to 
comply  with  the  law  under  which  the  entry,  filing,  settlement,  or  location 
was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  enter  or  make 
settlement  upon  the  tract  of  laud  resen-ed  by  this  proclamation 
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Tn  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of 
the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Wherea.s  it  is  provided  by  section  24  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
ih  3,  1891,  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws,  and  for 
other  purposes  "— 

That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  from  time  to  time  set  apart  and  reserve 

any  Slate  or  Territor)'  having  public  land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  puhlic 

in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial 

public  reservations;  and  the  President  shall  by  public  proclamation 

■  tlir  establisliment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof. 

Aod  whereas  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  California  within  the  lini- 
hereinafter  described  are  in  part  covered  with  limber,  and  it  appears 
It  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and  reserving 
lid  lands  as  a  public  reservation : 

Now.  therefore,  I.  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  \nrtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  24  of  the  aforesaid  act 
of  Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim  that  there  is  hereby 
rescr\red  from  entry  or  settlement  and  set  apart  as  a  public  reser\'ation 
all  those  certain  tracts,  pieces,  or  parcels  of  land  lying  and  being  situate 
in  the  State  of  California  and  particularly  described  as  follows,  to  wit:

1S92,  until  further  notice  a  toll  of  20 
cents  per  ton  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  on  all  freight  of  whatever 
kind  or  description  passing  through  the  St.  Mar\'s  Falls  Canal  in  transit 
to  any  port  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  whether  carried  in  vessels  of  the 
United  States  or  of  other  nations,"  and  to  that  extent  thereby  suspended 
' "  from  and  after  said  date  the  right  of  free  passage  through  said  St. 
Marys  Falls  Canal  of  any  and  all  cargoes  or  portions  of  cargoes  in  transit 
to  Canadian  ports;"  and 

Wliereas  the  above  order  was  issued  in  consefiuence  of  the  imposition 
by  the  government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  of  a  discriminating  toll 
whereby  unjust  and  unreasonable  burdens  were  placed,  in  violation  of 
Article  XXVII  of  the  treaty  of  Washington,  upon  the  carr>'ing  of  pas- 
sengers and  cargoes  through  the  Welland  Canal  in  transit  to  jxjrts  of  the

Whereas  by  an  order  in  council  dated  February  13, 1893,  the  Governor- 
General  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  has  directed  that — 

For  the  season  of  1S93  the  canal  tolls  for  the  passag-e  of  the  following  fixid  prod- 
ucts, wheat.  Indian  corn,  pease,  barlty ,  rj-e,  oats,  flaxseed,  and  buckwheat,  for  passage 
eastward  through  the  Welland  Canal  be  10  cents  per  ton,  and  for  paftsa^  weslwanl 
through  the  St.  Lawrence  canals  only  10  cents  per  ton;  payment  of  the  said  loll  of 
10  cents  per  ton  for  passage  through  the  Welland  Canal  to  entitle  these  products  to 
free  passage  through  the  St.  Lawrence  canals. 

And  whereas  I  have  received  satisfactory  assurances  that  this  order 
revokes  during  the  season  of  1893  the  discriminating  provisions  above 
referred  to  and  secures  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  equality  with 
British  subjects  as  regards  the  use  of  said  canals:

He  was  a  patriotic  citizen,  a  lover  of  the  flag  and  of  our  free  institu- 
tions, an  industrious  and  conscientious  civil  officer,  a  soldier  of  dauntless 
courage,  a  loyal  comrade  and  friend,  a  sympathetic  and  helpful  neigh- 
bor, and  the  honored  head  of  a  happy  Cliristian  home.  He  has  steadily 
grown  in  the  public  esteem,  and  the  impartial  historian  will  not  fail  to 
recognize  the  conscientiousness,  the  manliness,  and  the  courage  that  so 
strongly  characterized  his  whole  public  career. 

As  an  expression  of  the  public  sorrow  it  is  ordered  that  the  Execu- 
tive Mansion  and  the  several  Executive  Departments  at  Washington

hoisted  at  half-mast  from  sunrise  to  sunset,  and  at  each  naval  station  and 
on  board  of  flagships  and  vessels  acting  singly  a  gun  lie  fired  at  intervals 
of  every  half  hour  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

The  officers  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  will  wear  the  usual  badge 
of  mourning  attached  to  the  sword  hilt  and  on  the  left  arm  for  a  period 
of  thirty  days.  ^^^^  ^  SOLEY.

To  the  People  of  the  United  States: 

It  is  luy  painful  duty  to  announce  to  the  people  of  the  United  States 
the  death  of  James  Gillespie  Blaine,  which  occurred  in  this  city  to-day  at 
1 1  o'clock. 

For  a  full  generation  this  eminent  citizen  has  occupied  a  conspicuous 
and  influential  position  in  the  nation.  His  first  public  service  was  in  the 
legislature  of  liis  State.  Afterwards  for  fourteen  years  he  was  a  member 
of  the  national  House  of  Representatives,  and  was  three  times  chosen  its 
Speaker.  In  1876  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate.  He  resigned  his  seat 
in  that  body  iti  1881  to  accept  the  position  of  Secretary  of  State  in  the 
Cabinet  of  President  Garfield.  After  the  tragic  death  of  his  chief  he 
resigned  from  the  Cabinet,  and,  devoting  himself  to  literary  work,  gave 
to  the  pubhc  in  his  TSventy  Years  of  Congress  a  most  valuable  and 
enduring  contribution  to  our  political  literature.  In  March,  1889,  he 
again  became  Secretary  of  State,  and  continued  to  exerci.se  this  office 
until  June,  1892.  His  devotion  to  the  public  interests,  his  marked  abil- 
ity, and  his  exalted  patriot i.sm  ha^■e  won  for  hiui  the  gratitude  and  affec- 
tion of  his  countrymen  and  the  admiration  of  the  world.  In  the  varied 
pursuits  of  legislation,  diplomacy,  and  literature  his  genius  has  added 
new  luster  to  American  citizenship. 

As  a  suitable  expression  of  the  national  appreciation  of  his  great  public 
services  and  of  the  general  sorrow  caused  by  his  death,  I  direct  that  on 
the  day  of  his  funeral  all  the  Departments  of  the  executive  branch  of  the 
Government  at  Washington  be  closed,  and  that  on  all  public  buildings 
throughout  the  United  States  the  national  flag  .shall  l»e  displayed  at  half- 
staff,  and  that  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  the  Depjirtment  of  State  be 
drajied  in  mourning.   •

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

My  Fkllow-CiTizkns:  In  uljcditnce  to  the  nmtidatc  of  my  country- 
men I  am  abnui  to  dedicate  myself  to  tlieir  service  under  the  sanction  of 
a  solemn  oath.  Deeply  moved  hy  the  expression  of  confidence  and  per- 
sonal attachment  which  has  called  me  to  this  service,  I  am  sure  my  grati- 
tude can  make  no  better  return  than  the  pledge  I  now  give  before  God 
and  these  witnesses  of  unreserved  and  complete  devotiou  to  the  inter- 
ests and  welfare  of  those  who  have  honored  me. 

I  deem  it  fitting  on  this  occasion,  while  indicating  the  opinions  I  hold 
concerning  public  questions  of  present  importance,  to  also  briefly  refer 
to  the  existence  of  certain  conditions  and  tendencies  among  our  people 
which  seem  to  menace  the  integrity  and  usefulness  of  their  Govennnenl. 

While  ever^'  American  citizen  nuist  contemplate  with  the  iitmowt  pride 
and  enthusiasm  the  growth  and  expansion  of  our  couutry.  the  sufficiency 
of  our  institutions  to  stand  against  the  rudest  shocks  of  violence,  the 
wonderful  thrift  and  enterprise  of  our  j^eople,  and  the  demonstrated  su- 
periority of  our  free  goverinnent,  it  behooves  us  to  constantly  watch  for 
every  symptom  of  in.sidious  infirmity  that  threatens  our  national  vigor. 

The  strong  man  who  in  the  confidence  of  sturdy  health  courts  the 
sternest  activities  of  hfe  and  rejoices  in  the  hardihood  of  constant  labor 
may  still  have  lurking  near  his  vitals  the  unheeded  disease  that  dooms 
him  to  sudden  collapse. 

It  can  not  be  doubted  that  our  stupendous  achievements  as  a  people 
an<l  our  couutrj-'s  robust  strength  have  given  rise  t(j  heedlessness  of  those 
laws  governing  our  national  healtli  which  we  can  no  more  evade  than 
human  life  can  escape  the  laws  of  God  an<l  nature. 

Manifestly  nothing  is  more  vital  to  our  supremacy  as  a  nation  and  to 
the  beneficent  purjx)ses  of  our  Government  than  a  sound  and  .stable  cur- 
rency. Its  exposure  to  degradation  should  at  once  arouse  to  acli\ity 
the  most  enlightened  statesmanship,  and  the  danger  of  depreciation  in  the 
purchasing  power  of  the  wages  paid  to  toil  .should  funiish  the  strongest 
incentive  to  prompt  and  con.servative  precaution. 
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III  dealing  with  our  present  embarrassing  situation  as  related  to  this 
subject  we  will  be  wise  if  we  temper  our  confidence  and  faith  in  our 
national  stren^;lli  ami  resources  with  the  frank  concession  that  even 
these  will  not  jjernu't  us  to  defy  willi  impunity  the  inexorable  laws  of 
finatice  and  trade.  At  the  same  time,  in  our  efforts  to  adjust  differences 
of  opinion  we  slunild  l>c  free  from  intolerance  or  passion,  and  our  judg- 
nieuls  should  be  unmoved  by  alluring  phrases  and  unvexed  by  selfish 
interests. 

I  anv  confideut  that  such  an  approach  to  the  subject  will  result  in 
prudent  and  effective  remedial  legislation.  In  the  meantime,  so  far  as 
the  executive  branch  of  the  Government  can  intervene,  none  of  the 
powers  with  wlvich  it  is  invested  will  be  withheld  when  their  exercise 
is  deemed  necessiiry  to  maintain  our  national  credit  or  avert  financial 
disaster. 

Clo.sely  related  to  the  exaggerated  confidence  in  our  country's  great- 
neSvS  which  tends  to  a  disregard  of  the  rules  *.A  natiotial  safety,  another 
danger  confronts  us  not  less  serious.  I  refer  to  the  prevalence  of  a  pop- 
ular dis]x»silion  to  expect  from  the  ^tperation  of  the  Govenmienl  especial 
and  direct  individual  advantages. 

The  verdict  of  our  voters  which  condemned  the  injustice  of  maintain- 
ing protection  for  protection's  sake  enjoins  upon  the  ]>eople's  servants 
the  duty  of  exposing  and  destroying  the  brood  of  kindrtMil  evils  which 
are  the  unwholesome  progeny  of  paternalism.  This  is  the  bane  of  re- 
pulilican  institutions  and  the  constant  peril  of  our  government  by  the 
people.  It  degrades  to  the  purix)ses  of  wily  craft  the  plan  of  rule  our 
fathers  established  aiid  lx;qiieathed  to  us  as  an  object  of  our  love  and 
veneration.  It  perverts  the  patriotic  sentiments  of  our  countr>'men  and 
tempts  them  to  pitiful  calculation  of  the  .sordid  gain  to  be  derivetl  from 
their  Government's  maintenance.  It  undermines  the  self-reliance  of 
our  people  and  substitutes  in  its  place  dependence  upon  governmental 
favoritism.  It  stifles  the  spirit  of  true  Americanism  and  .stupefies  ever>' 
ennobling  trail  of  American  citi/.enshi]). 

The  lessons  of  paternali.sm  ou^ht  to  l>e  unlearned  and  the  better  les.son 
tauKht  that  while  the  ]K'ople  should  patriotically  and  cheerfully  support 
their  Government  its  functions  do  not  include  the  support  of  the  people. 

The  acceptance  of  this  principle  leails  to  a  refusal  of  liounties  and  sub- 
sidies, which  burden  the  lalwr  and  thrift  of  a  jxirtion  of  our  citizens  to 
aid  ill-advised  or  languishing  eiUerpri.ses  in  whicii  they  have  no  concern. 
It  leads  also  to  a  challenge  of  wild  and  reckless  pension  expenditure. 
which  overleaps  the  lx)unds  of  grateful  recognition  of  patriotic  service  and 
]>rostilutes  to  vicious  uses  the  {people's  prompt  and  generous  impulse  to 
aid  those  disabled  in  their  country's  defense. 

Every  thoughtfiil  American  must  realize  the  importance  of  checking 

"t  its  l^ginning  any  tendeiicy  in  puljlic  or  private  station  to  regard  fni- 

ilily  and   economy  as  virtues  whicli   we   may  safely  outgrow.     The 


toleration  of  this  idea  results  in  the  waste  of  the  people's  money  by  their 
chosen  servants  and  encourages  prodigality  and  extravagance  iu  the  home 
life  of  our  countrymen. 

Under  our  scheme  of  government  the  waste  of  public  money  is  a  crime 
against  the  citizen,  and  the  contempt  of  our  people  for  economy  and  fru- 
gality in  their  personal  affairs  deplorably  saps  the  strength  and  sturdiness 
of  our  national  character. 

It  is  a  plain  dictate  of  honesty  and  good  government  that  public  ex- 
penditures should  Ijc  limited  by  public  necessity,  and  that  this  sliould  l>e 
measured  by  the  rules  of  strict  economy;  and  it  is  equally  clear  that  fru- 

■  gality  among  the  people  is  the  best  guaranty  of  a  contented  and  strong 
I    support  of  free  institutioi!s. 

I  One  mode  of  the  misappropriation  of  public  funds  is  avoided  when 
I  appointments  to  office,  instead  of  being  the  rewards  of  partisan  activity, 
are  awarded  to  those  whose  efficiency  promises  a  fair  return  of  work  for 
the  conijxinsation  paid  to  them.  To  .secure  the  fitness  and  com])etency 
I  of  appointees  to  office  and  remove  from  jvihtical  action  the  demoralizing 
madness  for  s]xjils,  civil-service  reform  hiis  foun<l  a  place  in  our  pnlilic 
fKjIicy  and  laws.     The  l>enefits  already  gained  through  tliis  instninieii- 

■  tality  and  the  further  usefulness  it  promises  entitle  it  to  the  hearty  sup- 
port and  encouragement  of  all  who  desire  to  see  our  public  service  well 
perfonned  or  who  hope  for  the  elevation  of  pt)litical  sentiment  and  the 

Ipunfjcation  of  political  methods. 
The  existence  of  •nimense  aggregations  of  kindred  enterprises  and 
combinations  of  business  interests  formed  for  the  purprise  of  limiting 
production  and  fixing  prices  is  inconsistent  with  the  fair  field  which 
ought  to  he  open  to  eveiy  independent  activity.  Legitimate  strife  in 
business  shoidd  not  Ije  superseded  by  an  enforced  concessiun  to  the  de- 

■  mands  of  combinations  that  have  the  power  to  destroy,  nor  should  the 
people  to  lie  servetl  lose  the  benefit  of  cheapness  which  usually  results 
from  wholes<mie  competition.  The.se  aggregations  and  conibi nations 
frequently  constitute  conspiracies  against  the  interests  of  the  people, 
and  in  all  their  phases  they  are  unnatural  and  oppo.setl  to  our  American 
sen.se  of  fairness.  To  the  extent  that  they  can  l>e  reached  and  restrained 
by  Federal  power  the  General  Government  should  relieve  our  citizens 
from  their  interference  and  exactions. 

Loyalty  to  the  principles  upon  which  our  Government  rests  positively 
demands  that  the  e^juality  Iwfore  the  law  wliich  it  guarantees  to  ever>' 
dlizen  .should  be  justly  and  in  good  faith  conceded  in  all  parts  of  the 
land.  The  enjoyment  of  this  right  follows  the  l>adge  of  citizenship 
wherever  found,  and,  unimpaired  by  race  or  color,  it  appeals  for  recogni- 
tion to  American  manliness  and  fairness. 

Our  relations  with  the  Indians  located  within  our  border  impose  upon 
us  responsibilities  we  can  not  escape.  Humanity  and  consistency  re- 
quire us  to  treat  them  with  forlxsarance  and  in  our  dealings  witii 
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to  honestly  and  considerately  regard  their  rights  and  interests.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  to  lead  them,  through  the  paths  of  civilization  and 
education,  to  self-supporting  and  independent  citizenship.  In  the  mean- 
time, as  the  nation's  wards,  they  should  be  promptly  defended  against 
the  cupidity  of  desiguiug  men  and  shielded  from  ever}'  influence  or  temp- 
tation that  retards  their  advancement. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  ha\-e  decreed  that  on  this  day  the 
control  of  their  Government  in  its  legislati\-e  and  executive  branches 
shall  be  given  to  a  political  party  pledged  in  the  most  positive  terms  to  llie 
accomplishment  of  tariff  reform.  They  have  thus  determined  in  fav«)rof 
a  more  just  and  equitable  system  of  Federal  taxation.  The  agents  they 
have  chosen  to  carr>-  out  their  purposes  are  bound  by  their  promises  not 
less  than  by  the  command  of  their  njasters  to  devote  themselves  unre- 
mittingly to  this  service. 

While  there  should  be  no  surrender  of  principle,  our  task  must  lie 
undertaken  wisely  and  without  heedless  vindictiveiiess.  Our  mission  is 
not  punishment,  but  the  rectification  of  wrong.  If  in  lifting  burdens 
from  the  daily  life  of  our  people  we  reduce  inordinate  and  unequal  advan- 
tages too  long  enjoyed,  this  is  but  a  necesisarA'  incident  of  our  return  to 
right  and  justice.  If  we  exact  from  unwiUing  minds  acquiescence  in  the 
theory  of  an  honest  distribution  of  the  fund  of  the  governmental  Ix^ncfi- 
cence  treasured  up  for  all.  we  but  insist  upon  a  principle  which  underlies 
our  free  institutions.  When  we  tear  aside  the  delusions  and  misconcep- 
tions which  have  blinded  our  countrymen  to  their  condition  under  vicious 
tariflF  laws,  we  but  show  them  how  far  they  have  been  led  away  from  the 
paths  of  contentment  and  prosperity.  \\'Tieu  we  proclsiim  that  the  neces- 
sity for  reveni:e  to  support  the  Government  furnishes  the  only  justification 
for  taxing  the  jieople,  we  announce  a  truth  so  plain  that  its  denial  would 
seem  to  indicate  the  extent  to  which  judgment  may  be  influenced  by 
familiarity  with  per\-ersions  of  the  taxing  power.  And  when  we  seek  to 
reinstate  the  self-confidence  and  business  enterprise  of  our  citizens  by 
discrediting  an  abject  dependence  upon  governmental  favor,  we  striA^e  to 
stimulate  those  elements  of  American  character  which  support  the  hope 
of  American  achievement. 

Anxiety  for  the  redemption  of  the  pledges  which  ray  party  has  made 
and  solicitude  for  the  complete  justification  of  the  tru.st  the  jjeople  haw 
reposed  in  us  constrain  me  to  remind  those  with  whom  I  am  to  cooperate 
that  we  can  succeed  in  doing  the  work  which  has  been  especially  set 
before  us  only  by  the  most  sincere,  harmonious,  and  disinterested  effort. 
Even  if  insuperable  obstacles  and  opposition  prevent  the  consummaticm 
of  our  task,  we  shall  hardly  be  excused;  and  if  failure  can  be  traced  to 
our  fault  or  neglect  we  may  be  sure  the  people  will  hold  us  to  a  swift 
"  'd  exacting  accountability. 

•e  oath  I  now  take  to  preser\-e.  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitution 
•  United  States  not  only  impressively  defines  the  great  responsibility 


\ 


I  assume,  but  suggests  ol>edience  to  constitutional  coniniands  as  the  rule 
l)y  which  my  official  conduct  must  be  guided.  I  shall  to  the  Ijest  of  my 
ability  and  within  my  sphere  of  duty  preser\-e  the  Constitution  by  loyally 
protecting  every  grant  of  Federal  power  it  contains,  by  defending  all  its 
restraints  when  attacked  by  impatience  and  restlessness,  and  by  enforcing 
its  limitations  and  reser\-ations  in  favor  of  the  States  and  the  people. 

Fully  impressed  with  the  gra\-ity  of  the  duties  that  confront  me  and 
mindful  of  ray  weakness,  I  should  !«  appalled  if  it  were  ray  lot  to  !)ear 
unaided  the  responsibilities  which  await  me.  I  am,  however,  savetl  from 
discouragement  when  I  remember  that  I  shall  have  the  support  and  the 
counsel  and  cooperation  of  wise  and  patriotic  men  who  will  stand  at  my 
.side  in  Cabinet  places  or  will  represent  the  people  in  their  legislative 
halls. 

I  find  also  much  comfort  in  remembering  tliat  my  countrjraen  are  just 
and  generous  and  in  the  as.surance  that  they  will  not  condemn  those 
who  In-  sincere  devotion  to  their  ser\nce  deserAe  their  forl)earaiice  and 
approval. 

Above  all,  I  know  there  is  a  Supreme  Being  who  rules  the  affairs  of 
men  and  whose  goodness  and  mercy  have  always  followed  tlie  American 
people,  and  I  know  He  will  not  tuni  from  us  now  if  we  humbly  aud  rev- 
eretitly  seek  His  powerful  aid.

For  the  purpose  of  reexamination  I  withdraw  the  treaty  of  annexa- 
tion Ijetween  the  United  States  and  the  Provisional  Oovernment  of  the 
Hawaiian  Lslands,  now  pending  in  the  Senate,  which  was  signed  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1893,  and  transmitted  to  the  Senate  on  the  15th  of  the  .same 
month,  and  I  therefore  reque-st  that  said  treaty  be  returned  to  me.

The-  fullowin^  provisions  of  the  laws  of  tlie  United  States  are  hereby 
IHililishctl  for  tile  iiiforiualioii  of  all  concenietl: 

Section  1956,  Revised  Statutes,  chapter  3,  Title  XXIII,  enacts  that — 

No  person  shall  Icill  any  otter,  mink,  marten,  sal)le,or  fur  seal,  or  other  fur-bearinj» 
animal  within  the  limits  of  Alaska  Territory  or  in  the  waters  thereof;  an<l  every  per- 
son Kuil^y  thereof  shall  for  each  offense  be  fined  not  less  than  |i300  nor  more  tluin 
f  I  .OTKi,  or  iniprisonetl  n>>t  more  than  six  months,  or  both;  and  all  vessels,  their  tackle, 
ap]iaiel,  furniliire.  anil  airgo,  fnuiid  enjijnged  in  violal'on  of  this  section  shall  Ik.-  for- 
feited; fint  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  power  to  authorize  the  killing  of 
any  such  mink,  marten,  s;ihle,  or  other  fHr-l)earing^  animal,  except  fur  seals,  under 
such  rexiilations  us  he  may  iirescrilM;;  and  it  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  pre- 
vent the  killing;  of  any  fur  seal  and  to  provide  ff»r  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  until  it  is  otherwise  provided  by  law,  nor  shall  he  grant  any  special  privi- 
leges under  this  section. 

Section  3  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provnde  for  the  protection  of 
the  salmon  fisheries  of  Alaska,"  approved  March  2,  1889,  provides  that — 

Shc.  3.  That  section  1956  of  the  Reviscfl  Statutes  of  tlie  United  States  is  hereby 
declare*!  to  include  and  apply  to  all  the  dominion  of  the  United  Stales  in  the  waters 
of  Itering  Sea;  and  it  shall  he  the  diilyof  the  President  at  a  timely  season  in  each 
year  to  issue  his  procluniation,  and  cause  the  same  to  lie  published  for  one  month  in 
at  least  one  tiewspa|>er  (  if  any  such  there  lie  )  puhlishe<l  at  each  United  States  port  nl 
entry  on  the  I'licific  coast,  warning  nil  persons  against  entering  said  waters  for  the 
purpose  of  violating  the  provisions  of  said  section;  iind  he  shall  also  cause  one  or 
ttiufc  vessels  of  iht  United  States  to  ililigently  cruise  Sitid  waters  and  arrest  all  per- 
sonsand  sei/*  all  vessels  fomul  to  Ik:  or  to  have  been  engaged  iu  any  violation  of  the 
laws  of  llie  United  States  therein. 

Articles  I.  II.  and  III  of  a  convention  l>et\veen  the  United  States  of 
America  and  Great  Britain  for  tlie  renewal  of  the  existing  modus  z'ivnidi 
in  Bering  Sea,  concluded  April   18,  1892,  are  published  for  the  same 

pnrpose: 

Articuk  1.  Her  Majesty's  rrovernnieiit  will  prohibit  during  the  pendency  of  lh« 
arbitration  seal  killing  in  that  j»artuf  Bering  Sea  lying  eastward  of  the  line  of  demar- 
cation descrilied  in  Article  No.  I  of  the  treaty  of  1867  lietween  tl>e  United  States  au(i 
KiLssia,  and  will  promptly  use  its  liest  efforts  to  insure  tlie  observance  of  this  prohi- 
bition by  nrilisli  subjects  and  vessels. 

Art.  II.  The  United  States  (iovcntment  will  prohibit  seal  killing  for  the  same 
period  in  the  same  part  of  Bering  Sea  and  on  the  shores  and  islands  thereof  the  prop- 
erty of  the  United  States  fin  excess  of  7,500  to  lie  taken  on  the  islands  for  the  su1>- 
sistence  of  the  natives),  and  will  promptly  use  its  liest  efforts  to  insure  tlie  oliservance 
'if  this  prohibition  by  United  States  citizens  and  vessels. 

•\rt.  III.  Every  ves.set  or  person  offending  again.st  this  prohibition  in  the  sai«l 
crs  of  Bering  Sea  outside  uf  the  ordinary  territorial  limits  of  the  United  StatO 
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may  be  seized  and  detaiiie<l  by  the  naval  or  other  duly  commissioned  officers  of  either 
of  the  high  conlraotinj;  jxirliL-s,  hut  Iht-y  shall  lie  handeil  over  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable to  the  autliorities  of  thi*  n;iti<<]]  in  vvliicli  they  resjK'Ctively  Ix-lonjf,  who  alone 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  the  ofTcnsi-  nixl  impose  the  pt-'nallies  for  the  snuie.  The 
wilneiiscs  atui  proof  necessary  lo  establish  ihc  offense  shall  also  hn  sent  with  them. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  <jf  tlie  United  States, 
hereby  want  all  persons  against  entering  the  waters  of  Bering  Sea  within 
the  dominion  of  the  United  States  for  tlie  puriKise  uf  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  said  section  1956  of  the  Rev  ised  Statutes  anil  of  the  said  articles 
of  said  convention,  and  I  hereby  proclaim  that  all  persons  found  to  he  <>r 
to  have  been  engaged,  in  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  of  the  provisions  of  said  convention  in  said  waters  will  be  arrested, 
proceeded  against,  and  punished  as  alxive  provided.

The  existence  of  an  alanniug  aud  extraordinary  business  situation, 
irolving  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  all  our  people.  lia.s  constrained 
call  together  in  extra  session  the  people's  representatives  in  Con- 
to  the  end  that  throngh  a  wise  and  jwitriotic  exercise  of  the  legis- 
ive  duty,  with  which  they  solely  are  charged,  present  evils  may  he 
itigated  and  dangers  threatening  tlie  future  may  be  avetVeA. 
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Our  unfortunate  financial  plight  is  not  the  result  of  untoward  even 
nor  of  conditions  related  to  our  natural  resources,  nor  is  it  traceable  to 
any  of  the  afflictions  which  frequently  check  national  growth  and  pros-  J 
perity.     With  plenteous  crops,  with  abundant  promise  of  remunerative 
production  and  manufacture,  with  unusual  iu\-itation  to  safe  investniem 
and  with  satisfactory-  assurance  to  business  enterprise,  suddenly  financial . 
distrust  and  fear  have  sprung  up  on  every  side.     Numerous  moneyed 
institutions  have  suspended  because  abundant  assets  were  not  immedi- 
ately available  to  meet  the  demands  of  frightened  depositors.     Surviving  i 
corporations  and  indinduals  are  content  to  keep  in  hand  the  mouey  they 
are  usually  anxious  to  loan,  and  those  engaged  in  legitimate  business  are 
surprised  to  find  that  the  securities  they  offer  for  loans,  though  hereto- 
fore satisfactory,  are  no  longer  accepted.     Values  supposed  to  be  fixed 
are  fast  becoming  cojijectural,  and  loss  and  failure  ha\e  invaded  every 
branch  of  business. 

I  believe  these  things  are  principally  chargeable  to  Congres-sional  leg- 
i.slatioii  touching  the  purchase  and  coinage  of  silver  by  the  General 
Govennnent. 

This  legislatioji  is  embodied  in  a  statute  passed  on  the  14th  day  of 
July,  1890.  which  was  the  culmination  of  much  agitation  011  the  subject 
invoh-ed,  and  which  may  be  considered  a  truce,  after  a  long  struggle, 
between  the  advocates  of  free  silver  coinage  and  those  intending  to  be 
more  conservative. 

Undoubtedly  the  monthly  purchases  by  the  Government  of  4.500,000 
ounces  of  silver,  enforced  under  that  statute,  were  regarded  by  those  in- 
terested in  sih'er  production  as  a  certain  guaranty  of  its  increase  in  price. 
The  result,  however,  has  been  entirely  different,  for  immediately  follow- 
ing a  spa.smc»dic  and  slight  rise  the  price  of  silver  began  to  fall  after  the 
passage  of  the  act,  and  has  since  reached  the  lowest  point  ever  known 
This  disappointing  result  has  led  to  renewed  and  persistent  effort  in  the 
direction  of  free  silver  coinage. 

Meanwhile  not  only  are  the  evil  effects  of  the  operation  of  the  present 
law  constantly  accumulating,  but  the  result  to  which  its  execution  must 
inevitably  lead  is  becoming  palpable  to  all  who  give  the  least  heed  to 
financial  subjects. 

This  law  provides  that  in  payment  for  the  4,500,000  ounces  of  silver 
bullion  wliich  the  Secretary-  of  the  Trea.sury  is  commanded  to  purchase 
monthly  there  shall  be  issued  Treasury  notes  redeemable  on  demand  in 
gold  or  silver  coin,  at  the  dLscretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and 
that  .said  notes  may  be  reis.sued.  It  is,  however,  declared  iu  the  act  to  be 
*'  the  established  policy  of  the  United  States  to  maintain  the  two  metals 
on  a  parity  with  each  other  upon  the  present  legal  ratio  or  such  ratio  as 
may  be  provided  by  law."  This  declaration  so  controls  the  action  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to  prevent  his  exercising  the  discre- 
-ominally  vested  in  him  if  by  such  action  the  parity  between  tjoU 


and  silver  may  be  distitrl^ed.  Manifestly  a  refusal  by  the  Secretary  to 
pay  these  Treasury  notes  in  gold  if  demanded  would  necessarily  result  in 
their  discredit  and  depreciation  as  oLligatiuiis  payable  oidy  in  silver, 
and  would  destroy  the  parity  between  the  two  metals  by  establishing  a 
discrimination  in  favor  of  gold. 

l^p  to  the  15th  day  of  July,  1893,  these  notes  had  been  issued  in  pay- 
ment of  silver-bullion  purchases  to  the  amount  of  nrorethan  5i47,ooo,ocx>. 
While  all  but  a  very  small  quantity  of  this  bullion  remains  uncoined  and 
without  usefulness  in  the  Treasury,  many  of  the  notes  given  in  its  pur- 
chase have  been  paid  in  gold.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  statement  that 
between  the  1st  day  of  May,  1892,  and  the  15111  day  of  July,  1S93,  the 
notes  of  this  kind  issued  in  payment  for  silver  bullion  amounted  to  a  lit- 
tle more  than  $54,000,000,  and  that  during  the  same  jHrriod  alKmt  $49,- 
000,000  were  paid  by  the  Treasury  in  gold  for  the  redemption  of  such 
uotes. 

The  policy  necessarily  adopted  of  paying  these  notes  in  gold  has  not 
sparetl  the  gold  reserve  of  $100,000,000  long  ago  set  aside  by  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  redemption  of  other  notes,  for  this  fund  has  already 
been  subjected  to  the  payment  of  new  obligations  amounting  to  alnMit 
$150,000,000  on  account  of  silver  purchases,  and  has  as  a  consequence 
for  the  first  time  since  its  creation  been  encroached  npon. 

We  have  thus  made  the  depletion  of  our  gohl  easy  and  have  tempted 
other  and  more  aj>preciative  nations  to  add  it  to  their  stock.  That  the 
opportunity  we  have  offered  has  not  been  neglected  is  shown  b>'  the  large 
amounts  of  gold  which  have  l)een  recently  drawn  from  our  Treasury  and 
exported  to  increase  the  finaticial  strength  of  foreign  nations.  The  ex- 
cess of  exports  of  gold  over  its  imports  for  the  year  ending  June  30.  1893, 
amounte^I  to  more  than  $87,500,000. 

Between  the  ist  day  of  July,  1890,  and  the  15th  day  of  July,  1893,  the 
gold  coin  and  bullion  in  our  Treasury  decrea.sed  more  than  $132,000,000, 
while  during  the  same  period  the  silver  coin  and  bullion  in  the  Trea.s- 
urj'  increased  more  than  $147,000,000.  Unless  Government  bonds  are  to 
be  constantly  issned  and  .sold  to  replenish  our  exhausted  gold,  only  to  be 
again  exhausted,  it  is  apparent  that  the  operation  of  the  silver-purchase 
law  now  in  force  leads  in  the  direction  of  the  entire  substitution  of  silver 
for  the  gold  in  the  Government  Treasury,  and  that  this  niu.st  be  followed 
by  the  payment  of  all  Government  obligations  in  depreciated  silver. 

At  this  stage  gold  and  silver  must  part  company  and  the  Government 
must  fail  in  its  established  policy  to  maintain  the  two  metals  on  a  parit>f|^ 
with  each  other.     Given  over  to  the  exclusive  use  of  a  currency  greatls 
depreciated  according  to  the  .standard  of  the  commercial  world,  we  could] 
no  longer  claim  a  place  among  nations  of  the  first  cla.ss,  nor  could  our i 
Government  claim  a  performance  of  its  obligation,  so  far  as  such  an  obli- 
gation has  been  imjxjsed  uiwn  it,  to  provide  for  the  use  of  the  peopl*"  ♦'"' 
^best  and  safest  money. 
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If,  as  many  of  its  friends  claim,  alver  ought  to  (X"cupy  a  larger  place 
our  currency  and  the  currency  of  the  world  through  general  iutenialional 
cooperation  and  agreement,  it  is  ob\'ious  that  the  United  States  will  not 
be  in  a  position  to  gain  a  hearing  in  favor  of  such  an  arrangement  so  long 
as  we  are  willing  to  continue  our  attempt  to  accomplish  the  result  single- 
handed. 

The  knowledge  in  business  circles  among  our  own  people  that  our 
Government  can  not  make  its  fiat  equi\-alent  to  intrinsic  value  nor  keep 
inferior  money  on  a  parity  with  superior  money  by  its  own  independ- 
ent efforts  has  resulted  in  such  a  lack  of  confidence  at  home  in  the  sta- 
bility of  currency  \'alues  that  capital  refuses  its  aid  to  new  enterprises, 
while  millions  are  actually  withdrawn  from  the  channels  of  trade  and 
commerce  to  become  idle  and  unproductive  in  the  hands  of  timid  own- 
ers. Foreign  investors,  equally  alert,  not  only  decline  to  purchase  Amer- 
ican securities,  but  make  haste  to  sacrifice  those  which  they  already 
have. 

It  does  not  meet  the  situation  to  say  that  apprehension  in  regard  to 
the  future  of  our  finances  is  groundless  and  that  there  is  no  reason  for 
lack  of  confidence  in  the  purposes  or  power  of  the  Government  in  the 
premises.  The  very  existence  of  this  apprehension  and  lack  of  confi- 
dence, however  caused,  is  a  menace  which  ought  not  for  a  moment  to 
be  disregarded.  Possibly,  if  the  undertaking  we  have  in  hand  were  the 
maintenance  of  a  specific  known  quantity  of  silver  at  a  parity  with  gold, 
our  ability  to  do  so  might  he  estimated  and  gauged,  and  perhaps,  in  view 
of  our  unparalleled  growth  and  resources,  might  be  favorably  passed  upon. 
But  when  our  avowed  endeavor  is  to  maintain  such  parity  in  regard 
to  an  amount  of  silver  increasing  at  the  rate  of  1*50,000.000  yearly,  with 
no  fixed  termination  to  such  increase,  it  can  hardlj'  be  said  that  a  prob- 
lem is  presented  whose  solution  is  free  from  doubt. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  are  entitled  to  a  sound  and  stable  cur- 
rency and  to  money  recognized  as  such  on  every  exchange  and  in  every 
market  of  the  world.  Their  Government  has  no  right  to  injure  them  by 
financial  experiments  opposed  to  the  policy  and  practice  of  other  civilized 
states,  nor  is  it  justified  in  permitting  an  exaggeratefl  and  unre.l.sonable 
reliance  on  our  national  strength  and  ability  to  jeopardize  the  soundness 
of  the  people's  money. 

This  matter  rises  above  the  plane  of  party  politics.  It  vitally  con- 
cerns every  business  and  calling  and  enters  every  household  in  the  land. 
There  is  one  important  a.spect  of  the  subject  which  especially  should 
never  be  overlooked.  At  times  like  the  present,  when  the  evils  of  un- 
sound finance  threaten  us,  the  speculator  may  anticipate  a  harvest  gath- 
ered from  the  misfortune  of  others,  the  ca]>italisi  n»ay  protect  himself  by 
hoarding  or  may  even  find  profit  in  tlie  fluctuations  of  values;  but  the 
wage  earner — the  first  to  Ije  injured  by  a  depreciated  currency  and  the 
^T  receive  the  benefit  of  its  correction — is  practically  defenseless.    He 


ventures 

This  failing  liiin.  his  condition  is  without  allevialioii.  for  he  can  neither 
prey  on  the  niisfortunes  of  others  nor  hoard  his  lalior.  One  of  the  great- 
est statesmen  our  country  h;is  known,  speaking  more  than  fifty  years 
ago,  when  a  derangement  of  the  currency  had  caused  commercial  distress, 
said: 

Tlie  very  nuiii  of  all  others  who  has  the  deepest  interest  in  a  sound  currency  anil 
who  suffers  most  by  mischievous  legislation  in  money  matters  is  the  man  who  earns 
his  daily  bread  by  his  daily  toil. 

These  words  are  as  pertinent  now  as  on  the  day  they  were  uttered, 
and  ought  to  impressiveh"  remind  us  that  a  failure  in  the  discharge  of 
our  duty  at  this  time  nuist  especially  injure  those  of  our  countrymen 
who  labor,  and  who  because  of  their  number  and  condition  axe  entitled 
to  the  most  watchful  care  of  their  Government. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  such  relief  as  Congress  can  afford 
in  the  existing  situation  be  afforded  at  once.  The  maxim  "He  gives 
twice  who  gives  quickly"  is  directly  applicable.  It  may  be  true  that 
the  embarrassments  from  which  the  business  of  the  country  is  suffering 
arise  as  much  from  evils  apprehended  as  from  those  actually  existing, 
We  may  hope,  too,  that  calm  counsels  will  prevail,  and  that  neither  the 
capitalists  nor  the  wage  earners  will  give  way  to  imreasoning  panic  and 
sacrifice  their  property  or  their  interests  under  the  influence  of  exagger- 
ated fears.  Nevertheless,  every  day's  delay  in  removing  one  of  the  plain 
and  principal  causes  of  the  present  state  of  things  enlarges  the  mischief 
already  done  and  increases  the  responsibility  of  the  Goveniuieiit  for  its 
existence.  Whatever  else  the  people  have  a  right  to  expect  from  Con- 
gress, they  may  certainly  demand  that  legislation  condemned  by  the  ordeal 
of  three  years'  disastrous  experience  shall  be  removed  from  the  statute 
books  as  soon  as  their  representatives  can  legitimately  deal  with  it. 

It  was  my  purpose  to  summon  Congress  in  special  session  early  in  the 
coming  September,  that  we  might  enter  promptly  uix>n  the  work  of  tauff 
reform,  which  the  true  interests  of  the  country  dearly  demand,  vvhich  so 
large  a  majority  of  the  people,  as  shown  by  their  suffrages,  desire  and 
expect,  and  to  the  accomplishment  of  which  every  effort  of  the  present 
Administration  is  pledged.  But  while  tariff  reform  has  lost  nothing  of 
its  immediate  and  pennanent  importance  and  must  in  the  near  future 
engage  the  attention  of  Congress,  it  has  .seemed  to  me  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  country  should  at  once  aud  before  all  other  subjects  be 
considered  by  your  honorable  body. 

I  earnestly  recommend  the  prompt  repeal  of  the  provisions  of  the  act 
passed  July  14,  1890,  authorizing  the  purchase  of  silver  bullion,  and  that 
other  legislative  action  may  put  beyond  all  doubt  or  mistake  the  inten- 
tion and  the  ability  of  the  Govenitnenl  to  fulfill  its  pecuniary  obligations 
in  money  universally  recognized  by  all  civilized  countries

PROCLAMATIONS. 
By  thk  President  or  tiik  United  States  op  America. 

A  TROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  section  10  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Marcli 
3,  1893,  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  current  and  contin- 
gent expenses  and  fulfillitig  treaty  stipulatimis  with  Indian  tribes  for 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1.S94."  the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Indians,  by 
a  written  agreement  made  on  the  17th  day  of  May,  1893.  has  ratified 
the  agreement  for  tlte  cession  of  certain  lands  hereinafter  described,  as 
amended  by  said  act  of  March  3.  1893,  and  thereby  ceded,  couveyetl,  trans- 
ferred, relinquished,  and  surrendered  all  its  title,  claim,  and  interest  of 
every  kiiul  and  character  in  and  to  that  part  of  the  Indian  Territory 
Ixiunded  on  the  west  by  the  one  hundredth  degree  (  100°)  of  west  longi- 
tude, on  the  north  by  the  Stale  of  Kansas,  on  the  east  by  the  ninety-sixth 
degree  (  96"  )  of  west  longitude,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Creek  Nation,  the 
Territory  of  Oklahoma,  and  the  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  Reser\'ation 
created  or  defined  by  Executive  order  dated  August  10,  1869:  Provided, 
That  any  citi/.eii  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  who  prior  to  the  ist  day  of  No- 

Lveniber,  i8yi,  was  a  itjwayfa'c  resident  upon  and,  further,  had,  as  a  fanner 
and  for  farming  purposes,  made  permanent  and  valuable  improvements 
uixMi  any  part  of  the  land  so  ceded,  and  who  has  not  disposetl  of  the  same, 
but  desires  to  occupy  the  particular  lands  so  improved  as  a  homestead 
am)  fur  farming  purjKises,  shall  have  the  right  to  select  one-eighth  of  a 
section  of  land,  to  conform,  however,  to  the  United  States  surs-eys;  such 
selection  to  embrace,  as  far  as  the  above  limitation  will  admit,  such  im- 
provements; the  wife  and  children  of  any  such  citizen  shall  have  the 
same  right  of  selection  that  is  above  given  to  the  citizen,  and  they  shall 


have  the  preference  in  making  selections  tn  take  any  lands  iini>rove<l  by 
the  husband  and  father  that  he  can  not  take  until  all  of  Ins  iminoved  land 
shall  be  taken;  and  that  any  citizen  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  not  a  resi- 
dent within  the  laud  so  ceded  who  prior  to  the  ist  da}-  of  Novenil^er,  i  Sy  i , 
had  for  farming  purposes  made  valuable  and  jiennanent  improvements 
upon  any  of  the  land  so  cetled  shall  have  the  right  to  select  one-eighth 
of  a  section  of  land,  to  conform  to  the  United  States  surveys;  such  selec- 
tion to  embrace,  as  far  as  the  above  limitation  will  admit,  such  improve- 
ments; but  the  allotments  so  provided  for  shall  not  exceed  seventy  (70) 
in  number  and  the  land  allotted  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  and  six 
hundred  (5,600)  acres;  and  such  allotments  shall  be  made  and  confirmed 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  prescril>ed  by  tlie  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  and  when  so  made  and  confimied  shall  l)e  conveyed  to  the 
allottees  respectively  by  the  United  States  in  fee  simple;  and  from  the 
price  to  be  paid  to  the  Cherokee  Nation  for  the  cession  so  made  there 
shall  be  deducted  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  forty  cents  ($1.40)  for  each 
acre  so  taken  in  allotment:  And  proi'idcd,'T\\aX  D.  W.  Bushy  head  hav- 
ing made  pennanent  or  valuable  improvements  j>rior  to  the  ist  day  of 
November,  189 1,  on  the  lands  so  ceded,  he  may  select  a  quarter  section 
of  the  lands  ceded,  whether  reserved  or  otherwise,  prior  to  the  ojiening  of 
said  lands  to  public  settlement,  but  he  shall  lie  required  to  pay  for  such 
selection  at  the  same  rate  per  acre  as  otlier  settlers,  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States,  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall 
direct;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  section  10  of  the  aforesaid  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  3,  1893,  that — 

Said  lands,  except  the  portion  to  be  allotted  as  provided  in  said  agreement,  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  ^295, 736,  herein  appropriated,  to  Ix-  immediately 
paid,  become  and  l)e  taken  to  he  and  treated  as  a  part  of  the  public  domain;  hut  in 
any  opening  of  the  sauie  to  settlement  sections  16  and  36  in  each  township,  whether 
surveyed  or  unsurveycd,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  reserved  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  public  schools  to  be  established  within  the  limits  of  such  lands,  under  such  con- 
ditions and  regulations  as  may  be  hereafter  enacted  by  Congress,     *     •     » 

Sections  13,  f4,  15,  16,  21,  22,  23,  24,  35,  26,  27,  28,  and  the  east  half  of  sections  17,  20, 
and  29,  all  in  township  No.  29  norlli  of  range  No.  2  east  of  the  Indian  tnendian,  the 
same  being  lands  reserved  by  Executive  order  ilated  Jtdy  12,  i5H4,  for  use  of  and  in 
connection  with  the  Chilocco  Indian  Induslrial  School,  in  the  Indian  Territorj',  shall 
not  be  subject  to  public  settlement,  but  shall  until  the  fvirther  action  of  Congress  con- 
tinue to  be  reserved  for  tliu  purjK»ses  for  which  they  were  set  apart  in  the  said  Uxec- 
utive  order;  and  the  President  {>f  the  I'nited  States,  in  any  order  or  proclamation 
which  he  shall  make  for  the  opening  of  the  lands  for  settlement,  may  make  such 
other  reservations  of  lands  for  public  purposes  as  he  may  deem  wi.se  and  desirable. 

The  President  of  the  I'nited  States  is  hereby  authoriied,  at  any  time  witliin  six 
months  after  the  approval  of  this  act  and  the  acceptance  of  the  same  by  the  Cherokee 
Nation  as  herein  provided,  by  proclamation,  to  o])en  to  settlement  any  or  all  of  the 
lands  not  allotted  or  reserved  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  [3  of  the  act  of  Con- 
ft  gress  approved  March  2, 1889,  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  current 
I  and  contingent  expcn.ses  of  the  Indian  Department  and  for  fulfilling  treaty  .slipu- 
■    lations  with  various  Indian  tribes  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  \Vfp,  and  for  ott\ef 
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purposes"  ( 25  U.  ft.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  1005 ) ;  and  also  subjccl  to  the  provision's  of  the 
act  of  Congress  approvtd  May  2,  1S90,  entitled  "An  airt  to  provide  a  leuijjorar}-  gov- 
erntnfiit  for  the  Territory  of  (Iklaliuma,  to  enlarge  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ignited  States 
court  ill  the  Indian  Terrilory,  nnd  for  other  puriK>ses;"  also  subject  to  the  second  pro- 
viso of  section  17,  the  wholeof  section  iH,  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891, entitled  "An  act 
niHkiujr  !ippropri;itioiis  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Indian  Oepartment  and  for 
fulfilling  treaty  slijjulatious  with  variovis  Indian  tribes  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1S92,  and  for  other  piir]>oses;"  except  as  to  sn  nuiL-h  of  said  acts  and  sections  as  may 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Each  settler  on  the  lands  so  to  Ije  opened  U> 
selllemenl  as  aforesaid  shall  before  receiving  a  patent  for  his  homestead  pay  to  the 
United  Slates  for  the  lands  so  taken  by  hitn,  in  addition  to  the  fees  provided  by  law, 
the  sum  of  II2.50  per  acre  for  any  land  east  of  <y}yi°  west  longitude,  the  sum  of  f  1.50 
per  acre  for  Hny  land  between  97  Vi"  west  lonj^itude  and  gS'/J"  west  longitude,  and  the 
sum  off)  per  acre  for  any  land  west  of  98 '3°  west  longitude,  and  shall  also  pay  in 
lerest  upon  the  amount  so  tolx-  paiil  for  said  land  from  the  date  of  entry  to  the  date 
of  fitial  ptivnient  therefor  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum. 

No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  or  enter  upon  any  of  the  lands  herein  re- 
ferred toexcept  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  proclamation  of  tlie  President  open- 
inj;  the  same  to  settlement,  nnd  any  person  otherwise  occupying  or  entering  upon 
any  of  said  lands  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  acquire  any  of  said  lands.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  prescribe  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  for  the  occupation  and  settlement  of  said  lanck, 
to  tjc  incorporated  in  the  ■|>roclaniation  of  the  President,  which  shall  l>e  issued  at  least 
twenty  days  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  said  lands. 

And  whereas  by  a  written  agreement  made  on  the  21st  day  of  Octo- 
ber, "1891,  the  Tonkawa  tribe  of  Indians,  in  the  Territory  of  Oklahoma, 
ceded,  conveyed,  and  forever  relinquished  to  the  Ihiited  States  all  their 
right,  title,  claim,  and  interest  of  every  kind  and  character  in  and  to  the 
lands  particularly  described  iu  Article  I  of  the  agreement:  Provided, 
That  the  allotments  of  land  to  said  Tonkawa  tril>e  of  Indians  thereto- 
fore made  or  to  be  made  under  said  agreement  and  the  provi.sions  of  the 
general  allotment  act  approved  Febmary  8,  1887,  and  an  act  amendatory 
thereof,  approved  February  28,  1891,  shall  be  confirmed:  And  provided. 
That  in  all  ca.ses  where  the  allottee  has  died  since  land  has  been  setoff 
and  scheduled  to  such  person  the  law  of  descent  and  partition  in  force 
in  Oklahoma  Territory  shall  apply  thereto,  any  existing  law  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding;  and 

Whereas  by  a  certain  other  agreement  with  the  Pawnee  tribe  of  In- 
dians, in  said  Territory,  made  on  the  23d  day  of  November,  1S92,  said  tribe 
ceded,  conveyed,  released,  relinquished,  and  surrendered  to  the  United 
States  all  its  title,  claim,  and  interest  of  every  kind  and  character  IB 
and  to  the  lands  particularly  described  in  Article  I  of  the  ag^reement:  Pro- 
vided. That  the  allotments  made  or  to  be  made  to  said  Indians  in  the 
maimer  and  subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  said  agreement  shalli 
be  confinned;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  section  13  of  the  act  of  Congress  accept- 
ing, ratifying,  and  a)nfirn]ing  said  agreements  with  the  Toukawa  Indians 
and  the  Pawnee  Indians,  specified  in  sections  ri  and  12  of  the  same  act, 
approved  March  t^  1893,  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  fof 
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current  and  contingent  expenses  and  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations  with 
Indian  tribes  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  jo,  1894"  — 

That  the  lauds  acquireil  by  the  agreeuietits  s^cifieil  in  the  two  precerling  sections 
are  hereby  declareii  to  be  a  part  of  tlic  pulilic  (kmiain.  Sections  16  and  36  in  each 
township,  whether  surveyed  or  unsur\'eyed,  are  hereby  reserved  from  settlement  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  public  schools,  as  provide<l  in  section  10  relating  to  lands 
acquired  from  the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Indians;  and  the  lan<ls  so  acquired  by  the 
agreements  specified  in  the  two  preceding  sections  not  so  rescrve<l  sliall  be  opened 
to  settlement  by  proclamation  of  the  President  at  the  sajne  time  an<l  in  the  man- 
ner and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  and  regulations  pruvidwl  in  section  10  relat- 
ing to  the  opening  of  the  lands  acquired  from  the  Cherf)kee  Nation  of  Indians;  and 
each  settler  on  the  lands  so  to  be  opened  as  aforesaid  sliall  Ijefore  receiving  a  patent 
for  bis  homestead  pay  to  the  United  States  for  the  lands  so  taken  by  him,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fees  provided  by  law,  the  sum  of  i2.y>  per  acre,  and  shall  also  jjay  interest 
upon  tlie  amount  so  to  be  paid  for  said  land  from  the  date  of  entry  to  the  liate  of 
final  payment  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum. 

And  whereas  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  act  approved  March  2,  1889, 
the  act  approved  May  2,  iHgo,  and  the  second  proviso  of  section  17  and 
the  whole  of  section  18  of  the  act  approved  March  3,  1891,  are  referred  to 
in  the  tenth  section  of  the  act  approved  March  3,  1893,  and  thereby  made 
applicable  in  the  disposal  of  the  lands  in  the  Cherokee  Outlet  lierein- 
liefore  mentioned,  the  pro\'isions  of  which  acts,  so  far  as  they  affect  the 
opening  to  settlement  and  the  disposal  of  said  lands,  are  more  particu- 
larly set  forth  hereinafter  in  connection  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
prescril>ed  by  the  Secretarj'  of  the  Interior  for  the  occupation  and  settle- 
ment of  the  lands  hereby  opened  according  to  said  tenth  section;  and 

Whereas  the  lands  acquired  by  the  tliree  several  agreements  herein- 
before mentioned  have  been  divided  into  counties  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  as  required  by  said  last -mentioned  act  of  Congress  before 
the  same  shall  be  opened  to  settlement,  and  lands  have  been  reserved 
for  county-seat  purposes,  to  l>e  entered  under  sections  2387  and  23S8  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as  therein  required,  as  follows, 
to  wit: 

For  County  K,  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  23  and  the  northeast 
quarter  of  section  26,  township  28  north,  range  2  east  of  the  Indian 
meridian,  excepting  4  acres  reserved  for  the  site  of  a  court-house,  to  be

For  County  L,  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  i  and  the  southeast 
quarter  of  section  2,  township  25  north,  range  6  west  of  the  Indian 
meridian,  excepting  4  acres  reser\'ed  for  the  site  of  a  court-house,  to  be 
designated  by  lot  and  block  upon  the  official  plat  of  survey  of  said  reser- 
vation for  county-seat  purposes  hereafter  to  Ije  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Laud  Office;  said  reservation  to  be  additional  to  tl 
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reservations  for  parks,  schools,  and  nther  public  purposes  required  to  Ik' 
made  by  section  22  of  the  act  of  May  2,  1890. 

For  County  M,  the  south  half  of  the  northeast  quarter  and  the  north 
half  uf  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  23  and  the  south  half  of  the  north- 
west quarter  and  the  north  half  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  24, 
township  27  north,  ranj^'e  r4  west  of  the  Indian  meridian,  excepting^  1 
acre  re-served  for  Goveriniient  use  for  the  site  of  a  land  office  and  4  acres 
to  be  reserved  for  the  site  of  a  court-house,  which  tracts  are  to  be  con- 
ttg^uous  and  to  be  designated  by  lot  and  block  upon  the  official  plat  of 
survey  of  said  reservation  for  county-seat  purposes  hereafter  to  lie  issued 
by  the  Conunissioner  of  the  General  Land  Ofl5ce;  said  reservations  to  be 
additional  to  the  reservations  for  parks,  schools,  and  other  public  purposes 
required  to  be  made  by  section  22  of  the  act  of  May  2,  1890. 

For  County  N,  the  south  half  of  section  25,  township  23  north,  range 
21  west  of  the  Indian  meridian,  excepting  1  acre  reserved  for  Goveni- 
nient  use  for  the  site  of  a  land  office  and  4  acres  to  be  reser\'ed  for  the 
site  of  a  court-house,  which  tracts  are  to  be  contiguous  and  to  be  desig- 
nated by  lot  and  black  upon  the  official  plat  of  survey  of  said  reservation 
for  county-seat  pnrjx)ses  hereafter  to  l>e  issue<l  by  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office;  said  reser\'atiotis  to  l>e  additional  to  the  reser- 
vations for  parks,  schools,  and  other  pulilic  purposes  recjiiired  to  Ije  made 
by  section  22  of  the  act  of  May  2,  1890. 

For  County  O,  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  7  and  the  southwest 
quarter  of  section  8,  township  22  north,  range  6  west  of  the  Indian  me- 
ridian, excepting  i  acre  reserved  for  Government  use  for  the  site  of  a 
land  office  and  4  acres  to  be  reserved  for  the  site  of  a  court-house,  which 
tracts  are  to  be  contiguous  and  to  be  designated  by  lot  and  block  upon 
the  official  plat  of  survey  of  said  reservation  for  county-seat  purposes 
hereafter  to  be  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  I^nd  Office; 
said  reservations  to  be  additional  to  the  rcser\'attons  for  parks,  schools,  and 
other  public  purposes  required  to  be  made  by  section  22  of  the  act  of  May 
2,  i8go. 

For  County  P,  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  22  and  the  northwest 
quarter  of  section  23,  township  21  north,  range  i  west  of  the  Indian  me- 
ridian, excepting  i  acre  reser\'ed  for  Goveniinent  use  for  the  site  of  a  land 
office  and  4  acres  reserved  for  the  site  of  a  court-house,  which  tracts  are 
to  l)e  contiguous  and  to  be  designated  by  lot  and  block  upon  the  official 
plat  of  survey  of  said  reservation  for  county-seat  purposes  hereafter  to 
Ix;  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office;  said  reserva- 
tions to  lie  additional  to  the  reservations  for  parks,  schools,  and  other 
public  puqxises  required  to  be  made  by  section  22  of  the  act  of  May  2, 
1890;  and 

For  County  Q,  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  31,  the  west  half  of  the 
southwest  quarter  of  section  32,  township  22  north,  range  5  east.  lot  4  of 
section  5,  aud  lot  1  of  section  6,  towuship  21  north,  range  5  east  of  the 
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Indian  meridian,  excepting  4  acres  resened  for  the  sitL*  of  a  court-house, 
to  be  designated  by  lot  and  bhxk  upon  the  official  plat  of  sur\'ey  of  said 
reservation  for  county-seat  piiqwses  hereafter  to  Ix;  issued  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office;  said  reservation  to  be  additional  to 
the  reservations  for  parks,  schools,  and  other  public  purposes  required 
to  be  made  by  section  22  of  the  act  of  May  2.  1890. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  bj'  act  of  Congress  for  temporary  government  of 
Oklahoma,  approved  May  2,  1890,  section  23  (26  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large, 
p.  92).  that  there  shall  l>e  reser\'ed  public  highways  4  rods  wide  between 
each  section  of  land  in  said  Territory,  the  section  lines  being  the  center 
of  said  highways;  but  no  detluction  shall  lie  made,  where  cash  payments 
are  provided  for,  in  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  each  quarter  section  of  land 
by  reason  of  such  reservation;  and 

Whereas  all  the  terms,  conditions,  and  considerations  required  by  said 
agreements  made  with  said  nation  and  trilx;s  of  Indians  and  by  the  laws 
relating  thereto  precedent  to  opening  said  lands  to  settlement  have  been, 
as  I  hereby  declare,  complied  with: 

Now.  therefore,  I.  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  statutes  hereinljefore  mentioned 
and  by  other  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  by  said  several  agree- 
ments, do  hereby  declare  and  make  known  that  all  the  lands  acquired  from 
the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Indians,  the  Toukawa  tribe  of  Indians,  and  the 
Pawnee  tribe  of  Indians  by  the  three  several  agreements  aforesaid  will 
at  the  hour  of  12  o'clock  nfjon  (^ central  standard  time)  on  Saturday,  the 
j6th  day  of  the  month  of  Septendter,  A.  I).  1H93,  and  not  Ijefore,  be  opened 
to  settlement  tmder  the  tenns  of  and  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  limi- 
tations, reservations,  and  restrictions  contained  in  said  agrccmeuts.  the 
statutes  aljove  specified,  the  laws  of  the  United  States  applicable  thereto, 
■  and  the  conditions  prescribed  by  this  proclamation,  saving  and  excepting 
lands  described  and  identified  as  follows,  to  wit:  The  lands  set  apart  for 
tlie  Osage  and  Kansas  Indians,  being  a  tract  of  country  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  State  of  Kansas,  on  the  east  by  the  ninety -sixth  degree  of 
west  longitude,  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Creek  coimtry  and  the  main 
chamiel  of  the  Arkansas  River;  the  lands  set  apart  for  the  Confederated

east,  the  said  fractional  townships  lying  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Arkansas

luents  provided;  excepting  also  the  lauds  reserved  by  Executive  orders 
dated  April  i8,  1882, and  January-  17,  1S83  (known  as  Camp  Supply  Mil-

reserA-ed  as  sites  for  court-houses;  aud  excepting  also  the  reservations  i<x 
the  use  of  and  in  connection  with  the  Chilocco  Indian  Industrial  School 
aud  for  couuty-seat  purposes  hereinbefore  described;  excepting  also  the 
saline  lands  covered  by  three  leases  made  by  the  Cherokee  Nation  prior 
to  March  3.  1893,  known  as  the  Eastern,  Middle,  and  Western  Saline  re- 
serves, under  authority  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  August  7,  1882  (22  U.  S. 
Statutes  at  I^arge,  p.  349),  said  lands  being  described  and  identified  as

33  in  each  township,  which  has  not  lieeii  otherwise  reserved  or  dispased 
of,  is  hereby  reserved  for  public  buildings;  excepting  also  sections  16 
and  36  in  each  township,  which  are  reserved  by  law  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  the  public  schools;  excepting  also  all  selections  and  allotments 
made  under  the  law  and  the  agreements  herein  referred  to,  the  lands  cov- 
ered by  said  selections  and  allotments  to  l)e  particularly  dcscriljed  and 
identified;  said  descriptions  to  lie  furnished  by  the  Corainis.sioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  and  postetl  in  the  several  Ixvoths  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  those  where  certain  preliminary  declarations  are  to  Ije  made  prior  to 
the  day  named  in  this  proclamation  as  that  when  the  strip  will  be  open 
to  settlement. 

Said  lands  so  to  be  opened  as  herein  proclaimed  shall  lie  entere<l  upon  and 
occupied  only  in  the  manner  and  under  the  provi.siotis  following,  to  wit: 

A  strip  of  laud  100  feet  in  width  around  and  immediately  within  the 
outer  Iwundaries  of  the  entire  tract  of  country  to  be  ojiened  to  settlement 
under  this  proclamation  is  hereby  temix>rarily  set  apart  for  the  following 
purpases  and  uses,  viz: 

Said  strip,  the  inner  boundary  of  which  shall  he  too  feet  from  the 
exterior  Ixmndary  of  the  country  known  as  the  Cherokee  Outlet,  shall  be 
open  to  occupancy  in  advance  of  the  day  and  hour  named  for  the  opening 
of  said  ctnintn.-  by  [K-rsons  expecting  and  intending  to  make  settlement 
pursuant  to  this  prtjclaniutioii.  Such  occupanc)  shall  not  l>e  regarded  as 
tresjnss  or  in  violation  of  this  proclamation  or  of  the  law  under  which  it 
is  made,  nor  shall  any  settlement  rights  lie  gained  thereby. 


The  Commissioner  of  the  Getrernl  Lnnd  Office  shall,  inuler  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  c-stabhsh  on  .said  ioo-ffK>t  strip  lxx>ths,  to 
he  located  as  follows:  One  in  township  29  north,  range  2  east;  one  in  town- 
ship 29  north,  range  2  west;  one  in  township  29  north,  range  4  west;  one 
in  township  29  north,  range  8  west;  one  in  township  29  north,  range  12 
west;  one  in  township  20  north,  range  3  east;  ane  in  township  20  north, 
range  2  west;  one  in  township  20  north,  range  7  west;  and  one  in  lov\n- 
ship  20  nortli.  range  26  west;  and  shall  place  in  charge  thereof  three  offi- 
cers to  each  booth,  who  shall  Ije  detailed  from  the  General  I.,and  Office. 
Said  booths  shall  be  ojien  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  and  after 
Monday,  the  1 1  th  day  of  the  month  of  September,  A.  I),  1S93,  from  7  a.  m. 
to  12  m.  and  i  p.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  each  business  day  until  the  same  shall 
be  discontinued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who  is  hereby  anllior- 
ized  to  discontinue  the  same  at  his  discretion.  Kach  party  desiring  to 
enter  upon  and  occupy  as  a  homestead  any  of  the  lands  hereby  opened  to 
settlement  will  be  required  to  first  apjiear  at  one  of  the  Jicfore- mentioned 
btKiths  and  make  a  declaration  in  writing,  to  Ix*  signed  by  the  party  in  the 
presence  of  one  of  the  officers  in  charge  thereof,  which  shall  be  certified 
by  such  officer,  according  to  the  form  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part 
hereof  marked  A,  sliowing  his  or  her  qnalificatiuiis  to  make  luimestead 
entry  for  said  lands,  whereupon  a  certificate  will  Ix;  issued  by  the  officers 
in  charge  of  the  borjth  to  the  party  making  the  declaration,  which  shall 
be  of  the  form  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof  marked  D. 

Where  a  party  desires  to  file  a  soldier's  declaratory  statement  in  ]>er- 
son.  he  will  l>e  required  to  make  a  declaration  which  shall  l>e  of  the  form 
hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof  marked  K.  the  same  to  lie  made 
and  subscribed  before  one  of  the  officers  in  cliarge  of  the  liooth  and  cer- 
tified by  such  officer,  independently  of  the  affidavit  (Form  4-546)  to  be 
filed  when  he  presents  the  certificate  of  P'orm  D,  there  given  him,  to  the 
district  officers.  Where  a  party  desires  to  file  a  declaratory  statement 
through  an  agent,  it  will  l>e  neces.sary  for  him  previously  to  make  the 
affidavit  ordinarily  required  (Form  4-545)  l^efore  some  officer  authorized 
to  administer  oaths  and  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  agent,  who, 
before  being  permitted  to  enter  upon  the  lands  to  lie  opened  in  said 
outlet  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  desired  filing,  will  be  rec|uire<l  to 
appear  Ijefore  the  officers  in  charge  of  some  one  of  the  Ixwths,  to  pre- 
sent the  said  affidavit  of  the  party  authorizing  him  to  act  as  such  agent, 
and  to  make  a  declaration  in  writing,  to  \ie  subscribed  by  him  in  the  pres- 
ence of  one  of  such  officers,  which  shall  l)e  certified  by  such  officer,  ac- 
cording to  the  form  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof  marked  C, 
whereupon  a  certificate  of  F'onn  D  will  lie  given  him  by  said  officer.  The 
agent  should  be  provided  with  affidavits  of  Form  4-545  made  in  dupli- 
cate— one  for  presentation  to  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  Ixjoth  and  the 
other  for  presentation  to  the  district  officers  when  formal  filing  is  to  be 
n]ade. 
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Each  party  desiring  to  enter  upon  said  lands  for  the  purpose  of  set- 
tling upon  a  town  lot  will  be  retiuired  to  first  appear  at  one  of  the  before- 
mentioned  booths  and  make  a  declaration  in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the 
party  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  officers  in  charge  thereof,  which  shall 
be  certified  by  such  officer,  according  to  the  fonn  hereto  attached  and 
made  a  part  hereof  marked  K,  vvhfreui>on  a  certificate  will  l)e  issue<l 
by  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  txioth  to  the  party  making  the  declara- 
tion, which  shall  Ije  of  the  form  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof 
marked  F. 

The  said  declarations  made  before  the  officers  in  charge  shall  be  given 
consecutive  numljers,  beginning  at  No.  i  at  each  booth,  and  the  certifi- 
cate issued  to  the  party  making  the  declaration  shall  be  given  the  same 
iiuniljer  as  is  given  the  declaration.  The  declaration  shall  be  carefully 
preserved  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  booths,  and  when  the  booths  arc

surrendered  wheii  application  to  enter  or  file  is  presented  to  the  district 
officers,  and  the  party's  right  to  make  a  filing,  homestead  entry,  or  setllc- 
nient  shall  lie  passed  n]Kjii  by  the  district  land  officers  at  the  proper  lime 
and  in  the  usual  manner.  The  holder  of  such  certificate  will  l>e  re(}uired 
when  he  makes  his  htiniestead  affidavit,  or,  if  a  soldier  or  soldier's  agent, 
when  he  files  a  declaratory  statement  at  the  district  office,  to  allege  under 
oath  l>efore  the  officers  taking  such  homestead  affidavit  or  to  whom  said 
declaratory  statement  is  presented  for  filing  that  all  the  statements  con- 
tained in  the  declaration  made  by  him,  \\\mi\  which  said  certificate  is 
ba.sed,  are  true  in  every  particular,  such  oath  to  be  added  to  affidavit  of 
Form  4-102.  as  shown  on  form  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof 
marked  io2d. 

After  the  hour  and  day  hereinbefore  named  when  said  lands  will  be 
opened  to  settlement  all  parties  holding  such  certificates  ( Form  Dor  F) 
will  t)e  permitted  tn  ciccupy  or  enter  upon  the  lands  so  o|)ened,  and  parties 
holding  a  certificate  of  Form  D  may  initiate  a  homestead  claim,  either 
by  settlement  uix>n  the  land  or  by  entry  or  filing  at  the  proper  district 
office;  l)Ut  no  person  not  holding  any  such  certificate  shall  be  permitted 
to  occupy  or  enter  upon  any  of  said  lauds  until  after  the  booths  shall  have 
been  discontinued  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Until 
then  the  officers  of  the  United  States  are  expressly  charged  to  permit  no 
I  Uhout  a  certificate  to  occupy  or  enter  upon  any  of  said  lands. 

lowing  rules  and  regulations  have  lx;cn  prescribed  by  the  Sec- 


ttarj'  of  the  Interior,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  as  provided  l»y 
tction  lo  of  said  act  of  March  3,  1893,  for  the  occupation  and  settlement 
the  lands  hereby  opened,  to  wit:

:rcs:  who  is  not  the  owner  in  fee  sinvple  of  160  acres  of  land  in  any  State 
r  Territory,  and  who  has  not  entered  upon  or  occupied  the  lands  hereby 
pdicd  in  violation  of  this  the  President's  proclamation  opening  the  same 
seillement  and  entry.  1  See  section  2289,  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes:  act 
March  2,  1889.  25  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  854;  section  13  of  the 
t  of  Marxrh  2, 1889,25  U.S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  1005;  act  of  August 

1.  iSgo,  26  U.S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  391 :  section  20,  act  of  May  2, 1S90, 
I  U.S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  91,  and  section  lo,  act  of  March  3, 1893,  27 
,  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  640. ) 

2.  Each  entry  shall  be  in  a  compact  body,  according  to  the  rectangular 
bdivisiot)s  of  the  pubhc  sur\eys,  and  in  a  square  form,  as  nearly  as  rea- 

h\y  practicable  consistently  with  such  sHr\'eys;  and  no  person  shall 
mitted  to  enter  more  than  one  quarter  section  in  quantity  of  said 
(See  section  13,  act  of  March  2,  1889,  25  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large, 
I.  1005.) 

3.  Parties  who  own  and  reside  upon  land  (not  acquired  by  them  under 
c  homestead  law )  not  amounting  in  quantity  to  a  quarter  section  may, 
otherwise  qualified,  enter  other  land  lying  contiguous  to  their  own  to 
i  amount  which  shall  not  with  tlie  land  already  owned  by  them  exceed 

the  aggregate  160  acres.  (See  section  2289,  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes.) 
.  Any  party  who  has  made  a  homestead  entry  prior  to  March  2,  1S89, 
leas  than  one  quarter  section  of  land  and  who  still  owns  and  occupies 
land  so  entered  may,  if  otherwise  qualified,  enter  an  additional  tract 

land  lying  contiguous  to  the  land  embraced  in  the  original  entry,  which 
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shall  not  with  the  land  first  eutered  exceed  in  the  aggregate  i6o  acres; 
but  such  additional  entry  will  not  be  permitted,  or  if  permitted  will  be 
canceled,  if  the  original  entry  should  fail  for  any  reason  prior  to  patent 
or  should  appear  to  be  illegal  or  fraudulent.  The  final  proof  of  residence 
and  cultivation  made  on  the  original  entry,  together  with  the  payment  of 
the  prescribed  price  for  the  land,  will  be  sufficient  to  entitle  the  party  to 
a  final  certificate  for  the  land  so  entered  without  further  proc^f.

5.  Parties  who  have  complied  with  the  conditions  of  the  law  with  re- 
gard to  a  homestead  entry  for  less  than  160  acres  of  land  made  prior  to 
March  2,  18S9,  and  have  had  the  final  papers  issued  therefor,  may.  if 
otherwise  qualified,  make  an  additional  entry,  by  legal  subdivisions,  of 
so  much  land  as  added  to  the  quantity  previously  so  eutered  shall  not 
exceed  160  acres.  Parties  making  entry  under  the  provisions  set  forth 
va.  this  paragraph  will  be  required  to  reside  upon  and  cultivate  the  laud 
embracetl  therein  for  the  prescril^fd  period  and  to  submit  proof  of  resi- 
dence and  cultivation  of  a  like  character  with  that  requiretl  in  ordinary 
homestead  entries  before  the  issuance  of  a  final  certificate.  (See  sectiou  6, 
act  of  March  2,  1.S89,  25  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  854.) 

6.  Any  officer,  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine  who  .ser\e<l  for  not  less  than 
ninety  days  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  War 
of  the  Rebellion  and  who  was  honorabh-  discharged  and  has  remainel 
loyal  to  the  Government,  or,  in  case  of  his  death,  his  widow,  or,  in  case 
of  her  death  or  remarriage,  liis  minor  or])luin  children,  by  a  guardian  rluly 
a]>iK)inted  and  officially  accredited  at  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  may, 
either  in  person  or  by  agent,  file  a  declaratory'  statement  for  a  tract  of 
laud  and  have  six  months  thereafter  within  which  to  make  actu.i1  entry 
and  conmience  residence  and  improvements  ufjon  the  land.  (See  sections 
2304.  2307,  and  2309,  U.  S.  Revi.sed  Statutes. ) 

7.  Every  person  entitled  under  the  preceding  paragraph  to  enter  a 
homestead  who,  or  whose  deceased  husband  or  father,  in  case  of  the 
widow  or  minor  children,  may  have  prior  to  June  22,  1S74.  enterwl 
under  the  homestead  laws  a  quantity  of  laud  less  than  160  acres  may,  if 
otherwise  qualified,  enter  so  much  land  as  when  added  to  the  quantity 
previously  entered  shall  not  exceed  160  acres;  but  the  party  must  make 
affidavit  that  the  entry  is  made  for  actual  settlement  and  cultivation,  and 
the  pro<jf  of  such  settlement  and  cultivation  prescribed  by  existing  home- 
stead laws  and  regulations  thereunder  will  lie  required  to  be  produced 
before  the  issue  of  final  certificate.

I  10.  Parties  applying  to  make  homestead  entry  will  be  required  to 
'tender  with  the  application  the  legal  fee  and  commissions,  which  are  as 
follows:  For  an  entry  of  over  80  acres  a  fee  of  $10,  and  for  an  entry  of 
Pk>  acres  or  less  a  fee  of  $$,  and  in  both  cases,  in  addition,  commissions 
of  2  per  cent  npon  the  (jovenunent  price  of  the  land,  computed  at  the 
rate  of  $1.25  per  acre,  the  ordinary  minimuni  price  of  public  lands  under

1 1 .  Homestead  applicants  appearing  in  great  number  at  the  local  office

12.  Soldiers'  declaratory  statements  can  only  be  made  by  the  parties 
ntitled  or  by  their  agents  in  jjerson,  and  will  not  Ije  received  if  sent  by 
Hail.  A  party  acting  as  agent  and  appearing  in  line,  as  contemplated 
tnder  the  eleventh  paragraph,  will  be  allowed  to  make  one  entry  or  filing

be  paid  from  the  date  of  the  entry  to  date  of  final  payment  of  purchase 
money.  (See  sections  2238  and  2291,  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes,  and  sec- 
tions 10  and  13  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1893,  -7  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large, 
p.  640.) 

15.  The  parties  named  in  paragraph  6  of  these  regulations  are  enti- 
tled to  have  the  tenn  of  service  in  the  Army  or  Navy  under  which  the 
claim  is  made,  not  excccditig  four  years,  deducted  from  the  period  of 
five  years'  residence  or  cultivation  required  as  stated  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  or,  if  the  party  was  discharged  from  service  oti  account  of 
wounds  or  disabilities  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty,  the  whole  term  of  en- 
listment, not  exceeding  four  years,  may  be  deducted.  (See  section  2305, 
U.  S.  Revised  Statutes. ) 

16.  Where  a  homestead  settler  dies  Ijefore  tlie  consummation  of  his 
claim,  the  widow,  or,  in  case  of  her  death,  the  heirs  ur  devisee,  may  con- 
tinue settlement  or  cultivation  and  obtain  title  upon  requisite  proof  at 
the  pro]icr  tune.  If  the  widow  proves  up,  title  will  jjass  to  lier;  if  she  dies 
before  proving  up  and  the  heirs  or  devisee  make  the  proof,  the  title  will 
vest  in  them,  rcsjiectively.     (See  section  2291,  IT.  S.  Revised  Statutes.) 

17.  Where  Ixjth  parents  die.  leaving  infant  children,  the  homestead 
may  Ije  sold  for  cash  for  the  benefit  of  such  children,  and  the  purchaser 
will  receive  title  from  the  United  States,  (See  section  2292.  U.  S.  Revised 
Statutes.) 

18.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  person  after  having  entered  a  home^stead 
the  failure  of  the  widow,  children,  or  devisee  of  the  deceased  to  fulfill  the 
demands  of  the  letter  of  the  law  as  to  residence  on  the  lands  will  not 
necessarily  subject  the  entry  to  forfeiture  on  the  ground  of  abandoiuueut. 
If  the  land  is  cultivated  in  good  faith,  the  law  will  lie  considered  as  hav- 
ing been  substantially  complied  with. 

19.  Town-site  claims  may  be  initiated  upon  said  lauds  under  the  stat- 
utes by  two  methods,  which  are  separate  and  distinct  in  character.  The 
regulations  under  the  first  method  are  hereinafter  set  forth  in  paragraphs 
20,  21,  and  22,  and  under  the  second  method  in  paragraphs  23  to  28,  iu- 
cluaive.

I  municipal  subdivision  the  lots  in  which  shall  not  exceed  4,200  square 

■  feet,  with  a  .statement  of  the  extent  and  general  character  of  the  improve- 
I  ments.  The  plat  and  statement  nuist !«  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  party, 
B  acting  for  and  in  l)elinlf  of  the  rxrcupants  and  inhaljitants  of  the  town  or

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city.  Within  one  month  after  filing  the  plat  with  the  recorder  of  the 
county  a  verified  copy  of  said  plat  and  stateuicnl  must  be  sent  to  the 
General  Land  Office,  accompanied  by  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  that 
such  town  or  city  has  Ijeen  estahlislied  in  j^<xk1  faith,  and  a  similar  map 
and  statement  must  be  filed  with  the  rejiister  aitd  receiver  of  the  proper 
district  office.  Thereafter  the  President  may  cause  the  lots  embraced 
within  the  limits  of  such  city  or  town  to  l>e  offered  at  public  sale  to  the 
highest  bidder,  subject  to  a  miiiinunn  of  $io  for  each  lot;  and  sucli  lots 
as  may  not  be  disposed  of  at  public  sale  shall  thereafter  be  liable  to 
private  entry  at  such  niininuim  or  at  sucli  rea.sonable  increase  or  diminu- 
tion thereafter  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  order  from  time  to 
time,  after  at  least  three  months"  notice,  in  view  of  the  increase  or  de- 
crease in  the  value  of  the  nuuiJcipal  property.  Any  actual  settler  upon 
any  lot  and  iipon  any  a<lditional  lot  upon  which  he  may  have  substantial 
improvements  shall  l>e  entitled  to  pro\e  up  and  purchase  the  same  as  a 
preemption,  at  such  minimum,  at  any  time  before  the  day  fixed  for  the 
public  sale.     (.See  section  2;>S2,  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes.) 

21.  In  case  the  parties  interested  shall  fail  or  refuse  within  twelve 
months  after  founding  a  city  or  town  to  file  in  the  General  Land  Office 
a  transcript  map.  with  the  .statement  and  testimony,  as  required  in  par- 
agraph 20,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  cause  a  sur\'ey  and  plat  to 
be  made  of  said  city  or  town,  and  thereafter  the  lots  will  be  .sold  at  an  in- 
crea.se  of  50  per  cent  on  the  miiiinmm  price  of  $10  per  lot.  (See  section 
2384,  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes. ) 

22.  When  lots  vary  in  size  from  the  limitation  of  4,200  square  feet 
and  the  lots,  buildings,  and  improvements  cover  an  area  greater  than  640 
acres,  such  variance  as  to  size  of  lots  or  excess  in  area  will  pro\e  no 
bar  to  entr>',  but  the  price  of  the  lots  may  Ije  increa.sed  to  such  reasona- 
ble amount  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  by  rule  establish.  (See 
section  2385,  U.  S,  Revised  Statutes. ) 

23.  Under  the  second  method  lands  actually  settled  upon  and  occupied 
as  a  town  site,  and  therefore  not  subject  to  entry  under  the  homestead 
laws,  may  be  entered  as  a  town  site  at  the  proper  di.strict  land  office. 
(See  section  2387,  U.S.  Revised  Statutes.) 

24.  If  the  town  is  incorporated,  the  entry  may  be  made  by  the  corpo- 
rate authorities  thereof  through  the  mayor  or  other  ]>rincipal  officer  duly 
authorized  .so  to  do.  If  the  town  is  not  incorporated,  the  entry  may  l>e 
made  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court  for  the  county  in  which  said  town 
is  .situated.  In  either  ca.se  the  entry  must  be  made  in  trust  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  occupants  thereof  according  to  their  respective  interests. 
The  execution  of  svich  trust  as  to  the  disposal  of  lots  and  the  proceeds  of 
sales  is  to  be  conducted  imder  regulations  prescriljed  by  the  territorial 
laws.  Acts  of  trustees  not  in  accordance  with  such  regulations  are  void. 
(See  sections  2387  and  2391.  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes.) 

25.  The  officer  authorized  to  enter  a  town  site  may  make  entry  at  once, 
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or  he  may  initiate  an  entry  by  filing^  a  declaratory  statement  of  the  pur- 
pose of  the  inhabitants  to  make  a  town-site  entry  of  the  land  described. 
The  entr\'  or  declaratory  stalenient  shall  inclnde  onh'  such  laud  as  is 
actually  occupied  by  the  town  and  the  title  to  which  is  iu  the  United 
!  States,  and  its  exterior  limits  must  conform  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of 
the  public  lands.     (See  sections  2388  and  23.S9,  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes.) 

26.  The  amount  of  land  tliat  ma}'  V)e  entered  under  this  method  is  pro- 
portionate to  the  number  of  inhabitants.  One  hundred  and  less  than  200 
inlia1)itants  nia\-  enter  not  to  exceed  320  acres;  200  and  less  than  i.ooo 
inhabitants  may  enter  not  to  exceed  640  acres;  and  where  the  inhabit- 
ants number  1,000  aud  over  an  amount  not  to  exceed  1,280  acres  may 
be  entered,  and  for  each  additional  1,000  iidiabitants,  not  to  exceed  5,000 
iu  all,  a  further  amount  of  320  acres  may  be  allowed.  When  the  number 
of  inhabitants  of  a  towni  is  less  than  100,  the  town  site  shall  be  restricted 
to  the  land  actually  occupied  for  town  purposes  by  legal  subdivisions. 
(See  section  2389.  U.  S.  Revised  Statutes. ) 

27.  Where  an  entry  is  made  of  less  than  the  maximum  quantity  of  land 
allowed  for  town-site  purposes,  additional  entries  juay  be  made  of  con- 
tiguous tracts  occupied  for  town  purposes  which  when  added  to  the  pre- 
vious entry  or  entries  will  not  exceed  2,560  acres;  but  no  additional  entry 
can  be  allowed  which  will  make  the  total  area  exceed  the  area  to  which 
the  town  ma)'  be  entitled  by  virtue  of  its  population  at  date  of  additional 
entry.  (See  section  4  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1877,  ig  U.  S.  Statutes  at 
Large,  p.  392.) 

28.  The  land  must  lie  paid  for  at  the  Govenimcnt  price  per  acre,  and 
proof  must  be  fumislied  relating,  first,  to  municipal  occupation  of  the 
land;  second,  nnm1>er  of  inhabitants;  third,  extent  and  value  of  town 
improvements;  fourth,  date  when  land  was  first  used  for  town-site  pur- 
poses; fifth,  official  character  and  authority  of  officer  making  entry;  sixth. 
if  an  incoqK'>rated  town,  pnxif  of  incoriwration,  which  should  lie  a  certified 
copy  of  the  act  of  incorixjratiou,  and,  .seventh,  that  a  majority  of  the  occu- 
pants or  owners  of  the  lots  within  the  town  desire  that  such  action  lie 
taken.  Thirty  daj-s"  publication  of  notice  of  intention  to  make  proof 
must  be  made  and  proof  of  publication  furnished.  (See  .section  2387. 
U.  S.  Revised  Statutes. )  hH 

29.  All  surveys  for  town  sites  on  said  lands  shall  contain  reser\'ati^^^ 
for  parks  (of  .suljstantialh'  equal  area  if  more  than  one  park;  and  for 
schools  and  other  public  purposes,  embracing  in  the  aggregate  not  less 
than  10  nor  more  than  20  acres,  aud  fxitents  for  such  reservations,  to  be 
maintained  for  such  purpo.ses,  will  Ije  issued  to  the  towns  respectively 
when  organized  as  municipalities.  (See  section  22,  act  of  May  2, 1890, 
26  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  92. } 

30.  In  case  any  of  said  lauds  which  may  be  entered  under  the  home- 
stead laws  by  a  person  who  is  entitled  to  perfect  his  title  thereto  under 
such  laws  are  required  for  town-site  purposes,  the  entryman  may  apply 
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to  the  Secretan'  of  the  Interior  to  purchase  the  lands  etnhraced  in  said 
homestead,  or  any  part  thereof  not  less  than  a  legal  siihdi vision,  for  town- 
site  purposes.

FIRST  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Executive  Mansion, 
IVashinglon,  December  /,  189J. 

To  the  Congress  0/  the  United  States: 

The  constitutional  duty  which  requires  the  President  from  time  to 
time  to  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of  the  Union  and 
recommend  to  their  c<insideratin:i  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  neces- 
sary and  expedie:it  is  fittingly  entered  nixm  by  commending  to  the  Con- 
gress, a  careful  examination  of  the  detailed  statements  and  well-supported 
recommendations  contained  in  the  re^xirts  of  the  heads  of  Departments, 
who  are  chiefly  charged  with  the  executive  work  of  the  GovernmenL 

Lin  an  effort  to  abridge  this  communication  as  much  as  is  consistent  with 
its  purpose  I  shall  supplement  a  brief  reference  to  the  contents  of  these 
departmental  reports  liy  the  mention  of  such  executive  liusiuess  and 
incidents  as  are  not  embraced  therein  and  by  such  recommendations  as 
appear  to  be  at  this  particular  time  appropriate. 
While  our  foreign  relations  have  not  at  all  times  during  the  past  yeat 
been  entirely  free  from  perplexity,  no  embarrassing  situation  remains 
that  will  not  yield  to  the  spirit  of  fairness  aud  love  of  justice  which, 
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[joined  with  consistent  firmness,  characterize  a  truly  American  foreign 
policy. 

My  predecessor  having  accepted  the  office  of  arV>itrator  of  the  long- 
standing Missions  boundary  dispute,  tendered  to  the  President  by  the 
Argentine  Republic  and  Brazil,  it  has  been  my  agreeable  duty  to  receive 
the  special  envoys  commissioned  by  those  States  to  lay  Ijefore  me  evi- 
dence and  arguments  in  behalf  of  their  respective  Governments. 

The  outbreak  of  domestic  hostilities  in  the  Republic  of  Brazil  found 
the  United  States  alert  to  watch  the  interests  of  our  citizens  in  that 
country,  with  which  we  carry  on  important  commerce.  Several  vessels 
of  our  new  Navy  are  now  and  for  some  time  have  been  stationed  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro.  The  struggle  l)eitig  lietweeti  the  established  (loveninient, 
which  controls  the  machinery  of  administration,  and  with  vvliicli  we  main- 
tain friendly  relations,  and  certain  officers  of  the  navy  employing  the  ves- 
sels of  their  command  in  an  attack  ujvjii  the  national  capital  and  chief 
seap<irt,  and  lacking  as  it  does  the  elements  of  divided  administration, 
I  have  failed  to  see  that  the  insurgents  can  reasonably  claim  recognition 
as  l>elligerents. 

Thus  far  the  position  of  our  Government  has  l>een  that  of  an  atten- 
tive but  impartial  observer  of  the  unfortunate  conflict.  Kmphasiziug  our 
fixed  policy  of  impartial  neutrality  in  such  a  condition  of  affairs  as  now 
exi.sts.  I  deemed  it  necessary  to  di.savovv  in  a  manner  nut  to  Ije  iiiisun- 
derstood  the  unauthorized  action  of  our  late  naval  commander  in  those 
waters  in  saluting  tlie  revolted  Brazilian  admiral,  being  indisixjsed  to 
countenance  an  act  calculated  to  give  gratuitous  sanction  to  the  local 
insurrection. 

The  convention  between  our  Government  and  Chile  having  for  its 
object  the  settlement  and  adjustnient  of  the  demands  of  the  two  coun- 
tries against  each  other  has  been  made  effective  by  the  organization  of 
tlie  claims  commission  provided  for.  The  two  Governments  failiiig  to 
agree  uixiu  the  third  member  of  the  commission,  the  giK>d  oiTices  of  the 
President  of  the  xSwiss  Republic  were  invoked,  as  provided  in  the  treaty, 
and  the  selection  of  the  Swiss  representative  in  this  countr\'  to  complete 
tile  organization  was  gratifying  alike  to  the  Ihiited  States  and  Chile. 

The  vexatious  question  of  so-called  legation  asylum  for  offenders 
against  the  state  ^nd  its  laws  was  presented  anew  in  Chile  by  the  unau- 
thorized action  of  the  late  United  States  minister  in  receiving  into  his 
iofficial  residence  two  persons  who  had  ju.st  failed  in  an  attempt  at  revo- 
lution and  ag^ainst  whom  criminal  charges  were  ix?nding  growing  out  of 
a  former  abortive  disturljance.  The  doctrine  of  asylum  as  applied  to 
this  case  is  not  sanctioned  by  the  best  precedents,  and  when  allowed 
tends  to  encourage  sedition  and  strife,  lender  tio  circumstances  can  the 
fiepresentatives  of  this  Government  Ix-  permitted,  under  the  ill-defined 
Ifictioii  of  extraterritoriality,  to  interrupt  the  administration  of  criminal 
justice   in    the  countries   to  which   they  are  accredited.     A  temperate 
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demand  having  been  made  by  the  Chilean  Government  for  the  correction 
of  this  conduct  in  the  instance  mentioned,  the  minister  was  instructed  no 
longer  to  hadxir  the  offenders. 

The  legislation  of  last  year  known  as  the  Geary  law,  requiring  the 
registration  of  all  Chinese  laborers  entitled  to  residence  in  the  United 
States  and  the  dejKirtation  of  all  not  coinplyinj^  witli  the  provisions  of 
the  act  within  the  time  i)rt;scriljed,  met  with  much  opposition  from  Chi- 
namen in  this  country.  Acting  upon  the  advice  of  eminent  counsel  that 
the  law  was  unconstttntiunal,  the  jjreat  mass  of  Chinese  laborers,  penduig 
judicial  inquiry  as  to  its  validity,  in  gtxxl  faith  declined  to  apply  for  the 
certificates  retpiired  by  its  pro\'isions.  A  test  case  uixjii  proceeding  by 
habeas  corpus  was  brought  lx?fore  the  Supreme  Court,  and  on  May  15, 
1893,  a  decision  was  made  by  that  tribunal  sustaining  the  law. 

It  is  believed  that  imder  the  recent  amendment  of  the  act  extending 
the  time  for  registration  the  Chinese  lalwrt- rs  thereto  entitled  who  desire 
to  reside  in  this  country  will  now  avail  themselves  of  the  renewed  privi- 
lege thus  afforded  of  establi.shing  by  lawful  procedure  their  right  to 
remain,  and  that  thereby  the  necessity  of  enforced  deportation  may  to  a 
great  degree  be  avoitled. 

It  has  devolved  upon  the  United  States  minister  at  Peking,  as  dean  of 
the  diploniiatic  Ixxly,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  rey)rescntative  of  Sweden  and 
Norway,  to  press  uix>n  the  Chinese  Govennnent  reparation  for  the  recent 
murder  of  Swedish  missionaries  at  Sung-pu.  This  question  is  of  vital 
interest  to  all  countries  whose  citizens  engage  in  missionary  work  in  the 
interior. 

By  Article  XII  of  the  general  act  of  Brussels,  signed  July  2,  1890,  for 
the  suppression  of  the  sla\'e  trade  and  the  restriction  of  certain  injurious 
commerce  in  the  ItuleiKiideiit  Stale  of  the  Kongo  and  in  the  adjacent 
zone  of  central  Africa,  the  United  States  and  the  other  signatory  jxnvers 
agreed  to  adopt  a[ipropriate  means  for  the  punishment  of  persons  selling 
arms  and  ammunition  to  the  natives  and  for  the  confiscation  of  the  inhib- 
ited articles.  It  being  the  plain  duty  of  this  Government  to  aid  in  sup- 
pressing the  nefarious  traffic,  impairing  as  it  does  the  praiseworthy  and 
civilizing  efforts  ntm-  in  progress  in  that  region,  I  recommend  that  an  act 
be  passed  prohibiting  the  sale  of  arms  and  intoxicants  to  natives  in  the 
regulated  zone  by  our  citizens. 

Costa  Rica  has  lately  testified  its  friendUness  by  surrendering  to  the 
United  States,  in  the  absence  of  a  convention  of  extradition,  but  upon 
duly  submitted  evidence  of  criminality,  a  noted  fugitive  from  justice. 
It  is  trusted  that  the  negotiation  of  a  treaty  with  that  country^  to  meet 
recurring  cases  of  this  kind  will  .stHiti  lie  accomplished.  In  my  opinion 
treaties  for  reciproGil  extradition  shoidd  be  concluded  with  all  those 
coimtries  with  which  the  United  States  has  not  already  conventional 
arrangements  of  that  character. 

have  deemed  it  fitting  to  express  to  the  Governments  of  Costa  Rica 


nd  Colombia  the  kindly  desire  of  the  United  States  to  see  their  pending 
boundary  dispute  finally  closed  by  arbitration  in  conformity  with  the 
spirit  of  the  treaty  concluded  between  them  some  years  ago. 

Our  relations  with  the  French  Republic  continue  to  lie  intimate  and 
cordial.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  extradition  treaty  with  that  country, 
as  amended  by  the  Senate,  will  soon  \ye  ojjerative. 

While  occasional  ciuestions  affectingf  our  naturalized  citizens  retunaing 
o  the  land  of  their  birth  hzve  arisen  in  our  intercourse  with  Germany, 
»ur  relations  with  that  country  contitnie  satisfactory. 

The  questions  afTecting  our  relations  with  Great  Britain  have  Ijeen 
treated  in  a  spirit  of  friendliness. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress  Ijetween  the  two  Governments  with  a 
piew  to  such  concurrent  action  as  wil!  make  the  award  atid  regulations 
Igreed  upon  by  the  Hering  Sea  Tribunal  of  Arbitration  practically  eflfect- 
ve,  and  it  is  not  doubted  that  Great  Britain  will  cooperate  freely  with 
libis  country  for  the  accomplishment  of  that  pur])ose. 
i  The  di.spute  growing  out  of  the  discriminating  tolls  imposed  in  the  Wel- 
land  Canal  ujion  cargoes  of  cereals  iKUiiid  to  ami  from  the  lake  ports  of  the 
United  States  was  adjusted  by  the  substitution  of  a  more  equitable  sched- 
ule of  charges,  and  my  predeces.sor  thereupon  su.sjx^nded  his  proclamation 
po.siug  discriminating  tolls  nyxm  liritish  transit  through  our  canals.* 
A  request  for  additions  to  the  list  of  extraditable  offenses  covered  by 
le  existing  treaty  between  the  two  countries  is  under  consideration. 
During  the  past  year  an  American  citizen  empkjyed  in  a  sulwrdinate 
"conmiercial  [Mwition  in  I  lay  ti,  after  suffering  a  protracted  imprisonment 
on  an  unfounded  charge  of  smuggling,  was  finally  lil>erated  on  judicial 
camination.  Upon  urgent  representation  to  the  Haytian  Government 
suitable  indemnity  was  paid  to  the  sufferer. 

By  a  law  of  Hayti  a  .sailing  vessel,  having  discharged  her  cargo,  is 
;fusetl  clearance  until  the  <luties  on  such  cargo  have  been  paid.  The 
lardship  of.this  mea.snrc  ujmju  American  shipowners,  who  conduct  the 
mlk  of  the  carrying  trade  of  that  country,  has  been  insisted  on  with  a 
new  of  securing  the  removal  of  this  cau.se  of  complaint. 
Upon  receiving  authentic  information  of  the  firing  upon  an  Ameri- 
in  mail  steamer  touching  at  the  port  of  Amapala  because  her  captain 
•ftised  to  deliver  up  a  ]>as,'iengcr  in  transit  frfim  Nicaragua  to  Guate- 
ala  upon  demand  of  the  military  authorities  of  Honiluras,  our  minis- 
T  to  that  country,  under  instructions,  protested  against  the  wanton  act 
md  demanded  satisfaction.  The  Government  of  Honduras,  actuated  by 
sen.se  of  justice  and  in  a  spirit  of  the  utmost  friendship,  promptly 
isavowed  the  illegal  conduct  of  its  officers  and  expressed  sincere  regret 
ir  the  occurrence. 

It  is  confidently  anticipated  that  a  satisfactory  adju.stment  will  soon  be 
cached  of  the  questions  arising  out  of  the  .seizure  and  use  of  American

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ves5;els  by  insurgents  in  Honcluras  and  ihc  subsequent  denial  by  the  suc- 
cessful Government  of  commercial  pri\'ileges  tf)  those  vessels  ou  tlut 
account. 

A  notable  part  of  the  southeasterly  ciiast  of  Liberia  between  the  Cavally 
and  San  Pedro  rivers,  whicli  for  nearly  half  a  century  has  been  generallf 
recognized  as  l>elono^ing  to  that  Republic  by  cession  and  purchase,  has 
Ijeen  claimed  to  be  under  the  protectorate  of  France  in  virtue  of  ajjree- 
ments  entered  into  by  the  native  triljes,  over  whom  Liberia's  control  has 
not  Ijcen  well  maintained. 

More  recently  negotiations  between  the  Liloeriau  representative  and 
the  French  Goverument  resulted  in  the  signature  at  Paris  of  a  treaty 
whereby  as  an  adjustment  certain  Lilx:rian  territory  is  ceded  to  France. 
This  convention  at  last  advices  had  not  been  ratified  by  the  Liberiatt 
Legislature  and  Executive. 

Feeling  a  syn)pathelic  interest  in  the  fortunes  of  the  little  Common- 
wealth, the  estal)lishnient  and  development  of  which  were  largely  aided  by 
the  benevolence  of  our  countrymen,  and  which  constitutes  the  only  inde- 
pendently sovereign  state  (in  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  this  Govenunent  has 
suggested  to  tlie  French  Gmenunent  its  earnest  amcern  lest  territorial  im- 
pairment in  Liberia  should  take  place  without  her  nnconstrained  consent 

Onr  relations  with  Mexico  contiiuie  to  lie  of  that  close  and  friendly 
nature  which  shoubl  always  characterize  the  intercourse  of  two  neijih 
lioriug  republics. 

The  work  of  rclixrating  the  monuments  marking  the  V)Oundar>-  I* 
tween  the  two  coniilries  from  Paso  del  Norte  to  the  Pacific  is  now  nearh* 
completed. 

Tlie  commission  recently  organized  under  the  conventions  of  1SS4  ami 
1889  it  is  expected  will  speedily  settle  disputes  growing  out  of  the  shift- 
ing currents  of  the  Rio  Grande  River  east  of  El  Paso. 

Nicaragua  lias  recently  pa.s.sed  through  two  revolutions,  the  party  at 
first  successful  having  in  turn  l>een  tlisplaced  by  another.  (Dur  newly 
appointed  minister  by  his  timely  good  offices  aided  in  a  }>eacefnl  ad- 
justment nf  the  controversy  involved  in  the  first  conflict.  The  Lirjjt; 
American  interests  established  in  that  country  in  connection  with  the 
Nicaragua  Canal  were  not  molested. 

The  canal  company  has  unfortunately  tiecome  financially  .seriously  em- 
barrassed, but  a  generous  treatment  had  l>een  extended  to  it  by  tlieCiov- 
enxment  of  Nicaragua.  The  Ihiited  States  are  es]>ecially  interested  in 
the  successful  achievement  of  tlic  vast  imdertaking  this  company  has 
in  charge.  That  it  should  Ikj  accomplishe<l  inider  distinctively  American 
auspices,  and  its  enjoyment  assured  not  only  to  the  vessels  of  this  coun- 
try as  a  channel  of  communication  between  our  Atlantic  and  Pacific  sea- 
lx)ards,  but  to  the  ships  of  the  world  in  the  interests  of  civilization,  is  a 
proposition  which,  in  my  judgment,  does  not  admit  of  question. 

Guatemala  has  also  Ijeeu  visited  by  the  political  vicissitudes  which 


have  afflictefl  her  Central  American  neighbors,  but  the  dissolution  of  its 
Legislature  and  the  proclamation  of  a  dictatorship  have  been  unattended 
with  civil  war. 

An  extradition  treaty  with  Norway  has  recently  been  exchanged  and 
proclaimed. 

The  extradition  treaty  with  Russia  signed  in  March.  1887.  and  amended 
and  confirmed  by  the  Senate  in  Kebrnary  last,  was  duly  prcx-laimed  last 
June. 

Led  by  a  desire  to  compose  differences  and  contribute  to  the  restora- 
tion cjf  order  in  Samoa,  which  for  some  years  previous  had  lieen  the  scene 
of  conflicting  foreign  pretensions  and  native  strife,  the  United  States,  de- 
parting from  its  polic.v  consecrated  by  a  century  of  ob.servanee,  entered 
four  years  ago  into  the  treaty  of  Berlin,  thereliy  becoming  jointly  bound 
with  lingland  and  Ciermany  to  establish  and  maintain  Malietoa  Lanpepa 
as  King  of  Samoa.  The  treaty  provided  for  a  foreign  court  of  justice; 
a  municipal  coiuicil  for  the  district  of  Apia,  with  a  foreign  president 
thereof,  authorized  to  advi.se  the  King;  a  tribunal  for  the  settlement  of 
native  and  foreign  land  titles,  and  a  revenue  system  for  the  Kingdom. 
It  entailed  upon  the  three  jxjwers  that  part  of  the  cost  of  the  new  Gov- 
ernment not  met  by  the  revenue  of  the  islands. 

ICarly  in  the  life  of  this  triple  ])rotectorate  the  trative  dissensions  it 
was  designed  to  quell  revived.  Rivals  tlefied  the  authority  of  the  new 
King,  refusing  to  pay  taxes  and  demanding  the  election  of  n  ruler  by 
native  suffrage.  Mataafa,  an  aspirant  to  the  throne,  and  a  large  number 
of  his  native  adherents  were  in  open  rebellion  on  one  of  the  islands. 
Quite  lately,  at  the  request  of  the  other  powers  and  in  fulfillment  of  its 
treaty  obligation,  this  Oovernnient  agreed  to  unite  in  a  joint  military 
movement  of  such  dimensions  as  would  probably  secure  the  surrender  of 
the  insurgents  without  blo<jdshed. 

The  warship  Philadflphia  was  accordingly  put  under  orders  for  Samoa, 
but  Ixrfore  she  arrived  the  threatened  conflict  was  precipitated  by  King 
Malietoa's  attack  upon  the  insurgent  camp.  Mataafa  was  defeated  atid 
a  nunilK'r  c)f  his  men  killed.  The  liritrsh  and  German  naval  ves-sels 
present  .sul>seqnently  secured  the  surrender  of  Mataafa  and  his  adherents. 
The  defeated  chief  and  ten  of  his  principal  supporters  were  deixirted  to  a 
German  island  of  the  Marshall  gnntp.  where  they  are  held  as  prisoners 
under  the  joint  responsibility  and  cost  of  tlie  three  jKJwers. 

This  incident  and  the  events  leading  up  to  it  signally  illustrate  the  /> 
iniiJolicy  of  entanghng  alliances  with  foreign  powers. 

More  than  fifteen  years  ago  this  Government  preferred  a  claim  against 
Spain  in  lx;half  of  one  of  our  citizens  for  property  seized  and  confiscated 
in  Cuba.  In  18S6  the  claim  was  adju.sted,  Spain  agreeing  to  pay  uncon- 
ditionally, as  a  fair  indemnity.  5i,5<;x),ooo.  A  resjiectfnl  but  earnest 
note  was  recently  addressed  to  the  Spanish  Goveniment  insisting  upon 
prompt  fulfillment  of  its  long-neglected  obUgatiou, 
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Other  claims  preferred  b>-  the  United  States  against  Spain  in  behalf  of 
American  citizens  for  property  confiscated  in  Cuba  have  been  pending  for 
many  years. 

At  the  time  Spain's  title  to  the  Caroline  Islands  was  confirmed  b5-  arbi- 
tration that  Government  agreed  that  the  rights  which  had  been  acquired 
there  by  American  missionaries  should  be  recx)gnized  and  respected.  It 
is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  pledge  »nll  be  observed  by  allowing  our  mis- 
sionaries, who  were  removed  from  Ponape  to  a  place  of  safety  by  a  United 
States  war  ship  during  the  late  troubles  between  the  Spanish  garrisim 
and  the  natives,  to  return  to  their  field  of  usefulness. 

The  reproduced  caravel  San/a  .Wan'a,  built  bj'  Spain  and  sent  to  the 
Columbian  Exposition,  has  been  presented  to  the  United  States  in  token 
of  amity  and  in  commemoration  of  the  event  it  was  designed  to  cele- 
brate. I  recommend  that  in  accepting  this  gift  Congress  make  grateful 
recognition  of  the  sincere  friendship  which  prompted  it. 

Important  matters  have  demanded  attention  in  our  relations  with  the 
Ottoman  Porte. 

The  firing  and  partial  destruction  by  an  unrestrained  mob  of  one  of 
the  school  buildings  of  Anatolia  College,  estabhshed  by  citizens  of  the 
United  States  at  Marso\'an,  and  the  apparent  indifference  of  the  Turk- 
ish Government  to  the  outrage,  notwithstanding  the  oomphcily  of  some 
of  its  officials,  called  for  earnest  remonstrance,  which  was  followed  b>' 
promise  of  reparation  and  punishment  of  the  offenders. 

Indemnity  for  the  injury  to  the  buildings  has  already  l>een  paid,  per- 
mission to  rebuild  given,  registration  of  the  school  property  in  the  name 
of  the  American  owners  secured,  and  efficient  protection  guaranteed. 

Infonnation  received  of  maltreatment  suffered  by  an  inoffensive  Amer- 
ican woman  engaged  in  missionar>'  work  in  Turkish  Koordistan  was  fol- 
lowed by  such  representations  to  the  Porte  as  resulteil  in  the  issuance  of 
orders  for  the  punishment  of  lier  assailants,  the  removal  of  a  delinqueut 
official,  and  the  adoption  of  measures  for  the  protection  of  our  citizens 
engaged  in  mission  and  other  lawful  work  in  that  quarter. 

Turkey  complains  that  her  Armenian  subjects  obtain  citizenship  in 
this  country-  not  to  identify  theraseh'es  in  good  faith  with  our  ])eople, 
but  with  the  intention  of  returning  to  the  land  of  their  birth  and  there 
engaging  in  sedition.  This  complaint  is  not  wholly  without  foundation. 
A  journal  published  in  this  country  in  the  Armenian  language  openly 
counsels  its  readers  to  nnn,  organize,  and  participate  in  movements  for 
the  subversion  of  Turkish  authority  in  the  Asiatic  provinces.  The  Otto- 
man Government  has  announced  its  intention  to  expel  from  its  domin- 
ions Armenians  who  have  obtained  naturalization  in  the  United  States 
since  1868. 

The  right  to  exclude  any  or  all  classes  of  aUens  is  an  attribute  of  sour- 
ereignty.  It  is  a  right  asserted  and.  to  a  limited  e.\tent.  enforce«i  by  the 
United  States,  with  the  sanction  of  our  highest  court.     There  being  no 
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laturalization  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Turkey,  our  min- 
ister at  Constantinople  has  been  instructed  that,  while  recognizing  the 
right  of  that  Government  to  enforce  its  declared  policy  against  nat- 
uralized Armenians,  be  is  expected  to  protect  them  from  unnecessary 
harshness  of  treatment. 

In  view  of  the  impaired  financial  resources  of  Venezuela  consequent 
upon  the  recent  revolution  there,  a  nuMlified  arrangement  for  the  satis- 
faction of  the  awards  of  the  late  revisory  claims  commission,  in  progress- 
ive installments,  has  been  assented  to,  and  payments  are  being  regularly 
made  thereunder. 

i  The  boundary  dispute  between  Venezuela  and  British  Guiana  is  yet 
unadjusted.  A  restoration  of  diplomatic  intercourse  l>etween  that  Re- 
public and  Great  Britain  and  reference  of  the  question  to  impartial  arbi- 
tration would  be  a  most  gratifying  consummation. 

The  ratification  by  Venezuela  of  the  nmvention  for  the  arbitration  of 
the  long-deferred  claim  of  the  Venezuelan  Transportatiun  Company  is 
awaited. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  state  that  the  questions  arising  from  our 

relations  with  Hawaii  have  caused  serious  emtjarras-sment.     Just  prior  to 

the  installation  of  the  present  Administration  the  existing  Govennnent 

of  Hawaii  had  l>een  suddenly  overthrown  and  a  treaty  of  annexation  had 

been  negotiated  between  the  Provisional  GovL-rniuent  of  tlie  islands  and 

the  United  States  and  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  ratification.     This 

treaty  I  withdrew  for  e.xamination  and  dispatched  Hon.  James  H.  Blount. 

of  Georgia,  to  Honolulu  as  a  s]3ecial  comuiissioiier  to  make  an  impartial 

■ivestigation  of  the  circumstances  attending  the  change  of  government 

und  of  al!  the  comlitions  bearing  upon  the  subject  of  the  treaty.     After 

a  thorough  and  e.\liaustive  examination  Mr.  Blount  submitted  to  nie  his 

rt,  showing  Ix'yond  all  question  that  the  constitutional  Government 

Hawaii  had  lieen  .subverted  witli  the  active  aid  of  our  representative  to 

t  Government  and  thrcugh  tlie  intimidation  caused  by  the  presence 

au  armed  naval  force  of  the  Utiited  States,  which  was  landed  for  that 

lUrpose  at  the  instance  of  our  minister.     Uikju  the  facts  de\eloped  it 

seemed  to  me  the  only  honorable  course  for  our  Government  to  pursue 

ras  to  undo  the  wrong  that  had  been  done  by  tho.se  representing  us  and 

restore  as  far  as  practicable  the  .status  existing  at  the  time  of  our  for- 

ible  inter\'^ention.     With  a  view  of  accomplishing  this  result  within  the 

nstitutional  limits  of  executive  power,  and  recognizing  all  our  obliga- 

ons  and  responsibilities  growing  out  of  any  changed  conditions  brought 

bout  by  our  unjustifiable  interference,  our  present  minister  at  Honolulu 

s  received  appropriate  instructions  to  that  end.     Thus  far  no  infor- 

lation  of  the  accomplishment  of  any  definite  results  has  been  received 

rom  him. 

Additional  advices  are  soon  expected.      When  received  they  will  be 

omptly  sent  to  the  Congress,  together  with  all  other  information  at 
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hand,  accompanied  by  a  special  Executive  message  fully  detailing  all 
the  facts  uecessarj-  to  a  complete  understanding  of  the  case  and  pre- 
senting a  history  of  all  the  material  events  leading  up  to  the  preseut 
situation. 

By  a  concurrent  resolution  passed  by  the  Senate  February  14.  1890, 
and  by  the  House  of  Representatixx's  on  the  3d  of  April  following  the 
President  was  requested  to  ' '  invite  from  time  to  time,  as  fit  occasions  may 
arise,  negotiations  with  any  govennnent  with  which  the  United  States 
has  or  may  have  diplomatic  relations,  to  the  end  that  any  differences  or 
disputes  arising  Ijietween  the  two  goveniments  which  can  not  be  adjusted 
by  diplomatic  agency  may  be  referred  to  arbitration  and  be  peaceably 
adjusted  by  such  means."  April  18,  1890,  the  International  American 
Conference  of  Washington  by  resolution  expres.sed  the  wsh  that  all  con 
troversies  tjetween  the  republics  of  America  and  the  nations  of  Eurijpe 
might  lie  settled  by  arbitration,  and  recominended  that  tlie  goveniment 
of  each  nation  represented  in  that  conference  should  communictite  this 
wish  to  all  friendlj'  powers.  A  favorable  response  has  been  received 
from  Great  Britain  in  the  shape  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  Parliament 
July  16  last,  cordially  sympathizing  with  the  purpose  in  view  and  ex- 
pressing the  hope  that  Her  Majesty's  Goveniment  will  lend  ready  coop- 
eration to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  upon  the  basis  of  the 
concurrent  resolution  alJo^•e  quoted. 

It  affords  me  .signal  pleasure  to  lay  this  parliamentary'  resolution  before 
the  Congress  and  to  express  my  sincere  gratification  that  the  sentiment 
of  two  great  and  kindred  nations  is  tlius  authoritatively  nmnifested  in 
favor  of  the  rational  and  peaceable  settlement  of  international  quarrels 
by  honorable  resort  to  arbitration. 

Since  the  pa.ssage  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1S93.  authorizing  the  Presi- 
dent to  rai.se  the  grade  of  our  envoys  to  correspond  with  the  rank  in 
which  foreign  countries  accredit  their  agents  here,  Great  Britain.  I'rance. 
Italy,  and  ("iermany  have  conferred  upon  their  representatives  at  tliis 
capital  the  title  of  auiba.ssador,  and  I  have  responded  by  accrediting  the 
agents  of  the  I'nited  States  in  those  countries  with  the  same  title.  A 
like  elevation  of  mission  is  annoimced  by  Ru.ssia,  and  when  made  will  be 
similarly  met.  This  step  fittingly  comjiorts  with  the  position  the  United 
States  hold  in  the  family  of  nations. 

During  my  former  Admini.stration  I  t<xtk  occasion  to  recommend  a 
recast  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  consular  service,  in  order  that  it  migfat 
become  a  more  efficient  agency  in  the  promotion  of  the  interests  it  was 
intcntled  to  .suliserve.  The  duties  aiid  powers  of  consuls  have  been  ex- 
panded with  the  growing  requirements  of  our  foreign  trade.  Dischar- 
^ng  important  duties  affecting  our  commerce  and  American  citiiens 

road,  and  in  certain  countries  exercising  judicial  functions,  these  i>ili- 

S  should  \y&  men  of  character,  intelligence,  and  ability. 

proof  that  the  legislation  of  Denmark  secures  copyright  to  Amen- 
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can  citizens  on  equal  footinj;;^  with  its  own,  the  privileges  of  our  copyright 
laws  have  been  extciidetl  hy  jjrochniiatioii  tti  sulijects  of  that  country.* 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  reports  that  tlie  receipts  of  the  Govern- 
ment from  all  sources  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1893,  amounted 
to  $461,716,561.94  and  its  expenditures  to  $459,374,674.29.  There 
was  collected  from  customs  $205,355,016.73  and  from  internal  revenue 
$161,027,623.93.  Our  dittialilc  imports  amounted  to  $421,856,71 1,  an 
increase  of  $52,453,907  over  the  preceding  year,  ami  imjxirtations  free 
of  duty  amounted  to  $444,544,21 1 ,  a  decrease  from  the  preceding  year  of 
$13,455,447.  Intenial-revenue  receipts  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding 
year  by  $7,147,445.32.  The  total  tax  collected  on  distilled  spirits  was 
$94,720,260.55,  on  manufactured  tobacco  $31,889,711.74,  and  on  fer- 
mented liquors  $32,548,983.07.  We  exported  merchandise  during  the 
year  amounting  to  $847,665,194.  a  decrease  of  Si.S2,6i2,954  from  the 
preceding  year.  The  amount  of  gold  exported  was  larger  than  any 
previous  year  in  the  histoni-  of  the  Govcnnnent,  amounting  to  $108,- 
680,844,  and  exceeding  the  amount  exported  during  the  preceding  year 

l>y$5''<.4>'5  5'7- 

The  sum  paid  from  the  Treasury'  for  sugar  Ixmnty  was  $9,375,130.88, 
an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  $2,033,053.09. 

It  is  estimated  upon  the  basis  of  present  revenue  laws  that  the  receipts 
of  the  Govennnent  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  will  be  $430,121,- 
365.38  and  its  expenditures  $458,121,365.28,  resulting  in  a  deficiency 
uf  $28,000,000. 

On  the  ist  day  of  Novendjer,  1893,  the  amount  of  money  of  all  kinds  in 
circulation,  or  not  included  in  Treasun,-  holdings,  was  $1,718,544,682, 
an  increase  for  the  year  of  $1 12.404,947.  Estimating  our  ^xipulation  at 
67,426,000  at  the  time  mentioned,  the  per  capita  circulation  was  $25.49. 
On  the  same  date  there  was  in  the  Treasury  gold  bullion  amoimting 
to  $96,657,273  and  silver  bullion  which  was  purchased  at  a  co.st  of 
$126,261,553. 

The  purchases  of  silver  uiuler  the  law  of  July  14.  1890,  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  aggregated  54. (xjS,  162.59  fi'*^  ounces,  which  cost  $45,531,- 
374- 53-  The  total  auiuuiit  of  silver  purchased  from  the  lime  that  law 
became  operative  until  the  repeal  of  its  purchasing  clause,  on  the  ist 
day  of  November,  1893,  was  168,674,591  >.46  tine  ounces,  which  cost  $155,- 
930,940.84.  Between  the  1st  day  of  Marcli,  1S73,  and  the  ist  day  of 
November.  1893,  the  Government  purchased  under  all  laws  503,003,717 
fine  ounces  of  silver,  at  a  cost  of  $516,622,948.  The  silver  dollars  that 
have  been  coined  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1890,  number  36,087.285. 
The  seigniorage  arising  from  such  coinage  was  $6,977,098.39,  leaving 
on  hand  in  the  mints  140,699,760  fine  ounces  of  silver,  which  cost  $126,- 
758,218. 

Our  total  coinage  of  all  metals  during  the  last  fiscal  year  consisted  of 
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97,280,975  ^eccs,  valoed  at  ^3.685.179.^.  of  whidi  there  was  $30.- 
098,140  in  gold  cDtn,  $5,343,715  in  shrer  dollars.  $7,217,220.90  in  sub- 
mSaarj  silver  coin,  and  $1.086. 102.90  in  minar  cdaas. 

Onriiig  tlie  calendar  year  (892  the  prodnctioa  of  pceckms  metals  io 
the  United  States  was  estimated  to  be  1.596,375  fine  ounces  of  g(^ 
of  tbe  oommerdal  and  coinage  ralne  of  $33,000,000  and  5$, 000,000 
fine  ounces  of  silver  of  tbe  boQioo  or  market  valoe  of  $50,750,000 
of  the  coinage  valoe  of  $74,989,900. 

It  is  estimated  that  on  the  ist  da^*  of  July.  1S93,  the  metallic  sti 
money  in  tbe  United  States,  consisting  of  coin  and  buUiun,  amoun 
$».2i3.559.»69.of  winch  $597. '^7.685  was  gold  and  $615,861,484  was 
silver. 

One  hundred  and  nineteen  national  banks  were  organized  during  the 
year  ending  October  31.  1893.  wth  a  capital  of  $1 1,230,000.  Forty-six 
went  into  voluiitarj'  liquidation  and  15S  suspended.  Sixty-five  of  the 
suspended  Ijanks  were  insolvent.  86  resumetl  business,  and  7  renuin  in 
the  hands  of  the  bank  examiners^  with  prospects  of  speedy  resumption. 
Of  the  new  l»anks  organized.  44  were  located  in  the  Eastern  States,  41 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  34  in  the  Central  and  Southern  Slates. 
The  total  number  of  national  banks  in  existence  on  Octolxr  31,  1893, 
was  3,796.  liaving  an  aggregate  capital  of  $695,558,120.  The  net  iu- 
crease  in  the  circulation  of  these  banks  during  the  year  was  $36,886,972. 

The  recent  repeal  of  tlie  provision  of  law  requiring  tlie  purchase  of 
silver  bullion  by  the  Government  as  a  feature  of  our  monetarA"  scheme 
has  made  uii  entire  change  in  the  complexion  of  our  currency  affairs.  I 
do  nut  doubt  that  the  ultimate  result  of  this  action  will  l)e  most  .salutary 
an<l  far-reaching.  In  the  nature  of  things,  however,  it  is  imjxjssible  to 
know  at  this  time  ])recisely  what  conditions  will  lie  brought  about  by  the 
change,  or  what,  if  any,  supplementary  legislation  may  in  the  light  of 
such  conditions  appear  to  l>e  essential  or  expedient.  Of  course,  after  the 
rccctit  financial  ix^rturbation,  time  is  nece.s.sary  for  the  reestabli.shment  of 
business  confidence.  When,  however,  through  tliis  restored  confidence, 
the  money  which  has  Ijeen  frightenctl  into  hoarding  places  is  returned 
to  trade  and  enterprise,  a  survey  of  the  situation  will  ]>roljably  disclose  a 
sjjfe  path  leading  to  a  jx^rmanently  sound  currency,  abundantly  sufficient 
to  meet  every  requirement  of  our  iucrea.siiig  ])opulation  and  business. 

In  the  pursuit  of  this  object  we  should  resolutely  turn  away  from  allur- 
ing and  temi>orary  expedieut.s,  determined  to  be  content  with  nothing 
less  than  a  !a.sting  and  comprehensive  financial  plan.  In  tlie.se  circum- 
stances I  am  anivinced  that  a  reasonable  delay  in  dealing  with  this 
subject,  instead  of  being  injurious,  will  increase  the  probability  of  wise 
Action . 

The  nJonetar>'  conference  which  assembled  at  Brussels  upon  our  invi- 
tation was  adjiuimeil  to  the  30th  day  of  November  of  the  present  year. 
'he  ct>nsidcrations  just  stated  and  the  fact  that  a  definite  proposition 
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from  us  seemed  to  be  expected  upon  the  reassembling  of  the  confer- 
ence led  me  to  express  a  willini^iiess  to  have  t!ie  meeting  still  further 
postponed. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  wise  to  give  general  authority  to  the 
President  to  invite  other  nations  to  such  a  conference  at  any  time  when 
there  should  lie  a  fair  prospect  of  accottiplishing  au  iuteruational  agree- 
ment on  the  subject  of  coinage. 

I  desire  al.so  to  earnestly  suggest  the  wisdom  of  amending  the  existing 
statutes  in  regard  to  the  issuance  of  Goverinnent  Ixind.s.  The  authority 
now  vested  in  the  wSecretarj'  of  the  Treasury  to  issue  bonds  is  not  as  clear 
as  it  should  be,  and  the  bonds  authorized  are  disadvantageous  to  the 
Government  Iwth  as  to  the  time  of  their  maturity  and  rate  of  interest. 

The  Superintendent  of  Immigration,  through  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  reports  that  during  the  last  fi.scal  year  there  arrived  at  our  ports 
440,793  immigrants.  Of  these,  1,063  were  not  permitted  to  land  under 
the  limitations  of  the  law  and  577  were  returned  to  the  countries  from 
whence  they  came  by  reason  of  their  having  liecome  public  charges. 
The  total  arrivals  were  141,034  less  than  for  tlie  previous  year. 

The  Secretary  in  his  report  gives  an  account  of  the  o{ieratiou  of  the 
Marine-Hospital  Service  and  of  tlie  gootl  work  doue  under  its  supervision 
in  preventing  the  entrance  and  spread  of  contagious  di.seases. 

The  admonitions  uf  the  last  two  years  touching  our  public  health  and 
the  demonstrated  danger  of  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  from 
foreign  ports  have  inve.sted  the  subject  of  national  quarantine  with  in- 
creased interest.  A  more  general  and  harmunioits  system  than  now 
exists,  acting  promptly  and  directly  everywhere  and  con.stantly  operating 
by  preventive  means  to  shield  our  country  from  the  invasion  of  di:>ease, 
and  at  the  same  time  having  due  regard  to  the  rights  and  duties  of  local 
agencies,  would,  I  believe,  add  greatly  to  the  safety  of  our  i>eople. 

The  Secretary  of  War  reports  that  the  strength  of  the  Army  on  the 
30th  day  of  Septemtjer  last  was  25,778  enlisted  men  and  2,144  officers. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1S93,  amounted  to  §51,966,074.89.  Of  this  sum  $r,992.58  r.95  was  for 
salaries  and  contingent  expenses,  $23,377,828.35  for  the  support  of  the 
military  establishment,  $6,077,033. 18  for  miscellaneous  objects,  and  $20,- 
518,631.41  for  pul)lic  works.  This  latter  sum  includes  J15, 296,876, 46 
for  river  and  harbor  improvements  and  $3,266,141.20  for  fortifications 
and  other  works  of  defense. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States  was  on  the  31st 
of  October  of  the  current  year  it2;597  officers  and  enlisted  men.  The 
oflBcers  of  the  Army  detailed  for  the  inspection  and  instruction  of  this 
reser\'e  of  our  military  force  report  that  increased  interest  and  marked 
progress  are  apparent  in  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  the  orgaiiiz;ition. 

Neither  Indian  outbreaks  nor  domestic  violence  have  called  the  Army 
into  service  during  the  year,  and  the  only  active  military  duty  requin 
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of  it  has  been  in  the  Department  of  Texas,  where  violations  of  the  nea- 
trality  laws  of  the  Uivited  States  aud  Mexico  were  promptly  and  efficiently 
dealt  \x\W\  by  the  tr»>>ps,  elicitinj,'  the  wami  approval  of  the  civil  and 
mililar)'  authorities  of  both  countries. 

The  operation  of  wise  laws  and  the  influences  of  civiliz^ation  constanqH 
tending  to  relieve  the  country  from  the  dangers  of  Indian  hostilitits^ 
together  with  the  increasing  ability  of  the  States,  through  the  efficiena 
of  the  National  Guard  organizations,  to  protect  their  citizens  from  domes- 
tic violence,  lead  to  Ihe  suggestion  that  the  time  is  fast  approaching  wbcB 
there  shoukl  be  a  reorganization  of  our  Army  on  the  lines  of  the  present 
necessities  of  the  country.  This  change  coiiteni]>lates  neither  increase 
in  number  nor  added  expense,  but  a  redistribution  of  the  force  and  an 
encouragement  of  measures  tLiiding  to  greater  efficiency  among  the  men 
and  improvement  of  the  service. 

Tlie    adftption    of  Imttalion    formations    for   infantry    regiments, 
strengthening  of  the  artillery  force,  the  aljajidonment  of  smaller  and  un^ 
necessary  {wsts,  and  the  nia.ssing  t)f  the  troops  at  important  and  acces- 
sible statiuns  all  promise,  to  promote  the  u.sefiihiess  of  the  Army.     In 
the  judgment  of  army  officers,  with  but  few  exceptions,  the  operation  of 
the  law  forbidding  the  retnlistment  of  yien  after  ten  years'  ser\'ice 
not  proved  its  wisdom,  aud  while  the  arguments  that  led  to  its  adi 
tion  were  not  withtiut  iiierit  the  experience  of  the  year  constrains  uie 
to  join  in  tlie  recommendation  for  its  rejieal. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  we  have  begun  to  attain  completed  results 
in  the  comprehensive  scheme  of  seacoast  defense  and  fortification  enteral 
upon  eight  years  ago.  A  large  sum  has  lx;en  already  expended,  but  the 
cost  of  maintenance  will  he  inconsiderable  as  compared  with  the  expense 
of  construction  and  ordnance.  At  the  end  of  the  current  calendar  vear 
the  War  Department  will  have  nine  12-inch  ginis,  twenty  lo-inch.  ami 
thirty-four  8-iuch  guns  ready  to  Ije  mounted  on  gtm  lifts  and  carriage*, 
and  seventy-five  12-inch  mortars.  In  addition  to  the  product  of  the 
Army  Gun  Factory,  now  completed  at  Watervliet,  the  Govennnent  has 
contracted  with  private  parlies  for  the  purchase  of  one  hundred  gun.s  of 
the.se  calibers,  the  first  of  which  should  be  delivered  to  the  Department 
for  test  lx:fore  July  1,  1X94. 

The  manufacture  of  heavy  ordnance  keeps  pace  with  current  needs, 
but  to  render  these  guns  available  for  the  purposes  they  are  designed  to 
meet  emplacements  nutst  be  prepare<l  for  them.  Progress  has  been  made 
in  this  direction,  aud  it  is  desirable  that  Congress  by  adequate  appropria- 
tions should  provide  for  the  uninterrupted  prosecution  of  this  necessary 
work. 

After  much  preliminary  work  and  exhaustive  examination  in  a 
ance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  board  appointed  to  select 
magazine  rifle  of  modern  type  with  which  to  replace  the  obsolete  Spri 
field   rifle  of  the   infantry  .service  completed  its  labors  during  the  I 
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year,  aud  the  work  of  manufacture  i.s  now  in  progress  at  the  national 
armor}'  at  Spritij^field.  It  is  confidently  exjiected  that  by  the  end  of  the 
current  year  our  infantry  will  lie  supplied  with  a  weapon  equal  to  that 
of  the  most  progressive  annies  of  the  world. 

The  work  on  the  projected  Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  National 
Military  Park  has  1x?en  prosecuted  with  zeal  and  judgment,  and  its  opeti- 
ing  will  Ije  celebrated  during  the  coming  year,  Over  y  square  miles  of  the 
Chickamauga  battlefield  have  been  acquired,  25  miles  of  roadway  have 
^jeen  constructed,  and  |iermaneiit  tablets  have  been  placed  at  many  histor- 
ical points,  while  the  in\itation  to  the  States  to  mark  tlie  [Kiskions  of 
their  troops  participating  in  the  battle  has  l)€en  very  generally  accepted. 

The  work  of  locating  and  preserving  the  lines  of  battle  at  the  Gettys- 
burg battlefield  is  making  satisfactory  progress  on  the  i>lans  directed  by 
ihe  last  Congress. 

The  reports  of  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point  and  the  several 
schools  for  special  instruction  of  officers  show  marked  advance  in  the 
education  of  the  Army  and  a  commendable  ambition  among  its  officers 
to  excel  in  the  military  professioti  and  to  fit  themselves  for  the  highest 
ser\'ice  to  the  country. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Adjutant-General  Robert  Williauis,  lately 
retired,  the  Bureau  of  Military  Information  has  become  well  estalilishcd 
and  is  performing  a  service  that  v\ill  put  in  iK)ssession  of  the  Government 
in  lime  of  war  most  valuable  information,  and  at  all  times  serves  pur- 
pose of  great  utility  in  kee])ing  the  Army  advised  of  the  world's  prog- 
ress in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  art  of  war. 

The  report  of  the  Attorney-General  contains  the  usual  summary  of  the 
affairs  and  proceedings  of  the  Departtnent  of  Justice  for  the  past  year, 
together  with  certain  reoonnnendations  as  to  needed  legislation  on  vari- 
ous subjects.  I  can  not  too  heartily  indorse  the  proposition  that  the  fee 
system  as  applicable  to  the  compensation  of  Ihiited  States  attorneys, 
marshals,  clerks  of  Federal  courts,  and  United  States  conmiissiimLrs 
should  be  aljxjlished  with  as  little  delay  as  jxAssible.  It  is  clearly  in  the 
interest  of  the  community  that  the  business  of  the  courts,  Ixjth  civil  and 
criminal,  shall  be  as  small  aud  as  inexpensively  transacted  as  the  ends  of 
justice  will  allow. 

The  system  is  therefore  thoroughly  vicious  which  makes  the  comjien- 
sation  of  court  officials  depend  ujion  the  volume  of  such  business,  and 
thus  creates  a  conflict  Ijetween  a  projxT  execution  of  the  law  and  pri\'ate 
gain,  which  can  not  fail  to  lie  dangerous  to  the  rights  and  freedom  of  the 
citizen  and  an  irresistible  temptation  to  the  imjustifiable  ex^ienditure  of 
public  funds.  If  in  adtlition  to  this  rtforni  another  was  inaugurated 
which  would  give  to  United  States  connnissioners  the  final  dis|xjsiUon  of 
petty  offenses  within  the  grade  of  misdemeanors,  especially  those  coming 
under  the  internal-revenue  laws,  a  great  advance  would  Ije  made  toward 
a  more  decent  administration  of  the  criminal  law. 
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In  ngr  Szat  m  iigt  to  CaogieaB>  dated  Deoeaber  8.  iSSs,*  I  straogly 
iwiminirndcd  these  chaises  and  referred  sooewfaat  at  length  to  the 
evils  td  the  tutJtut  ayateut.  Since  that  time  the  criminal  business  of 
the  Federal  ooorts  and  the  expense  attending  it  hare  enormottsly  in- 
creased. The  number  of  criminal  pnwmitiops  pending  in  the  circtut 
and  dtstxict  coorts  of  the  United  States  on  the  ist  day  of  July.  (SS5, 
3,808,  of  trhkh  I  ,£84  were  for  violatians  of  the  tntenial-re«*enue 
whik  the  number  of  sudi  prosecntioos  pending  on  the  ist  day  of  Jul}', 
1893,  was  9.500,  of  which  4.200  were  for  violations  of  the  intemal-reve- 
nne  laws.  The  expense  of  the  United  States  courts,  exclusive  uf  judges' 
salaries,  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1885,  was  $2,874,733.  *  •  *Q<1  for  the 
year  eadiag  July  1,  1893.  $4,528,676.87. 

It  is  therefore  apparent  that  the  reasons  gi'ven  in  i  S85  for  a  change  in 
the  manner  of  enforcing  the  Federal  criminal  law  have  gained  cogency 
and  strength  bj'  lap^e  of  time. 

I  also  heartily  join  the  Attorney -General  in  reccmimending  legislation 
fixing  degrees  of  the  crime  of  murder  within  Federal  jurisdiction,  as  has 
been  done  in  many  of  the  States;  authorizing  writs  of  error  on  behalf  of 
the  Go%'emmeut  in  cases  where  final  judgment  is  rendered  against  the 
sufficiency  of  an  indictment  or  against  the  Government  upon  any  other 
question  arising  before  actual  trial;  limiting  the  right  of  ^e^•iew  in  cases 
of  felony  punishable  only  by  fine  and  imprisonment  to  the  circuit  court  of 
appeals,  and  making  speedy  provision  for  the  construction  of  such  pris- 
on.s  and  reformatories  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  confinement  of  United 
States  convicts. 

The  report  of  tlie  Postmaster-General  contains  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  operations  of  the  Post-Office  Department  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
and  much  interesting  infonnation  touching  this  important  branch  of  the 
public  service. 

The  business  of  the  mails  indicates  with  alisolute  certainty  the  condition 
of  the  bu.sine.ss  of  the  country,  and  depression  in  financial  affairs  ine\n- 
tably  and  quickly  reduces  the  postal  revenues.  Therefore  a  larger  dis- 
crepancy than  usual  between  the  post-office  receipts  and  expenditures  is 
the  e.>:i>ected  and  unavoidable  result  of  the  distressing  stringency  which 
has  prevailed  througliout  the  coimtry  during  much  of  the  time  coN-cred 
by  the  Postmaster-General's  report.  At  a  date  when  better  times  were 
anticipated  it  was  estimated  by  his  predecessor  that  the  deficiency  on 
the  ^ulh  day  of  June,  1893,  would  be  but  a  little  over  a  million  and  a 
half  dollars.  It  amounted,  however,  to  more  than  five  millions.  At  the 
.siine  time  and  under  the  influence  of  like  anticipations  estimates  were 
made  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30, 1894,  which  exhibited  a 
surplus  of  revenue  over  expenditures  of  J872,245.7i;  but  now.  in  \-iew 
of  the  actual  receipts  and  expenditures  during  that  part  of  the  ciirrent 
year  already  expired,  the  present  Postmaster-General  estimates 
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llial  at  its  close  instead  of  a  .suqjlus  there  will  Ix;  a  deficiency  of  nearly 
$8,000,000. 

The  post-office  receipts  for  the  last  fiscal  year  amonnted  to  $75,896,- 
933.16  and  its  expenditures  to  $81,074,104.90.  This  post-office  defi- 
ciency would  disappear  or  l)e  immensely  decreased  if  less  matter  were 
carried  free  through  the  mails,  an  item  of  which  is  upward  of  300  tons  of 
setsls  and  grain  from  the  Agricultural  Department. 

The  total  number  of  post-offices  in  the  United  States  on  the  30th  clay 
of  June.  1893,  was  68,403,  an  increase  of  1,284  ^'^'^^  the  preceding  year. 
Of  these.  3.360  were  Presidential,  an  increase  in  that  class  of  204  over 
the  preceding  year. 

Forty-two  free-deliver\'  offices  were  added  during  the  year  to  those 
already  existing,  making  a  total  of  610  cities  and  towns  provided  with 
frtje  <lelivery  011  June  30.  1893.  Xinety-three  other  cities  and  towns  are 
now  entitled  to  this  service  under  the  law,  hut  it  has  not  been  acc<jrded 
tliem  on  account  <'f  """sufficient  funds  to  meet  the  expenses  of  its  estab- 
lishment. 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the  present  law 
permit  as  general  an  introduction  of  this  feature  of  mail  service  as  is 
necessary  or  justifiable,  and  that  it  ought  not  to  be  extended  to  smaller 
communities  than  are  now  designated. 

The  exiJCJises  of  free  delivery  for  the  fi.scal  year  ending  June  30,  1894, 
will  l>e  more  than  $1 1,000,000,  and  under  legislation  now  existing  there 
must  be  a  constant  increase  in  this  item  of  expenditure. 

There  were  6,401  additions  to  the  domestic  money-order  offices  during 
the  last  fiscal  year,  being  the  largest  increase  in  any  year  since  the  in- 
auguration of  the  system.  The  total  number  of  these  offices  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  18.434.  There  were  13.309,735  money  orders  Issued 
from  these  offices,  being  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  i  ,240,293, 
and  the  value  of  these  orders  amounted  to  $127,576,433.65,  an  increase 
of  $7,509,632.58.  There  were  also  issued  during  the  year  postal  notes 
amounting  to  $12,903,076.73. 

I'  he-  year  195  international  money -order  offices  were  added  to 

iho  iy  provided,  making  a  total  of  2.407  in  o^ieration  on  June  30, 

1893.  The  number  of  international  money  orders  i.ssued  during  the  year 
wa.s  i,055,9<>9,  an  increase  over  the  preceiling  year  of  72,525.  and  their 
valne  was  $16. 341,837. 86.  an  increa-se  of  $1,221,506.31.  The  number  of 
orders  paid  was  300,917.  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  13,503, 
and  their  value  was  $5.283, 375. 70.  an  increase  of  $94,094.83. 

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  appears  that  the  total  i.ssue  of  money 
orders  and  {xxstal  notes  for  the  year  amounted  to  $156,821,348.24. 

nie  num1)er  of  letters  and  packages  mailed  during  the  year  for  .sjiecial 
iicli\'«y  wa.s  3.375,693,  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  nearly  22 
cent.  The  special -delivery  stamps  used  ujwn  these  letters  and  pack- 
ages amountetl  to  $337,569.30,  and  the  messengers'  fees  paid  for  their 
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delivery'  amounted  to  $256,392.71,  leaving  a  profit  to  the  Government  of 
$80,976.59. 

The  Railway  Mail  Service  not  only  adds  to  the  promptness  r»f  mail 
delivery-  at  all  offices,  but  it  is  the  especial  instrumentality  which  puts 
the  smaller  and  way  places  in  the  service  on  an  equality  in  lliat  regard 
with  the  larger  and  terminal  offices.  This  branch  of  the  postal  service 
has  therefore  received  much  attention  from  the  Postmaster-General,  and 
though  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  it  is  in  a  condition  of  high  efficiency 
an<l  great  usefulness,  I  am  led  to  agree  with  the  Postmaster-General  that 
there  is  room  for  its  further  improvement. 

There  are  now  connected  to  the  Post-Office  establishment  28,324  em- 
ployees who  are  in  the  cla.ssified  serxdce.  The  head  of  this  great  Depart 
metit  gives  conclusive  evidence  of  the  value  of  civil-service  reform  when, 
after  an  experience  tliat  renders  his  judgment  on  the  subject  absolutely 
reliable,  he  expreases  the  opinion  that  withotit  the  benefit  of  this  s\-steni 
it  would  Ix-  inipos.sible  to  conduct  the  vast  business  intrusted  to  him. 

I  desire  to  commend  as  especially  worthy  of  prompt  attention  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Postmaster-General  relating  to  a  more  sensible  and  busi- 
ne.sslike  organization  and  a  better  distribution  of  responsibility  in  his 
Department. 

The  re|X)rt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  contains  a  history  of  the 
oiierations  of  bis  Department  during  the  past  year  and  exhibits  a  meat 
gratifying  condition  of  the  {KTsonnel  of  our  Na\'y.  He  presents  a  satis- 
factory account  of  the  progress  which  lias  been  made  in  the  constniction 
of  vessels  and  makes  a  numlier  of  recommendations  to  which  attention 
is  e.specially  invited. 

During  the  past  six  months  the  demands  for  cruising  vessels  liave 
l>eeu  miuiy  and  urgent.  There  have  been  revolutions  calling  for  ves- 
sels to  protect  American  interests  in  Nicaragua,  Guatemala.  Costa  Rica, 
Honduras,  Argentina,  and  Brazil,  while  the  condition  of  affairs  in  Houo- 
lulu  has  required  the  constant  presence  of  oJie  or  more  ships.  With  all 
these  calls  upon  our  Navy  it  became  necessary,  in  order  to  make  up  a 
sufficient  fleet  to  patrol  the  Bering  Sea  under  the  modus  vivend!  agreed 
Ufjon  with  Great  Britain,  to  detail  to  that  service  one  vessel  frum  the 
Fish  Commission  and  three  from  the  Revenue  Marine. 

Progress  in  the  construction  of  new  vessels  has  not  been  as  rapid  as 
was  anticipated.  There  have  Idccu  delays  in  the  completion  of  miar- 
mored  vessels,  but  for  the  most  part  they  have  been  such  as  are  con- 
stantly occurring  even  in  countries  having  the  large.st  experience  in 
naval  shipbuilding.  The  most  serious  delays,  however,  have  lieen  in  the 
work  upon  armored  ships.  The  trouble  has  been  the  failure  of  contract- 
ors to  deliver  armor  as  agreed.  The  difficulties  seem  now,  however. to 
have  Ijeen  all  overcome,  and  armor  is  being  deliveretl  with  sati.sfaclnO' 
promptness.  As  a  residt  of  the  experience  acquired  by  shipbuilders  and 
'    igtiers  and  material  men.  it  is  l>elieved  that  the  dates  when  vessels  will 


be  coinjjleted  can  now  })c  estiraated  with  reasonable  accuracy.     Great 
guns,  rapid-fire  guns,  torpetloes,  and  ptnvder  are  l>eiii>r  pronii>tly  supplied. 

The  following  vessels  of  tlie  new  Navy  have  l)eeu  completed  and  are 
now  ready  for  service:  The  double-turreted  coast-defense  monitor  Mian- 
tOHomoh,  the  double-turretetl  oMst-defense  monitor  Monterey,  the  armored 
cruiser  Ne7t)  York,  the  protected  cniisers  Baltimore,  Chicago,  Philadelphia, 
Newark,  San  Francisco,  Charleston ,  Atlanta,  and  Boston,  the  cruiser  Dc- 
Iroil,  the  gunboats  Yorktotvn,  Concord,  Bennington,  Machias,  Casiine,  and 
Petrel,  the  dispatch  vessel  Dolphin,  the  jiractice  vessel  Bancroft,  and  the 
dynamite  gunboat  /  'esuvius.  Of  these  tlie  Bancroft,  Machias,  Detroit,  and 
Castinc  have  been  placed  in  commission  during  the  current  caleudar  year. 

The  following  vessels  are  in  process  of  construction:  The  second-class 
battle  ships  Maine  and  Texas,  the  cruisers  Afontgomery  and  Marble- 
head,  and  the  coast-defense  monitors  Terror,  Puritan,  Amphitrite,  and 
Monadnoek,  all  of  whicli  will  l>e  completed  within  one  year;  the  harbor- 
defense  ram  Katahdin  and  the  protected  cruisers  Columbia,  Minneapolis, 
Olympia.  Cincinnati,  and  Raleigh,  all  of  which  will  be  completed  prior 
to  July  I,  1895;  the  first-class  battle  ships  /ova,  Indiana,  Massachusetts, 
and  Oregon,  which  will  be  cnnipleted  February  i,  i8g6,  and  the  armoretl 
crai^^T  Brooklyn,  which  will  be  completed  by  August  i  of  that  year.  It 
is  also  expected  that  the  three  gtmboats  authorized  by  the  last  Congresis 
will  Ije  completed  in  less  than  two  years. 

Since  1886  Congress  has  at  each  .session  authorized  the  bitilding  of  one 
or  more  vessels,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  ]>rosents  an  earnest  plea 
for  the  continuance  of  this  plan.  He  recommends  the  authorization  of 
at  least  one  battle  ship  and  six  torpedo  boats, 

While  I  am  distinctly  in  favor  of  consistently  ^lursuing  the  iK>Hcy  we 
have  inaugurated  of  building  np  a  thorough  and  efficient  Navy,  I  can  not 
refrain  from  the  suggestion  that  the  Congress  should  carefully  take  into 
account  the  numljer  of  inifinished  ve.s,sels  on  our  liands  and  the  depicted 
condition  of  our  Treasury  in  considering  the  propriety  of  an  appro] vrialiun 
at  this  time  to  begin  new  work. 

The  method  of  employiirg  uiechanloal  labor  at  navy-yards  through 
boards  of  lab<jr  and  making  ethciency  the  sole  test  by  which  lalxirersare 
eniplo>ed  and  continued  is  producing  the  best  results,  and  the  Secretary 
is  eame.stly  devoting  himself  to  its  development.  Attention  is  invited 
to  thi:  statements  of  his  rejxirt  in  regard  to  the  workings  of  the  system. 

The  Secretary'  of  the  Interior  has  the  supervision  of  so  man)-  imjxjrtant 
subjects  that  his  report  is  of  esjieciat  value  and  interest. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1S93,  there  were  on  the  j)etision  rolls  966,012. 
names,  an  increase  of  89,944  o^'^*"  the  number  on  the  rolls  June  30,  1892. 
Of  these  there  were  17  widows  and  daughters  of  Revolutionary  sol- 
diers, 86  survivors  of  the  War  of  r8i2,  5,425  widows  of  soldiers  of  that 
war,  21.518  survivors  and  widows  of  the  Mexican  War,  3,882  survivors 
and  widows  of  Indian  wars,  284  army  nurses,  and  475,645  survivors  I 
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widows  and  children  of  deceased  ■  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  War  of  the 
Reljellioii.  The  latter  uuniber  represents  thcMe  pensioned  ou  account  of 
disabilities  or  death  resulting  from  anny  and  navy  ser\'ice.  The  num- 
Ijer  of  persons  remaining  on  the  rolls  June  30,  1893,  who  were  pensioned 
under  the  act  of  June  27,  1890,  which  allows  pensions  ou  account  of  death 
and  disability  not  chargeable  to  army  scrv'ice,  was  459.155. 

The  number  added  to  the  rolls  during  the  year  was  123,634  and  the 
number  dropped  was  33,690.  The  first  payments  on  pensions  allowed 
during  the  year  amounted  to  $33,756,549.98.  This  includes  arrears,  or 
the  accumulation  Ijetween  tlie  time  from  which  the  allowance  of  j)en.sion 
dates  and  the  time  of  actually  granting  the  certificate. 

Although  the  law  of  1890  permits  pensions  for  disabilities  not  related 
to  military  service,  yet  as  a  requisite  to  its  1>enefits  a  disability  must  exist 
incapacitating  applicants  ' '  from  the  performance  of  manual  labor  to  such 
a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to  eani  a  support."  The  execution 
of  this  law  in  its  early  stages  does  not  seem  to  have  been  in  accord  with 
its  true  intention,  but  toward  the  close  of  the  last  Administration  an 
authoritative  construction  wa.s  given  to  the  statute,  and  since  that  time 
this  construction  has  Vieen  followed.  Tliis  lias  had  the  effect  of  limit- 
ing the  operation  of  the  law  to  its  intended  purpose.  The  discovery 
having  lieen  made  that  many  names  had  been  put  upon  the  jiensiou  roll 
by  means  of  wholesale  and  gigantic  frauds,  the  Commissioner  suspended 
payments  upon  a  number  of  pensions  which  seemed  to  be  fraudident  or 
unauthorized  pending  a  complete  examination,  giving  notice  to  the  pen- 
sioners, ill  order  that  tliey  might  have  an  oppMirtunity  to  establish,  if  pos- 
sible, the  justice  of  their  claims  notwithstanding  apparent  invalidity. 

This,  I  understand,  is  the  practice  which  has  for  a  long  time  prevailed 
in  the  Pension  Bureau;  but  after  entering  uix>n  these  recent  investiga- 
tions the  Commissioner  modified  this  rule  so  as  not  to  allow  until  aft«r 
a  complete  examination  interference  with  the  payment  of  a  pension  apjxi- 
rently  not  altogether  void,  but  which  merely  had  been  fixed  at  a  rate 
higher  than  that  authorized  by  law. 

I  am  unable  to  understand  why  frauds  in  the  pension  rolls  should  not 
be  exjKised  and  corrected  with  thoroughness  aiul  vigor.  Kvery  name 
fraudulently  put  npm  these  rolls  is  a  wicked  imposition  ujion  the  kindly 
sentiment  in  which  pensions  ha\e  their  origin;  every  fraudulent  pen- 
sioner lias  l>ecome  a  bad  citizen;  every  false  oath  in  supi»ort  of  a  pension 
has  made  perjury  more  cfmimon,  and  false  and  undeserving  peiisioneT> 
rob  the  people  not  only  of  their  money,  but  of  the  patriotic  sentiment 
which  the  sur\'ivors  of  a  war  fought  for  the  presentation  of  the  ITniofi 
oiiglit  to  inspire.  Thousands  of  ueighlKirlKKxls  have  their  well-knowni 
fran(Uilent  pensioners,  and  recent  developments  by  the  Bureau  establish 
appalling  conspiracies  to  accomplisli  |>ension  frauds.  By  no  means  tlie 
wrong  done  is  to  brave  and  de.ser\ing  iiensioners,  who  certainly 
it  not  to  be  condemned  to  .such  assfx'iation. 
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Those  who  attempt  in  the  line  uf  «hity  to  rectify  these  wrongs  should 
not  be  accused  of  enmity  or  indifference  to  the  claims  uf  honest  veterans. 

The  sum  expended  on  account  of  pensions  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1S93.  was  $156.740.467. 14. 

The  Conmiissioner  estimates  that  $165,000,000  will  be  required  to  pay 
pensions  during  the  year  ending  June  30.  1894. 

The  condition  of  the  Indians  and  their  ultimate  fate  are  subjects  which 
are  related  to  a  sacred  dut>'  of  the  Government  and  which  strongly  ap- 
peal to  the  sense  of  justice  and  the  sympathy  of  our  people. 

Our  Indians  number  alx>ut  J4}i,ooo.  Most  of  them  are  located  on  161 
reservations,  containing  86, 1 16,531  acres  of  laud.  About  1 10,000  of  these 
Indians  have  to  a  large  degree  adopted  civilized  customs.  Lands  in  sev- 
eraltj-  have  been  allotted  to  many  of  Ihera.  Such  allotments  have  Ijeen 
made  to  10,000  individuals  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  embracing  alraut 
1,000,000  acres.  The  nniu)jer  of  Indian  Government  sch<x)ls  opened 
during  the  year  was  195,  an  increase  of  12  over  the  preceding  year.  Of 
this  total  170  were  on  reservations,  of  which  73  were  boarding  schools 
and  97  were  day  .schools.  Twenty  boarding  schools  and  5  day  schotils 
supported  by  the  Government  were  not  located  on  reser\'ations.  The 
total  number  of  Indian  children  enrolled  during  the  year  as  attendants 
of  all  schools  was  21,138,  an  increase  of  1,231  over  the  enrollment  for  the 
previous  year. 

I  am  sure  that  secular  educatiou  and  moral  and  rehgious  teaching  must 
be  important  factors  in  any  effort  to  save  the  Indian  and  lead  him  to  civi- 
lization. I  beUeve,  too,  that  the  relinquishment  of  tribal  relations  and 
the  holding  of  land  in  severalty  may  in  favorable  conditions  aid  this 
con.sumniation.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  allotments  of  land  in 
severalty  ought  to  be  made  with  great  care  and  circumspection.  If  has- 
tily done,  before  the  Indian  knows  its  meaning,  while  yet  he  has  little  or 
no  idea  of  tilling  a  fann  and  no  conception  of  thrift,  there  is  great  dan- 
ger that  a  reservation  life  in  trilal  relations  may  1^  exchanged  for  the 
pauperism  of  ci\'ilization  instead  of  its  independence  and  elevation. 

The  solution  of  the  Indian  problem  depends  very  largely  upon  g(X)d 
administration.  The  personal  fitness  of  agents  and  their  adaptability 
to  the  peculiar  duty  of  caring  for  their  wards  are  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance. 

The  law  providing  that,  except  in  special  cases,  army  officers  shall  be 
detailed  as  Indian  agents  it  is  hoped  will  prove  a  successful  experiment. 

There  is  danger  of  great  abuses  creeping  into  the  pro.secntion  of  claims 
for  Indian  depredations,  and  I  recommend  that  ever>'  possible  safeguard 
be  provided  again.st  the  enforcement  of  unjust  and  fictitious  claims  of 
this  description. 

The  appropriations  on  accoinit  of  the  Indian  Bureau  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1894,  amount  to  $7,954,962.99,  a  decrease  as  compared  wit 
the  year  preceding  it  of  $387, 131.95- 
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The  vast  area  of  land  which  b«t  a  short  time  ago  constituted  the  pub- 
lic domain  i>i  rapidh'  falling  into  private  hands.  It  is  certain  that  in  the 
transfer  the  beneficent  intention  of  the  Goi\^eminent  to  supply  from  its 
domain  homes  to  the  industrious  and  worthy  home  seekers  is  often  frus- 
trated. Though  the  speculator,  who  staods  with  extortionate  purpose 
I)ctween  the  land  office  and  those  who,  with  their  families,  are  invited 
by  the  Government  to  settle  on  the  pablic  lands,  is  a  despicable  character 
who  ought  not  to  be  tolerated,  yet  it  is  difficult  to  thwart  his  schemes. 
The  recent  opening  to  settlement  of  the  lands  in  the  Cherokee  Outlet, 
embracing  an  area  of  6.500,000  acres,  ootn-ithstanding  the  utmost  care 
in  framing  the  regulations  governing  the  selection  of  locations  and  not- 
withstanding the  presence  of  United  Slates  troops,  furnished  an  exhi- 
bition, though  perhaps  in  a  modified  degree,  of  the  mad  scramble,  the 
%-iolence,  and  the  fraudulent  occupation  which  have  accompanied  pre- 
vious openings  of  public  laud. 

I  concur  with  the  Secretary  in  the  belief  that  these  outrageous  inci- 
dents can  not  be  entirely  pre\-ented  without  a  change  in  the  laws  on  the 
subject,  and  I  hope  his  recommendations  in  that  direction  will  be  favor- 
ably considered. 

I  especially  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  Congress  the  statements 
contained  in  the  Secretary's  report  concerning  forestrA-.  The  time  has 
come  when  efficient  measures  should  be  taken  for  the  preservation  of  our 
forests  from  indiscriminate  and  remediless  destruction. 

The  report  of  the  Secretan.-  of  Agriculture  will  be  found  trxceediugly 
interesting,  especially  to  that  large  part  of  our  citizens  intimately  con- 
cerned in  agricultural  occupations. 

On  the  7th  day  of  March,  1893.  there  were  upon  its  pay  rolLs  :!,430 
employees.  This  numljer  has  been  reduced  to  1,850  persons.  In  view 
of  a  depleted  public  Treasur>-  and  the  imperative  demand  of  the  people 
for  economy  in  the  administration  of  their  Government,  the  Secretary 
has  entered  upon  the  task  of  rationally  reducing  expenditures  by  the 
elimination  from  the  pay  rolls  of  all  persons  not  needed  for  an  efficient 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Department. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  year  the  expenses  of  the  Dejart- 
ment  aggregated  $345,876.76,  as  agaitist  $402,012.42  for  the  correspond- 
ing jjeriod  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1893.  The  Secretary  makes 
apparent  his  intention  to  continue  this  rate  of  reduction  by  submitting 
estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  less  by  $994,280  tlian  those  for  the 
present  year. 

Among  the  heads  of  divisions  in  this  Department  the  changes  have 
been  exceedingly  few.  Three  vacancies  occurring  from  death  and  res- 
ignations have  been  filled  by  the  promotion  of  assistants  in  the  same 
divisions. 

These  promotions  of  experienced  and  faithful  assi.stants  have  not  only 
beeti  in  I  he  interest  of  efficient.  worV,  \w\.  \\avfe  svi¥,%«5.vsA.  Vc  ^^\Q^ifc  va  the 
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Department  who  look  for  retention  and  promotion  that  merit  and  devo- 
tion to  duty  are  their  best  reliance. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  Burc-xti  of  Animal  Industry  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  is  $850,000.  The  estiniate  for  the  fu.suiiig  year  is 
$700,000. 

The  rep^ulation.s  of  1892  concerning  Texa.s  fever  have  l>een  enforced 
during  the  last  year  and  the  large  stock  yards  of  the  country  have  Ijeen 
kept  free  from  infection.  Occasional  local  outbreaks  have  been  largely 
such  as  could  have  been  effectually  guarded  against  by  the  owners  of 
the  affected  cattle. 

While  contagious  pleuro-pneumonia  in  cattle  has  been  eradicated,  ani- 
mal tuljcrculosis,  a  disease  widespread  and  more  dangerous  to  human 
life  than  pleuro-pueumonia,  is  still  prevalent.  Investijjations  have  Ijeen 
made  during  the  past  year  as  to  the  means  of  its  communication  and  the 
method  of  its  c<:>rrect  diagnosis.  Much  progress  has  Ijcen  made  in  this 
direction  by  the  studies  of  tlie  division  of  animal  pathology,  but  work 
[ought  to  be  extended,  in  cooperation  with  local  authorities,  until  the 
.  danger  to  human  life  arising  from  this  cause  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  number  of  animals  arriving  from  Canada  during  tlie  year  and 
inspected  by  Bureau  officers  was  462,092,  and  the  number  from  transat- 
lantic countries  was  1,297.  ^'o  contagious  diseases  were  found  among 
the  imported  animals. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  cattle  for  export  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  was  61  f  .542.  The  expcirts  show  a  falling  off  of  abtmt  25  per 
cent  from  the  preceding  year,  the  decrease  occurring  entirely  in  tlie  last 
ihalf  of  the  >ear.  This  suggests  that  the  falling  off  may  have  been 
largely  due  to  an  increase  in  the  price  of  American  export  cattle. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1893,  exports  of  inspected  pork  ag- 
gregated 20,677,410  pcmnds,  as  against  38, 152,874  pounds  for  the  preced- 
ing year.  The  falling  off  in  this  export  was  not  confined,  however,  to 
insi>ected  pork,  the  total  quantity  exported  for  1892  loeing  665,490,616 
pounds,  while  in  1893  it  was  only  527.308,695  i>ounds. 

I  join  the  Secretary  in  recommending  that  hereafter  each  applicant  for 
itlie  position  of  inspector  or  assistant  inspector  in  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  Ix:  required,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  his  appointment,  to 
exhibit  to  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  his  diploma  from 
an  established,  regular,  and  reputal>le  veterinary  college,  and  that  tins  l)e 
supplemented  l)y  such  an  exa:nination  in  veterinary  .science  as  the  Com- 
tnission  may  prescribe. 

The  exp<Kts  of  agricultural  products  from  the  United  States  for  the 
.1  year  ending  June  30,  1892,  attained  the  enormous  figure  of  $800,- 
1,000,  in  round  numbers,  being  78.7  per  cent  of  our  total  exports.  In 
he  last  fiscal  year  this  aggregate  was  greatly  reduced,  but  nevertheless 
reached  615,000,000,  being  75.1  \yer  cent  of  all  American  com.u\od\\.ves. 
xported. 


456  \fcsiagcs  and  Papers  oflhf  Presidents 

A  review  of  oar  ^^ricnltural  exports  with  special  reference  to  their 
destination  will  tilKrw  that  in  almost  e\'er>'  line  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britaio  and  Ireland  absorbs  by  far  the  largest  proportion.  Of 
cattle  the  total  exports  aggregated  in  \'alue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30.  1893.  $56,000,000,  of  which  Great  Britain  took  considerably 
o\'er  525,000,000.  Of  beef  products  of  all  kinds  our  total  exports  were 
$28,000,000,  of  which  Great  Britain  took  $24,000,000.  Of  pork  ptod> 
nets  the  total  exports  were  $84,000,000.  of  which  Great  Britain  took 
$53,000,000.  In  breadstuffs.  cotton,  and  minor  products  like  propor- 
tions sent  to  the  same  destination  are  shown. 

The  work  of  the  statistical  division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
deals  with  all  that  relates  to  the  economics  of  farming. 

The  main  purpose  of  its  monthly  reports  is  to  keep  the  farmers  in- 
formed as  fully  as  jxwsible  of  all  matters  ha\nng  any  influence  upon  the 
Avorld's  markets,  in  which  their  products  find  sale.  Its  publications 
relate  especially  to  the  commercial  side  of  farming. 

It  is  therefore  of  profound  importance  and  \-ital  concern  to  the  farm- 
ers of  the  United  States,  who  represent  nearly  one-half  of  our  pcjpulation, 
and  also  of  direct  interest  to  the  whole  countr>',  that  the  work  of  this 
division  be  efficiently  performed  and  that  the  information  it  has  gath- 
ered lie  promptly  diffused. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  to  know  that  the  Secretary  will  not 
spare  any  effort  to  make  this  part  of  his  work  thoroughly  useful. 

In  the  year  1839  the  Congress  appropriated  $1,000,  to  be  taken  from 
the  Patent  Office  funds,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  distributing 
rare  and  improved  varieties  of  seeds  and  for  prosecuting  agricultural 
investigations  and  procuring  agricultural  statistics.  From  this  small 
beginning  the  seed  division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  lias  grown 
to  its  present  unwieldy  and  unjustifiably  extravagant  proportions. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  tlje  cost  of  seeds  purcliased  was  $66,548.61. 
The  remainder  of  an  appropriation  of  $135,000  was  expended  in  putting 
tUein  up  and  distribultng  them.  It  surely  never  could  have  entered  the 
<nmds  of  those  who  first  sanctioned  appropriations  of  public  money  fur 
the  purchase  of  new  and  improved  varieties  of  seeds  for  gratuitous  dis- 
tribution that  from  tliis  would  grow  large  appropriations  for  the  pur- 
cliasc  and  ilistribnliou  by  nicmbers  of  Congress  of  ordinary  seetls.  buUis. 
and  cuttings  which  are  common  in  all  the  States  and  Territories  and 
everywhere  easily  obtainable  at  low  prices. 

In  each  State  and  Territory  an  agricultural  experiment  station  has 
Ijeen  established.  These  stations,  by  their  very  character  and  name,  are 
the  proper  agencies  to  ex]>eriment  with  and  test  new  varieties  of  seetls; 
and  yet  this  indiscriminate  and  wasteful  distribution  b>'  legislation  and 
legislators  continues,  answering  no  purj)ose  unless  it  be  to  remind  cou- 
stitucnts  that  their  representatives  are  wilhiig  to  remember  them  with 
jjraluitifs  at  public  cost. 
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Uiuler  the  sanction  of  existing  legislation  there  was  sent  out  from  the 
Agricultural  Department  duritig  the  last  fiscal  year  enough  of  cabbage 
seed  to  plant  19,200  acres  of  land,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  beans  lo  plant 
4,000  acres,  Ixjet  seed  enough  to  plant  2,500  acres,  sweet  com  enough  to 
plant  7,800  acres,  suflBcient  cucumber  seed  to  cover  2,025  acres  with 
vines,  and  enough  mnsknielon  and  watermelon  seeds  to  plant  2.675  atrres- 
The  total  quantity  of  flower  and  vegetable  seeds  thus  distributed  was 
contained  in  more  than  9,000,000  packages,  and  they  were  sufficient  if 
planted  to  cover  89,596  acres  of  land. 

In  \-iew  of  these  facts  this  euornious  expenditure  without  legitimate 
returns  of  benefit  ought  to  be  abolishe«l.  Anticipating  a  consummation 
so  manifestly  in  the  interest  of  good  administration,  more  than  $100,000 
has  been  stricken  from  the  estimate  made  to  cover  this  object  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1895;  and  the  Secretary  recommends  that  the  re- 
maining $35,000  of  the  estimate  be  confined  strictly  to  the  purchase 
of  new  and  improved  varieties  of  seeds,  and  that  these  be  distributed 
through  experiment  stations. 

Thus  the  seed  will  l)e  tested,  and  after  the  test  has  been  completed  by 
the  exiieriment  station  the  propagation  of  the  u.seful  varieties  and  the 
rejection  of  the  valueless  may  safely  be  left  to  the  common  sense  of 
the  people. 

The  continued  intelligent  execution  of  the  civil-service  law  and  the 
increasing  approval  by  the  people  of  its  operation  are  most  gratifying. 
The  recent  extension  of  its  limitations  and  regulations  to  the  employees 
at  free-dehvery  post-offices,  which  has  Ivecii  honestly  and  promptly  ac- 
complished by  the  Commission,  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  Po.st- 
raaster- General,  is  an  immensely  important  advance  in  the  usefulness  of 
the  sy.stem. 

I  am,  if  possible,  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  incalculable  benefits 
conferred  by  the  civil-service  law,  not  only  in  its  effect  iipon  the  public 
service,  but  also,  what  is  even  more  important,  in  its  effect  in  elevating 
the  tone  of  political  life  generalli'. 

The  course  of  civil-sen,Mce  reform  in  this  country  instructively  and  in- 
terestingly illu.strates  how  strong  a  hold  a  niovenieiu  gains  njxjn  our  |>eo- 
ple  which  has  underlying  it  a  sentiment  of  justice  and  right  and  which 
at  the  same  time  ]>romise.s  letter  administration  of  their  Government. 

The  law  emb<xlyitig  this  reform  found  its  way  to  our  statute  book 
more  from  fear  of  the  popular  sentiment  existing  in  its  favor  than  from 
any  love  for  the  reform  itself  on  the  part  of  legislators,  and  it  has  lived 
and  grown  and  flourished  in  spite  of  the  covert  as  well  as  open  hos- 
tility of  spoilsmen  antl  notwithstanding  the  <iiierulous  tmiiracticability 
of  many  self-constituted  guardians.  Beneath  all  the  vagaries  and  sub- 
limated theories  which  are  attracted  to  it  there  underlies  this  reform  a 
sturdy  c<.)mmon-sense  principle  not  only  suited  to  this  mundane  sjihere, 
but  who.se  application  tnir  f>eople  are  more  and  more  recognizing  to  be 
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absolutely  essential  to  tlie  most  successful  operation  of  their  Govern 
nietit,  if  not  to  its  peq>etuity. 

It  seems  to  me  to  l>e  entirely  inconsistent  witli  the  character  of  this 
reform,  as  well  as  with  its  Ixrst  enforcement,  to  oblige  the  Couimission  to 
rely  for  clerical  assistance  upon  clerks  detailed  from  other  Departments. 
There  ought  not  to  be  such  a  condition  in  any  Department  that  clerks 
hired  tu  du  work  there  can  Ix;  spared  to  habitually  work  at  another 
place,  and  it  does  not  accord  with  a  sensible  view  of  civil-service  refonn 
that  persons  should  Ije  employed  on  the  theory  that  their  labor  is  neces- 
sary in  one  Department  when  in  point  of  fact  their  services  are  devoted 
to  entirely  different  work  in  another  Department. 

I  earnestly  urge  tliat  the  clerks  necessar}'  to  carr>-  on  the  work  of  the 
Counnission  Ixf  regularly  put  upon  its  roster  and  that  the  system  of 
obliging  the  Ci^nnnissioners  to  rely  upon  the  ser^^ces  of  clerks  lieloaging 
to  other  Deiiartments  Ik;  discontinued.  This  ought  not  to  increase  the  " 
expense  to  the  Government,  while  it  would  certainly  Ije  more  consistent 
and  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Commission. 

Kconomy  in  public  expenditure  is  a  duty  that  can  not  inn<x:ently  be 
neglected  by  those  intrusted  with  the  control  of  money  drawn  from  the 
people  for  public  uses.  It  mu.st  be  confes.sed  that  our  apparently  end- 
less resources,  the  familiarity  of  our  ]x.'ople  with  immense  accumulations 
of  wealth,  the  growing  sentiment  among  them  that  the  expenditure  of 
public  money  sliould  in  some  manner  Ije  to  their  immediate  and  person;il 
advantage,  the  indirect  and  almost  stealthy  manner  in  which  a  large  part 
of  our  taxes  is  exacted,  and  a  degenerated  sense  of  official  accountability 
have  led  to  growing  extravagance  in  govenunental  appropriations. 

At  this  time,  when  a  depleted  public  Treasury  confronts  us.  w^hen 
many  of  our  people  are  engaged  in  a  hard  struggle  for  the  necessaries  of 
life,  and  when  enforced  economy  is  pressing  upon  the  great  ma.ss  of  our 
countrymen,  I  desire  to  urge  with  all  the  earnestness  at  my  command 
that  Congre.s.sional  legislation  be  so  limited  by  strict  economy  as  to  ex- 
hibit an  appreciation  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury  and  a  sympathy 
with  the  straitened  circumstances  of  our  fellow -citizens. 

The  duty  of  public  economy  is  also  of  immense  importance  in  its  inti- 
mate and  necessary  relation  to  the  task  now  in  hand  of  pro\-iding  rev- 
cinie  to  meet  Government  expenditures  and  yet  reducing  the  people'.*; 
burden  of  Federal  taxation. 

After  a  hard  struggle  tariff  reform  is  directly  before  us.  Nothing  so 
important  claims  our  attentiuu  and  nothing  so  clearly  presents  itself  as 
Iwth  an  opportunity  and  a  duty — an  opportunity  to  deser\-e  the  grati- 
tude of  our  fellow-citizens  and  a  duty  imjKised  ujxju  us  by  cmr  oft- 
repeated  professions  and  by  the  emphatic  mandate  of  the  people.  After 
full  discussion  our  countrymen  have  spoken  in  favor  of  this  reform,  and 
they  have  confided  the  work  of  its  accomplishment  to  the  hands  of  those 
who  are  solenmly  pledged  to  it. 


If  there  is  anything  in  the  theory  of  a  representation  in  pubUc  places 
of  the  ]>eople  and  their  desires,  if  piibHc  officers  are  really  the  ser\-antsof 
the  people,  and  if  political  promises  and  professions  have  any  binding 
force,  our  failure  to  give  the  relief  so  long  awaited  will  Ije  sheer  recre- 
ancy. Nothing  should  intervene  to  distract  our  attention  or  disturb  our 
effort  until  this  reform  is  accomplished  by  wise  and  careful  legislation. 

While  we  should  stanchly  adhere  to  the  jirinciple  that  ordy  the  necessity 
of  revenue  justifies  the  imposition  of  tariff  duties  and  other  Federal  tax- 
ation and  that  they  should  Ije  limited  l>y  strict  ecoiunny,  we  can  not  close 
our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  conditions  have  grown  up  among  us  which  in  jus- 
tice and  fairness  call  for  discriminating  care  in  the  distribution  of  such  du- 
ties and  taxation  as  the  emergencies  of  our  (iovenmient  actually  demaiul. 

Manifestly  if  we  are  to  aid  the  i>eople  directly  through  tariff  reform, 
one  of  its  most  obvious  features  should  be  a  reduction  in  present  tariff 
charges  up<^m  the  necessaries  of  life.  The  lx>nefits  of  such  a  reduction 
would  be  palpable  and  substantial,  seen  and  felt  by  thousauds  who  would 
be  Ijetter  fed  and  better  clothed  and  belter  sheltered.  These  gifts  should 
be  the  willing  benefactions  of  a  Qovermuent  whose  highest  function  is 
the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  {xropk-. 

Not  less  closely  related  to  our  people's  prosperity  and  well-being  is  the 
Temoval  of  restrictions  upon  the  imputation  of  the  raw  materials  neces- 
sary to  our  manufactures.  The  world  should  be  oi>en  to  our  national 
ingenuity  and  enterprise.  This  can  not  be  while  Federal  legislation 
through  the  imposition  of  high  tariff  for!)ids  to  American  manufactur- 
ers as  cheap  materials  as  those  used  by  their  competitors.  It  is  quite 
obvious  that  the  enhancement  of  the  price  of  our  manufactured  prod- 
ucts resulting  from  this  policy  not  only  confines  the  market  for  these 
products  within  our  own  lx>rders.  to  the  direct  disadvantage  of  our  manu- 
facturers, but  also  increases  their  cost  to  our  citizens. 

The  interests  of  lalwr  are  certainly,  though  indirectly,  involved  in  this 
feature  of  our  tariff  system.  The  sharp  competition  and  active  struggle 
ftmong  our  manufacturers  to  supplj'  the  limited  demand  for  their  goods 
soon  fill  the  narrow  market  to  which  they  are  confined.  Then  follows  a 
su.spension  of  work  in  mills  ;nid  factories,  a  discharge  of  employees,  and 
distress  in  the  homes  of  ourworkingmen. 

I     Even  if  the  often-di.sproved  a.ssertion  could  be  made  gootl  that  a  lower 
rate  of  wages  would  result  from  free  raw  materials  and  low  tariff  duties, 
llie  intelligence  of  our  workmen  leads  them  quickh-  to  discover  that  their 
steady  employment,  permitted  by  free  raw  materials,  is  llie  most  impor- 
tant factor  in  their  relation  to  tariff  legislation. 
■     A  measure  has  been  prepared  by  the  appropriate  Congressional  com- 
mittee embodying  tariff  reforn)  on  the  lines  herein  suggested,  which  will 
be  promptly  submitted  for  legislative  action.     It  is  tljc  result  of  nuich 
■patriotic  and  unselfish  work,  and  I  l>elieve  it  deals  with  its  subject  coii- 
Histeutly  aud  as  thoroughly  as  existing  conditions  permit. 
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I  am  satisfied  that  the  rediice<l  tariff  duties  provided  for  iu  the  proposed 
legislation,  added  to  existing  internal-revenue  taxation,  nnll  in  the  Qear 
future,  though  perhaps  not  immediately,  produce  sufiBcient  revenue  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Government. 

The  committee,  after  full  consideration  and  to  pTO\nde  against  a  tem- 
porary deficiency  which  may  exist  before  the  business  of  the  country' 
adjusts  itself  to  the  new  tariff  schedules,  have  wisely  embraced  in  their 
plan  a  few  additional  internal-revenue  taxes,  including  a  small  tax  upon 
incomes  derivetl  from  certain  corporate  investments. 

These  new  adjustments  are  not  only  absolutely  just  and  easily  borne, 
but  they  have  the  further  merit  of  being  such  as  can  be  remitted  with- 
out unfavorable  business  disturbance  whenever  the  necessity  of  their 
imposition  no  longer  exists. 

In  my  great  desire  for  the  success  of  this  measure  I  can  not  restrain 
the  suggestion  that  its  success  can  only  be  attained  by  means  of  unselfish 
counsel  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  tariff  reform  and  as  a  result  of  their 
willingness  to  subordinate  personal  desires  and  ambitions  to  the  general 
good.  The  local  interests  affected  by  the  proposed  reform  are  so  numer- 
ous and  so  varied  that  if  all  are  insisted  upon  the  legislation  embodying 
the  reform  must  inevitably  fail. 

In  conclusion  my  inteiisjc  feeling  of  responsibilit>'  impels  me  to  iu\'oke 
for  the  manifold  interests  of  a  generous  and  confiding  people  the  most 
.scrupulous  care  and  to  pledge  my  willing  support  to  every  legislative 
effort  for  the  advancement  of  the  greatness  and  prosperity  of  our  lieloN'ed

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represrntaihrs: 

In  my  recent  annual  message  to  the  Congress  I  briefly  referred  to  our 
relations  with  Hawaii  and  expressed  the  intention  of  transmitting  further 
information  on  the  subject  when  additional  advices  permitted. 

Though  I  am  not  able  now  to  report  a  definite  change  in  the  actual 
situation,  I  am  convinced  that  the  difficulties  lately  created  both  here  and 
in  Hawaii,  and  now  standing  in  the  way  of  a  solution  through  Executive 
action  of  the  problem  presented,  render  it  proper  and  expedient  that  the 
matter  should  l>e  referred  to  the  broader  authority  and  discretion  of  Con- 
gress, with  a  full  explanation  of  the  endeavor  thus  far  made  to  deal  with 
the  emergency  and  a  statement  of  the  considerations  which  have  gov- 
erned my  action. 


I  suppose  that  right  fiiid  justice  should  detemiiiie  the  path  to  be  fol- 
l(jwed  in  treating  this  subject.  If  national  honesty  is  to  lie  disregarded 
and  a  desire  for  territorial  extension  or  dissatisfaction  with  a  form  of 
government  not  our  own  ought  to  regulate  our  conduct,  I  have  entirely 
misapprehended  the  mission  and  character  of  our  Government  and  the 
behavior  which  tlie  coiisdeuce  of  our  people  demands  of  their  public 
servants. 

When  the  present  Administration  entered  upon  its  duties,  the  Senate 
had  under  consideration  a  treaty  providing  for  the  annexation  of  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  to  the  territory  of  the  llnited  States,  Surely  under 
our  Constitution  and  laws  the  enlargement  of  our  limits  is  a  manifes- 
tation of  the  highest  attribute  of  sovereignty,  and  if  entered  upon  as 
an  Executive  act  all  things  relating  to  the  transaction  should  be  clear 
and  free  from  suspicion.  Additional  importance  attached  to  this  par- 
ticular treaty  of  ainiexation  because  it  contemptaterl  a  departure  from 
unbroken  American  tradition  in  providing  for  the  addition  to  our  ter- 
ritory of  islands  of  the  sea  more  than  2,cxx)  miles  removed  from  our 
nearest  coast. 

These  considerations  might  not  of  themselves  call  for  interference  with 
the  completion  of  a  treaty  entered  upon  by  a  previous  Administration,  but 
it  appeared  from  the  documents  accompanying  the  treaty  when  submitted 
to  the  Senate  that  the  ownership  of  Hawaii  was  tendered  to  us  by  a  Pro- 
\nsional  Government  set  up  to  succeed  the  constitutional  ruler  of  the 
islands,  who  liatl  l>feu  dethroned,  and  it  did  not  appear  that  such  Pro- 
visional Goveniment  ha<l  the  sanction  of  either  popular  revohition  or 
su£frage.  Two  other  remarkable  features  of  the  transaction  naturally 
attracted  attention.  One  was  the  extraordinary  haste,  not  to  say  pre- 
cipitancy, characterizing  all  the  transactions  connected  with  the  treatj'. 
It  appeared  that  a  so-called  committee  of  .safety,  ostensibly  the  source  of 
the  revolt  against  the  con.stitutiona]  Government  of  Hawaii,  was  organ- 
ized on  Saturday,  the  14th  day  of  Jaiuiary:  that  on  Monday,  the  16th, 
the  United  States  forces  were  landed  at  Honolulu  from  a  naval  vessel 
lying  in  its  harbor;  that  on  the  17th  the  scheme  of  a  Provisional  Gov- 
ernment was  j>erfected,  and  a  proclamation  naming  its  officers  was  on  the 
same  day  prepared  and  read  at  the  Government  building;  that  immedi- 
ately thereupon  the  United  States  niiiii.ster  recognized  the  Provisional 
Government  t!»us  created;  that  two  days  afterwards,  on  the  19th  day  of 
January,  commissioners  representing  such  Government  sailed  for  this 
ctjuntn.'  in  a  steamer  especially  chartered  for  the  occasion,  arriving  in 
San  Francisco  on  the  28th  day  of  January  and  in  Wa.shington  on  the  3d 

■  day  of  February;  that  on  the  next  day  they  had  their  first  interview  with 
the  Secretan."  of  State,  and  another  on  the  i  i  th,  when  the  treaty  of  annex- 
ation was  practically  agreed  upon,  and  that  on  the  t4th  il  was  formally 

■  concluded  and  on  the  15th  transmitted  to  the  Senate.     Thus  Ijetween 
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on  the  14th  day  of  January,  and  the  submission  to  the  Senate  of  the 
treaty  of  annexation  coDdoded  with  such  Government  the  entire  inter- 
val was  thirty-two  days,  fifteen  oi  which  were  spent  by  the  Hawaiian 
commissioners  in  their  journey  to  Washington 

In  the  next  place,  npon  the  face  of  the  papers  submitted  with  tbe 
treaty  it  dearly  appeared  that  there  was  open  and  undeterminetl  an  issue 
of  fact  of  the  most  \-ital  importance.  The  message  of  the  President  ac- 
companying the  treaty  *  declared  that  ' '  the  overthrow  of  the  monarchy 
was  not  in  any  way  promoted  by  this  Govemraeiit , '  *  and  in  a  letter  to 
the  President  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  also  submitted  to  the  Senale 
with  the  treaty,  the  following  passage  occurs: 

At  the  time  the  Pravisaoiud  Government  look  possession  of  the  Government  huild 
ings  no  troops  or  officers  of  the  Unite*!  States  were  present  or  took  any  part  whattser 
in  the  proceetlings.  No  public  recognition  was  accorded  to  the  Provisional  G«3veni- 
ment  by  the  United  States  minister  until  after  the  Queen's  abdication  and  when  the^- 
were  in  effective  possession  of  the  Government  buildings,  the  archives,  the  treasnn', 
the  barracks,  the  police  station,  and  all  the  potential  machinery  of  the  GovemmenL 

But  a  protest  also  accompanied  said  treaty ,  signed  by  the  Queen  and 
her  ministers  at  the  lime  she  made  way  for  the  Pro^'isioual  Govern- 
ment, which  explicitly  stated  that  she  yielded  to  the  superior  force  of 
the  United  States,  whose  minister  had  caused  United  States  troops  t<i  he 
landed  at  Honolulu  and  declared  that  he  would  support  such  Pro\nsional 
Govenmient. 

The  truth  or  falsity  of  this  protest  was  surely  of  the  first  importance. 
If  true,  nothing  but  the  concealment  of  its  truth  could  induce  our  («ov 
emment  to  negotiate  with  the  semblance  of  a  government  thus  create<l, 
nor  could  a  treaty  resulting  from  the  acts  stated  in  the  protest  hu\-e  Ijeen 
knowingly  deemed  worthy  of  cousideratiou  by  the  Senate.  Yet  the  truth 
or  falsity  of  the  protest  had  not  been  investigated. 

I  conceived  it  to  be  my  duty,  therefore,  to  withdraw  the  treaty  from 
the  Senate  for  examination,  and  meanwhile  to  cau.se  an  accurate,  full,  and 
impartial  investigation  to  Ix:  made  of  the  facts  attending  the  suln'ersion 
of  the  coustitutional  Government  of  Hawaii  and  the  installment  in  its 
place  of  the  Provisional  Government.  I  selected  for  the  work  of  inves- 
tigation the  Hon,  J.tnies  H.  Blount,  of  Georgia,  whose  .service  of  eighteen 
years  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  whose  experi- 
ence as  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  that  body,  and 
his  con.sequeiit  familiarity  with  international  topics,  joined  witli  his  hij^'h 
_         character  and  honorable  reputation,  seemed  to  render  him  jxrcuharly  fittctl 

■  for  the  duties  intrusted  to  him.     His  report  detailing  his  action  uttder 

■  the  instnictions  given  to  him  and  the  conclusions  derived  from  his  inves- 

■  tigation  accompany  this  message. 

I  These    conclusions  do  not   rest  for  their   acceptance   entirely*  upon 

■  Mr.  JiJouiil's  honesty  and  ability  as  a  man.  nor  upon  his  acumen  and 
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impartiality  as  an  investigator.  They  are  accompanied  by  the  evidence 
upon  whicli  they  are  based,  which  e\'ideuce  is  also  lierewith  transmitted, 
and  from  which  it  seeins  to  me  no  other  deductions  could  possibly  be 
reached  than  those  arrived  at  by  the  coiuniissioner. 

The  reix)rt,  with  its  accompanying  proofs  and  such  other  evidence  as  is 
now  before  the  Congress  or  is  herewitli  submitted,  justifies,  in  my  opin- 
ion, the  statement  that  when  the  President  was  led  to  submit  the  treaty 
to  the  Senate  with  the  declaration  that  "  the  overthrow  of  the  monarchy 
was  not  in  anj'  way  promoted  by  this  Government,"  and  when  the  Sen- 
ate was  induced  to  receive  and  discuss  it  on  that  basis,  Irath  President 
and  Senate  were  misled. 

The  attempt  will  not  Ix?  made  in  this  coinnumication  to  touch  upon  all 
the  facts  which  throw  liglit  ujxiu  the  progress  and  consummation  of  this 
scheme  of  annexation.  A  ver)'  brief  and  imperfect  reference  to  the  facts 
and  evidence  at  hand  will  exliibit  its  character  and  the  incidents  in  which 
it  had  its  birth. 

It  is  uunecessary  to  set  forth  the  rea.sons  which  in  January.  1893,  led 
a  considerable  proportion  of  .American  and  other  foreign  merchants  and 
traders  residing  at  Hoiioluki  to  favor  the  annexation  of  Hawaii  to  the 
United  States.  It  is  sufficient  to  note  the  fact  and  to  observe  that  the 
project  was  one  which  was  zealously  promoted  by  the  minister  repre- 
senting the  United  States  in  that  country.  He  evidently  had  an  ar- 
dent desire  that  it  should  Ijeconie  a  fact  accomplished  by  his  agency 
and  during  his  ministry,  and  was  not  inconvenientlj'  scrupulous  as  to 
the  means  employed  to  tliat  end.  On  the  19th  day  of  November,  1892, 
nearly  two  months  before  the  first  overt  act  tending  toward  the  subver- 
sion of  the  Hawaii.an  Ciovenunent  and  the  attempted  transfer  of  Hawaiian 
territory  to  the  United  States,  he  addressed  a  long  letter  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  in  which  the  case  for  annexation  was  elaborately  argued  on 
moral,  political,  and  economical  grminds.  He  refers  to  the  toss  to  the 
Hawaiian  sugar  interests  from  tlie  o]jeratiou  of  the  .McK.inley  bill  and 
the  tendency  to  still  further  depreciation  nf  sugar  property  unless  sonn; 
positive  measure  of  relief  is  granted.  He  strongly  inveighs  against  tlie 
existing  Hawaiian  Govenunent  and  emphatically  declares  for  annexation. 
He  says: 

In  tnith,  thf  iiiouarchy  here  is  an  alwiirtt  fiiiiichronjsiii,  It  ha,s  nothing  on  which 
it  logically  or  legititnatcly  stands.  The  feud.il  tjasis  f>n  which  it  once  stotKl  no 
longer  exi.sting,  the  monarchy  now  is  only  an  ini]»<xliinent  to  good  govertimeiit  -  an 
obstruction  to  the  prosjxrrily  and  progress  of  the  is^lands. 

He  further  says: 

As  »  Crown  colony  of  Great  Britain  or  a  Territory  of  the  United  States  tlie  gov- 
ernment tnodifications  could  be  made  readily  and  good  administration  of  the  law 
secured.  Destiny  and  the  viust  future  interests  of  the  I'uited  States  in  the  Pacific 
clearly  indicate  who  at  no  distant  day  nmst  lie  responsible  for  the  govwvwwivA.  cA 
tliese  islands.  Ifnder  a  Territorial  government  they  couV\  Aie  as  easOv-j  y.'Pi'^*^''^^'^^  ** 
«nv  w/ tit  cjf»Y/n^  rerritories  of  llie  ['iiitetl  States.     *    *    *    "ftflLViaVv \vaa.  x'ca«?s«A.

the  {>arting  of  the  ways.  She  mnst  now  take  the  road  which  leads  to  Asia,  or  the 
other,  which  outlets  her  in  America,  gives  her  an  Amencan  civilization,  and  banda 
her  to  the  care  of  Ainericaii  destiny. 

He  also  declares: 

One  of  two  courses  seems  to  me  ahsolstelv  necessary  to  be  followed— either  bold 
and  vigorous  measures  for  annexation  or  a  "  customs  union. "'  an  ocean  cable  fn«n 
the  Califomian  coast  to  Honolulu,  Pearl  Harbor  perpetually  ceded  to  the  United 
States,  with  an  implied  but  not  expressly  sdpnlated  American  protectorate  over  the 
islands.  I  believe  the  former  to  be  the  belter,  that  which  will  prove  much  the  more 
advantageous  to  the  islands  and  the  cheapest  and  least  embarrassing  in  the  end  tn 
the  United  States.  If  it  was  wise  for  the  United  States,  through  Secretary-  Marcy. 
thirty-eight  years  ago,  to  offer  to  expend  f  100,000  to  secure  a  treaty  of  annexation, 
it  certainly  can  not  be  chimerical  or  unwise  to  expend  $100,000  to  secure  annexa- 
tion in  the  near  future.  To-day  the  United  States  has  five  times  the  wealth  she 
possessed  in  1854,  and  the  reasons  now  existing  for  annexation  are  much  strungcr 
than  they  were  then.  I  can  not  rdirain  from  expressing  the  opinion  with  '^mphtwmi 
that  the  golden  hour  is  near  at  hand. 


These  declaration.s  certainly  show  a  disposition  and  condition  of  mm 
which  may  l)e  iLsefully  recalled  when  interpreting  the  significance  of  the 
Qiinister's  conceded  acts  or  when  consideriag  the  probabilities  of  soch 
conduct  on  his  j)art  as  may  not  be  admitted. 

In  this  view  it  seems  proper  to  also  quote  from  a  letter  written  by  the 
minister  to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  8lh  day  of  March,  1892,  nearly  a 
year  prior  to  the  first  step  taken  toward  annexation.  After  stating  the 
possibility  that  the  existing  Government  of  Hawaii  might  Ije  overturned 
by  an  orderly  and  peaceful  revolution,  Minister  Ste\'ens  writes  as  follows: 

Ordinarily,  in  like  circumstances,  the  rule  seems  to  be  to  limit  the  landing  and 
movement  of  United  States  forces  in  foreign  waters  and  dominion  exclusively  to  the 
protection  of  the  United  States  legation  and  of  the  lives  and  property  of  American 
citizens;  but  as  the  relations  of  the  United  States  to  Hawaii  are  exceptional,  and 
in  former  jrears  the  United  States  officials  here  took  somewlial  exceptional  action  in 
circunLstances  of  disorder,  I  desire  to  know  how  far  the  present  minister  and  naval 
commander  may  deviate  from  established  international  rules  and  precedents  in  the 
contingencies  indicated  in  the  first  part  of  this  dispatch. 

To  a  minister  of  tliis  temper,  full  of  zeal  for  annexation,  there  seemed 
to  .irise  in  Januar>-,  1893,  the  precise  opportunity  for  which  he  was 
watchfitlly  waiting — an  opportunity  which  by  timely  "deviation  from 
estabUshed  inlematiotial  rules  and  precedents"  might  be  improved  to 
successfully  accomplish  the  great  object  in  view;  and  we  are  quite  pre- 

^^ft  pared  for  the  exultant  enthusia.sm  with  which,  in  a  letter  to  the  State 

^^^  Department  dated  February'  i,  1893.  he  declares: 

I  Tlie  Hawaiian  \teax  is  now  fully  ripe,  and  this  is  the  golden  hour  for  the  United 

I         States  to  pluck  it. 

■  As  a  further  illustration  of  the  activit>'  of  this  diplomatic  representa- 
B  live,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  on  the  day  the  alxive  letter  was 
K       wriiien.  apparently  unable  lotAger  \o  leslxaw  his  ardor,  he  issued  a  proc- 

■  uia^on  whereby, ' '  in  the  name  ol  IVie  \3i\\VeA  ?!,\a.Vesr  \\s.  assMOTask  vbe 
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protection  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  declared  that  said  action  was 
"  taken  i>ending  and  subject  to  negotiations  at  Washington."  Of  course 
this  assumption  of  a  protectorate  was  prcimjnly  disa\owed  by  our  Gov- 
ernment, hut  the  American  flag  remained  <^>ver  the  Ckivenuiient  buikling 
at  Honolulu  and  the  forces  remained  on  guard  until  April,  and  after  Mr. 
Blount's  arrival  on  the  scene,  when  both  were  removed. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  occurrences  that  led  tu  the  subversion  of  the 
constitutional  G<jvernment  of  Hawaii  in  the  interests  of  annexation  to 
the  United  States  will  exhibit  the  true  complexion  of  that  transaction. 

On  Saturday,  January  14,  i."iy3,  the  Queen  of  Hawaii,  who  had  lx;en 
contemplating  the  proclamation  of  a  new  constitution,  had,  in  deference 
to  the  wishes  and  remonstrances  of  her  cabinet,  renounced  the  project 
for  the  present  at  least.  Taking  this  relinquished  purpose  as  a  basis  of 
action,  citizens  of  Honolulu  numliering  from  fifty  to  one  hundred,  mostly 
resident  aliens,  met  in  a  private  ofHce  and  .selected  a  s<i-called  committee 
of  safety,  com jMjsed  of  thirteen  i>ersons,  seven  of  whom  were  foreign  sub- 
jects, and  consisted  of  five  Aujericans,  one  Englishman,  and  one  German. 
This  committee,  though  its  designs  were  not  revealed,  had  in  vie\\'  noth- 
ing less  tlian  annexation  to  the  Ignited  States,  and  between  Saturday, 
the  14th,  and  the  following  Monday,  the  i6th  of  January — though  ex- 
actly .what  action  was  taken  may  not  l^e  clearly  disclosed — they  were 
certainly  in  coiiunuiiicatiou  with  the  Ihiited  States  minister.  On  Mon- 
day morning  the  Queen  and  her  cabinet  made  public  proclamation,  with 
a  notice  which  was  specially  served  ujxm  the  representatives  of  all  for- 
eign governments,  that  any  changes  in  tlie  constitution  woidd  be  sought 
only  in  the  methods  provided  by  that  instrwment.  Nevertheless,  at  the 
call  and  under  the  auspices  of  the  conunittee  of  safety,  a  mass  nieeting 
of  citizens  was  held  on  that  day  to  protest  against  the  Queen's  alleged 
illegal  and  unlawful  proceedings  and  pur|X).ses.  Even  at  this  meeting 
the  committee  of  .safety  contiuued  to  di.sgni.se  their  real  purpose  and  con- 
tented themselves  with  procuring  the  pas.sage  of  a  resolution  denouncing 
the  Queen  and  empowering  the  conunittee  to  devise  ways  and  means  "to 
secure  the  permanent  maintenance  of  law  and  order  and  the  protection 
of  life,  lilxrrty,  and  property  in  Hawaii."  This  meeting  adjourned  Ix:- 
tween  3  and  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  On  the  same  day,  and  iiinne- 
diately  after  .such  adjuuminent,  the  committee,  unwilling  to  take  further 
stejw  without  the  crjojieration  of  the  United  States  minister,  ad<lresse<l 
him  a  note  representing  that  the  public  safety  was  menaced  and  that 
lives  and  property  were  in  danger,  and  concluded  as  follows: 

We  are  unable  to  jjroiccl  ourselves  without  aid,  ami  therefore  pray  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  United  States  forces. 

Whatever  may  I^k?  thought  of  the  other  coulents  of  this  note,  the  abso- 
lute truth  of  this  latter  statement  is  incontestable.     When  the  note  was 
written  and  delivered  the  committee,  so  far  as  \t  ap\MiaTs,\\a!?t  weVCasx  ? 
man  nor  a  ^im  nt  their  command,  and  after  Us  deWvetv  ^.^Lve.■^•^oe£a.va&^ 
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panic-stricken  al  their  pcjsiliou  that  they  sent  some  of  their  imniber  to> 
interview  the  minister  and  request  liim  not  to  land  the  United  States 
forces  till  the  next  nioniinp.  But  he  replied  that  the  tro<jps  had  been 
ordered  and  whether  the  connnittee  were  ready  or  not  the  landing  shoulc 
take  place.  And  so  it  hapi>eued  that  on  the  i6th  day  of  January-,  1893, 
Ijetween  4  and  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  a  detachment  of  marines  from 
the  United  Stales  steamer  Boston,  with  two  pieces  of  artillery,  landetl  at 
Honnlnlu,  The  men,  upward  of  160  in  all,  were  supplied  with  double 
cartridge  lielts  filled  with  ainnimutioii  and  with  haversacks  and  canteens, 
and  were  accompanied  by  a  hospital  corps  with  stretchers  and  medical 
supplies. 

This  military  dcni<iustration  upon  the  soil  of  Honolulu  was  of  itself  an 
act  of  war,  unless  macle  either  with  the  consetit  of  the  Government  of 
Hawaii  or  for  the  bona  fide  purposn;  of  ]>rotecting  the  imperiled  lives  and 
property  of  citizens  of  tlie  United  States.  But  there  is  no  pretense  of 
any  such  consent  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  Queen,  which  at 
that  time  was  undisputed  and  was  both  the  de  facto  and  the  dc  jure  Gov- 
ernment. In  ]«)iiit  of  fact  the  existing  Croveniment,  instead  of  requesting 
the  presence  t>f  an  armed  force,  protested  against  it.  There  is  as  httle 
basis  for  the  pretense  that  such  forces  were  landed  for  the  security  of 
American  life  and  property.  If  so,  they  would  have  been  stationed-in  the 
vicinity  of  such  property  and  .so  as  to  protect  it,  instead  of  at  a  distance 
and  so  as  to  command  the  Hawaiian  Government  building  and  palace. 
Admiral  Skerrett.  the  officer  in  connnand  of  our  naval  force  on  the  Pacific 
station,  has  frankly  stated  thai  in  his  opinion  the  location  of  the  troops 
was  inadvisable  if  they  were  landed  for  the  protection  of  American  dti 
zens,  whose  residences  antl  places  of  bu.siness,  as  well  as  the  legation  and 
«>nsulate,  were  in  a  distaJit  part  of  the  city;  but  the  Uxration  selected  was 
a  wise  one  if  the  forces  were  landed  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  the  Pro- 
visional Government.  If  any  peril  to  life  and  pro{»t;rty  calling  for  any 
snch  martial  array  had  existed.  Great  Britain  and  other  ft)reign  power* 
interested  would  not  have  been  behind  the  United  States  in  acti\"ity  to 
I>rotect  their  citizens.  Biit  they  made  no  sign  in  that  direction.  When 
these  armed  men  were  landed  the  city  of  Hniiokilu  was  in  its  customary 
orderly'  and  peaceful  condition.  There  was  no  symptom  of  riot  or  disturb- 
ance in  any  quarter.  Men,  women,  and  children  were  al.K>ut  the  streets 
as  usual,  ami  nothing  varieil  the  ordinar)-  routine  or  disturl)ed  the  onli- 
nary  tranquillity  except  the  landing  of  the  Boston's  marines  and  their 
march  through  the  town  to  the  quarters  as,signed  them.  Indeetl,  thfr 
fact  I  hat  after  having  called  for  the  landing  of  the  United  States  forces 
ou  the  plea  of  danger  to  life  and  propert}'  the  committee  of  safety  them- 
selves re<juested  the  minister  to  jwslpone  action  exix).sed  the  untruthful 
ne.ss  of  their  representations  of  present  peril  U>  life  and  property.  The 
ipenV  they  saw  wa.s  an  at\lic\pa\.\on  ^rowin^j;  out  of  guilty  intentions  on 
hhek  part  and  something  w\ue\\,  V^^o^^?;^'^  nov  vXvew  ^i-sSsJaw^aV^v  kiicir 
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would  certainly  follow  their  attempt  to  overthrow  the  Government  of  the 
Queen  without  the  aid  of  the  United  States  forces. 

Thus  it  appears  that  Hawaii  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  United 
States  forces  without  the  consent  or  wash  of  the  Government  of  the 
islands,  or  of  anybody  else  so  far  as  shown  except  the  United  States  min- 
ister. Therefore  the  military  occupation  of  Honolulu  by  the  United 
States  on  the  day  mentioned  was  wholly  without  justification,  either  as 
an  occupation  by  consent  or  as  an  occupation  necessitated  by  dangers 
threatening  American  life  and  property.  It  must  be  accounted  for  in 
some  other  way  and  on  srjme  other  ^oiind,  and  its  real  motive  and  pur- 
pose are  neither  obscure  nor  far  to  seek. 

The  United  States  forces  being  now  on  the  scene  and  favorably  sta- 
tioned, the  committee  proceeded  to  carry  out  their  original  scheme. 
They  met  the  next  morning,  Tuesday,  the  17th,  perfected  the  plan  of 
temporary  government,  and  fixed  upon  its  principal  officers,  ten  of  whom 
were  drawn  from  the  thirteen  members  of  the  committee  of  safety.  Be- 
tween I  and  2  o'clock,  by  squads  and  by  different  routes  to  avoid  notice, 
and  having  first  taken  the  precautioii  of  ascertaining  whether  there  was 
anyone  there  to  oppose  them,  tliey  proceeded  to  the  Government  build- 
ing to  proclaim  the  new  Government.  No  sign  of  opposition  was  man- 
ifest, and  thereupon  an  American  citizen  began  to  read  the  proclamation 
from  the  .steps  of  the  Govenunent  building,  almost  entirely  without  audi- 
tors. It  is  said  that  l)efure  the  reading  was  finished  quite  a  concourse 
of  persons,  variously  estimated  at  from  50  to  100,  some  armed  and  some 
unarmed,  gathered  about  Ihe  committee  tt>  give  them  aid  and  confidence. 
This  statement  is  not  ini|>ortant,  since  the  one  controlling  factor  in  the 
whole  affair  was  itiiquestionably  the  United  States  marines,  who,  drawn 
up  under  arms  and  with  artillery  in  readiness  only  76  yards  distant,  domi- 
nated the  situation. 

The  Provisional  Government  thus  proclaimed  was  by  the  terms  of  the 
proclamation  "to  exist  until  terms  of  union  with  the  United  States  had 
been  negotiated  and  agreed  upon."  The  United  States  minister,  pursu- 
ant to  prior  agreement,  recognized  this  Government  within  an  hour  after 
the  reading  of  the  proclamation,  and  before  3  o'clock,  in  answer  to  an 
inquir>'  on  behalf  of  the  Queen  and  her  cabinet,  annuiuued  tliat  he  had 
done  so. 

When  our  minister  recognized  the  Pro\nsional  Government,  the  only 
ba-sis  iipni  which  it  rested  was  the  fact  that  the  committee  of  safety  had 
in  the  njanner  above  stated  declared  it  to  exist.  It  was  neither  a  gov- 
ernment dr  facto  nor  dejiire.  That  it  was  not  in  such  {wssession  of  the 
Government  propert>'  and  agencies  as  entitled  it  to  recognition  is  con- 
clusively proved  bj-  a  note  found  in  the  files  of  the  legation  at  Honolulu, 
addressetl  by  the  declared  head  of  the  Pro\nsional  Govennuetit  to  M\w- 
isterC?tevens,  dated  Jantiar\  17,  1893,  in  whk\\  \Ae  acV.wovj\eA>ft,t'?.  n^'vCcv 
expressions  of  appreciation  (he  nu"nister's  recogtulton  ol  X\\e  Yxovvsvaosfc 
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Government,  and  states  that  it  is  not  yet  in  the  possession  of  the  station 
house  ( the  place  where  a  large  niinil:)er  of  the  Queen's  tnxips  were  quar- 
tered),  though  the  same  had  been  demanded  of  the  Queen's  officers  in 
charge.  Nevertheless,  this  wrongful  recognition  l)y  our  minister  placed 
the  Goveniment  of  the  Queen  in  a  pusitifm  of  most  perilous  perplexity 
On  the  one  hand  she  had  possession  of  the  palace,  of  the  barracks,  and  ol 
the  police  station,  and  had  at  her  command  at  least  500  fully  armed  men 
and  several  jiieces  of  artillery.  Indeed,  the  whole  military  force  of  her 
Kingdom  was  on  her  side  and  at  her  disposal,  while  the  committee  ol 
.safety,  by  actual  search,  had  discovered  that  tliere  were  but  vcr>-  few 
arms  in  Honolulu  that  were  not  in  the  ser\'ice  of  the  Goveniment. 

In  this  state  of  things,  if  the  Queen  could  have  dealt  with  the  insur- 
gents alone,  her  course  would  have  Ijccn  plain  and  the  result  unmis- 
takable. But  the  United  States  had  allied  itself  with  her  enemies,  had 
recognized  them  as  the  true  Govenuuent  of  Hawaii,  and  had  put  her  and 
her  adherents  in  the  position  of  opposition  against  lawful  authority.  She 
knew  that  she  could  not  withstand  the  power  of  the  United  States,  but 
she  Iwlieved  that  she  might  safely  trust  to  its  justice.  Accordingly,  some 
hours  after  the  recognition  of  the  Pro\isional  Goveniment  by  the  United 
States  minister,  the  palace,  the  Ijarracks,  and'  the  police  station,  with  all 
the  military  resources  of  the  country',  were  delivered  up  by  the  Queen 
upon  the  representation  made  to  her  that  her  cause  would  thereafter  be 
reviewed  at  Washingtrwi,  and  wliile  protesting  that  she  siu-rendered  to 
the  superior  force  of  the  United  States,  whose  minister  had  caused  United 
States  troops  to  be  landed  at  Honolulu  and  declared  that  he  would  sup- 
port the  Provisional  Government,  and  that  she  >'ielded  her  authority  to] 
present  collision  of  anned  forces  and  loss  of  life,  and  only  until  such  time 
as  the  United  States.  u]K>n  the  facts  being  presented  to  it,  should  undo 
the  action  of  its  representative  and  reinstate  her  in^the  authority  she 
claimed  as  the  constitutional  .stn'ereign  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

This  protest  was  delivered  to  the  chief  of  the  Provisional  Govemmexil, 
who  indorsed  thereon  his  acknowledgment  of  its  receipt.  The  terras  <k 
the  protest  were  read  without  dis.sent  by  tho.se  a.s.suming  to  constitute  the 
Provisioual  Government,  who  were  certainly  charged  with  the  kuuw  ledge 
that  the  Queen,  instead  of  finally  abandoning  her  ]X)wer,  had  apjiealed  l( 
the  justice  nf  the  United  Stales  for  reinstatement  in  her  authority;  am 
yet  the  Pmvi.sional  Government,  with  this  unanswered  jjrotest  in  its  hand, 
hastened  to  negotiate  with  the  United  States  for  the  pennauent  bauishi 
nient  of  the  Queen  from  p)wer  and  for  a  sale  of  her  Kingdom. 

Our  country  was  in  danger  of  occupying  the  jiosition  of  having  actually 
set  up  a  temporary'  government  on  foreign  soil  for  the  purpose  of  acqtiir- 
ing  through  that  agency  territory  which  we  had  wrongfully  put  in  its 
possession.  The  control  of  both  sitles  of  a  Ixirgain  acijuired  in  such  ■ 
manner  is  called  by  a  familiar  and  unplea.sant  name  when  found  in  privat 
transactions.     We  arc  not  witlniut  a  precedent  showing  how  scrupulously 
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we  avoided  such  accusations  in  former  days.  After  the  people,  of  Texas 
had  declared  their  independence  of  Mexico  they  resolved  that  on  the 
acknowledgment  of  their  independence  by  the  United  States  they  would 
seek  admissiun  into  the  Union.  Several  months  after  the  battle  of  San 
Jacinto,  by  which  Texan  independence  was  practically  assured  and  estab- 
lished. President  Jackson  declined  to  recognize  it,  alleging  as  one  of  his 
reasons  that  in  the  circumstances  it  became  us  ' '  to  lieware  of  a  too  early 
movement,  as  it  might  subject  us,  however  unjustly,  to  the  imputation 
of  seeking  to  establish  the  claim  of  ojir  neighl»ors  to  a  territory  with  a 
\'iew  to  its  subsetjuent  acquisition  l)y  ourselve.s. ' "  This  is  in  marked  con- 
trast with  the  hasty  recoguition  of  a  government  openly  and  concededly 
set  up  for  the  purpose  of  tendering  to  us  territorial  annexation. 

I  believe  that  a  candid  aud  thorough  examination  of  tlie  facts  will  force 
the  comaction  that  the  Provisional  Government  owes  its  existence  to  an 
anned  invasion  by  tlie  United  States.  Fair-nu'tided  people,  u  itli  the  evi- 
dence l»efore  them,  will  hardly  claim  that  the  Hawaiian  Government  was 
overthrown  by  the  people  of  the  islands  or  that  the  Provisional  Govern- 
ment had  ever  existed  with  their  consent.  I  do  not  understand  that  any 
meml>er  of  this  Government  claims  that  the  people  woukl  uphold  it  by 
their  suffrages  if  they  were  allowefl  to  vole  on  the  question. 

While  naturally  s>^npathizing  with  every  effort  to  estalilish  a  republican 
form  of  government,  it  has  Ijeen  the  settlcnl  fwlicy  of  the  United  States 
to  concede  to  people  of  foreign  countries  the  same  freedom  and  independ- 
ence in  the  management  of  their  domestic  affairs  that  we  have  alwaj's 
claimed  for  ourselves,  and  it  has  been  our  practice  to  recognize  revolution- 
ary governments  as  soon  as  it  became  apparent  that  they  were  supported 
by  the  people.  P'or  illustration  of  this  nile  I  need  only  to  refer  to  the 
revolution  in  Brazil  in  1S89,  when  our  minister  was  instructed  to  recog- 
nize the  Republic  ' '  so  soon  as  a  majority  of  the  people  of  Brazil  should 
have  signified  their  a.ssent  to  its  establi.shment  and  maintenance;"  to  the 
revolution  in  Chile  in  1891,  when  our  minister  was  directed  to  recognize 
the  new  Ciovernment  "if  it  was  accepted  by  the  people,"  and  to  the  revo- 
lution in  Venezuela  in  1892.  when  our  recognition  was  accorded  on  con- 
dition that  the  new  (ioveniment  was  "fully  established,  in  posse.s.sion  of 
the  power  of  the  nation,  and  accepted  by  the  people." 

As  I  apprehend  the  situation,  we  are  brought  face  to  face  with  the 
following  conditions: 

The  lawful  Government  of  Hawaii  was  overthrown  without  the  draw- 
ing of  a  sword  or  the  firing  of  a  shot  by  a  process  every  step  of  which,  it 
may  .safely  be  a.sserted,  is  directly  traceable  to  and  dependent  for  its  suc- 
cess upon  the  agency  of  the  United  States  acting  through  its  diplomatic 
and  naval  representatives. 

But  for  the  notorious  predilections  of  the  United  States  minister  for 
annexation  the  committee  of  safety,  which  shoidd  be  called  the  com- 
mittee of  annexation,  would  never  have  existed.

But  for  the  landing  of  the  United  States  forces  upon  false  pretexts 
respecting  the  danger  to  life  and  property  the  committee  would  never 
have  exposed  themselves  to  the  pains  and  penalties  of  treason  by  under- 
taking the  sub\-ersion  of  the  Queen's  Go\-emment. 

But  for  the  presence  of  the  United  States  forces  in  the  inunediale 
\ncinity  and  in  position  to  afford  all  needed  protection  and  support  the 
comniittee  would  not  have  proclaimed  the  ProNTsional  Go\-emment  from 
the  steps  of  the  Government  building. 

And  finally,  but  for  the  lawless  occupation  of  Honolulu  under  false  pre- 
texts by  the  United  States  forces,  and  but  for  Minister  Stevens's  recog- 
nition of  the  Pro\-isional  Go\iemraent  when  the  United  States  forces  were 
its  sole  support  and  constituted  its  ouly  mihtaiy  strength,  the  Queen  and 
her  Go\-emment  would  never  have  yielded  to  the  Pro\-isional  Govern- 
ment, even  for  a  time  and  for  the  sole  purpose  of  submitting  her  case  to 
the  enlightened  justice  of  the  United  States. 

Belie\nug,  therefore,  that  the  United  States  could  not,  under  the  circum- 
stances disclosed,  annex  the  islands  without  justly  incurring  the  imputa- 
tion of  acquiring  them  by  unjustifiable  methods,  I  shall  not  again  submit 
the  treaty  of  annexation  to  the  Senate  for  its  consideration,  and  in  the 
instructions  to  Minister  Willis,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies  this  message, 
I  have  directed  him  to  so  inform  the  Pro\-isional  Government. 

But  in  the  present  instance  our  duty  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  end  with 
refusing  to  consummate  this  questionable  transaction.  It  has  been  the 
boast  of  our  Government  that  it  seeks  to  do  justice  in  all  things  without 
r^[ard  to  the  strength  or  weakness  of  those  with  whom  it  deals.  1  mis- 
take the  American  people  if  they  fa\-or  the  odious  doctrine  that  there 
is  no  such  thing  as  international  morahiy;  that  there  is  one  law  for  a 
strong  nation  and  another  for  a  weak  one,  and  that  e\'en  by  indirection 
a  strong  power  may  with  impunity  despoil  a  weak  one  of  its  territory-. 

By  an  act  of  war,  committed  u-ith  the  participation  of  a  diplomatic  rep- 
resentative of  the  United  States  and  without  aattaorit>-  of  Congress,  the 
Go\-emment  of  a  feeble  but  friendly  and  confiding  people  has  lieeu  o\-er- 
thrown.  A  substantial  wrong  has  thus  been  done  which  a  due  regard  for 
onr  national  character  as  well  as  the  rights  of  the  injured  people  requires 
we  sboold  endeavor  to  repair.  The  Pni\-i5ional  <.K>vemment  has  not  as- 
snmeda  republican  or  other  constitutional  form,  but  has  remained  a  mere 
executive  council  or  oUgarchy.  set  up  \\ithout  the  assent  of  the  people. 
It  has  not  sought  to  find  a  permanent  basis  of  popular  support  and  lias 
given  no  exndence  of  an  intention  to  do  so.  Indeed,  the  representativts 
of  that  Government  assert  that  the  people  of  Hawaii  are  unfit  far  popular 
govenmient  and  frankly  a%x>w  that  they  can  be  best  ruled  by  arbitrary 
or  de^wdc  power. 

The  law  of  nadoos  is  founded  upon  reason  and  justice,  and  the  rules 

lOf  ooadoct  governing  indi\-idual  relations  betneeu  citizens  or  subjects  di 

avihzed  state  ok  equally  apifAkaikAe  as  VkX^k^sxi  co^'^vexied  nations. 
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The  considerations  that  international  law  is  without  a  court  for  its  en- 
forcement and  that  obedience  to  its  commands  practically  depends  upon 
good  faith  instead  of  upon  the  mandate  of  a  superior  tribunal  oidy  give 
additional  sanction  to  the  law  itself  and  brand  any  deliberate  infraction 
of  it  not  merely  as  a  WTong,  but  as  a  disgrace.  A  man  of  true  honor 
protects  the  unwritten  word  which  binds  his  conscience  more  scrupu- 
lously, if  possible,  than  he  does  the  lx)ud  a  breach  of  which  subjects  him 
to  legal  liabilities,  and  the  lluited  States,  in  aiming  to  maintain  itself  as 
one  of  the  most  enlightene<l  nations,  would  do  its  ciiizens  gross  injustice 
if  it  applied  to  its  inteniatioual  relations  any  other  tlian  a  high  stand- 
ard of  honor  and  morality.  On  that  ground  the  United  States  can  not 
properly  Ik:  put  in  the  jiosition  of  countenancing  a  wrong  after  its  com- 
mission any  more  than  in  that  of  consenting  to  it  in  advance.  On  that 
ground  it  can  not  allow  itself  to  refuse  to  redress  an  injury  inflicted 
through  an  abuse  of  power  by  officers  clothed  with  its  authority  and 
wearing  its  uniform;  and  on  the  same  ground,  if  a  feeble  but  friendly 
state  is  in  danger  of  being  robbed  of  its  independence  and  its  sovereignty 
by  a  misuse  of  the  name  and  power  of  the  I'nited  States,  the  United 
States  can  not  fail  to  vindicate  its  honor  and  its  sense  of  justice  by  an 
earnest  effort  to  make  all  possible  reparation. 

These  principles  apply  to  the  present  case  with  irresistible  force  when 
the  special  conditions  of  the  Queen's  surrender  of  her  sovereignty  are 
recalled.  She  surrendered,  not  to  the  Provisional  Government,  but  to 
the  United  States.  She  surrendered,  not  ab,solutely  and  permanently, 
but  temporarily  and  conditionaMy  initil  .such  time  as  the  facts  could  be 
considered  by  the  United  States.  Furthermore,  the  Provisional  Govern- 
ment acquiesced  in  her  surrender  in  that  manner  and  on  those  terms,  not 
only  by  tacit  consent,  but  through  the  i>o.sitive  acts  of  some  menil)ers  of 
that  Government,  who  urged  her  peaceable  submission,  not  merely  to 
avoid  bloodshed,  but  because  she  could  place  implicit  reliance  U[x>n  the 
justice  of  the  United  States  and  that  the  whole  subject  would  be  finally 
cousidered  at  Washington. 

r  have  not,  however,  overlooked  an  incident  of  this  unfortunate  affair 
which  remains  to  be  mentioned.  The  meudxrrs  of  llie  Provisional  Gov- 
ernment and  their  supporters,  though  not  entitled  to  extreme  sympathy, 
have  Ix-en  led  to  their  present  predicament  of  revolt  against  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Queen  by  the  indefensible  encouragement  and  assistatice  of 
our  diplomatic  representative.  This  fact  may  entitle  them  to  claim  that 
in  our  effort  to  rectify  the  wrong  committed  some  regard  should  l)e  had 
for  their  .safety.  This  .sentiment  is  strongly  seconded  by  my  anxiety  to 
do  nothing  which  would  in\Hte  either  harsh  retaliation  on  the  part  of 
the  Queen  or  \*iolence  and  bloodshed  in  any  quarter.  In  the  Ijelief  that 
the  Queen,  as  well  as  her  enemies,  would  be  willing  to  adopt  such  a 
course  as  would  meet  these  conditions,  and  in  view  of  the  tacX.  \\\a.\.  \vcA^v 
the  Queen  and  the  Provisional  Governmeut  had  al  owe.  Uva.e  ^'5 
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ticqtiic^ed  in  a  reference  of  the  entire  case  to  the  United  Stales  Gov- 
eruniciit,  and  considerinjj  the  further  fact  that  in  any  event  the  I'rovi- 
Kiional  Government  by  its  own  declared  limitation  was  only  "'to  exist 
until  terras  of  union  with  the  United  States  of  America  have  been  nego- 
tiated and  agreeid  ui»n,"  I  hoped  that  after  the  assurance  to  the  raem- 
Ixjrs  of  that  Government  that  such  union  could  not  be  consummated  I 
might  compass  a  i>eaceful  adjustment  of  the  difficulty. 

Actuated  by  these  desires  and  purposes,  and  not  unmindful  of  the 
inhefettl  jKrpkxitics  of  the  situation  nor  of  the  limitations  upon  my 
power,  1  instructed  Minister  Willis  to  advise  the  Queeu  and  her  support 
ers  of  my  desire  to  aid  in  the  restoration  of  the  status  existing  before  the 
liiwlcsis  Inndiii)^  of  the  United  States  forces  at  Honolulu  on  the  i6th  of 
J;iHUiXty  last  if  such  restoration  could  l>e  effected  upon  terms  providing 
for  clemency  as  well  as  justice  to  all  parties  concerned.  The  conditions 
suRxested,  as  the  instrncti<»ns  show,  contemplate  a  general  amnesty  to 
those  concerned  in  setting  up  the  Provisional  Government  and  a  recog- 
nition of  all  its  bona  fide  acts  and  obligatioiis.  In  short,  they  require 
tluit  the  past  slionkl  ])e  l)nried  and  that  the  restored  Government  should 
reiissutue  its  authority  as  if  its  coutinuitj'  had  not  been  interrupted. 
These  conditions  have  not  proved  acceptable  to  the  Queeu,  and  though 
she  has  lx^en  informed  that  they  will  l>e  insisted  upon  and  that  unless 
nccede<l  to  the  efforts  of  iIil'  President  to  aid  in  the  restoration  of  her 
Govcnunent  will  cease,  I  have  not  thus  far  learned  that  she  is  witling  to 
yield  them  licr  acquiescence.  The  check  which  my  plans  hax-e  thus 
cncoitnlered  has  prevented  their  presentation  to  the  members  of  the 
Provisional  Governmenl,  while  unfortunate  public  misrepresentations  of 
the  situation  and  exaggerated  statements  of  the  sentiments  of  our  people 
have  oh\iously  injured  the  prosj^ecls  of  successful  Executive  mediation. 

I  therefore  submit  this  communication,  with  its  accompanying  exhib- 
its, eml^racing  Mr.  Blount's  report,  the  evidence  and  statements  taken  hr 
him  at  Honolulu,  the  instructions  given  to  lx)th  Mr.  Blount  and  Minister 
Willis,  and  correspondence  coimecled  with  the  affair  in  hand. 

In  connnending  this  subject  to  the  extendetl  powers  and  wide  discar- 
lioji  of  the  Congress  I  desire  to  add  the  a.ssnrance  that  I  shall  be  mtKll 
gratified  to  cooperate  in  any  legislative  plan  which  may  be  de\Tsed  for 
ihc  solution  of  the  problem  liefore  us  which  is  consistent  with  Ameiican 
honor,  integrity,  and  hiorality.  gROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  transmit  herewith  copies  of  all  dis]>atches  from  our  miiUMtcr  at  1 
waii  relating  in  any  way  to  political  affairs  in  tliat  country,  except  «l 
as  Iiave  been  heretofore  laid  before  the  Congress. 

I  also  transmit  a  copy  of  the  last  instructions  sent  to 
dated  January  12,  1894,  being  the  only  instnictions  to  hi 
sent  to  the  Congress. 

In  transmitting  certain  corresspondence  with  my  mc»«iv5< 
1S93, 1  withheld  a  dispatch  from  om  pii»eu\.  mmveKA 
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and  dated  November  i6,  1893,  and  also  a  dispatch  from  our  former  minis- 
ter, mnnbered  70  and  dated  October  8,  1892.  Inasmuch  as  the  contents 
of  tlje  dispatch  of  November  16,  1893,  are  referred  to  in  the  dispatches  of 
a  more  recent  date,  now  sent  to  Congress,  and  inasmuch  as  there  seems 
no  longer  to  lie  sufficient  reason  for  withholding  said  dispatch,  a  copy  of 
tlic  same  is  herewith  submitted.  The  dispatch  numbered  70  and  datetl 
Outuljtr  8.  1H92,  alxjve  referreti  to,  is  still  withheld  for  the  reason  that 
such  a  course  still  appears  to  be  justifiable  and  proper.

71.  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  rdief  of  paichasers  of  timber  and  stone  lands  nnder  the  act  of  June 

3.  1878" 

This  bill  pennits  the  prools  and  affidavits  which  under  present  stat' 
otes  parties  desiring  to  acquire  certain  public  lands  are  required  to  make 
before  the  roisters  and  recei^-ers  of  the  land  offices  within  which  such 
lands  are  located  to  be  made  before  any  commissioner  of  the  United 
States  circuit  cotrrt  or  before  the  judge  or  clerk  of  any  court  of  records 
of  the  county  or  parish  in  which  the  lands  are  situated. 

A  similar  Ijill  was  passed  by  the  Fifty -second  Congress  and  was  disap- 
proved by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior.  The  successors  of  these  officers  oppose  the  present 
bill  on  the  ground  that  in  its  operation  it  would  open  the  door  to  fraud 
and  to  a  perversion  of  the  intentions  of  the  Government  in  relation  to 
the  public  lands. 

It  is  difficult ,  with  the  most  scrupulous  care,  to  guard  the  alienation  of 
our  public  lands  from  fraud  and  illegal  practices.  It  is  perfectly  plain, 
however,  that  the  prospect  of  accomplishing  thb  result  is  better  under 
present  laws,  which  require  the  necessary  proofs  to  be  made  before  land 
officers  who  are  appointed  for  that  purpose  and  who  are  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  General  Land  Office  and  amenable  to  its  regulations,  than  it 
would  lie  by  substituting  other  officers  over  whom  the  Laud  Office  has 
no  control. 

Certain  rules  and  orders  of  the  Land  Office  are  now  in  force  whidl 
regulate  the  taking  of  the  necessary  proofs  and  permit  oral  examinations 
by  registers  and  receivers.  These  regulations  are  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance if  our  land  laws  are  to  be  justly  and  honestly  administered. 

I  fully  concur  in  the  objections  made  to  this  bill  by  the  officers  hav* 
ing  charge  of  the  public  lands  in  the  last  AdniiTiistration  and  by  their  suc- 
cessors who  are  now  charged  with  that  res]>onsibility.  I  am  conNanoed 
that  such  a  relaxation  of  our  exi.sting  land  laws  as  is  contemplated  bj 
the  hill  under  consideration  would  not  be  in  the  interest  of  good  admis;

construct  and  maintain  a  bridge  across  the  Hudson  River  lietween  New 
York  City  and  the  State  of  New  Jersey.' 

This  bill  authorizes  the  coustniction  of  a  bridge  over  the  North  River 
between  the  States  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  the  terminus  of  which 
in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  not  be  Ijelow  Sixty-sixth  street.  It  con- 
templates the  construction  of  a  bridge  upon  piers  placed  in  the  river.  No 
mention  is  made  of  a  single  span  crossing  the  entire  river,  nor  is  there 
anything  in  the  bill  indicating  that  it  was  within  the  intention  of  the 
Congress  that  there  should  Ije  a  liridge  built  without  piers.  I  am  by  no 
means  certain  that  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  is  invested  b^'  the  terms  of 
the  bill  with  considerable  discretion  so  far  as  the  plans  for  the  structure 
are  concerned,  would  have  the  right  to  ex.ict  of  the  promoters  of  this 
enterprise  the  erection  of  a  bridge  spanning  the  entire  river. 

Much  objection  lias  been  made  to  the  location  of  any  piers  in  the  river 
for  the  reason  that  they  would  seriously  interfere  with  the  conunerce 
which  seeks  the  jwrt  of  New  York  through  that  channel.  It  is  certaiidy 
very  questionable  whether  piers  should  lie  permitted  at  all  in  the  North 
River  at  the  point  designated  for  the  location  of  this  bridge.  It  seems 
absolutely  certain  that  witliin  a  few  years  a  great  volume  of  .shipping  will 
extend  to  that  location,  which  would  be  seriously  embarrassed  by  such 
obstniction. 

I  appreciate  fully  the  importance  of  securing  some  means  by  which 
railroad  traffic  can  cross  this  river,  and  no  one  can  fail  to  realize  the 
serious  inconvenience  to  travel  caused  by  lack  of  facilities  of  that  char- 
acter. At  the  same  time,  it  is  a  plain  dictate  of  wisdom  and  expediency 
that  the  conmierce  of  the  river  lje  not  unnecessarily  interfered  with  by 
liridges  or  in  any  other  manner. 

Engineers  whose  judgment  iipon  the  matter  can  not  be  questioned,  in- 
cluding the  engineer  of  the  comjvany  proix).sing  to  build  this  bridge,  have 
expressetl  the  opinion  that  tlie  entire  river  can  l»e  spanned  safely  and 
effectively  by  a  .suspen.si(Mi  bridge,  or  a  con.struction  not  needing  the  use 
of  piers. 

^  The  comjiany  to  whicli  the  permission  to  bridge  the  river  is  granted  in 
Bie  bill  under  consideration  was  created  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  New  York  which  became  a  law,  by  reason  of  the 
failure  of  the  governor  to  either  approve  or  veto  the  s;ime.  on  the  30th  day 
_of  April,  1S90.     It  may  be  safely  assumed  that  the  memljers  of  the  legis- 

ture  which  passed  this  law^  knew  what  was  necessary  for  the  protection 

the  cv>nimerce  of  tlie  city  of  New  York  and  had  informed  themselves 
jncerning  the  plan  of  a  bridge  that  should  Ije  built  in  view  of  all  the 
Iterests  concerned. 

By  paragraph  34  of  the  law  creating  this  company  it  is  provided  that 
the  said  bridge  shall  Ix;  constructed  with  a  single  span  over  the  entire 

l?er  between  towers  or  piers  located  l^etween  the  spau  and  \.\\fe  e'sX'rX- 
pier-head  lines  hi  either  State,"  and  that  "no  p'vet  ot  Vower  ot  cA>cvet 
M  P  -vol.  tx—ji 
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obstniction  of  a  peniianent  character  shall  be  placed  or  built  in  the  river 
between  said  lowers  or  piers  under  this  act." 

In  view  of  such  professional  judgment,  and  considering  the  interest 
which  would  be  interfered  with  by  the  legation  of  piers  in  the  river,  and 
having  due  regard  to  the  judgment  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  it  seems  to  nie  that  a  plan  necessitating  the  use  of  piers  in  the  bed 
of  llie  river  should  l>e  avoided.  The  question  of  increased  ex|)enseof  con- 
struction or  the  compromise  of  conflicting  interests  should  not  outweigh 
the  other  important  considerations  involved. 

I  notice  the  bill  provides  that  the  companies  availing  themselves  of  its 
privileges  shall  receive  no  greater  pay  for  transporting  the  mails  across 
the  bridge  than  is  allowed  per  mile  to  railroads  using  the  same.  If  this 
is  intended,  as  the  language  seems  to  import,  to  authorize  this  bridge 
comjviny  to  charge  tlie  United  States  Government  a  toll  for  the  carriage 
of  its  mails  across  the  bridge  equal  to  the  amount  which  may  be  paid  per 
mile  b>-  the  Government  for  canning  the  mails  by  railroads  crossing  the 
bridge,  it  seems  to  me  it  should  not  be  allowed.  The  expense  to  tlie 
Government  for  carrjiug  the  mails  over  the  structure  should  beyond 
any  doubt  be  limited  to  the  cximpensation  paid  the  railroads  for  trans- 
portation. 

An  exceedingly  important  objection  to  the  bill  remains  to  be  considered. 
In  1S90  the  North  River  Bridge  Company  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of 
Congress  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  bridge  across  the  North  River, 
the  New  York  tenninus  of  which  was  located  at  or  near  Twenty-thin! 
street  in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  proposition  to  construct  the  bridge 
at  that  point  was  a  .subject  very  carefully  and  thoroughly  examined  at 
that  time  and  during  the  agitation  of  the  project  for  a  number  of  years 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act.  As  a  result  of  such  examination  and 
much  discussion,  Congress  granted  pemii.ssion  to  this  company  to  con- 
struct a  bridge  having  a  single  span  and  suspended  from  towers  on  each 
side  of  the  river,  and  in  the  act  e.specially  prohibited  the  placing  of  any 
piers  in  the  rivef.  either  of  a  temporary  or  of  a  permanent  cliaracter.  in 
connection  with  said  bridge.  This  plan  to  bridge  the  river  without  piers 
was  at  that  time  considered  feasible  by  the  engineers  of  the  company, 
and  it  acceptetl  the  terms  of  the  act.  Before  this  permission  was  finally 
granted  a  luimber  of  bills  were  intrfxluced  in  the  Congress  oo\-ering  tlie 
same  subject,  which  were  referred  to  Government  engineers.  Reports 
were  made  by  these  "officers  in  e\'ery  case  insisting  upon  a  construction 
with  a  single  span  and  without  piers  in  the  bed  of  the  river. 

The  eighth  sulxlivision  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  provides  that  any 
company  heretofore  created  for  the  purpose  of  bridging  the  river  may 
avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  makes  such  compatiy  subject 
to  all  its  provisions.  This,  of  course,  has  reference  to  the  North  River

construct  piers  iti  the  river.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  laTij>;iiaRe  of  the 
bill  under  consideration,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  this  particular  feature,  is 
^equivalent  to  a  new  grant  In  that  company.  difTcring  very  materially  from 
the  grant  which  was  thought  ex])ci!ient  at  the  lime  it  was  l>efore  the  Con- 
gress, and  removes  the  guaraiUy  that  in  the  c"c:)nslruction  of  its  bridge 
there  shall  be  no  obstructions  in  the  river  such  as  were  especially  guarded 
against  by  the  bill  originally  ]iassed  for  its  lienefit.  In  effect  a  tiew  char- 
ter is  granted  to  a  company  not  nametl  in  the  bill,  and  with  no  apjiarent 
reason  for  the  important  enlargement  of  its  privileges  thus  accomplished. 
It  is  entirely  apparent  that  the  reasons  against  obstructions  in  the  North 
River  which  might  interfere  with  commerce  and  navigation  and  the  Ixm- 
eficial  use  of  the  harbor  of  New  York  are  immensely  strengthened  wlien 
they  ar^  applied  to  a  locatii»n  in  the  river  far  l>elow  the  ItK-atton  uf  l!ie 
briclge  which  is  {x;rmitte<l  in  the  l)iil  now  lK'f<ire  me. 

Wliatever  question  there  may  l)e  about  the  injurious  character  of  the 
obstruction  at  Sixty-sixth  street  in  New  York  City,  I  l)elieve  there  can 
be  no  doubt  whatever  that  piers  placed  in  the  river  more  than  2  miles 
below,  ht  Twenty-third  street,  would  lie  very  serious  iinpedimenis.  If 
this  thoroughfare,  so  important  to  the  commerce  of  the  country  and  the 
State  of  New  York,  is  Ur  be  crossed  by  bridges,  each  scheme  for  that  pur- 
pose should  \yc  considered  by  itself  and  its  merits  and  advisability  deter- 
mined by  the  circumstances  which  naturally  belong  to  it.  The  objection 
to  piers  in  the  river  for  the  pMrp<ise  o(  snpjwrting  bridges  is  in  any  event 
so  serious  that  the  considerations  which  would  determine  the  question  of 
a  bridge  located  at  Sixty-sixth  street  ought  not  in  such  an  indirect  man- 
ner as  is  done  by  this  bill  be  applied  to  a  like  structure  at  Twenty-third

To  t/w  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  my  appnn-al  House  bill  No.  4956,  entitled  "An  act 
directing  the  coinage  of  the  silver  bullion  held  in  the  Treasury,  aud  for 
other  purjxjse.s." 

My  strong  desire  to  avoid  disagreement  with  those  in  both  Houses  of 
Congress  who  have  supjjorted  this  bill  would  lead  me  to  approve  it  if  I 
could  Inilieve  that  the  ])ul)lic  good  would  not  Ije  thereby  endangered  and 
that  such  action  on  my  part  would  !je  a  proper  di.scharge  of  official  tluty. 
Inasmuch,  however,  as  I  am  unable  to  satisfj'  myself  that  the  proposed 
legislation  is  either  wise  or  opjKirtune,  ray  conception  of  the  obligations 
and  responsibilities  attached  to  the  great  office  I  hold  forbids  the  indul- 
gence of  my  personal  desire  and  inexorably  confines  me  to  that  course 
which  is  dictated  by  my  reason  and  judgmeTit  and  pointed  out  by  a  sin- 
cere puriKJse  to  protect  and  pronujte  the  general  \nVeresVs  ol  owe  \ieo^e.. 

The  Snaiicj'al  dJHtuibauc^  wliich  swept  over  t\\e  cOUUVC'j  dcwcrviMf, 
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last  year  was  unparalleled  in  its  severity  and  disastrous  consequences. 
There  seemed  to  be  almost  an  entire  displacement  of  faith  in  our  finan- 
cial ability  and  a  loss  of  confidence  in  our  fiscal  policy.  Among  those 
who  altenijrteil  to  assign  causes  for  our  distress  it  was  very  generally 
conceded  that  the  operation  of  a  provision  of'  law  then  in  force  which 
required  the  Government  to  imrchase  monthly  a  large  amount  of  silver 
bullion  and  issue  its  notes  in  fwynient  therefor  was  either  entirely  or  to 
a  large  extent  responsible  for  our  condition.  This  led  to  the  repeal  ou 
the  ist  day  ol  November,  1893,  of  this  statutory  pronsion. 

We  had,  however,  fallen  so  low  in  the  dejiths  of  depression  and  timidity 
and  apprehension  had  so  completely  gained  control  in  financial  circles 
that  our  rapid  recujieration  could  not  be  reasonably  expected.  Our  re- 
cover>'  has,  nevertheless,  steadily  progres.sed,  and  though  less  than  five 
months  have  elaj>sed  since  the  repeal  of  the  mischievous  silver-purchase 
requirement  a  vvholes<»nie  improvement  is  unmistakalUy  apparent.  Con- 
fidence in  our  ab-solute  solvency  is  to  such  an  extent  reinstated  and  faith 
in  our  disposition  to  adhere  to  sound  financial  methods  is  so  far  restored 
as  to  produce  the  most  encouraging  results  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
The  wheels  of  domestic  industry  ha\'e  been  slowly  set  iti  motion  and  the 
tide  of  foreign  investment  has  again  started  in  our  direction. 

Our  recovery  I'leing  .so  well  luider  way.  nothing  should  lie  done  to 
check  our  convalescence;  nor  should  we  forget  that  a  relapse  at  this 
time  would  almost  surely  reduce  us  to  a  lower  stage  of  financial  distress 
than  that  from  which  we  are  just  emerging. 

1  Ijelieve  that  if  the  bill  uuder  consideration  should  become  a  law  it 
would  lie  regarded  as  a  retrogression  from  the  financial  intentions  indi- 
catetl  by  our  recent  repeal  of  the  ])ro\'ision  forcing  silver-bullion  pur- 
chases; that  it  would  weaken,  if  it  did  not  destroy,  returning  faith  and 
confidence  in  our  sotuid  financial  tendencies,  and  that  as  a  consetiuence 
our  progress  to  renewed  business  health  would  lie  unfortunately  checked 
and  a  return  to  our  recent  distressing  plight  seriously  threatened. 

This  proposed  legislation  is  so  related  to  tlie  currency  conditions  grow- 
ing nut  of  the  law  compelling  the  purchase  of  silver  by  the  Government 
that  a  glance  at  such  conditions  and  a  partial  review  of  the  law  refened 
to  may  not  be  unprofitable. 

Between  the  14th  day  of  August,  1S90,  when  the  law  l^ecame  opera- 
live,  and  the  1st  day  of  November,  1893,  when  the  clause  it  contained 

■  directing  the  purchase  of  silver  was  repealed,  there  were  purchased  by 
I  the  Secretar\*  of  the  Treasury  more  than  168,000,000  ounces  of  silver 

■  bullion.     In  payment  fur  this  bullion  the  Government  issued  its  Trea-*- 

■  ury  notes,  of  various  denominations,  amounting  to  nearly  $156,000,000^ 
I  which  notes  were  innnediately  added  to  the  currency  in  circulation  aniotu? 
I         our  people.     Such  notes  were  by  the  law  made  legal  tender  in  jiaytncni 

■  of  aW  debt.s,  public  and  privale,  exce^^.  when  otherwise  expressly  stipu- 

■  lated,  aud  were  matle  rece\vab\e  Iv^t  ev\sVo\wsA^^'i*>'3^^^^  '^  \\sJi\ic  dues. 
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and  when  f50  receivwl  nii^ht  l»e  reissued.     Tliey  were  also  permitted  to  be 
held  by  banking^  associaltons  as  a  part  of  their  lawful  reserves. 

On  tlie  demand  of  the  holders  these  Treasun,'  notes  were  to  be  re- 
deemed in  gold  or  silver  coin,  in  the  discretion  of  the  .Secretary  of  the 
Treasury;  but  it  was  declared  as  a  part  of  this  reileinptioii  provision  tliat 
it  was  "the  established  ]K)licy  of  the  ITnited  States  to  maintain  the  two 
metal-S  on  a  parity  with  each  other  \\\t^\\\  thf  present  leijal  ratio  or  such 
ratio  as  may  Ik;  pnn-ided  by  law."  The  moiie>' coineil  fnuii  such  hulliou 
was  to  be  standard  silver  dollars,  and  after  directing  the  immediate  coin- 
afife  of  a  little  les.s  than  2S,ooo,C)oo  ounces  the  law  jirovided  that  as  nruc^i 
of  the  remaiiiinj;  bullion  .should  be  thereafter  coined  as  niiyht  l)e  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  the  redemption  of  the  Treasury  notes  issued  on  its 
purcha.se,  and  that  "any  gain  or  seigniorage  arising  from  such  coinage 
shall  l>e  accounted  for  and  paid  into  the  Treasury." 

This  gain  or  seigniorage  evidently  indicates  so  much  of  the  bullion 
owned  by  the  Government  as  should  remain  after  usitig  a  sufficient 
amount  to  coin  as  many  standani  silver  dollars  as  should  equal  in  num- 
ber the  dollars  represented  l>y  the  Trea.sury  notes  issued  in  payment  of 
the  entire  quantity  of  bullion.  These  Trea.sury  notes  now  outstanding 
and  in  circulation  amoinit  to  $152,951,280,  and  although  there  has  been 
thus  far  but  a  consparalively  small  amount  of  this  bullion  coined,  yet 
the  so-called  gain  or  .seigniorage,  as  alx>ve  defined,  wkicli  would  arise 
from  the  coinage  of  the  entire  mass  has  Ixten  ea.sily  ascertained  to  be  a 
quantity  of  bullion  sufficient  to  make  when  coined  55,156,681  standard 
silver  dollars. 

Considering  tlie  present  intrin.sic  relation  l>etween  gold  and  .silver,  the 
maintenance  of  the  parity  Ijctwecn  the  two  metals,  as  mentioned  in  this 
law.  can  mean  nothing  less  than  the  maintenance  of  such  a  parity  iti 
the  estimation  and  confulence  of  the  people  who  use  our  money  in  their 
daily  tran.sactions.  Manifestly  the  nuiintenajice  of  this  parity  can  otdy 
be  accomplished,  .so  far  as  it  is  affected  by  these  Treasury  notes  and  in  the 
estimation  of  the  holders  of  the  .same,  by  giving  to  such  holders  on  their 
redemption  tlie  coin,  whether  it  is  gold  or  .silver,  which  they  prefer.  It 
follows  that  wliile  in  terms  the  law  leaves  the  choice  of  coin  to  be  paid 
on  .such  redemption  tt>  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
the  exercise  of  this  di.scretion.  if  opposed  to  the  demands  of  the  holder, 
is  entirely  incon.si.stent  with  the  effective  and  Ijeneficial  maintenance  of 
the  parity  Ijetween  the  two  metals. 

If  both  gold  and  silver  are  to  serve  us  as  uuMiey  and  if  they  together 
are  to  .supply  to  <>ur  people  a  safe  and  stable  currency,  the  nece.s-sity  of 
preser\'ing  this  parity  is  obvious.  Such  necessity  has  been  reiieatedly 
conceded  in  the  plaifdrms  of  boUi  p>lilical  parties  and  in  our  Federal 
statutes.  It  is  nowhere  more  emphatically  recognized  than  in  the  recent 
law  which  repealed  the  provision  under  which  the  bu.U\ow  wcw  wcvVjlvA 
was  purchased.     Tins  hxw  insists  upon  the  "  i^"iau\\.ev\a\\ce  Ov  N>a.^  •^'cvvj 
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in  value  of  th-j  coins  of  thtr  two  metals  and  the  equal  power  of  e\"en'  dol- 
lar at  all  times  in  tlie  markets  aud  in  the  payment  of  debts." 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  therefore,  for  the  Ijest  of  reasons, 
not  only  promptly  complied  with  every  demand  for  the  redemption  of 
these  Treasury  notes  in  gold,  but  the  present  situation  as  well  as  the  let- 
ter and  spirit  of  the  law  appear  plainly  to  justify,  if  they  do  not  enjoin 
upon  him.  a  cotilitniation  of  such  redemption. 

The  conditions  I  have  endeavored  to  present  may  be  thus  summarized: 

First.  The  fi(>\erninent  has  purchased  and  now  has  on  hand  sufficient 
silver  bullion  to  perniil  the  a^inage  of  all  the  silver  dollars  necessary  to 
redeem  in  such  dollars  the  Treasury-  notes  issued  for  the  purchase  of 
said  silver  bullion,  and  enough  besides  to  coin,  as  gain  or  seigniorage. 
55,156,681  additional  standard  .silver  dollars. 

Second.  Tliere  are  outstanding  and  now  in  circulation  Treasury  notes 
i.ssued  in  payment  of  the  Imllion  purcliased  amounting  to  $152,951,280. 
These  notes  are  legal  tender  in  payment  of  all  debts,  public  aud  private, 
except  when  otherwise  expressly  stijnilated;  they  are  receivable  for  cus- 
toms, taxes,  and  al!  public  dues;  wlR-n  held  l>y  banking  associations  they 
may  be  counted  as  part  of  their  lawful  reserves,  and  they  are  redeemed 
by  the  Government  in  gold  at  the  option  of  the  holders.  These  ad- 
vantageous attributes  were  deliberately  attached  to  these  notes  at  the 
time  of  their  issue.  They  are  full)-  understocxl  by  our  people  to  whom 
such  notes  have  been  distributed  as  currency,  and  have  inspired  con- 
fidence in  their  safety  and  value,  and  have  undoubtedly  thus  induced 
their  continued  and  contented  use  as  money,  instead  of  anxiety  for  their 
redemption. 

Having  referred  to  .some  incidents  which  I  deem  relevant  to  the  sub- 
ject, it  remains  for  me  to  submit  a  specific  slalemeut  of  my  objections  to 
the  bill  now  under  consideration. 

This  bill  consists  of  two  sections,  excluding  one  which  merely  appro- 
priates a  sum  .sufficient  to  carry  the  act  into  effect.  The  first  section 
provides  for  the  immediate  coinage  of  the  silver  bullion  in  the  Treasury 
which  represents  the  so-called  gain  or  seigniorage,  or  which  would  ari.se 
from  the  coinage  of  all  tlie  bullion  on  hand,  which  gain  or  seigniorage 
this  section  declares  to  be  $55,156,681.  It  directs  that  the  money  so 
coined  or  tlve  certificates  i.s.sned  thereon  shall  be  u.sed  in  the  payment  of 
public  expenditures,  and  provides  that  if  the  nee<ls  of  the  Treasury  de- 
maud  it  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may,  in  his  discretion,  issue  silver 
certificates  in  excess  of  such  coinage,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  seign- 
iorage in  said  section  autliorized  to  Ix;  coined. 

The  second  section  directs  that  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  coinage  of 
this  seigniorage  the  remainder  of  the  bullion  held  by  the  G<n-enimeul 
shall  be  coined  into  legal-tender  standard  silver  dollars,  and  that  they 
.s-Ji.-jJI  be  held  in  the  Treasury  for  the  redemption  of  the  Treasury'  notes 
'n  the  purchase  of  sau\  V>v\\\\o\\.    \\.  i^\a\"v\e<>  vVwx  -as  {ast  as  the 


I 
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bullion  shall  be  coined  for  the  redemption  of  said  notes  they  shall  not  Ix? 
reissued,  but  shall  be  canceletl  and  destroyed  in  amounts  equal  to  the 
coin  held  at  any  time  in  the  Treasurv-  derived  from  the  coinage  provided 
for,  and  that  silver  certificates  shall  l>e  issued  on  such  coin  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law.  It  is,  however,  especially  declared  in  said  section 
that  the  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  change  existing  laws  relating  to 
the  legal-tender  character  or  mode  of  redemption  of  tlie  Treasury  Jiotes 
issued  for  the  purchase  of  the  silver  bullion  to  be  coined. 

The  entire  bill  is  most  unfortunately  constrvicted.  Nearly  every  sen- 
tence presents  micertainty  and  invites  controversy  as  to  its  meaning  and 
intent.  The  first  section  is  especially  faulty  in  this  respect,  and  it  is 
extremely  doubtful  whether  its  language  will  jiermit  the  consummation 
of  its  supposed  purposes,  I  am  led  to  believe  tliat  the  promoters  of  the 
bill  intended  in  this  section  to  provide  for  the  coinage  of  the  bullion  con- 
stituting the  gain  or  seigniorage,  as  it  is  called,  into  standard  silver  dol- 
lars, and  yet  there  is  positively  nothing  in  the  .section  to  prevent  il.s 
c"oiuage  into  any  description  of  silver  coins  now  authorized  under  any 
existing  law. 

I  suppose  this  section  was  al.so  intended,  in  ca.se  the  needs  of  the  Treas- 
ur>'  called  for  money  faster  than  the  seigniorage  bnllimi  could  actually  Ik; 
coined,  to  permit  the  issue  of  silver  certificates  in  advance  of  such  coin- 
age; but  its  language  would  seem  to  permit  the  issuance  of  such  certifi- 
cates to  double  the  amount  of  seigniorage  as  stated,  one-half  of  which 
would  not  represent  an  ounce  tif  silver  in  the  Treasury.  The  debate 
upon  this  section  in  the  Congress  develojK'd  an  earnest  and  j)ositive  dif- 
ference of  opinion  as  to  its  object  and  meaning.  In  any  event,  I  am 
clear  that  the  present  ]x;rplexities  and  embarrassments  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury-  ought  not  to  Ik*  augmented  by  devolving  upon  him  the 
execnitiou  of  a  law  so  uncertain  and  confused. 

I  am  not  willing,  however,  to  rest  my  objection  to  this  section  sok-ly 
on  these  grounds.  In  my  judgment  sound  finance  tltjes  not  commend  a 
further  infusion  of  silver  into  our  currency  at  this  time  tmaccompanie<l 
by  further  adequate  provision  for  the  mainteuatice  in  our  Treasury  of  a 
safe  gold  reserve. 

Doubts  also  arise  as  to  the  nieanitig  atid  construction  of  the  second 
section  of  the  bill.  If  the  .silver  dollars  therein  directed  to  Ix.'  coined  are, 
as  the  section  pmvides,  to  be  held  in  the  Trea.sury  for  llie  redemption  of 
Treasury  notes,  it  is  suggested  that,  strictly  speaking,  certificates  can  not 
he  issued  011  such  coin  "in  the  manner  now  pr<n-ided  by  law,"  because 
these  dollars  are  money  held  in  the  Treasury  for  the  express  pnr]>ose  of 
redeeming  Treasury  notes  on  demand,  which  would  ordinarily  mean  that 
they  were  set  apart  for  the  piir]X)se  of  substituting  them  for  these  Treas- 
ury notes.  They  are  not,  therefore,  held  in  such  a  way  as  to  funiish  a 
basis  for  certificates  according  to  any  provision  of  existiuife  \a.vj . 

If.  however,  sih-er cert/ficate-s  can  properly  \)e  \ssue<\,  w\»o\\v\\ese. ^«JC«w: 
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there  is  nothing  iu  the  section  to  indicate  the  characteristics  and  func- 
tions uf  these  certificates.  If  they  were  to  be  of  the  same  cliaracter  as 
silver  certificates  in  circulation  under  existiu)^  laws,  they  would  at  best 
ht  receivable  only  for  customs,  taxes,  and  all  public  dues;  and  under  the 
language  of  this  section  it  is,  to  say  the  least,  extremely  doubtful  whether 
the  certificates  it  contemplates  would  be  lawfully  received  even  for  such 
purposes. 

Whatever  else  may  be  said  of  the  uncertainties  of  expression  in  this 
bill,  they  certainly  ought  not  to  be  found  in  legislation  affecting  subjects 
so  imp<)rtant  and  far-reaching  as  our  finances  and  currency.  In  stating 
other  and  more  important  reasons  for  my  disapproval  of  this  section  I 
shall,  liQvvever,  assume  that  under  its  provisions  the  Treasury  notes  issued 
in  payment  for  silver  bullion  will  cuntiime  to  Ije  redeemed  as  heretofore,  ia 
silver  or  gold,  at  the  option  of  the  holders,  and  that  if  when  they  are 
presented  for  redemption  or  reach  the  Treasur>'  in  any  other  manner 
there  are  iu  the  Treasury  coined  silver  dollars  equal  in  nominal  \-alae  to 
such  Treasury  notes,  then  and  in  that  case  the  notes  will  Ix;  destroyed 
and  silver  certificates  to  an  equal  amount  l)e  .substituted. 

I  am  convinced  that  this  scheme  is  ill  advised  and  dangerous.  As  an 
ultimate  result  of  its  operation  Treasur\-  notes,  which  are  legal  tender 
for  all  debts,  public  and  privrite,  and  which  are  redeemable  in  gold  or 
silver  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  will  be  replaced  by  silver  certificates, 
which,  whatever  may  be  their  character  and  description,  will  have  none 
of  these  qualities.  In  anticipation  of  this  result  and  as  an  immediate 
effect  the  Treasury  notes  will  naturally  appreciate  iu  value  and  desira- 
bility. The  fact  that  gold  can  be  realized  upon  them  and  the  further 
fact  that  their  destruction  has  lieen  decreed  when  they  re.'ich  theTreasur\- 
nuist  tend  to  their  withdrawal  from  general  circulation  to  be  immediately 
presented  for  gold  redemption  or  to  be  hoarded  for  presentation  at  a 
more  convenient  season.  The  SL't[uel  of  IkUIi  operations  will  be  a  large 
addition  to  the  silver  currency  in  our  circulation  and  a  corresponding 
reduction  of  gold  in  the  Treasiu-y.  The  argument  has  been  made  that 
these  things  will  not  occur  at  once,  because  a  long  time  must  elapse 
before  the  coinage  of  aujlhingbut  the  seigniorage  can  be  entere<l  upon, 
If  the  physical  effects  of  the  execution  of  the  second  section  of  this  bill 
are  not  to  be  realized  until  far  iti  the  future,  this  may  furnish  a  strotijT 
reason  why  it  should  ntjt  be  passed  so  much  in  advance;  but  the  pisl- 

■  ponement  of  its  actual  operation  can  not  jirevent  the  fear  and  loss  of 
I  confidence  and  nervous  precaution  which  would  immediately  follow  its 
H  passage  and  bring  alxjut  its  worst  consequences.  I  regard  this  section 
I  of  the  bill  as  embodying  a  plan  by  which  the  Government  will  be  obliged 
B  to  pay  out  its  scanty  store  of  gold  for  no  other  pvirpose  than  to  force  afl 
H         unnatural  addition  of  silver  money  into  the  hands  of  our  people.     Thisi." 

■  an  exact  re\'ersal  of  the  ^xilicv  which  .safe  finance  dictates  if  we  are  to  pre- 


We  have  now  «mtstanding  more  than  $338,000,000  in  silver  certificates 
issued  under  existing  laws.  They  are  serving  the  purjwse  of  money 
usefully  and  without  question.  Our  gold  re.ser\'e,  amoinning  to  only  a 
little  more  than  $100,000,000,  is  directly  charged  with  the  redemption  of 
$346,000,000  of  United  States  notes.  When  it  is  proposed  to  inflate  our 
silver  currency  it  is  a  time  for  strengthening  our  gold  reserv^e  instead  of 
depleting  it.  I  can  not  coticeive  of  a  longer  step  toward  silver  inono- 
nietallism  than  we  take  when  we  spend  our  gold  to  buy  silver  certificates 
for  circulation,  es[)ecially  in  view  of  the  practical  difficulties  surrounding 
the  re]>lenishnient  of  our  gold. 

This  leads  me  to  earnestly  present  the  desirability  of  granting  to  the 
Secretary-  of  the  Treasurj'  a  lietler  ]X)wer  than  now  exists  to  issue  lx)nds 
to  protect  our  gold  reserve  when  for  any  reason  it  should  l)e  nece.s.sary. 
Our  currency  is  in  such  a  confused  condition  and  mir  financial  affairs  are 
apt  to  assume  at  any  time  so  critical  a  position  that  it  seems  to  me  such 
a  course  is  dictated  hy  ordinary  prudence. 

I  am  not  insensible  to  the  arguments  in  favor  of  coining  the  bullion 
seigniorage  now  in  the  Treasury,  and  I  believe  it  could  be  done  safely 
and  w-ith  advantage  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur\-  had  the  jxiwer  to 
issue  bonds  at  a  low  rate  of  interest  under  authority  in  substitution  of 
that  now  existing  and  better  suited  to  the  ]>rotection  i>f  the  Trea.sury. 

I  hope  a  way  will  present  itself  in  the  near  future  for  the  adju.stmeiit 
of  our  monetary  affairs  in  such  a  comprehensive  and  conservative  man- 
ner as  will  accord  to  silver  its  proper  place  in  our  currencj-;  but  in  the 
meantime  I  am  extremely  solicitous  that  whatever  action  we  take  on  this 
subject  may  be  such  as  to  prevent  loss  and  discouragement  to  oiu:  jieople 
at  home  and  the  destruction  of  confidence  in  our  financial  management

I  herewith  return  without  ai>proval  House  bill  No.  2637,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Eugene  Wells,  late  cii]itain,  Twelfth  Infantrj',  and  sec- 
ond lieutenant,  First  Artillery.  United  vStates  Army." 

This  bill  authorizes  the  President  to  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  the  beneficiar>'  therein  named 
a  second  lieutenant  of  artillery  in  the  Army  of  the  United  Slates,  and 
it  directs  that  when  so  .qppointed  he  shall  be  ]>lace<l  U|xin  the  retired 
li.st  on  account  of  disaViility.  tluis  di.sjiensing  with  the  usual  examination 
and  finding  by  a  retiring  Iward  and  all  other  ordinary  prerequi.sites  of 
retirement. 

Appointments  to  the  Army  under  the  authority  of  special  legi.slation 
which  names  the  proposed  appointee,  and  the  purpose  lA  \\V\\c\\  Ks  r>a!i. 
immediafe  retirement  of  the  appointee,  are  opstt  lo  venows  c5ti\«:."Ci 
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though  I  confess  I  have  been  p.-rsuaded  through  sympathy  and  senti- 
ment on  a  number  of  occasions  to  approve  such  legislatioti.  When,' 
however,  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  retirement  compulsory  and  without 
reference  to  age  or  previous  examination,  a  most  objectionable  feature  is 
inlro<luced. 

The  cases  covered  by  the  special  enactments  referred  to  are  usually 
such  as  should,  if  worthy  of  any  consideration,  be  provided  fur  under 
general  or  private  pension  laws,  leaving  the  retired  list  of  the  Army  ta 
serve  the  legitimate  pur^x)se  for  which  it  was  established. 

A  recent  discussion  in  the  House  of  Representatives  upoti  a  bill  similar 
to  the  one  now  before  nie  drew  from  a  member  of  the  House  Committee 
on  Military  Affairs  the  declaration  that  hundreds  of  such  bills  were  l^efore 
that  committee  and  that  there  were  6fty  precedents  for  the  passage  of 
the  particular  one  then  under  discussion. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  condition  suggests  such  an  encroachment 
upon  the  retired  list  of  the  Army  as  should  lead  to  the  virtual  abandou- 
ment  of  the  legislation  referred  to. 

In  addition  to  the  objections  to  such  legislation  based  upon  sound 
policy  and  gcxxl  administration,  there  are  facts  connected  with  the  case 
covered  by  the  bill  now  before  me  which,  in  my  judgment,  forbid  it* 
favorable  consideration. 

The  Itcneficiary  named  in  this  bill  entered  the  military  ser\-ice  as  first 
lieutenant  in  iS6i.  In  Septeml)er  or  October,  1870,  then  being  a  cap- 
tain, a  charge  of  conduct  unljecoining  an  officer  and  a  gentleman  was 
preferred  against  him  with  a  view  to  his  trial  on  said  charge  before  a 
court-martial. 

The  Articles  of  War  provide  that  any  oflFicer  convicted  of  this  offense 
shall  In;  di.sniis.sed  the  si.r\-ice. 

The  first  specification  under  this  charge  alleged  that  Captain  Wells 
did  violently  and  without  just  cause  or  provocation  assault  First  Lieu- 
tenant P.  H.  Breslin  "by  furiously  striking  and  hitting  him  (  LienteJiant 
Bre.slin)  v\\}o\\  the  head  with  a  hickory  stick,  the  butt  end  of  a  billiard 
cue,  and  did  continue  the  assault  ( ujxjii  Lieutenant  Breslin)  until  forced' 
to  desist  therefrom  by  First  Lieutenant  Carl  \'eitcnhimer.  Fourth  l-nited 
States  Infantn,',  thereby  endangering  the  life  of  Lieutenant  IJreslin  andi 
di.sgracing  himself  (  Captain  Wells)  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States 
Army." 

The  second  s]>ecification  alleged  tliat  Ca|5tain  Wells  "did  become  sO' 
much  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor  as  to  behave  himself  in 
a  scandalous  manner  by  violently  attacking  the  person  of  First  Lieuten- 
ant P.  H.  Breslin,  I'ourlh  United  States  Infantry." 

These  offen.ses  were  charged  to  have  been  amunitted  on  the  3d  day  of 
5>eptember.  1870.  at  Fort  Fetterman,  in  Wyoming  Territory. 

On  the  i,sth  day  of  July,  1870,  a  law  was  passed,  among  other  things, 
'  brhi^  a/)out  a  reduction  oi  l\\e  Xtm^' ,  nn\\\c\\  X^jilns  \>\vi\\d.(id  that  the 


resident  should  l>efore  the  ist  day  of  July,  1871,  retUioe  the  luimlxr  of 
enlisted  meu  in  the  Aruiy  to  30,000,  and  authorized  him  in  his  discretion 
to  honorably  discharge  from  the  service  of  the  I'nited  States  officers  of 
^e  Army  \^ho  might  apply  therefor  on  or  before  J.uiuary  i.  1871. 
I  Before  the  trial  by  a>urt-niartial  upon  the  charge  then  i^jndinjsf  against 
him  Captain  Wells  applied  for  his  discharge  inider  the  pmvision  of  the 
law  above  recited,  whereupon  the  charge  against  him  was  withdrawn 
and  canceled,  and  on  the  27th  day  of  Octolier,  1870,  his  ap]>licatiun  for  a 
discharge  was  granted. 

On  the  6th  day  of  July,  1.S75,  he  was  again  ap|)ointed  to  the  Army 
as  second  lieutenant  in  the  artillery,  against  which  a  remonstrance  was 
made  by  certain  officers  in  the  Army 

In  August,  1.S77.  Second  Lieutenant  Wells  was  charged  wth  being 
I* drunk  on  duty,  in  x-iolation  of  the  thirty-eighth  article  of  war." 

He  was  also  charged  with  "conduct  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order 
p^nd  military  disciphne." 

I  The  first  specification  under  tlic  latter  charge  alleged  that  the  accused 
clid  "engage  in  an  affray  with  First  Lieutenant  E.  Van  A.  Andruss,  First 
Artillery."  The  second  sijecification  inider  said  charge  alleged  that  the 
accused  addressed  his  superior  officer  in  a  defiant  and  disresi>ectfnl  man- 
ner and  neglected  and  hesitated  to  promptly  obey  the  onler  (;f  said  su]^- 
rior  officer. 

^A11  these  offenses  were  alleged  io  have  Ijeen  connnitted  at  Reading, 
a.,  on  the  2d  day  of  Augu.st,  1S77. 
Soon  after  these  charges  were  preferred  a  court-martial  was  convened 
for  the  trial  of  the  accused  thereon.  He  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the 
charges  and  s{x:cifications,  but  was  convicted  of  them  all  and  sentenced 
"  to  be  dismis.sed  the  ser\-ice  of  the  United  States." 
■  On  the  6th  day  of  Octol>er  the  proceedings,  findings,  and  sentence  of 
The  court-martial  were  approved  l)y  the  President,  who  ordered  the  sen- 
tence to  be  executed:  and  on  the  13th  day  of  OctolK.r,  1S77,  in  pursu- 
ance thereof,  Lieutenant  Eugene  Wells  was  dismissed  from  the  service. 
Since  that  time  repeated  efTorts  have  Ixjen  made  to  vacate  this  judg- 
lenl  and  restore  the  dismissed  officer  to  the  service.  While  a  number 
connnittees  in  Congress  have  made  reports  favorable  to  such  action, 
"at  least  two  committees  have  recommended  a  denial  of  legislative  relief. 
I^otli  of  these  rejHjrls  were  made  on  l»ehalf  t)f  House  C(mimitlees  on  Mili- 
tary Affairs  by  distinguished  soldiers,  who,  after  patient  examination  and 
with  an  inclination  to  be  not  tmly  just  but  generous  to  a  fellow-soldier, 
were  constrained  to  reconnnen*!  a  refusal  i»f  the  api)lication  for  re.st oration. 
One  of  these  rejjorts  was  made  to  the  I'urly -seventh  and  the  other  to  the

I  hereby  return  without  my  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1438,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Louis  A.  Yorke." 

In  the  year  1886  the  beneiician,'  named  in  this  bill  was  a  passed  assist 
ant  paymaster  in  the  Navy.     In  Dcceml>er  of  that  year  he  aj)pe;ired  lie- 
fore  a  naval  examining  board  convened  pursuant  to  kuv  for  the  purixjKol 
passing  upon  his  fitness  to  Ix?  promoted  to  the  grade  of  jKiymnster 

The  investigation  of  the  board  was  conducted  fairly  and  thoroughly. 
Much  of  the  evidence  relating  to  the  candidate's  moral  fitness  f<ir  pro- 
motion was  documentary,  and  the  examination  touching  his  professional 
competency  was  of  the  usual  character  in  such  cases. 

Considerable  evidence  was  before  the  board  showing  quite  a  lai:gti 
amount  of  personal  indebtedness  owing  by  the  candidate,  and  it  apjjea«d 
that  in  a  few  instances  his  accounts  with  the  Navy  Dei>arlnicnt  had  nut 
been  promptly  settled.  It  was  also  shown  that  he  had  not  at  all  tinw» 
deposited  the  Ooveniment  money  intrusted  to  his  care  in  the  places  re- 
quired by  law  and  the  regulations  of  the  Navy.  In  connc-ction  with  hJ! 
personal  indebtedness  incidents  and  circumstances  were  brought  lo  ligbl 
which  certainly  indicated  that  he  entertained  very  Lix  ideas  of  hrmcst 
dealing  and  fairness  and  which  developed  a  di.srcgard  of  the  obligations 
and  requirements  of  his  position  as  an  f»fficer  in  the  Nax-y,  He  was  giv 
abundant  opportunity  to  meet  and  explain  every  damaging  allegation  ot4 
e\ery  adverse  inference  arising  from  the  evidence,  and  his  claim,  not  with- 
out foundation  it  appeared,  that  the  charges  against  him  were  iustigateif 
b>-  mahce  was  doubtless  given  full  weight. 

The  examining  Ixiard  on  the  evidence  mad«-  tin-  follnuim,'  iT.H-i«,inm» 
and  findings;

Therefore  we  hereby  ci-rtify  that  Passed  Assistant  raymiUtliT  l<<iuis  A.  York*.  Cnil** 
States  Navy,  has  Uio  mental  fitncs.s  to  perform  efficiently  all  tli'-    '•-'•       '    ■'■  ii 
Rnd  on  shiire,  of  the  next  hi>;htT  xrarti-.  but  he  has  not  the  pri 
qilfllifitations  retpiired,  and  we  ilo  not  recommend  hini  for  pronuniMii 

After  the  Ixianl  had  thus  disjxised  of  the  ca.sie  and  lui<l  ad)ininiM!  n 
was,  at  the  request  of  the  candidate,  reconvened  by  order  of  l^ 
tary  of  the  Na\y.  who  issued  for  its  guidance  tlie  following  diiccUi 
among  others:

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ford  hini  a  further  hearing  and  an  opportunity  to  present  such  eWdente  as  he  may 
sire  as  to  his  moral  fitness  for  promotion. 

The  board  met  pursuant  to  such  yrder  on  the  4th  day  of  January, 
J87,  when  Ihi;  findings  of  the  Ixtard  were  read  to  tlie  candidate  for  pro- 
tjiotiou,  and  also  the  evidence  ujKin  vvliicli  said  fnidiiijr.s  were  hased.and 
lie  was  informed  that  the  Ixiard  would  accord  him  11  further  liearing  as 
to  his  moral  fitness  for  promotion  and  would  afford  him  a  reasonable 
time  in  which  to  submit  his  case.  Thereu]H)n  he  requested  the  lK)ard 
to  allow  him  until  the  26th  day  of  January  to  produce  the  necessary 
■witnesses  in  his  liehalf.  This  request  was  granted,  but  on  the  day  ap- 
pointerl.  upon  his  represenlatioii  that  he  was  then  unable  to  submit  his 
defen.se.  he  was  uixm  his  re([uest  allowed  another  day  for  that  purjiose. 

In  availing  himself  of  the  opp(jrtuiiity  thus  afforded  liim  to  present 
evidence  in  defense  or  explanation  f)f  the  matters  charged  against  him 
he  examined  no  witnesses  and  contented  himself  witli  presenting  his 
owni  statement,  containing  little  more  than  a  reiteration  of  statements  he 
had  already  made  before  the  board  at  previous  hearings,  supplemented 
by  slight  d<Kumeutary  evidence  which  established  no  new  facts  in  his 
^vor. 

■  The  lx)ard  thereiip<in  reviewed  all  the  evidence  and  proofs  which  had 
Been  submitted  during  the  entire  examination, and  after  full  considera- 
iBon  decided  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  additional  evidence  produced 
to  warrant  a  modification  of  the  original  finding,  and  the  board  therefore 
again  certified  and  decided  that  the  candidnte  had  not  the  moral  qmltfi- 
cations  to  perform  efficiently  the  duties  of  the  grade  to  which  he  sought 
promotion. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  tran.smitted  the  record,  proceedings,  and 
findings  of  .said  examining  board  to  the  President,  with  a  rccommetidation 
that  the  same  l)e  approved  and  that  the  candidate  be  dt.scharged  from  the 
Navy  with  one  year's  pay,  pursuant  tn  a  statute  pa.s.sed  on  the  5th  day 
of  August,  1882,  directing  a  discharge  from  the  service  in  such  cases. 

Thereupon,  and  on  the  19th  day  of  February,  1887,  the  record,  pro- 
ceedings, and  findings  of  said  lx>ard  were  approved  by  the  Fresideirt.  and 
?assed  Assistant  Paymaster  Vorke  was  ordered  discharged  from  the  naval 
Ervice  with  one  year's  pay. 

The  bill  now  under  cotisideratiou  provides  that  tlie  action  of  the  ex- 
liining  boanl  alwive  recite»l  "lie  set  aside  and  declared  null  and  void." 

also  authorizes  the  President  "to  apptMut  the  lieneficiary  to  the  office 

which  he  would  have  Ix-eti  promoteil  but  for  said  action  and  to  retire 
pni  in  that  grade  as  of  the  dale  he  was  wholly  retired." 

The  authority  attempted  by  the  bill  to  Ije  gfiven  to  the  President  to 
lus  make  an  appointment  to  the  office  of  payma.ster  in  the  Navy  with- 
jDt  the  interjKjsitiou  of  the  Senate  a]3]>ears  to  Ije  inadmissible  under  that 

luse  of  the  Constitution  which  only  perniiLs  the  President,  lo  bl\<\«>\>\\. 

tain  officers  "hy  ami  ui'iJi  the  advice  and  coitset\t  ol  \'\x'e. S^via.v^i."' 
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The  bill  provides  for  the  inimediate  retirement  of  the  l)eneficiar>'.  He 
is  now  but  47  yejirs  old,  thus  lackiiij^  fifteen  years  of  the  lime  when  he 
would  lie  eiUtlleti  lo  retircnietit  rm  ju'cemut  of  afje.  There  is  no  suggev 
tiui)  that  lie  is  physically  iitcapacitatetl.  On  tlie  contrary,  when  he  was 
examined  for  promotion  a  medical  Ixjard  certified  that  lie  was  ph>'^cally 
qualiried  to  ]ierfurm  all  his  duties  at  sea,  and  the  candidate  himself  nut 
only  certified  to  the  same  thing,  but  further  declared  that  he  was  "free 
from  all  Ixxlily  ailments. ' '  If  this  condition  continues  and  if  he  should  be 
restored  to  the  Navy  at  all,  he  should  be  sent  to  duty  0!i  the  active  list 
instead  of  being  rcliretl.  On  the  facts  as  presented  lie  would  seem  to  be 
out  of  place  among  those  who,  thoti^h  still  compensated  by  the  Govern- 
ment, ha\e  Inren  on  account  of  age,  long  and  hom>rable  ser\ice,  or  disa- 
bilities incurred  in  the  discharge  of  duty  relieved  from  further  acti\'ity. 

A  careful  investigation  of  the  facts  submitted  to  the  examining  buard 
and  a  consideration  of  all  the  statements  made  on  behalf  of  the  beneficiary 
named  in  the  bill  utterly  fail,  in  my  cjpiuiou,  to  justify  the  ini{)eachinent 
of  the  findings  and  detenniuation  of  the  l)oard. 

I  have  no  dnubt  malicions  feeling  growing  out  of  domestic  difficulties 
entered  into  the  afFair  and  gave  impetus  to  the  search  after  iuculpating 
evidence,  but  facts  were  nevertheless  established  beyond  any  reasonable 
doubt  ^vllicll  abundantly  uphold  these  findings. 

I  feel  obliged  to  disapprove  the  bill  lierewith  returned  because  I  lie- 
lieve  the  power  to  appoint  a  paymaster  in  the  Xa\'y  ought  not.  under  the 
C<mstitution,  lie  conferred  upon  the  President  alone;  liecause  if  the  bene- 
ficiary Were  restored  to  the  Navy  there  would  W  no  justice  or  propriety 
in  placing  him  upon  the  retired  list,  and  because  upon  the  merits  of  llie 
case  I  am  of  the  opinion  the  judgnieutof  the  examining  board  ought  not 
to  be  reversed.

Whereas,  by  reason  of  unlawful  oljstruction.s,  combiTiations,  and  assem- 
blages of  persons,  it  has  lieconie  impracticable,  in  the  judgnient  of  the 
President,  to  enforce  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  pnxeedings  tlie 
laws  of  the  United  States  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  especially  in 
the  city  of  Chicago  within  said  State;  and 

Whereas,  for  the  purjjose  of  enforcing  the  faithful  execution  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  protecting  its  projierty  and  removing 
obstructions  to  the  United  Stales  mails  in  the  State  and  city  aforesaid, 
the  President  has  employed  a  part  of  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States: 

Now.  therefore,  I.  Grover  Cleveland.  President  of  tiie  Ignited  States, 
do  hereby  admonish  all  goml  citizens  and  all  persons  who  may  be  or  may 
come  within  the  city  and  State  aforesaid  against  aiding,  countenancing, 
encouraging,  or  taking  any  f>art  in  suc!i  unlawful  obstructions,  combina- 
tions, and  assemblages;  and  I  hereby  warn  all  perscms  engaged  in  or  in 
any  way  connected  with  such  uidawful  tjbstructions,  combinations,  and 
assemblages  to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  resj>ective  abodes 
on  or  before  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  9th  day  of  Jul>-  iiustaut. 

Those  who  disregard  this  warning  and  persist  in  taking  part  with  a 
riototis  mob  in  forcibly  resisting  and  obstructing  the  execution  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  interfering  with  the  functions  of  the  Gov- 
ernment or  destroying  or  attempting  to  destroy  the  property  belonging 
to  the  Ignited  States  or  under  its  protection  can  not  be  regarded  other- 
wise than  as  public  enemies. 

Troops  employed  against  such  a  riotous  mob  will  act  vjitVv  a.\\  vVvevcvcA- 
cration  and  torbearaace  consistent  «  ith  the  accompYishvfteuX.  ol  V^ife  ^«s««Sl 
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exaiiiiiialion.so  as  to  enable  lx>t)i  interested  Governments  to  consider  »hetlier»ia 
tlie  light  of  fxist  exj^'rienci;,  there  is  occasion  for  any  nuidification  thereof." 

Note,  th<'n/ore,  be  il  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  /louse  of  Represi-ntativ^i  0/  tie 
United  Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  no  citiwm  of  the  United 
States  or  person  owiiiK  the  duty  of  obedience  to  tlie  Ia%vs  or  the  treaties  of  the  Uuited 
States,  nor  any  pcrs^jn  lielonging  to  or  on  hoani  of  a  vessel  of  the  United  Stales,  shall 
kill,  capture,  or  pursue  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner  whatever  outside  of  letrili^ 
rial  waters  any  fur  seal  in  the  waters  surrounding  the  Pribilof  Islands  within  a  aone 
of  60  geographical  miles  (60  to  a  degree  of  latitude)  around  said  islands,  exdu&ivrd 
the  terrilori;il  waters, 

Sec.  2.  Tliat  no  citizen  of  the  I'nited  States  or  person  above  described  in  section  1 
of  this  act,  nor  any  person  belonging  to  or  ou  board  of  a  vessel  of  the  United  State*, 
shall  Icill,  capture,  or  pursue  in  any  manner  whatever  during  the  season  extending 
fnjtn  the  ist  day  of  May  to  the  31st  day  of  July,  both  inclusive,  in  each  vcar  any  fur 
seal  on  the  high  seas  outiiide  of  the  zone  mentioned  in  section  i,  and  in  that  part  of 
the  Tacific  Ocean,  including  Bering  Sea.  wliich  is  situated  to  the  north  of  the  thirty- 
fiflli  clegree  of  norlli  latitude  and  to  the  eu.st  of  the  one  hundrefl  and  eightieth  dQ;ree 
of  longitude  from  Greenwich  till  it  strikes  the  water  boundary  descril>o<l  in  Article  I 
of  the  treaty  of  1K67  between  the  United  States  and  Russia,  and  following  that  hne 
up  to  Bering  Strait. 

Sec.  3.  No  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  person  above  described  in  the  first  irc- 
tion  of  tliis  act  shall  during  the  period  and  in  the  waters  in  which  by  section  2  of 
this  act  the  killing  of  fur  seals  is  not  prohibitc<l  use  or  employ  any  vessel,  nor  shall 
any  vessel  of  tlie  United  States  be  used  or  employed,  in  carrying  on  or  taking  pait 
in  fur-seal  fishing  ojjerations,  other  tliau  n  sailing  vessel  projjelletl  by  sails  exclusively 
and  such  canoes  or  undecked  b«>ats  propelled  by  paililles,  oars,  or  siiils  as  may  btlonj! 
lu  and  lie  u.sed  in  connection  with  such  siiliiig  vessels;  uor  shall  any  sailing  vessel 
carry  on  or  take  part  in  such  operations  without  a  s])ecial  license  obtained  front  llic 
GoverntneMt  for  that  purptise  and  without  carrying  a  distinctive  flag  prescribed  bv 
the  Government  for  the  s;ime  pur{x>se. 

Sec.  4.  That  every  ma.sier  of  a  vessel  licensed  imder  this  act  to  engage  in  fur-scil 
fi.shing  operations  shall  accurately  enter  in  his  ofHcial  log  book  tlie  date  ami  place 
of  every  such  operation,  and  al.so  the  nuinl>er  and  sex  of  the  seals  captured  each  day; 
and  on  coining  into  port  ami  before  lantiing  cargo  the  master  shall  verif%'  on  oath 
such  official  log  book  as  containing  a  full  and  true  statenieut  of  the  nunitjer  a»l 
characlur  of  hi.s  fur-seal  fishing  operations,  including  the  minjber  and  sex  of  sesils 
captnred;  and  for  any  false  statement  willfully  maile  by  a  person  .so  licenseil  by  the 
I'jiited  States  in  this  behalf  he  shall  l>e  subject  to  tlie  penalties  of  perjury,  and  any 
seal  skins  foUTul  in  excess  of  the  statement  in  the  othcial  log  book  sliall  be  forfeited 
to  the  United  Slides. 

Sec.  .s.  That  no  person  or  vessel  engaging  in  fur-seal  fishing  operations  under  thb 
act  shall  asc  or  employ  in  such  o[)enitions  any  net.  firearm,  air  gun,  or  esplosivc- 
Piovidcd,  ifowever,  That  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  the  u.se  of  shotguns  in 
such  operations  outside  of  Bering  Sea  during  the  season  when  the  killing  of  fur  seab 
is  not  there  prohibited  by  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  Indians  dwelling 
•>n  the  const  of  the  United  States  and  taking  fur  seals  in  canoes  or  undccketl  boats 
Iirojiellerl  wholly  by  paddles,  oars,  or  sails,  and  not  transiJOrte<l  by  or  tiscd  in  con- 
nection with  other  ves,sels  or  nianne<l  by  more  than  five  persons,  in  the  manner 
heretofore  practicetl  by  the  said  Indians:  fiwided,  hincn-tT,  That  the  exception 
made  in  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  Indians  in  the  employment  of  other  persons, 
or  who  shall  kill,  capture,  or  pursue  fur  seals  outside  of  territorial  waters  under  coo- 
tract  <o  deliver  the  skins  to  other  \>ersoiis,  nor  to  the  waters  of  Bering  Sea  or  of  the 
txissca  lieCweeu  the  Aleutian  Islands. 


Sec.  7.  That  the  President  shall  ha\e  power  to  make  regtilations  respecting  the 
special  license  and  llie  distinctive  Ha)(  mentioned  in  this  act,  end  regulations  other- 
wise suitable  to  secure  the  due  execution  of  the  provisiejns  of  this  act,  ami  from  time 
to  time  to  add  to,  modify,  amend,  or  revoke  such  rcg^ulations  as  in  his  jiulgnient  may 
seem  expedient. 

Sec.  S.  That,  except  in  the  case  of  a  master  making  a  false  stalenu-nt  under  oath 
in  eolation  of  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  every  person  gaiilty 
of  a  violation  of  the  provi.sions  of  this  act  or  of  the  regulations  made  thereunder 
shall  for  each  offense  l>e  fined  not  less  than  $2>yo  or  iin[)ris(]ined  not  mc-e  than  six 
mouths,  or  lx>tli;  and  all  vessels,  their  tackle,  appiirel,  furniture,  and  cargo,  nt  any 
time  used  or  employed  in  violation  of  this  act  or  of  the  regulations  made  there* 
under  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  l"iiited  States. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  violation  of  thus  act  or  the  regulations  made  thereunder  may  be 
prosecuted  either  in  the  district  court  of  Alaska  or  in  any  district  court  of  the  United 
States  in  California,  Oregon,  or  Washington. 

Sec.  10.  That  if  any  unlicensed  vessel  of  the  United  States  shall  be  found  within 
the  waters  to  which  this  act  applies,  and  at  a  time  when  the  killing  of  fur  seals  is  by 
this  act  there  prohibited ,  liavinx  on  iMjanl  seal  skins  or  Ixnlies  of  seals  or  apparatus 
or  implements  suitable  for  killing  or  taking  seals,  or  if  any  licensed  vessel  shall  Im 
found  in  the  waters  to  which  this  act  applies  having  on  toard  apparatus  or  imple- 
ments suitable  for  taking  seals,  but  forbidden  then  and  there  to  be  used,  it  shall 
be  presxmied  that  the  vessel  in  the  one  case  and  the  apparatus  or  implements  in 
the  other  was  or  were  used  in  violation  of  this  act  until  it  is  other\visc  sufTiciently 
proved. 

Sec.  II.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  cause  a  sufficient  naval  force 
to  cruise  in  tlie  waters  to  which  this  act  is  applicable  to  enforce  its  provisions;  and  it 
shall  l»e  the  duty  of  the  cotnmanding  oflicer  of  any  vessel  Ix'longing  to  the  naval  or 
revenue  service  of  the  t'nited  States,  when  so  instructed  by  the  President,  to  seize 
and  arrest  all  vessels  of  tlic  United  States  found  by  him  to  be  engaged,  used,  or  cm- 
ployed  in  the  waters  last  aforesaid  in  violation  of  any  of  the  prohibitions  of  this  act 
or  of  any  regulations  made  thereunder,  and  to  take  the  same,  with  all  perscjns  on 
board  thereof,  to  the  most  convenient  jjort  in  any  district  of  tlie  United  States  men* 
tioTieii  in  this  act,  there  to  be  dealt  with  aoeonliiig  to  law. 

Skc.  12.  That  any  vessel  or  citi?.en  of  the  I'ntU-d  States  or  person  described  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act  offending  .igainsl  the  probibitiou.s  of  this  Jict  or  the  regu- 
lations thereunder  may  be  seized  and  detained  by  llie  naval  or  other  duly  commis- 
sioned officers  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  but  when  so  scizefl  and 
detained  they  shall  l>e  deliveretl  as  stxm  as  practicable,  with  any  witnes.scs  and  proofs 
on  board,  to  any  naval  or  revenue  officer  or  other  authorities  of  the  United  States, 
whose  courts  alone  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  the  <jflense  and  impo.se  the  penal- 
.ties  for  the  .same:  Proi'idcd,  ko-n'i'X'i-r,  That  British  officers  shall  arrest  and  detain 
iMBBels  and  persons  as  in  this  section  .specified  only  after,  by  appropriate  legislation, 
Great  Britain  shall  have  authorized  otTicers  of  the  United  States  duly  commissioned 
and  instructed  liy  the  President  to  that  end  to  arrest,  detain,  and  <leliver  to  the  au- 
thorities of  Great  Britain  vessels  and  subjects  of  that  Government  offending  again.st 
any  statutes  or  regulations  of  Great  Britain  enacted  or  made  to  enforce  the  award  of 
the  treaty  mentioned  in  the  title  of  this  act. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  tliat  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  liave  caused  the  said  act  specially  to  be  pro- 
claimed, to  the  end  that  its  provisions  may  l»?  known  and  okserved;  and 
I  hereby  proclaim  that  ever>'  person  guilty  of  a  v\o\aUou  ol  \>a<£  -^wv 
sions  of  said  act  will  be  arrested  and  imnished  as  l\\ete\\\  -^TovKC^eA , vvvvJs. 
M  P—voi.  IX— jj 
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an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  lo  points  of  the  compass,  so  Axed  as  to  throw  the  light  from 
right  ahead  to  2  poiiUs  abnft  tlie  beam  on  the  port  side,  and  of  such  n  chanicter  as  to 
be  visible  at  n  distance  of  at  least  2  miles. 

{d)  The  said  green  and  re<l  side  lights  shall  lie  fittefJ  with  inboard  screens  project- 
ing at  least  3  feet  forward  from  tlic  light,  so  as  to  prevent  tliesc  lights  from  being  sees 
across  the  bow. 

{e)  A  stejira  vessel  when  under  way  may  carry  an  additional  white  lijjht  similar  is 
construction  to  the  li^l'l  mentioned  in  snb<li\'ision  {17).  These  two  li>^ht.s  t-halllje  sn 
pl.iced  in  line  with  the  keel  that  one  shall  be  at  least  15  feet  higher  than  tlie  other 
and  in  siich  n  jvisilion  with  reference  to  each  other  that  the  lower  light  shall  be  for- 
ward of  the  upper  one.  The  vertical  distance  between  these  lights  shall  be  less  than 
the  horizontal  (li.sLance. 

Art.  3.  A  steam  vcsisel  when  towng  another  vessel  shall,  in  addition  to  her  side 
lights,  carry  two  bright  white  lights  in  a  vertical  line  one  over  the  otljer,  not  less  than 
6  feet  apart,  and  when  towing  more  than  one  vessel  shall  carry  an  additional  bright 
white  light  6  feet  above  or  below  .fuch  light  if  the  length  of  Uie  tow  measuring  from 
the  stem  of  the  towing  vessel  to  the  stern  of  the  last  ve.ssel  towed  exceeds  600  feet, 
Kach  of  these  lights  shall  he  of  the  .same  construction  and  character  and  shall  be  car- 
ried ill  t!ie  same  position  as  the  white  light  mentioned  iu  article  2  (ij),  excepting  tie 
additional  light,  which  may  be  carried  at  a  height  of  not  less  than  14  feet  above 
the  hull. 

Such  steam  vessel  may  carry  a  small  white  light  nbaft  the  funnel  or  aftemwst  for 
the  vcs.sel  lowed  to  .steer  by,  but  such  liglit  .shall  not  be  visible  forward  of  the  bean. 

Art.  4.  («  )  A  vessel  which  from  any  accident  is  not  under  cnnimand  shall  carry  at 
the  same  height  as  a  white  liglit  mentioned  in  article  2(a),  where  they  can  best  be 
seen,  and  if  a  steam  vessel  in  lieu  of  that  light,  two  red  lights  iu  a  vertical  line  one 
over  the  other,  not  less  than  6  feet  apart,  and  of  such  a  character  as  lo  be  \-isiblc  all 
around  the  horizon  at  a  distance  of  at  least  2  miles;  and  shall  by  day  carry  in  a  verti- 
cal line  one  over  the  other,  not  less  than  6  feet  apart,  where  they  can  best  be  seen,  two 
black  balls  or  shapes  each  2  feet  in  diameter. 

(^)  A  vessel  emploj'ed  in  laying  or  in  picking  up  a  telegraph  cable  shall  carrj- in 
tlie  same  position  as  the  white  light  mentioned  in  article  2  (a),  and  if  a  steam  vessel 
in  lieu  of  that  light,  three  lights  in  a  vertical  line  one  over  the  otlier,  not  les^than  6 
feet  apart.  The  highest  and  lowest  of  these  lights  shall  be  red  and  the  middle  liglit 
shall  be  white,  and  they  shall  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  all  around  the 
horizon  at  a  tlistancc  of  at  lea.st  2  miles.  By  day  she  shall  carry  in  a  vertical  line  one 
over  the  otlier,  not  le.vs  than  6  feet  apart,  where  they  can  best  be  seen,  three  shapes 
not  less  than  2  feet  in  diameter,  of  which  the  highest  and  lowest  shall  be  globular  in 
shajx'  and  red  in  color  and  the  middle  one  diamond  in  shape  and  white. 

(f)  The  vessels  referred  to  in  this  article,  when  not  making  w.iy  tlirough  the  water, 
shall  not  carry  the  side  lights,  but  when  making  way  shall  carry  them. 

(d)  The  lights  and  shapes  required  to  lie  .shown  by  this  article  are  to  be  taken  by 
other  vessels  as  signals  that  the  vessel  showing  tltem  is  not  under  command  and  call 
not,  therefore,  get  out  of  the  way. 

These  signals  are  not  signals  of  vessels  in  distress  and  requiring  assistance.  Such 
signals  are  contained  in  article  31. 

Art.  5.  A  sailing  vessel  under  way  and  any  vessel  Vieing  towed  shall  carry  the  same 
lights  as  are  prescribed  by  article  2  for  a  steam  vessel  under  way,  with  the  exception 
of  the  white  lights  mentioned  therein,  which  they  shall  never  carry. 

Art.  6.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  .small  vessels  under  waycluring  bad  weather, 

the  green  and  red  side  lights  can  not  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall  be  kept  at  hand, 

Jighted  and  rearly  for  use,  and  shall  on  the  approach  of  or  to  other  vessels  be  cxhib- 

on  their  respective  sides,  iu  sufficient  lime  to  prevent  collision,  in  such  manner 

iem  most  visible  and  so  vV\aV.  \.\\tt  ^e<iw  Vv%\vV  ^WW  iwa.

To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  lights  more  certain  and  easy  the  lanterns  con- 
taining thcni  shall  each  be  painted  outside  with  the  color  of  the  light  they  respec- 
tively coutain  and  shall  be  provided  witli  proper  screens. 

Art.  7.  Steam  vessels  of  less  than  40  and  vessels  under  oars  or  sails  of  less  than 
ao  ton.s  gross  tonnage,  respectively,  when  under  way  shall  not  be  obliged  to  carry 
tlie  lights  nientioned  in  article  3  {a),  (f>),  and  {f ),  but  if  theydo  not  carrj'  tbeni  they 
shall  be  provided  with  the  following  lights: 

First.  Steam  vessels  of  less  tliaii  40  tons  shall  carry — 

( fl )  In  the  fore  part  of  the  vessel  cjr  on  or  in  front  of  tlic  funnel ,  where  it  can  best 
be  seen,  and  at  a  height  alwve  the  gunwale  of  not  less  than  9  feet,  a  bright  white 
light  constructed  and  fixed  as  prescri)j«d  iu  article  3  (a)  and  of  such  a  character  as 
to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  3  miles. 

(b)  Green  and  red  .side  lights  constructed  and  fixed  as  prescribed  in  article  2  (A) 
and  (r)  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  Ix?  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  lca.st  1  mile,  or  a 
combined  lantern  showing  a  green  light  and  a  reil  light  from  right  ahead  to  2  points 
•baft  the  beam  on  their  respective  sides.  Such  lanterns  shall  be  carried  not  less 
tluin  3  feet  Ik-1ow  the  white  light. 

Second.  .Small  steamboats,  such  as  are  carriefl  by  seagoing  vessels,  may  carry  the 
white  light  at  a  less  height  than  9  feet  above  tlie  gunwale,  but  it  shall  be  carried 
above  the  combined  lantern  mentioned  in  suMivision  1  (b). 

Third.  Vessels  under  oars  or  sails  of  less  than  20  tons  shall  have  ready  at  hand 
a  lantern  with  a  green  glass  on  one  side  and  a  red  glass  on  the  other,  which  on  the 
approach  of  or  to  other  ves.sels  shall  be  exhibited,  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent  colli- 
sion, so  tliat  the  green  light  .shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side  nor  the  red  light  on 
tlie  starlxNird  side. 

The  vessels  referred  to  in  this  article  shall  not  be  oblige<l  to  carry  the  lights  pre- 
scribed by  article  4  (a)  and  article  1 1,  last  paragraph. 

Art.  8.  Pilot  vessels  when  engaged  on  their  station  on  pilotage  duty  shall  not 
show  the  lights  required  for  other  vessels,  but  shall  carry  a  white  light  at  the  mast- 
head, \'isible  all  around  the  horizon,  and  shall  als<i  exhil)it  a  flare-up  light  or  dare-up 
lights  at  short  interx'als,  which  shall  never  exceed  fifteen  minutes. 

On  the  near  approach  of  or  to  other  vessels  they  .shall  lia?e  their  -side  lights  lighted, 
;ready  for  use,  and  shall  flash  or  show  them  at  short  inter\'als  to  indicate  the  direc- 
tion in  which  they  are  heading;  but  tlie  green  light  shall  not  be  shown  on  the  port 
side  nor  the  red  lij;ht  on  the  starlxwrd  side. 

A  pilot  vessel  of  such  a  class  as  to  be  obliged  to  go  alongside  of  a  vessel  to  put  a 
pilot  on  board  may  sho%v  tlie  white  light  instead  of  carrying  it  at  the  Hia.slhead,  and 
tnny,  iiLstead  of  the  colored  lights  ahx)vc  mentioned,  have  at  hand,  ready  for  use,  a 
lantern  with  a  green  gla.ss  on  the  one  side  and  a  red  glass  011  the  other,  to  1r'  used 
as  prcscrilied  aliove. 

Pilot  vessels  when  not  engaged  on  their  station  on  pilotage  duty  shall  carry  lights 
similar  to  those  of  other  ve.ssels  rjf  their  tonnage. 

.\kT.  9.  Fishing  vessels  and  fishing  boats  when  under  way  and  when  not  requircfl 
■by  this  article  to  carry  or  show  the  lights  therein  named  shall  carry  or  show  the 
lights  prescrilicd  for  vessels  of  their  tonnage  under  way. 

( a )  Ves»els  and  boats  when  lishing  witli  drift  nets  shall  exhibit  two  white  lights  from 
any  part  of  the  ves,sel  where  they  can  tiest  be  seen.  Such  lights  shall  t)c  place<i  so  that 
the  vertical  distance  lietween  them  shall  be  not  less  than  f>  feet  and  not  more  than  10 
feet,  and  so  that  the  hnriiiontal  distante  between  thcni  nieiisurt'il  in  a  line  with  the 
keel  shall  be  not  less  than  5  feet  and  not  more  than  10  feet.  The  lower  of  these  two 
ights  shall  l>e  the  more  forward,  and  botli  of  them  shall  be  of  such  a  rhanicter  as  tl 

ow  all  around  the  horizon  and  to  be  visible  at  a  dvsVance  ol  •noX.Ws's.  \X\aLW  >,  wv\«*- 
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end,  but  the  stem  necessities  tliat  confront  them  will  not  with  certain' 
pennit  discrimination  between  guilty  participants  and  those  who  are  niia 
gled  with  them  from  curiosity  and  without  criminal  intent.  The  onl; 
safe  course,  therefore,  for  those  not  actually  unlawfully  participalinK  i 
to  abide  at  their  homes,  or  at  least  not  to  be  found  in  the  neighborhood  o 
riotous  assemblages. 

While  there  will  be  no  hesitation  or  vacillation  in  the  decisive  treat 
nient  of  the  guilty,  this  warning  is  especially  intended  to  protect  aiii 
save  the  innocent.

laws  of  the  United  States  at  certain  points  and  places  within  the  State 
of  North  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho,  Washington,  Wyoming,  Coloratlo,  at 
Califoniia  and  the  Territories  of  Utah  and  New  Mexico,  and  esjjccialljl 
along  the  lines  of  such  railways  tr.iver.sing  said  States  and  Territories  i 
are  military  roads  and  post  routes  and  are  engagi-d  m  tni.-r^TTii-  n.m-^ 
merce  and  in  carrying  United  States  mails;  and 

Whereas,  for  the  puqxjse  of  enforcing  the  faithtul  cx^^uiioii  oi 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  protecting  property  lielong^ng  to  the  Unite 
States  or  under  its  protection,  and  of  preventing  obstnictiotis  of  ll 
United  States  mails  and  of  commerce  between  the  States  and  Terrilo 
ries,  and  of  securing  to  the  United  States  the  right  guaranteed  by  law  to 
the  use  of  such  roads  for  postal,  military,  naN-al,  and  other  Goa'cxntncat 
ser\nce,  the  President  has  employed  a  part  of  the  military  forces  of  It 
United  States: 

President  of  the  United  Statcss ' 
hereby  commatid  all  persons  engaged  in  or  in  an 
such   unlawful  obstructions.  coni1>in:itions,  and  as- 
and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  on  or  before  3  o'dodt  t^ 
iht  afternoon  on  the  lolh  day  ot  i"\v  \\vstant.

A  PROCLAiL^TION. 

Whereas  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  adopt  regulations  for 
preventing  collisions  at  sea"  was  approved  August  19,  1890,  the  said  act 
being  in  the  following  words: 

Br  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  /fouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Stales  0/ 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  Thai  the  following  rcKulations  for  pre- venting  col- 
lisions at  sea  shall  be  foUoweil  by  all  public  ami  private  vessels  of  llie  United  States 
upon  the  hi)(h  seas  and  in  all  waters  connected  therewith  navigable  by  seagoing 
vessels: 

Preliminary. 

In  the  followinn  rules  even,'  steam  ves.sel  which  is  ujider  sail  niul  not  under  steatn 
i^  to  be  considered  a  sailing  vessel,  and  every  vessel  iimier  steam,  whether  under  sail 
not,  is  to  be  considered  a  steam  vessel. 

The  words  "steam  vessel"  shall  include  any  vessel  propelled  hv  machinery. 

A  vessel  is  "under  way"  within  the  meaning  of  these  niles  when  she  is  not  at 
Inchor  or  made  f  a.st  to  the  shore  or  aground. 

Rules  Concerning;  Liohts,  etc. 

The  word  "N-isible"  in  these  rules  when  applied  to  lights  shall  mean  visible  on  a 
^ark  night  with  a  clear  atmosphere. 

Article  i.  The  rules  concerning  lights  shall  l>e  complied  with  in  ail  weathers 
from  sunset  to  sunrise,  and  during  such  time  no  other  lights  which  may  be  mistaken 
Jot  the  prescribed  light.s  shall  be  exhibited. 

Art.  a.  A  steam  ves.sel  when  under  way  shall  carry — 

(a )  On  or  in  front  of  the  foremast,  or  if  a  vessel  without  a  foremast,  then  in  the  fore 
HUt  of  the  vessel,  at  a  height  above  the  hull  of  not  less  than  20  feet,  and  if  the  breadth 
rf  the  vessel  exceeds  20  feet,  then  at  a  height  above  the  hull  not  less  than  such 
treadth.  so.  however,  that  the  light  need  not  be  carried  at  a  greater  height  above  the 
lull  than  40  feet,  a  bright  white  light  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  unbroken  light 
>\-er  an  arc  of  the  horiw>ii  of  20  points  of  tlie  conipa.ss,  so  fixed  as  to  thr<jw  the  light 
10  points  on  each  side  of  the  vessel — namely,  from  right  ahead  to  2  points  aliaft  the 

earn  on  either  side— and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  \'isiblc  at  a  distance  of  at  least 

mUes. 

( h  \  On  the  .starboard  .side  a  green  light  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  unbroken  light 
iver  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  10  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light 
torn  right  ahead  to  2  points  abaft  the  iR'atn  «ti  the  starboard  side,  and  of  such  a  char- 
ter as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  2  miles. 

(e-)  Oa  the  port  side  a  red  light  so  constructed  as  to  aihovi  an  vii\>5toVew  V\s^V  w<« 
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an  arc  of  the  hori/xin  of  lo  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from 
right  ahead  to  i  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  port  side,  awl  of  such  a  character  as  to 
be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  teasl  2  miles. 

(</)  The  said  green  and  red  side  lights  sliall  l>e  fittcti  with  inboard  screens  project- 
ing at  least  3  feet  forivard  from  tin-  light,  so  as  to  prevent  these  lights  from  being  seen 
across  tlie  bow. 

(f)  A  steatn  vessel  when  under  way  tnay  carry  an  additional  white  light  similar  in 
construction  to  the  light  mentioned  in  sulxlivi.sion  \a ).  These  two  lights  shall  !«■  10 
placed  in  line  with  the  keel  tliat  one  shall  be  at  least  15  feet  higher  than  the  othtr 
and  in  such  a  iK>sition  with  reference  to  each  other  that  the  lower  light  shall  l«e  for- 
ward of  the  upper  one.  Tlie  vertical  distance  between  these  lights  shall  be  less  than 
the  horizontal  distance. 

AitT.  3.  A  steam  ves.sel  when  towing  another  vessel  shall,  in  addition  to  her  side 
lights,  carry  two  bright  white  lights  in  a  vertical  line  one  over  the  other,  not  less  than 
6  feet  ajjart,  and  when  lowing  more  than  one  vessel  shall  carry  an  additional  bright 
while  light  6  feet  above  or  below  such  light  if  the  leuglli  of  tlie  tow  measuring  from 
the  stern  of  the  towing  vessel  to  the  .stern  of  the  last  ves.sel  towed  exceeds  600  feet 
Each  of  these  lights  shall  he  of  the  same  construction  and  character  and  shall  be  car- 
ried in  the  same  jx)sition  as  tlie  white  light  mentioned  in  article  2(a),  excepting  the 
additional  light,  which  may  be  carried  at  a  height  of  not  leas  than  14  feet  abort 
the  hull. 

Such  steam  vessel  may  carry  a  small  white  light  abaft  the  funnel  or  aftCTmast  for 
the  vessel  towed  to  steer  by,  but  such  light  shall  not  be  visible  forward  of  the  bt«m. 

Art.  4.  (a)  A  vcs.sel  which  from  any  accident  is  not  under  command  shall  carry  at 
the  same  height  as  a  white  light  mentioned  in  article  a  (a),  where  tliey  can  liest  bt 
seen, and  ifa  steam  vessel  in  lieu  of  that  light,  two  retl  lights  in  a  vertical  line  oar 
over  Ihe  other,  not  less  than  6  fetft  apart,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  \isihlp  oil 
around  the  horizon  at  a  distance  of  at  lea.st  2  miles;  and  shall  by  dav  carry  in  a  verti- 
cal line  one  over  the  other,  not  less  than  6  feet  apart,  where  they  can  best  he  seen,  two 
black  balls  or  shaj>es  each  2  fett  in  diameter, 

(A)  A  vessel  employed  in  laying  or  in  picking  up  a  telegraph  cable  shall  carry  in 
tile  same  position  as  llic  white  light  mentioned  in  article  2  {li ),  and  if  a.  steam  vrssel 
in  lieu  of  that  light,  three  lights  in  a  vertical  line  one  over  the  other,  not  less  than  6 
feet  apart.  The  highest  and  loM-est  of  these  lights  shall  be  red  and  the  middle  light 
shall  lie  white,  and  they  shall  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  all  around  Ibe 
horizon  at  a  distance  of  .it  least  2  miles.  By  day  she  shall  carry  in  a  vertical  lineotie 
over  the  otlier,  nut  less  thnii  6  feet  apart,  where  tliey  can  liest  be  steen,  three  shiipes 
not  less  than  2  feet  in  diameter,  of  which  the  highest  and  lowest  shall  be  globular  in 
shape  and  red  in  color  and  the  middle  one  diamond  in  shaj>e  and  white.

{d)  The  lights  and  shapes  required  to  l>e  shown  by  this  article  are  lo  be  taken  Tjj 
other  vessels  us  signals  that  the  vessel  showing  them  is  not  under  comxuand  and  cm 
not,  therefore,  get  out  of  the  way. 

These  signals  are  not  signals  of  vessels  in  distress  and  requiring  assistance.  Sucb 
signals  arc  contained  in  article  31. 

Art.  5.  A  sailing  vessel  underway  and  any  ves.sel  lH?ing  towed  shall  carry  the  sanwr 
lights  as  are  prescrilK-d  by  article  2  for  a  steam  vessel  under  way,  with  the  exccplii»ii 
of  the  white  lights  mentioned  tlierein,  which  they  shall  never  carry. 

Art.  6.  \\'henever,  as  in  the  case  of  .small  vessels  under  way  during  had  weather. 

the  ffreen  and  red  side  lights  can  not  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall  be  kept  nt  huml, 

lighted  and  ready  for  use,  and  shall  on  the  approach  of  or  to  other  vessels  be  exhil>- 

ited  on  their  respective  sides,  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent  collision,  in  such  manntr 

Bs  to  wake  (liem  most  visible  and  so  tUat  VVic  ^cew  \\^v.  i^\aX\  woVW  setw  on  the 


i-port  side  nor  the  red  light  on  the  starboard  side,  nor,  if  practicable,  more  tliaii  2 
points  abaft  the  beam  on  their  respecti\'e  sides. 

To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  h'ghts  more  certain  and  easy  the  lanterns  con- 
taining them  shall  each  lie  painted  outside  with  tlie  color  of  the  light  they  respec- 
tively c<.>ntaiu  and  shall  be  provided  with  proper  screens.

'  (^)  Green  and  red  side  lights  constructed  and  fixecl  as  prescribed  in  article  2  (A) 
land  ((•')  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  l»e  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  I  mile,  or  a 
combined  lantern  showing  a  green  light  and  a  red  light  from  right  ahead  to  2  points 
, abaft  tlje  beam  on  their  respective  sides.  Such  lanterns  shall  hv  carried  nut  less 
than  3  feet  below  the  wliite  light. 

Secon«l.  Small  steamboats,  such  as  are  carried  by  seagoing  vessels,  may  carry  the

The  ^•e«8els  referred  to  in  this  article  shall  not  be  obliged  to  carry  the  lights  pre- 
;acribed  by  article  4  (<»)  and  article  1 1,  last  paragraph. 

Art.  8.  Pilot  vessels  when  engaged  on  their  -•itation  on  pilotage  duty  shall  not 
•allow  the  lights  required  for  other  vessels,  but  shall  carry  a  white  light  at  the  mast- 
Ihead,  visible  all  around  the  horizon,  and  shall  also  exhibit  a  flare-up  light  or  flare-up 
lights  at  short  intervals,  wliich  shall  never  exceed  fifteen  minutes. 

On  the  near  approach  of  or  to  other  vessels  they  shall  hate  their  side  lights  lighted, 
reatly  for  u.se,  and  shall  flash  or  show  them  at  short  intervals  to  indicate  the  direc- 
Ition  in  which  they  are  heading;  but  the  green  light  shall  not  be  shown  on  the  port 
aide  nor  tlie  red  light  on  the  starlioard  si<le.

may,  in.stead  of  the  colored  lights  above  mentioned,  have  at  hand,  ready  for  use,  a  |

Pilot  vessels  when  not  engaged  on  their  station  on  pilotage  duty  shall  carry  lights  ' 

aimilar  to  those  of  other  vessels  of  their  tonnage. 

AkT.  9.  Fishing  vessels  and  fisliiiig  Ixjats  when  under  way  and  when  not  required 
^y  lliis  article  to  carrj*  or  .show  the  lights  therein  named  shall  carry  or  show  the 
'lights  prescril»ed  for  vessels  of  tlieir  tonnage  \mder  way. 

( (7 )  Vessels  and  boats  when  fishing  with  drift  nets  shall  exhibit  two  white  lights  from 
any  part  of  the  vessel  where  they  can  btst  be  seen.  Such  lights  shall  be  placed  so  that 
,lhe  vertical  distance  between  them  shall  he  not  less  than  6  feet  and  not  more  than  10 
fleet,  and  .so  that  the  horizontal  distance  between  them  measured  in  a  line  with  the 
Ikeel  shall  be  not  less  than  5  feet  and  not  more  than  10  feet.  The  lower  of  these  two 
ilights  shall  be  the  more  forward,  and  botli  of  them  .shall  be  of  such  a  character  as  tja 
Itbow  alJ  around  the  horizon  and  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  ot  vnA\esi  Waw  -"j  \\vi\.t».

If  steam  vessels,  shall  carry  in  the  same  position  as  the  white  li^bt  mcn- 
tiuneil  in  article  2  (</)  a  tricoloret!  lantern  so  constructed  anil  tlxed  as  to  show  a 
while  light  from  rifjht  ahead  to  2  points  on  each  bow  and  a  green  light  and  a  nd 
light  over  an  art;  of  the  hurizoii  from  2  ]x>ints  on  cither  bow  to  2  points  abaft  the 
beam  on  the  starboard  and  port  sides,  respectively,  and  not  less  than  6  nor  more  tban 
13  feet  below  the  tricolored  lantern,  a  white  light  in  a  lantern  so  constructed  as  to 
show  a  clear,  uniform,  and  unbroken  light  all  around  the  horizon.

(^')  In  fog,  mist,  fulling  snow,  or  heavy  rain  storms  drift-net  vessels  attached  to 
their  nets,  and  vessels  when  trawling,  dredging,  or  fishing  with  any  kind  of  dragnet, 
and  vessels  line  fishing  with  their  lines  out  shall,  if  of  20  tons  gross  tonnage  or  up- 
ward, respectively,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  miimte  make  a  blust — if  steam 
ves-sels,  with  tlie  whistleor  siren,  and  if  sailing  vessels,  with  the  fog  horn— each  blast 
to  be  followed  by  ringing  the  l>ell. 

{k )  Sailing  vessels  or  boats  fishing  with  nets  or  lines  or  trawls  when  under  way 
shall  in  daytime  indicate  their  occupation  to  an  approaching  vessel  by  displaying  ■ 
basket  or  other  efficient  signal  where  it  can  best  \ye.  seen.

AkT.  \2.  Uvery  vessel  may,  if  necessary  in  order  to  attract  attention,  in  addition 
lo  the  light.s  which  she  is  by  these  rules  rcqnirefl  to  carT>-,  show  a  flare-up  light  or 
use  tiny  detonating  signal  that  can  not  be  mistaken  for  a  distress  signal. 

Art.  \x,.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  interfere  with  the  operation  of  any  special 
rules  made  by  the  government  of  any  nation  with  respect  to  additional  station  and 
signal  liglits  for  two  or  more  ships  of  war  or  for  vessels  sailing  under  convoy,  or 
with  the  exhibition  of  recognition  signals  adopted  hy  shijxjwners  which  have  been 
uathorize<l  by  tlieir  respective  governments  and  duly  regi.stcred  and  publishc<i. 

Art.  M.  a  steam  ves.sel  proceeding  under  sail  only,  but  haying  her  funnel  up, 
iiball  airry  in  daj-time  forward,  where  it  can  best  t>e  seen,  one  black  ball  or  shape 
2  feet  in  diameter.

Art.  15.   All  sigunls  prescribed  by  this  article  for  vessels  under  way  shall  be  given

When  two  steam  vessels  are  crossing,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collisi<)n, 
the  vessel  which  has  the  other  on  her  own  starboanl  side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way 
of  the  other. 

Art.  20.  WTien  a  steam  vessel  and  a  .sailing  vessel  are  proceetling  in  such  direc- 
tions as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  steam  \-essel  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  tlie 
sailing  vessel. 

Art.  21.  Where  by  any  of  these  rules  one  of  two  vessels  is  to  keep  out  of  the  way, 
the  other  shall  keep  her  course  and  speerl. 

Art.  22.  Every  vessel  which  is  directed  by  these  rules  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of 
another  yessel  shall,  if  the  circumstances  of  the  case  admit,  avoid  crossing  ahead 
of  the  other. 

Art.  3i.  Every  steam  vessel  which  is  directefl  by  the.se  rules  to  keep  out  of  the 
way  of  another  vessel  shall  on  approaching  her,  if  tiecessarj-,  slacken  her  .spec*!  or 
stop  or  reverse. 

Art.  24.  Notwithstanding  anjihing  cont-ined  in  these  rules  every  vessel  over- 
taking any  other  sbnll  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  overtaken  vesvsel. 

Every  vessel  coming  tip  with  another  vessel  from  any  direction  more  than  2  points 
abaft  her  beam — that  is.  in  such  a  p<>sition  with  reference  to  the  ve.ssel  which  she  is 
overtaking  that  at  night  she  would  lie  "unable  to  see  either  of  that  vessel's  side 
lights-shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  overtaking  ve.s.scl,  and  no  subsequent  alteration  of 
the  bearing  between  the  two  ve.<»els  .shall  make  the  overtaking  vessel  a  crossing  ves- 
sel within  the  meaning  of  these  rule.s  or  r  lieve  her  of  the  duty  of  keeping  clear  of 
tile  overtaken  vessel  until  she  is  finally  past  and  clcur. 

As  by  day  the  overtaking  vcs.sel  can  not  always  know  with  certainty  whetlier  she 
is  forward  of  or  abaft  this  direction  from  the  other  vessel,  she  sliould  if  in  doubt 
^MBume  that  she  is  an  overtaking  vessel  and  keep  out  of  the  way. 

Art.  25.  In  narrow  channels  every  steam  vessel  shall,  when  it  is  safe  and  practi- 
cable, keep  to  that  side  of  the  fairway  or  mid-channel  which  lies  on  the  starboard 
side  of  such  vessel, 

Art.  26.  Bailing  vessels  under  way  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  sailing  vessels 
or  boats  fishing  with  nets  or  lines  or  trawls.  This  rule  shall  not  give  to  any  vessel  or 
boat  engaged  in  fishing  the  right  of  obstructing  n  fairway  used  by  vessels  other  than 
fishing  vessels  or  Iwats. 

Art.  27.  In  obeying  and  construing  these  rules  due  regard  shall  be  had  to  all  dan- 
gers of  navigation  and  collision  and  to  any  .special  circumstances  which  may  render 
a  departure  from  the  above  rules  necessary-  in  order  to  avoid  immediate  danger.

"Second.  Flames  on  the  vessel  (as  from  a  burning  tar  barrel,  oil  barrel,  etc. ). 

"Third.  Rockets  or  shells  throwing  stars  of  any  color  or  description,  fired  one  at 
a  lime  at  short  inlen-als. 

"  F'ourth.  A  continuous  sounding  with  any  fog-signal  apparatus," 

Atid  whereas  it  is  provided  by  section  3  of  the  act  approved  August 
19. 1890,  that  it  shall  take  effect  at  a  time  to  l>e  fixed  by  the  Presidetit  by 
proclamation  issued  for  that  purpose:

IK)lygamy,  and  utdawful  cohabitation  in  the  Territories  and  other  places 
within  the  exclusive  jtirisdiction  of  the  United  States  and  prescribed  a 
IH'ii;diy  for  such  crimes;  and 

Whereas  on  or  alwut  the  6th  day  of  October,  1890,  the  Church  of  the 
I/iUei  -day  Saints,  connnoiily  known  as  the  Mormon  Church,  tlu-ough  it* 
president  issued  a  manifesto  proclaiming  the  purpose  of  said  church  no 
limber  to  sanction  the  practice  of  polygamous  marriages  and  calling  upon 
all  memliers  and  adherents  of  said  church  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  United 
Slates  in  reference  ti^  suitl  .subject-matter;  and 

Whereas  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1893,*  Benjamin  Harrison, 
then  President  of  the  Unitetl  States,  did  declare  and  grant  a  full  pardon 
and  ;uune.>^ty  to  certain  ofTetiders  under  said  acts  u}.>on  conditioaof  future 
obedience  to  their  requirements,  as  is  fully  set  forth  in  said  proclamation 
of  amnesty  and  pardon;  and 

Whereas  n]K»n  the  evitlence  now  furnished  me  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
meml>ers  and  adherents  of  said  clmrch  generally  akstain  from  plural  mar- 
riages and  polygamous  cohal)itation  and  are  now  living  in  olx^dieiice  to 
the  laws,  and  tiiat  the  lime  has  now  arrived  when  the  interests  of  public 
justice  and  morality  will  l)e  promoted  by  the  granting  of  amnesty  and 
pardon  to  all  such  offenders  as  have  complied  with  the  conditions  of  said 
proclaniali(^n,  including  such  of  .said  ofTeutiers  as  have  been  convicted 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act:

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  by  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  2.  1889  (25  U,  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  88S),  the  agreements 
entered  into  between  the  Chicajro,  Mihvaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Sioux  Indians  lor  the  right  of  way  and  occupation  of  cer- 
tain lands  for  station  pnrjwses  in  that  portion  of  the  Sioux  Reservation, 
in  the  Slate  of  South  Dakota,  relinquished  by  said  Indians  were  ratified 
ni>on  the  condition  that  said  railway  company  shall  within  three  years 
after  the  said  act  takes  effect  construct,  complete,  and  put  into  operatioa 
its  line  of  road  as  therein  provided  for,  due  location  of  which  was  to  be 
made  within  nine  months  after  said  act  tot^k  effect;  and  in  case  of  failure 
to  so  construct  said  road  "the  lands  granted  for  right  of  way,  station 
grounds,  or  other  railway  purposes  as  in  this  act  provided  shall  without 
any  further  act  or  ceremony  l)e  declared  by  proclamation  of  the  Presi- 
dent forfeited,  and  shall  without  entry  or  further  action  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States  revert  to  the  United  Slates  and  be  subject  to  entiy 
under  the  other  provisions  of  this  act;"  and 

Whereas  under  ]irevious  proclamation*  said  act  took  effect  on  Febru- 
ary 10.  1890,  and  more  than  three  years  have  elapsed  and  no  construction 
has  been  reported  of  the  said  road  beyond  the  town  of  Chanil)erlain,  in 
the  Slate  of  South  Dakota,  as  evidenced  by  the  ref>ort  of  the  Secrrtarj' 
of  the  Interior  dated  December  3,  1894: 

Now,  therefore,  I.  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  Unite<l  States,  do 
declare  that  the  Siiid  lands  granted  for  right  of  way  and  station  purposes, 
to  wit,  that  tract  of  land  known  as  lots  2,  3,  and  4  and  the  southeast 
quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  to,  and  lots  i  and  9  in  section 
15,  township  104  nortli,  range  71  west,  containing  188  acres,  as  shown  by 
a  plat  approved  January  24,  1891,  being  the  tract  selected  by  the  Chicago. 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  under  the  sixteenth  section  of 
the  act  of  March  2,  1889  (  25  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  888).  also  the  640 
acres  in  said  lownsliip  104  north,  ranges  71  and  72  west,  fifth  principal 
meridian,  in  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  plat  of  which  was  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Jaiuiary  24,  1889,  and  now  on  file  in  the 
General  Land  Office,  are  forfeited  to  the  United  States  and  will  lie  sub- 
ject to  entry  under  the  homestead  laws  as  provided  by  said  act  of  March 
2,  18S9,  whenever  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  give  due  notice  to 
the  local  officers  of  this  declaration  of  forfeiture.

SECOND  ANNl^AL  MEvSSAGE. 


ExRciTTivE  Mansion,  December  j,  1894. 
To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

■  The  assemblage  within  the  nation's  legislative  halls  of  those  charged 
with  the  duty  of  making  laws  for  the  benefit  of  a  generous  and  free  peo- 
ple impres-sively  suggests  the  exacting  obligation  and  inexorable  respon- 
sibility involved  in  their  task.  At  the  threshold  of  such  labor  now  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  discharge 
of  an  executive  duty  enjoined  by  the  Constitution,  I  submit  this  com- 
munication, containing  a  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of  our  national 
affairs  and  recommending  such  legislation  as  seems  to  me  necessary  and 
expedient. 

■  The  histor>'  of  our  recent  dealings  with  other  nations  and  our  peaceful 
relations  with  them  at  this  time  additionally  demonstrate  the  advantage 
of  consistently  adhering  to  a  firm  but  just  foreign  policy,  free  from  envi- 
ous or  ambitious  national  schemes  and  characterised  \i's  eoNJvte.  \vac«sX."^ 
and  sincerity. 
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During  the  past  year,  pursuant  to  a  law  of  Congress,  commissioner 
were  appointed  to  the  Antwerp  Industrial  Exposition.  Though  tlie  par- 
ticipation of  American  exhibitors  fell  far  short  of  completely  illustrat- 
ing our  national  ingeimit)'  and  industrial  achievements,  yet  it  was  quit* 
creditable  in  view  of  the  brief  time  allowed  for  preparation. 

I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  Belgian  Government  the  Heed- 
lessness and  positive  haniifulness  of  its  restrictions  upon  the  importation 
of  certain  of  our  food  products,  and  have  strongly  urged  that  the  rigid  Sfr 
j>ervision  and  inspection  under  our  laws  are  amply  sufl5cient  to  pre\-ent  the 
exportation  from  this  country'  of  diseased  cattle  and  unwholesome  meat 

The  termination  of  the  civil  war  in  Brazil  has  been  followed  by  the 
general  prevalence  of  peace  and  order.  It  appearing  at  an  early  stage 
of  the  insurrection  that  its  course  would  call  for  unusual  watchfulness 
on  the  part  of  this  Government,  our  naval  force  in  the  harbor  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  was  strengthened.  This  precaution,  I  am  satisfied,  tended  to 
restrict  the  issue  to  a  simple  trial  of  strength  between  the  Brazilian  Gov- 
ernment and  the  insurgents  and  to  avert  complications  which  at  times 
seemed  imminent.  Our  firm  attitude  of  neutrality  was  maintained  to 
the  end.  The  insurgents  received  no  encouragement  of  eventual  asylum 
from  our  commanders,  and  such  opjxjsition  as  they  encountered  was  for 
the  protection  of  our  commerce  and  was  clearly  justified  by  pubUc  law. 

A  serious  tension  of  relations  having  arisen  at  the  close  of  the  war 
between  Brazil  and  Portugal  by  reason  of  the  escape  of  the  insurgent 
admiral  Da  Gama  and  his  followers,  the  friendly  offices  of  our  represent- 
atives to  those  countries  were  exerted  for  the  protection  of  the  subjects 
of  either  within  the  territory  of  the  other. 

Although  the  Government  of  Brazil  was  duly  notified  that  the  commer- 
cial arrangement  existing  between  the  United  States  and  that  country 
based  on  the  third  section  of  the  tariff  act  of  1890  was  abrogated  oo 
August  28,  1894,  by  the  taking  effect  of  the  tariff  law  now  in  force,  that 
Government  suljsequently  notified  us  of  its  intention  to  terminate  such 
arrangement  on  the  ist  day  of  January,  1895,  in  the  exercise  of  the  right 
reserved  in  the  agreement  between  the  two  countries.  I  iinnte  attention 
to  the  correspondence  tietween  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Brazilian 
minister  on  this  subject. 

The  commission  organized  under  the  convention  which  we  had  entered 
into  with  Chile  for  the  settlement  of  the  outstanding  claims  of  each  G<w- 
ernmeut  against  the  other  adjourned  at  the  end  of  the  period  stipulated 

^for  its  continuance  leaving  undetermined  a  uumber  of  American  cases 
which  had  been  duly  presented.  These  claims  are  not  barred,  and  nego- 
tiations are  in  progress  for  their  submission  to  a  new  tribunal. 
On  the  17th  of  March  last  a  new  treaty  with  China  in  further  regnla 
tion  of  emigration  was  signed  at  Washington,  and  on  August  13  it  rece:\"wi 
the  sanction  of  the  Senate.  Ratification  on  the  part  of  China  and  formal 
occhange  are  awaited  to  give  efiecV\.o\.\ias\!£»\Va2iiX^\3Ra^'si<r^ 


A  gratifying  recognition  of  the  uniform  impartiality  of  this  country 
toward  all  foreign  states  was  manifested  by  the  coincident  request  of  the 
Chinese  and  Japanese  Governments  that  the  agents  of  the  United  States 
should  within  proper  hmits  afford  protection  to  the  subjects  of  the  other 
during  the  suspension  of  diplomatic  relations  due  to  a  state  of  war.  This 
delicate  office  was  accepted,  and  a  misapprehension  which  gave  rise  to  the 
beUef  that  in  affording  this  kindly  uiiofBcial  protection  our  agents  would 
exercise  the  same  authority  which  the  withdrawn  agents  of  the  belliger- 
ents had  exercised  was  promptly  corrected.  Although  the  war  between 
China  and  Japan  endangers  no  policy  of  the  ITnited  States,  it  desen'es  our 
gravest  consideration  by  reason  of  its  disturbance  of  our  growing  com- 
mercial interests  in  the  two  countries  and  the  increased  dangers  which 
may  result  to  our  citizens  domiciled  or  sojourning  in  the  interior  of 
China. 

Acting  under  a  stipulation  in  our  treaty  with  Korea  (the  first  concluded 
with  a  western  power),  I  felt  constrained  at  the  beginning  of  the  contro- 
versy to  tender  our  good  offices  to  induce  an  amicable  arrangement  of 
the  initial  difficulty  growing  out  of  the  Japanese  demands  for  adtninistra- 
tive  reforms  in  Korea,  but  the  unhappy  precipitation  of  actual  hostihties 
defeated  this  kindly  purpose. 

Deploring  the  destructive  war  between  the  two  most  powerful  of  the 
eastern  nations  and  anxious  that  our  commercial  interests  in  those  coun- 
tries may  be  preserved  and  that  the  safety  of  our  citizens  there  shall  not 
lie  jeopardized,  I  would  not  hesitate  to  heed  any  intimation  that  our 
friendly  aid  for  the  honorable  termination  of  hostilities  would  be  accept- 
able to  both  belUgerents. 

A  convention  has  been  finally  concluded  for  the  settlement  by  arbitra- 
tion of  the  prolonged  dispute  with  Ecuador  growing  out  of  the  proceed- 
ings against  Emilio  Santos,  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Our  relations  with  the  Republic  of  France  continue  to  Ije  such  as 
should  exist  between  nations  so  long  bound  together  by  friendly  sym- 
pathy and  similarity  in  their  form  of  government. 

The  recent  cruel  assassination  of  the  President  of  this  sister  Republic 
called  forth  such  universal  expressions  of  sorrow  and  condolence  from 
our  people  and  Government  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  the  depth  and  sincer- 
ity of  our  attachment.  The  resolutions  passed  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  on  the  occasion  have  been  communicated  to  the  widow 
of  President  Camot. 

Acting  upon  the  reported  discover.'  of  Texas  fever  in  cargoes  of  Amer- 
ican cattle,  the  Gennan  prohibition  against  importations  of  live  stock  and 
fresh  meats  from  tliis  country  has  been  revived.  It  is  hoped  that  Ger- 
many will  soon  become  convinced  tliat  the  inhiljition  is  as  needless  as  it 
is  harmful  to  nnitn.il  interests. 

I  The  German  Government  has  protested  against  that  provisiow  ol  \.\vt 
customs  tariff  act  which  imposes  a  discriminating  duty  ol  ottt-VwcCCiQ.  vii.  v 
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cent  a  pound  on  sugars  coming  from  countries  paying  an  export  bounty 
thereon,  claiming  that  the  exaction  of  such  duty  is  in  contravention  of 
Articles  V  and  IX  of  the  treaty  of  1828  with  Prussia. 

In  the  interests  of  the  commerce  of  both  countries  and  to  avoid  evai 
the  accusation  of  treaty  violation,  I  recommend  the  repeal  of  so  much 
of  the  statute  as  imposes  that  duty,  and  I  invite  attention  to  the  accom- 
panying report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  containing  a  discussion  of  the 
questions  raised  by  the  German  protests. 

Early  in  the  present  year  an  agreement  was  reached  with  Great  Britain 
concerning  instnictions  to  be  given  to  the  naval  commanders  of  the  two 
Governments  in  Bering  Sea  and  the  contiguous  North  Pacific  Ocean  for 
their  guidance  in  the  execution  of  the  award  of  the  Paris  Tribunal  of 
Arbitration  aud  the  euforcement  of  the  regulatious  therein  prescribed  for 
the  protection  of  seal  life  in  the  waters  mentioned.  An  understanding 
has  also  been  reached  for  the  payment  by  the  United  States  of  $425 ,000 
in  full  satisfaction  of  all  claims  wliich  may  be  made  by  Great  Britain  for 
damages  growing  out  of  the  controversy  as  to  fur  seals  in  Bering  Sea  or 
the  seizure  of  British  vessels  engaged  in  taking  seal  in  those  waters.  The 
award  aud  findings  of  the  Paris  Tribunal  to  a  great  extent  determined 
the  facts  and  principles  upon  which  these  claims  should  be  adjusted,  and 
they  have  been  subjected  by  both  Governments  to  a  thorough  examina- 
tion upon  the  principles  as  well  as  the  facts  which  they  involve.  I  am 
convinced  that  a  settlement  upon  the  terms  mentioned  would  be  an  equi- 
table and  advantageous  one,  and  I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for 
the  prompt  payment  of  the  statetl  sum. 

Thus  far  only  France  and  Portugal  have  signified  their  willingness  to 
adhere  to  the  regulations  established  under  the  award  of  the  Paris  Tri- 
bunal of  Arbitration. 

Preliminary  sur\'eys  of  the  Alaskan  boundary  and  a  preparatory  exam- 
ination of  the  question  of  protection  of  food  fish  in  the  contigfuous  waters 
of  the  United  States  aud  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  in  progress. 

The  boundar>'  of  British  Guiana  still  remains  in  dispute  between  Great 
Britain  and  ^'enezuela.  Believing  that  its  early  settlement  on  some  just 
basis  alike  honorable  to  both  parties  is  in  the  line  of  our  established 
policy  to  remove  from  this  hemisphere  all  causes  of  difference  with  pow- 
ers beyond  the  sea,  I  shall  renew  the  efforts  heretofore  made  to  bring 
about  a  restoration  of  diplomatic  relations  between  tlie  disputants  and 
to  induce  a  reference  to  arbitration — a  resort  which  Great  Britain  »> 
conspicuoxtsly  favors  in  principle  and  respects  in  practice  and  which  is 
earnestly  sought  by  her  weaker  adversary'. 

Since  conmuinicating  the  voluminous  correspondence  in  regard  to  Ha- 
waii and  the  action  taken  by  the  Senate  and  Hou.se  of  Representatives 
^  certain  questions  submitted  to  the  judgment  and  wider  discretion 

Congress  the  orgamxalvou  oi  a  government  in  place  of  the  provi-

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announced,  with  evidence  of  its  effective  operation.  The  recognition 
usual  in  such  cases  has  been  accorded  the  new  Government. 
I  Under  our  present  treaties  of  extradition  with  Italy  miscarriages  of 
Justice  have  occurred  owing  to  the  refusal  of  that  Government  to  sur- 
render its  own  subjects.  Thus  far  our  efforts  to  negotiate  an  amended 
convention  obviating  this  difficulty  have  lieen  unavailing. 

Apart  from  the  war  in  whicli  the  Island  Empire  is  engaged,  Japan 
attracts  increasing  attention  in  this  country  by  her  evident  desire  to  cul- 
tivate more  lilieral  intercourse  with  us  and  to  seek  our  kindly  aid  in 
furtherance  of  lier  laudable  desire  for  complete  autonomy  in  her  domestic 
affairs  and  full  equality  in  the  familj'  of  nations.  The  Japanese  Empire 
of  to-day  is  no  longer  the  Japan  of  the  past,  and  our  relations  with  this 
progressive  nation  should  not  be  less  broad  and  liberal  than  those  with 
other  powers. 

Good  will,  fostered  by  many  interests  in  comnion.  has  marked  our  rela- 
tions with  our  nearest  southern  neighbor.  Peace  being  restored  along 
her  northern  frontier,  Mexico  has  asked  the  punishnieqt  of  the  late  dis- 
turbers of  her  tranquillity.  There  ouglit  to  be  a  new  treaty  of  commerce 
and  navigation  with  that  country  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  which  termi- 
nated thirteen  years  ago.  The  friendliness  of  the  intercourse  between 
the  two  countries  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  during  this  long  period  the 
.commerce  of  each  has  steadily  increased  under  the  rule  of  mutual  con- 
kideration,  being  neither  stimulated  by  conventional  arrangements  nor 
wetarded  by  jealous  rivalries  or  selfish  distrust. 

An  indemuitj'  tendered  by  Mexico  as  a  gracious  act  for  the  murder 
in  1887  of  Leon  Baldwin,  an  American  citizen,  by  a  band  of  marauders  in 
JDurango  has  been  accepted  and  is  l>eing  paid  in  installments. 

The  problem  of  the  storage  and  use  of  the  waters  of  the  Rio  Grande  for 
irrigation  should  be  solved  by  appropriate  concurrent  action  of  the  two 
interested  countries.     Rising  iti  the  Colorado  heights,  the  stream  flows 
intermittently,  yielding  little  water  during  the  dry  months  to  the  irriga- 
tion channels  already  constructed  along  its  course.     This  .scarcity  is  often 
severely  felt  in  the  regions  where  the  river  forms  a  connufMH  Jjoundary. 
Moreo^-er,  the  frccjuent  changes  in  its  course  through  level  sands  often 
raise  embarrassing  questions  of  territorial  jurisdiction. 
.     Prominent  among  the  questions  of  the  j'ear  was  the  Bluefields  incident, 
■n  what  is  known  as  the  Mosquito  Indian  Strip,  bonlering  on  the  Atlantic 
lOcean  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Nicaragua.     By  the  treaty  of  i860 
■between  Great  Britain  and  Nicaragua  the  fonner  Government  expressly 
recognized  the  sovereignty  of  the  latter  over  the  strip,  and  a  limited  form 
>f  self-government  was  guaranteed  to  the  Mosquito  Indians,  to  be  exer- 
bised  according  to  their  customs,  for  themselves  and  other  dwellers  within 
|ts  limits.     The  so-called  native  government,  which  grew  to  be  largely 
lade  up  of  aliens,  for  many  years  disputed  the  soverei^n\.^  ol  "^va.Ta.'spa.'a. 
the  strip  and  cia/med  the  right  to  mainlam  xVieTem  ^l  -^a-OAcaSJic^ 
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independent  municipal  government.  Early  in  the  past  year  efforts  erf 
Nicaragua  to  maintain  sovereignty  over  the  Mosquito  territory  led  to 
serious  disturbances,  cuUninatiug  in  tlie  suppression  of  the  native  gov- 
eninient  and  the  attempted  substitution  of  an  impracticable  composite 
administration  in  which  Nicaragua  and  aheu  residents  were  to  partici- 
pate. Failure  was  followed  by  an  insurrection,  which  for  a  time  suln-ened 
Nicaraguan  rule,  expelling  her  officers  and  restoring  the  old  organiza- 
tion. This  in  turn  gave  place  to  the  existing  local  government  estab- 
lished and  upheld  by  Nicaragua. 

Although  the  alien  interests  arrayed  against  Nicaragua  in  these  trans- 
actions have  been  largely  American  and  the  commerce  of  that  region  for 

I  some  time  has  been  and  still  is  chiefly  controlled  by  our  citizens,  we  can 
not  for  that  reason  challenge  the  rightful  sovereignty  of  Nicaragua  over 
this  important  part  of  her  domain. 

For  some  months  one,  and  during  part  of  the  time  two,  of  our  na\-3l 
ships  have  Iwen  stationed  at  Bluefiekls  for  the  protection  of  all  legitimate 
interests  of  our  citizens.  In  September  last  the  Government  at  Mana- 
gua expelled  from  its  territory  twelve  or  more  foreigners,  including  twxi 
Americans,  for  alleged  participation  in  the  seditious  or  revolutionarj-  move- 
ments against  the  Republic  at  Bluefields  already  mentioned;  but  through 
the  earnest  remonstrance  of  this  Govenmient  the  two  Americans  ha\-e 
been  j)erraitteil  to  return  to  the  peaceful  management  of  their  busine5$. 
Our  naval  commanders  at  the  scene  of  these  disturbances  by  their  con- 
stant exhibition  of  firmness  and  good  iudgmeut  contributed  largely  to 
the  prevention  of  more  serious  consequences  and  to  the  restoration  of 
quiet  and  order.  I  regret  that  in  the  midst  of  these  occurrences  theit 
hapjiened  a  most  grave  and  irritating  failure  of  Nicaraguan  justice.  An 
American  citizen  named  Wilson,  residing  at  Rama,  in  the  Mosquito  ter- 
ritory, was  murdered  by  one  Argiiello,  the  acting  governor  of  the  towiL 
After  some  delay  the  murderer  was  arrested,  but  so  insecurely  confinei! 
or  guarded  that  he  escaj>ed,  and  notwithstanding  our  repeated  denuu)(L<i 
it  is  claimed  that  his  recapture  has  been  impossible  by  reason  of  his  flight 
beyond  Nicaraguan  jurisdiction. 

The  Nicaraguan  authorities,  having  given  notice  of  forfeiture  of  their 
concession  to  the  canal  company  on  grounds  purely  technical  and  not 
embraced  in  the  contract,  have  receded  from  that  position. 

Peni,  I  regret  to  say,  shows  symptoms  of  domestic  disturbance,  due 
probably  to  the  slowness  of  her  recuperation  from  the  distresses  of  the 
war  of  iS8i.  Weakened  in  resources,  her  difficulties  in  facing  interna- 
tional obligations  invite  our  kindly  synipalliy  and  justify  our  forliear- 
ance  in  pressing  long-pending  claims.     I  have  felt  constrained  to  testify 

^^   this  sympathy  in  connection  with  certain  demands  urgently  preferred  by 

^B  other  powers. 

V  The  recent  death  of  the  Ciar  of  Russia  called  forth  appropriate  expres- 

^^H        ;  of  sorrow  and  sympa\.\iLV  on  \.\\fc  v^t\.  o\  owe  QiCN^xscoeat  with  his 
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1i)ereaved  family  aiul  the  Russian  people.  As  a  further  demonstration  of 
resjiect  and  frieiulsliip  our  minister  at  St.  Petersburg  was  directed  to 
represent  our  Govemnient  at  the  funeral  ceremonies. 

The  sealing  interests  of  Russia  in  Bering  Sea  are  second  only  to  our 
own.  A  modus  vivendi  has  therefore  been  conchided  with  the  Imperial 
Government  restrictive  of  poaching  on  the  Russian  rookeries  and  of 
sealing  in  waters  which  were  not  comprehended  in  the  protected  area 
defined  in  tlie  Paris  award. 

I  Occa.sion  has  been  found  to  urge  upon  the  Russian  Government  equal- 
ity of  treatment  for  our  great  lif  .--insurance  companies  whose  operations 
have  l)een  extended  throughout  liurope.  Admitting  as  we  do  foreign 
corporations  to  transact  business  in  the  United  States,  we  naturally  ex- 
pect no  less  tolerance  for  our  owu  in  the  ample  fields  of  comixrtition 
abroad. 

[  But  few  cases  of  interference  with  naturalized  citizens  returning  to 
Russia  have  been  reported  during  the  current  year.  One  Krzeminski 
was  arrested  last  summer  in  a  Polish  province  on  a  reported  charge  of 
unpermitted  reuuTiciatiun  of  Russian  allegiance,  but  it  transpired  that  the 
proceedings  originated  in  alleged  malfea.sance  committed  by  Krzeminski 
while  an  imperial  official  a  TUimlx:r  of  years  ago.  Efforts  for  his  release, 
which  promised  to  be  successful,  were  in  progress  when  his  death  was 
reported. 

The  Government  of  Salvador  having  been  overthrown  by  an  abrupt 
popular  outbreak,  certain  of  its  military  and  civil  officers,  while  hotly 
pursued  by  infuriated  insurgents,  sought  refuge  on  board  the  Uuited 
States  war  sliip  Dinnington,  then  lying  in  a  Salvadorean  port.  Although 
the  practice  of  a.sylum  is  not  favored  by  this  Government,  yet  in  view 
of  the  imminent  peril  which  threateued  the  fugitives  and  solely  from 
considerations  of  humanity  they  were  afforded  shelter  by  our  naval  com- 
mander, and  when  afterwards  demanded  under  our  treaty  of  extradition 
with  Salvador  for  trial  on  charges  of  murder,  arson,  aud  robbery  I 
directed  that  such  of  them  as  had  not  voluntarily  left  the  ship  be  con- 
veyed to  one  of  our  nearest  ix)rts  where  a  hearing  could  be  had  liefore 
a  judicial  officer,  in  compliance  with  the  terras  of  the  treaty.  On  their 
arrival  at  San  Francisco  such  a  proceeding  was  promptly  instituted  before 
the  United  States  district  judge,  who  held  that  the  acts  constituting  the 
alleged  offenses  were  political  and  discharged  all  the  accused  except  one 
Cienfuegos,  who  was  held  for  an  attempt  to  murder.  Thereupon  I  was 
constrained  to  direct  his  release  for  the  reason  tliat  an  attempt  to  murder 
was  not  one  of  the  crimes  charged  against  him  and  upon  wliich  his  sur- 
render to  the  Salvadorean  authorities  had  beeti  demanded. 

Unreasonable  and  unjust  fines  inijxised  by  Spain  nn  the  vessels  and 

commerce  of  the  United  States  have  demanded  from  time  to  time  duriug

Thii  (.onduct  is  in  '■trang^e  contrast  with  the  considerate  and  liberal 
treatment  extended  to  Sjjanish  vessels  and  cargoes  in  our  ports  in  like 
ca?»es.  No  satisfactory  settlement  of  these  vexatious  questions  has  yet 
liceii  reache<l. 

The  Mora  case,  referred  to  in  ny  last  annual  message,  remains  un- 
scttlefl.  I-'rom  the  diplomatic  cfjrrtspondence  on  this  subject  which  has 
l>een  laid  l^efore  the  Senate  it  will  be  seen  that  this  Government  has 
offere<l  to  conclude  a  convention  with  Spain  for  disposal  by  arbitration 
of  outslandin;?  claims  Ixrtween  the  two  countries,  except  the  Mora  claim, 
which,  having  lx.-en  long  ago  adjusted,  now  only  awaits  paj-ment  as  stip- 
ulated, and  t)i  course  it  could  not  1*  included  in  the  proposed  convention. 
It  was  hoi)ed  that  this  offer  would  remove  parliamentary'  obstacles  encoun- 
tered by  the  Spanish  Government  in  providing  pajnnent  of  the  Mora 
indenniity.  I  regret  to  say  that  no  definite  reply  to  this  offer  has  yet 
Ixx-n  made  and  all  efforts  to  secure  payment  of  this  settled  claim  have 
lx:en  unavailing. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  adverted  to  the  claim  on  the  part  of 
Tnrkt  y  of  the  right  to  exiKrl  as  persons  undesirable  and  dangeroas 
AniKriiiaiis  naturalized  in  the  United  States  and  returning  to  Turkish 
jurisdiction. -•■  Numerous  questions  in  this  relation  have  arisen.  While 
till-.  r,o\i:ninKnt  aojuiesces  in  the  asserted  right  of  expulsion,  it  will  not 
conv.-iil  that  Armenians  may  Ix;  imprisoned  or  otherwise  punished  for  no 
otlicr  n  nson  than  having  acciuired  without  imperial  consent  American 
citi/i-iislii]). 

Tlnvc  of  the  assailants  of  Miss  Melton,  an  American  teacher  in  Mosul, 
li:i\<-  Ijccrii  convicted  by  the  Ottoman  courts,  and  I  am  advised  that  an 
•.i\)\H-d\  ag.'iiust  the  iicfjuitlal  of  the  remaining  five  lias  been  taken  by  the 
Tntkisli  ]>rosccuting  oflicer. 

A  c<)iivLnti<iii  has  been  concluded  with  Venezuela  for  the  arbitration  of 
a  lout;  ilispiitcd  claim  growing  out  of  the  .seizure  of  certain  vessels  the 
l>i<»])<  rty  of  citizens  oi  the  Tnited  States.  Although  signed,  the  treaty  of 
cxt;;iditii)ii  with  Wnczucla  is  not  yet  in  force,  owing  to  the  insistence 
ol  tli;ii  (iovciiiiiiciit  that  when  surrendered  its  citizens  shall  in  no  case 
l)c  li:ibic  to  c;i]>it:d  jninishnient. 

'IMic  rules  foi  the  i)rcventiou  of  collisions  at  sea  which  were  framed  by 
the  mariiiiiK-  cnnfcrcnce  held  in  this  city  in  1889,  having  been  concur- 
iwnly  incorporated  in  l\\e  sUvU\\.es  o{  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,

In  reporting  to  his  Government  on  the  unsatisfactory'  situation  since  the

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And  iu  a  note  of  the  loth  ultimo,  inclosing  a  copy  of  that  report  far 
the  infonnation  of  this  Government,  the  German  ambassador  said: 

The  contents  of  the  report  awakened  the  Imperial  Govemnient's  apprehemioa 
that  under  existing  circumstances  the  peace  concluded  with  tlie  rebels  will  afford  no 
assurance  of  the  lasting  restoration  of  tranquillity  in  the  islands. 

The  present  Government  has  utterly  failed  to  correct,  if  indeed  it  has 
not  aggravated,  the  ver\'  enls  it  was  intended  to  prevent.  It  has  not 
stimulated  our  commerce  with  the  islands.  Our  participation  in  its 
establishment  against  the  wishes  of  the  natives  was  in  plain  defiance 
of  the  conser\'ative  teachings  and  warnings  of  the  wise  and  patriotic 
men  who  laid  the  foundations  of  our  free  institutions,  and  I  invite  ao 
expression  of  the  judgment  of  Congress  on  the  propriety  of  steps  being 
taken  by  this  Government  looking  to  the  withdrawal  from  its  engage- 
ments with  the  other  powers  on  some  reasonable  terms  not  prejudicial 
to  any  of  our  existing  rights. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  reports  that  the  receipts  of  the  Govern- 
ment from  all  stjurccs  of  revenue  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jime  30, 
1894,  amounted  to  $372,802,498.29  and  its  ex]5endit tires  to  $442,605.- 
758.87,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $69,803,260.58.  There  was  a  decrease  of 
$15,952,674.66  in  the  ordinary  expense  of  the  Government  as  compared 
with  tlie  fiscal  year  1893. 

There  was  collected  from  cu.stoms  $131,818,530.62  and  from  internal 
revenue  $147,168,449.70.  The  balance  of  the  income  for  the  year, 
amounting  to  $93,815,517.97,  was  derived  from  the  sales  of  lands  and 
other  sources. 

The  value  of  our  total  dutiable  imports  amounted  to  $275,199,086, 
Ijeing  $146,657,625  less  than  during  the  preceding  year,  and  the  im- 
portations free  of  duty  amounted  to  $379,795,536,  being  $64,748,675 
less  tliaii  during  the  preceding  year.  The  receipts  from  customs  were 
$73,536,486.11  less  and  from  internal  revenue  $13,836,539,97  less  thatt 
in  1893. 

The  total  tax  collected  from  distilled  spirits  was  $85,259,250.25,00 
manufactured  tobacco  $28,617,898.62,  and  on  fermented  liquors $3 1.4 14.- 
788.04. 

Our  exports  of  merchandise,  domestic  and  foreign,  amounted  daring 
the  year  to  $892,140,572,  being  an  increase  over  the  preceding  j-ear  of 
$44.495. 378- 

The  total  amount  of  gold  exported  during  the  fiscal  year  was  $76,898.- 
061,  as  against  $108,680,444  during  the  fiscal  year  1893.  The  amount 
imported  was  $72,449,119,  as  against  $21,174,381  during  the  prenous 
year. 

The  imports  of  silver  were  $13,286,552  and  the  exports  were  $50,- 
45 '.265. 

The  total  bounty  paid  upon  iVie  ^xodviclion  of  sugar  in  the  United  States 
•r  tile  fiscal  year  was  $i2,ioo,2o&.%9,'Wm¥.  ao.vQ.ct«asfc  «&\a,Tiv«\*Qi 
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the  paymeuts  made  during;^  the  preceding  year.     The  amount  of 

bounty  paid  from  July  i,  1894,  to  August  28,  1894,  the  time  when  fur- 

■  ther  payments  ceased  by  operation  of  law,  was  $966,185.84.     The  total 

expenses  incurreti  in  the  payment  of  the  bounty  upon  sugar  during  the 

fi.scal  year  was  $130,140.85. 

It  is  estimated  that  upon  the  basis  of  the  present  revenue  laws  the 
receipts  of  the  Government  diiriiij!:  the  current  fiscal  year,  ending  June 

30,  1895.  will  be  $424,427,748.44  and  its  expenditures  $444,427,748.44, 
resulting  in  a  deficit  of  $20,000,000. 

On  the  ist  day  of  November,  1894.  the  total  stock  of  money  of  all  kinds 
in  the  country  was  $2,240,773,888,  as  against  $2,204,651,000  on  the  1st 
day  of  November,  1893,  and  the  money  of  all  kinds  in  circulation,  or  not 
included  in  the  Treasury  holdings,  was  $1,672,093,422,  or  $24.27  per 
capita  upon  an  estimated  jx>pulatiijn  of  68,887,00a.  At  the  same  date 
there  was  held  in  the  Treasury  gold  bullion  amounting  to  $44,615,- 
177.55  3-"<i  silver  bullion  which  was  purcha.sed  at  a  cost  of  $127,772,988, 
The  purchase  of  silver  bullion  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1890,  ceased  on 
the  ist  day  of  November,  1893,  and  up  to  that  time  there  had  been  pur- 
chased during  tlie  fiscal  year  1 1 ,9 1 7,658. 78  fine  ounces,  at  a  cost  of  $8, 7 1 5,- 
52I.32,  an  average  cost  of  $0.7313  per  fine  ounce.  The  total  amount  of 
silver  purchased  from  the  time  that  law  took  effect  until  the  repeal  of 
its  purchasing  clause,  on  the  date  la,st  mentioned,  was  168,674.682.53 
fine  ounces,  which  co.st  $155,931,002.25,  the  average  price  per  fine  ounce 
being  $0.9244. 

The  total  amount  of  standard  silver  dollars  coined  at  the  mints  of  the 
United  States  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  February  28,  1878.  is  $421  ,- 
776,408,  of  which  $378,166,793  were  coined  under  the  provisions  of  that 
act,  $38,531,143  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  14.  1890,  and 
$5,078,472  under  the  act  providing  for  the  coinage  of  trade-dollar  bullion. 

The  total  coinage  of  all  metals  at  our  mints  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
consisted  of  63,485,220  pieces,  valued  at  $106,216,730.06,  of  which  there 
were  $99,474,912.50  in  gold  coined,  $758  in  standard  silver  dollars, 
$6,024,140.30  in  subsidiar)'  .silver  coin,  and  $716,919.26  in  minor  coin. 

During  the  calendar  j'ear  1893  the  production  of  precious  metals  in  the 
United  States  was  estimated  at  1,739,323  fine  ounces  of  gold  of  the  com- 
mercial and  coinage  value  of  $35,955,000  and  60,000,000  fine  ounces  of 
silver  of  the  bullion  or  market  value  of  $46,800,000  and  of  the  coinage 
value  of  $77,576,000.  It  is  estimated  that  on  the  ist  day  of  July.  1894, 
the  stock  of  raetalUc  money  in  the  United  States,  consisting  of  coin  and 
bulhon,  amounted  to  $1,251,640,958,  of  which  $627,923,201  was  gold 
and  $624,347,757  was  silver. 

Fifty  national  banks  were  organized  duriiig  the  year  enditig  October 

31,  1894,  with  a  capital  of  $5,285,000,  and  79,  with  a  capital  of  $10. 475,- 
000,  went  into  voluntary  liquitlatioii.     Twenty-one.\>an\is,,N«}\\.\\'aLC2L-s^\'w\ 

%  ol  $2,j7o,ooo,  ware  placed  in  the  hands  of  receivers.     fVve  VotaX  ■wwa^oes 
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of  national  l>anks  in  existence  on  the  31st  day  of  October  Li 
being  40  less  than  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1893.     The  <    .  i'>ck 

paid  in  was  $672,671,365,  being  $9,678,491  less  than  at  the  same  time 
in  the  previous  year,  and  the  surplus  fund  and  individual  profits,  less 
expenses  and  taxes  paid,  amounted  to  $334, 121,082. 10,  which  was  $16. 
089,780  less  than  on  October  31,  1893.  The  circulation  was  decreased 
$1,741,563.  The  obligations  of  the  banks  to  each  other  were  iucreasfcd 
$1 17,268,334  and  the  individual  deposits  were  $277,294,489  less  than  .it 
the  corresponding  date  in  the  previous  year.  Loans  and  discounts  were 
$161,206,923  more  than  at  the  same  time  the  previous  year,  and  chccLt 
and  other  cash  items  were  $90,349,963  more.  The  total  resources  of  tlic 
banks  at  the  date  mentioned  amounted  to  $3,473,922,055,  as  against 
$3,109,563,284.36  in  1893. 

From  the  report  of  tlie  Secretary-  of  War  it  appears  that  the  strength  of 
the  Army  on  September  30,  1894,  was  2,135  officers  and  25,765  enlisted 
men.  Although  this  is  apparently  a  very  shght  decrease  comparetl  with 
the  previous  year,  the  actual  effective  force  lias  been  increased  to  the 
equivalent  of  nearly  two  regiments  through  the  reorganization  of  the  s>'5' 
tern  of  recruiting  and  the  consequent  release  to  regimental  duty  of  the 
large  force  of  men  hitherto  sending  at  the  recruiting  depots.  Tlie  aboli- 
tion of  these  depots,  it  is  predicted,  will  furthermore  effect  an  aturaal 
reduction  approximating  $25o,ocx)  in  the  direct  expenditures,  besides  pro- 
moting generally  the  health,  morale,  and  discipline  of  the  troops. 

The  execution  of  the  policy  of  concentrating  the  .\nny  at  important 
centers  of  population  and  transportation,  foreshadowed  in  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  Secretary,  has  resulted  in  the  abandonment  of  fifteen  of  the 
smaller  posts,  which  was  effected  under  a  plan  whicli  as.sembles  organi- 
zations of  the  same  regiments  hitherto  widely  separated.  This  renders 
our  small  forces  more  readily  effective  for  any  service  which  they  may 
be  called  upon  to  perform,  increases  the  extent  of  the  territory'  under 
protection  without  diminishing  the  security  heretofore  afforded  to  any 
locality,  improves  the  discipline,  training,  and  espril  dc  carps  ni  the  Army, 
besides  considerably  decreasing  the  cost  of  its  maintenance. 

Though  the  forces  of  the  Department  of  the  East  have  been  somewhat 
increased,  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  Army  is  still  stationed  west  of 
the  Mi.ssissippi.  This  carefully  matured  policy,  which  secures  the  Ixst 
and  greatest  service  in  the  interests  of  the  general  welfare  from  the  small 
force  conipri-sing  our  Regular  Army,  should  not  be  thoughtlessly  cmbif- 
rassed  by  the  creation  of  new  and  unnecessary  jxists  through  acts  of  CoO' 
gress  to  gratify  the  ambitions  or  interests  of  localities. 

While  the  maximum  legal  strength  of  the  Army  is  25,000  men. 
effective  strength,  through  various  causes,  is  but  little  over 

llic  purpose  of  Congress  does  not,  therefore,  seem  to  be  fu.. . 

by  the  existing  condition.    While  no  considerable  incrtsuc  iu  the  Arm? 
is,  ia  my  judgroeut,  detnanded  by  iccent  events,  the  policy  of 


(fortification,  in  the  prosecution  of  which  wc  have  1:)een  steadily  engaged 
'for  some  years,  has  scj  far  developed  as  to  suggest  that  the  effective 
strength  of  the  Array  be  now  made  at  least  equal  to  the  legal  strength. 
Measures  taken  by  the  Department  during  the  year,  as  indicated,  have 
ittlready  considerably  augmented  the  effective  force,  and  the  Secretary  of 
'War  presents  a  plan,  which  I  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress, 
to  attain  the  desired  end.  Economies  effected  in  the  Department  in  other 
lines  of  its  work  will  offset  to  a  great  extent  the  expenditure  involved  in 
the  prop<-)sition  submitted.  Among  (jther  things  this  contemplates  the 
adoption  of  the  three-battalion  fcrmatiou  of  leginients,  which  for  several 
years  has  been  indorsed  by  the  Secretaries  of  W'ar  and  the  Generals  Coui- 
tnanding  the  Army.  Compact  in  it.self,  it  provides  a  skeleton  organiza- 
tion, ready  to  be  filled  out  in  the  event  of  war.  which  is  ixrculiarlj-  adapted 
Ito  our  strength  and  requirements;  and  the  fact  that  ever>^  other  nation, 
[with  a  single  exception,  has  adopted  this  formation  to  meet  the  condi- 
Itioiis  of  modem  warfare  should  alone  secure  for  the  recummcnilatit)n  an 
warly  consideration. 

'  It  is  hardly  nece.ssary  to  recall  the  fact  that  in  ol>e<lieiice  to  the  com- 
manfls  of  the  Constitution  and  the  laws,  and  for  the  purjwse  of  protecting 
the  property  uf  the  United  States,  aiding  the  process  of  Federal  courts, 
and  removing  lawless  obstructions  to  the  performance  by  the  Goveni- 
[tnent  of  its  legitimate  functions,  it  became  neces.sary  in  various  localities 
during  the  year  to  eJiiploy  a  considerable  portion  of  the  regular  troops. 
'The  duty  was  discharged  promptly,  courageously,  and  with  marked  dis- 
[cretion  by  the  officers  and  men,  and  the  most  gratifying  pjixji"  was  thus 
nffordetl  that  the  Army  deserves  that  complete  confidence  in  its  efficiency 
'and  discipline  which  the  oDuntry  has  at  all  times  manifested. 

The  year  has  Ix-en  free  from  disturbances  by  Indians,  and  the  chances 
'of  further  depredations  on  their  part  are  constantly  becoming  more  re- 
mote and  improbable. 

,  The  total  expenditures  for  the  War  Department  for  the  year  ended 
June  30, 1894,  amounted  to  $56,039,009.34.  Of  this  sum  $2,000,614.99 
Was  for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses,  $23,665,156. 16  for  the  support 
of  the  military  establishment,  $5,001,682.23  for  miscellaneous  objects, 
*nd  $25,371,555.96  for  public  works.  This  latter  sum  includes  $19,- 
494.037.49  for  river  and  harl>or  improvements  and  $3,947,863.56  for 
fortifications  and  otlier  works  of  defense.  The  appropriations  for  the 
current  year  aggregate  $52,429,112,78,  and  the  estimates  submitted  by 
tlie  Secretary  of  War  for  the  next  fiscal  year  call  for  appropriations 
amounting  to  $52,318,629.55. 

The  skill  and  industry  of  our  ordnance  officers  and  inventors  have, 
it  is  believed,  overcome  the  mechanical  obstacles  which  have  heretofore 
delayed  the  armament  of  our  coasts,  and  this  great  national  undertaking 
Upon  which  we  have  entered  may  now  proceed  as  Tap\d\N  as  C«w?^<ss 
shall  determine.      With  a  supply  of  finished  gMUS  oi  \aTge  caX"CoeT  ^\eaA:s

on  hand,  to  which  additions  should  now  rapidly  follow,  the  wisdom  \i 
providing  carriages  and  emplacements  for  their  mount  can  nut  be  too 
strongly  urged. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  mihtia  of  the  several  States  is  117,533 
officers  and  enlisted  men,  an  increase  of  5,343  over  the  number  reported 
at  the  close  of  the  previous  year.  The  reports  of  militia  inspections  In 
Regular  Army  officers  show  a  marked  increase  in  interest  and  cffidencj 
among  the  State  organizations,  and  I  strongly  recommend  a  contiauanct 
of  the  policy  of  affording  ever>'  practical  encouragement  possible  to  this 
important  auxilian'  of  our  military  esta'alishment.  1 

The  condition  of  the  Apache  Indians  held  as  prisoners  by  the  Gor-  ■ 
ernnient  for  eight  years  at  a  cost  of  half  a  niilHon  dollars  has  been 
changed  during  the  year  from  captinty  to  one  which  gives  them  an  op- 
portunity to  demonstrate  their  capacity  for  self-support  and  at  least  pir- 
tial  ci\-ilJzation.  Legislation  ettacted  at  the  late  session  of  Congress  gi\T 
the  War  Department  authority  to  transfer  the  survivors,  numbering  346, 
from  Mount  Vernon  Barracks,  in  Alabama,  to  any  suitable  reservation. 
The  Department  selected  as  their  future  home  the  militar>-  lands  near 
Fort  Sill,  Ind.  T. .  where,  under  military  surveillance,  the  former  prist«- 
ers  have  been  estabUshed  in  agriculture  under  conditions  favorable  to 
their  advancement. 

In  recognition  of  the  long  and  distinguished  military  services  and 
faithful  discharge  of  delicate  and  responsible  ci\nl  duties  by  Majt)r-Gen- 
eral  John  M.  Schofield,  now  the  General  Commanding  the  Army.it  b 
sugge.ste<l  to  Congress  that  the  temporary  revival  of  the  grade  of  lieuleii- 
ant-geueral  in  his  behalf  would  be  a  just  and  gracious  act  and  woald 
permit  his  retirement,  now  near  at  hand,  with  rank  befitting  his  merits^ 

The  report  of  the  Attorney-General  notes  the  gratifying  jjrogresis  tuack 
by  the  Supreme  Court  iti  overcoming  the  arrears  of  its  business  and  in 
reaching  a  condition  in  which  it  will  be  able  to  di.spose  of  cases  a*  they 
arise  without  any  unreasonable  delay.  This  result  is  of  course  very 
largely  due  to  the  successful  working  of  the  plan  inaugurating  circuit 
courts  of  appeals.  In  resjiect  to  these  tribunals  the  suggestion  is  nude 
in  quarters  entitled  to  the  highest  consideration  that  an  additional  cir- 
cuit judge  for  each  circuit  would  greatly  strengthen  these  courts  and  the 
confidence  re|X).sed  in  their  adjudications,  and  that  such  an  addition 
>voukl  not  create  a  greater  force  of  judges  than  the  increasing  bnsine^ 
of  such  courts  requires.  I  commend  the  suggestion  to  the  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  Congress.  Other  important  topics  are  advertetl  to  in 
the  report,  accompanied  !>}•  recommendations,  many  of  which  have  been 
treated  at  large  in  previous  messages,  and  at  this  time,  therefore,  need 
only  be  named.  I  refer  to  the  abolition  of  the  fee  sjstem  as  a  measure 
of  compensation  to  Federal  officers;  the  enlargement  of  the  powers  of 
United  States  conimissioiiers.  at  least  in  the  Territories;  the  allcrvvaiicc 
of  wnta  uf  error  in  crim'\ua\  cases  o\\  \>e\\aM  ol  \}Bfc.  \j\\\\3e.d  States,  and 
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the  establishmeut  of  degrees  in  the  crime  of  murder.  A  topic  dealt  with 
by  the  Attorney-General  of  much  importance  is  the  condition  of  the 
administration  of  justice  in  the  Indian  Territory.  The  permanent  solu- 
tion of  what  is  called  the  Indian  problem  is  probably  not  to  be  expected 
at  once,  but  meanwhile  such  ameliorations  of  present  conditions  as  the 
existing  system  will  admit  of  ought  not  to  be  neglected.  I  am  satisfied 
there  should  be  a  Federal  court  established  for  the  Territor>'.  with  suf- 
ficient judges,  and  that  this  court  should  sit  within  the  Territor\'  and 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  to  Territorial  affairs  as  is  now  vested  in 
the  Federal  courts  sitting  in  Arkansas  and  Texas. 

Another  subject  of  pressing  moment  referred  to  by  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral is  the  reorganization  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  on  a 
basis  equitable  as  regards  all  private  interests  and  as  favorable  to  the 
Goveniment  as  existing  conditions  will  permit.  The  operation  of  a  rail- 
road by  a  court  through  a  receiver  is  an  anomalous  state  of  things  which 
should  l>e  terminated  on  all  grounds,  public  and  private,  at  the  earliest 
possilile  moment.  Besides,  not  to  enact  the  needed  enabling  legislation 
at  the  present  session  postpones  the  whole  matter  until  the  assembling 
of  a  new  Congress  and  inevitably  increases  all  the  ctnnplicatioos  of  the 
situation,  and  could  not  but  be  regarded  as  a  signal  failure  to  soh-e  a 
problem  which  has  practically  been  before  the  present  Congress  ever 
since  its  organization. 

Eight  years  ago  in  my  annual  message  I  urged  upon  the  Congress  as 
strongly  as  I  could  the  location  and  construction  of  two  prisons  for  the 
confinement  of  United  States  priMMiers.*  A  similar  retommendatiun  has 
been  made  from  time  to  time  since,  avid  a  few  years  ago  a  law  was  passed 
•providing  for  the  .selection  uf  sites  for  three  sucli  institutions.  No  ap- 
propriation has,  however,  !;een  made  to  carry  the  act  into  effect,  and  the 
old  and  discreditable  condition  still  exists. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  at  this  time  to  re{>eat  the  considerations  which 
make  an  impregnable  ca.se  in  favor  of  the  ownership  and  management  by 
the  Govenrment  of  the  penal  institutions  in  which  Federal  prisoners  are 
confined.  I  simply  desire  to  again  urge  former  recommendations  on  the 
subject  and  t(j  particularly  call  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  that  part 
of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  which  he  states  that  the  military 
prison  at  Fort  I^avenworth,  Kans.  ,can  be  turned  over  to  the  Govern- 
ment as  a  prisfju  for  Federal  convicts  without  the  least  difficulty  and 
with  an  actual  saving  of  money  from  every  point  of  vnew. 

Pending  a  more  complete  reform ,  I  hojje  that  by  the  adoption  of  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Secretary  of  War  this  easy  step  may  be  taken  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  proper  care  of  its  convicts  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  presents  a  comprehensive  state- 
ment of  the  operations  of  the  Post -Office  Department  for  the  last  fv«.ca.\ 
year.

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The  receipts  of  the  Department  during  the  year  amounted  to  I75,- 
080,479.04  and  the  expeuditures  to  $84,324,414.15. 

The  transactions  of  the  postal  service  indicate  with  barometric  cer- 
tainty the  fluctuations  in  the  business  of  the  countrA'.  Inasmuch,  there- 
fore, as  business  complications  continued  to  exist  throughout  the  last  year 
to  an  luifurcseen  e.xtetit,  it  is  not  surprising  tliat  the  deficiency  of  rev- 
enue to  meet  the  expenditures  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  which  wxs 
estimated  in  advance  at  about  $S, 000, 000,  should  l>e  exceeded  by  nearly 
$1,225,000.  The  ascertaine<l  revenues  of  the  last  year,  which  were  the 
basis  of  calculation  for  the  current  year,  being  less  than  estimated,  the 
deficiency  for  the  current  year  will  be  correspondingly  greater,  though 
the  Postmaster-General  states  tliat  the  latest  indications  are  so  favorable 
that  he  confidently  predicts  an  increase  of  at  least  8  per  cent  in  the  reve- 
nues of  the  current  year  over  thase  of  the  last  year. 

The  exix:nditures  increase  steadily  and  necessarily  with  the  growth 
and  needs  of  the  countn.',  so  that  the  deficiency  is  greater  or  less  in  any 
year,  dependitrg  upon  the  volume  of  receipts. 

The  Postmaster-General  states  that  this  deficiency  is  unnecessarj-  and 
might  be  obviated  at  once  if  the  law  regulating  rates  upon  mail  matter 
of  the  second  class  was  motlified.  The  rate  received  for  the  transmis- 
sion of  this  second-class  matter  is  i  cent  per  pound,  while  the  cost  of  such 
transnii.ssion  to  the  Government  is  eight  times  that  amount.  In  the  gen- 
eral terms  of  the  law  this  rate  covers  newspapers  and  periodicals.  The 
extensions  of  the  meaning  of  these  tenns  from  time  to  time  have  admitted 
to  the  privileges  intended  for  legitimate  newspapers  and  periodicals  a 
surprising  range  of  publications  and  created  abuses  the  cost  of  which 
amounts  in  the  aggregate  to  the  total  deficiency  of  the  Post -Office  De- 
partment. Pretended  newspapers  are  started  by  business  houses  for  the 
mere  purpose  of  advertising  goods,  complying  with  the  law  in  form  only 
and  discontinuing  the  publications  as  soon  as  the  periotl  of  advertisiag 
is  over.  "Sample  copies"  of  pretended  newspapers  are  issued  in  glE^J 
numbers  for  a  like  purpose  only.  The  result  is  a  great  loss  of  revei^^| 
to  the  Government,  besides  its  humiliating  use  as  an  agency  to  aid  in 
carrj'ing  out  the  scheme  of  a  business  house  to  advertise  its  goods  by 
means  of  a  trick  upon  both  its  rival  houses  and  the  regular  and  Inti- 
mate newspapers.  Paper-covered  literature,  con.sisting  mainly  of  trashy 
novels,  to  the  extent  of  many  thousands  of  tons  is  sent  through  the  mails 
at  I  cent  per  pound,  while  the  publishers  of  standard  works  are  required 
to  pay  eight  times  that  amount  in  sending  their  publications.  Another 
abuse  consists  in  tlie  free  carriage  through  the  mails  of  hundreds  of  tons 
of  seed  and  grain  uselessly  distributed  through  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture.    The  Postmaster-General  predicts  that  if  the  law  be  so  amended 

♦o  eradicate  these  abuses  not  only  will  the  Post-Office  Department  show 
eficiencN",  but  he  believes  \\\al  iu  the  near  future  all  legitimate  news- 
rs  and  periodical  tnagazines  m\g\\\.\3fc  \«ov«Vi  \x^ssso!:\\3utA.  vtesogh 


the  maiLs  to  their  sub-scribers  free  of  cost.  I  in\nte  your  prompt  consid- 
eration of  this  subject  and  fully  indorse  the  views  of  the  Postmaster- 
General. 

The  total  number  of  post-offices  in  the  United  States  on  the  30th  day 
bf  June,  1894,  was  69,805,  au  increase  of  1,403  over  the  preceding  year. 
Of  the-se,  3,428  were  Presidential,  au  increase  in  that  cla,ss  of  68  over  the 
preceding  year. 

Six  hundred  and  ten  cities  and  towns  are  provided  with  free  delivery. 
Ninety-three  other  cities  and  towns  entitled  to  this  service  under  the  law 
have  not  been  accorded  it  on  account  of  insufficient  funds.  The  expense 
of  free  delivery  for  the  current  fiscal  year  will  be  more  than  $12,300,000, 
and  under  existing  legislation  this  item  of  expenditure  is  subject  to  con- 
stant increase.  The  estimated  cost  of  rural  free  deliven.^  generally  is  .so 
very  large  that  it  ought  not  to  lie  considered  in  the  present  condition  of 
Mffairs. 

During  the  year  830  additional  domestic  money-order  offices  were  estab- 
lished. The  total  number  of  these  offices  at  the  close  of  the  year  was 
19,264.  There  were  14,304,041  money  orders  issued  during  the  year, 
being  an  increase  over  the  prececUug  year  of  994,306.  The  value  of 
these  orders  amounted  to  $138,793,579.49,  an  increase  of  $1 1,217,145.84. 

f'here  were  also  issued  dimng  the  year  postal  notes  amounting  to  $I2,- 
49.o94•55• 
Du^ing  the  year  218  international  money-order  offices  were  added  to 
tho.se  already  established,  making  a  total  of  2,625  such  offices  in  operation 
June  30, 1894.     '^^^  number  of  international  money  orders  issued  during 
the  year  was  917,823,3  decrease  in  numlier  of  138,176,  and  their  value 
was  $13,792,455.31,  a  decrease  in  amount  of  $2,549,382.55.     The  num- 
ber of  orders  paid  was  361,180,  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of 
60,263,  and  their  value  was  $6,568,493.78,  an  increase  of  $1,285,1 18.08. 
I    From  the  foregoing  statements  it  appears  that  the  total  issue  of  money 
prders  and  postal  notes  for  the  year  amounted  to  $165,235,129.35. 
p    The  number  of  letters  and  packages  mailed  during  the  year  for  special 
delivery  was  3,436,970.     The  special-delivery  stamps  used  upon  these 
letters  and  packages  amounted  to  $343,697.     The  mes.sengers'  fees  paid 
for  their  delivery  amounted  to  $261 ,209.70,  leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of 
;he  Government  of  $82,487.30. 
The  report  shows  most  gratifying  results  in  the  way  of  economies 
orked  out  without  affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  postal  service.     These 
jonsist  in  the  abrogation  of  steamship  subsidy  contracts,  reletting  of  mail 
ransportation  contracts,  and  in  the  cost  and  amount  of  supplies  used  in 
he  service,  amounting  in  all  to  $16,619,047.42. 

This  report  also  contains  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  hi.story  of  the 
fniversal  Postal  Union,  an  arrangement  which  amounts  practically  to 
e  establishment  of  one  postal  system  for  the  ewtite  cvjiXvisA  vjc»\\<i, 
peciaJ  attention  is  directed  to  this  subject  at  iVus  time,  m  viitvj  o'i-  ^^^ 
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fact  that  the  next  congress  of  the  union  will  meet  in  Washington  in  1897, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  timely  action  will  Ix:  taken  in  tht  directjoo  c*f  per- 
fecting preparations  for  that  event. 

The  Postmaster-General  renews  the  suggestion  made  in  a  previous 
report  that  the  Department  organization  be  increased  to  the  extent  of 
creating  a  direct  district  supervision  of  all  postal  affairs,  and  in  this  Mig- 
gestion  I  fully  concur. 

There  are  now  connected  with  the  Post-Office  estabhshment  32,661 
employees  who  are  in  the  classified  service.  This  includes  many  wlio 
have  been  classified  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Postmaster-General.  He 
states  that  another  year's  experience  at  the  head  of  the  Department 
ser^'^es  only  to  strengthen  the  conviction  as  to  the  excellent  working  of 
the  civil-servnce  law  in  this  branch  of  the  pubUc  sen'ice. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Na\->',  which 
shows  very  gratifying  progress  in  the  construction  of  ships  for  otir  ncn' 
Navj'.  All  the  vessels  now  building,  including  the  three  torpedo  boats 
autliorized  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  and  excepting  the  first-class  bat- 
tle ship  IcrzLia,  will  probably  be  completed  during  the  coming  fLscal  year. 

The  estimates  for  the  increase  of  the  Na\'y  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1896,  are  large,  but  they  include  practically  the  entire  sum  necessary 
to  complete  and  equip  all  the  new  ships  not  now  in  commission,  so  th.il 
unless  new  ships  are  authorized  the  appropriations  for  the  naval  .serv- 
ice for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897,  should  fall  below  the  estimate* 
for  the  coming  year  liy  at  least  $12,000,000. 

The  Secretary  presents  with  much  earnestness  a  plea  for  the  authori- 
zation of  three  additional  battle  ships  and  ten  or  twelve  toqiedo  Ixats. 
While  the  unarmored  ves.sels  heretofore  authorized,  including  those  now 
Hearing  completion,  will  constitute  a  fleet  which  it  isbelie\'ed  is  sufficient 
for  ordinarj'  cruising  purposes  in  time  of  peace,  we  have  now  completed 
and  in  process  of  construction  but  four  first-class  battle  ships  and  btit  few 
torpedo  boats.  If  we  are  to  have  a  navy  for  warlike  operations,  offensiw 
and  defensive,  we  certainly  ought  to  increase  both  tlie  inimber  of  battle 
ships  and  torpe<lo  lx)ats. 

The  maimfacture  of  armor  requires  expensive  plants  and  the  aggr^- 
tion  of  many  skilled  workmen.  All  the  armor  necessary  to  complete  tht 
vessels  now  ])uilding  will  be  delivered  liefore  the  i.st  of  June  next.  If  no 
new  contracts  are  given  out,  contractors  uuist  disbantl  their  workmen  atiii 
their  plants  must  lie  idle.  Battle  ships  authorized  nt  this  time  would  no*  Tjc 
well  under  way  until  late  in  the  coming  fiscal  year,  and  at  least  thi 
and  a  half  from  the  date  of  the  contract  would  be  re<juired  fur  \h< 
pletioD.  The  Secretary  states  that  not  more  than  15  per  cent  of  the  cnrt 
of  such  ships  need  be  inchided  in  the  appropriations  U\r  f'  .  ir. 

I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the  onistrnti  iial 

l>attle  ships  and  toqiedo  boats. 

The  Secretary  recoitmieuds  the  manufacture  not  cmiy  ot  a  reacn*

supply  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  material  for  ships  of  the  Na\y,  but  also 
a  supply  for  the  auxiliary  fleet.  Guns  and  their  appurtenances  should  he 
provided  and  kept  on  hand  for  l>oth  these  purposes.  We  have  not  to-day 
a  single  gun  that  could  lae  put  upou  the  ships  Paris  or  Neiv  York  of  the 
International  Navigation  Company  or  any  other  ship  of  our  reser\'e  Navy. 

The  manufacture  of  guns  at  the  Washington  Navy-Yard  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily,  and  none  of  our  new  ships  will  be  required  to  wait  for  their 
guns  or  ordnance  equipment. 

An  important  order  has  been  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Nav)'  coor- 
dinating the  duties  of  the  several  bureaus  concerned  in  the  construction 
of  ships.  This  order,  it  is  beUeved,  will  secure  to  a  greater  extent  than  has 
heretofore  been  possible  the  harmonious  action  of  these  several  bureaus 
and  make  the  attainment  of  the  l>est  results  more  certain. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  has  been  an  usmsual  and  pressing  de- 
mand in  manj'  quarters  of  the  world  for  the  presence  of  vessels  to  guard 
American  interests. 

In  Januar>"  last,  during  the  Brazilian  in.surrection,  a  large  fleet  was  con- 
centrated in  the  harbor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The  vigorous  action  of  Rear- 
Admiral  Benhani  in  protecting  the  personal  and  commercial  rights  of  our 
citizens  during  the  disturbed  conditions  afforded  results  which  will,  it 
is  believed,  have  a  far-reaching  and  wholesome  influence  whenever  in 
like  circumst'uces  it  may  become  necessary  for  our  naval  comniauders 
to  interfere  on  behalf  of  our  people  in  foreign  ports. 

The  war  now  in  progress  l>etween  China  and  Japan  has  rendered  it 
necessary'  or  expedient  to  dispatch  eight  vessels  to  those  waters. 

Both  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Navy  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
recommend  the  transfer  of  the  work  of  the  Coast  Survey  proper  to  the 
Navy  Department.  I  heartily  concur  in  this  recommendation.  Exclud- 
ing Alaska  and  a  very  small  area  besides,  all  the  work  of  mapping  and 
charting  our  coasts  has  been  completed.  The  hydrographic  work,  which 
must  be  done  over  and  o\'er  again  by  reason  of  the  shifting  and  varying 
depths  of  water  consequent  upon  the  action  of  streams  and  tides,  has 
heretofore  been  done  under  the  direction  of  naval  ofBcers  in  subordina- 
tion to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Coast  Survey.  There  seems  to  lie  no 
good  reason  why  the  Navy  should  not  have  etitire  charge  hereafter  of 
such  work,  especially  as  the  Hydrographic  Office  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment is  now  and  has  been  for  many  years  engaged  in  making  efficient 
inap>s  entirely  similar  to  those  prepared  by  the  Coast  »Sur\''ey. 

I  feel  it  my  imperative  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  Secretary  in  regard  to  the  ix?rsi>niiel  of  the  line  of  the  Navy. 
The  stagnation  of  promotion  in  this  the  vital  branch  of  the  service  is  so 
great  as  to  seriously  impair  its  efficiency. 

I  consider  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  young  and  middle- 
aged  officers  should  before  the  eve  of  retirement  be  penavtted.  Xo  i^asJft. 
a  grade  entitling  them  to  active  and  important  duty. 
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The  system  adopted  a  few  years  ago  regulating  the  employmetit  of  1 
at  the  navy -yards  is  rigidly  upheld  and  has  fully  demonstrated  its ' 
fulness  and  expediency.     It  is  within  the  domain  of  civil-sennce  refo 
inasmuch  as  workmen  are  employed  tlirough  a  board  of  labor  select 
at  each  navy-yard  and  are  given  work  without  reference  to  politics 
in  theorder  of  their  application,  preference,  however,  being  given  to  Army 
and  Navy  veterans  and  those  having  former  na\^'-yard  experience. 

Amendments  suggested  by  experience  Irnve  been  made  to  the  rule 
regulating  the  system.     Through  its  operation  the  work  at  our  na\7-l 
yards  has  been  vastly  improved  in  eiBciency  and  the  opportunity  to  wurlcj 
has  been  honestly  and  fairly  awarded  to  willing  and  competent  appUcaots.  J 

It  is  hoped  that  if  this  system  coiiUuues  to  be  strictly  adhered  to 
will  .soon  be  as  a  natural  consequence  such  au  equalization  of  party 
as  will  remove  all  temptation  to  relax  or  abandon  it. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  exhibits  the  situation" 
the  numerous  and  interesting  branches  of  the  public  service  connecte 
with  his  Department.     I  commend  this  report  and  the  valuable  recom- 
meudations  of  the  Secretan.'  to  the  careful  attention  of  the  Congress. 

The  public  land  disposed  of  during  the  year  amomued  to  10,406,100.77! 
acres,  including  28,876.05  of  Indian  lands. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  public  domain  still  remainmg  amouuLs  tu  il 
little  more  than  600,000,000  acres,  including,  however,  about  3»x>,o«)o.c»."0| 
acres  in  Alaska,  as  well  as  military  reservations  and  railroad  and  other 
selections  of  lands  yet  unadjudicated. 

The  total  cash  receipts  from  sale  of  lauds  amounted  to  $2, 674,2^5. 70,' 
including  $91,981.03  received  for  Indian  lands. 

Thirty-five  thousand  patents  were  issued  for  agricultural  i.nKiy,.  nw. 
3,100  patents  were  issued  to  Indians  on  allotments  of  their  holdings  ml 
severalty,  the  land  so  allotted  being  inalienable  by  the  Indian  allottees] 
for  a  period  of  twenty -five  years  after  patent. 

There  were  certified  and  patented  on  account  of  railroad  and  wagon- 1 
road  grants  during  the  year  865,556.45  acres  of  land,  and  at  the  close  of  j 
the  year  29,000,000  acres  were  embraced  in  the  lists  of  selections  madej 
by  railroad  and  wagon-road  companies  and  awaited  settlement. 

The  selections  of  swamp  lands  and  that  taken  as  indemnity  thercfofj 
since  the  passage  of  the  act  providing  for  the  same  in  1849  omonnt  \o\ 
nearly  or  quite  80.500.000  acres,  of  which  58,000,000  have  been  patentci] 
to  States.  About  138,000  acres  were  patented  during  the  husl  ytax.\ 
Nearly  820,000  acres  of  School  and  etlucation  grants  were  ar'" 
ingthe  year,  and  at  its  close  t, 250,363. Ri  acres  rematnetl  un 

It  appears  that  the  appropriation  for  the  current  year  on  actxiant  of  J 
special  service  for  the  protection  of  the  public  lands  anfl  ''-•  "■^\ 
thereon  is  much  less  than  those  for  previous  years,  and  ii.  fo 

an  efficient  performance  of  the  work.     A  larger  sum  of  money  than 
been  appropriated  during  a  number  of  ytax^  past  on  this  aocouut  liob  ' 
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returned  to  the  Government  as  a  result  of  the  lalx)r.s  of  those  einiiloyed 
in  the  particular  ser\-ice  mentioned,  and  I  hope  it  will  not  be  crippled  by 
insufficient  appropriation. 

I  fully  indorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  that  adequate 
protection  l)e  provided  for  our  forest  reser\'es  and  that  a  comprehensi\e 
forestry  system  be  inaugurated.  Such  keepers  and  superintendents  as 
are  necessar>'  to  protect  the  forests  already  reser\'ed  should  Ix;  provided. 
1  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be  an  abandonment  of  the  policy 
sanctioned  by  present  laws  under  which  the  Government,  for  a  verj'  small 
cousideration,  is  rapidly  Io.Miig  title  to  immense  tracts  of  land  covered 
with  timber,  which  should  be  proi>erly  reser\'ed  as  permanent  sources  of 
timber  supply. 

The  suggestion  that  a  change  be  made  in  the  manner  of  securing  sur- 
veys of  the  public  lands  is  especially  worthy  of  consideration.  I  am 
satisfied  that  these  surveys  should  l)e  made  by  a  corps  of  coniiietent  sur- 
veyors under  the  immechate  control  and  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office. 

Ati  exceedingly  inijwjrtant  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  relates  to 
the  manner  in  whicli  contests  and  litigated  cases  growing  out  of  efforts 
to  obtain  Government  land  are  determined.  The  entire  testimony  upon 
which  these  controversies  depend  in  all  their  stages  is  taken  liefore  the 
local  registers  and  receivers,  and  yet  these  officers  have  no  power  to  sub- 
poena witnesses  or  to  enforce  their  attendance  to  testify.  These  cases, 
numbering  three  or  four  thousand  annually,  are  sent  by  the  local  offi- 
cers to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  for  his  action.  The 
exigencies  of  his  other  duties  oblige  him  to  act  upon  the  decisions  of  the 
registers  and  receivers  without  an  opfxartunity  of  thorough  personal  ex- 
amination. Nearly  2,000  of  these  cases  are  apiK?aled  annually  from  the 
Commissioner  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Burdened  with  other  im- 
portant aduiiuistrativ^e  duties,  his  determination  of  these  appeals  must  be 
almost  perfunctory  and  based  upon  the  examination  of  others,  though 
this  determiuation  of  the  Secretary  operates  as  a  final  adjudication  upon 
rights  of  ver>'  great  importance. 

I  concur  in  the  opinion  that  the  Commissioner  of  .the  General  Land 
Office  should  be  relieved  from  the  duty  of  deciding  litigated  land  cases, 
that  a  nonpartisan  court  should  be  created  to  pass  on  such  cases,  and  that 
the  decisions  of  this  court  should  be  final,  at  least  so  far  as  the  decisions 
of  the  Department  are  now  final.  The  proposed  court  might  be  given 
authority  to  certify  questions  of  law  in  matters  of  especial  importance  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  or  the  court  of  appeals  for  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  decision.  The  creation  of  such  a  tribunal  would 
expedite  the  disposal  of  cases  and  insure  decisions  of  a  more  satisfactory 
diaracter.  The  registers  and  receivers  who  originally  hear  and  decide 
these  disputes  should  be  invested  with  authority  to  cornel  \v\VQ!e;^K&V:i 
attend  and  testify  before  them. 
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Though  the  condition  of  the  Indians  shows  a  steady'  and  healthy  prog- 
ress, their  situation  is  not  satisfactory  at  all  points.  Some  of  them  to 
whom  allotments  of  land  have  Iseen  made  are  found  to  be  unable  or  dis- 
inclined to  follow  agricultural  pursuits  or  to  otherwise  tieneficially  manage 
their  land.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  Cheyennes  and  Arapahoes,  who, 
as  it  appears  by  reports  of  their  agent,  have  in  many  instances  never  been 
located  upon  their  allotments,  and  in  some  cases  do  not  even  know  where 
their  allotments  are.  Their  condition  has  deteriorated.  They  are  not 
self-supporting  and  they  hve  in  camps  and  .spend  their  time  in  idleness. 

I  have  always  Ijelieved  that  allotments  of  resen-ation  lands  to  Indians 
in  severalty  should  be  made  sparingly,  or  at  least  slowly,  and  \i-ith  the 
utmost  caution.  In  these  days,  when  white  agriculturists  and  stock 
raisers  of  experience  and  intelligence  find  their  lot  a  hard  one.  we  ought 
not  to  expect  Indians,  unless  far  advanced  in  civilization  and  habits  of 
industrj- ,  to  support  themselves  on  the  small  tracts  of  land  usually  allotted 
to  them. 

If  the  self-supporting  scheme  by  allotment  fails,  the  wretched  pauper- 
ism of  the  allottees  which  results  is  worse  than  their  original  condition 
of  regulated  dependence.  It  is  e\-ident  that  the  evil  consequences  of  ill- 
advised  allotment  are  intensified  in  cases  where  the  false  step  can  not  be 
retraced  on  account  of  the  purchase  by  the  Government  of  reser%'ation 
lands  remaining  after  allotments  are  made  and  the  disposition  of  such 
remaining  lands  to  settlers  or  purchasers  from  the  Government. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  proper  solution  of  the  Indian  problem  and  the 
success  of  every-  step  taken  in  that  direction  depend  to  a  very  large  extent 
upon  the  intelligence  and  honesty  of  the  re.«er\-ation  agents  and  the  inter- 
est they  have  in  their  work.  An  agent  fitted  for  his  place  can  do  much 
toward  preparing  the  Indians  under  his  charge  for  citizenship  and  allot- 
ment of  their  lands,  and  his  ad>-ice  as  to  any  matter  concerning  their 
welfare  wnll  not  mislead.  An  unfit  agent  will  make  no  effort  to  advance 
the  Indians  on  his  reser\'ation  toward  civilization  or  preparation  for  allot- 
ment of  lands  in  severalty,  and  his  opinion  as  to  their  condition  in  this 
and  other  regards  is  heedless  and  valueless. 

The  indications  are  that  the  detail  of  array  oflScers  as  Indian  agents 
will  result  in  improved  management  on  the  reserx-ations. 

Whenever  allotments  are  made  and  any  Indian  on  the  reservation  has 
previously  settled  upon  a  lot  and  cultivated  it  or  shown  a  disposition  to 
improve  it  in  any  way.  such  lot  should  certainly  lie  allotted  to  him,  and 
this  should  be  made  plainly  obligatory-  by  statute. 

In  the  light  of  experience  and  considering  the  uncertainty  of  tlie  Indian 
situation  and  its  exigencies  in  the  future,  I  am  not  only  disposed  to  be 
very  cautious  in  making  allotments,  but  I  incline  to  agree  with  tlie  Sec- 
^retarj*  of  the  Interior  in  the  opinion  that  when  allotments  are  made  the^ 
ince  of  reservation  land  remaining;  after  allotment,  instead  of 
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with  such  scandals  and  unfair  practices  as  seem  unavoidable,  shonld  re- 
main for  a  time  at  least  as  common  land  or  be  sold  by  the  Goveniment 
on  behalf  of  the  Indians  in  an  orderly  way  and  at  fixed  prices,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  its  location  and  desirability,  and  that  the  proceeds,  less  exf»enses, 
shotdd  be  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indian  proprietors. 

The  intelligent  Indian -schix>l  management  of  the  past  year  has  been 
followed  by  gratifying  results.  KfTorts  have  l^een  made  to  advance  the 
work  in  a  sound  and.  practical  manner.  Five  institutes  of  Indian  teach- 
ers have  been  held  during  the  year,  and  have  proved  very  beneficial 
through  the  views  exchanged  and  methods  discussed  particularly  appli- 
cable to  Indian  education. 

Efforts  are  being  made  in  the  direction  of  a  gradual  reduction  of  the 
number  of  Indian  contract  schools,  so  that  in  a  comparatively  short  time 
they  may  give  way  altogether  to  Government  schools,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  change  may  be  so  gradual  as  to  be  jierfected  without  too  great 
expense  to  the  Government  or  undue  disregard  of  investments  made  by 
those  who  have  established  and  are  maintaining  such  contract  schools. 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  year,  ending  June  30,  1895,  applica- 
ble to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Indian  ser\'ice  amounts  to  $6,733,- 
003. 18,  being  less  by  $663,240.64  than  the  stun  appropriated  on  the  same 
account  for  the  previous  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  on  the  30th  day  of  June.  1894,  there 
were  969,544  persons  on  our  pension  rolls,  Ijeiiig  a  net  increase  of  3,532 
over  the  number  reported  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

These  pensioners  may  be  classified  as  follows:  Soldiers  and  sailors  sur- 
vivors of  all  wars,  753,96>t;  widows  and  relatives  of  deceased  soldiers. 
215,162;  army  nurses  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  414.  Of  these  pen- 
sioners 32,039  are  surviving  soldiers  of  Indian  and  other  wars  prior  to 
the  late  Civil  War  and  the  widows  or  relatives  of  such  .soldiers. 

The  remainder,  numbering  937,505,  are  receiving  pensions  on  account 
of  the  rebellion,  and  of  these  469,344  are  on  the  rolls  under  the  authority 
of  the  act  of  June  27,  1M90,  sometimes  ciUed  the  dependent-pen.iiou  law. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  pensions  during  the  year  was  $139,- 
804,461.05,  leaving  an  unexpended  Ijalance  from  the  sum  appropriated 
of  $25,205,712.65. 

The  sum  necessary  to  meet  pension  expenditures  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1896,  is  estimated  at  $i4o.cxx"),ooo. 

The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  year  1895, 
being  the  thirtieth  after  the  close  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  must, 
according  to  all  sen.sible  human  calculation,  see  the  highest  limit  of  the 
pension  roll,  and  that  after  that  year  it  mii.st  l>egin  to  decline. 

The  claims  pending  in  the  Bureau  have  decreased  more  thau  90, 
during  the  year.     A  large  proportion  of  the  new  claims  filed  ate. 
increa.se  of  pen.sion  by  those  now  on  the  r»i\ls. 
■      The  niinilier  of  certificates  issued  was  80,2 1  j. 
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The  names  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  all  causes  during  the  year  num- 
bered 37.951. 

Among  our  pensioners  are  9  widows  and  3  daughters  of  soldiers  of  the 
Revolution  and  45  survivors  of  the  War  of  18 12. 

The  barefaced  and  extensive  pension  frauds  exposed  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  courageous  and  generous  veteran  soldier  now  at  the  head  di 
the  Bureau  leave  no  room  for  the  claim  that  no  purgation  of  our  pen 
sion  rolls  >\-as  needed  or  that  continued  vigilance  and  prompt  action  are 
not  necessary-  to  the  same  end. 

The  accusation  that  an  effort  to  detect  pension  frauds  is  e\adence  cl 
unfriendliness  toward  our  vvortln-  veterans  and  a  denial  of  their  claims 
to  the  generosity  of  the  Government  suggests  an  unfortuiiate  indiffer- 
ence to  the  commission  of  any  offense  which  has  for  its  motive  the  secur- 
ing of  a  pension  aud  indicates  a  willingness  to  be  blind  to  the  existencft 
of  mean  and  treacherous  crimes  which  play  upon  demagogic  fears  and 
make  sport  of  the  patriotic  impulse  of  a  grateful  people. 

The  completion  of  the  Eleventh  Census  is  now  in  charge  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  I^bor.  The  total  disbursements  on  account  of  the  work  far 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1S94,  amounted  to  $10,365,676.81.  At  the 
close  of  tlie  year  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  Census  Office 
was  679;  at  present  there  are  alx>ut  40a  The  whole  numlier  of  volutncft 
necessary  to  comprehend  the  Eleventh  Census  will  be  25,  and  they  will 
contain  22,270  printed  pages.  The  assurance  is  confidently  made  that 
before  the  close  of  the  present  calendar  year  the  material  still  incomplete 
will  lie  practically  in  hand,  and  the  census  can  certainly  be  closed  by  the 
4th  of  March.  1S95.  After  that  the  re\'ision  and  proof  reading  necessary 
to  bring  out  the  volumes  will  still  be  required. 

The  text  of  the  census  volumes  has  been  limited  as  far  as  possible  to  the 
analysis  of  the  statistics  presetited.  This  method,  wliich  is  in  accx>rdance 
with  law,  has  caused  more  or  less  friction  and  in  some  instances  indi^aduat 
disappointment,  for  when  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  took  charge  of  thci 
work  he  found  much  matter  on  hand  which  according  to  this  rule  he  was 
compelled  to  discard.  The  census  is  being  prepared  according  to  the 
theory  that  it  is  designed  to  collect  facts  and  certify  them  to  the  public, 
not  to  elaborate  argvmients  or  to  present  persona]  \-iews. 

The  Secretary'  of  Agriculture  in  bis  report  reviews  the  operations  of 
his  Department  for  the  last  fiscal  year  and  makes  recommendations  for 
the  further  extension  of  its  usefulness.  He  repi>ns  a  saving  in  expendi- 
tures during  the  year  of  $600,000,  which  is  covered  back  into  the  Treas- 
ury.    This  sura  is  23  per  cent  of  the  entire  appropriation. 

A  special  study  has  been  made  of  the  demand  for  American  farm  prod- 
ucts in  all  foreign  markets,  especially  Great  Britain.     That  country  re- 
ceived from  the  United  States  during  the  nine  months  endii;     "         nber

During  the  first  six  months  of  1894  the  United  Kingdom  took  also 
113,000,000  pounds  of  dressed  beef  from  the  United  States,  valued  at 
nearly  $10,000,000. 

The  report  shows  that  during  the  nine  montli.s  immediately  preceding 
September  30,  1894,  the  United  States  exported  to  Great  Britain  222,- 
676,000  pounds  of  pork;  of  apples,  1,900,000  bushels,  valued  at  $2,500,- 
000,  and  of  horses  2,811,  at  an  average  value  of  $139  per  head.  There 
was  a  falling  off  in  Aiuerican  wheat  exports  of  13,500,000  bushels,  and 
the  Secretary  is  inclined  to  believe  that  wheat  may  not  in  the  future  be 
the  staple  export  cereal  product  of  our  country,  but  that  corn  will  con- 
tinue to  advance  in  importance  as  an  export  on  account  of  the  new  uses 
to  which  it  is  constantly  being  appropriated. 

The  exports  of  agricultural  products  from  the  United  States  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  amounted  to  $628,363,038,  being  72.28 
per  cent  of  American  exports  of  every  description,  and  the  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  took  more  than  54  per  cent  of  all  farm  products 
»findiug  foreign  markets. 
The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  undertaken  during  the  year  two 
new  and  important  lines  of  research.  The  first  relates  to  grasses  and 
forage  plants,  with  the  purpose  of  instructing  and  familiarizing  the  peo- 
ple as  to  the  distinctive  grasses  of  the  United  States  and  teaching  them 
how  to  introduce  valuable  foreign  forage  plants  which  may  lie  adapted 
to  this  ci>untr>'.  The  second  relates  to  agricultural  soils  and  crop  pro- 
duction, involving  the  analyses  of  samples  of  soils  from  all  sections  of  the 
American  Union,  to  demonstrate  their  adaptability  to  particular  plants 
and  crops.  Mechanical  analyses  of  soils  may  be  of  such  inestimable  util- 
ity that  it  is  foremost  in  the  new  lines  of  agricultural  research,  and  the 
Secretary  therefore  recommends  that  a  division  having  it  in  charge  be 
permanently  established  in  the  Department. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  Weather  Bureau  was  $951,100.  Of 
that  sum  $138,500,  or  14  jier  cent,  has  been  saved  and  is  returned  to  the 
Treasury. 
■  As  illustrating  the  usefulness  of  this  service  it  may  be  here  stated  that 
the  warnings  which  were  very  generally  given  of  two  tropical  storms 
occurring  in  8epteralx;r  and  October  of  the  present  year  resulted  iu  de- 
taining safely  in  port  2,305  vessels,  valued  at  $36,283,913.  laden  with 
cargoes  of  probably  still  greater  value.  What  is  much  more  important 
and  gratifying,  many  human  lives  on  these  ships  were  also  undoubtedly 
saved.  , 

The  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industr\'  was  $850,000, 
and  the  expenditures  for  the  year  were  only  $495,429.24,  thus  leaving 
unexpended  $354,570.76.  The  inspection  of  beef  animals  for  export 
and  interstate  trade  has  been  continued,  and  12,944,056  head  were  in- 
spected during  the  year,  at  n  co.st  of  i^  cents  per  \\ead ,  u^auxsX.  ^Vs,ct"N^\s. 
hr  iSgj.     The  amount  of  pork  microscopically  exammeA  was  T)=j  AVI  ^^Vl 
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pounds,  against  20,677,410  pounds  in  the  preceding 

this  itispectiou  has  been  diminished  from  8J^  cents  i>er  head  in  1893  to 

dyi  cents  in  1894. 

The  expense  of  inspecting  the  pork  sold  in  1894  to  Gemianj'  and  France 
by  the  United  States  was;f88.922.  to.  The  quantity  inspected  was  greater 
by  15,000,000  pounds  than  during  the  preceding  year,  when  the  cost  of 
such  inspection  was  $172,367.08.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  reconi' 
mends  that  the  law  providing  for  the  microscopic  inspection  of  export  and 
interstate  meat  be  so  amended  as  to  compel  owners  of  the  meat  inspectedi 
to  pay  the  cost  of  such  insjkection.  and  I  call  attention  to  the  argument$ 
presented  in  his  reptjrt  in  support  uf  this  recommendation. 

The  live  beef  cattle  exported  and  tagged  during  the  year  numbered 
353>535-     This  is  an  increase  of  69,533  head  over  the  previous  year. 

The  sanitary  iusi)ection  of  cattle  shipped  to  Europe  has  cost  an  aver* 
age  of  io3^  cents  for  each  animal,  and  the  cost  of  inspecting  Southern 
cattle  and  the  disinfection  of  cars  and  stock  yards  averages  2.7  cents  pet 
animal. 

The  scientific  inquiries  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  have  pro- 
gressed steadily  during  the  year.  Much  tul)erculin  and  raallein  have 
been  furnished  to  State  authorities  for  use  in  the  agricultural  college* 
and  experiment  stations  far  the  treatment  of  tul>erculosis  and  glanders. 

Quite  recently  thi.s  Department  has  puhli.shed  the  results  of  its  inve*- 
ligations  of  Inivine  tulKjrculosis,  and  its  researches  will  l>e  vigorously 
continued.  Certain  herds  in  the  District  of  Columbia  will  be  thoroughly 
inspected  and  will  probably  supply  adequate  scope  for  the  Department 
to  intelligently  prosecnte  its  scientific  work  and  furnish  sufficient  mate- 
rial for  pnrpises  of  illustration,  description,  and  definition. 

The  sterilization  of  milk  suspected  of  containing  the  Ixicilli  of  tubercu- 
losis has  lieen  during  the  year  very  thoroughly  explained  in  a  leaflet  hy 
Dr.  D.  E.  Salmon,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  and  given  general  circulatioD 
throughout  the  country. 

The  Office  uf  Experiment  Stations,  which  is  a  part  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  has  during  the  past  year  engaged  itself  al 
most  wholly  in  preparing  for  publication  works  hosed  upon  the  reports 
of  agricultural  exjieriment  stations  and  other  institutions  for  agricultural 
inrjniry  in  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries. 

The  Secretary'  in  his  report  for  1.S93  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
appropriations  made  for  the  support  of  the  experiment  stations  thniUKh- 
out  the  Union  were  the  only  monevs  taken  out  of  the  National  Treasure' 
by  act  of  Congress  for  which  no  accounting  to  Federal  authorities  was 
required.  Responding  to  this  suggestion,  the  Fifty-third  Congress,  ii» 
making  the  appropriation  for  the  Department  for  the  present  fiscal  year, 
provided  that—

In  obedience  to  this  law  the  Department  of  Agriculture  immediately 
sent  out  blank  foniis  of  expense  accounts  to  each  station,  anrl  proposes 
in  addition  to  make,  through  trusted  experts,  systematic  examination  of 
the  several  stations  during  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  by 
personal  investigation  the  detailed  information  necessary  to  enable  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  make,  as  the  statute  pro\'ides,  a  satisfactory 

■  report  to  Congress.  The  boards  of  management  of  the  several  stations 
with  great  alacrity  and  cordiality  have  approved  the  amendment  to  the 
law  providing  this  supervision  of  their  expenditures,  anticipating  that 

I  it  will  increase  the  eiBciency  of  the  stations  and  protect  their  directors 
and  managers  from  loose  charges  concerning  their  u.se  of  public  funds, 
besides  bringing  the  Department  of  Agriculture  into  closer  and  more 
confidential  relations  with  the  experimental  stations,  and  through  their 
joint  service  largely  increasing  their  usefulness  to  the  agriculture  of  the 
country. 
I  Acting  upon  a  recommendation  contained  in  the  report  of  1893,  Con- 
gress appropriated  $10,000  "to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
investigate  and  report  ui>i;in  the  nutritive  value  of  the  various  articles 

■  and  commodities  used  for  human  food,  with  special  suggestions  of  full, 
wholesome,  and  ed:l)le  rations  less  wasteful  aud  more  economical  than 
those  in  common  use." 

Under  this  appropriation  the  Department  has  prepared  and  now  has 
nearly  ready  for  distribution  an  elementar)'  discu.ssion  of  the  luitritive 
value  and  peciniiary  economy  of  foo<l.     When  we  consider  that  fully  otie- 

■  half  of  all  the  money  earned  by  the  wage  earners  of  the  civMlized  world  is 
expended  by  them  for  food,  the  imjxjrlance  and  utility  of  such  an  inv^es- 
tigation  is  apparent. 

The  Department  expended  in  the  fiscal  year  1893  $2,354,809.56,  and 
out  of  that  sum  the  total  amount  expended  in  scientific  research  was  45.6 
per  cent.  But  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  out  of  a  total  expendi- 
ture of  $1,948,988.38,  the  Department  applied  51.8  per  cent  of  that  .sura 
to  scientific  work  and  investigation.  It  is  therefore  very  plaiidy  observ- 
able that  tlie  economies  which  ha\e  been  practiced  in  the  administration 
of  the  Department  have  not  been  at  the  expense  of  scientific  research. 

The  recommendation  contained  in  the  rejiort  of  the  Secretar>'  for  1893 
that  the  vicious  system  of  promiscuous  free  distribution  i*f  its  departmeTi- 
tal  docinnents  l>e  aliaridoned  is  again  tirged.  These  publications  may 
well  be  furnished  without  cost  to  public  libraries,  educational  institu- 
tions, and  the  officers  and  libraries  of  States  and  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
eniment;  but  from  all  individuals  applying  for  them  a  price  covering 
the  cost  of  the  document  asked  for  should  be  required.  Thus  the  pub- 
lications and  documents  would  lie  sectired  by  those  \v\\o  TeaXVs*  ^«svxe. 
them  ior  proper  purposes.     ilaJfa  million  of  copies  ol  l\\e.  x<c^^  cS.  ^J»fc , 
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Secretary  off  Agricnttare  are  printed  for  distribotion.  at  an  annual  cost  of 
•boot  f>3OO.oo0L     Laij^e  mabers  dL  them  are  cumbering  storcrooias  at 
,  the  Caphol  and  the  shehres  of  secandband-book  stoics  thitMighout  the 
uuuutiv.    All  this  labor  and  waste  m^ht  be  avoided  if  the  recommen 
datioos  of  the  Sccietaij  were  adopted. 

The  Secretarr  also  again  reoonawnds  that  the  gratuitous  distribution 
of  seeds  cense  and  that  no  money  be  apfwopriated  for  that  purpose  except 
to  experiment  stations  He  retterates  the  reasons  given  iu  his  report  fur 
1893  ^  discaatinonig  this  unjustifiable  gratnity,  and  I  fully  conctir  in 
the  condnsMos  wfakh  he  has  reached. 

The  best  am  in.  of  the  statistician  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  the  nacertainmentt  by  dibgcnce  and  care,  of  the  actual  and  real  condi 
tkns.  iitTorable  or  tm&vofable.  of  the  farmers  and  farms  of  the  country 
and  to  seek  the  causes  whidi  produce  these  conditions,  to  the  end  that 
the  EkIs  ascertained  may  guide  their  intelligent  treatment 

A  further  important  utility  in  agricultural  statistics  is  found  in  their 
dnddation  of  the  relatioo  of  the  supply  of  farm  products  to  the  demand 
for  them  in  the  markets  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  world 

It  is  deemed  possible  that  an  agriculttn^al  census  may  be  taken  each 
year  throogh  the  agents  of  the  statistical  division  of  the  Department. 
Such  a  course  b  commended  for  trial  by  the  chief  of  that  division.  Its 
scxipe  would  be: 

( 1 )  The  area  tmder  cftch  of  the  more  important  crops. 

(2)  The  aggregate  prodncts  of  eadi  of  such  crops. 

(3)  The  quantity  of  wheat  and  com  in  the  hands  of  farmers  at  a  date 
after  the  spring  sowings  and  pbmtings  and  before  the  beginning  of  bar 
vest,  and  also  the  quantity  of  cotton  and  tobacco  remaining  in  the  hands 
of  planters,  either  at  the  same  date  or  at  some  other  designated  time 

The  cost  of  the  work  is  estimated  at  $500,000- 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  quality  of  the  statistician's  work  and  the  ii.itural 
and  acquired  fittiess  necessary  tu  its  successful  prosecution,  the  SecrelaT>' 
of  Agriculture  expresses  the  opinion  tliat  every  person  employed  in  gath- 
ering statistics  under  the  chief  of  that  division  should  be  admitted  to  that 
service  only  after  a  thorough,  exhaustive,  and  successful  examination  at 
the  hands  of  the  United  States  Ci\-il  Service  Commission.  This  lias  led 
him  to  call  for  such  examination  of  candidates  for  the  portion  of  assistiint 
statisticians,  and  also  of  candidates  for  chiefs  of  sections  in  that  di\-isic»n. 

■  The  work  done  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  very  superficially 

■  dealt  with  in  this  comniunication,  and  I  o-»mmeiid  tht  report  «if  the  Stf- 
I  retar>'  and  the  very  important  interests  with  which  it  deals  to  the  carvfitl 
I         attention  of  the  Congress. 

I  The  advantages  to  the  public  .ser\nce  of  an  adherence  to  the  principles 

^^^  of  civil  =;en-ice  reform  are  constantly  more  apparent,  and  nothinjj  is  so 
^^Benr-<  to  those  in  offic\a\  \\fe  who  honestly  ilesire  good  gm-ernmcnl 

^^B  easing  appreaallon  by  o\m  ajco^V  ol  >ih\'esfc  -&&>re3a!u&!ge&.    A  vast 
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majority  of  the  voters  of  the  land  are  ready  to  insist  that  the  time  and 
attention  of  those  they  select  to  perform  for  them  important  public  duties 
should  uot  be  distracted  by  doling  out  minor  offices,  and  they  are  growing 
to  be  unanimous  iu  regarding  party  organization  as  sometliing  that  should 
be  used  in  estabhshing  party  principles  instead  of  dictating  the  distribu- 
tion of  public  places  as  rewards  of  partisan  activity. 

Numerous  additional  offices  and  places  have  lately  been  brought  within 
civil-service  rules  and  regulations,  and  some  others  will  probably  soon  be 
included. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  will  be  submitted  to  the  Congress, 
and  I  invite  careful  attention  to  the  recommendations  it  contains. 

I  am  entirely  convinced  that  we  ought  not  to  be  longer  without  a 
national  board  of  health  or  national  health  officer  charged  with  no  other 
duties  than  such  as  pertain  to  the  protection  of  our  country  from  the 
invasion  of  pestilence  and  disease.  Tliis  would  involve  the  establish- 
ment by  such  board  or  officer  of  proper  quarantine  precautions,  or  the  nec- 
essary aid  and  counsel  to  local  authorities  on  the  subject;  prompt  advice 
and  assistance  to  local  lx)ards  of  health  or  health  officers  in  the  suppres- 
sion of  contagious  disease,  and  in  cases  where  there  are  no  such  local 
boards  or  officers  the  immediate  direction  by  the  national  board  or  officer 
of  measures  of  suppression;  constant  and  authentic  information  concern- 
ing the  health  of  foreign  countries  and  all  parts  of  our  own  countr>'  as 
related  to  contagious  diseases,  and  consideration  of  regulations  to  be 
enforced  in  foreign  ports  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagion  into 
our  cities  and  the  measures  which  should  be  adopted  to  secure  their 
enforcement. 

There  seems  to  be  at  this  time  a  decided  inclination  to  discuss  meas- 
ures of  protection  against  contagious  diseases  in  international  conference, 
with  a  view  of  adopting  means  of  mutual  assistance.  The  creation  ol 
such  a  national  health  establishment  would  greatly  aid  our  standing  in 
such  conferences  and  improve  our  opptjrtunities  to  avail  ourselves  of  their 
benefits. 

I  earnestly  reconnnend  the  inauguration  of  a  national  board  of  health 
or  similar  national  instrumentality,  believing  the  same  to  be  a  needed 
precaution  against  contagious  disease  and  in  the  interest  of  the  safety 
and  health  of  our  people. 

By  virtue  of  a  statute  of  the  United  States  passed  in  1888  I  appointed 
in  July  last  Hon.  John  D.  Keman,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  Hon. 
Nicholas  E.  Worthington,  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  form,  with  Hon. 
Carroll  D.  Wright,  Commissioner  of  Labor,  who  was  designated  by  said 
statute,  a  commission  for  the  purpose  of  making  careful  inquiry  into  the 
causes  of  the  controversies  between  certain  railroads  and  their  employees 
which  had  resulted  in  an  extensive  and  destructive  strike,  accompanied 
by  much  violence  and  dangerous  disturbance,  with  cot\s\Aev;BXi\e.  \c(ss>  c^ 
life  and  gr&it  destruction  of  property. 
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The  report  of  the  commissioners  has  been  submitted  to  me  and  will  be 
transmitted  to  tlie  Congress  \vith  the  evidence  taken  upon  their  iux-esti- 
gation. 

Their  work  has  been  well  done,  and  their  standing  and  intelligence  give 
assurance  that  the  report  and  suggestions  they  make  are  worthy  of  care- 
ful consideration. 

The  tariff  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Congress  needs  impor- 
tant amendments  if  it  is  to  be  executed  effectivelj'  and  with  certainty. 
In  addition  to  such  neces,sarA'  amendments  as  will  n(»t  change  rates  of 
duty,  I  am  still  very  decidedly  in  favor  of  putting  coal  aud  iron  upon  the 
free  list. 

So  far  as  the  sugar  schedule  is  concerned,  I  would  be  glad,  under  ex- 
isting aggravations,  to  see  every  particle  of  differential  duty  in  favor  of 
refined  sugar  stricken  out  of  our  tariff  law.  If  with  all  the  favor  now 
accorded  the  sngnr-refining  interest  in  onr  tariff  laws  it  still  languishes  to 
the  extent  of  closed  refineries  and  thousands  of  discharged  workmen, 
it  would  seem  to  present  a  hopeless  case  for  reasonable  legislative  aid. 
Whatever  else  is  done  or  omitted,  I  earnestly  repeat  here  the  recommen- 
dation I  ha\'e  made  in  another  portion  of  this  communication,  that  the 
additional  duty  of  one-tenth  of  a  cent  per  pound  laid  upon  sugar  imported 
from  countries  paying  a  bounty  on  its  export  be  abrogatetl.  It  seems 
to  me  that  exceedingly  important  considerations  point  to  the  propriety  of 
this  amendment. 

With  tlie  advent  of  a  new  tariff  policy  not  only  calculated  to  relieve 
the  consumers  of  our  huul  in  the  cost  of  their  daily  life,  but  to  inxite  a 
better  development  of  American  thrift  and  create  for  us  closer  and  more, 
profitable  counnercial  relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world,  it  follows  as  a 
logical  and  imperative  necessity  that  we  should  at  once  remove  the  chief 
if  not  the  only  obstacle  which  has  so  long  prevented  our  prarticipation  in 
the  foreign  carrying  trade  of  the  sea.  A  tariff  built  upon  the  theor>-  that 
it  is  well  to  check  imports  aud  that  a  home  market  should  liouud  the 
industry  and  eflFort  of  American  producers  was  fitly  supplemented  by  a 
refusal  to  allow  American  registry  to  vessels  built  abroad,  though  owned 
and  navigated  Iw  onr  people,  thus  exhibiting  a  willingness  to  abandon  all 
contest  for  the  advantages  of  American  transoceanic  carriage.  Our  new' 
tariff  poUcy,  built  upon  the  theory  that  it  is  well  to  encourage  such  im- 
portations as  onr  people  need,  and  that  our  products  and  manufactures 
should  find  markets  in  every  part  of  the  habitable  globe,  is  cousistently 
supplemented  by  the  greate.st  possible  liberty  to  our  citizens  in  the  own- 
ership and  navigation  of  ships  in  which  our  products  and  manufactures 
may  be  transported.  The  millions  now  paid  to  foreigners  for  carry- 
ing American  passengers  and  products  across  the  sea  should  be  turned 
into  American  hands.  Shipbuilding,  which  has  been  protected  to  stnin- 
giilation,  should  be  revived  by  the  prospect  of  prnfitable  employment  for 
'  ■  "s  when  built,  and  t\\e  A.menca,xv  ssuXot  sVowVt  \3«i  x^Mj^^jct^d  and 
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take  his  place — a  sturdy  and  industrious  citizen  in  time  of  peace 
and  a  patriotic  and  safe  defender  of  American  interests  in  the  day  of 
conflict. 

The  ancient  provision  of  our  law  denying  American  registry  to  ships 
built  abroad  and  owned  by  Americans  appears  in  the  light  of  present 
conditions  not  only  to  be  a  failure  for  good  at  every  point,  but  to  be 
nearer  a  relic  of  barbarism  than  anything  that  exists  under  the  permis- 
sion of  a  statute  of  tlie  United  States.  Tearnestly  recommend  its  prompt 
repeal. 

During  the  last  month  the  gold  reser\'erl  in  the  Treasury*  for  the  pur- 
pose of  redeeming  the  notes  of  the  Government  circulating  as  money  in 
the  hand.s  of  the  people  became  so  reduced  and  its  further  depletion  in  the 
near  future  seemed  so  certain  that  in  the  exercise  of  proper  care  for 
the  public  welfare  it  became  necessary  to  replenish  this  reserve  and  thus 
maintain  popular  faith  in  the  ability  and  determination  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  meet  as  agreed  its  pecuniary  obligations. 

It  would  have  been  well  if  in  this  emergency  authority  had  existed 
to  issue  the  lx>nds  of  the  Government  bearing  a  low  rate  of  interest  and 
maturing  within  a  short  period;  but  the  Congress  having  failed  to  confer 
such  authority,  resort  was  necessarily  had  to  the  resumption  act  of  1875, 
and  pursuant  to  its  pr«jvisi(jns  bonds  were  issued  drawing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  5  per  cent  per  annum  and  maturing  ten  years  after  their  issue, 
that  being  the  shortest  time  authori/.cd  by  the  act.  I  am  glad  to  say, 
however,  that  on  the  sale  of  these  Ijonds  the  premium  received  oiierated 
to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  to  i>e  paid  by  the  Government  to  less  than 
3  per  cent. 

Nothing  could  be  worse  or  further  removed  from  sensible  finance  than 
the  relations  existing  between  the  currency  the  Government  has  issued, 
the  gold  held  for  its  redemption,  and  the  means  which  must  l>e  resorted 
to  for  the  pur|x>se  of  replenishing  such  redemption  fund  when  impaired. 
Even  if  the  claims  upon  this  fund  were  confined  to  the  obligations  origi- 
nally intendetl  and  if  the  redemption  of  these  obligations  meant  their 
cancellation,  t!ie  fund  would  be  ver>'  small.  But  these  obligations  when 
received  and  redeeme*!  in  gold  are  not  canceled,  but  are  rei,ssued  and  may 
do  duty  many  times  by  way  of  drawing  gold  from  the  Treasury.  Thus 
we  have  an  endless  chain  in  operation  constantly  depleting  the  Trea.s- 
ury's  gold  and  never  near  a  final  rest.  As  if  this  was  not  bad  enough, 
we  have,  by  a  statutory  declaration  that  it  is  the  poUcy  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  maintain  the  parity  between  gold  and  silver,  aided  the  force 
and  momentum  of  this  exhausting  process  and  added  largely  to  the  cur- 
rency obligations  claiming  tlus  peculiar  gold  redemption.  Our  small 
gold  reserve  is  thus  subject  to  drain  from  every  side.  The  demands  that 
increase  our  danger  also  increase  the  neces.sity  of  protecting  this  reser\'e 
against  depletion,  and  it  is  most  inisatisfactory  to  know  XXvaV  ^Jae  -^tovwi- 
tion  afforded  is  only  a  temporary  palliation. 
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It  is  perfectly  and  palpably  plain  that  the  only  way  under  present  oon 
ditions  by  which  this  reserve  when  dangerously  depleted  can  be  replea 
ished  is  through  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  bonds  of  the  Government  lor 
gold,  and  yet  Congress  has  not  only  thus  far  declined  to  authorize  the 
issue  of  bonds  best  suited  to  such  a  purpose,  but  there  seeins  a  disposition 
in  some  quarters  to  deny  both  the  necessity  and  power  for  the  issue  of 
bouds  at  all. 

I  tan  not  for  a  moment  believe  that  any  of  our  citizens  are  deliberately 
willing  that  their  Govennnent  should  default  in  its  pecuniary  obhgatious 
or  that  its  financial  operations  should  be  reduced  to  a  silver  basis.  At 
any  rate,  I  should  nut  feel  that  my  duty  was  done  if  I  omitted  any  effort 
I  could  make  to  avert  such  a  calamity.  As  long,  therefore,  as  no  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  final  redemption  or  the  putting  aside  of  the  cur- 
rency obligation  now  used  to  repeatedly  and  constantly  draw  from  the 
Government  its  gold,  and  as  long  as  no  lielter  authority  for  bond  i^isues 
is  allowed  than  at  present  exists,  such  authority  will  be  utilized  when- 
ever and  as  often  as  it  becomes  necessary  to  maintain  a  saflBcient  gold 
Teser\'e,  and  in  abundant  time  to  save  the  cretlit  of  our  country  and  make, 
gotxl  tlie  financial  declarations  of  our  Government. 

Questions  relating  to  our  l>anks  and  currency  are  closely  connected 
with  the  subject  just  rt-ferred  to,  an«l  they  also  present  some  unsatisfac 
tory  features.     Prominent  among  them  are  the  lack  of  elasticity  in  our 
currency  circulation  and  its  fretiuent  concentration  in  financial  centers 
when  it  is  most  neetled  in  other  parts  of  the  countn,'. 

The  absolute  divorcement  of  the  Govennnent  from  the  business  ol 
banking  is  the  ideal  relationship  of  the  Government  to  the  drculaticKi 
of  the  currency  of  llie  country. 

This  condition  can  not  be  immediately  reached,  but  as  a  step  in  that 
direction  and  as  a  means  of  securing  a  more  elastic  currency  and  ob\Tat- 
ing  other  objections  to  the  present  arrangement  of  lank  circulation  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  presents  in  his  report  a  scheme  modif>-iiig 
present  banking  laws  and  providing  for  the  issue  ol  circulating  notes 
by  State  banks  free  from  taxation  under  certain  limitations. 

The  Secretary  explains  his  plan  so  plainly  aiul  its  adN-antages  are  de- 
veloped by  him  with  such  remarkable  clearness  that  any  effort  on  ni)" 
part  to  present  argument  in  its  support  would  l)e  superfluous.  I  shall 
therefore  content  iny.self  with  an  iniqualified  indorsement  of  the  Secre- 
tary's proposed  changes  in  the  law  and  a  brief  and  imperfect  statement 
of  their  prominent  features. 

It  is  j)roposed  to  repeal  all  laws  providing  for  the  deposit  of  United 
States  bonds  as  security  for  circulation;  to  permit  national  banks  to  issue 
circulating  notes  not  exceeding  in  amount  75  j^er  cent  of  their  paid-up 
and  unimpaired  capital,  providefl  they  deposit  with  the  Government  a*  a 
^ty  fund,  in  United  Stales  legal-lender  notes,  including  Treastin' 
1890,  a  sum  equa\  u\  avftoww.  xo  1,0  v^t  cewv  «A  Visit  -oates  they 
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desire  to  issue,  this  deposit  to  be  maintained  at  all  times,  but  whenever 
ain  Ijank  retires  any  part  of  its  circulation  a  projKjrtiona!  part  of  its  guar- 
anty fund  shall  be  returned  to  it;  to  permit  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
to  prepare  and  keep  on  hand  ready  for  issue  in  case  an  increase  in  circu- 
lation is  desired  blank  national-bank  notes  for  each  l>auk  having  circula- 
tion and  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  the  present  law  imposing  limitations 
and  restrictions  up«jn  banks  desiring  to  reduce  or  increase  tlieir  circula- 
tion, thus  permitting  such  increase  or  reduction  within  the  limit  of  75 
per  cent  of  capital  to  be  quickly  made  as  emergencies  arise. 

In  addition  to  the  guaranty  fund  required,  it  is  proposed  to  provide  a 
safety  fimd  for  the  immediate  redemption  of  the  circulating  notes  of  failed 
banks  by  imposing  a  small  annual  tax,  say  one-!ialf  of  i  per  cent,  upon 
the  average  circulation  of  each  hank  until  the  fund  amounts  to  5  percent 
of  the  total  circulation  outstanding.  When  a  txiuk  fails  its  guaranty  fun<l 
is  to  be  paid  into  this  safety  fund  and  its  notes  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the 
first  instance  from  such  s:ifety  fund  thus  aug^nented,  any  impairment  of 
such  fluid  caused  thereby  to  l;e  made  good  from  the  immediately  available  ' 
cash  assets  of  said  bank,  and  if  these  should  be  insufficient  such  impair- 
ment to  be  made  good  by  pro  rata  as.se.s.snieut  among  the  otlier  banks, 
their  contributions  constituting  a  first  lien  upon  the  assets  of  the  failed 
bank,  in  favor  of  the  contributing  banks.  As  a  further  security  it  is  con- 
templated that  the  existing  provision  fixing  the  individual  liability  of 
stockholders  is  to  be  retained  and  the  bank's  indebtedness  on  account 
of  its  circtdating  notes  is  to  Ix;  made  a  first  lien  on  all  its  assets. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expense  of  printing  notes,  official  super- 
vision, cancellation,  and  other  like  charges  there  shall  be  imposed  a  tax 
of  say  one- half  of  i  per  cent  per  annum  upou  the  average  amount  of  notes 
in  circulation. 

It  is  further  provided  that  there  shall  be  no  national-bank  notes  issued 
of  a  less  deiiomination  than  $10;  that  each  national  bank,  except  in  case 
of  a  failed  bank,  shall  redeem  or  retire  its  uotes  in  the  first  instance  at  its 
own  office  or  at  agencies  to  be  designated  by  it,  and  that  no  fixed  reserve 
need  be  maintained  on  account  of  dejKisits. 

Another  very  imirortaut  feature  of  this  plan  is  the  exemption  of  State 
banks  from  taxation  by  the  United  States  in  cases  where  it  is  shown  to 
the  sati.sfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  Comptroller  of  the 

(Currency  by  banks  claiming  such  exemption  that  they  have  not  had  out- 
.standing  their  circulating  notes  exceeding  75  per  cent  of  their  paid-up 
and  unimpaired  capital;  that  their  stockholders  are  individually  liable  for 
the  redemption  of  their  circulating  notes  to  the  full  extent  of  their  owner- 
ship of  stock;  that  the  liability  of  said  l>anks  upon  their  circulating  notes 
constitutes  under  their  State  law  a  first  lien  upon  their  as.sets;  that  .such 
banks  have  kept  and  maintained  a  guaranty  fund  in  United  States  legal- 
tender  notes,  including  Treasury  notes  of  1890,  e<\ua\  \o  •jp  •'^ec  ceviX  'a\ 
their  outstaudiag  circulating  notes,  and  that  sud\  Wu^  ^^a.Ne:  YCQiwv^^\^ 
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redeemed  their  circnlatti^  notes  when  presented  at  their  prind 
branch  offices. 

It  is  qtnte  likely  that  this  scheme  may  be  tisefully  amended  in  some 
its  details,  bat  I  am  satisfied  it  furnishes  a  basis  for  a  ver>-  great  improve- 
ment in  oar  present  banking  and  ctnrency  system. 

I  concltide  this  commtmication  folly  appreciating  that  the  responsibility 
for  all  legislation  affecting  the  people  of  the  United  States  rests  upon  thdr 
representatives  in  the  Coogress.  and  assuring  them  that,  whether  in  ac- 
cordance with  recommendations  I  have  made  or  not,  I  shall  be  glad  to 
cooperate  in  perfecting  any  legislation  that  tends  to  the  prosperity  and 


welfare  of  our  comitiy.

In  response  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  dated  December  6,  1894, 
requesting  that  copies  of  correspondence  in  regard  to  the  claim  of  Antonio 
Maximo  Mora  against  the  Government  of  Spain  exchanged  since  my  last 
message  to  the  Senate  on  the  same  subject,  dated  June  20,  1894,*  lie  com- 
municated to  it,  if  not  incompatible  with  the  public  interests,  I  transmit 
herewith  the  report  of  the  Secretarj'  of  State  on  the  matter,  with  accom- 
pauying  copies  of  correspondence.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  following  resolution  of  the  Senate,  passed 
on  3d  instant: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  rwiuested,  if  in  his  judgment  it  lie  not  incompeti- 
ble  ■with  the  public  interest,  to  comiininieate  to  the  Senate  any  inftimialion  he  uiay 
have  received  in  regard  to  alleged  cruelties  cointuitteti  upon  .\ruienians  in  Turkey, 
and  especially  whether  any  such  cruelties  have  been  committed  upon  citizens  who 
have  declared  their  intention  tn  become  naturalized  in  this  country  or  upon  persons  { 
because  of  their  l>eing  Christians. 

And  further,  to  infonii  the  Senate  whether  any  expostulations  have  been  addressed 
by  tliis  Government  to  the  Govemmeut  of  Turkey  in  regard  to  .such  matters  or  any 
proposals  made  by  or  to  this  Government  to  act  in  concert  with  other  Christian  pow- 
ers regarding  the  same. 

In  respon.se  to  said  resolution  I  lieg  leave  to  inform  the  Senate  that  I 
have  no  information  concerning  cruelties  committed  upon  Armenians  in 
Turkey  or  tipon  persims  because  of  their  being  Christians,  except  such 
information  as  has  been  derived  from  newspapers  and  statements  ema- 
nating from  the  Turkish  Government  denying  such  cruelties  and  two 
telegraphic  reports  from  our  minister  at  Constantinople. 

One  of  these  reports,  dated  November  28,  1894,  is  in  answer  to  an 
inquiry  by  the  State  Department  touching  reports  in  the  press  alleging 
the  killing  of  Armenians,  and  is  as  follows: 

Reports  in  American  papers  of  Turkish  atrocities  at  &issoun  are  sensational  and 
exaggerated.  The  killing  was  in  a  conflict  tietween  armetl  .Armenians  and  Turkish 
soldiers.  The  grand  vi/ier  says  it  was  necessary  to  suppress  insurrection,  and  that 
ahoiit  fifty  Turks  were  kille<i;  between  three  and  four  hundred  .'\rmenian  guns  were 
picked  up  after  the  fight,  and  reports  that  about  that  number  of  Armenians  were 
killed.     I  gi%'e  credit  to  his  statement. 

The  other  dispatch  referred  to  is  dated  December  2,  1894,  and  is  as 

follows: 

Information  from  Uritish  ambas,sa<lor  indicates  far  more  loss  of  lives  in  Armenia, 
attended  with  atrocities.,  than  stated  in  my  telegram  of  78\iv. 

•See  p.  478. 
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I  have  received  absolutely  no  information  concerning  any  cruelties 
comniitted  ' '  upon  citizens  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  become 
naturalized  in  this  country',"  or  upon  any  persons  who  had  a  right  to 
claim  or  have  claimed  for  any  reason  the  protection  of  the  United  States 
Government. 

In  the  alvsence  of  sudi  authentic  detailed  knowledge  on  the  subject  as 
would  justify  our  interference  no  "expostulations  have  l)eeu  addre&st?! 
by  this  Government  to  the  Goveniment  of  Turkey  in  regard  to  such 
matters, ' ' 

The  last  inquir>'  contained  in  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  touching 
these  allege^l  cruelties  seeks  information  concerning  ' '  any  proposals  ma^le 
by  or  to  this  Government  to  act  in  concert  with  other  Christian  powen 
regarding  the  same." 

The  first  proposal  of  the  kind  referred  to  was  made  by  the  Turkish 
Goveniment  through  our  minister  on  the  30th  day  of  November,  when 
the  Sultan  then  expressed  a  desire  that  a  consul  of  the  United  States  be 
sent  with  a  Turkish  commission  to  investigate  these  alleged  atrocities 
on  Armenians.  This  was  construed  as  an  invitation  on  the  part  of  the 
Turki.sli  Go\'emment  to  actually  take  part  with  a  Turkish  commission 
in  an  in\'cstigation  of  these  affairs  and  any  report  to  be  made  thereon, 
and  the  proposition  came  before  our  minister's  second  dispatch  was  re- 
ceivetl  and  at  a  time  when  the  l>est  infonnation  in  the  possession  of  our 
Government  was  derived  from  his  first  report,  indicating  that  the  state 
ments  made  in  the  press  were  sensational  and  exaggerated  and  that  the 
atrocities  alleged  really  did  not  exist.  This  condition  very  much  weak- 
ened any  motive  for  an  interference  based  on  considerations  of  bomaa- 
ity,  and  permitted  us  without  enibarrassment  to  pursue  a  course  plainly 
marked  out  by  other  controlling  incidents. 

By  a  treaty  entered  into  at  Berhn  in  the  year  1878  between  Turkey 
and  various  other  governments  Turkey  undertook  to  guarantee  protec- 
tion to  the  Armenians,  and  agreed  that  it  would  "periodically  make 
known  the  steps  taken  to  this  effect  to  the  powers,  who  will  superinteud 
their  application." 

Our  Government  was  not  a  party  to  this  treaty,  and  it  is  entirely  obvi- 
ous that  in  the  face  of  the  provisions  of  such  -treaty  above  recited  onr 
interference  in  the  projx>sed  investigation,  especially  without  the  imi- 
tation of  any  of  the  jx)\vers  which  had  assumed  by  treaty  obligations  U» 
secure  the  protection  of  these  Armenians,  might  liave  been  exceedingly 
embarrassing,  if  not  entirely  beyond  the  limits  of  justification  or  propriety. 

The  Turkish  in\-itation  to  join  the  investigation  set  on  foot  by  tliat 

Government  was  therefore,  on  the  2d  day  of  December,  declined.    On 

the  sfime  day.  and  after  this  declination  had  lieen  sent,  our  minister  at 

Constantinople  forwarded  his  .second  dispatch,  lending  to  modify  his  for 

mer  report  as  to  the  exlenl  aniV  cVvaracVex  of  Armenian  slaughter.    Al 

e  same  time  the  request,  ol  \.\\e.  Sv\\va.ti  \o\  ovk^  \(MM\^'^>L\wei  va.  Oie 


investigration  was  repeated,  and  Great  Britain,  one  of  the  powers  which 
joined  iu  the  treaty  of  Berlin,  made  a  like  request. 

In  view  of  changed  conditions  and  npon  reconsideration  of  the  subject 
it  was  determined  to  send  Mr.  Jewett,  our  consul  at  Sivas,  to  the  scene  of 
the  alleged  outrages,  not  for  the  purpose  of  joining  with  any  other  gov- 
ernment iu  an  investigation  and  report,  but  to  the  end  that  he  might  be 
able  to  inform  this  Government  as  to  the  exact  truth. 

Instructions  to  this  effect  were  sent  to  Mr.  Jewett,  and  it  is  supposed 
he  has  already  entered  upon  the  duty  assigned  him.  /

patches  iu  the  State  Department  on  this  si  jject  and  the  report  to  nie  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  thereon.

I  submit  herewith  certain  dispatches  from  our  minister  at  Hawaii  and 
the  documents  which  accompanied  the  same. 

They  disclose  the  fact  that  the  Hawaiian  Government  desires  to  lea.se 
to  Great  Britain  one  of  the  uiiinhaUitcd  i.slands  lx;longing  to  Hawaii  as  a 
station  for  a  submarine  telegraph  cable  to  be  laid  from  Canada  to  Aus- 
tralia, with  a  connection  between  the  i.sland  leased  and  Honolulu. 

Both  the  Hawaiian  Government  and  the  representatives  of  Great  Brit- 
ain in  this  negotiation  concede  that  the  proposed  lease  can  not  be  effected 
without  the  consent  of  the  United  States,  for  the  reason  that  in  our  reci- 
procity treaty  with  the  King  of  Hawaii  he  agreed  that  as  long  as  said 
treaty  remained  in  force  he  would  not  "  lease  or  otherwise  disptwe  of  or 
create  any  lien  upon  any  port,  harbor,  or  other  territory  in  his  dominion, 
or  grant  any  special  privilege  or  right  of  use  therein,  to  any  other  power, 
state,  or  government." 

At  the  request  of  the  Hawaiian  Government  this  subject  is  laid  before 
the  Congfress  for  its  determination  upon  the  i^uest\on  o^  50  \WQ<^\l'^"v£vg,'Cs\«' 
treaty  agreement  above  recited  as  to  permit  the  ptoyoseA.  \eaat. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  correspondence  which  is  submitted  betwetnthe 
Ii:i\viiiian  jitul  British  iiejijntiators  negatives  the  existence  on  the  part  of 
Hawaii  of  any  suspicion  of  British  unfriendliness  or  the  fear  of  British 
aggression. 

The  attention  of  the  Congress  is  directed  to  the  follownng  statement 
Cdiilainud  in  a  coiiinumicatiou  addressed  to  the  Hawaiian  Government  b)' 
the  representatives  of  Great  Britain: 

\Vf  priijuist  lo  inform  the  British  Government  of  your  inquiry  whetbw'they  wcuUl 
Hccciit  till-  M)viTcij<"ty  of  Nicker  Islniul  or  some  other  uninhabited  island  on  oti'li- 
tinii  ihiit  nil  suhsiily  is  rrquireii  frniii  you.  \s  we  explainefl,  we  have  not  felt  k! 
lilK-rty  to  entertain  thnt  question  oiir.'selves,  as  we  were  definitely  instructed  not  U> 
lUik  for  tile  sovereignty  of  uuy  island,  but  only  for  a  lease  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
the  cable. 

Sonienf  tliedis[»alches  from  our  minister,  which  are  submitted,  nototily 
refer  to  the  project  for  leasing  an  luiinlialnled  island  belongiiijjlo  Hawaii, 
but  contain  interesting  infunnalion  ctniccrning  recent  occurrences  in  that 
country  and  its  \vnlilical  and  s<icial  condition.  This  information  is  \-ala- 
ahle  lifcuuse  it  is  hase<l  n]x)n  the  ()l>servation  and  knowledge  necessarily 
within  tile  sco^x:  of  llie  di]ilotiiatic  duties  which  are  intrusted  solely  totljc 
charge  of  this  intelligent  diplomatic  officer  representing  the  United  Slates 
Guverniiieiit  at  Hawaii, 

I  Ii<)]te  the  Congress  will  see  fit  to  grant  the  request  of  the  Hawaiian 
Govenmient,  and  that  our  consent  In  the  proposed  lea.se  will  l>e  promptly 
acc<.»rded.  It  seems  lo  nve  we  otight  not  by  a  refusal  of  this  request  to 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  advantages  to  lie  gained  by  isolated  Hawaii  through 
telegraphic  ciMinmiiiiraliiiti  with  the  rest  of  tlie  world,  especially  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  uur  own  ctinmnniication  with  that  country  would  thereby 
be  greatly  improved  without  apparent  detriment  to  any  legitimate  Amer- 
ican interest.

To  the  Senate  and  Ifcmse  0/  Representatives: 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  commended  to  the  serioas  consideration 
of  the  Congress  the  condition  of  our  national  finances,  and  in  connection 
with  the  subject  indorsed  a  plan  of  currency  legislation  which  at  that  time 
seemed  to  furnish  protection  against  impending  danger.*  This  plan  has 
not  been  approved  by  the  Congress.  In  the  meantime  the  situation  has  so 
changed  and  the  emergency  now  appears  so  threatening  that  I  deem  it 
my  duty  to  ask  at  tlie  hands  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government 
such  ]>rompt  and  effective  action  as  will  restore  confidence  in  our  finan- 
cial soundness  and  avert  business  disaster  and  universal  distress  among 
our  people. 

Whatever  may  be  the  merits  of  the  plan  outlined  in  my  annual  mes- 
sage as  a  remedy  for  ills  then  existing  and  as  a  safeguard  against  the 
depletion  of  the  gold  reserve  then  in  the  Treasury,  I  am  now  convinced 
that  its  reception  by  the  Congress  and  oixr  present  advanced  stage  of 
financial  perplexity  necessitate  additional  or  different  legi.slation. 

With  natural  resources  unlimited  in  variety  and  productive  strength 
and  with  a  people  whose  activity  and  enterprise  seek  only  a  fair  opp^^rtu- 
nity  to  achieve  national  success  and  greatness,  our  progress  should  not 
be  checked  by  a  faLse  financial  policy  and  a  heedless  disregard  of  sound 
monetary  laws,  nor  .should  the  timidity  and  fear  whicli  they  engender 
stand  in  the  way  of  our  prosperity. 

It  is  hardly  disputed  that  this  predicament  confronts  us  to-day.  There- 
fore no  one  in  any  degree  responsible  for  the  making  and  execution  of 
our  laws  should  fail  to  see  a  patriotic  duty  in  honestly  and  sincerely 
attempting  to  relieve  tlie  situation.  Manifestly  this  effort  will  not  suc- 
ceed unless  it  is  made  untrammeled  by  the  prejudice  of  partisanship 
and  with  a  steadfast  determination  to  resist  the  temptation  to  accompli.sh 
party  advantage.     We  may  well  remember  that  if  we  are  threa.X.ensA.-m'CB.

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finaTir-iai  difficHUJc*  all  ooT  people  in  every  station  oC 
and  SBoicy  tlioae  who  saSer  will  not  receiw  the  promotion  of  party  imer< 
ests  as  an  excuse  for  permitting  oar  present  troubles  to  adN-aace  to  a 
disastrous  cxndosioa.  It  is  also  of  the  ntnkost  importance  that  we  ap- 
proach the  stcdj  of  the  problems  presented  as  free  as  possible  from  tba; 
tyranny  of  preooacehred  opinioas,  to  the  end  that  in  a  common  danger 
we  may  be  able  to  seek  with  anclonded  vision  a  safe  and  reasonable 
protectioo. 

The  real  trouble  «  hich  confronts  us  consists  in  a  lack  of  confidence^. 
widespread  and  constantly  increa^ng,  in  the  continuing  ability  or  di* 
position  of  the  Go^^emment  to  pay  its  obligations  in  gold.  This  lack 
of  confidence  grows  to  some  extent  out  of  the  palpable  and  apparent 
embarrassment  attending  the  efforts  of  the  Government  under  existing 
laws  to  procure  gold  and  to  a  greater  extent  out  of  the  impossibility 
either  keeping  it  in  the  Treasury  or  canceling  obUgations  by  its  expendi- 
ture after  it  is  obtained. 

The  only  way  left  open  to  the  Go^-emment  for  procuring  gold  is  hj 
the  issue  and  sale  of  its  bonds.  The  only  bonds  that  can  be  .<»>  issoei 
were  authorized  nearly  twenty-five  years  ago  and  are  not  well  calcti 
lated  to  meet  our  present  needs.  Among  other  disadvantages,  they 
made  payable  in  coin  instead  of  specifically  in  gold,  which  in  e.xistini 
conditions  detracts  largely  and  in  an  increasing  ratio  from  their  desir" 
ability  as  investments.  It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  bonds  of  thi) 
description  can  much  longer  be  disposed  of  at  a  price  creditable  to  tlic 
financial  character  of  our  Government. 

The  most  dangerous  and  irritating  feature  of  the  situation,  howerer. 
remains  to  be  mentioned.  It  is  found  in  the  means  by  which  the  Treas^ 
ury  is  despoiled  of  the  gold  thus  obtained  without  canceling  a  single  Gov 
eminent  obligation  and  solely  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  find  profit  ii 
shipping  it  abroad  or  whose  fears  induce  them  to  hoard  it  at  home.  \V( 
have  outstanding  aljont  five  Imudred  millions  of  currency  notes  uf  llie 
Government  for  which  goli  may  be  demanded,  and,  curiously  enongl^ 
the  law  requires  that  when  presented  and,  in  fact,  redeemed  and  paid  \i 
gold  they  shall  be  reissued.  Thus  the  same  notes  may  do  duty  nuny 
times  in  drawing  gold  from  the  Treasury;  nor  can  the  process  be 
rested  as  long  as  private  parties,  for  profit  or  other^vise.  see  an  .1' 
in  repeating  the  operation.  More  than  $300,000,000  in  these  w 
already  bten  redeemed  in  gold,  and  notwithstanding  such  redemptioit 
they  are  all  still  outstanding. 

Since  the  17th  day  of  January,  1894,  our  bonded  interest-bearing  dett 
fc  has  been  increased  $100,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  gold  W 

^^^  replenish  our  coin  reserve.  Two  issues  were  made  amounting  to  fifty 
^^H  millions  each,  one  in  January  and  the  other  in  November.  As  a  resnlt  of 
^^H   Ihe  first  i.ssue  there  was  teaWzed  somellung;  more  than  $s8. 000,000  in  goli

period  of  about  ten  months,  nearly  $103,000,000  in  gold  were  drawn  from 
the  Treasury.  This  made  the  second  issue  necessary,  and  upon  that 
■  more  than  fifty -eight  millions  in  gold  was  again  realized.  Between  the 
dale  of  this  second  issue  and  the  present  time,  covering  a  period  of  only 
alx3ut  two  months,  more  tlian  $69,000,000  in  gold  have  lieen  drawn  from 
I  the  Treasury.  These  large  simis  of  gold  were  expended  without  any  can- 
cellation of  Government  obligations  or  in  any  permanent  way  benefiting 
our  i^eople  or  improving  our  jiecuniart'  situation. 

The  financial  events  of  the  past  year  suggest  facts  and  conditions  which 
should  certainly  arrest  attention. 

More  than  $172,000,000  in  gold  have  been  drawn  out  of  the  Treasury 
during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  shipment  abroad  or  hoarding  at  home. 
While  nearly  $103,000,000  of  this  amount  was  drawn  out  during  the 
first  ten  months  of  the  year,  a  sum  aggregating  more  than  two-thirds  of 
that  amount,  being  about  $69,000,000,  was  drawn  out  during  the  follow- 
uig  two  months,  thus  indicating  a  marked  acceleration  of  the  depleting 
process  with  the  lapse  of  time. 

The  obligations  upon  which  this  gold  has  been  drawn  from  the  Treasury 
are  still  outstanding  and  are  available  for  use  in  repeating  the  exhau.st- 
ing  operation  with  .shorter  intervals  as  our  perplexities  accumulate. 

Conditions  are  certainly  supervening  tending  to  make  the  bonds  which 
may  be  issued  to  replenish  our  gold  le.s.s  useful  for  that  purpose. 

An  adequate  gold  reserve  is  in  all  circuin.stance.s  absolutely  essential 
to  the  upholding  of  our  public  credit  and  to  the  maintenance  of  our  high 
national  character. 

Our  gold  reserve  has  again  reached  such  a  stage  of  diminution  as  to 
require  its  speedy  reeuforcement. 

The  aggravations  that  must  inevitably  follow  present  conditions  and 
methods  will  certainly  lead  to  misfortune  and  loss,  not  only  to  our  na- 
tional credit  and  prosperity  and  to  financial  enterprise,  but  to  those  of  our 
people  who  seek  employment  as  a  means  of  livelihood  and  to  those  whose 
^nly  capital  is  their  daily  lalxjr. 

It  will  hardly  do  to  say  that  a  simple  increase  of  revenue  will  cure  our 
troubles.     The  apprehension  now  existing  and  con.stantly  increasing  as 
to  our  financial  ability  does  not  rest  upon  a  calcubtion  of  our  revenue. 
The  time  has  passetl  when  the  ej-es  of  investors  abroad  and  our  people  at 
Jiome  were  fixed  upon  the  revenues  of  the  Government.     Changed  con- 
flttions  have  attracted  their  attention  to  the  gold  of  the  Government. 
There  need  be  no  fear  that  we  can  not  pay  our  current  expenses  with 
6uch  money  as  we  have.     There  is  now  in  the  Treasur>'  a  comfortable 
surplus  of  more  than  $63,ooc:>,ooo,  but  it  is  not  in  gold,  and  therefore 
does  not  meet  our  difficulty. 
_       I  can  not  see  that  differences  of  opinion  concerning  the  extent  to  which 
■silver  ought  to  be  coined  or  used  in  our  currency  s\\ou\(i  Vt\\.«rrt.e.tt  ■w'vCvx 
B^e  couDseJs  of  those  whose  duiy  it  is  to  rectify  eviVs  now  ap^are-WXYO.  C5\« 
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financial  situation.  They  have  to  consider  the  question  of  national  credit 
and  the  consequences  that  will  follow  from  its  collapse.  Whatever  ideas 
may  be  insisted  upon  as  to  silver  or  bimetallism,  a  proper  solution  of  the 
question  now  pressing  upon  us  only  requires  a  recognition  of  gold  as 
well  as  silver  and  a  concession  of  its  importance,  rightfully  or  wrong- 
fully acquired,  as  a  basis  of  national  credit,  a  necessity  in  the  honorable 
discharge  of  our  obligations  payable  in  gold,  and  a  badge  of  solvency.  I 
do  not  understand  that  the  real  friends  of  silver  desire  a  condition  that 
might  follow  inaction  or  neglect  to  appreciate  the  meaning  of  the  pres- 
ent exigency  if  it  should  result  in  the  entire  banishment  of  gold  from 
our  financial  and  currency  arrangements. 

Besides  the  Treasur>'  notes,  which  certainly  should  be  paid  in  gold, 
amounting  to  nearly  $500,000,000,  there  will  fall  due  iu  1904  one  hun- 
dred millions  of  bonds  issuefl  during  the  last  year,  for  which  we  have 
received  gold,  and  in  1907  nearly  six  hundred  millions  of  4  |>er  cent 
bonds  issued  in  1877.  Shall  the  payment  of  these  obligations  in  gold  be 
repudiated?  If  they  are  to  te  paid  in  such  a  manner  as  the  preser\'alioa 
of  onr  national  honor  and  national  solvency  demands,  we  should  not 
destroy  or  even  imperil  our  ability  to  supply  ourselves  with  gold  for  that 
purpose. 

While  I  am  not  nnfrieiully  to  silver  and  while  I  desire  to  see  it  rec- 
ognized to  such  an  extent  as  is  consistent  with  financial  safetj-  and  lb« 
preservation  of  national  honor  and  credit,  I  am  not  willing  to  see  gold 
entirely  banished  from  our  currency  and  finances.  To  avert  such  a  con- 
sequence I  txrlieve  thoruuj^h  and  radical  remedial  legislation  should  be 
promptl\'  passed.  I  therefore  beg  the  Congress  to  give  the  subject  imiiR- 
diate  attention. 

In  my  opinion  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury'  should  be  authorized  to 
issue  bonds  of  the  Government  fur  the  purpose  of  procuring  and  raait' 
taitiing  a  sufficient  gold  reserve  and  t!ie  redemption  and  cancellation  of 
the  United  States  legal-tender  notes  and  the  Treasury  notes  issued  for 
the  purchase  of  silver  under  the  law  of  July  14,  1890.  We  should  he 
relieved  from  the  humiliating  proceas  of  issuing  bonds  to  procure  gold  to 
be  immediately  and  repeatedh  drawn  out  on  these  obligations  for  pm 
poses  not  related  to  the  Ijeuefit  of  our  Government  or  our  people.  The 
principal  and  interest  of  these  bonds  should  be  jiayable  on  their  face  in 
gold,  l.»ecause  they  sliniild  be  sold  unh'  for  gold  or  its  representative,  and 
because  there  would  now  probably  be  difficulty  in  favorably  disposing  of 
bond.s  not  containing  this  .stipulation.  I  suggest  that  the  Ixjuds  be  i.ssned 
in  denominations  of  twent\  and  fifty  dollars  and  their  multiples  and  tlttt 
they  bear  interest  at  a  rale  not  exceeding  3  per  cent  per  annum.  I  do 
not  see  why  they  should  not  lie  payable  fifty  years  from  their  date.  We 
of  the  present  generation  have  large  amounts  to  pay  if  we  meet  our  ohii- 
g^ati'ons,  and  long  bouds  ate  mosl  ?a.\ab\e.  The  Secretary  of  the  TrcasW? 
might  well  be  pertnitled  al  \v\s  A\«cTe\Xow  Vo  xeKfevot  oa  "Cwt  "sa.\3t  of  bonds 


the  legal-tender  and  Trea.sur>*  uotes  to  be  retired,  and  of  course  wheu 
they  are  thus  retired  or  redeemed  in  gold  they  should  be  canceled. 

These  bonds  under  existing  laws  could  be  deposited  by  national  banks 
as  security  for  circulation,  and  such  banks  should  be  allowed  to  issue 
circulation  tip  to  the  face  value  of  these  or  anj'  other  bonds  so  deposited, 
except  bouds  outstanding  bearing  only  2  per  cent  interest  and  which  sell 
in  the  market  at  less  than  par.  National  banks  .should  not  Ije  allowed  to 
take  out  circulating  notes  of  a  less  denomination  than  §10,  and  when  such 
as  are  now  outstanding  reach  the  Treasnr\'.  except  for  redemption  and 
retirement,  they  should  be  canceled  and  notes  of  the  denomination  of  $10 
and  upward  issued  in  their  stead.  Silver  certificates  of  the  denomination 
of  $10  and  upward  should  be  replaced  by  certificates  of  the  denomina- 
tious  under  $10. 

As  a  constant  means  for  the  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  supply  of 
i^old  in  the  Treasury,  our  duties  on  imp<jrls  should  Ix.-  paid  in  gold,  allow- 
■  ing  all  other  dues  to  the  Government  to  be  paid  in  any  other  fonn  of 
money. 

I  believe  all  the  provisions  I  have  suggested  should  be  embodied  in 
our  laws  if  we  are  to  enjoy  a  complete  reinstatement  of  a  sound  financial 
condition.  They  need  not  interfere  with  any  currency  scheme  providing 
for  the  increase  of  the  circulating  niediinn  through  the  agency  of  national 
or  State  banks  that  may  commend  itself  to  the  Congress,  since  they  can 
easily  be  adjusted  to  such  a  scheme.  Objection  has  been  made  to  the 
j  issuance  of  intere.st-bearing  obligations  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the 
tioninterest-lxaring  legal-tender  notes.  In  point  of  fact,  however,  these 
notes  have  burdened  us  with  a  large  load  of  interest,  and  it  is  still  accu- 
mulating. The  aggregate  interest  on  the  original  issue  of  bonds,  the 
proceeds  of  which  in  gold  constituted  the  reser^-e  for  tlie  payment  of 
these  notes,  amounted  to  $70,326,250  on  January  i ,  1895,  and  the  annual 
charge  for  interest  on  these  bonds  and  those  issued  for  the  same  puqxjse 
during  the  la.st  year  will  Ije  $9, 145,000,  dating  from  January  1,  1895. 

While  the  cancellation  of  these  notes  would  not  relieve  us  from  the 

['obligations  already  incurred  on  their  account,  these  figures  are  given  by 
way  of  suggesting  that  their  existence  has  not  been  free  from  interest 
charges  and  that  the  longer  they  are  outstanding,  judging  from  the  ex- 

Lperience  of  the  last  year,  the  more  expensive  they  will  iKKrome. 

'  In  conclusion  I  desire  to  frankly  confess  my  reluctance  to  issuing  more 
bonds  in  present  circumstances  and  with  no  better  results  than  have  lately 
followed  that  course.  I  can  not,  however,  refrain  from  adding  to  an 
assurance  of  my  anxiety  to  cooperate  with  the  present  Congress  in  any 

)  reasonable  measure  of  relief  an  expression  of  my  determination  to  leave 
nothing  undone  which  funii.shes  a  hope  for  improving  the  situation  or 
checking  a  suspicion  of  our  disinclination  or  di.sability  to  meet  with  the 
strictest  honor  every  national  obligation.

To  Ihe  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

Since  my  recent  communication  to  the  Congress  calling  attention  to 
onr  financial  condition  and  suggesting  legislation  which  I  deemed  essen- 
tial to  our  national  welfare  and  credit*  the  anxiety  and  apprehension  then 
existing  in  business  circles  have  continue<i. 

As  a  precaution,  therefore,  against  the  failure  of  timely  legislative  aid 
through  Congressional  action,  cautious  preparations  have  been  pending 
to  employ  to  the  best  possible  advantage,  in  default  of  better  means,  such 
Executive  authority  as  may  without  additional  legislation  be  exercised 
for  the  purpose  of  reenforcing  and  maintaining  in  our  Treasury  an  ade- 
quate and  safe  gold  reserve. 

In  the  judgment  of  those  especially  charged  with  this  responsibility 
the  bnsinesR  situation  is  so  critical  and  the  legislative  situation  is  so 
unpromising,  with  the  omission  thus  far  on  the  jxirt  of  Congress  to  ben- 
eficially enlarge  the  powers  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  prem- 
ises, as  to  enjoin  immediate  Executive  action  with  the  facilities  now  at 
hand. 

Therefore,  in  pursuance  of  sectitMi  3700  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the 
details  of  an  arrangement  have  this  day  been  concluded  with  parties 
abundantly  able  to  fulfill  their  undertaking  whereby  bonds  of  the  United 
States  authorized  under  the  act  of  July  14,  1875,  payable  in  coin  thirty 
years  after  their  date,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  anuimi, 
to  the  amount  of  a  little  less  than  $62,400,000,  are  to  be  issued  for  the 
purchase  of  gold  coin,  amounting  to- a  sum  slightly  in  excess  of  ^65,- 
000,000,  to  be  delivered  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  which  sum 
added  to  the  gold  now  held  in  our  reserve  will  so  restore  such  reserve 
as  to  make  it  amount  to  something  more  than  $100,000,000.  Such  a 
preraiiun  is  to  be  allowed  to  the  Government  upon  the  bouds  as  to  fix 
the  rate  of  interest  upon  the  amount  of  gold  realized  at  j,}^  per  cent 
per  annum.  At  least  oue-half  of  the  gold  to  be  obtained  is  to  be  sup- 
plied from  abroad,  which  is  a  ver>^  important  and  favorable  feature  of  the 
transaction. 

The  privilege  is  especially  Teser^'ed  to  the  Government  to  substitute 
at  par  within  ten  daj's  from  this  date,  in  lieu  of  the  4  per  cent  coin 
bonds,  other  bonds  in  terms  payable  in  gold  and  bearing  only  3  per  cent 
interest  if  the  issue  of  the  same  should  in  the  meantime  be  authorized 
by  the  Congress. 

The  arrangement  thus  completed,  which  after  careful  inquiry  appears 
in  present  circum.stances  and  coasidering  all  the  objects  desired  to  be  the 
best  attainable,  develops  such  a  difference  in  the  estimation  of  investors 
between  bonds  made  payable  in  coin  and  those  specifjcally  made  payable 
in  gold  in  favor  of  the  latter  as  is  represented  by  three-fourths  of  a  cent 
in  annual  interest.     In  the  agreement  just  concluded  the  &3a.uvL&\.  saNVc^^^

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in  interest  to  the  Govenitnent  if  3  per  cent  gold  bonds  should  be  sulsd- 
tuted  for  4  per  cent  coin  bonds  under  the  privilege  reser\'ed  wonld  be 
$539, 159,  amounting  in  thirty  >-ears.  or  at  the  maturity  of  the  coin  boDJs, 
to  $16,174,770. 

Of  course  there  ne\'er  should  be  a  doubt  in  any  quarter  as  to  ihc 
redemption  in  gold  of  the  bonds  of  the  Government  which  are  made 
payable  in  coin.  Therefore  the  discrimination,  in  the  judgment  cif  in- 
vestors, between  our  bond  obligations  payable  in  coin  and  those  specific 
ally  made  payable  in  gold  is  ver>-  signiScant.  It  is  hardly  necessar>'  to 
suggest  that,  whatever  may  be  oOr  views  on  the  subject,  the  sentiments 
or  preferences- of  those  with  whom  we  must  negotiate  io  disposing  of  our 
bonds  for  gold  are  not  subject  to  our  dictation. 

I  have  only  to  add  that  in  my  opinion  the  transaction  herein  detailed 
for  the  information  of  the  Congress  promises  better  results  than  the 
efforts  previously  made  in  the  direction  of  effectively  adding  to  our  gold 
reser\'e  through  the  sale  of  lx>nds,  and  I  l>elieve  it  will  tend,  as  far  as 
such  action  can  in  present  circumstances,  to  meet  the  determiiiatioD 
expressed  in  the  law  repealing  the  silver- purchasing  clause  of  the  act 
of  July  14,  1890,  and  that,  in  the  language  of  such  repealing  act,  the 
arrangement  made  will  aid  our  efforts  to  ' '  insure  the  maintenance  of 
the  parity  in  value  of  the  coins  of  the  two  metals  and  the  equal  jxjwtf 
of  every  dollar  at  all  times  in  the  markets  and  in  the  payment  of  debts."

I  herewith  return  without  niy  approval  House  bill  Xo.  7451,  entitled 
"Aq  act  to  authorize  the  entry  of  land  for  gravel  pits  and  reservoir  pur- 
poses and  authorizing  the  grant  of  right  of  way  for  pipe  lines." 

The  first  section  of  this  bill  permits  the  sale  to  railroad  companies,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  under  certain  restrictions 
and  at  an  appraised  value,  certain  public  lands  to  be  used  by  said  com- 
panies for  gravel  pits  or  the  construction  of  reser\'oirs.  It  also  permits 
grants  of  the  right  of  way  for  pipe  lines  connecting  such  reservoirs  with 
the  railways  of  said  companies. 

The  second,  third,  and  fourth  sections  of  the  bill  relate  to  the  purchase 
by  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  any  association  of  citizens,  or  3117 
ditch  or  water  company,  of  public  lands  suitalile  for  reser\'oir  purposes  at 
such  a  price  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  prescribe,  not  less  tlian 
$2  per  acre. 

The  right  to  purcha.se  these  lands  is  given  by  the  sections  last  referred 
to  '  ■  under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior." 

I  think  the  expediency  and  propriety  of  disposing  of  these  land.";  for 
the  purposes  s])ecified  should  in  each  case  be  determined  by  the  Seae- 
tary  of  the  Interior,  as  well  as  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  such 
dispositiqn. 

The  objections  to  the  bill,  however,  which  appear  to  be  the  most  serions 
are  found  in  its  fifth  and  last  section,  which  provides; 

That  any  State  or  any  county  or  district  organization  duly  organized  under  the  law* 
of  any  State  or  Territory  may  apply  for  any  of  the  storage-reservoir  sitts  not  reserred 
by  the  United  States,  situatc-il  011  unentered  public  lands,  for  the  storage  of  water  fof 
irrigating,  mining,  or  other  useful  purposes,  whereupon  the  Secretary  of  the  Intoior 
slmll  set  aside  and  withdraw  from  public  sale  or  other  disposition  such  site  or  sitci 
and  permit  the  use  thereof  for  either  or  all  of  such  purposes. 

These  provisions  do  not  seem  to  be  in  harmony  with  prior  laws  by 
which,  under  certain  conditions,  arid  lands  may  be  conveyed  to  Slates 
for  the  purpose  of  irrigation,  and  it  is  not  clear  what  is  intended  by  the 
words  "any  of  the  storage- reservoir  sites  not  reserved  by  the  United 
States." 

The  apparent  purpose  and  effect  of  the  section  is  to  gi\'e  to  the  organ- 
izations mentioned  the  right  to  select  such  land  as  may  present  eligible 
reser\oir  sites  not  reserved  and  upon  unentered  lands,  and  demand  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  a  grant  of  the  same,  leaving  no  discretion  on 
"ubject  to  him  or  to  any  oVVvet  o^cer  of  the  Government;  and  these

i  without  any  specific  requirement  of  the  amount  or  kind  of  work  to  be 
done  or  improvements  to  be  made  upon  such  sites. 

The  grants  may  be  demanded  not  onl>-  for  the  storage  of  water  for 
irrigating  purposes,  but  few  "  mining  and  other  useful  purposes."  In- 
asmuch as  no  oflBcer  of  the  Government  is  vested  with  any  discretion 
in  the  premises,  the  pretext  that  the  ' '  purpose "  to  be  accomplished  is 
"  useful  "  might  result  in  the  use  of  these  sites  in  a  manner  prejudicial 
to  the  surrounding  public  domain  and  destructive  of  the  utilization  of 
such  sites  for  irrigatiUfj  ]>urposes. 

The  wise  and  prudent  safeguards  whidi  have  been  incorporated  in 
other  legislation  relating  to  the  disposition  of  arid  public  lands  and  their 
irrigation  seem  to  have  l^een  to  such  an  extent  overlooked  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  bill  under  consideration  that,  in  my  jiulgment,  if  it 
should  become  the  law  a  beneficent  policy  which  the  Government  has 
entered  upon  in  the  interest  of  agriculture  would  lie   seriously  einlan-

"An  act  granting  to  the  Gila  Valley,  Globe  and  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany a  right  of  way  through  the  San  Carlos  Indian  Reservation,  in  the 
Territory  of  Arizona. ' ' 

k  The  reservation  through  whidi  it  is  proposed  to  construct  a  railroad 
Tinder  the  pn^Tsions  of  this  bill  is  inhabited  by  tribes  f)f  Indians  which  in 
the  past  have  Ijeen  most  troublesome  and  whose  depredations  on  more 
than  one  occasion  have  caused  loss  of  life,  destruction  of  property,  and 
serious  alarm  to  the  people  of  the  surrounding  countr>';  and  their  condi- 
tion as  to  civilization  is  not  now  so  far  improved  as  to  give  assurance  that 
in  the  future  they  may  not  upon  tKcasion  make  trouble. 

The  discontent  aniong  the  Indians  which  has  given  rise  to  disturbances 
in  the  past  has  been  largely  caased  liy  trespass  upon  their  lands  and  inter- 
ference with  their  rights  by  the  neighboring  whites.  I  am  in  very  great 
doubt  whether  in  any  circuni.staiices  a  rrxid  through  their  reservation 
should  at  this  time  lie  permitted,  and  especially  since  the  route,  which  is 
rather  indefinitely  described  in  the  bill,  appears  to  pass  through  the  richest 
and  most  desirable  part  of  their  lands.  In  any  event,  I  am  thoroughly 
convinced  that  the  cou.struction  of  the  road  should  not  Ije  ijerniitted  with- 
out first  obtaining  the  consent  of  these  Indians.  This  is  a  provision  which 
has  been  insisted  upon,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  in  all  the  like  bills  which 
have  been  approved  for  a  long  time,  and  I  think  it  should  especially  be 
infserted  in  this  bill  if,  even  uixdu  any  conditions,  it  is  thought  expedient 
to  permit  a  railroad  to  traverse  this  reservation.

I  return  herewith  wilhout  approval  Hoiisse  bill  No.  5368,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  H.  W.  McConnell." 

The  reports  of  both  the  Senate  and  House  committees,  which  favorably 
reported  this  bill,  disdose  an  intention  to  partially  relieve  the  former  post- 
master at  Jacksboro,  in  the  State  of  Texa.s,  from  liability  on  account  of 
two  remittances  of  postal  funds  which  he  dispatched  at  different  times 
during  the  year  1883  to  be  deposited  at  Dallas,  in  the  same  State,  and 
which  were  lost  by  robberies  of  the  stage  conveying  the  same.  In  deal- 
ing with  the  first  remittance  the  committees  report  that  the  postmaster 
should  be  relieved  of  liability  to  the  amount  of  only  $94,  the  loss  of  the 
remainder  of  the  money  being  chargeable  to  his  neglect  and  violation  of 
postal  regulations.  As  to  the  second  remittance,  the  committees  report 
that  by  reason  of  like  neglect  and  \'iolation  of  regulations  the  postmaster 
should  be  held  responsible  for  the  loss  of  all  the  money  transmitted  ex- 
cept the  sum  of  $42. 

For  these  two  sums,  amounting  to  $136,  an  appropriation  is  made  far 
the  benefit  of  H.  W.  McConnell. 

The  name  of  the  postmaster  intended  to  be  relieved  is  H.  H.  McCon- 
nell, as  appears  by  the  records  of  the  Post-Office  Department.  The  person 
to  whom  the  money  appropriated  should  be  paid  is  tlierefore  not  correctly 
named  in  the  bill. 

An  examination  of  this  postmaster's  accounts  discloses  the  further  fact 
that  the  amount  proposed  to  be  appropriated  for  his  relief  is  too  large  by 
$42,  that  being  the  sum  allowed  him  by  reason  of  the  second  stage  rob- 
bery. This  item  has  already  been  credited  to  him  in  the  adjustment  of 
his  accounts  at  the  Post -Office  Department,  and  the  claim  for  its  reim- 
biu^ement  has  been  thereby  extinguished.

act  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  of  D.  Fulford." 
This  bill  directs  the  Secretar>-  of  the  Treasury  " '  to  redeem,  in  iavm  (A 
the  heirs  at  law  of  D.  Fulford,  four  bonds  of  the  United  States,  consob 
of  1867,  of  the  denomination  of  $500,  $100,  $50.  and  $50,  and  known  as 


July,  1872,  and  to  pay  to  the  heirs  at  law  of  said  D.  Fulford  the  amount 
of  said  bonds,  together  with  accrued  interest  from  July  i,  1872,  to  the 
date  of  the  niaturity  of  said  bonds." 

The  bill  further  provides  that  the  heirs  to  whom  the  payment  is  to  be 
made  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Secretary*  of  the  Treasury  a  bond 
"conditioned  to  save  harmless  the  United  States  from  loss  or  liability  on 
account  of  said  bonds  or  tlie  interest  accrued  thereon,  and  to  cniitaiu  such 
words  as  to  cover  any  liability  resulting  from  any  mistake  in  the  desig- 
nation or  descriptioii  of  the  Jxjiids,  so  that  in  no  event  shall  the  United 
States  Ije  called  upon  b^-  a  rightful  claimant  for  a  second  payment  thereof.  * ' 

The  proposition  is  that  the  Government  shall  pay  Ixiuds  alleged  to 
have  been  destroyed  by  fire  nearly  twetity-three  years  ago. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  states  that  an  application  for  the  pay- 
ment of  these  bonds,  made  by  Mr.  Fulford  himself,  was  rejected  by  the 
Department  l>ecause  he  was  unable  to  descrilx;  the  lioiids  in  such  a  way 
as  to  pennjt  their  Jdentificalion  and  Ixrcause  the  evidence  of  their  de- 
struction by  fire  was  inconclusive. 

The  Senate  Committee  on  Claims,  however,  in  their  report  on  the  bill 
under  consideration,  state  that  they  are  entirely  satisfied  that  Mr.  Ful- 
ford was  the  owner  of  four  Govertntient  bonds,  one  for  $500.  one  for  $100, 
and  two  for  $50,  and  that  they  were  burned  with  his  residence,  which 
was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  <>th  day  of  July,  1872.  and  that  while  he 
could  not  furnish  the  numbers  or  descriptions  of  said  bonds  he  under- 
stood all  thes«  bonds  were  of  the  class  known  as  consols  of  1867.  and 
that  he  had  collected  the  coujmns  thereon  fur  the  interest  due  July  i, 
1872. 

The  particular  class  nf  Ixmds  mentioned  were  dated  July  i,  1867,  and 
were  payable  or  redeemable  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty 
years  from  their  date.  The  short  peri<xl  expired,  therefore,  ou  the  ist 
day  of  July,  1872.  That  was  the  date  when  the  last  coupons  on  Mr.  Ful- 
ford's  bonds,  which  it  is  alleged  were  detached  and  collected,  became 
due,  and  only  iiiue  days  liefore  the  supposed  destruction  of  the  bonds 
by  fire. 

A  letter  from  the  Secretary'  of  the  Treasury  dated  July  20,  1 892 ,  attached 
to  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  made  upon  a  bill  similar  to  this 
which  was  pending  at  tliat  time,  di.scloses  the  fact  that  among  the  consols 
of  1867  then  out.statiding  tliere  were  107  of  the  denomination  of  $500, 
167  of  the  denomination  of  $kx),  and  85  of  the  denomination  of  ^50.  This 
statement  merely  .shows  that  there  were  numerous  bonds  precisely  similar 
to  those  described  as  belonging  to  Mr.  Fulford  which  had  not  in  July. 
1892,  been  redeemed,  though  the  extreme  limit  of  their  maturity  expired 
on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1887.  The  letter  of  the  Secretary  further  discloses, 
however,  that  there  were  two  of  these  outstanding  bonds  of  the  denomi- 
nation of  $500  and  two  of  the  denomination  of  $100  upai\  v;\\\t\cv  t«o.- 
pons  of  interest  had  aot  been  paid  since  ]u\y  i,  1^72.     Ol  Qftv«"=fc  nXvvs> 
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lends  plaoability  to  the  snggestioo  that  two  of  these  four  bonds,  one  of 
each  denowiinatkm,  were  those  destroyed  when  Mr.  Fulford's  house  was 
bamed  in  July,  1872;  bat  this  suggestion  loses  its  force  under  the  addi- 
tiaaal  statement  in  the  letter  of  the  Secretary*  of  the  Treasury'  tliat  in 
Jnly,  1892.  there  were  no  consols  of  1867  of  the  denomination  of  $50 
whose  last  coopon  was  paid  July  i,  1872.  This  shows  conclusively  tliat 
no  fifty-dollar  bonds  of  this  class  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  Mr.  Fulford's 
hotise  and  casts  great  uncertainty  upon  the  description  of  the  other  bonds, 
inasmuch  as  the  theor\-  of  the  claimants  seems  to  be  that  all  the  bouds 
destroyed  lielonged  to  the  same  class. 

In  1893.  ttpoa  an  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, it  was  found  that  the  two  unpaid  bonds  for  $500  reported  in  1892 
as  outstanding,  from  which  no  coupons  had  been  paid  since  July  i ,  1872, 
still  remained  unredeemed,  but  that  one  of  the  two  one-hundred-dollar 
bonds  which  were  in  that  condition  in  1892  had  l)een  since  that  time  paid 
and  canceled.  I  think  it  must  be  conceded  that  this  late  redemption  of 
this  bond  greatly  weakens  any  presumption  tliat  the  other  three  will  not 
be  presented  for  payment. 

It  is  perfectly  clear  tltat  so  far  as  this  bill  directs  the  payment  to  the 
persons  therein  named  of  two  consols  of  1867  of  the  denomination  of 
J50  each  on  the  ground  that  such  bojids  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  July, 
1872,  it  requires  the  pa>Tnent  of  money  to  those  not  entitled  to  it.  since 
it  is  shown  that  these  consols  could  not  have  been  destroyed  at  the  time 
stated,  because  coupons  due  on  all  consols  of  that  denomination  unre- 
deemed have  been  paid  since  that  date. 

While  the  objections  to  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  the  other  two 
bonds  mentioned  in  the  bill  are  less  conclu.sive.  there  seem  to  be  so 
much  doubt  and  uncertainty  concerning  their  description  and  character, 
and  their  identification  as  unredeemed  consols  of  1867  is  so  unsatisfac- 
tory, that,  in  ray  opinion,  it  is  not  safe  to  assume,  as  is  done  in  tliLs  Inll, 
that  they  are  represented  among  those  bonds  f)f  that  class  recorcled  as 
still  outstanding  whose  coupons  for  some  reason  have  not  been  presented 
for  payment  since  July  i,  1872. 

I  do  not  believe  that  an  indemnity  bond  could  be  drawn  which,  as 
against  the  strict  rights  of  sureties,  would  protect  the  Government  against 
double  liability  in  case  all  the  payments  directed  by  this  bill  were  made. 
Even  if  the  payraento  were  confined  to  the  two  larger  consols  descrilied, 
there  would  Ije  great  difficulty  in  framing  a  bond  which  would  surely 
indemnify  the  Government. 

There  should  always  l>e  a  willingness  to  save  the  holders  of  Goveni- 
mciit  securities  from  damage  through  their  loss  or  destruction,  but,  in 
luy  judgment,  a  bad  precedent  would  be  established  by  paying  obligati(ms 
whose  destruction  and  identification  are  not  more  satisfactorily  estal»- 
''^bed  than  in  this  case.

I  I  return  herewith  witlioui  approval  House  bill  No.  6244,  entitled  "An 
act  to  remove  the  charge  of  desertiou  from  tlie  miUtar>-  record  of  Jacob 
Eckert." 

This  bill  directs  the  Secretary  of  War  ' '  to  cause  the  records  of  the  War 
Departmeut  to  be  so  amended  as  to  remove  the  charge  of  desertion  from 
the  service  record  of  Jacob  Eckert,  of  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  late  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  B,  Sixty-first  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  to  grant  an 
honorable  discharge  to  said  Jacob  Kckert  from  the  service  of  the  United 
States  Army  as  of  date  when  said  company  was  mustered  out  of  sen,'ice. ' ' 

The  regiment  and  company  to  which  this  soldier  Ix-kmged,  except  such 
members  as  reenlisted  as  veterans,  were  mustered  out  of  the  service  Octo- 
ber 17, 1864. 

Jacob  Eckert  did  not  reenlist  and  wa.s  not  mustered  out  \vith  his  com- 
rades for  the  reason  that  he  was  then  under  arrest  on  a  charge  of  deser- 
tion. In  November,  1864.  he  was  tried  by  a  general  court-tnartial  and 
con\'icted  of  having  deserted  on  the  ist  of  Septemlier,  1864,  and  again  on 
the  2d  da}'  of  September,  1864.  and  upon  such  conviction  he  was  sentenced 
to  forfeit  all  pay  due  him  from  September  i ,  the  date  of  his  first  desertion, 
until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  ser\nce.  to  be  dishonorably  discharged 
and  confined  at  hard  labor  for  twelve  months. 

\  This  sentence  was  approved  by  the  reviewing  authority,  and  I  assume 
the  convicted  soldier  ser\'ed  his  tenn  of  imprisonment,  since  the  statement 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  House  committet:  to  whom  this  bill  was 
referred  that  he  was  dishonorably  discharged  in  1865  can  be  accounted  for 
in  no  other  way. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  provisions  of  this  bill  amount  to  a  legislative 
reversal  of  the  judgment  of  a  regularly  constituted  court  and  a  legisla- 
tive pardon  of  the  ofTense  of  which  this  soldier  was  convicted.  If  this 
doubtful  authority  is  to  be  exercised  by  Congress,  it  should  be  done  in 
such  a  manner  as  not  to  restore  a  man  properly  convicted  and  sentenced 
as  a  deserter,  without  even  the  allegation  of  in'ustice.  to  the  rights  of 
pay,  allowance,  and  pension  belonging  to  these  who  faithfully  and  hon- 
tatibly  served  in  the  militar>'  service  of  their  country  according  to  the 
terms  of  their  enlistment.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1526,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Henry  Halteman." 

This  bill  directs  the  Secretar>-  of  War  "  to  grant  an  honorable  discharge 
from  the  United  States  service  to  Henry  Halteman,  late  of  Company  F, 

tcond  United  States  Artillery." 
It  is  conceded  that  this  soldier  enlisted  in  the  ReguYat  A.favv  ovlXVl^a 
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day  of  December,  i860,  for  the  term  of  five  years  aud  that  he  deserted  on 
the  1 8th  day  of  August.  1865.    The  only  excuse  or  {laUiation  offered  for 

his  offense  is  found  in  the  statement  that  his  deserti«)n  wu-  'Ked 

by  his  company's  being  ordered  to  CaUfcmia  so  near  the  ten  of 

his  enlistment  that  his  term  would  have  expired  before  or  sontt  after  his 
company  could  have  reached  California,  aud  "that  his  return  would  liave 
been  both  tetlious  and  somewhat  perilous,  if  not  exj>en.sive. " 

The  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  this  soldier  enlisted  in  the  Reg- 
ular Army  and  that  his  term  had  no  relation  to  the  duration  of  the  wur 
or  the  immediate  need  of  the  Government  for  troops  at  the  time  of  his 
desertion.  The  morale  and  discipline  of  the  Regular  Army  are  thenefote 
directly  involved  in  the  proposed  legislation. 

The  soldier'.s  name  remained  on  the  records  of  tlie  War  Departnictii 
as  a  deserter  at  large  for  twenty-three  years,  and  until  the  year  18M. 
In  August  of  that  year  application  was  made  to  the  Dcpannieiit  fi>r  the 
removal  of  the  charge  r»f  desertion  against  him.  which  was  refused  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  not  shown  that  such  charge  was  founded  in  error. 
Thereupon  lie  applied  for  a  discharge  without  character,  as  it  is  called, 
as  of  the  date  of  his  deserti<m.  This  was  granted  ou  the  21st  dayol 
Septemljer,  1888.  Such  di.scharges,  which  were  not  uncommon  at  that 
time,  omitted  the  certificate  of  character  which  entitled  the  soldier  to 
reenlistment. 

In  1 892  a  hill  similar  to  that  now  tinder  consideration  was  referrwl  to  the 
Adjutant- General  of  the  Army  and  was  returned  with  an  adverse  r  ■■  -" 

The  record  of  the  War  Department  on  the  subject  of  this  S' 
separation  from  the  Army  is  absolutely  correct  as  it  stands,  and  uo  suf- 
ficient reason  is  apparent  why  another  record  should  Ijc  substituted.  If 
tliis  deserter  is  to  be  allowed  an  honorable  discharge,  I  do  not  see  why 
every  deserter  should  not  be  absolved  from  the  consequences  of  his  uil« 
faithfulness. 

The  effect  of  this  bill  if  it  should  become  a  law  would  be  to  allow  the 
beneficiarj'  not  only  a  pensionalile  status,  but  arrears  of  pay  and  clothing 
allowances  up  to  the  date  of  his  desertion  and  travel  allowance  fTi>'-'  ')"- 
place  of  liis  desertion  to  the  place  of  his  enlistment. 

It  is  not  detiicd  tliat  all  these  tilings  have  been  justly  forfeiteil  b>  «lchl»- 
crate  and  inexcusable  desertion.  In  the  rase  presented  it  seems  to  nic 
that  the  laws  and  regulations  adopted  for  tlie  purpose  of  maintaining  ihe 
discipline  aud  efficiency  of  the  Army  ought  not  to  1>e  set  aside.

The  route  apparently  desired,  thougli  passing  through  or  into  one  State 
id  three  Territories,  is  described  as  indefinitely  as  possible,  and  does  not 
em  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  in  its  entirety  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
iterior  or  any  other  governmental  agency  having  relation  to  the  interest 
volved. 

BThere  is  no  provision  for  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Indians  through 
hose  territory  and  reservations  the  railroad  may  be  located. 
Though  it  ts  proposed  to  build  the  railroad  through  territories  having 
cal  courts  convenient  to  their  inhabitants,  all  controversies  that  may 
ise  out  of  the  location  and  building  of  the  road  are  by  the  provisions  of 
le  bill  to  te  passed  upon  by  the  United  States  circuit  and  district  courts 
T  the  district  of  Kansas  * '  and  such  other  courts  as  may  be  authorized 
I  Congress. ' ' 

BThe  bill  provides  that "  the  cinl  jurisdiction  of  said  courts  is  hereby

>n  as  to  citizenship  of  the  parties,  .so  far  as  may  lie  necessary  to  carry  nut 
c  provisions  of  tliis  act."

No  sufficient  reason  is  apparent  for  the  incorporation  of  this  nrganiza^ 
tion  under  Federal  laws.  There  is  not  the  lea.st  difficulty  iu  the  way  of 
the  accomplishment  under  State  laws  by  the  incorporators  named  in  the 
bill  of  ever>'  purpose  which  can  legitimately  belong  to  their  corporate  ex- 
istence. The  creation  of  such  a  corporation  by  a  special  act  of  Congrefl 
establishes  a  \-exatious  and  troublesome  precedent. 

There  appears  to  be  no  limit  in  the  bill  to  the  value  of  the  real 
jiersonal  property  which  the  proposed  corporation  may  hold  if  acqui 
by  donation  or  bequest.     The  hmit  of  $50,000  applies  only  to  property 
acquired  by  purchase. 

A  conclusive  objection  to  the  bill  is  found  in  the  fact  that  it  fajls 
earn,-  out  the  purposes  and  objects  of  those  interested  in  its  passage.  Th( 
promoters  of  the  bill  are  florists,  who  undoubtedly  seek  to  advance  floii 
culture.  The  declared  object  of  the  proposed  incorporation  is,  h 
stated  in  the  bill  to  be  "the  elevation  and  advancement  of  horticul 
all  its  branches,  to  increase  and  diffuse  the  knowledge  thereof,  and  f« 
kindred  purposes  in  the  interest  of  horticulture." 

It  is  entirely  clear  that  the  interests  of  florists  would  be  badly  ser\'e(l  Ij 
a  corporation  confined  to  the  furtherance  of  garden  culture.

which  established  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  that  the  claim  for  pes 
sion  allowed  by  said  special  act  was  a  barefaced  and  impudent  fraud 
supported  by  deliberate  perjury.  This  letter  appears  to  be  the  inovifli 
cause  ol  the  passage  oi  iVve  \>\\\  tvo^?)  before  me.  Pa>-ment  of  pensioi 
under  the  fraudulent  act  \ias beew  s\isveu<!«^  svQRfc'^^\sc\3ar3  TS»,\%q^

since  that  time  nn  infoniiatioii  has  been  received  from  the  fraudulent 
pensioner. 

The  circumstances  developed  called  for  the  repeal  of  the  law  of  187 1 
placing  him  upon  the  pension  roll.  This  is  accomplished  in  the  second 
.section  of  the  bill  under  consideration,  which  section  I  would  Ije  glad  to 
approve.  This  repeal,  however,  is  accompanied  by  a  provision  in  the  first 
section  of  the  bill  directing  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  place  upon  the 
pension  roll  this  identical  fraudulent  pensioner,  under  a  certificate  num- 
bered precisely  the  same  as  that  heretofore  issued  to  him,  "at  a  rate 
profM.irtionate  to  the  degree  of  disability  from  such  gunshot  wounds  as 
may  he  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Secretar>-  to  have  been  received 
at  the  hands  of  Confederate  soldiers  or  sympathizers  while  said  Rhea  was 
attempting  to  cooperate  with  the  Union  forces,"  etc. 

Inasmuch  as  the  letter  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  to  which  refer- 
ence has  been  made,  and  which  forms  part  of  the  committee's  report  on 
this  bill,  is  the  basis  of  this  repealing  provision,  and  inasmuch  as  this 
letter  furnishes  evidence  that  the  pensioner  was  when  injured  a  very 
di.sreputable  member  of  a  band  of  armed  rel^els  and  was  wounded  l>y 
Union  soldiers,  I  can  not  understand  why  the  same  bill  wliich  for  this 
reason  purges  the  pension  rolls  of  his  name  should  in  the  same  breath 
undo  this  work  and  direct  his  name  to  be  rewritten  on  the  rolls. 

If  the  facts  Ijefore  Congress  justify  the  repeal  of  the  law  under  which 
this  man  fraudulently  received  a  pension  for  nearly  twenty-two  years, 
they  certainly  do  not  justify  the  provision  directing  his  name  to  be  put 
on  the  rolls  again  with  a  view  to  further  examination  of  his  case  or  for 
any  other  purpose.

I  retuni  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2051,  entitled  "An 
act  to  grant  a  pension  to  Eunice  Putman." 

This  bill  provides  for  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary  therein  named  as  the 
helpless  daughter  of  John  Putman,  who  served  as  a  private  in  the  War  of 
the  Reljellion  from  August  27,  i86+,to  June  2, 1865.  In  1870,  when  the 
l)eneficiary  was  not  2  years  old,  her  mother  died,  and  her  father  marrietl 
again  in  1872.  He  applied  for  a  pension  in  1884.,  but  died  the  same  year. 
His  claim  was  allowed,  however,  in  1891,  and  his  pension  which  had  ac- 
crued between  the  date  of  his  application  and  his  death  was  paid  to 
his  widow.  Jeanette  S.  Putman.  Immediately  thereafter  a  pension  was 
allowed  the  widow  in  her  own  right,  dating  from  the  soldier's  death,  in 
1884,  with  $2  additional  per  mouth  for  each  of  the  two  minor  children. 
The  beneficiary  was  not  included  because  she  tiad  teac\ved  \.\ve.  aigi  qV  \^ 
years  prior  to  ber  father's  death. 
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The  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  states  that 
no  claim  fur  pension  on  accuunt  of  the  soldier's  death  has  ever  been  fild 
in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  it  seems  that  upon  this  theory  it  was  pro- 
posed to  pension  the  daughter.  I  do  not  suppose  it  was  intended  that 
a  (luiible  i>ensinn  should  be  allowed.  lu  point  of  fact,  the  widow  has 
already  lx;en  ixrusioned,  and  no  such  j>ension  allowance  has  been  made 
for  the  minor  children.  There  is  no  suggestion  that  the  widow  has  diet 
or  remarried. 

If  this  bill  should  become  a  law,  two  full  pensions  would  be  in  force 
at  the  same  time,  one  to  the  widow  and  another  to  the  daughter,  each 
predicated  upou  the  services  and  death  of  the  same  soldier.

1890,  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  her  husl>and  died  in  the  ser^TC*. 
and  therefore  had  not  been  honorably  discharged,  as  required  bj'  that  law, 

It  appears  that  after  he  had  ser\e(l  a  number  of  years  in  a  cavaln.'  reg' 
imeiit,  and  ha\ing  l)eeu  once  discharged  for  reenlislment,  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  \'eteran  Reserve  Corps  and  was  in  that  service  at  the  timi 
of  his  death. 

In  these  circumstances  tlie  rejection  of  the  beneficiary's  claim  on  th* 
ground  stated  is  held,  under  present  rulings  of  the  Pension  Bureau, 
have  i)een  erroneous,  and  such  claim  can  now  be  favorably  adjudicate 
upon  proof  of  coiuinued  widowhood  of  the  applicant  and  the  lack  C 
other  means  of  support  than  her  daily  labor. 

If  such  proof  is  supplied,  she  would  Ije  entitled  to  a  pension  datini 
from  July  14,  1S90,  which  would  lie  nnich  more  advantageous  than  the 
relief  afforded  by  the  bill  herewith  relumed. 

If  the  Ijenefician,'  can  justly  claim  a  pension  dating  from  her  applica- 
tion to  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1890,  the  Ixniefits  accruing  to  her  thert 
from  should  not  he  superseded  by  this  special  legislation,  which  aOoaa 
relief  only  from  the  date  of  its  enactment.

purposes. ' ' 

The  contemplated  route  of  this  railway,  so  far  as  it  is  disclosed  in  the 
bill,  would  run  from  a  point  in  the  southwestern  comer  of  the  State  of 
Missouri,  across  the  northeastern  corner  of  the  Indian  Territory',  to  a  point 
in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State  of  Kansas.  This  route  necessarily 
runs  through  the  lands  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  or  through  the  small 
reservations  of  the  Quapaws,  the  Peorias,  the  Ottawas,  the  Wyandottes, 
and  the  Senecas. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  hill  requiring  the  consent  of  the  Indians 
whose  lands  are  to  l>e  thus  traversed. 

There  is  no  provi-sion  requiring  the  entire  line  to  he  located  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  before  the  work  of  buiJdiug  is 
commenced. 

The  bill  provides  for  compeiisatiou  to  individual  occupants  or  allottees 
by  a  process  of  appraisal  by  referees,  with  the  right  uf  appeal  to  the  dis- 
trict court  held  at  Fort  Smith,  in  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

In  the  case  of  allotted  land  or  land  held  in  individual  occtipancy  by  the 
Indians  great  care  should  be  exercised  in  interfering  with  their  holdings. 
Their  land  is  given  them  for  cultivation  and  with  a  view  of  making  them 
self-supporting  and  industrious  citizens.  If  their  land  is  invaded  and  cut 
up  by  railroads,  the  purpose  of  allotment  is  in  danger  of  being  defeated. 
Money  compensatton  is  of  but  little  use  to  them,  and  no  ainouut  can  com- 
pensate for  the  disturbance  in  the  cultivation  of  their  lands  and  their  con- 
sequent discontent  and  discouragement. 

These  considerations,  it  seems  to  me,  emphasize  the  necessity  of  the 
exact  location  of  the  entire  line  of  the  contemplated  railroad  and  such 
control  over  it  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  will  unable  him  to  avoid 
as  much  as  possible  interference  with  individual  Indian  occupants  and 
other  difficidties. 

This  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  line  can  be  done  with  much 
more  safety  and  effectiveness  in  considering  the  entire  line  than  it  can  be 
done  in  sections  of  25  miles  each,  as  is  provided  in  the  bill. 

The  United  States  circuit  and  district  courts  for  the  districts  of  Kansas 
and  the  district  of  Arkansas  and  such  other  courts  ns  may  l>e  authorized 
by  Congress  are  given  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  all  controversies  aris- 
ing between  the  railway  company  and  the  nations  and  tril)es  of  Indians 
through  whose  territory'  the  railway  shall  be  constructed,  or  between  said 
company  and  the  meml>ers  of  said  nations  or  tribes,  without  reference  to 
the  amount  in  controversy,  and  the  civil  juri.sdiction  of  said  courts  is 
extended  within  the  limits  of  said  Indian  Territory,  without  distinction 
as  to  the  citizenship  of  parties,  so  far  as  may  be  necessan.'  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  act. 

The  requirement  that  an  Indian  shall  be  obliged  \.o  ?fteV.  ^  ^v&VacoJv. 
court  for  the  adjudicatiou  of  his  rights  iu  bis  coullONeTSifca,  ^faX.  a\A 
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small,  with  this  railway  company  would  result  in  many  cases  to  a  denial 
of  justice. 

I  am  con\'inced  of  the  growing  necessity,  in  this  period  of  change  in 
our  relations  with  the  Indians,  of  caution  and  certainty  in  the  grants 
given  to  railroads  to  pass  through  Indian  lands  and  of  the  exercise  of 
care  ti]  allowing  interference  with  their  occupation.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5624,  entitled  "An 
act  to  authorize  the  Oklahoma  Central  Railroad  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railway  through  the  Indian  and  Oklahoma  Territories,  and  for  other 
purposes.  * ' 

The  railroad  proposed  to  be  built  under  authority  of  this  bill  com 
mences  at  a  point  in  the  Creek  Nation  called  Sapulpa  and  runs  through 
the  Indian  Territory  to  Oklahoma  City,  in  Oklahoma,  and  thence  through 
the  Kiowa  and  Comanche  Reservation  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  Red 
River,  on  the  west  line  of  said  reser\'ation. 

There  is  no  provision  in  this  bill  requiring  the  consent  of  the  lodiatui 
through  whose  lauds  it  is  proposed  to  build  the  road. 

The  character  and  situation  of  these  Indians  are  such  as  to  make  this 
consent  important. 

The  first  .section  gives  the  railroad  company  the  right  to  build  not  only 
its  line  of  road,  but  "such  tracks,  tuni-ouls,  branches,  sidings,  and  exten- 
sions as  said  company  may  deem  it  to  their  interest  to  construct. 

If  under  an  apparent  grant  to  build  a  railroad  the  route  of  which  is 
in  a  general  way  defined  this  conipanj'  is  to  l)e  allowed  to  build  such 
branches  and  extensions  as  it  may  deem  it  to  its  interest  to  construct. 
the  grant,  I  am  sure,  is  more  comprehensive  than  was  intended  bj-  the 
Congress. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  entire  line  of  the  proposed  railroad  should  be 
precisely  located  and  subjectetl  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  l^efore  the  work  of  construction  is  entered  upon.  This  bill  pro- 
vides that  it  shall  be  approved  in  sections  of  25  miles  before  construction 
on  sucli  sections  shall  be  commenced. 

Our  relations  to  the  Indians  on  reservations  and  their  welfare  and 
quiet  are  l>etter  preser\'ed  and  protected  when  the  entire  line  of  road  can 
be  settled  upon  at  one  time  and  all  uncertainty  and  doubt  on  the  subject 
removed.  The  object  sought  by  submitting  the  line  to  the  supervision 
and  determination  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  can  be  better  and  more 
'  itelligently  accomplished  if  it  is  dealt  with  in  its  entirety  instead  of  in 

rtious.

The  following  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  Utiited  States  are  hereby 
published  for  the  iuformation  of  all  concerned: 
Section  1956,  Re\nsed  Statutes,  chapter  3,  Title  XXIII,  enacts  that — 

No  person  shall  kill  any  otter,  tuiiik,  marten,  sable,  or  fur  seal,  ot  other  fur-bearing 
animal  within  the  limits  of  Alaaka  Territory  or  in  the  wattrs  tliereof ;  aiiu  every  pt-r- 
son  guilty  thereof  shall  for  each  offense  Ixi  finci  not  less  Uian  f,300  nor  more  tlian 
$1,000,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both;  and  all  vessels,  their 
tackle,  apjjarel,  furniture,  and  cargo,  found  engaged  in  violation  of  this  section  shall 
be  forfeited;  but  tlic  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury  shall  have  [lower  to  authorize  the 
killing  of  any  such  mink,  marten ,  sable,  or  other  fur-bearing  animal ,  except  fur  seals, 
under  sucli  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe;  and  it  Hhall  be  Lhe  duty  of  the  Secretary 
to  prevent  tlic  killing  of  any  fur  seal  and  to  provide  for  the  execution  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  until  it  is  otherwiae  provided  by  law,  nor  shall  be  grant  any 
special  privileges  un«ier  this  section. 

Section  j  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of 
the  salmon  fisheries  of  Alaska,"  approved  March  2,  1889,  provides — 

Sec.  3.  That  section  1956  of  tlie  RevLsed  Statutes  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
declarwl  to  include  and  apply  to  all  the  dominion  of  the  United  States  in  tlie  waters 
of  Bering  Sea;  and  it  shall  be  tile  duty  of  the  President  at  a  timely  season  in  each 
year  to  issue  his  proclamation,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  published  for  one  month  in 
at  least  one  newspaper  (if  any  such  there  be)  published  at  each  United  States  port  of 
entry  on  tlie  Pacific  coast,  warning  all  persons  against  entering  said  waters  for  the 
purpose  of  violating  the  provisions  of  said  section;  and  he  shall  also  cause  one  or 
more  vessels  of  the  United  States  to  diligently  cruise  said  waters  and  arrest  all  per- 
sons and  seize  all  vessels  found  to  be  or  to  have  been  engaged  in  any  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  therein. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States, 
hereby  warn  all  persons  against  entering  the  waters  of  Bering  Sea  within 
the  dominion  of  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  violating  the  provi- 
sions of  said  section  1956  of  the  Revised  Statutes;  and  I  hereby  proclaim 
that  all  persons  found  to  be  or  to  have  been  engaged  in  any  violation  of 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  said  waters  will  be  arrested,  proceeded 
against,  and  punished  as  above  provided.

for  the  consideration  therein  mentioned,  ceded,  sold,  relinquished,  and 
conveyed  to  the  United  States  all  their  claim,  right,  title,  and  interest 
in  and  to  all  the  unallotted  lands  within  the  Umits  of  the  reservatioo 
set  apart  to  said  tribe  by  the  first  article  of  the  treaty  of  April  19,  185s.

Whereas  it  is  also  stipulated  and  agreed  by  article  lo  that  any  religious 
society  or  other  organization  shall  have  the  right  for  two  years  from  the 
date  of  the  ratification  of  the  said  agreement  within  which  to  purchase 
the  lands  (jccupied  by  it  under  proper  authority  for  religious  or  educa- 
tional work  among  tlie  Indians,  at  a  valuation  fixed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  average  price  paid  to  the 
Indians  for  the  siirj>lus  lands;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  accepting,  ratifying,  and 
confirming  the  said  agreement,  approved  August  15, 1894,  section  1 2  (Pam- 
phlet Statutes,  Fifty-third  Congress,  second  session,  pj).  314-319) — 

Tliat  the  lands  by  said  agreement  ceded  to  tlie  United  States  shall  ujjon  pruclama- 
tion  by  the  President  l>e  opened  to  settlement,  and  shall  be  subject  to  disposal  only 
under  the  homestead  and  town-site  laws  of  the  Ihjited  States,  excepting  the  six- 
teenth and  Ujjrty-sixth  sections  in  each  Congressional  township,  which  shall  be  re- 
Bcrved  for  common-sclio<i]  purjx)ses  and  l>e  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  South 
Dakota:  Provided,  That  each  settler  on  said  lands  stiall,  in  addilKm  to  the  fees  pro- 
vided by  law,  pay  to  tlie  United  States  for  tlie  land  so  taken  by  him  tlie  sum  of  I3.75 
per  acre,  of  which  sum  he  shall  jiay  50  cents  at  the  time  of  making  his  original  entry 
and  tlie  balance  before  making  final  proof  and  receiving  a  certificate  of  final  entry;  but 
the  rights  of  honorably  discharget!  Union  soldiers  and  sailors  as  defined  and  descril)ed 
in  sections  2304  and  2305  of  the  Revise<l  Statutes  of  the  United  States  shall  not  l>e 
abridged  except  as  to  the  sum  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid. 

That  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Interior,  upon  proper  plats  and  description  being  fur- 
nished, is  hereby  authorizetl  to  issue  patents  to  Charles  Picotte  and  Felix  Bninot  and 
W.  T.  Selwyn,  Unitetl  States  interjireters,  for  not  to  exceed  I  acre  of  kind  each,  so  as 
to  embrace  tlicir  houses  near  the  agency  buildings  upon  said  reservation,  but  not  to 
embrace  any  buildings  owned  by  the  Government,  upon  the  payment  by  each  of  said 
persons  of  the  sum  of  ^3.75. 

That  every  [)erson  who  shall  sell  or  give  away  any  intoxicating  !iquf)rs  or  other 
intoxicants  ujxin  anj-  of  the  lauds  by  said  agreement  ceiled,  or  uptui  any  of  the  lands 
included  in  the  Yankton  Sioux  Indian  Reservation  as  created  by  the  treaty  of  April 
19,  1858,  shall  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years  and  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  1:300. 

And  whereas  all  the  terms,  conditions,  and  considerations  required  by 
said  agreement  made  with  said  tribes  of  Indians  and  by  the  laws  relat- 
ing thereto  precedent  to  opening  said  lands  to  settlement  have  been,  as 
I  herebN'  declare,  complied  with: 

Now,  therefore.  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States,  by

to  the  United  States  all  their  claim,  right,  title,  and  interest  iu  and  to  aH 
the  unallotted  lands  within  the  limits  of  said  reservation,  except  the  five 
sections  dcscriljcd  in  article  4  of  the  agreement,  xii.:  Section  9,  township 
9  south,  range  1 1  west  of  the  Willamette  meridiart;  and  the  west  half  of 
the  west  half  of  section  5,  and  the  east  half  of  section  6,  and  the  east  half

Whereas  it  is  further  .stipulated  and  agreed  by  article  6  that  any  rel^ 
gious  society  or  other  organization  shall  have  the  right  for  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  this  agreement  within  which  to  pw- 
cha.se  the  laiuls  occupied  by  it  with  proper  authority  for  religious  or 
educational  work  among  the  Indians,  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  acre,  the 
■line  io  be  conveyed  to  such  aodeV-y  ox  or^nuation  by  patent;  and 
H^iiereas  it  is  provided  in  Vhe  acv  ol  Cou^esa  assx?^XM\^,TM«L'sv=L<?,,ttnd 


confirming  said  agreement,  approved  August  15,  1894  (Pamphlet  Stat- 
utes, pp.  286-338),  section  15,  that — 

The  mineral  lands  shall  be  disposed  of  under  the  laws  applicable  therelo,  and  the 
balance  of  Uie  land  so  ceded  shall  be  disposed  of  until  further  pruvidetl  by  law  under 
the  town-site  law  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  law;  Provided,  /lowei'gr, 
That  each  settler  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  homestead  laws 
shall  at  the  lime  of  making  his  original  entry  pay  the  sum  of  50  cents  per  acre  in  ad- 
dition to  the  fees  now  reqtiired  by  law,  and  at  the  time  of  making  final  proof  shall  pay 
the  further  sum  of  $1  per  acre,  final  proof  to  1k'  made  within  five  years  from  the  date 
of  entry;  and  three  years'  actual  residence  on  the  land  shall  be  cstalilished  by  such 
evidence  as  is  now  required  in  homestead  proofs  as  a  prerequisite  to  title  or  patent.

That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall, 
nnder  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  opicn  said  lands  to  settlement,  after  proc- 
lamation by  the  President  and  sixty  days'  notice.

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States,  by 
virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  statutes  hereinljefore  mentioned 
and  by  said  agreement,  do  hereby  declare  and  make  known  thai  all  of  the 
laiids  acquired  from  the  Alsea  and  other  Indians  by  said  agreement  will, 
at  and  after  the  hour  of  12  o'clock  noon  (Pacific  standard  time)  on  the 
25th  day  of  July,  1895,  and  not  before,  l>e  opened  to  settlement  under 
the  terms  of  and  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  limitations,  reservations, 
and  restrictions  contained  in  said  agreement,  the  statutes  alx)ve  speci- 
fied, and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  applicable  thereto. 

The  lands  to  be  so  opened  to  settlement  are  for  greater  convenience 
particularly  descril>ed  in  the  accompanying  schedule,  entitled  "  Schedule 
of  lands  within  the  Siletz  Indian  Reser^'ation,  in  Oregon,  opened  to  set- 
tlement by  proclamation  of  the  President  dated  May  16,  1895,"  and  which 
schedule  is  made  a  part  hereof. 

Warning  is  hereby  given  that  no  person  entering  upon  and  occupying 
said  lands  l>efore  said  hour  of  12  o'clock  noon  of  the  25th  day  of  July, 
1895,  hereinbefore  fixed,  will  ever  l>e  permittetl  to  enter  any  of  said  lauds 
or  acquire  any  rights  thereto,  and  that  the  officers  of  the  United  States 
will  l«  required  to  strictly  enforce  this  provision,  which  is  authorized  by 
the  act  of  August  15,  1894,  hereinbefore  mentioned.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  hy  a  written  agreement  made  on  the  9th  day  of  September, 
189 1 ,  the  Kickapoo  Nation  of  Indians,  in  the  Territory  of  Oklahoma,  ceded, 
conveyed,  transferred,  and  relinquished,  fore\'er  and  absolutely,  w-ithout 
any  reservation  whatever,  all  their  claim,  title,  and  interest  of  everj-  kind 
and  character  in  and  to  the  lands  particularly  described  in  article  i  of  the 
agreement:  Proi'idcd,  That  in  said  tract  of  countr>-  there  shall  be  allotted

Whereas  it  is  further  stipulated  and  agreed  by  article  6  of  the  agree- 
ment that  wherever  in  this  reser\-ation  any  religious  society  or  other  or- 
ganization is  now  occupjing  any  portion  of  said  reseiA-ation  for  ndigioos 
or  educational  work  among  the  Indians  the  land  so  occupied  may  be 
allotted  and  confirmed  to  such  society  or  organization,  not,  howe\-er,  to 
exceed  160  acres  of  land  to  any  one  society  or  organization,  so  long  as 
the  same  shall  be  so  occupied  and  used;  and  such  land  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  homestead  entr>-;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  accepting,  ratifNong,  and 
confirming  the  said  agreement  with  the  Kickapoo  Indians,  appro\'ed  Mardi 
3.  1893  (27  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  pp.  557-563),  section  3 — 

That  whenever  any  of  the  lands  acquired  by  this  agreement  shall  by  operatioo  of 
law/or  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  open  to  settlement  or 
entry  they  shall  be  disposed  of  (except  sections  16  and  36  in  each  township  thereof) 
to  actual  settlers  only  under  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  and  town-sit«  U«s> 
except  section  2301  of  the  Revi«e<l  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  wt 
apply:  Provided,  hcnvcver.

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  tlie  act  of  Congress  for  the  temporary  gov- 
ernment of  Oklahoma,  approved  May  2,  1890,  section  23  (26  U.  S.  Statutes 
at  Large,  p.  92 ) ,  that  there  shall  l)e  reserved  public  highways  4  rods  wide 
between  each  section  of  land  in  said  Territory,  the  section  lines  being 
the  center  of  said  highways;  but  no  deduction  shall  be  made,  where  cash

on  from  the  United  States  against  the  territor>'  of  such  Government:

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entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agricid 
ture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1896" — 

That  whenevw  tlie  SecreUrj-  of  Agriculture  shall  certify  to  the  Presid«il  of  the 
United  States  what  countries  or  i>arts  of  countries  are  free  froni  contagious  or  infee- 
liuns  diseases  of  domestic  animals,  and  that  neat  cattle  and  hides  can  be  importol 
from  such  countries  without  danger  to  the  domestic  animals  of  the  United  States,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  may  suspend  the  prohibition  of  tlie  importation  of 
cattle  and  hides  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

And  whereas  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  now  certified  to  me  that 
the  countries  of  Norway,  Sweden.  Holland,  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  the 

Channel  Islands,  and  the  countries  of  North,  Central,  and  South  Americij 
including  Mexico,  are  so  far  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases

That  immediately  after  the  issuance  and  receipt  by  the  Indians  of  trust  patents  for 
the  allotted  lands,  as  provided  for  in  said  agreement,  tlie  lands  so  ceded,  sold,  relin- 
quished, and  conveyed  to  the  United  States  shall  be  opened  to  settlement  by  procla- 
mation of  tlie  President  and  shall  be  subject  to  disposal  only  under  Uie  homestead,

And  whereas  all  the  tenns,  conditions,  and  considerations  required 
by  said  ag^reement  made  with  said  tribe  of  Indians  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned and  tlie  laws  relating  thereto  ])recedent  to  openiug  said  lands  to 
settlement  have  been,  as  I  hereby  declare,  provnded  for,  paid,  and  complied 
with: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  Utiited  vStates, 
by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  statutes  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned and  by  said  agreement,  do  hereby  declare  and  make  known  that 
all  of  the  unallotted  and  unreserved  lands  acquired  from  the  Nez  Perc^ 
Indians  by  said  agreement  will,  at  and  after  the  hour  of  12  o'clock 
noon  (Pacific  standard  time)  on  the  i8th  day  of  November,  1895,  and 
not  before,  be  opened  to  settlement  under  the  terms  of  and  subject  to  all 
the  conditions,  limitations,  reservations,  and  restrictions  contained  in  said 
agreement,  the  statutes  above  specified,  and  the  lawsolth'fe\Sia\\ft^?>\A\3es. 
applicable  tiierefo. 
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The  lands  to  be  so  opened  to  settlement  are  for  greater  convenience 
particularly  described  in  the  accompanying  schedule,  entitled  "Schedule 
of  lands  witliin  the  Xez  Perce  Indian  Reservation,  Idaho,  to  be  opeued 
to  settlement  by  proclamation  of  the  President,"  and  which  schedule  is 
made  a  part  hereof. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of 
the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

The  Executive  order  dated  February  26,  i8gi,*  establlshiug  litnits  ck 
punishitieiit  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  under  an  act  of  Congress  ap- 
pixivcd  September  27,  iSgo.  and  which  was  published  in  General  Orders, 
No.  21 ,  1891 ,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  is  amended  so  as  to  prescribe  u 
follows: 

ARTICLE  I. 

In  all  cases  of  desertion  the  sentence  may  include  dishonorable  dis- 
charge and  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances. 

Subject  to  the  modificalions  authorized  in  section  3  of  this  aitick-.  ibe 
limit  «)f  the  term  of  confinemeut  (at  hard  labor)  for  desertion  shall  be  as 
follows: 

Suction  i.  In  case  of  surrender — 

ta)  When  the  deserter  surrenders  himself  after  an  absence  of  not 
more  than  thirty  days,  one  year. 

(^)  Wheti  the  siu-neuder  is  made  after  an  absence  of  more  than  thirty 
days,  eighteen  muntlis. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  apprehension — 

(a)  When  at  the  time  of  desertion  the  deserter  shall  not  have  \teek 
more  than  six  months  in  the  service,  eighteen  months. 

ijb)  When  he  shall  have  been  more  than  ax  months  in  the  ser^Hce. 
two  and  one-half  years. 

Sec.  3.  The  foregoing  limitations  are  subject  to  modification  uodcc 
the  following  conditions:

ARTICLE    in. 

Section  i  .  \^Tien  a  soldier  shall  \k  cou\-icted  of  an  offense  the  pun- 
i.shment  for  which,  as  authorized  by  Article  II  of  this  order  or  the  custom 
of  the  service,  does  not  exceed  that  which  an  inferior  court-martial  may 
award,  the  punishment  so  authorized  may  lie  increased  by  one-half  for 
every  prei'ious  con\'iction  of  one  or  more  ofiFenses  within  eighteen  months 
preceding  the  trial  and  during  the  current  enlistment:  Provided.  That  the 
increase  of  punishment  f<jr  five  or  more  previous  conNnctions  shall  not 
exceed  that  thus  authorized  when  there  are  four  previous  convictions, 
and  that  when  one  or  more  of  such  five  or  more  previous  convictions 
shall  have  been  by  general  court-martial  or  when  such  convictions  shall 
have  occurred  within  one  year  preceding  the  trial  the  limit  of  punishment 
sliall  be  dishonorable  discharge,  forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances,  and 
confinement  at  hard  labor  for  three  months. 

When  the  conviction  is  of  an  offense  punishable  under  Article  II  of  this 
order  or  the  custom  of  the  servnce  with  a  greater  punishment  than  an 
interior  court-martial  can  award,  but  not  punishable  with  dishonorable 
discharge,  the  sentence  may  on  proof  of  five  or  more  previous  convictions 
within  eighteen  months  and  during  the  current  enlistment  impose  dis- 
honorable discharge  and  forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances  in  additioa 
to  the  authorized  confinement,  and  when  this  confinement  is  less  than 
three  months  it  may  be  increased  to  three  months. 

When  a  nonconnnissioned  officer  is  convicted  of  an  offense  not  punish- 
able with  reduction,  he  nray,  if  he  .shall  have  been  convicted  of  a  military 
offen.se  within  a  year  and  during  the  current  enlistment,  be  sentenced  to 
reduction  in  addition  to  the  punishment  already  authorized.

IS  such  evidence,  and,  if  so,  of  hearing  it.  These  convictions  must  Ijc 
proved  by  the  records  of  previous  trials  or  by  duly  authenticated  or- 
ders promulgating  the  same,  except  in  the  cases  of  conviction  by  sum- 
mary court,  when  a  duly  authenticated  copy  of  the  record  of  said  court 
shall  be  deemed  suflBcient  proof.  Charges  fonvarded  to  the  authority 
ordering  a  general  court-martial  or  submitted  to  a  summary,  garrison,  or 
regimental  court  must  be  acconipanietl  by  the  proper  evidence  of  such 
previous  convictions  as  may  have  to  be  considered  in  determining  upon 
a  sentence. 

ARTICLE   rv. 

When  a  soldier  shall  on  one  arraignment  be  convicted  of  two  or  more 
offenses  none  of  which  is  punishable  under  Article  II  of  this  order  or 
the  custom  of  the  service  with  dishonorable  discharge,  but  the  aggregate 
term  of  confinement  for  which  may  exceed  six  months,  dishonorable  dis- 
charge with  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances  may  be  awarded  in  addition 
to  the  authorized  confiucment. 

ARTICLB  V. 

This  order  prescribes  the  maximum  limit  of  punishment  for  the  offenses 
named,  and  this  limit  is  intended  for  those  cases  in  which  the  severest 
punishment  shoulil  be  awarded.  In  other  cases  the  putiishment  should 
be  graded  down  according  to  the  extenuating  circumstances.  Offenses 
not  herein  provided  for  remain  punishable  as  authorized  by  the  Articles 
of  War  and  the  custom  of  the  sen-ice. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Summary  courts  are  subject  to  the  restrictions  named  in  the  eighty- 
febird  article  of  war.  Soldiers  against  whom  charges  may  be  preferred 
for  trial  by  summarj'  court  sliall  not  be  confined  in  the  guardhouse,  but 
shall  be  placed  in  arrest  iu  quarters  before  and  during  trial  and  while 
awaiting  sentence,  except  when  in  particular  cases  restraint  may  be 
necessarj-. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  following  substitutions  for  punishments  named  in  Article  II  of 
this  order  are  authorized  at  the  discretion  of  the  court: 

Two  days'  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  $i  forfeiture;  one  day's  soli- 
tary confinement  on  bread  and  water  diet  for  two  days'  confinement  at 
hard  labt>r  or  for  $i  forfeiture:  Provided,  That  a  noncommissioned  officer 
not  sentenced  to  reduction  shall  nut  be  subject  to  cunfineiiicnt:  And 
provided.  That  .solitary  confinement  shall  not  exceed  fourteen  days  at  one 
time  nor  be  repeated  until  fourteen  days  have  elapsed,  and  .shall  not 
exceed  eighty-four  days  in  one  year.  Whenever  the  limit  herein  pre- 
scribed for  an  offense  or  offenses  may  be  hrowglit  within  the  punishing 
power  of  inferior  courts-martial,  as  defined  by  the  eighty-third  article  of 
Ipar,  by  substitution  of  punishment  under  the  provisions.  o\  \\v\?,  t«<v3«.» 
ihe  said  courts  have  jurisdiction  of  such  ofiense  OT  oSenses. 
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ARTICLE  vm.

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THIRD  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

ExEciTivB  Mansion,  December  g,  t8<)S- 

0  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

The  present  assemblage  of  the  legislative  branch  of  our  Government 
occurs  at  a  time  when  the  interests  of  our  people  and  the  ueeds  of  the 
country  give  especial  prominence  to  the  condition  of  our  foreign  relations 
and  the  exigencies  of  our  national  finances.  The  reports  of  the  heads 
of  the  several  administrative  Departments  of  the  Government  fully  and 
plainly  exhibit  what  has  been  accomplished  within  the  scope  of  their  re- 
spective duties  and  present  such  recommendations  for  the  betterment  of 
our  country's  condition  as  patriotic  and  intelUgent  labor  and  observation 
suggest. 

I  therefore  deem  my  executive  duty  adequately  performed  at  this  time 
by  presenting  to  the  Congress  the  important  phases  of  our  situation  as 
related  to  our  intercourse  with  foreign  nations  and  a  statement  of  the 
financial  problems  which  confront  us,  omitting,  except  as  they  are  related 
to  these  topics,  any  reference  to  departmental  operations. 

1  earnestly  invite,  however,  not  only  the  careful  consideration  but  the 
severely  critical  scrutiny  of  the  Congress  and  my  fellow-countrjTiien  to 
the  reports  concerning  these  departmental  operations.  If  justly  and  fairly 
examined,  they  will  furnish  proof  of  assiduous  and  painstaking  care  for 
the  public  welfare.  I  press  the  recommendations  they  contain  upon  the 
respectful  attention  of  tht»e  charged  with  the  duty  of  legislation,  becanse 
I  believe  their  adoption  would  promote  the  people's  good. 

By  ameudatory  tariff  legislation  in  January  last  the  Argentine  Repub- 
lic, recognizing  the  value  of  the  large  market  opened  to  the  free  impor- 
tation of  its  wools  under  our  last  tariff  act,  has  admitted  certain  products 
of  the  United  States  to  entry  at  reduced  duties.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  efforts  we  have  made  to  enlarge  the  exchanges  of  trade  on  a  sound 
basis  of  mutual  benefit  are  in  this  instance  appreciated  by  the  country 
from  which  our  woolen  factories  draw  their  needful  supply  of  raw  material. 

The  Mis.sions  boundary  dispute  between  the  Argentine  Republic  and 
Brazil,  referred  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  as  arbitrator  durinjj 
the  term  of  my  predecessor,  and  which  was  submitted  to  me  for  determi- 
nation, resulted  in  an  award  in  favor  of  Brazil  upon  the  historical  and 
documentary  evidence  presented,  thus  ending  a  long- protracted  contr^>- 
versy  and  again  demonstrating  the  wisdom  and  desirability  of  settling 
international  boundary  disputes  by  recourse  to  friendly  arbitration. 

Negotiations  are  progressing  for  a  revival  of  the  United  States  and 
Chilean  Claims  Commission,  whose  work  was  abruptly  terminated  last 
yeaT  by  the  expiration  ot  \.he  stimulated  time  within  which  awards  coold 
be  made. 


The  resumption  of  specie  payments  by  Chile  is  a  step  of  great  interest 
and  imjxirtance  both  in  its  direct  consequences  upon  her  own  welfare  and 
as  evincing  the  ascendency  of  sound  financial  principles  in  one  of  the 
most  influential  of  the  South  Araericau  Republics. 

The  close  of  the  momentous  struggle  between  China  and  Japan,  while 
relieving  the  diplomatic  agents  of  this  Government  from  the  delicate 
duty  they  undertook  at  the  request  of  both  countries  of  rendering  such 
service  to  the  subjects  of  either  belligerent  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  the  other  as  our  neutral  position  permitted,  develofied  a  domestic  con- 
dition iu  the  Chiuese  Empire  which  has  caused  much  anxiety  and  called 
for  prompt  and  careful  attention.  Either  as  a  result  of  a  weak  control 
by  the  central  Government  over  the  provincial  administrations,  following 
a  diminution  of  traditional  governmental  authority  under  the  stress  of  an 
overwhelming  national  disaster,  or  as  a  manifestation  upon  good  oppor- 
tunity of  the  aversion  of  the  Chinese  population  to  all  foreign  ways  and 
undertakings,  there  have  occurred  in  widely  separated  provinces  of  China 
serious  outbreaks  of  the  old  fanatical  spirit  against  foreigners,  which,  un- 
checked by  the  local  authorities,  if  not  actually  coiuiived  at  by  them,  have 
culminated  in  mob  attacks  on  foreign  missionary  stations,  causing  much 
destruction  of  property  and  attended  with  personal  injuries  as  well  as  loss 
of  life. 

Although  but  one  American  citizen  was  reported  to  have  been  actu- 
ally wounded,  and  although  the  destruction  of  property  may  have  fallen 
more  heavily  upon  the  mis.sionaries  of  other  nationalities  than  our  own, 
it  plainly  behooved  this  Goverument  to  take  the  most  prompt  and  decided 
action  to  guard  against  similar  or  perhaps  more  dreadful  calamities  be- 
falling the  hundreds  of  American  mission  stations  which  have  grown  up 
throughout  the  interior  of  China  under  the  temperate  rule  of  tolera- 
tion, custom,  and  imperial  edict.  The  demands  of  the  United  States  and 
other  powers  for  the  degradation  and  punishment  of  the  resjwnsible  oflB- 
cials  of  the  respective  cities  and  provinces  who  by  neglect  or  otherwise 
had  permitted  uprisings,  and  for  the  adoption  of  stem  mea.sures  by  the 
Emperor's  Government  for  the  protection  of  the  life  and  property  of  for- 
eigtiers,  were  followed  by  the  disgrace  and  dismissal  of  certain  provincial 
officials  found  derelict  in  duty  and  the  punishment  by  death  of  a  number 
of  those  adjudged  guilty  of  actual  participation  in  the  outrages. 

This  Government  also  insisted  that  a  sjiecial  American  commission 
should  visit  the  province  where  the  first  disturbances  occurred  for  the 
purpose  of  investigation.  The  latter  commission,  formed  after  much 
opposition,  has  gone  overland  from  Tientsin,  accompanied  by  a  suitable 
Chinese  e<«:ort,  and  by  its  demonstration  of  the  readiness  and  ability  of 
our  Government  to  protect  its  citizens  will  act,  it  is  believed,  as  a  most 
influential  deterrent  of  any  similar  outbreaks. 

The  energetic  steps  we  have  thus  taken  are  all  the  more  likely  to  resv.\V<. 
in  future  safety  to  our  citizens  in  China  because  t.\\e  lTn\)trvaV^^\ervMELWD.V 
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is,  I  am  persuaded,  entirely  convinced  that  we  desire  only  the  liberty  and 
protection  of  our  own  citizens  and  redress  for  any  wrongs  they  may  ha%'e 
suffered,  and  that  we  have  no  ulterior  designs  or  objects,  political  or  oth' 
erwise.  China  will  not  forget  either  our  kindly  service  to  her  citizens 
during  her  late  war  nor  the  further  fact  that,  while  furnishing  all  the 
facilities  at  our  command  to  further  the  negotiation  of  a  peace  betweea 
her  and  Japan,  we  sought  no  advantages  and  interposed  no  counsel. 

The  Governments  of  both  Chiua  and  Japan  have,  in  special  dispatches 
transmitted  through  their  respective  diplomatic  representatives,  ex  jjressed 
in  a  most  pleasiiig  manner  their  grateful  appreciation  of  our  assistance  to' 
their  citizens  during  the  unhappy  struggle  and  of  the  value  of  our  aid  io' 
paving  the  way  to  their  resumption  of  peaceful  relations. 

The  customary  cordial  relations  between  thiscountr>'  and  France  have 
undisturbed,  with  the  exception  that  a  full  explanation  of  the  treat- 
Inent  of  John  L.  Waller  by  the  expeditionaPi'  military  authorities  of 
France  still  remains  to  be  given.  Mr.  Waller,  formerly  United  States 
consul  at  Tamatav,  remained  in  Madagascar  after  his  term  of  office  ex- 
pired, and  was  apjarently  successful  in  procuring  business  concessions 
from  the  Hovas  of  greater  or  less  value.  After  the  occupation  of  Tamar 
tav  and  the  declaration  of  martial  law  by  the  French  he  was  arrested  upon 
various  charges,  among  them  that  of  communicating  military  information 
to  the  enemies  of  France,  was  tried  and  con\ncted  by  a  military  tri 
and  sentenced  to  twenty  years'  imprisonment. 

Following  the  course  justified  by  abundant  precedents,  this  Govern: 
requested  froni  thai  of  France  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  French 
tribunal  which  resulted  in  Mr.  Waller's  condemnation.  This  request  has 
been  complied  with  to  the  extent  of  supplyiug  a  copy  of  the  official  rec- 
ord, from  which  appear  the  constitution  and  organization  of  the  court,  the 
charges  as  formulated,  and  the  general  course  and  result  of  the  trial,  and 
by  which  it  is  shown  that  the  accused  was  tried  in  open  court  and  wai 
defended  by  counsel;  but  llie  evidfuce  adduced  in  support  of  the  cliarges, 
which  was  not  received  by  the  French  minister  for  foreign  affairs  till  the 
first  week  in  <Xtol>er,  has  thus  far  been  withheld,  the  French  Go\-enmient 
taking  the  grouiul  tliat  its  production  in  resjwnse  to  our  demand  would 
establish  a  bad  precedent.  The  efforts  of  our  ambassador  to  procure  it, 
however,  though  impeded  by  recent  changes  in  the  French  mini.stry.  liave 
not  l)eeu  relaxed,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  some  satisfactory 
Hf>Uitiun  of  the  matter  will  shortly  be  reached.  Meanwhile  it  appeal* 
lliat  Mr.  Waller's  confinement  has  every  alleviation  which  the  state  of 
his  health  and  all  the  other  circumstances  of  the  case  demand  or  permit. 

In  agreeable  contrast  to  the  difference  above  noted  respecting  a  mattef 

of  common  concern,  where  nothing  is  scmght  except  such  a  mutually  sat* 

isfactory  outcome  as  the  true  merits  of  the  case  re<juire,  is  the  recent  res- 

oJrJ^ioll  of  tlie  French  Chambers  fa%'oring  the  conclusion  of  a  permanent 

treaty  of  arbitration  'Uil\vttv\  V\\e  Vwo  cnv\VLVc\«s>. 
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I'itatioii  has  been  extended  by  France  to  the  Government  and 
people  of  tlie  United  States  to  particijiate  in  a  great  intcniationa!  exposi- 
tion at  Paris  iu  1900  as  a  suitable  comnienuiratiou  of  the  clo-se  of  this  the 
world's  niar\'elous  century  of  progress.  I  heartily  reconunend  its  accept- 
ance, together  with  such  legislation  as  will  adc<|uateh'  provide  for  a  due 
represetnatian  of  this  Government  and  its  people  on  the  occasion. 

Our  relations  with  the  States  of  the  Geniian  Empire  are  in  some  as- 
j»ects  typical  of  a  condition  of  things  elsewhere  found  in  countries  whose 
productions  and  trade  are  similar  to  our  own.  The  close  rivalries  of 
competing  industries;  the  influence  of  the  delusive  doclritie  that  the  in- 
ternal development  of  a  nation  is  promoted  and  its  wealth  increased  by  a 
policy  which,  in  undertaking  to  reser\'e  its  home  markets  for  the  exclu- 
sive use  of  its  own  producers,  necessarily  olistructs  their  sales  in  foreign 
markets  and  prevents  free  access  to  the  products  of  the  world;  the  desire 
to  retain  trade  iu  time-worn  ruts,  regardless  of  the  inexorable  laws  of 
new  needs  and  changed  conditions  of  demand  and  supply,  and  our  own 
halting  tariliness  iu  inviting  a  freer  exchange  of  commodities,  and  by 
this  means  imperiling  our  footing  in  the  external  markets  naturally  open 
to  us,  have  created  a  situation  somewhat  injurious  to  American  export 
interests,  not  only  in  Germany,  where  they  are  jjerhaps  most  noticeable, 
but  in  adjacent  countries.  The  exports  affected  are  largely  American 
cattle  and  other  food  protlncts.  the  reason  assigned  for  unfavorable  tlis- 
cri'.i.i nation  being  that  their  consumption  is  deleterious  to  the  public 
liealth.  This  is  all  the  more  irritating  in  vit;«'  of  the  fact  that  no  Rnro- 
jx'aji  state  is  as  jealous  of  the  excellence  and  wliolesomeness  of  its  ex- 
ported f(X)d  supplies  as  the  United  States,  nor  .so  ea.sily  able,  on  account  of 
inherent  soundness,  to  guarantee  those  c|ualities. 

Nor  are  these  difficulties  confined  to  our  food  products  designed  for 
exportation.  Our  great  insurance  companies,  for  example,  having  built 
up  a  vast  business  a1)rr»ad  aiul  invested  a  large  share  of  their  gains  iu 
foreign  countries  in  compliance  with  the  local  laws  and  regulations  then 
existing,  now  find  them.selves  within  a  narrowing  circle  of  onerous  and 
unforeseen  conditions,  and  are  confronted  by  the  nece.s.sity  of  retirement 
from  a  field  thus  made  unprofitable,  if,  indeed,  they  are  not  summarily 
expelled,  as  some  of  them  have  lately  been  from  Prussia. 

It  is  not  to  be  forgotten  that  international  trade  can  not  be  one-sided. 
Its  currents  are  allernating,  and  its  movements  should  l>e  honestly  re- 
ciprocal. Without  this  it  almost  neces.sarily  degenerates  into  a  device 
to  gain  advantage  or  a  contrivance  to  .secure  Ijenefits  with  only  the  sem- 
blance of  a  return.  In  our  dealings  with  other  nations  we  ought  to  lie 
open-handed  and  scrupulously  fair.  This  should  be  our  policy  as  a  pro- 
ducing nation,  and  it  plainly  becomes  us  as  a  people  who  love  generosity 
and  the  moral  aspects  of  national  good  faith  and  reciprocal  forbearance. 

These  considerations  should   not,  however,  coustraitt  v\s  lo  svsJotkvN.  Vs 
unfair  discriininatioii  ijor  to  silently  acquiesce  m  vexsklvovia >QA.viA.Ta.\tf:es.  Va 
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the  enjojtnent  of  our  share  of  the  legitimate  advantages  of  proper  trade 
relations.  If  an  exainiiiation  of  the  situation  suggests  such  measures  oil 
our  part  as  would  involve  restrictions  similar  to  those  from  which  wi 
suffer,  the  way  to  such  a  course  is  easy.  It  should,  however,  by  no  meanj 
be  lightly  entered  upon,  since  the  necessity  for  the  inauguration  of  such 
a  policy  would  be  regretted  by  the  Ijest  sentiment  of  our  people  and  be- 
cause it  naturally  and  logically  might  lead  to  consequences  of  the  gravest  i 
character.  \ 

I  take  pleasure  in  calling  to  your  attention  the  encomiums  bestowed  on 
those  ves.sels  of  our  new  Navy  which  took  part  in  the  notable  ceremony 
of  the  opening  of  the  Kiel  Canal.  It  was  fitting  that  this  extraordinary 
achievement  of  the  newer  German  uatiouality  should  Ijc  celebrated  in  the 
presence  of  America's  exposition  of  the  latest  developments  of  the  world's 
naval  energy. 

Our  relations  with  Great  Britain,  always  intimate  and  important,  haW 
demanded  during  the  past  year  even  a  greater  share  of  consideration  thai 
is  usual. 

Several  vexatious  questions  were  left  undetermined  by  the  decision  < 
the  Bering  Sea  Arbitration  Tribunal,  The  applicatiou  of  the  principl 
laid  down  by  that  august  body  has  not  been  followed  by  the  results  thej 
were  intended  to  accomplish,  citlier  Ijecause  the  principles  themselv 
lacked  in  breadth  and  definiteness  or  because  their  execution  has  beei 
more  or  less  imperfect.  Much  correspondence  has  been  exchanged  be 
tween  the  two  Governments  on  the  subject  of  preventing  the  extermi 
Mating  slaughter  of  seals.  The  insufficiency  of  the  British  patrol  of  BcriQ 
Sea  under  the  regulations  agreed  on  by  the  two  Governments  has  bed 
pointed  out,  and  yet  only  two  British  ships  have  been  on  police  duty  duT 
ing  this  season  in  those  waters. 

The  need  of  a  more  effective  enforcement  of  existing  regulations  as 
a.<5  the  adoption  of  such  additional  regulations  as  experience  has  sbown 
be  absolutely  necessarj'  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the  award  have  bca 
earnestly  urged  upon  the  British  Government,  but  thus  far  without  e£Fed 
ive  results.  In  the  meantime  the  depletion  of  the  seal  herds  by  means 
pelagic  hunting  has  so  alarmingly  progressed  that  unless  their  slaught 
is  at  once  effectively  checked  their  extinction  within  a  few  years  seems 
be  a  matter  of  absolute  certainty. 

The  understanding  by  wliich  the  United  States  was  to  pay  and  Gi 
Britain  to  receive  a  lump  sum  of  $425,000  in  full  settlement  of  all  Brt 
ish  claims  for  damages  arising  from  our  seizure  of  British  sealing  \-essd 
unauthorized  imder  the  award  of  the  Paris  Tribunal  of  .Arbitration  w 
not  confirmed  by  the  last  Congress,  which  declined  to  make  the  necessM 
appropriation.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  this  arrangement  was  a  jwB 
dous  and  advantageous  one  for  the  Government,  and  I  earnestly  recoo 
'  that  it  be  again  rowsvieteA  aad  sanctioned.  If,  however,  this  d( 
with  the  iavoT  ol  C.otvgtes&.WteTViw^'j  wf\\ffla«!\>j  dvasent  froa 
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the  proposition  that  the  Goveniiiient  is  bound  by  every  consideration  of 
honor  and  good  faith  to  provide  for  the  speedy  adjustment  of  these  claims 
by  arbitration  as  the  only  other  alternative.  A  treaty  of  arliitratiou  has 
therefore  been  agreed  upon,  and  will  be  immediately  laid  tefore  the 
Senate,  so  that  in  one  of  the  monies  suggested  a  6nal  settlement  may  be 
reached. 

Notwithstanding  that  Great  Britain  originated  the  proposal  to  enforce  , 
international  rules  for  the  prevention  of  collisions  at  sea,  based  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Maritime  Conference  of  Washington,  and  con- 
curred in.  suggesting  March  1 1 ,  1895,  as  the  date  to  be  set  by  proclamation 
for  carrying  these  rules  into  general  effect,  Her  Majesty's  Government, 
having  encountered  opix>sition  on  the  part  of  British  shipping  interests, 
announced  its  inability  to  accept  that  date,  which  was  consequently  can- 
celed. The  entire  matter  is  still  in  alxryance,  without  prospect  of  a  better 
condition  in  the  near  future. 

The  commissioners  appointed  to  mark  the  iuteruatioual  boundary  in 
Passamaquoddy  Bay  according  to  the  description  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent 
have  not  yet  fully  agreed. 

The  completion  of  the  preliminary  survey  of  tliat  Alaskan  boundary 
which  follows  the  contour  of  the  coast  from  the  southernmost  point  of 
Prince  of  Wales  Island  until  it  strikes  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first 
meridian  at  or  near  the  summit  of  Mount  St.  Elias  awaits  further  neces- 
sary appropriation,  which  is  urgently  recommended.  This  survey  was 
undertaken  under  the  provisions  of  the  convention  entered  into  by  this 
country  and  Great  Britain  July  22,  1892,  and  the  supplementary  conven-  > 
tion  of  February  3,  1894. 

As  to  the  remaining  section  of  the  Alaskan  1joundar\',  which  follows  the 
one  hundred  and  forty-first  meridian  northwardly  fmni  Mount  St.  Elias 
to  the  Frozen  Ocean,  the  settlement  of  which  involves  the  physical  loca- 
tion of  the  meridian  mentioned,  no  conventional  agreement  has  yet  been 
made.  The  ascertainment  of  a  given  meridian  at  a  particular  point  is  a 
work  requiring  much  time  and  careful  observations  and  surveys.  Such 
observations  and  surveys  were  undertaken  by  the  United  States  Coast  aud 
Geodetic  Survey  in  i8go  and  1891,  while  similar  work  in  the  same  quar- 
ters, under  British  auspices,  is  believed  to  give  nearly  coincident  results; 
but  these  sun^eys  have  l)een  i ndependently  conducted ,  and  wn  international 
agreement  to  mark  those  or  any  other  parts  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty- 
first  meridian  by  permanent  motuiments  has  yet  been  made.  In  the  mean- 
time the  valley  of  the  Yukon  is  becoming  a  highway  through  the  hitherto 
unexplored  wilds  of  Alaska,  and  abundant  mineral  wealth  has  been  dis- 
covered in  that  region,  especially  at  or  near  the  junction  of  the  boundary 
meridian  with  the  Yukon  and  its  tributaries.  In  these  circumstances  it 
is  expedient,  and,  indeed,  imperative,  that  the  juristlictiunal  limits  of  the 
respective  Governments  in  this  new  region  Ije  speedily  deterwnned.  W«x 
Britannic  Majesty's  Government  has  proposed  a  jomt.  ^eXirnxXaLOvcsft. ol >Jq.« 
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one  hundred  aud  forty-first  meridian  by  an  international  commissioB 
experts,  which,  if  Congress  will  authorize  it  and  make  due  provision  there- 
for, can  be  accomplished  with  no  unreasonable  delay.  It  is  im 
to  overlook  the  vital  iniportance  of  continuing  the  work  already  eni 
upon  and  supplementing  it  by  further  effective  measures  looking  to  the 
exact  location  uf  this  entire  l>uundary  line. 

1  call  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  delimitation  of  the  respective  juris- 
dictions of  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  the  Great 
Lakes  at  the  approaches  to  the  narrow  waters  that  connect  them.  The 
waters  in  question  are  frequented  by  fishermen  of  both  nationalities  and 
their  nets  are  there  used.  Owing  to  the  uncertainty  and  ignorance  as 
to  the  true  Ixtundary,  vexatious  disputes  and  injurious  seizures  of  boats 
and  nets  by  Canadian  cruisers  uften  occur,  while  any  positive  settlement 
thereof  by  an  accepted  standard  is  not  easily  to  be  reached.  A  joint  com- 
niis.sion  to  determine  the  line  in  those  quarters  on  a  practical  basis,  by 
measured  courses  following  range  marks  on  shore,  is  a  necessity  for  which 
immediate  provision  should  lie  made. 

It  being  apparent  that  the  boundary  dispute  Ixrtween  Great  Britain  and 
the  Republic  of  V^eneznela  concerning  the  limits  of  British  Guiana  was  ap- 
proaching an  acute  stage,  a  definite  statement  of  the  interest  and  pobcyof 
the  United  States  as  regards  the  controversy  seemed  to  be  required  both 
on  its  own  account  and  in  view  of  its  relations  with  the  friendly  powers 
directly  concerned.  In  July  last,  therefore,  a  dispatch  was  addressed  to 
our  aintos-sadnr  at  London  for  connnunication  to  the  British  Govemmeil 
in  which  the  attitude  of  the  United  States  was  fully  and  distinctly  set  forth. 
The  general  conclusions  therein  reached  and  formulated  are  in  substance 
that  the  traditional  and  establislied  pt;lic>'  of  this  Government  is  firmly 
(ipjMsed  to  a  forcible  increase  by  any  Hnrnjiean  jK>wer  of  its  territorial  pot^ 
sessions  on  this  continent;  that  this  policy  is  as  well  founded  in  principle 
as  it  is  strongly  supported  by  numerous  precedents;  that  as  a  cousequenof 
the  I'nited  States  is  bound  to  protest  against  the  enlargement  of  the  am 
of  British  Guiana  in  derogation  of  the  rights  and  against  the  will  of  Veti' 
ezuela;  tliat  considering  the  disparity  in  strength  of  Great  Britain  and 
Venezuela  the  territorial  dispute  between  them  can  be  reasonably  settled 
only  by  friendly  and  impartial  arbitration,  and  that  the  resort  to  such  arbi- 
tration .should  include  the  whole  controversy,  and  is  not  satisfied  if  one  of 
the  powers  concerned  is  permitted  to  dra\v  an  arbitrary  line  through  tbr 
territory  in  debate  and  to  declare  that  it  will  submit  to  arbitration  only 
the  ptjrtion  lying  on  one  side  of  it.  In  \new  of  these  conclusions,  the  dis- 
l»atch  in  question  called  upon  the  Briti.sh  Government  for  a  definite  answef 

bto  the  question  whether  it  would  or  would  not  submit  tlie  territorial  con- 
troversy l)etween  itself  and  Venezuela  in  its  entirety  to  impartial  arbitrS' 
tion.  The  an.swer  of  the  British  Government  has  not  yet  been  receivTd, 
but  ifi  expected  .shortly, when  further  communication  on  the  subject  will 
- 
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Early  in  January  last  an  uprising  against  the  Cio\  eminent  of  Hawaii  y  ^ 
was  promptly  suppressed.  Martial  law  was  forthwith  proclaimed  and 
numerous  arrests  were  made  of  [arsons  suspected  of  teing  in  sympathy 
with  the  Royalist  party.  Among  these  were  several  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  who  were  either  con\'icte<:l  by  a  military  court  and  sentenced  to 
death,  imprisonment,  or  fine  or  were  deported  without  trial.  The  United 
States,  while  denying  protection  to  such  as  had  taken  the  Hawaiian  oath 
of  allegiance,  insisted  tliat  tuartial  law,  though  altering  the  forms  of  jus- 
tice, coidd  not  supersede  justice  it.self,  and  demanded  stay  of  execution 
until  the  proceedings  had  been  submitted  to  this  Government  and  knowl- 
edge obtained  therefrom  that  our  citizens  had  received  fair  trial.  The 
death  sentences  were  subsequently  commuted  fir  were  remitted  on  condi- 
tion of  leaving  the  islands.  The  cases  of  certain  Americans  arre.sted  ami 
expelled  by  arbitrar>'  order  without  formal  charge  or  trial  have  had  atten- 
tion, and  in  some  instances  have  Ijeeu  found  to  justify  remonstrance  and 
a  claim  for  indemnity,  which  Hawaii  lias  not  thus  far  conceded. 

Mr.  Thurston,  the  Hawaiian  minister,  having  furnished  this  Govern- 
ment abundant  reason  for  a.sking  that  lie  te  recalled,  that  course  was 
pursued,  and  his  succes-sor  has  lately  lieen  received. 

The  deplorable  lynching  of  several  Italian  laborers  in  Colorado  was 
naturally  followed  by  international  reiiresetitations,  and  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  the  best  efforts  of  the  Stale  in  which  the  outrages  occurred  have 
been  put  forth  to  discover  and  punish  the  authors  of  this  atrocious  crime. 
The  dependent  families  of  some  of  the  unfortunate  victims  invite  by  their 
deplorable  condition  gracious  provision  for  their  needs. 

■  These  manifestations  against  helple.ss  aliens  may  be  traced  through 
successive  stages  to  the  vicious  padroni  sy.stem,  which,  michccked  by  our 
immigration  and  contract-labor  .statutes,  controls  these  workers  from  tlie 

■  moment  of  landing  on  our  shores  and  farms  them  out  in  distant  and 
often  rude  regions,  where  their  cheapening  competition  in  the  fields  of 
bread-winning  toil  brings  them  into  collision  witli  other  labor  interests. 
While  welcoming,  as  we  should,  those  who  seek  our  shores  to  merge 
themselves  in  our  1x)dy  jviliiic  atid  win  per«>nal  comijetcnce  by  honest 
effort,  we  can  not  regard  such  asseml)lages  of  distinctively  alien  laborers, 
hired  out  in  the  mass  to  the  profit  of  alien  .speculators  and  shipped  hither 
and  thither  as  the  pros^iect  of  gain  may  dictate,  as  otherwi.se  than  repug- 
nant to  the  spirit  of  our  civilization,  deterrent  to  individual  advancement, 
and  hin<lrances  to  the  Innldiug  up  of  stable  communities  resting  upon  the 
whole-some  and>itions  of  tlie  citizen  and  constituting  the  prime  factor  in 
the  prosperity  and  progress  of  our  nation.  If  legislation  can  reacli  this 
growing  evil,  it  certainly  should  Ije  attempted. 

Japan  has  furni.shed  abundant  e\'idence  of  lier  vast  gain  in  every  trait 
and  characteristic  that  constitutes  a  nation's  greatness.  We  have  reason 
for  cfjngratulation  in  the  fact  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
by  the  exchange  of  liberal  treaty  stipulations  wvv\v  \.\ifc  wtvj  "^■a.^ja-vi,'*!'*."!. 
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the  first  to  recognize  her  wonderful  advance  and  to  extend  to  her  the 
consideration  and  confidence  due  to  her  national  enlightenment  and  pro- 
gressive character. 

The  boundary  dispute  which  lately  threatened  to  embroil  Guatemala 
and  Mexico  has  happily  yielded  to  pacific  counsels,  and  its  determinatioq, 
has,  by  the  joint  agreement  of  the  parties,  been  submitted  to  the  sole 
arbitration  of  the  United  States  minister  to  Mexico. 

The  commission  appointed  under  the  convention  of  February  18,  1889, 
to  set  new  monuments  along  the  Ixjundary  between  the  United  States  aiM 
Mexico  has  completed  its  task. 

As  a  sequel  to  the  failure  of  a  scheme  for  the  colonization  in  Mexico  of 
negroeSj  mostly  immigrants  from  Alal^ama  under  contract,  a  great  num 
ber  of  these  helpless  and  suffering  people,  starving  and  smitten  with  cott- 
tagious  disease,  made  their  way  or  were  assisted  to  the  frontier,  where,  n 
wretched  plight,  the}*  were  quarantined  by  the  Texas  authorities.  Learn- 
ing of  their  destitute  condition,  I  directed  rations  to  Ix:  temporarily  fur- 
nished them  through  the  War  Department,  At  the  expiration  of  theit 
quarantine  Ihey  were  conveyed  by  the  railway  companies  at  coraparati\-el]f 
nominal  rates  to  their  homes  in  Alabama,  upon  my  assurance,  iu  the  ab- 
sence of  any  fund  available  for  the  cost  of  their  transportation,  that 
would  recommend  to  Congress  an  appropriation  for  its  payment.  I  no* 
strongly  urge  upf^n  Congress  the  propriety  of  making  such  an  appropria- 
tion. It  should  be  remembered  that  the  measures  taken  were  dictated 
not  oidy  by  sympathy  and  humanity,  hut  by  a  conviction  that  it  was  no! 
compatible  with  the  dignity  ijf  this  Government  that  so  large  a  body  of 
our  dependent  citizens  should  be  thrown  for  relief  upon  the  charity  of 
neighboring  state. 

In  last  3'ear's  message  I  narrated  at  .some  length  the  jurisdictional  que* 
tious  then  freshly  arisen  in  the  Mosquito  Indian  Strip  of  Nicaragta. 
Since  that  time,  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  Mosquito  Nation,  the  terri- 
tory reserved  to  them  has  been  incorporated  with  Nicaragua,  the  ludiai 
formally  subjecting  themselves  to  be  governed  by  the  general  \3c9fs 
regulations  of  the  Republic  instead  of  by  their  own  custom.,  and  leKol* 
tious,  and  thus  availing  themselves  of  a  privilege  securetl  to  them  \ff  Mak 
treaty  between  Nicaragua  and  Great  Britain  of  January  28,  i860. 

After  this  extension  of  uniform  Nicaraguan  administration  to  the  Moe 
quito  Strip,  the  ca.se  of  the  Kritish  vice-consul.  Hatch,  and  of  several 
his  cotnitrynien  who  liad  been  .summarily  expelled  from  Nicaragua 
treated  with  considerable  indignity  provoked  a  claim  by  Great  Britail 
upon  Nicaragua  for  pecuniary  indemnity,  which,  upon  Nicaragua's 
fu.sal  to  admit  liability,  wa.s  enforced  by  Great  Britain.  Wliile  the  93* 
ereignty  and  juri.sdiction  of  Nicaragua  was  in  no  way  questioned  by  G 
Britain,  the  former's  arbitrary  conduct  in  regard  to  British  subjects  fur 
ni.shed  the  ground  for  this  proceeding.

of  Corinto,  but  was  soon  after  withdrawTi  upon  the  promise  that  the  sum 
demauded  would  be  paid.  Throughout  this  incident  the  kindly  offices 
of  the  United  States  were  invoked  and  were  employe*!  in  favor  of  as 
peaceful  a  settlement  and  as  much  consideration  and  indulgence  toward 
Nicaragua  as  were  consistent  with  the  nature  of  the  case.  Our  efforts 
have  since  l)een  made  the  subject  of  appreciative  and  grateful  recogni- 
tion by  Nicaragua. 

The  coronation  of  the  Czar  of  Russia  at  Moscow  in  May  next  invites 
the  ceremonial  participation  of  the  United  vStates,  and  in  accordance 
with  usage  and  diplomatic  propriety  our  minister  to  the  imperial  court 
has  been  directed  to  represent  our  Government  on  the  occasion. 

Correspondence  is  on  foot  touching  the  practice  of  Russian  cousuls 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  to  interrogate  citizens  as  to 
their  race  and  religious  faith,  and  upou  ascertainment  thereof  to  deny 
to  Jews  authentication  of  pa.ssports  or  legal  d(x:nnients  for  use  in  Russia. 
Inasmuch  as  such  a  proceeding  imiiose.s  a  disability  which  in  the  cascj 
of  succession  to  property  in  Russia  may  be  found  to  infringe  the  treaty 
rights  of  our  citizens,  and  which  is  an  obnoxious  invasion  of  our  territorial 
jurisdiction,  it  has  elicited  fitting  remonstrance,  the  result  of  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  remove  the  cause  of  complaint.  The  pending  claims  of  seal- 
ing vessels  of  the  United  States  seized  in  Russian  waters  remain  unad- 
justed. Our  recent  convention  with  Ru.ssia  establishing  a  modus  I'ivmdi 
as  to  imiKfrial  jurisdiction  in  such  cases  has  prevented  further  difficulty 
of  this  nature, 

The  Russian  Government  has  welcomed  in  principle  our  suggestion  for 
a  modus  vivendi,  to  embrace  Great  Britain  and  Japan,  looking  to  the  better 
preservatiou  of  seal  life  in  the  North  Pacific  and  Bering  Sea  and  the  ex- 
tension of  the  protected  area  defined  by  the  Paris  Tribunal  to  all  Pacific 
waters  north  of  the  thirty-fifth  parallel.  It  is  especially  noticeable  that 
Russia  favors  proliibition  of  the  use  of  firearms  in  seal  hunting  through- 
out the  proposed  area  and  a  longer  closed  seastiTi  fur  pelagic  sealing. 

In  my  last  two  annual  messages  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Congress 
to  the  position  we  occupied  as  one  of  the  parties  to  a  treaty  or  agree- 
ment by  which  we  liecame  jointly  lx)und  with  England  and  Germany  to  so 
interfere  with  the  government  and  control  of  Samoa  as  in  effect  to  a.ssume 
the  management  of  its  affains.*  On  the  9th  day  of  May,  1894,  I  trans- 
mitted to  the  Senate  a  special  mes.sage,t  with  accompanying  documents, 
giving  information  on  the  subject  atid  emphasizing  the  opinion  I  have 
at  all  times  entertained,  that  our  situation  in  this  matter  was  inconsistent 
with  the  mission  and  traditions  of  our  Government,  in  violation  of  the  J 
principles  we  profess,  and  in  all  its  phases  mischievous  and  vexatious. 

I  again  press  this  subject  upon  the  attention  of  the  Congress  and 
for  such  legislative  action  or  expression  as  will  lead  the  way  to  our  relief 
from  obligations  both  irksome  and  unnatural.

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Cuba  is  again  gravely  disturljcd.  An  insurrection  in  i50ine  respects 
UKJfe  active  than  the  last  preceding  revolt,  which  continued  from  1868 
to  1878,  now  exists  in  a  larj^e  part  of  the  eastern  interior  of  the  island, 
menacing  even  some  populations  on  the  coast.  Besides  deranging  the 
conmiercial  exchanges  of  the  island,  of  which  our  country  takes  the  pre- 
dominant share,  this  flagrant  condition  of  hostilities,  by  arousing  senti- 

'"^  mental  sympathy  and  inciting  adventurous  support  among  our  people. 
has  entailed  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  this  Government  to  enforce 
oljedience  to  our  neutrality  laws  and  to  prevent  the  territory  of  the  United 
States  from  being  abused  as  a  vantage  ground  from  which  to  aid  those  in 
arms  against  Spanish  sovereignty. 

Whatever  may  be  the  traditional  sympathy  of  our  countrymen  as  indi- 
viduals with  a  |ieople  who  seem  to  be  struggling  for  larger  autonomy  and 
greater  freedom,  deepened,  as  such  sympathy  naturally  must  be,  in  behalf 

'  I  of  our  neighbors,  yet  the  plain  duty  of  their  Government  is  to  observe  in 
good  faith  the  recognized  obligations  of  international  relationship.  The 
performance  of  this  duty  should  not  be  made  more  difficult  by  a  disre- 
gard on  the  part  of  our  citizens  of  the  obligations  growing  out  of  their 
allegiance  to  their  country,  which  sliould  restrain  them  from  violating  as 
individuals  the  neutrality  which  the  nation  of  which  they  are  members  is 
bound  to  observe  in  its  relations  to  friendly  sovereign  states.  Though 
neither  the  warmth  of  our  people's  sympathy  with  the  Cuban  insurgents, 
nor  our  loss  and  material  damage  consequent  upon  the  futile  endeavors 
thus  far  made  to  restore  peace  and  order,  nor  atiy  shock  our  humane  sen- 
sibilities may  have  received  from  the  cruelties  which  appear  to  especially 
characterize  this  sanguinary  and  fiercely  conducted  war.  have  in  the  least 
shaken  the  determination  of  the  Government  to  honestly  fulfill  even* 
international  obligation,  yet  it  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  on  every  grouud 
that  the  devastation  of  armed  conflict  may  sTieedily  be  stayed  and  order 
and  quiet  restored  to  the  distracted  island,  bringing  in  their  train  the 
activity  and  thrift  of  peaceful  pursuits. 

One  notable  instance  of  interference  by  Spain  with  pas.sing  American 
ships  has  occurred.  On  March  8  last  the  Alliatua,  while  bound  from 
Colon  to  New  York,  and  following  the  customary  track  for  vessels  near 
the  Cuban  .shore,  but  outside  the  3-mile  limit,  was  fired  upon  by  a  Span- 
ish gunboat.  Protest  was  promptly  made  by  the  United  States  against 
this  act  as  not  being  justified  by  a  state  of  war.  nor  permissible  in  respect 
of  vessels  on  the  usual  paths  of  commerce,  nor  tolerable  in  view  of  the 
wanton  peril  occa.sioned  to  innocent  life  and  property.  The  act  was  dis- 
avowed, with  full  expression  of  regret  and  a.ssurance  of  nonrecurrence 
of  such  just  cause  of  complaint,  while  the  offending  officer  was  relie\'«l 

Lof  his  command.      Military  arrests  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  in 
Cuba  have  occasioned  frequent  reclamations.     Where  held  on  criminal 
c/jar^es  their  delivery  to  the  ordinary-  civil  jurisdiction  for  trial  lias  been 
•manded  and  obtaiued  m  cowlowmX'^'  wVOa  Vcea-Vj  ■^■coNS&was..aud  where 


merely  detained  by  way  of  military  precaution  under  a  proclainied  state 
of  siege,  without  formulated  accusation,  their  release  or  trial  has  been 
insisted  upon.  The  right  of  American  consular  officers  in  the  island  to 
prefer  protests  and  demands  in  such  cases  having  been  questioned  by  the 
insular  authority,  their  enjoyment  of  the  privilege  stipulated  by  treaty 
for  the  consuls  of  Gemiany  was  claimed  under  the  most-favored-nation 
provision  of  our  own  convention  and  was  promptly  recognized. 

The  long-standing  demand  of  Antonio  Maximo  Mora  against  Spain 
has  at  last  l)een  settled  by  the  payment,  on  the  14th  of  September  last, 
of  the  sum  originally  agreed  upon  in  liquidation  of  the  claim.  Its  dis- 
tribution among  the  parties  entitled  to  receive  it  has  proceeded  as  rapidly 
as  the  rights  of  those  claiming  the  fund  could  l)e  .safely  determined, 

The  enforcenjent  of  differential  duties  against  products  of  this  coinitry 
exported  to  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  prompted  the  immediate  claim  on  our 
part  to  the  benefit  f>f  the  niinimum  tariff  of  Spain  in  return  for  the  most 
favorable  treatment  permitted  liy  our  laws  as  regards  the  production  of 
Spanish  territories.  A  commercial  arrangement  was  concluded  tti  Janu- 
ar>'  last  securing  the  treatment  so  claimed. 

Vigorous  protests  against  excessive  fines  imposed  on  our  ships  and  mer- 
chandise by  the  customs  officers  of  these  islands  for  trivial  errors  have  re- 
sulted in  the  remission  of  such  fines  in  in.stances  where  the  equity  of  the 
complaint  wasapparent,  though  the  vexations  practice  has  not  been  wholly 
discontinued. 

Occurrences  in  Turkey  have  continued  to  excite  concern.  The  re- 
ported nias.sacres  of  Christians  in  Armenia  and  the  development  there 
and  in  other  districts  of  a  spirit  of  fanatic  hostility  to  Christian  influ- 
ences naturally  excited  apprehension  for  the  safety  of  the  devoted  men 
and  women  who,  as  dejiendents  of  the  foreign  missionary  societies  in  the 
United  States,  reside  in  Turkey  under  the  guaranty  of  law  and  usage  and 
in  the  legitimate  j>erformance  of  their  educational  and  religions  nussion. 
No  efforts  have  Ijeen  .spared  in  tlieir  liehalf ,  and  their  protection  in  per- 
son and  projjerty  has  been  earnestly  and  vigorously  enforced  by  every 
means  within  our  power. 

I  regret,  however,  that  an  attempt  on  our  jjart  to  obtain  better  infor- 
mation concerning  the  true  condition  of  affairs  in  the  disturl>ed  quarter 
of  the  Ottoman  limpire  by  sending  thither  the  United  States  consul  at 
Sivas  to  make  investigation  and  report  was  thwarted  bj"  the  objections 
of  the  Turkish  Government.  This  movement  on  our  part  was  in  no 
sense  meant  as  a  gratuitous  entanglement  of  the  United  States  in  the 
so-called  Hasteni  question  nor  as  an  officious  interference  with  the  right 
and  duty  which  belong  by  treaty  to  certain  great  European  powers  call- 
ing for  their  inter\'ention  in  political  matters  affecting  the  good  govern- 
ment and  religious  freedom  of  the  noii-. Mussulman  subjects  of  the  Sultan, 
but  it  arose  .solely  from  our  desire  to  ha\e  an  accurate  knowledge  of  th*. 
conditions  in  our  efforts  to  care  for  those  entk\e.d  lo  ovlt  \woVec\!\ovi. 
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The  presence  of  our  naval  vessels  which  are  now  in  the  vicinity  of  tli 
disturbed  localities  affords  opportunities  to  acquire  a  measure  of  familiar- 
ity with  the  condition  of  affairs  and  will  enable  us  to  take  suitable  Mqal 
for  the  protection  of  any  interests  of  our  countrymen  witliin  reach  of 
ships  that  might  be  found  imperiled. 

The  Ottoman  Government  has  lately  issued  an  imi>enal  i'<hii  exi 
ing  forever  from  taxation  an  American  college  for  girls  ut  Scutari, 
peated  assurances  have  also  been  obtained  by  our  envoy  at  Coustantiuople 
that  similar  institutions  maintained  and  administered  by  our  countn-TUtra 
shall  l3e  secured  in  the  enjoyment  of  all  rights  and  that  our  citizens 
throughout  the  Empire  shall  be  protected. 

The  Goveniment,  howe\'er,  in  view  of  existing  facts,  is  far  from  relyinj 
upon  such  assurances  as  the  limit  of  its  duty.  Our  minister  has  l»e«i 
vigilant  and  alert  in  affording  all  possible  protection  in  individual 
where  danger  threatened  or  .safety  was  imperiled.  We  have  sent  ships 
far  toward  the  points  of  actual  disturbance  as  it  is  possible  for  them  to  go, 
where  they  offer  refuge  to  those  obliged  to  flee,  and  we  have  the  promL 
of  other  powers  which  have  ships  in  the  neighborhood  that  our  citizettS 
as  well  as  theirs  will  lie  received  and  protected  on  board  those  ships,  f 
the  demand  of  our  minister  orders  have  been  issued  by  the  Sultan  that 
Turkish  .soldiers  shall  guard  and  escort  to  the  coast  American  refugee&. 

These  orders  have  l«en  carried  out,  and  our  latest  intelligence  giv 
assurance  of  the  pre.sent  personal  safety  of  our  citizens  and  nii.-»s>otuines. 
Though  thus  far  no  lives  of  American  citizens  have  been  sacrificed,  ih 
can  l)e  no  doubt  that  serious  loss  and  destruction  of  mission  property  bav 
resulted  from  riotous  conflicts  and  outrageous  attacks. 

By  treaty  several  of  the  most  powerful  European  powers  ha%"e  secOTK 
a  right  and  have  assumed  u  duty  not  only  in  behalf  of  their  own  citixau 
and  in  furtherance  of  their  own  interests,  but  as  agents  of  the  C 
world.  Their  right  is  to  enforce  such  conduct  of  Turkish  gov 
as  will  restrain  fanatical  brutality,  and  if  this  fails  their  duty  is  to 
interfere  as  to  insure  against  such  dreadful  occiurencts  in  Turkey  a 
have  lately  shocked  civilization.  The  powers  declare  this  right  and  thi» 
duty  to  be  theirs  alone,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  prompt  and  effectiv 
action  on  their  part  will  net  be  delayed. 

The  new  consulates  at  Erzenmi  and  Harpoot,  for  which  appniprntioB 
was  made  last  session,  have  been  provisionally  611e«i  by  trusted  ctnployi 
of  the  Department  of  State.     These  appointees,  though  now  in  Toilce)', 
have  not  yet  received  their  exequaturs. 

The  arbitration  of  the  claim  of  the  Venezuela  Steam  Tianspoctatii 
Company  under  the  treaty  of  January  ig,  I8g2,  between  the  United Statea 
and  Venezuela,  resulted  in  an  award  in  favor  of  the  cUiimant. 

The  Government  has  used  its  good  offices  toward  cotnpixsiug  tlic  differ 

ences  l^etween  Venezuela  on  the  one  hand  and  Ft.  1  on 

the  other  growing  out  of  the  dismissial  of  the  reji 


1 


powers  on  the  ground  of  a  publication  deemed  offensive  to  Venezuela. 
AUhoug^h  that  dismissal  was  coupled  with  a  cordial  request  that  other 
more  personally  agreeable  envoys  be  sent  in  their  stead,  a  rupture  of 
intercourse  ensued  and  still  continues. 

In  view  of  the  growth  of  our  intere.sts  in  foreign  countries  and  the 
encouraging  prospects  for  a  general  expansion  of  our  connnerce,  the  ques- 
tion of  an  improvement  in  the  consular  service  has  increased  in  iuiixjrtance 
and  urgency.  Though  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  great  body  of  consular 
officers  are  rendering  valuable  ser\'ices  to  the  trade  and  industries  of  the 
country',  the  need  of  some  plan  of  appointment  and  control  which  would 
tend  to  secure  a  higher  average  of  eflBciency  can  not  be  denied. 

The  importance  of  the  subject  has  led  the  Executive  to  consider  what 
steps  might  properly  he  taken  without  additional  legislation  to  answer 
the  need  of  a  better  system  of  consular  appointments.  The  matter  hav- 
ing been  committed  to  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  pur- 
suance of  his  recommendations  an  Kxecutive  order  was  issued  on  the  20th 
of  September,  1895,*  by  the  terms  of  which  it  is  provided  that  after  that 
date  any  vacancy  in  a  consulate  or  commercial  agency  with  an  annual 
salary  or  compensation  from  official  fees  of  not  more  than  !p2,5oo  or  less 
than  $1,000  should  be  filled  either  by  transfer  or  promotion  from  some 
other  p(jsition  under  the  Department  of  State  of  a  character  tending  to 
qualify  the  incunilx:nt  for  the  jxjsition  to  be  filled,  or  by  the  apjx>intnient 
of  a  person  not  under  the  Department  of  State,  but  having  previously 
served  thereunder  and  shown  his  capacity  and  fitness  for  con.sular  duty, 
or  by  the  appointment  of  a  {x;rson  who,  having  l>een  selected  by  the  Pres- 
ident and  sent  to  a  Ijoard  for  examination,  is  found  upon  such  examina- 
tion to  be  qualified  for  the  position.  Posts  which  pay  less  than  $1,000 
being  usually,  on  account  of  their  small  coniiTensation,  filled  by  selection 
from  residents  of  the  locality,  it  was  not  deemed  practicable  to  put  them 
under  the  new  system. 

The  coraf)ensation  nf  $2,500  was  adopted  as  the  maximum  limit  in  the 
classification  for  the  reason  that  consular  officers  receivang  more  than 
that  sum  are  often  charged  with  functions  and  duties  scarcely  inferior  in 
dignity  and  importance  to  tliose  of  diplomatic  agents,  and  it  was  therefore 
thought  Ijest  to  contiiuie  their  selection  in  the  discretion  of  the  Execu- 
tive without  subjecting  them  to  examination  lx;fore  a  Ixjard.  Excluding 
71  places  with  compensation  at  pre.sent  less  than  $1,000  and  53  places 
above  the  maximum  in  comjK'Usation,  the  number  of  positions  remaining 
within  the  scope  of  the  order  is  196.  This  number  will  undoubtedly  be 
increased  bj-  tlie  inclusion  of  consular  officers  whose  remuneration  in  fees, 
now  less  than  $1,000,  will  tie  augmented  with  the  growth  of  our  foreign 
commerce  and  a  return  to  more  favorable  business  ccmditions. 

In  execution  of  the  Executive  order  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
has  designated  as  a  board  to  conduct  the  prescribed  examinations  the 
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Third  Assistant  Secretary  of  State,  the  Solicitor  of  the  Department 
State,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Cojisular  Bureau,  aud  has  specifietl  the  sul 
jects  to  which  such  exarainations  shall  relate. 

It  is  not  assumed  that  this  system  will  prove  a  full  measure  of  consti] 
reform.     It  is  quite  probable  that  actual  experience  will  show  partituli 
in  which  the  order  already  issued  may  1«  amended  and  demons' 
for  the  best  results  appropriate  legislation  by  Congress  is  itii:' 
required. 

In  any  event,  these  efforts  to  improve  the  consular  ser\  icL*  might  to  !«' 
immediately  supplemented  by  legislation  providing  for  consular  iusjiec- 
tion.  This  has  frequently  been  a  subject  of  Executive  recommendation 
and  I  again  urge  such  action  by  Congress  as  wll  permit  the  fretjuent  and 
thorough  inspection  of  consulates  by  officers  appointed  for  that  puq* 
or  by  persons  already  in  the  diplomatic  or  consular  service.  The  exj 
attending  such  a  plan  would  l)e  insignificant  compared  with  its  useful- 
ness, aud  I  hope  the  legislation  necessary  to  set  it  on  foot  will  be  speoiily 
forthcoming. 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  in  addition  to  their  salaries  our  aw-^ 
bas.sadors  and  ministers  at  foreign  courts  should  l»e  provided  by  the 
Government  with  official  residences.     The  salaries  of  these  officers 
comparatively  small  and  in  most  cases  insufficient  to  pay,  with  othe 
necessarj^  expenses,  the  cost  of  njaiutaining  household  e.stablishments  iti 
keeping  with  their  important  and  delicate  functions.     The  uscfulucss  nf 
a  nation's  diplomatic  representative  undeniably  depends  much  upon  llitj 
appropriateness  of  his  .surroundings,  aud  a  countn."  like  ours,  while  avoid*; 
ing  unneces-san,'  glitter  and  show,  should  !«  certain  that  it  does  not  snll 
in  its  relations  with  foreign  nations  through  j)arsiniony  and  sJmbbine 
in  its  diplomatic  outfit.     These  considerations  and  the  other  advnntfl^ 
of  having  fixed  and  somewhat  permanent  locations  for  our  cmbassie 
would  abundantly  justify  the  moderate  expendit\irc  neccssarA-  'r- 
out  this  suggestion. 

As  we  turn  from  a  review  of  oin-  foreigji  relations  to  the  conlt 
tion  of  our  national  financial  situation  we  are  immediately  aware 
approach  a  subject  of  domestic  concern  more  important  than  am-  oil 
that  can  engage  our  attention,  and  one  at  present  iji  such  a  perpicj 
and  delicate  predicament  as  to  require  prompt  and  wise  treatment. 

We  may  well  be  encouraged  to  earnest  effort  in  this  directioo  wl 
we  recall  the  steps  already  taken  toward  improving  oiir  1 
financial  situation  and  when  we  appreciate  how  well  tlit-  1' 
prepared  for  further  progress  by  an  aroused   and   intelligent  popu 
interest  in  these  subjects. 

By  command  of  the  people  a  customs-revenue  .systetn  designed  fo 
the  protection  and  benefit  of  favored  clsisses  at  the  expense  of  the 
mass  of  OUT  countr>men.  and  which,  while  im  1"  ' 

ne\'exJiie,  curtailed  our  trade  relations  and  iiu^ 
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markets  of  the  world,  has  been  superseded  by  a  tariff  policy  which  in  prin- 
ciple is  based  upon  a  denial  of  the  right  of  the  Government  to  obstruct 
the  avenues  to  our  people's  cheap  living  or  lessen  their  comfort  and  con- 
tentment for  the  sake  of  according  especial  advantages  to  favorites,  and 
which,  while  encouraging  our  intercourse  and  trade  with  other  nations, 
recognizes  the  fact  that  American  self-reliance,  thrift,  and  ingenuity  can 
build  up  our  country's  industries  and  develop  its  resources  more  surely 
than  enervating  paternalism. 

The  compulsory  purchase  and  coinage  of  silver  by  the  Government, 
unchecked  and  unregulated  by  business  conditions  and  heedless  of  our 
currency  needs,  which  for  more  than  fifteen  years  diluted  our  circulat- 
ing medium,  undermined  confidence  abroad  in  our  financial  ability,  and  at 
last  culminated  in  distress  and  panic  at  home,  has  been  recently  stopped 
by  the  repeal  of  the  laws  which  forced  this  reckless  scheme  upon  the 
country. 

The  things  thus  accomplished,  notwithstanding  their  extreme  impor- 
tance and  beneficent  effects,  fall  far  short  of  curing  the  monetary  evils 
from  which  we  suffer  as  a  result  of  long  indulgence  in  ill-advised  finan- 
cial expedients. 

The  currency  denominated  United  States  notes  and  commonly  known 
as  greenbacks  was  issued  in  large  volume  during  the  late  Civil  War  and 
was  intended  originally  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  that  period.  It  will  be 
seen  by  a  reference  to  the  debates  in  Congress  at  the  time  the  laws  were 
passed  authorizing  the  issue  of  these  notes  that  their  advocates  declared 
they  were  intended  for  only  temporary  use  and  to  meet  the  emergency  of 
war.  In  almost  if  not  all  the  laws  relating  to  them  some  provision  was 
made  contemplating  their  voluntary  or  compulsory  retirement.  A  large 
quantity  of  them,  however,  were  kept  on  foot  and  mingled  with  the  cur- 
rency of  the  country,  so  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  1874  they  amounted 
to  $381,999,073. 

Immediately  after  that  date,  and  in  January,  1875,  a  law  was  passed 
providing  for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,  by  which  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  was  required  whenever  additional  circulation  was  issued 
to  national  banks  to  retire  United  States  notes  equal  in  amount  to  80  per 
cent  of  such  additional  national-bank  circulation  until  such  notes  were 
reduced  to  $300,000,000.  This  law  further  provided  that  on  and  after 
the  ist  day  of  January,  1879,  the  United  States  notes  then  outstanding 
should  be  redeemed  in  coin,  and  in  order  to  provide  and  prepare  for  such 
redemption  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  authorized  not  only  to  use 
any  surplus  revenues  of  the  Government,  but  to  is.sue  bonds  of  the  United 
States  and  dispose  of  them  for  coin  and  to  use  the  proceeds  for  the  pur- 
-  ;i)oses  contemplated  by  the  .statute. 

In  May,  1878,  and  l^efore  the  date  thus  appointed  for  the  redetnption

The  Gorcmment  ms  patio  the  aaoaaloas  atuatioe  of  owins 
holders  of  its  notes  debts  payable  in  gold  en  drauiiil  arUdi  ooidd 
be  retired  by  receivii^  soi^  notes  ta  dtrbaige  of  obligatkns  due  the 
Goremnwnt  dot  cawrVd  hy  actnal  tiM>uiem  in  gold.     It  was  focced  to 
redeem  witboot  redemptioa  and  to  par  withoat  aoqmttance. 

There  had  been  issaed  and  sold  I95.500.000  of  the  bonds  aatfaorind 
by  the  resomption  act  of  1875.  the  proceeds  of  wfaadi.  together  arith  other 
gold  in  the  Treasory.  created  a  gold  fund  dee«ed  wBkiciil  to  meet  the 
demands  which  might  be  made  npon  it  for  the  redemptian  of  the  oat 
sstaoding  United  States  notes.  This  fund,  together  with  such  other  gald 
as  might  be  from  time  to  time  in  the  Treasmy  available  for  the  same  par- 
pose,  has  been  ^nce  called  otir  gold  rescnre,  and  $100,000,000  has  been 
regarded  as  an  adequate  amount  to  accomplish  its  object.  This  And 
amounted  on  the  ist  day  of  January,  1S79,  to  $114,193,360,  and  thoogh 
thereafter  constantly  fluctuating  it  did  not  fall  beknr  that  sum  tmti]  July. 
1892.  In  April.  1S93,  for  the  first  time  since  its  establishment,  this  re- 
serve amounted  to  less  than  $too.ooo.ooo.  containing  at  that  date  oolv 

$97.o>«.33o- 

Tn  the  meantime,  and  in  Juh  .  1890.  an  act  had  been  ptaased  directtsg 


larger  go\'emmental  monthly  purchases  of  silver  than  had  been  reqaimf 
under  previous  laws,  and  providing  that  in  pa>'ment  for  such  silver  Treas- 
ury' notes  of  the  United  Slates  should  be  issued  paj-able  on  demand  in 
gold  or  silver  coin,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Secnetarj-  of  the  Treasttr>-.  It 
was,  however,  declared  in  the  act  to  be  "the  established  policy  of  the 
United  States  to  maintain  the  two  metals  on  a  parity  with  each  otlw 
npon  the  present  leyal  ratio  or  such  ratio  as  may  be  pro\-ided  by  law." 
In  view  of  this  declaration  it  was  not  deemed  permissible  for  the  Secre- 
f  of  the  Treasury  to  exerci.se  the  discretion  in  terms  conferred  on  hin 
tfusing  ti>  pay  gold  on  these  notes  when  demanded,  because  by  sodl 
"vtion  in  favor  o(  the  gold  dollar  the  so-called  parity  of  the  two 
d  \k  d«:stToyed  awA.  ^a\e  a.\\^  ^\v?,«av.vj.  c»'\\g«i;^ijences  woaU 
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be  precipitated  by  aflBrming  or  accentuating  the  constantly  widening  dis- 
parity Ix'tween  their  actual  values  under  the  existing  ratio. 

It  thus  resulted  tliat  the  Treasury  notes  issued  in  payment  of  sil- 
ver purchases  under  the  law  of  1890  were  necessarily  treated  as  gold 
obligations  at  the  option  of  the  holder.  These  notes  on  the  ist  day 
of  November,  1893,  wheti  t!ie  law  conii)elling  the  monthly  purchase  of 
silver  was  rei>ealed,  amounted  to  more  than  $155,000,000.  The  notes 
of  this  description  now  outstanding  added  to  the  United  States  notes 
still  undiminished  by  redemption  or  cancellation  constitute  a  volume  of 
gold  obligations  amounting  to  nearly  $500,000,000. 

These  obligations  are  tlie  in.struments  which  ever  since  we  had  a  gold 
reser\'e  have  l>een  used  to  deplete  it. 

This  reserve,  as  has  been  stated,  had  fallen  in  April,  1893,  to  $97,- 
01 1,330.  It  has  from  that  time  to  the  present,  with  very  few  and  unim- 
portant upward  movements,  steadily  decreased,  except  as  it  has  been 
temporarily  replenished  by  the  sale  of  bonds. 

Among  the  causes  for  this  constant  and  uniform  shrinkage  in  this  fund 
maj-  Ix:  mentioned  the  great  falling  off  of  expurts  under  the  oiieratinii  of 
the  tariff  law  until  recently  in  force,  which  cripplerl  our  exchange  of  com- 
modities with  foreign  nations  and  necessitated  to  stime  extent  the  pay- 
ment of  onr  balances  in  gold;  the  unnatural  infusion  of  silver  into  our 
currency  and  the  increasing  agitation  for  its  free  and  unlimite<l  coinage, 
which  have  created  apprehension  as  to  our  disposition  or  ability  to  con- 
tinue gold  payments:  the  consequent  hoarding  of  gold  at  home  and  the 
stoppage  of  investments  of  foreign  capital,  as  well  as  the  return  of  our 
securities  already  sold  abroad:  and  the  high  rate  of  foreign  exchange, 
which- induced  the  shipment  of  our  gold  to  be  drawn  against  as  a  matter 
of  speculation. 

In  consequence  of  these  conditions  the  gold  resen.-e  on  the  ist  day  of 
February.  1894.  was  reduced  to  $65,438,377,  having  lost  more  than  $31,- 
000,000  during  the  preceding  nine  months,  or  since  April,  1*^93.  Its 
replenishment  being  necessary  and  no  other  manner  of  accomplishing  it 
Ijeing  possible,  resort  was  had  to  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds  provided  for 
by  the  resumption  act  of  1875.  Fifty  millions  of  these  IkmkIs  were  .sold, 
jnelding  $58,633,295.71,  which  was  added  to  the  reserve  fund  of  gold 
then  on  hand.  As  a  result  of  this  ojMjration  this  re.ser\-e,  which  had  suf- 
fered constant  and  large  witlidrawals  in  the  meantime,  stood  on  the  6th 
day  of  March,  1894,  at  the  sum  of  $107,446,802.  Its  depletion  was,  how- 
ever, immediately  thereafter  so  accelerated  that  on  the  30th  day  of  June, 
1S94,  it  had  fallen  to  $64,873,025,  thus  losing  by  withdrawals  more  than 
$42,000,000  in  five  months  and  dropping  slightly  below  its  situation  when 
the  sale  of  $50,000, ocxi  in  1»onds  was  effected  for  its  replenishment. 

This  depressed  condition  grew  w(jrse,  and  on  the  24111  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1894,  <>"''  ?°^*^  reserve  being  reduced  to  $57,669,701 ,  it  became  nc 
essary  to  again  strengthen  it. 
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This  was  done  by  another  sale  of  bonds  amounting  to  $50,000,000, 
from  which  there  was  realized  $58,538,500,  with  which  the  fund  was 
increased  to  $1 1 1. 142,021  on  the  4th  day  of  December,  1894. 

Again  disappointment  awaited  the  anxious  hope  for  relief.  There 
was  not  even  a  lull  in  the  exasperating  withdrawals  of  gold.  On  the  con- 
trary, they  grew  larger  and  more  persistent  than  ever.  Between  the  4th 
day  of  December,  1894,  and  early  in  February.  1895,  a  period  of  scarcely 
more  than  two  months  after  the  second  reenforcenient  of  our  gold  ne* 
serve  by  the  sale  of  botids,  it  had  lost  by  such  withdrawals  more  than 
$69,000,000  and  had  fallen  to  $41,340,181.  Nearly  $43,000,000  had 
been  withdrawn  withiu  the  month  immediately  preceding  this  situation 

In  amicipation  of  impeiKlitig  trouble  I  had  on  the  28th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1 8y5,  addressed  a  coninmuication*  to  the  Congress  fully  setting  forth 
our  difficulties  and  dangerous  position  and  earnestly  recommending  that 
authority  be  given  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  issue  bonds  bearing 
a  low  rate  of  intere.st ,  i>ayable  by  their  terms  in  gold,  for  the  purpose  ol 
maintaining  a  sufficient  gold  reserve  and  also  for  the  redemption  and 
cancellatiou  of  outstanding  United  States  notes  and  the  Treasury'  notes 
is.sued  fur  the  purchase  of  silver  under  the  law  of  1890.  This  recom- 
mendation did  not,  however,  meet  with  legislative  approval. 

In  February,  1895.  therefore,  the  situation  was  exceedingly  criticaL 
With  a  reserve  perilously  low  and  a  refusal  of  Congressional  aid,  every- 
thing indicated  thai  the  end  of  gold  payments  by  the  Government  wa* 
inuninent.  The  results  of  prior  Itond  issues  had  been  exceedingly  un- 
satisfactory, and  the  large  withdrawals  of  gold  immediately  succeeding 
their  public  sale  in  open  market  gave  rise  to  a  rea.sonable  suspicion  that  a 
large  part  of  the  gold  paid  into  the  Treasury  upon  such  sales  was  promptly 
drawn  out  .igaiii  by  the  presentation  of  United  States  notes  or  Treasnry 
notes,  and  found  its  way  to  the  hands  of  those  who  had  only  temporarily 
parted  with  it  in  the  purcha.se  of  lx>nds. 

In  this  emergency,  and  in  view  of  its  surrounding  peq>lexities.  it  be- 
came entirely  apparent  to  those  upon  whom  the  .struggle  for  safety  wis 
devohed  not  only  that  our  gold  reserv^e  nuist,  for  the  third  time  in  less 
than  thirteen  months,  lje  restored  by  another  issue  and  sale  of  bonds 
Ijeariug  a  high  rate  of  interest  and  badly  suited  to  the  purptjse,  but  that 
a  plan  must  Ije  adopted  for  their  disposition  promising  lietter  results 
than  those  realized  on  prevHous  sales.  An  agreement  was  therefore  made 
with  a  number  of  financiers  and  bankers  whereby  it  was  stipulated  thai 
bonds  described  in  tlie  resumption  act  of  1875,  payable  in  coin  thiny 
years  after  their  date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  ]>er  cent  jjer  an- 
num, and  amounting  to  about  $62,000,000,  should  be  exchanged  for  goU, 
iivablc  by  weight,  amounting  to  a  little  more  than  $65,000,000. 

gold  was  to  l)e  delivered  in  such  installments  as  would  complete 
.within  alnml  six  mouths  from  the  date  of  the  contract,  ami 


at  least  one-half  of  the  amount  was  lo  Ix.-  fnrnished  from  al(ro.-id.  It  was 
also  agreed  by  those  supplying  this  gold  that  during  the  continuance  of 
the  contract  they  would  by  every  means  in  their  power  protect  the  Gov- 
ernment against  gold  withdrawals.  The  contract  alsu  provided  that  if 
Congress  would  authorize  their  issue  lx>nds  payable  by  tlieir  tenns  in 
gold  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent  per  annum  might 
within  ten  days  be  substituted  at  par  for  the  4  per  cent  bonds  descrilxid 
in  the  agreement. 

On  the  day  this  contract  was  made  its  terms  were  comnnniicated  to 
Congress  by  a  special  Executive  message,*  in  which  it  was  stated  that 
more  than  $16,000,000  would  be  saved  to  the  Government  if  gold  1>onds 
liearing  },  per  cent  interest  were  authorized  to  be  substituted  for  those 
mentioned  iu  the  contract. 

The  Congress  having  declined  to  grant  the  necessary  authority  to  secure 
this  saving,  the  contract,  unmodified,  was  carried  out,  resulting  iu  a  gold 
reserve  amounting  to  $107,571,230  011  the  8th  day  of  July,  1895.  The 
performance  cf  this  contract  not  only  restored  the  reserve,  but  checked 
for  a  time  the  withdrawals  of  gold  and  brouglit  on  a  ]ieriod  of  restored 
confidence  and  such  peace  and  quiet  in  busine.ss  circles  a.s  were  of  the 
greatest  possible  value  to  every  interest  that  affects  our  people.  I  have 
never  had  the  slightest  mi.sgiving  concerning  the  wisdom  or  propriety 
of  this  arrangement,  and  am  quite  willing  to  an.swer  for  my  full  share 
of  responsibility  for  its  promotion.  I  T)elieve  it  averted  a  disaster  the 
imminence  of  which  was.  fortunately,  not  at  the  time  generally  under- 
stood by  our  people. 

Though  the  contract  mentioned  stayed  for  a  time  the  tide  of  gold  with- 
drawal, its  good  results  could  not  l<e  permanent.  Recent  withdrawals 
have  reduced  the  reserve  from  $107,571,230  on  the  8th  day  of  July, 
1895,  to  $79,333,966.  How  long  it  will  remain  large  enough  to  render 
its  increa.se  unnecessary  is  only  matter  of  conjecture,  though  quite  large 
withdrawals  for  shipment  in  the  immediate  future  are  predicted  in  well- 
informed  quarters.  About  $16,000,000  has  been  withdrawn  during  the 
month  of  November. 

The  foregoing  statement  of  events  and  crjnditions  develops  the  fact 
that  after  increasing  our  interest-bearing  bonded  indebtedness  more  than 
$162,000,000  to  save  our  gold  reser^'e  we  are  nearly  where  we  started, 
liaving  now  in  such  reserve  $79,3.^3,966,  as  against  S65,43.s,377  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1894.  when  the  first  tonds  were  is.sued. 

Though  the  amount  of  gold  drawn  from  the  Treasiir\'  ap[»ears  to  be 
very  large  as  gathered  from  the  facts  and  figures  herein  presented,  it 
actually  was  much  larger,  considerable  sums  having  been  acquired  by  the 
Treasury'  within  the  se\-eral  jiericKls  stated  without  the  issue  of  bonds. 
On  the  28th  of  January.  1895,  it  was  reported  by  the  Secretary  of  the 

Chat  more  than  $172,000,000  of  gold  had  been  wMvAx^n^xv  \s«. 
■"""■ 
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bcanlu^  or  shipment  dmi^  the  jear  preceding.  He  now  reports  that 
fron  jamiarr  i.  1S79.  to  Jnhr  14. 1890,  a  period  of  nwre  than  ele^'cn  years, 
only  a  little  over  |>jft, 000.000  «3S  withdrawn,  and  that  between  July 
14.  1890.  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  law  for  an  increased  purchase  of 
silrer.  and  the  ist  day  of  December.  1895. or  nnthin  less  than  five  and  a 
half  years,  there  was  withdrawn  nearly  $375,000,000,  making  a  total  nj 
more  than  $403,000,000  drawn  from  the  Treasar>-  in  gold  since  Jann- 
axy  i.  1879.  the  date  fixed  in  1875  for  the  retirenient  of  the  United  States 
notes. 

Nearly  $327,000,000  of  the  gold  thtis  withdrawn  has  been  paid  out  on 
these  Ignited  States  notes,  and  yet  every  one  of  the  $346,000,000  is  still 
uncanceled  and  ready  to  do  service  in  future  gold  depletions. 

More  than  $76,000,000  in  gold  has  since  their  creation  in  1890  been 
paid  out  from  the  Treasory  upon  the  notes  given  on  the  purchase  of  sil- 
ver by  the  Go\-emment,  and  yet  the  whole,  amounting  to  $155,000,000. 
except  a  little  more  than  $16,000,000  which  has  been  retired  by  ex- 
changes for  silver  at  the  request  erf  the  holders,  remains  outstanding  and 
prepared  to  join  their  older  and  more  experienced  allies  in  future  raids 
upon  the  Treasury's  gold  reserve. 

In  other  words,  the  Go\-emnient  has  paid  in  gold  more  than  nine-tenths 
of  its  United  States  notes  and  still  owes  them  all.  It  ha.s  paid  in  gold 
a>K)Ut  one-half  of  its  mrtes  given  for  silver  purchases  mthout  extinguu'Ji- 
ing  by  such  pa\'ment  one  dollar  of  these  notes. 

When,  added  to  all  this,  we  are  rtrminded  that  to  carry  on  this  astoid^^ 
ing  financial  scheme  the  Govemment  has  incurred  a  bouded  iiidebi^^l 
ness  of  $95,500,000  in  establishing  a  gold  reserve  and  of  $163,315,400 
in  efforts  to  maintain  it;  that  the  annual  interest  charge  on  such  Ixmded 
indebtedness  is  more  than  $1 1 .000.000;  that  a  continuance  of  our  present 
course  may  result  in  further  bond  issues,  and  that  we  have  suffered  or 
are  threatened  with  all  this  for  the  sake  of  supplying  gold  for  foreign 
shipment  or  facilitating  its  hoarding  at  home,  a  situation  is  exhibited 
which  certainly  ought  to  arrest  attention  and  provoke  immediate  legisla- 
tive relief. 

I  am  convinced  the  only  thorough  and  practicable  remedy  for  otir  troa- 
bles  is  found  in  the  retirement  and  cancellation  of  our  United  States 
notes,  commonly  called  greenbacks,  and  the  outstanding  Treasury  not& 
issued  by  tlie  Govemment  in  payment  of  silver  puixrhases  under  the  aci 
of  1890. 

I  believe  this  could  be  quite  readily  accomplished  by  the  exchange  (« 
these  notes  for  United  vStates  bonds,  of  small  as  well  as  large  denoraina- 
tions,  Ijearing  a  low  rate  of  interest.  They  should  be  long-term  bonds, 
thus  iticreasing  their  desirability  as  investments,  and  because  their  pa\- 
ment  could  be  well  postponed  to  a  perio<l  far  removed  from  present 
financial  burdens  and  peT\>\ex.\l\es,  when  with  increased  prosperity  and 
es  thev  would  be  mote  easv\v  mev. 
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To  further  insure  the  cancellatimi  of  the?*  notes  and  also  provnde  a 
way  by  which  gold  may  Ise  added  to  our  currency  in  lieu  of  them,  a  fea- 
ture in  the  plan  should  lie  an  aiitlmrity  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  dispose  of  the  1x)uds  aliroad  for  Kt>ld  if  necessary  to  complete 
■  the  contemplated  redemption  and  cancellation,  permitting  him  to  use  the 
pTf^ceeds  of  such  bonds  to  take  up  and  cancel  any  uf  the  notes  that  may 
be  in  the  Treasury  or  that  may  be  received  by  the  Governnient  on  any 
account. 

The  increase  of  our  lx>n(letl  debt  involved  in  this  plan  would  be  amply 
compensiited  by  renewed  activity  an<l  enterjirise  in  all  business  circles, 
I  the  restored  confidence  at  home,  the  reinstated  faith  in  our  monetary 
strength  abroad,  and  the  stimulation  of  every  interest  and  industry  that 
would  follow  the  cancellation  of  the  xold-demand  obligations  now  afflict- 
ing us.  In  any  event,  the  bonds  proposed  would  stand  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  a  troublesome  indebtedness,  while  in  the  path  .ve  now  follow  there 
lurks  the  menace  of  unending  txjn<ls,  with  our  indelitedncss  still  undis- 
charged an<l  aggravated  in  every  feature.  The  obligations  necessary'  to 
fund  this  indebtedness  would  not  equal  in  amount  those  from  which  we 
have  been  relieved  since  1884  by  anticipatitm  and  paj'ment  beyond  the 
requirements  of  the  .sinking  fund  out  of  our  surplus  revenues. 

The  currency  withdrawn  l>y  the  retirement  of  the  ITnited  States  notes 
and  Treasury  notes,  amounting  to  prolxibly  less  than  $4^6.000,000,  nnght 
be  supplied  by  such  gold  as  would  Ije  used  on  their  retirement  or  by  an 
increase  in  the  circulation  of  our  national  1  Kinks.  Though  the  aggregate 
capital  of  those  now  in  existence  amounts  tu  mure  than  5^664,000,000, 
their  outstanding  circulation  based  on  hfm(\  .security  amoiuits  to  only 
about  $190,000,000.  They  are  authorized  to  i.ssue  notes  aniotmting  to 
90  per  cent  of  the  lx)nds  deposited  to  secure  their  circulation,  but  in  no 
event  beyond  the  amount  of  tlieir  capital  .stock,  and  they  are  obliged  to 
pay  1  iJer  cent  tax  on  the  circulation  they  issue. 

I  think  they  should  Ijc  allowed  to  issue  circulation  equal  to  the  par 
value  of  the  bonds  they  deposit  to  .secure  it,  and  that  tliC  tax  on  their 
circulation  should  be  reduced  to  one-fourth  of  i  per  cent,  which  would 
undoubtedly  meet  all  the  exi>en.se  the  Government  incurs  on  their  ac- 
count. In  addition  they  should  Ix"  allowed  tr>  substitute  or  deposit  in 
lieu  of  the  bonds  now  required  as  security  for  their  circulation  those 
which  would  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the  United  States 
notes  and  Treasury  notes. 

The  banks  already  existing,  if  they  desired  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
provisions  of  law  t!nis  modified,  could  issue  circulation,  in  addition  to  that 
already  ont.standing.  amounting  to  $478,000,000,  which  would  nearly  or 
quite  equal  the  currency  proposed  to  be  canceled.  At  any  rate,  I  should 
confidently  expect  to  see  the  existing  national  banks  or  others  to  be 
organized  avail  themselves  of  the  projK)Sed  encfjuragements  to  i.ssue  cir- 
culation and  promptly  fill  any  vacuum  aud  suppV-y  tveT\  c\s.TTe.wf^'  wee^ 
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U  1ms  always  scLMucd  U»  me  that  the  provisions  of  law  regarding  the 
capital  of  national  lianks,  which  operate  as  a  limitation  to  their  location 
fail  to  make  proper  coini>ensation  for  the  suppression  of  State  banks, 
which  came  near  to  the  people  in  all  sections  of  the  country  and  read 
i!y  furnished  them  with  banking  accommodations  and  facilities.  Any 
incotivenieMCe  or  embarrassment  arising  from  these  restrictions  on  the 
location  of  niUional  banks  might  well  Ije  remedied  by  better  adapting 
the  present  system  to  the  creation  of  banks  in  smaller  communities  or  by 
permitting  banks  of  large  capital  to  establish  branches  in  such  localities 
as  would  Her\c  the  people,  so  regulated  and  restrained  as  to  secure  their 
safe  and  conservative  control  and  management. 

But  there  might  not  be  the  necessity  for  such  an  addition  to  the  cur 
rency  by  new  issues  of  bank  circulation  as  at  first  glance  is  indicated. 
If  we  should  be  relieved  from  maintaining  a  gold  reserve  under  condi 
tions  that  constitute  it  the  barometer  of  our  solvency,  and  if  our  Tneas- 
urA'  should  no  longer  be  the  foolish  pur\eyor  of  gold  for  nations  abroad 
or  for  speculation  and  hoarding  by  our  citizens  at  home.  I  should  expect 
to  see  gold  resume  its  natxiral  and  normal  functions  in  the  business  affairs 
of  the  country  and  cease  to  be  an  object  attracting  the  timid  watch  of  our 
people  and  exciting  their  sensitive  imaginations. 

I  do  not  overlcK>k  the  fact  that  the  cancellation  of  the  Treasury-  note* 
issued  under  the  silver- purchasing  act  of  1890  would  leave  the  Treasory 
in  the  actual  ownership  of  sufficient  silver,  including  seigniorage,  to  coitt 
nearly  $178,000,000  in  standard  dollars.  It  is  worthy  of  consideratiaa 
whether  this  might  not  from  time  to  time  be  converted  into  dollars  Ofj 
fractional  coin  and  slowly  put  into  circulation,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  necessities  of  the  country-  should  requiit 

\Vhate\'er  is  attempted  should  be  entered  upon  fully  appreciating  the 
fact  that  by  careless,  easy  descent  we  have  reached  a  dangerous  depth, 
and  that  our  ascent  \id\\  not  be  accomplished  without  laborious  toil  am 
struggle.  We  shall  be  wise  if  we  realire  that  we  are  financially  ill  aoi' 
that  our  restoration  to  health  may  require  heroic  treatment  and  unpleay 
ant  remedies. 

In  the  present  stage  of  our  difficulty  it  is  not  easy  to  understand  bov 
the  amount  of  our  revenue  receipts  directly  affects  it.  The  importari 
question  is  not  the  quantity  of  money  received  in  re\'enue  payments, 
the  kind  of  money  we  maintain  and  our  abiUty  to  continue  in  sound 
cial  condition.  We  are  considering  the  Govennaent's  holdings  of 
as  related  to  the  soxindness  of  our  mooey  and  as  affectiner  our  na 
credit  and  moaetarj''  strength. 

If  oar  gold  reser^*e  had  nei-er  been  impaired;  if  no  bonds  bad  e%-er 
issued  to  replenish  it;  if  there  had  been  no  fear  and  tiniidit>- 
ing  our  ability  to  continue  gold  paytoents:  if  any  part  of  oar 
now  paid  in  K^^ld.  and  if  \«-e  could  look  to  oar  gold 
of  mainlaiuin^  a  sale  i«s«it\c  ,  v\m&  ^xcmjoxix^  cnx  reventaes 


,n  influential  factor  in  the  pn)l)!LMiT.  Hni,  iinlurtnnalely,  all  tliu  circum- 
stances that  might  lend  weight  tu  this  consideration  are  entire!}'  lacking. 
In  our  present  predicament  no  xoM  is  received  by  the  Government  in 
payment  of  revenue  charges,  nor  uiuild  there  l>e  if  the  revenues  were 
increased.  The  receipts  of  the  Treasury,  when  not  in  silver  certificates, 
consist  of  United  States  notes  and  Treasury  notes  issued  for  silver  pur- 
chases. These  forms  of  money  are  ouly  useful  to  the  Government  in 
{Kiying  its  current  ordinary  expenses,  and  its  quantity  in  Government 
possession  does  not  in  the  least  contribute  toward  )s'ivin>,'  us  that  kiml  of 
safe  financial  standing  or  condition  wliich  is  built  on  gold  alone. 

If  it  is  said  that  these  notes  if  held  by  the  Government  can  be  used  to 
obtain  gold  for  our  reserve,  the  answer  is  easy.  The  people  draw  gold 
from  the  Treasury  on  demand  uy^m  United  States  notes  and  Treasury 
notes,  but  the  proposition  that  the  Treasury  can  on  demand  draw  gold 
from  the  people  uf>>n  them  would  lie  reganled  in  these  days  with  wonder 
and  amusement;  and  even  if  this  could  be  done  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  those  thus  parting  with  their  gold  from  regaining  it  the  next 
day  or  the  next  hour  by  the  presentation  of  the  notes  they  received  in 
exchange  for  it. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  might  use  such  notes  taken  from  a  sur- 
plus revenue  to  buy  gold  in  the  tuarket.  Of  course  he  could  not  do  this 
without  paying  a  premium.  Private  holders  of  gold,  unlike  tlie  Govern- 
ment, having  no  parity  to  maintain,  would  not  l)e  restrained  from  mak- 
ing the  best  bargain  possible  when  they  furnished  gold  to  the  Treasury; 
but  the  moment  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasurj'  bought  gold  on  any  terms 
alxjve  par  he  would  establish  a  general  and  universal  premium  upon  it, 
thus  breaking  down  the  parity  between  gold  and  silver,  wliich  the  Gov- 
eniment  is  pledged  to  maintain,  aud  oixrning  the  way  to  new  and  serious 
complications.  In  the  meantime  the  premium  would  not  remain  station- 
ary%  and  the  absurd  spectacle  might  l>e  presented  of  a  dealer  selling  gold 
to  the  (iovemment  and  with  United  States  notes  or  Treasury  notes  in 
is  hand  immediately  clamoring  for  its  return  and  a  resale  at  a  higher 
•emium. 

It  may  be  claimed  that  a  large  revenue  and  redundant  receipts  might 
vorably  affect  the  situation  under  discussion  by  affording  an  opportn- 
ity  of  retaining  these  notes  in  the  Treasury  when  received,  and  thus  pre- 
idtitJg  their  presentation  for  gold.  Such  retention  to  be  useful  ought 
I  be  at  least  measuralily  ixjrmanent;  and  this  is  precisely  what  is  pro- 
jbited,  so  far  as  ITnited  States  notes  are  concerned,  by  the  law  of  1878, 
irbidding  their  further  retirement.  That  statute  in  so  many  words  pro- 
ides  that  these  notes  when  received  into  the  Treasun*  and  lx.'longing  to 
le  United  States  shall  be  "  paid  out  again  and  kept  in  circulation." 
It  will,  moreover,  be  readily  seen  that  the  Government  could  not  re- 
se  to  pay  out  United  States  notes  and  Treasury  notes  in  current  trans-

iiiitiiiuuu  llie  parity  Ijelwe^jii  that  metal  and  the  currency  reprcsentiuj, 
j^oUl.  Besides,  the  accumulation  in  the  Treasury  of  currency  of  any 
kiiul  exacletl  frmn  the  jieople  ilirongh  taxation  is  justly  regardetl  asaq 
evil,  ami  it  c;ui  not  proceed  far  without  vigorous  protest  against  an  utw 
justifinlik'  retention  of  money  from  the  business  of  the  countrj'  and  I 
denunciation  of  a  scheme  of  taxation  which  proves  itself  to  be  unjust 
when  it  lakes  from  the  earnings  and  income  of  the  citizen  money  so 
nuich  in  excess  of  the  needs  of  Government  support  that  large  sums  caa 
Ik?  Rathererl  and  kei>t  in  the  Treasury.  Such  a  condition  has  hereto- 
fore in  times  of  surplus  revenue  led  the  Government  to  restore  currency 
ui  the  jieople  by  the  purchase  of  its  unmatured  bonds  at  a  large  pre- 
mitnn  am!  hy  a  large  increase  of  its  deposits  in  national  banks,  and 
easily  remember  that  the  abuse  of  Treasury  accumulation  has  fumishei 
a  most  persuasive  argument  in  favor  of  legislation  radically  reducing  oor 
tariff  taxation. 

Perhaps  it  is  supposed  that  sufficient  re\'enue  receipts  would  in  a 
timental  way  improN^e  the  situation  by  inspiring  confidence  in  our  sot 
veucy  and  allaying  the  fear  of  pecuniary  exhaustion.  And  yet  througk 
all  our  struggles  to  maintain  our  gold  reserve  there  never  ha*  been  aiif 
apprehension  as  to  our  ready  ability  to  pay  our  way  with  such  money 
we  had,  and  the  question  whether  or  not  our  current  receipts  met  aa 
current  expenses  has  not  entered  into  the  estimate  of  our  sohrno 
Of  course  the  general  state  of  oiu-  funds,  exclusive  of  gold,  was  enti 
immaterial  to  the  foreign  creditor  and  iuN-estor.  His  debt  could 
|Kii<l  in  Hold,  and  his  only  concern  was  oiu  ability  to  keep  on 
kind  of  uione> . 

Oti  July  1 .  189^ ,  more  than  a  year  and  a  half  before  the  first  btHuLs 
issued  to  replenisli  the  gold  reserve,  there  was  a  net  balance  in  theTi 
ury,  exclusive  of  such  reserve,  of  less  than  $13,000,000.  b«it  the 
reserve  amounted  to  more  than  $114,000,000,  which  was  the 
feature  of  the  sitiution.     It  was  when  the  stock  of  gold  began 
fall  that  fright  super\'eued  and  our  securities  held  abroad  wer 
for  sale  and  debts  oweil  abroad  were  pcessed  for  payment.     In  the 
time  extensi\-e  shipments  of  gold  and  other  onfavtMable  iodicatiaas 
restlessness  and  fright  among  our  people  at  home.     Themipoa  the 
eral  state  of  our  funds.  exclttsi\-e  of  gold,  became  also  innnatcrial  to 
and  they  too  drew  gold  from  the  Tteasmy  for  houding- 
tingeuaes.     Thb  is  plainly  shown  by  the  large  inoease  in  tlie 
of  gold  withdrawn  which  was  retained  b>-  oar  own  peopAe  ^ 
thmtening  incidents  progressed.

Inasmuch  as  the  withdrawal  of  our  gold  has  resulted  largely  from 
fright,  there  is  nothing  apparent  that  will  prevent  its  continuance  or  re- 
currence, with  its  natural  consequences,  except  such  a  change  in  our  finan- 
cial methods  as  will  reassure  the  frightened  and  make  the  desire  for  gold 
less  intense.  It  is  not  clear  how  au  increase  in  revenue,  unless  it  be  in 
gold,  can  satisfy  those  whose  only  anxiety  is  to  gain  gold  from  the  Gov- 
ernment's store. 

It  can  not,  therefore,  be  safe  to  rely  upon  increased  revenues  as  a  cure 
for  our  present  troubles. 

It  is  possible  that  the  suggestion  of  increased  revenue  as  a  remedy  for 
the  difiBculties  we  are  con.sidering  may  have  origjinated  iu  an  intimation 
or  distinct  allegation  that  the  Ixjnds  which  have  Ijeeii  issued  ostensibly 
to  replenish  our  gold  reserve  were  really  issued  to  supply  insufiScient 
revenue.  Nothing  can  be  further  from  the  truth.  Bonds  were  issued 
to  obtain  gold  for  the  maintenance  of  our  national  credit.  As  has  been 
shown,  the  gold  thus  obtained  has  been  drawn  again  from  the  Treasury 
upon  United  States  notes  and  Treasury  notes.  This  operation  would 
have  been  promptly  prevented  if  pos.sible;  but  the.se  notes  having  thus 
been  pas.sed  to  the  Treasury,  they  became  the  money  of  the  Government, 
like  any  other  ordinary  Government  funds,  and  there  was  nothing  to  do 
but  to  use  theni  in  paying  Government  expenst-s  when  needed. 

At  no  time  when  bunds  have  l)een  issued  has  there  been  any  consid- 
eration of  the  question  of  pa>ing  the  expeu.ses  of  Government  with  their 
proceeds.  There  was  no  necessity  to  consider  that  que.stion.  At  the 
time  of  each  bond  is.sue  we  had  a  .safe  surplus  iu  the  Treasury  for  ordi- 
nary operations,  exckisive  of  the  gold  in  our  reserve.  In  February,  1894, 
when  the  first  issue  of  bonds  was  made,  such  surplus  amounted  to  over 
^iS.oocj.ooo;  in  Novenil>er,  when  the  second  issue  was  made,  it  amounted 
to  more  than  $42,000,000,  and  in  February,  1895,  when  bonds  for  the  third 
time  were  issued,  such  surplus  amounte<l  to  more  than  $100,000,000.  It 
now  amounts  to  598.072,420.30. 

Besides  all  this,  the  .Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  had  no  authority  what- 
ever to  issue  lx)nds  to  increa.se  the  ordinary^  reveimes  or  pay  current 
expenses. 

1  can  not  but  think  there  has  been  some  confusion  of  ideas  regarding 
the  effects  of  the  iasue  of  bonds  and  the  results  of  the  withdrawal  of 
gold.  It  was  the  latter  process,  and  not  the  former,  that,  by  substitut- 
ing in  the  Treasury  United  States  notes  and  Treasury  notes  for  gold, 
increased  by  their  amount  the  money  which  was  in  the  first  instance  sub- 
ject to  ordinary  Government  expenditure. 

Although  the  law  compeUing  an  increased  purchase  of  silver  by  the 
Government  was  pas.sed  on  the  14th  day  of  July.  1890,  withdrawals  of  gold 
from  the  Treasury  u\Km  the  notes  given  in  payment  on  such  purchases 
did  not  begin  until  Octolier.  i8gi.  Immediately  following  that  date  the 
withdrawals  upon  both  these  notes  and  I3mt.ed  ^\.aV.es>  woVes.  wvixsc: 
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■  fau^eiy.  and  iave  ooatinaed  to  snch  an  extent  tliat  since  the  passage

when  specie  pa>iiieiits  were  resumed. 

It  b  neither  unfair  nor  unjust  to  charge  a  large  share  of  our  present 
financial  perplexities  and  dangers  to  the  operation  of  the  laws  of  1 878  and 
1890  compelling  the  pordiase  of  silver  by  the  Government,  which  not  only 
furnished  a  new  Treasnry  obligation  upon  which  its  gold  could  be  with- 
drawn, but  so  increased  the  fear  of  an  ovenvbelming  flood  of  sih-er  and 
■  a  forced  descent  to  silver  pa>~uients  that  even  the  repeal  of  these  laws  did 
laot  entirely  ctue  the  evils  of  their  existence. 

W^ile  I  ha\-e  endeavored  to  make  a  plain  statement  of  tlie  disordered 
condition  of  our  currency  and  the  present  dangers  menacing  our  prus- 
pent>  and  to  suggest  a  way  which  leads  to  a  safer  financial  system.  I 
have  Goostantly  had  in  mind  the  fact  that  many  of  my  countrymen,  \vhu$e 
ancerity  I  tlo  not  doubt,  insist  that  the  cure  for  the  ills  now  threatening 
us  may  be  found  in  the  single  and  simple  remedy  of  the  free  coinage  of 
silver.  They  contend  that  our  mints  shall  be  at  once  thrown  open  to  the 
free,  unlimited,  and  independent  coinage  of  both  gold  and  silver  dollars 
of  full  legal-tender  quality,  regardless  of  the  action  of  any  other  gov- 
ernment and  in  full  ^ew  of  the  fact  that  the  ratio  between  the  metal'- 
which  they  suggest  calls  for  too  cents"  worth  of  gold  in  the  gold  dollar 
at  the  present  standard  and  only  50  cents  in  intrinsic  worth  of  silver  iu 
the  silver  dollar. 

Were  there  infinitely  stronger  reasons  than  can  be  adduced  for  hoping 
that  such  action  would  secure  for  us  a  bimetallic  currency  moving  on  hnes 
of  parity,  an  experiment  so  novel  and  hazardous  as  that  proposed  might 
well  stagger  those  who  belie\'e  that  stability  is  an  imperative  conditioa 
of  sound  money. 

No  government,  no  human  contrivance  or  act  of  legislation,  has  ever 
been  able  to  hold  the  two  metals  together  in  free  coinage  at  a  ratio  appre- 
ciably di£Ferent  from  that  which  is  established  in  the  markets  of  the  world. 
Those  who  l^elieve  that  our  independent  free  coinage  of  silver  at  an 
artificial  ratio  with  gold  of  16  to  i  would  restore  the  parity  between  the 
metals,  and  consequently  between  the  coins,  oppose  an  unsupported  and 
improbable  theor>-  to  the  general  l)elief  and  practice  of  other  nations 
and  to  the  teaching  of  the  wisest  statesmen  and  economists  of  the  world, 
both  in  the  past  and  present,  and,  what  is  far  more  conclusive,  they  nut 
connter  to  our  own  actual  experiences. 

Twice  in  our  earher  history  our  lawmakers,  in  attempting  to  establish 
a  bimetallic  currency,  utidertook  free  coinage  upon  a  ratio  which  acciden- 
tal'*'  '-"-^ed  from  the  actual  relative  values  of  the  two  metals  not  m«>re 
leut.      In  both  cases,  \\oVw\X\vsVa.w^\.\v^  ^gc«sk^fcx  difficulties  ami 


cost  of  transportation  than  now  exist,  the  coins  whose  intrinsic  worth 
was  undervalued  in  the  ratio  gradually  and  surely  disappeared  from  our 
drciilalion  and  went  to  other  countries  where  their  real  value  was  better 
recognized. 

Acts  of  Congress  were  impotent  to  create  equality  where  natural  causes 
decreed  even  a  slight  iiie«iuality. 

Twice  in  our  recent  history  we  have  signally  failed  to  raise  by  legisla- 
tion the  value  of  silver.  Under  an  act  of  Congress  passed  in  1878  the 
Government  was  required  for  more  than  twelve  years  to  expend  annually 
at  least  $24,000,000  in  the  purchase  of  silver  bullion  for  coinage.  The 
act  of  July  14,  1890,  in  a  still  bolder  effort,  increased  the  amount  of  sil- 
ver tlie  Government  was  compelled  to  purchase  and  forced  it  to  become 
the  buyer  annually  of  54.000,000  ounces,  or  practically  the  entire  product 
of  our  mines.  Under  lx>th  laws  silver  rapidly  and  steadily  declined  in 
value.  The  prophecy  and  the  expre.ssed  hope  and  expectation  of  those 
in  the  Congress  who  led  in  the  passage  of  the  last-mentioned  act  that  it 
would  reestabh.sh  and  maintain  the  former  parity  between  the  two  metals 
are  still  fre-sh  in  our  memory. 

In  the  light  of  these  experiences,  which  accord  with  the  experiences  of 
other  nations,  there  is  certainly  no  secure  ground  for  the  belief  that  an 
act  of  Congre-ss  could  now  bridge  an  inequality  of  50  per  cent  between 
gold  and  silver  at  our  pre.sent  ratio,  nor  is  there  the  least  pos.sibility  that 
our  country,  whicli  has  less  than  one-seventli  of  the  silver  money  in  the 
world,  could  by  its  action  alone  raise  not  only  our  own  but  all  .silver  to  its 
lost  ratio  with  gold.  Our  attempt  to  accomplish  this  by  the  free  coinage 
of  silver  at  a  ratio  differing  widely  from  actual  relative  values  would  be 
the  signal  for  the  complete  departure  of  gold  from  imr  circulation,  the 

»  immediate  and  large  contraction  of  our  circulating  medium,  and  a  shrink- 
age in  the  real  value  and  monetary  efficiency  of  all  other  forms  of  cur- 
rency as  they  settlefl  to  the  level  of  silver  monometallism.  Everyone 
who  receive-s  a  fixed  salary  and  every  worker  for  wage.s  would  find  the 
dollar  in  his  hand  ruthlessly  scaled  down  to  the  point  of  bitter  disapjpoint- 
ment,  if  not  to  pinching  privation. 

A  change  in  our  .standard  to  silver  monometallism  would  also  bring  on 
a  collapse  of  the  entire  system  of  credit,  which,  when  based  on  a  stand- 
ard which  is  recognized  and  adopted  by  the  world  of  business,  is  many 
times  more  potent  and  useful  than  the  entire  volume  of  currency  and  is 
safelj'  capable  of  almost  indefinite  expansion  to  meet  the  growth  of  trade 
and  enterprise.  In  a  self-iuA-ited  struggle  through  darkness  and  uncer- 
tainty our  humiliation  would  be  increased  by  the  con.sciousiiess  that  we 
had  parted  company  with  all  the  enlightened  and  progressive  nations  of 
the  world  and  were  desperately  and  hopelessly  striving  to  meet  the  stress 
of  modern  commerce  and  conn>etitioTi  with  n  tlchnseil  atid  unsmtable  cur- 
rency and  in  a.s.sociation  with  the  few  weak  ;iU(l  laggard  uaUou<,  v*iUvi.\\ 
have  silver  alone  as  their  standard  of  value. 
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All  history',  warns  us  against  rash  experimeuts  which  threaten  violent 
cha«ges  in  our  niouelary  standard  and  the  degradation  of  liur  currejic>' 
The  past  is  full  of  lessons  teaching  not  only  the  economic  dangers  but  the 
national  immorality  that  follow  in  the  train  of  such  experinients.  I  will 
not  believe  that  the  American  people  can  be  persuaded  after  sober  deliber- 
ation to  je«">pardize  their  nation's  prestige  and  proud  standing  l)y  enctram- 
ging  financial  nostrums,  nor  that  they  will  yield  to  the  false  allurements  of 
cheap  money  when  they  realize  that  it  must  result  in  the  wealcenitig  of  tliat 
financial  integrity  and  rectitude  which  thus  far  in  our  history  has  l)een 
so  devotedly  cherished  as  one  of  the  traits  of  true  Americanisn*. 

Our  country's  indebtedness,  whether  owing  by  the  Government  or 
existing  between  individuals,  has  been  contracted  with  reference  to  our 
present  standard.  To  decree  by  act  of  Congress  that  these  debts  shall 
be  payable  in  less  valuable  dollars  than  those  within  the  contemplation 
and  intention  of  the  parties  when  contracted  would  operate  to  transfer 
by  the  fiat  of  law  and  without  compensation  an  amount  of  profjcrty  and 
a  volume  of  rights  and  interests  almost  incalculable. 

Those  who  advocate  a  blind  and  headlong  plunge  to  free  coiiiage  in  the 
name  of  bimetallism,  and  professing  the  Ijelief,  contrary  to  all  experience, 
that  we  could  thus  establish  a  double  standard  and  a  concurrent  circula- 
tion of  both  metals  in  our  coinage,  are  certainly  reckoning  from  a  cloudy 
standpoint.  Our  present  standard  of  A'alue  is  the  standard  of  the  civi- 
lized world  and  pennits  the  only  bimetallism  now  jiossible.  or  at  least  that 
is  within  the  independent  reach  of  any  single  nation,  however  powerful 
that  nation  may  be.  While  the  value  of  gold  as  a  standard  is  steadied  l<j" 
almost  universal  commercial  and  business  use,  it  does  not  despise  silver 
nor  seek  its  Ijanishment.  Wherever  this  standard  is  maintained  there  i* 
at  its  side  in  free  and  unquestioned  circulation  a  volume  of  silver  cur- 
rency sometimes  equaling  and  sometimes  even  exceeding  it  in  amount, 
lx)th  maintained  at  a  parity  notwithstanding  a  depreciation  or  fluctuatiun 
in  the  intrinsic  value  of  silver. 

There  is  a  vast  difference  between  a  standard  of  value  and  a  currency 
for  monetary  use.  The  standard  must  necessarily  be  fixed  and  certain. 
The  currency  may  be  in  divers  forms  and  of  various  kinds.  No  siU-ef- 
standard  coutitn,'  has  a  gold  currency  in  circulati<w,  but  an  enlightened 
and  wise  system  of  finance  secures  the  benefits  of  both  gold  and  silver  as 
currency  and  circulating  medium  by  keeping  the  standard  stable  and  all 
other  currency  at  par  with  it.     Such  a  system  and  such  as'  il^n 

give  free  scope  for  the  U-se  and  ext>ausion  of  safe  and  consen  .... -bt, 

so  indispensable  to  broad  and  growing  commercial  tnuisactions  and  » 
well  substituted  for  the  nctual  use  of  money.     If  a  fixed  and  - 

ard  is  maintained,  such  a.s  the  magnitnde  and  .safety  of  our  .  

tran.sactions  and  business  ru(|uirc,  the  use  uf  raoaey  itself  is  co«\*eDic3}t]y 
minimiieeil. 

h'lcrv  dollar  of  fixed  and  -stable  value  has  throui/h  Hie  i»i^i  i 
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confident  credit  an  astonishing  capacity  of  multipljnng  itself  in  financial 
work.  Every  unstable  and  fluctuating  dollar  fails  as  a  liasis  of  credit. 
and  in  its  use  begets  gambling  speculation  and  undermines  the  founda- 
tions of  honest  enterprise. 

I  have  ventured  to  express  myself  on  this  subject  with  earnestness  and 
plainness  of  speech  because  I  can  not  rid  myself  of  the  belief  that  there 
lurk  in  the  proposition  for  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  so  strongly  approved 
and  so  enthusiastically  advocated  by  a  multitude  of  my  countr>'nien,  a 
serious  menace  to  our  prosperity  and  an  insidious  temptation  of  our 
people  to  wander  from  the  allegiance  they  owe  to  public  and  private 
integrity.  It  is  because  I  do  not  distrust  the  good  faith  and  sincerity  of 
those  who  press  this  scheme  that  I  have  imperfectly  but  with  zeal  sub- 
mitted my  thoughts  upon  this  momentous  subject.  I  can  not  refrain 
from  begging  them  to  reexamine  their  views  and  beliefs  in  the  light  of 
patriotic  reason  and  familiar  experience  and  to  weigh  again  and  again 
the  consequences  of  such  legislation  as  their  efforts  have  invited.  Even 
the  continued  agitation  of  the  subject  adds  greatly  to  the  difficulties  of  a 
dangerous  financial  situation  already  forced  upon  us. 

In  conclusion  I  especially  entreat  the  people's  representatives  in  the 
Congress,  who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  inaugurating  meas- 
ures for  the  safety  and  prosperity  of  our  common  country,  to  promptly 
and  effectively  consider  the  ilLs  of  our  critical  financial  plight.  I  have 
suggested  a  remedy  which  my  judgment  approves.  I  desire,  however, 
to  assure  the  Congres.s  that  I  am  prepared  to  cooperate  with  them  in  per- 
fecting any  other  measure  promising  thorough  and  practical  relief,  and 
that  I  will  gladly  labor  with  them  in  ever>'  patriotic  endeavor  to  further 
the  interests  and  guard  the  welfare  of  our  countrjrmen,  whom  in  our  re- 
spective places  of  duty  we  have  undertaken  to  .ser\'e.

SPECIAL  MESSAGES. 

To  the  Congress:  ExKCirxivK  Man.sion.  December  17.  ,6^5 ■ 

In  my  annual  message  addres.sed  to  the  Congress  on  the  3d  instant 
I  called  attention  to  the  pending  boundary  controversy  l)etween  Great 
Britain  and  the  Republic  of  Venezuela  and  recited  the  substance  of  a 
representation  made  by  this  Government  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment suggesting  reasons  why  .such  dispute  should  Ix;  submitted  to  ar- 
bitration for  settlement  and  inquiring  whether  it  would  be  sc  submitted.* 

The  answer  of  the  British  Government,  which  was  then  awaited,  has 
since  been  received,  and,  together  with  the  dispatch  to  which  it  is  a 
reply,  is  hereto  appended.

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Such  re]>ly  is  embodied  in  two  communications  addressed  by  the  Brit- 
ish prime  minister  to  Sir  Julian  Pauncefote.  the  British  ambassador  at' 
this  capital.  It  will  lie  seen  that  one  of  these  couimunicatioos  is  devoted 
exclusively  to  obser\-ations  upon  the  Monroe  doctrine,  and  claims  that 
in  the  present  instance  a  new  and  strange  extension  and  development  of 
this  doctrine  is  insisted  on  by  the  United  States;  that  the  reasons  justify 
ing  an  appeal  to  the  doctrine  enunciated  by  President  Monroe  are  gener- 
ally inapplicable  ' '  to  the  state  of  things  in  which  we  live  at  the  present 
day,"  and  especially  inapplicable  to  a  controversy  involving  the  boand- 
ary  line  lietween  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela, 

Without  attempting  extended  argument  in  reply  to  these  positions,  it 
may  not  be  amiss  to  suggest  that  the  doctrine  upon  wliich  we  stand  is 
strong  and  sound,  because  its  enforcement  is  important  to  our  peace  and 
safety  as  a  nation  and  is  essential  to  the  integrity  of  otir  free  institu 
tions  and  the  tranquil  maintenance  of  our  distinctive  form  of  government. 
It  was  intended  to  apply  to  ever>'  stage  of  our  national  life  and  can  not 
become  ol>solete  while  our  Republic  endures.  If  the  balance  of  power  is 
justly  a  cause  for  jealous  anxiety  among  the  Govenmients  of  the  Old 
World  and  a  subject  for  our  absolute  noninterference,  none  the  less  is 
an  observance  of  the  Monroe  doctrine  of  vital  concern  to  our  people  and 
their  GovernmenL. 

Assuming,  therefore,  tliat  we  may  properly  insist  upon  this  doctrine 
without  regard  to  "the  state  of  things  in  which  we  live  "  or  any  cfaangcil 
cotiditinns  here  or  elsewhere,  it  is  not  apparent  why  its  application  may 
not  be  invoked  in  the  present  controversy. 

If  a  European  power  by  an  extension  of  its  boundaries  takes  possesaan 


of  the  territory  of  one  of  our  neighlxjring  Republics  against  its  will  and 
in  derogation  of  its  rights,  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  to  that  extent  !uch 
European  power  does  not  thereby  attempt  to  extend  its  system  of  gor- 
eninient  tn  that  portion  of  this  continent  which  is  thus  taken.  This  is 
the  precise  action  which  President  Monroe  declared  to  be  "■  dangerous  ti> 
our  peace  and  safety,"  and  it  can  make  no  difference  whether  the  Enio* 
pean  system  is  extended  by  an  advance  of  frontier  or  otherwise. 

It  is  also  suggested  in  the  British  reply  that  we  should  not  seek  toapfdf 
the  Monroe  doctrine  to  the  pending  dispute  because  it  does  not  embody 
any  principle  of  intertiational  law  which  "is  founded  on  the  general  con- 
sent of  nations, " '  and  that  ' '  no  statesman,  hciwever  eminent,  and  no  nation, 
however  powerful,  are  competent  to  insert  into  the  code  of  intematiotta) 
law  a  novel  principle  which  was  never  recognized  before  and  which  has 
not  since  been  accepted  h\  the  government  of  any  other  countr>'. " 

Practically  the  principle  for  which  we  contend  has  peculiar,  if  not  eX' 
elusive,  relation  to  the  Unite<l  States.  It  may  not  have  been  a<imittei 
a  so  man>-  words  to  the  code  of  international  law,  but  since  in  inlenn* 

in/  ciiuiicils  every  nat\on  \s  etvixvled  to  the  rights  lielonging  to  it,  if  the 
lent  of  the  Moutoe  dQcVn\\e\i»i»\\\viN\\\\\v,^N<c\\N'a.-s  \vx!^V;  claim  il 
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s  its  place  in  the  code  of  ititematioiial  law  as  certainly  and  as  securely 
if  it  were  specifically  mentioned;  and  when  the  United  States  is  a  suitor 
fore  the  high  tribunal  that  administers  international  law  the  question 
be  determined  is  whether  or  not  we  present  claims  which  the  justice  of 

code  of  law  can  find  to  be  rig^ht  and  valid. 
The  Monroe  doctrine  iinds  its  recognition  in  those  principles  of  inter- 
itional  law  which  are  based  tipon  the  theory  that  L-\er>'  nation  shall  have 
\  rigbtii  protected  and  its  just  claims  enforced. 
Of  cmirse  this  Government  is  entirely  confident  that  under  the  sanction 

this  doctrine  we  have  clear  rights  and  undoubted  claims.  Nor  is  this 
Dored  in  the  British  reply.     The  prime  minister,  while  not  admitting 

t  the  Motiroe  doctrine  is  applicable  to  present  conditions,  states: 
la  fleclaruig  that  the  Unitcil  States  wouM  resist  any  such  enterprise  if  it  was  con- 
iiplatrd,  Prcsiilent  Moiiroe  arlopted  a  policy  which  recei\'ed  the  entire  sympathy 
the  Baglisti  Govcmmeut  of  that  date. 

He  further  declares: 

rbough  the  Innguage  of  President  Monroe  is  directed  to  the  attainment  of  objects 
lich  taiiiX.  Englislimen  would  agree  lo  be  salutary,  it  i.s  impossible  to  oilmit  that 
ey  have  been  inscribed  by  any  adequate  authority  in  the  code  of  international  law. 

Again  he  sajs: 

c-y  [Her  Majestj-'s  Government]  fully  concur  with  the  view  which  President 
inroe  npparently  entertained,  that  any  disturbance  of  the  existing  territorial  dis- 
bation  in  that  hemisphere  by  any  fresh  acquisitions  on  the  part  of  any  European 
ite  «rould  be  st  highly  inexpedient  change. 

In  the  belief  that  the  doctrine  for  which  we  c«->ntend  w^as  clear  and 
iflnite,  that  it  was  founded  upon  substantial  considerations  and  involved 
safety  and  welfare,  that  it  was  fully  applicable  to  our  present  condi- 
IS  and  to  the  state  of  the  world's  progress,  and  that  it  was  directly 
ated  to  the  pending  controversy,  and  without  any  conviction  as  to  the 
lal  merits  of  the  dispute,  but  anxious  to  learn  in  a  satisfactory  and  con- 
dsive  manner  whether  Oreat  Britain  sought  luuler  a  claim  of  lx>undary 
extend  her  jjo.sse.'^sicms  on  this  continent  without  right,  or  whether  she 
jrely  sought  pos-session  of  territory  fairly  included  within  her  lines  of 
rnership,  tltis  QflixTnnwnt  proposed  to  the  Govenmient  of  Oreat  Brit- 
1  a  resort  to  arbitration  as  the  proi>er  means  of  settling  the  question, 
tJie  end  that  a  vexatious  boundary  dispute  between  the  two  conte-st- 
ts  might  lie  detennined  and  our  exact  standing  and  relation  in  respect 
the  controversy  might  be  made  clear. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  correspondence  herewith  submitted  that  this 
►position  has  lieen  declined  by  the  British  Government  upon  grounds 
lich  in  the  circumstances  seem  to  tne  to  Ije  far  from  satisfactory'.     It  is 
ply  disappointing  that  such  an  api>eal,  actuated  by  the  most  friendly 
t.  iw'ard  Ijoth  nations  directly  concerned,  adtlrcssed  to  the  sense  of 

Iti  •!  to  the  magnanimity  uf  one  of  the  great  prnvers  of  the  world, 

■kl  teaching  its  relations  to  c>r»c  coniparalively  weak  awA  svu^>\,  ^V4v:\^ 
Kve  •       *        1  no  tietter  rcsnlts. 
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The  course  to  be  pursued  by  this  Govemmeul  in  view  of  the  presod 
condition  does  not  appear  to  admit  of  serious  doubt.  Ha\nng  labond 
faithfully  for  many  years  to  induce  Great  Britain  to  submit  this  dispute 
to  impartial  arbitration,  and  ha\-ing  beea  now  finally  apprised  of  her  re- 
fusal to  do  so,  nothing  remains  but  to  •'accept  the  situation,  to  recognize 
its  plain  requirements,  and  deal  with  it  acconlingly.  Great  Britain's 
present  proposition  has  never  thus  far  been  regarded  as  admissible  by 
Venezuela,  though  any  adjustment  of  the  boundary  which  that  countr)* 
may  deem  for  her  advantage  and  may  enter  into  of  her  outi  free  will  caa 
not  of  course  be  objected  to  by  the  United  States. 

Assuming,  however,  that  the  attitude  of  Venezuela  will  remain  UU' 
changed,  the  dispute  has  reached  such  a  stage  as  to  make  it  now  incum 
tent  upon  the  United  States  to^ake  mea.sures  to  determine  with  sufficieut 
certainty  for  iti>  justification  what  is  the  true  divisional  line  between  the 
Republic  of  Venezuela  and  British  Guiana.  The  inquir>-  to  that  en< 
should  of  course  be  conducted  carefully  and  judicially,  and  due  weight 
should  be  given  to  all  available  endence.  records,  and  facts  in  support 
of  the  claims  of  lK)th  parties. 

In  order  that  such  an  examination  should  be  prosecuted  in  a  thorougk 
and  satisfactory  manner,  I  suggest  that  the  Congress  make  an  adequate 
appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  a  commission,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive,  who  shall  make  the  necessar>'  investigation  and  report  U{>na 
the  matter  with  the  least  possible  delay.  When  such  report  is  madeaiM 
accepted  it  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  the  duty  of  the  United  State-.  ■ 
by  every  means  in  its  powei^,  as  a  willful^ggression  upon  its  rv< 
interests;  the  appropriation  by  Great  Britain  of  any  lands  or  the  exercise 
of  governmental  jurisdiction  over  any Territory  wliich  after  investigatiao 
we  have  detemiiiied  of  right  belotigs  to  Venezuela. 

In  making  these  recommendations  I  am  fully  alive  to  the  responsbii- 
ity  incurred  and  keenly  realize  all  the  consequences  that  may  follow 

I  am,  nevertheless,  firm  in  my  conviction  that  wliile  it  is  a  grievooi 
thing  to  contemplate  the  two  great  English-speaking  peoples  of  the  wocM 
as  ])eing  other\vise  than  friendly  competitors  in  the  onward  march  of  civi- 
lization and  strenuous  and  worthy  rivals  in  all  the  arts  of  peace,  there  i» 
00  calamity  which  a  great  natioTi  can  invite  wliich  equals  that  which  fol- 
lows a  supine  submission  to  wrong  and  injustice  and  the  consequent  lossnf 
national  self-respect  and  honor,  lieneath  which  are  shielded  and  defctitkii 
a  people's  safety  and  greatness.

In  tny  last  annual  message  the  evils  of  our  present  financial  system 
were  plainly  pointed  ont  and  the  causes  and  means  of  the  depletion  of 
Govennnent  gold  were  explained.  It  was  therem  stated  that  after  all 
the  efforts  that  had  been  made  by  the  executive  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  protect  our  gold  reserve  by  the  i-ssuance  of  bonds  amounting  to 
more  tlian  $162,000,000,  such  reser\'e  then  amounted  to  but  little  more 
than  $79,000,000;  that  alxjut  $16,000,000  had  been  withdrawn  from  such 
reserve  during  the  month  next  previous  x»t  the  date  of  that  message,  and 
that  quite  large  withdrawals  for  sliipmeut  in  the  innnediate  future  were 
predicted. 

The  contingency  then  feared  has  reached  us,  and  the  witlidrawals  of 
'gold  since  the  communication  referred  to  and  others  that  appear  inevi- 
table threaten  such  a  depletion  in  our  Government  gold  reserve  as  brings 
Tis  face  to  face  to  the  necessity  of  further  action  for  its  protection.  This 
condition  is  intensified  by  the  prevalence  in  certain  quarters  of  sudden 
and  unusual  apprehension  and  timidity  in  business  circles. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  another  season  of  jxTplexity  caused  by  our  dan- 
gerous atid  fatuous  financial  aj>cratiuns.  These  may  l>e  t;xi>ecte(:l  to  recur 
with  certainty  as  long  as  tliere  is  no  amendment  in  our  financial  system. 
If  in  this  particular  instance  our  predicament  is  at  all  influenced  by  a  re- 
cent insistence  upon  the  position  we  sliould  iH:cupyin  onr  relation  to  cer- 
"tain  questions  concerning  our  foreign  policy,  this  furnishes  a  signal  and 
impressive  warning  that  even  the  patri€>lic  sentinieiit  of  our  people  is  not 
an  adequate  substitute  for  a  s<iinid  financial  ixjlicy. 

Of  course  there  can  be  no  doubt  in  any  thoughtful  mind  as  to  the  com- 
plete solvency  of  our  nation,  nor  can  there  In.-  any  just  apprehen.sion  that 
the  American  people  will  l>e  satisfied  with  less  than  an  honest  payment 
of  our  public  obligations  in  the  recognized  money  of  the  world.  We  sliotdd 
not  overlook  the  fact,  however,  that  anmsed  fear  is  unreasoning  and  mu.st 
lie  taken  into  account  in  all  efforts  to  avert  possilde  loss  and  the  sacrifice 
of  our  people's  interests. 

The  real  and  sensible  cure  for  our  recurrivn^  t.tou\Aeaca.w  uwX'S  ^>i  «t'it«i0^v:^ 
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by  a  complete  change  in  our  financial  scheme.  Pending  that  the  execu- 
tive branch  of  the  Government  will  not  relax  its  efforts  nor  aliandon  its 
determination  to  use  every  means  within  its  reach  to  maintain  l^efore  the 
world  American  credit,  nor  will  there  be  any  hesitation  in  exhiliiting  iu 
confidence  in  the  resources  of  our  countn.-  and  the  constant  patriotism  of 
our  people. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  peculiar  situation  now  confronting  us.  I  hare 
ventured  to  herein  express  the  earnest  hope  that  the  Congress,  in  default  of 
the  inaugun'Uion  of  a  better  sy.stem  of  finance,  will  not  take  a  recess  from 
its  labors  Ijefore  it  has  by  legislative  enactment  or  declaration  done  some- 
thing not  only  to  remind  those  apprehensive  among  our  own  people  that 
the  resources  of  their  Goveniment  and  a  scrupulous  regard  for  honest 
dealing  afford  a  sure  guaranty  of  unquestioned  safely  and  soundness,  but 
to  reassure  the  world  that  with  these  factors  and  the  patriotism  of  oor 
citizens  the  ability  and  determination  of  our  nation  to  meet  in  any  cir- 
cumstances every  obligation  it  incurs  do  not  admit  of  question. 

I  ask  at  the  hands  of  the  Congress  such  prompt  aid  as  it  aloue  has  the 
power  to  give  to  prevent  in  a  time  of  fear  and  apprehension  any  sacrifice 
of  the  people's  interests  and  the  public  funds  or  the  impairmetit  of  our 
public  credit  in  an  effort  by  Executive  action  to  relieve  the  dangen  of 
the  present  emergency.

By  the  act  of  March  3.  iSS/  (24  U.  S.  vStatutes  at  Large,  p.  556),  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  directed  to  adjust  each  of  the  railroad  land 
grants  which  may  Ix*  niiadjiisted.  and  it  is  provided,  if  it  shall  apjxjar 
mxin  the  completion  of  such  adjustment  or  scKiner  that  the  lands  have 
Ix^Mi  from  au}  cause  erroneously  certified  or  patented  by  the  United 
States  to  or  for  the  use  of  a  company  claiming  under  any  of  said  grants, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  demand  a  recon- 
veyance of  the  title  to  all  laiuls  so  erroneously  certified  or  patented,  and 

I  on  failure  of  the  company  to  make  such  reconveyance  within  ninety  days 
the  Attorney-General  is  required  to  institute  and  prosecute  in  the  proper 
courts  necessar>'  proceedings  to  restore  title  to  said  lands  to  the  United 
States.  The  demands  made  under  this  act  have  been  numerous,  and  in 
some  cases  have  resulted  in  the  reinvestment  of  title  to  the  lands  in  the 
United  States  upon  demand,  but  iu  most  cases  the  demand  has  been 
refused  and  suits  have  l>eeu  necessary. 

The  work  of  adjustment  has  t)een  unavoidably  slow.  The  said  act 
makes  provision  for  the  reinstatement  of  entries  erroneously  canceled  on 
account  of  railroad  withdrawals,  and.  upon  certain  conditions,  provides 
for  the  confirmation  of  titles  derived  by  purchase  from  the  companies  of 
lauds  shown  to  be  excepted  from  the  grants.  It  contemplates  a  dispo.si- 
tion  of  every  tract,  described  by  the  granting  act,  situated  within  the  pri- 

'  mary  or  granted  limits;  an  ins^wction  of  each  tract  certified  or  patented  to 
the  company  within  such  linut,  to  determine  whether  such  certification 

^  or  patenting  was  proper;  the  listing  of  those  tracts  .sliown  to  be  errone- 
ously certified,  and  the  determination  for  what  tracts  lost  to  the  grant 

I  indemnity  is  to  lie  allowed. 

!  It  is  necessary  in  making  such  an  adjustment  that  all  questions  of 
conflicting  claims,  either  between  settlers  and  the  road  or  Ijetweeu  two 

i  roads  the  grants  for  which  conflict  or  overlap,  be  finally  dispjsed  of,  so 
that  a  proper  disposition  of  the  land  can  be  shown  in  the  adjustment. 
WTiile  adjustments  have  proceeded  with  the  utmost  rapidity  consistent 
with  a  due  regard  for  the  rights  of  the  settlers,  of  the  ITnited  States,  and 
the  railroad  companies,  and  while  to  tliis  end  the  force  f>f  adjusters  has 
been  largely  augmented  in  the  Cleneral  Land  Office,  many  of  the  grants 
yet  remain  unadjusted. 

In  some  of  the  grants,  notably  the  corporation  grants,  the  lack  of  sur- 
veys up  to  the  present  time  made  the  c<Mnpletion  of  the  work  inipos-sible. 

Decisions  rendered  by  the  Interior  Department  in  numerous  conflicts 
have  been  carried  into  the  courts.  The  construction  of  the  Interior  De- 
partment has  generally  been  sustained  when  final  detenu iiration  has  been 
reached,  but  many  of  the  ca.ses  are  .still  j>ending  in  the  courts,  not  yet 
having  lieen  decided.  Some  of  the.se  cases,  while  involviuvt,  \mLV(\<£'i.\^\.*5«s

construction  tn  control  the  disposition  of  the  title  to  thousands  of  acres 
of  other  lands  m  tlie  same  situation.  Until  the  courts  pass  ujKin  these 
questions  final  adjustments  can  not  Ijc  made. 

By  sectioti  S  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large, 
p.  1099).  it  is  expressly  enacted  that  suits  by  the  United  States  to  vacate 
and  annul  any  patent  theretofore  issued  "shall  only  l^e  brought  within 
five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act."  Tliis  period  of  five  years  will 
expire  on  the  3d  of  March,  i«96.  Of  course  no  suit  bj-  the  United  States 
to  secure  the  cancellation  of  a  patent  in  this  class  of  cases  after  that  date 
would  be  effective.  Indeed,  it  is  now  too  late  to  initiate  proceedings 
looking  to  any  such  suit,  inasmuch  as  demand  has  to  be  first  made  on 
the  company ,  and  thereafter  ninety  days  must  be  allowed  for  compliance 
or  refusal,  in  accordance  with  the  pro\'isions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1S87. 
Before  the  expiration  of  this  i:)eriod  the  statute  would  Ijar  the  right  of 
recovery  by  the  Government,  and  the  benefits  of  anticipated  favorable 
decisions  of  the  courts  would  be  lost  so  far  as  they  might  determine  the 
character  and  disposition  of  grants  similar  to  those  directly  involved  in 
Ijending  cases. 

It  will  be  readily  seeii  that  if  this  act  of  limitations  is  to  remain  on 
the  statute  books  the  portion  of  the  adjustment  act  referred  to  would 
be  rendered  nugaton,'.     Indeed,  there  would  lje  but  little  use  in  continu 
ing  the  adjustment  of  many  of  the  land  grants.  ina.smuch  as  ascertained 
riglits  of  the  United  States  or  of  settlers  could  not  be  enforced  by  law. 

Legislation  establishing  limitations  against  the  right  of  the  Go\-eni 
ment  to  sue  is  an  innovation  not  entirely  consistent  with  the  general  bis' 
tory  of  the  rights  of  the  Goveniment,  for  it  has  uniformly  been  held  that 
time  did  not  bar  the  sovereign  power  from  the  assertion  of  a  right. 

The  earlj'  adjudications  of  the  Laud  Department  con.stnied  the  giant* 
with  a  degree  of  liljerality  toward  the  grantees  which  later  decisions  c< 
the  cijurts  and  of  the  Department  have  not  sustained.  It  seems  dear 
that  the  further  progress  of  adjustments  will  develop  facts  and  traosac-' 
tions  in  connection  with  these  laud  grants  which  ought  to  be  the  sub- 
jects of  legal  examination  and  scrutiny  before  they  are  allow^ed  to  become 
final  and  conclusive.  The  Government  should  not  \yt  prevented  froo 
going  into  the  courts  to  right  WTongs  perpetrated  by  its  agents  or  any 
other  fjarties,  and  by  which  nuich  of  the  pubUc  domain  may  be  diverted 
from  the  people  at  large  to  corporate  uses. 

In  these  circumstances  it  seems  to  me  that  the  act  of  1891  should  be<« 
amended  as  not  to  apply  to  suits  brought  to  recover  title  to  lands  cera 
fied  or  patented  on  acx'ount  of  railroad  or  other  grants;  and  I  respert 
fully  urge  upon  Congress  speedy  action  to  the  end  suggested,  so  that  the 
adjustment  of  these  grants  may  proceed  without  the  interposition  o/« 
bar.  through  lap.se  of  time,  against  the  right  of  recovery  by  the  Go\-cn

This  bill  provides  for  the  leasing  of  all  the  public  lands  reser\eil  t" 
the  Territory  ot  Arizona  for  the  Ix'nefit  of  its  universities  and  sdiaiK 
"under  such  laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the 
legislature  ot  s;ud  Territory." 

If  the  projxised  legislatit)n  granted  no  further  authority  than  thi>  i". 
■vouM,  in  terms  at  k-asl,  Tccov;u\7.ti  the  safety  and  propriety  of  leaving 
irahility  of  kas'my,  iWsa;  \vv\\A.s  a\\Cv  \.\\vi \\\\\\\.•a^:Mi^^ 
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regitlating  such  leasing  to  be  determined  by  the  local  legislature  chosen 
by  the  people  to  make  their  laws  and  protect  their  interests. 

Instead  of  stopping  here,  however,  the  bill  further  provides  that  until 
such  legfislative  action  the  governor,  the  secretar>'  of  the  Territory,  and 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the 
leasing  of  said  lands  under  the  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  It  is  specifically  declared  that 
it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  submit  .said  leases  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  for  approval,  and  that  no  leases  shall  be  made  for  a  longer  term 
than  five  years  nor  for  a  term  extending  beyond  the  date  of  the  admis- 
.sion  of  the  Territory  to  statehood. 

Under  these  provisions  the  lands  reserved  for  university  and  school 
purposes,  whose  value  largely  depends  upon  their  standing  timber,  and 
in  which  every  citizen  of  the  Territory  has  a  deep  interest,  may  be  leased 
and  denuded  of  their  timber  by  officers  none  of  whom  have  Ijeen  chosen 
by  the  people,  and  without  the  sanction  of  any  law  or  regulation  made 
bj*  their  representatives  in  the  local  legislature.  Even  the  measure  of 
protection  which  would  be  afforded  the  citizens  of  the  Territorj^  by  a 
submission  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  the  leases  proposed,  and 
thus  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  they  comply 
with  his  regulations,  is  especially  withheld. 

It  was  hardly  necessary  to  provide  in  this  bill  that  these  lands  might 
be  leased  "under  such  laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  hereafter  pre- 
scribed by  the  legislature  of  said  Territory ' '  if  the  action  of  the  legisla- 
ture was  to  be  forestalled  and  rendered  nugatory  by  the  immediate  atid 
unrestrained  action  of  the  officers  constituted  "a  board  for  the  lea.sing  of 
said  lands"  pending  such  legislative  consideration.  These  are  incon.sist- 
encies  which  are  not  satisfactorily  accounted  for  by  the  suggestion  that 
the  time  that  would  elapse  before  the  legislature  could  consider  the  sub- 
ject would  be  important. 

The  protests  I  have  received  from  numerous  and  influential  citizens 
of  the  Territory  indicate  con.siderable  opposition  to  this  bill  among  those 
interested  in  the  preservation  and  proper  management  of  these  school

During  his  life  he  nia<le  110  application  for  i)eii.sion  on  account  of  di 
abilities.  It  is  not  now  claimed  that  he  was  in  the  least  disabled  as  xck 
incident  of  his  iiiilitary  service,  nor  is  it  alleged  that  his  death,  whic 
occurred  nearly  twenty-nine  years  after  his  discharge  from  the  Artny,  waj| 
in  any  degree  related  to  such  service. 

His  widow  was  pensioned  after  his  death  under  the  statute  allowini; 
lieusions  to  widows  of  soldiers  of  the  Mexican  VV'ar  without  reference  to 
the  cause  of  the  death  of  their  husbands.  Her  case  is  also,  indirectly, 
one  of  those  provided  for  by  the  general  act  pa.ssed  in  1890,  comtnonl; 
called  the  dependent-pension  law. 

It  is  proposed,  however,  by  the  special  act  under  consideration  to  gi^-ft 
this  widow  a  [lension  of  $30  a  month  without  the  lea,st  suggestion  of  the 
death  or  disability  of  her  husband  having  been  caused  by  his  military 
service,  and  solely,  as  far  as  is  discoverable,  upon  the  ground  that  she  ia 
poor  and  needs  the  money. 

This  condition  is  precisely  covered  by  existing  general  laws;  and  if 
precedent  is  to  be  establi-shed  by  the  special  legislation  proposed.  I  donol 
see  how  the  same  relief  as  is  contained  in  this  bill  can  be  denied  to  the 
many  thousand  widows  who  in  a  similar  situation  are  now  on  the  pjension 
rolls  under  general  laws.

Aside  from  the  question  as  to  whether  his  present  sad  condition  Is, 
attributable  to  the  injury  mentioned,  it  seems  to  me  the  exten.sion  of  pen 
sion  relief  to  such  cases  would  ofR'n  the  door  to  legislation  hard  to  justtff 
and  impossible  to  restrain  from  abuse.

His  condition  may  well  excite  our  sympathy,  but  to  grant  him  a  pen- 
siou of  ;f5o  a  mouth  without  the  least  suggestion  that  his  pitiable  disa- 
bility is  related  to  his  army  service,  and  in  new  of  the  fact  that  he  is 
now  receiving  the  highest  pension  allowed  by  a  general  law  enacted  to 
expressly  meet  such  cases,  it  seems  to  uie  would  result  in  an  unfair  dis- 
crimination as  against  many  thousand  worthy  soldiers  similarly  situated, 
and  would  invite  applications  which,  while  difficult  to  refuse  '\\\  the  face 
of  stich  a  precedent,  must  certainly  lead  to  the  breaking  down  of  all  the 
limitations  and  restrictions  provided  by  our  laws  regulating  pensions.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  11 85,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Rachel  Patton. ' ' 

John  H.  Patton,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary,  was  a  captain  in  an  Illi- 
nois regiment,  and  was  killed  in  action  June  25,  1863. 

In  December,  1863,  the  beneficiary  was  pensioned  as  his  widow  at  the 
rate  of  $20  a  month. 

She  received  this  pension  for  thirteen  years  and  until  1876.  when  she 
married  one  William  G.  Culbertson.  Thereupon,  Ijecaiise  of  such  mar- 
riage, her  name  was  dropped  from  the  pension  rolls,  pursuant  to  law. 

In  1889,  thirteen  years  after  her  remarriage  and  the  termination  of  her 
pension,  she  procured  a  decree  of  divorce  against  her  second  husband  on 
the  ground  of  desertion. 

She  has  a  .small  income,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  alimony  was  allowed 
her  in  the  divorce  proceedings. 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  pension  her  at  the  .same  rate  which  was 
allowed  her  while  she  remained  the  widow  of  the  deceased  soldier. 

It  can  not  be  denied  that  the  remarriage  of  this  Ijeneficiary  terminated 
her  pensionable  relation  to  the  Government  as  completely  as  if  it  never 
existed.  The  statute  which  so  provides  simply  declares  what  is  approved 
by  a  fair  and  sensible  consideration  of  pension  principles.  As  a  legal 
proposition,  the  pensionable  status  of  a  .soldier's  widow,  lost  by  her  re- 
marriage, can  not  be  recovered  by  the  dis,solution  of  the  second  marriage. 
Waiving,  however,  the  application  of  strictly  legal  principles  to  the  sub- 
ject, there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  sentijnent  which  .should  restore  to 
the  pension  rolls  as  the  widow  of  a  deceased  soldier  a  divorced  wife  who 
has  relinqui-shed  the  title  of  .soldier's  widow  to  again  become  a  wife,  and 
who  to  secure  the  expected  advantages  and  comforts  of  a  second  mar- 
riage has  been  quite  willing  to  forego  the  provisioti  which  was  made  for 
her  by  the  Government  .solely  on  the  grounds  of  her  .soldier  widowhood.

this  bill  has  reference  to  the  fees  allowed  receivers  and  registers  ai  pab- 
lie-land  offices.     This  subdivision  now  reads  as  follows: 

TetiUi.   Registers  ami  receivers  are  alluwetl  jointly  at  the  jate  of  15  cents  per  ho 
dred  words  for  testimonv  reduced  by  them  to  writing  for  clitimants  in  cstabli&hrsf; 
preemption  and  homestead  rights. 

The  bill  under  consideration  so  amends  this  subdivision  that  in  tl 
first  clause  a  compensation  of  10  cents  per  hundred  words  is  allowed  I 
the  registers  and  receivers  for  reducing  to  writing  the  testimony  of  clain 
ants  "in  all  cases,"  instead  of  15  cents  per  hundretl  words  for  reducin 
to  writing  testimony  "in  establishing  preemption  and  homestead  rights, 
as  provided  in  the  old  law. 

Whether  this  reduction  of  fees  presen'es  an  adequate  and  jitst 
pensation  to  the  officers  affected  I  suppose  has  been  duly  considered  b)-  ill 
Congress. 

The  bill,  however,  after  providing  for  this  change  in  oompcnsafiofl 
contains  the  following  words: 

And  in  all  ca.ses  where  they  [the  refpsters  nnd  receivw^J  ran  sirurt-  j  comprun 
person  to  reduce  the  testimony  to  writing  for  a  sum  less  per  foliu  lh«n  thr 
herein  prescribed  it  shall  t)e  tlieir  duty  to  ilo  so. 

By  the  addition  of  these  words  the  bill  seems  to  give  certain  fees  b 
way  of  official  compensation  to  the  officers  named  for  certain  service  I 
be  i>erfonned  by  them  and  nt  the  same  time  to  provide  that  if  ther  < 
secure  other  persons  willing  to  perfonn  these  .services  for  a  less  sura  th 
the  amount  allowed  to  them  they  shall  forego  their  fees  in  favor  of  sb 
persons. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  fees  and  perquisites  of  public  office 
should  be  definitely  and  clearly  fixed,  so  that  the  official  may  knowr  ] 
cisely  the  items  of  his  lawful  compensation  and  the  people  be  protect* 
from  extortion  and  imposition. 

A  public  officer  ought  not  to  be  exjjected  to  search  very  industrioii^ 
for  a  person  to  underbid  him  for  official  wt)rk.  and  if  .such  a  ]i 
pearedthe  temptation  to  combination  and  cousjiirncy  would  in  1; 
lead  to  abuse. 

It  will  Ix-  observed  that  the  officers  arc  not  given  by  tli 
the  option  to  do  this  work  themselves  at  10  cents  per  I. 
a  competent  person  to  do  it  at  a  less  rate,  nor,  if  they  desir«,  are 
allowed  to  compete  with  those  willing  to  accept  a  less  c«imr 
They  may  charge  a  fixed  rate  for  the  service  if  pcrfonnc<i  by  i 
in  any  event  if  they  can  procure  another  party  to  perform  the  scrvi 
for  a  less  sum  they  must  do  so. 

I  am  convinced  that  this  bill  in  its  present  fonn,  perhaps  ibnrtch 
fortuivate  phraseology,  if  it  Itecanie  a  law  woidd  lead  tu  ■ 
uncertainty  and  wotdd  in\'ite  practices  against  which  tlic  juimi- 
ought  to  be  carefully  guarded.

There  is  no  ground  to  hope  that  in  the  face  of  persistent  and  growing 
demands  the  aggregate  of  appropriations  for  the  .smaller  .schemes,  not 
covered  by  contracts,  will  l>e  reduced  or  even  remain  stationary.  For 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  i8yS,  .such  appropriation.s,  together  with 
the  installments  on  contracts  which  will  fall  due  in  that  year,  can  hardly 
be  less  than  $30,000,000;  and  it  may  rea.sonably  be  apprehended  that 
the  prevalent  tendency  toward  increased  expenditures  of  this  sort  and 
the  cottcealnieiit  which  i>oslpoiied  payments  afford  for  extravagance  wrill' 
increase  the  burdens  cliargeable  to  this  account  in  succeeding  years. 

In  view  of  the  ol)ligation  imix)sed  upon  me  by  the  Constitution,  it  seems 
to  me  quite  clear  tliat  I  otdy  discharge  a  duty  to  our  people  when  I  inter- 
p<^>.se  my  disajiproval  of  the  legislation  projxxsed. 

Many  of  the  objects  for  which  it  appropriates  public  money  are  not 
related  to  the  public  welfare,  and  many  of  them  are  palpably  for  the 
benefit  of  limited  localities  or  in  aid  of  individual  interests. 

On  the  face  of  the  bill  it  appears  that  not  a  few  of  these  alleged  improve- 
ments have  been  so  improvidently  platnied  and  pro.secute<l  that  after  an 
unwise  expenditure  of  millions  of  dollars  new  experiments  for  their  ac- 
conjj)Iishine»it  have  '\jeen  ewleied  u^u.

iterest  of  all  the  people  can  hardly  justify  questionable  expenditures  for 
public  work  by  pleading  the  opinions  of  engineers  or  others  as  to  the 
practicability  of  such  work,  it  appears  that  some  of  the  projects  for  which 
appropriations  are  proposed  in  this  bill  have  l>een  entered  upon  without 
the  approval  or  against  the  objections  of  the  examining  engineers. 

I  learn  from  official  sources  that  there  are  appropriations  oontained  in 
the  bill  to  pay  forwork  which  private  parties  have  actually  agreed  with  the 
Government  to  do  in  consideration  of  their  occupancy  of  public  property. 

Whatever  items  of  doubtful  projiricty  may  ]ia\e  escaped  observation  or 
may  have  been  tolerated  in  previous  Executive  approvals  of  similar  bills, 
[  am  convinced  that  the  bill  now  under  consideration  opens  the  way  to 
Insidious  and  increasing  abuses  and  is  in  itself  so  extravagant  as  to  be 
»speciallj'  unsuited  to  these  times  of  depressed  business  and  resulting  dis- 
ippointment  in  Government  revenue.  This  consideration  is  emphasiz-ed 
by  the  prospect  that  the  public  Treasury  will  lie  confronted  with  other 
jppropriations  made  at  the  present  session  of  Congress  amounting  to  more 
:han  $500,000,000. 

Individual  economy  and  careful  expenditure  are  sterling  virtues  which 
.ead  to  thrift  and  comfort.  Economy  and  the  exaction  of  clear  justifica- 
:Jon  for  the  appropriation  of  public  moneys  by  the  .servants  of  the  people 
are  not  only  virtues,  but  solemn  obligations. 

To  the  extent  that  the  appropriations  contained  in  this  bill  are  in.sti- 
gated  by  private  interests  and  promote  local  or  itidividual  projects  their 
allowance  can  not  fail  to  stinuilate  a  vicious  paternalism  and  encourage  a 
sentiment  among  our  people,  already  too  prevalent,  that  their  attachuieut 
to  our  Government  may  properly  rest  upon  the  hope  and  expectation  of 
direct  and  especial  favors  and  that  the  extent  to  which  lliey  are  realized 
may  furnish  an  estimate  of  the  value  of  govennnental  care. 

I  believe  no  greater  danger  confronts  us  as  a  nation  than  the  unhappy 
decadence  among  our  people  of  genuine  and  trustworthy  love  and  affec- 
tion for  onr  Government  as  the  emljodiinent  of  the  highest  and  l>est  aspi- 
rations of  humanity,  and  not  as  the  giver  of  gifts,  and  because  its  mi.ssion 
is  the  enforcement  of  exact  justice  and  equality,  and  not  the  allowance  of 
unfair  favoritism. 

I  hope  I  may  be  permitted  to  suggest,  at  a  time  when  the  issue  of  Gov- 
ernment lx)nds  to  maintain  the  credit  and  financia!  standing'  fif  the  country' 
is  a  subject  of  criticistn.  that  the  contracts  provided  for  iti  this  bill  would 
create  obligations  of  the  llnitcd  States  amounting  to  $62,000,000  no  less

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This  bill  provides  for  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary  as  dependent  mother 
of  "  J.  K.  P.  Bachelder,  late  a  private  in  Company  D,  Seventh  New  Hamp- 
shire Volunteer  ItifiUitry. " 

On  the  merits  of  the  case  I  am  satisfied  this  mother  deserves  a  pension. 
I  withhold  my  approval  of  the  bill  intended  to  grant  her  this  relief  solely 
btrcause  I  am  advised  that  the  law  would  be  inoperative  for  the  reason 
that  the  deceased  soldier  never  served  in  the  Seventh  New  Hampshire 
Infantry,  and  should  have  been  described  in  the  bill  as  a  member  of  Com- 
pany D,  First  New  Hampshire  Heavy  Artillery.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  900,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  claim  of  William  H.  Mahoney. " 

This  bill  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  receive  and  pay  to 
W.  H.  Mahoney,  without  the  indorsement  of  N.  A.  Rogers,  a  certain 
bond  issued  l)y  the  United  States  in  i86[  for  the  sum  of  $500,  such  pay 
ment  to  be  made  upon  the  giving  by  said  Mahoney  of  a  bond  to  hold 
hannless  the  United  States  against  repayment  of  said  bond. 

The  Ixind  mentioned  is  one  of  a  large  i.ssue  which  was  authorized 
under  an  act  passed  March  2,  1861,  and  known  as  Oregon  war-deU 
Ixjnds.     They  were  made  payable  in  1S81. 

In  1864  an  act  was  passed  directing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
issue  or  cause  to  l>e  issued  to  E.  F.  and  Samuel  A.  Ward  duplicates  of 
nineteen  of  these  IxDuds,  particularly  descril>ed  by  their  nuniljers  and 
otherwise.  Among  others  are  mentioned  "  Nos.  1352  to  1359,  inclu- 
sive." This  of  course  includes  the  bond  numljered  135S,  which  is  di- 
rected to  Ix;  paid  in  the  bill  under  consideration.  Nothing  can  now  be 
discovered  to  indicate  the  tKcasion  for  the  issuance  of  these  dupliaUes, 
but  from  the  fact  that  a  lx)nd  of  indemnity  was  required  it  is  inferred 
that  they  were  issued  because  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  the  original 
bonds. 

Pursuant  to  this  act  a  duplicate  of  the  Imnd  in  question,  among  otlien*, 
was  issued  and  made  payable  to  the  order  of  Thomas  Pritchard,  attorney 
who  was  the  payee  in  the  original  bond. 

In  1881  this  duplicate  was  paid  by  the  Treasury  Department  and  is. 
now  in  pos,sessiou  of  the  Government.  The  indorsement  of  the  payee, 
"Thomas  Pritchard,  attorney,"  ap|>ears  thereon  and  all  other  proper 
indorsements  to  .show  title  in  the  party  to  whom  the  payment  was  made. 

The  Goveniment  has  therefore  once  paid  the  amount  of  this  bond  t( 
the  party  apparently  entitled  to  it.      If  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  biU 
has  a  better  right  to  the  vtvoviey ,  the  Government,  not  being  in  default, 
s/iouJd  be  protected  agamsv  doviXAe.  y^'J'"^^^"^-    ^  vc^.'^ji^ose  to  sustain 


claim  upon  the  indemnity  liond  given  wlien  the  duplicate  was  issued  in 
1864  we  should  be  prejxired  to  show  that  the  second  payment  on  the 
original  bond  was  made  upon  such  a  state  of  facts  as  compelletl  or  at 
least  justified  it.  The  passage  of  an  act  simply  directing  such  payment 
would  alone  not  be  sufficient.  The  bond  directed  to  be  given  by  this 
bill  would  afford  the  Government  no  protection,  since  it  only  provides 
against  rejmvnnent  of  the  tx)nd  in  the  future,  whereas  the  payment  we 
should  suffer  from  has  already  been  made, 

I  suggest  that  an  act  be  passed  directing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
to  investigate  the  entire  subject  with  a  view  of  determining  to  whom 
this  money  should  be  paid,  in  a  manner  to  bind,  if  possible,  by  the  results 
of  the  examination  the  party  to  whom  it  has  already  laeeii  paid,  and  who 
sliould  refund  if  another  has  a  better  right.

Tlie  bill  provides  for  the  granting  of  a  pension  to  the  Ijeneficiary  tlierein 
named,  describing  her  as  the  ' '  widow  of  Robert  Woodcock,  deceased,  late 
a  private  in  the  Fourth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry  in  the  Mexican 
War." 

My  action  in  this  case  is  l>ased  upon  the  following  statement  concern- 
ing the  bill  from  the  Pension  Bureau: 

The  bill,  if  approved,  would  be  Jnoperalivc,  iimsinucli  as  Uiere  was  no  such  organ- 
ization in  the  Mexican  War  as  named  in  the  bill  1  !\uirth  I'tiitcil  Slates  Volunteer 
Infantry  ),  and  the  service  alleged  by  the  soldier  having  been  in  I  lit-  I"ourth  Kentucky 
Volunteer  Infantry.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4526,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Jonathan  Scott." 

This  bill  directs  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  place  upon  the  pen- 
sion roll,  at  the  rate  of  $72  per  month,  subject  to  the  prousions  and  lim- 
itations of  the  pension  laws,  the  name  of  Jonathan  Scott,  late  of  Company 
M,  Sixth  Regiment  Iowa  \'olnnteer  Cavalrj-. 

The  beneficiary  was  dropped  from  the  pension  roll  in  Octol>er,  1895, 
after  a  very  thorough  examination,  for  fraud,  it  appearing  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Pension  Bureau  that  the  disability  for  which  he  was  pensioned 
was  not  due  to  his  army  ser\'ice.     There  certainly  ought  to  V^e  a^  s\.x<ck\^ 
presumptio/j  that  the  case  was  fairly  and  justly  deteTmvtteCL\5rs  ^^^«:^^v^«a^^■, 
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and  the  evidence  strongly  tends  to  supjxvrt  the  conclusion  reached.  If 
restored  to  the  rolls,  such  restoration  would  still  be  "subject  to  the  pro- 
visions and  limitations  of  the  pension  laws, ' '  and  he  would  not  be  exempt 
from  further  investigation  if  circumstances  or  newly  develoi)ed  facts  jus- 
tified such  a  course. 

Whatever  may  1)e  the  merits  of  the  case,  however,  I  am  advised  by  the 
Pension  Bureau  that  the  bill,  if  it  becomes  a  law  in  its  present  form,  would 
be  inojKrative  for  the  reason  that  the  beneficiary  is  therein  described  as 
having  been  a  meniljer  of  the  Sixth  Regimetit  of  Iowa  Volunteer  Cavalry, 
whereas  he  actually  ser\'cd  iu  the  Fifth  Regiment  of  the  \'olunteer  Cav- 
alr>'  of  that  State.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  149,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Helen  M.  Jacob." 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  grant  a  pension  of  $12  per  month  to 
"Helen  M.  Jacob,  of  Rochester,  Ind.,  widow  of  Benjamin  Oden  West." 

It  appears  from  the  records  of  the  War  Department  that  Benjamin  O, 
West  ser%-ed  in  the  Mexican  War  from  January  to  November  in  the  year 
1847.  The  l>eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  married  to  him  in  1S50, 
and  he  died  in  1856.  She  wa.s  pensioned  as  his  widow,  and  received  such 
pension  from  the  date  of  her  husband's  death  until  April  17,  1861.  Ou 
that  date  she  was  married  to  William  W.  Jacob,  whereupon  her  pension 
cea.sed,  but  two  minor  children  were  awarded  pensions  and  continued  in 
receipt  of  the  same  until  January,  1873,  when  the  youngest  child  became 
16  years  of  age. 

The  entire  absence  of  any  fixed  or  reasonable  principle  or  rule  regulat- 
ing private  jx^nsion  legislation  at  this  time  suggests  the  danger  of  its 
near  approach  in  many  cases  to  caprice  and  favoritism. 

Though  I  have  in  a  inunlier  of  instances  deferred  to  the  judgment  of 
Congress  and  refrained  from  interposing  objections  to  bills  of  this  charac- 
ter which  seemed  to  me  to  Ije  of  doubtful  merit,  I  am  unwilling  to  follow 
such  a  wide  departiue  from  a  iralpably  just  {XMision  theory  and  assent  to 
the  estal)lish»ient  of  such  an  inifortunate  precedent  as  this  bill  invoU'es. 

There  is  no  duty  or  obligation  due  from  the  Govennnent  to  a  soldier's 
widow  except  it  be  worked  out  through  the  deceased  soldier.  She  is 
pensioned  only  l>ecause  he  ser\'ed  his  country  and  because  through  his 
death  she  as  his  wife  has  lost  his  support,  In  other  words,  she  becomes 
a  beneficiary  of  the  Government  because  she  is  a  soldier's  widow.  When 
she  marries  again,  and  thus  displaces  the  memory  of  her  soldier  hus1)au<1 
and  surrenders  all  that  belongs  to  soldier  widowhood,  she  certainly  ought 
not  on  the  death  of  her  second  husliand  to  Ije  allowed  to  claim  that  she 
iij  the  soldier's  widow.  Q,^C5\TE«s  ^V^XELAND.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  hereby  return  without  my  approval  Hotise  bill  Xo.  8^93.  entitled 
"An  act  making  appropriations  to  supply  deficiencies  in  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1896.  and  for  prior  years,  and 
for  other  purposes." 

To  the  extent  that  the  Coostitntion  has  de\-olved  upon  the  President  a 
participation  in  legislation  I  suppose  his  action  on  bills  presenteil  to  him 
for  approval  involves  a  duty  to  be  performed,  hke  others  pertaining  to 
his  office,  with  care  and  circumspection  and  in  full  \-iew  of  his  responsi- 
bility to  the  people  and  his  obligation  to  subserve  the  public  welfare.  It 
is  difficult  to  understand  why  under  the  Constitution  it  should  be  nec- 
es.sar>-  to  submit  proposed  legislation  to  Executive  scrutiny  and  approval 
except  to  invoke  the  exercise  of  Executive  judgment  and  in\-ite  inde- 
pendent Executive  action. 

The  unpleasant  incidents  which  accompany  the  use  of  the  veto  power 
would  tempt  its  avoidance  if  such  a  course  did  not  involve  an  abandon- 
ment of  constitutional  duty  and  an  assent  to  legislation  for  which  the 
Executive  is  not  willing  to  share  the  responsibility. 

I  regret  that  I  am  constrained  to  disapprm'e  an  important  appropria- 
tion bill  so  near  the  close  of  the  present  session  of  Congress.  I  have, 
however,  by  immediate  action  after  the  receipt  of  the  bill,  endeavored  to 
delay  as  little  as  possible  a  recon.sideration  of  this  proposed  legislation, 
though  I  am  thus  obliged  to  content  myself  with  a  less  complete  expla- 
nation of  my  objections  than  would  otherwise  !«  submitted. 

This  bill  is  in  vaany  of  its  features  far  removed  from  a  legitimate  defi- 
ciency bill,  and  it  contains  a  number  of  appropriations  which  seem  to  me 
to  be  exceedingly  questionable.  Without  noticing  in  detail  many  of  these 
items,  I  shall  refer  to  two  of  them  which,  in  my  judgment,  justify  my 
action  in  the  premises. 

The  bill  appropriates  $1,027,314.09  for  a  partial  pa\Tneut  upon  claims 
which  originated  in  depredations  upon  our  commerce  by  French  cniisers 
and  vessels  during  the  closing  years  of  the  last  century.  They  have  lie- 
come  quite  familiar  to  those  having  Congressional  experience,  as  they 
have  been  pressed  for  recognition  and  payment,  with  occasional  inter\als 
of  repose,  for  nearly  one  hundred  years. 

These  claims  are  based  upon  the  allegations  that  France,  being  at  war 
with  England,  seized  and  condemned  many  American  vessels  and  cargoes 
in  violation  of  the  rules  of  international  law  and  treaty  provisions  and  con- 
trary to  the  duty  she  owed  to  our  country-  as  a  neutral  power  and  to  our  citi- 
zens; that  by  reason  of  these  acts  claims  arose  in  favor  of  such  of  our  citizens 
as  were  damnified  again.st  the  French  nation,  which  claims  our  Govern- 
ment attempted  to  enforce,  and  that  in  concluding  a  treaty  with  France  in 
the  year  1800  these  claims  were  abandoned  or  relinquished  in  consideration, 
of  the  relinquishment  0/ certain  claims  which  Vxauce  c\va.t^e.^  a.^ivQ&\.  >a.^ 
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Upon  these  statements  it  is  insisted  by  those  interested  that  we  as  a 

uatiun  having  reaped  a  benefit  in  our  escape  from  these  French  demands 

.against  ns  through  the  al)aiKloninent  of  the  claims  of  our  citizens  against 

Fnuicc,  the  Govennncnt  Ijccame  eiiuitably  bound  as  between  itself  and  its 

citizens  to  pay  the  claims  thus  relinquished. 

I  do  not  understand  it  to  l)e  nsserte<l  tliat  there  exists  any  legal  lia- 
bility against  the  Govennuent  on  account  of  its  relation  to  these  claims. 
At  the  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  just  finished  the  Chief  Justice,  in  an 
opinion  conceniing  them  and  the  action  of  Congress  in  appropriating  for 
their  paynicut.  said: 

Wc  think  tliat  payments  thus  prcscnl)ed  to  \tc  made  were  purposely  brout;iit 
within  the  calcg«iry  of  {Mvinents  by  way  of  gratuity — ^payuieuts  of  grace  and  not  of 
right. 

From  the  time  tlic  plan  was  conceived  to  charge  the  Government  with 
the  payment  nf  these  claims  they  have  abidetl  in  the  atmosphere  of  con- 
troversy. ICvery  propi>sition  presented  in  their  support  has  l>een  stoutly 
disputed  and  ever>'  inference  suggested  in  their  favor  has  beeti  i>rotnptly 
challenged. 

Thus,  inasmuch  iis  it  must,  I  think,  be  conceded  that  if  a  state  of  war 
existed  between  our  coiu>tr>'  and  France  at  the  time  these  depredatiotis 
wetx'  oi«nmitle<l  our  Goveniment  was  not  justified  in  claiming  indemnity 
for  our  citizens,  it  is  as.serted  that  we  were  at  the  time  actually  engaged 
in  war  with  the  French  nation.  This  position  seems  to  be  sustained  by 
nn  o]vinion  of  the  .\ttomey-General  of  the  Ignited  Stales  written  in  179S 
aiul  li\  ii  iuiml)<.r  of  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  delivered  soon  after 
that  time. 

V\'c  had  certainly  .ihrogated  treaties  with  France,  and  our  cruisers  and 
armetl  ships  were  roaming  the  seas  capturing  her  vessels  and  property. 

So,  also,  wlien  it  is  asserted  that  the  validity  of  these  claims  was  ac- 
knowlcdgefl  in  the  treaty  negotiations  by  the  representatives  of  France, 
their  divlaniliuns  lo  a  contrary  purjx^rt  are  exhibited. 

And  when  it  is  alleged  that  the  abandonment  of  these  claims  against 
Franw  was  in  Consideration  of  great  Ijenefits  to  the  Government,  it  is  as 
confidcnll>  alleged  that  they  were  in  p«nnt  of  fact  abandoned  because 
their  enforcvmetit  was  hoi>ele.ss  and  that  even  if  any  benefit  really  accrued 
to  us  by  in.sistcncc  upon  their  settlement  in  the  course  of  diplomatic  nc- 
gcitinlion  such  result  gave  no  pretext  for  taxing  the  Government  with 
liability  to  the  claimants. 

Without  noticing  other  considerations  and  ctmtentions  arising  from 
the  alleged  origin  of  these  claims,  a  brief  reference  to  their  treatment  in 
the  past  and  the  development  of  their  presentation  may  be  useful  and 
lierlincnt. 

It  is,  I  believe,  somewhat  the  fashion  in  interested  quarters  to  s]teak 
of  the  failure  by  the  GovemmwU  lo  \>av  these  claims  as  such  neglect 
^•s  amounts  to  repiidiaUon  awA  a  devtvaV  ol  Y^-'aVics  \a  <t\^LvlR\^&^!^\^a  have 


suffered.  Of  cour.se  the  original  claimants  have  for  years  been  beyond 
the  reach  of  relief;  but  as  their  descendants  in  each  generation  become 
more  nnmerous  the  volume  of  a<lvocacy,  importunity,  and  accusation  cor- 
resixiudingly  increases.  If  injustice  has  l^eeu  done  in  the  refusal  of  these 
claims,  it  liegan  early  in  the  present  centiu-y  and  may  be  charged  again.st 
men  then  in  public  life  nmre  conversant  than  \vc  can  be  with  the  facts 
involved  and  whose  honesty  and  .sense  of  right  ought  to  l)e  .secure  from 
suspicion. 

As  early  as  i8o5  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Represeutatives  reported 
the  facts  connected  with  these  claims,  but  apparently  without  reconunen- 
dation.  No  action  was  takeu  ou  the  report.  In  1S03  a  resolution  declar- 
ing tliat  indemnity  ought  to  be  paid  was  negatived  by  a  vote  of  the  satne 
body.  A  favorable  committee  report  was  made  in  1807,  but  it  seems 
that  no  legislative  action  resulted.  In  18 18  an  adverse  report  was  made 
to  the  Senate,  followed  by  the  passage  of  a  resolution  declaring  "that 
the  relief  asked  by  the  memorialists  and  petitioners  ouglit  not  to  \)e 
granted."  In  1822  and  again  in  1824  adverse  committee  reptjrts  ou  the 
subject  were  made  to  the  House,  concluding  with  similar  resohitions. 

The  presumption  against  tlicse  claims  arising  from  such  unfavorable 
reports  and  resolutions  and  from  the  failure  of  Congress  to  provide  for 
their  j>ayment  at  a  lime  so  near  the  events  upon  which  they  are  based 
can  not  he  destroyed  by  the  interested  cry  of  injustice  and  neglect  of  the 
rights  of  our  citizens. 

Until  1S46  these  claims  were  from  lime  to  time  pressed  up<in  the 
atteution  of  Congress  with  varying  fortunes,  but  never  witli  favorable 
legislative  action.  In  that  year,  however,  a  bill  was  pas.sed  for  their  as- 
certaitmient  and  satisfaction,  and  $5,000,000  were  appropriated  for  their 
payment.  This  bill  was  vetoetl  by  President  Polk,*  who  declared  that 
he  could  "perceive  no  legal  or  equitable  ground  upon  which  this  large 
approj^riation  can  rest."  This  veto  was  sustaiued  by  the  House  of 
Rejiresentalives. 

Nine  years  afterwards,  and  in  1855,  another  bill  was  pnivsed  similar 
to  the  cme  last  nientifMied,  and  appropriating  for  the  .settlement  of  these 
claims  a  like  sum  of  money.  This  bill  was  also  vetf»e<l.t  Presideul  I'icrce 
concluding  a  thorough  discu-ssion  of  its  demerits  with  these  words: 

In  view  of  what  hii.i  Ix'cii  said  tlicrc  wmil'l  seem  to  Ite  no  groiiiid  on  which  to  raise 
a  liAbilily  of  tlio  Unitt;<l  Stales,  unless  it  tie  llic  nssiimiilioii  that  tin:  Unitol  .Stnte,s 
arv  to  Im."  coiisiflerc-d  the  insurvr  nnd  llif  guarantor  of  jill  c-l;iitns,  <jf  whatever  lutturc, 
which  any  intliviiUml  citizen  tnay  have  against  a  foreign  luitiun. 

This  veto  was  also  sustained  b>*  the  House  of  Representatives. 

I  thiuk  it  will  be  found  that  in  all  bills  proposed  in  fonuer  times  for 
the  i»ayn>ent  of  these  claims  the  sum  to  1)e  appropriated  for  that  pur- 
|i<ist:  did  not  exceed  1^5,000,000.  It  is  now  estimated  that  those  aheady 
pasisect  ti^wn,  with  those  still  iienditig  for  examination  in  the  Court  o»

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Ciainu.  may  anujant  ro  iz-^.r.*yn  <joo.  This  indicates  either  that  the 
actual  sufferers  or  those  nearer  tii  rfrt^m  in  rrmt*  and  blood  than  the  pres- 
ent clainiant.-i  tmderestiniated  their  lossses  <ir  fhat  there  has  been  a  great 
development  in  the  manner  ot  their  presentation. 

Xothwithstandinjf  penjistent  efforts  to  secnre  pavment  from  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  tmp«jrtanity  (if  those  interested,  no  appropriation  has 
ever  been  made  tor  that  purp<we  except  a  little  more  than  Si.^oo.cco. 
which  was  placed  in  the  general  deficiency  bill  in  the  vsry  Last  boors  of 
the  session  of  Congress  on  ifarch  3.  rS^r. 

In  the  long  list  of  beneficiaries  who  are  provided  for  in  the  bill  now 
before  me  on  account  of  these  claims  152  represent  the  owners  ot  ships 
and  their  cargoes  and  1S6  those  who  lost  as  insurers  of  stK^  vessels  or 
cargoes. 

These  insurers  by  the  terms  of  their  policies  undertook  and  agreed 
"to  bear  and  take  upon  themselves  all  risks  and  perils  of  the  sea.  men- 
of-war,  fire,  enemies,  rovers,  thieves,  jettison,  letters  of  mart  and  counter 
mart,  surprisaLs.  takings  at  sea.  arrests,  restraints,  and  detainments  of 
all  kings,  princes,  or  people  of  what  nation,  condition,  or  quality  what- 
soever." 

The  premiums  received  on  these  policies  were  large,  and  the  losses 
were  precisely  those  within  the  contemplation  of  the  insurers.  It  i> 
well  known  that  the  business  of  insurance  is  entered  upon  with  the 
expectation  that  the  premiums  received  will  pay  all  losses  and  yield  a 
profit  to  the  insurance  in  addition:  and  yet,  without  any  showing  that 
the  bu-siness  did  not  result  in  a  profit  to  these  insurance  claimants,  it  is 
proprjsed  that  the  Government  shall  indemnify  them  against  the  preci>e 
risks  they  unrlert<»k.  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  money  appropri- 
ated is  not  to  be  paid  except  ' "  by  way  of  gratuity — payments  as  of  grace 
and  not  of  right. 

The  appropriations  to  indemnify  against  insurance  los.ses  re.st  upon 
weaker  grounds,  it  seems  to  nic.  than  those  of  owners;  but  in  the  lijjht 
of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  the.se  .spoliation  claims, 
as  they  are  called,  none  of  them,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  paid  by  the 
Government. 

Another  item  in  this  bill  which  seems  to  me  especially  objectionable 
is  an  api)ropriation  in  favor  of  Charles  P.  Chouteau,  sur\ivor,  etc.,  of 
$174,445.75,  in  full  .satisfaction  of  all  claims  arising  out  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  ironclad  steam  battery  Etlah. 

The  contract  for  the  con.struction  of  this  batter)-  was  made  bv  the 
Govcriinient  with  Charles  W.  McCord  during  the  war,  and  he  was  to  l)e 
paid  tlu-rcfor  the  sum  of  $386,000.  He  was  paid  this  sum  and  $210,991 
for  extras,  and  in  May,  i,S66,  gave  his  receipt  in  full.  The  assignee  of 
McCord  in  banknii)tcy  assigned  to  Cliouteau  and  his  associates  in  iS(\S 
all  claims  of  McCord  against  the  Ihiited  States  for  the  precise  extras 
ior  wliicli  he  had  rece\\)\.cA  \u  lv\\\  \.\no  -^eaLfs.  Isdote.     Cliouteau  brought 
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suit  in  the  Court  of  Claims  for  such  extras  and  was  defeated.  I  can  not 
gather  froin  the  facts  I  have  been  able  to  collect  concerning  this  appro- 
priation that  it  is  justified  on  any  ground. 

In  1890  my  immediate  predecessor  vetoed  a  bill  alloi^'ing  the  matter  to 
be  examined  again  by  the  Court  of  Claims.* 

If  the  additional,  payment  proposed  in  this  bill  was  made,  the  cost  of 
the  battery  in  question  would  be  almost  double  that  of  the  contract  price. 

I  liave  determined  to  submit  this  incomplete  presentation  of  my  objec- 
tioTis  to  this  bill  at  once  in  order  that  the  Congress  may  act  thereon  with- 
out embarrassment  or  the  interruption  of  plans  for  an  early  adjournment.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  225,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  lease  of  Fort  Omaha  Military  Reservation  to 
the  State  of  Nebra.ska." 

This  bill  authorizes  and  directs  the  Secretary  of  War,  when  Fort  Crook, 
near  the  city  of  Omaha,  is  ready  for  occupancy,  to  lease  for  a  nominal  rent 
to  the  State  of  Nebraska  the  possession  of  Fort  Omaha  Militarj*  Reserva- 
tion, containing  about  80  acres,  with  all  the  buildings,  appurtenances,  and 
improvements  thereof.  It  is  declared  that  the  lease  shall  lie  conditional 
upon  the  use  of  said  reservation  by  the  State  of  Nebraska  as  a  place  of 
rendez\-ous  and  school  of  instruction  for  the  National  Guard  of  said  State; 
that  the  State  of  Nebraska  shall  while  it  is  in  possession  of  said  reser\'a- 
tion  keep  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  in  as  good  condition 
and  repair  as  at  the  date  it  shall  enter  into  posses.sion  thereof,  and  that  at 
an}'  time  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  interests  of 
the  United  States  shall  require  such  action  he  shall  lake  possession  of  said 
military  reservation  for  the  use  of  the  Government,  together  with  all  the 
buildings,  appurtenances,  and  improvements  thereon. 

On  the  23d  day  of  July,  1888,  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  to  purcha.se  suitable  grounds,  of  not  less  than  640  acres  in 
extent,  to  be  situate  within  10  miles  of  the  dty  of  Omaha,  and  to  con- 
struct the  necessary  buildings  thereon  for  a  ten-company  military'  post, 
to  be  known  as  Fort  Omaha,  and  a  necessary  .sum.  not  exceeding  $200,000, 
was  appropriated  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to  carr>'  out  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act. 

The  said  act  also  authorized  the  Secretary  of  War,  when  the  purchase 
of  the  new  site  should  l)e  effected,  to  sell  the  military  reser\'ation  known 
as  Fort  Omaha  and  such  of  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  as 
could  not  lie  economically  removed  to  the  new  site,  and  to  cause  the  said 
reservation,  for  the  purposes  of  said  sale,  to  be  platted  in  blocks,  streets, 
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and  alleys,  if  in  his  judgment  it  would  inure  to  the  Ixmefit  of  the  GovwD' 
luent  iu  making  a  sale  of  such  site. 

The  new  site  providefl  for  by  this  act  has  been  purchased ,  a  brj;e  sum 
of  money  has  been  spent  by  the  Government  iu  preparing  it  for  use,  and 
I  understand  it  will  soon  lie  ready  for  occupancy.  The  authority  to  sdl 
the  old  site  has  not  been  exercised.  This  may  1)e  accounted  for  by  ibc 
fact  that  the  Government  has  not  thus  far  been  able  to  dispense  \rilb  iti 
use  or  because  the  depression  iu  land  values  at  Omaha  has  rendered  it{ 
tuiadvisable. 

The  authority  to  sell  and  to  remove  any  of  the  buildings  from  the  ciU 
reservation  to  the  new  site  still  remaitis,  however,  unimpaired.  Tn  thi* 
condition  of  affairs  it  is  now  proposed  to  lease  this  land  and  tliese  build- 
in^fs  to  the  State  of  Nebraska  at  a  nominal  rent,  allowing  the  Gov-eni- 
ment  to  repossess  it  only  "when  the  interests  of  the  United  States  shall 
require  such  action." 

Of  course  it  would  be  claimed  that  this  language,  in  view  of  the  statute 
of  1 888,  should  not  be  construed  as  permitting  the  Government  to  retake 
the  property  for  the  purpose  of  selling  it,  because  thai  is  not  stipulatol 
in  the  bill.  For  that  reason  it  would  be  jjlausibly  urged  tliat  the  lease 
was  paramount  to  the  power  of  sale  contained  in  the  law  of  1888  ami 
that  the  omission  of  any  provision  that  possession  might  lie  resumed  for 
the  purpose  of  sale  plainly  indicated  that  "the  interests  of  the  Umtod 
States"  which  allow  such  resumption  contemplate  some  other  atid  <Uffef- 
ent  emergency. 

As  a  practical  question,  we  all  know  that  transactions  of  this  cfannc* 
ter  relating  to  Government  property  amount  to  a  permanent  alienation, 
or  certainly  pave  the  way  for  an  absolute  grant. 

I  do  not  think  there  should  be  anything  done  with  this  valuable  prop- 
erty which  will  in  the  least  embarrass  the  Government  in  its  salc.ftn^ 
to  that  extent  reimbursing  itself  for  the  c<3st  of  the  new  mililan*  part, 
which  was  plainly  contemplated  iu  the  law  of  t8S8.

iWhereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  Slates  jKis-setl  an  net,  wluch 
^aftiroved  on  the  i6th  day  of  July,  1894,  entitled  "An  act  to  cnaltfe 
people  of  Ltah  to  form  a  con.stitution  and  State  government  and  *»  N 
admitte<l  into  the  Union  on  an  equ-il  ff>oting  with  the  • 
i\'Ijtch  act  pronded  ior  l\\c  e\ec\kj\\  vi<  dele^tes  lo  a  coi>:»;iiiiLiiJu.ai  ».v«j- 
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vention  to  meet  at  the  seat  ci  goi-ermaest  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  on  the 
first  Monday  in  Match.  1S95.  for  the  purpose  of  dedaiing  the  adoption  of 
the  Constitution  ci  the  United  States  by  the  people  of  the  propof^c  State 
and  forming  a  constitiition  and  State  government  for  soch  State:  and 

Whereas  delegates  were  accordingly  elected,  who  met.  organized,  and 
declared  on  behalf  of  the  peo{^  of  said  proposed  State  their  adoption  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  all  as  provided  in  said  act:  and 

Whereas  said  convention,  so  organized,  did.  by  ordinance  irrevocal.:e 
without  the  consent  of  the  United  States  and  the  pe:iple  of  said  State,  as 
required  by  said  act,  proinde  that  perfect  toleration  oi  religious  sentiment 
shall  be  secured  and  that  no  inhabitant  of  said  State  shall  e^-er  be  molested 
in  person  or  property  on  account  of  his  or  her  mode  of  religious  worship, 
but  that  polygamous  or  plnial  marriages  are  fore\-er  prohibited,  and  did 
also  by  said  ordinance  make  the  other  various  stipulations  recited  in  sec- 
tion 3  of  said  act;  and 

Whereas  said  convention  thereupon  formed  a  constitution  and  State 
government  for  said  proposed  State,  which  constitution,  including  said 
ordinance,  was  duly  submitted  to  the  people  thereof  at  an  election  held 
on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  November.  1S95.  as  directed 
by  said  act;  and 

Whereas  the  return  of  said  election  has  been  made  and  canvassed  and 
the  result  thereof  certified  to  me,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  votes 
cast  and  a  copy  of  said  constitution  and  ordinance,  all  as  proxnded  in  said 
act,  .showing  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  lawfully  cast  at  such  election  was 
for  the  ratification  and  adoption  of  said  constitution  and  ordinance:  and 

Whereas  the  constitution  and  government  of  said  proposed  State  are 
republican  in  form,  said  constitution  is  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  all  the 
provisions  of  said  act  have  been  complied  with  in  the  formation  of  said 
constitution  and  government:

son  guilty  tliereof  shall  for  each  cjffeti.se  Ix:  fineil  not  less  than  |i3u<i  nor  more  than 
f  i.cxxi,  or  iniprisone<l  not  more  than  .six  months,  or  Iwth;  and  all  vessels,  their 
tackle,  apfMirel,  furniture,  and  carj;o,  found  en^aKcd  in  violation  of  this  section  sIiliU 
l>e  forfeited;  but  Lhe  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  power  to  nuthorize  the 
killing  of  any  such  mink,  marten,  sable,  or  other  fur-lx-aring  animal,  except  fur 
seals,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescrilx.*;  and  il  shall  be  the  duly  of  the 
Secretarv'  to  prevent  the  killing  of  any  fur  seal  and  to  provide  lot  \.\\c  e-s.ttVk\\ii:»\\  c>\ 
the  provisions  of  this  faction  until  \X  is  otherwise  provided  b'y  \aN« ,  tvoT  &\va\\  Vv*i  ^gca.'otv. 
any  special  privileges  iititicr  thii  section. 
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Section  3  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  protection 
the  salmon  fisheries  of  Alaska,"  approvetl  March  2,  1889,  provides — 

Sec.  3.  That  section  1956  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  is  hcRbj 
declared  to  include  and  apply  to  all  the  dominion  of  the  United  States  iu  the  watol 
of  Bering  Sea;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  at  a  timely  season  in  eacft 
year  to  issue  his  proclamation,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  published  for  one  month 
at  least  one  newspaper  (if  any  such  there  be)  published  at  each  United  States  pod 
of  entry  on  the  Pacific  coast,  warning  all  persons  against  entering  said  waters  for  tin 
purpose  of  violating  the  provisions  of  said  section;  and  he  shall  also  cau$«  one  4C 
more  vessels  of  the  United  States  to  diligently  cruise  said  waters  and  arrvsl  all  peiw 
sons  and  seize  all  vessels  found  to  be  or  to  have  been  engaged  in  any  violation  cf 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  therein. 

The  act  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  to  the  North  PaciBc  Ocean  tl)e 
provisions  of  the  statutes  for  the  protection  of  the  fur  seals  aud  other 
fur-bearing  animals,"  approved  Februar>'  21,  1893,  provides — 

That  whenever  the  Government  of  tlie  United  States  shall  conclude  an  effectifC 
international  arrangement  for  the  protection  of  fur  seals  in  the  North  Pacific  Oceta 
by  agreement  with  any  power  or  as  a  result  of  the  decision  of  the  Tribunal  of  Arbi- 
tration under  the  convention  concluded  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
February'  29,  1892,  and  so  long  as  such  arrangement  shall  continue,  the  provisions  of 
section  1956  of  the  Rensed  Statutes  and  all  other  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  tlie 
United  States,  so  far  as  the  same  may  Ije  applicable,  relative  to  the  protection  of  fuf 
seals  and  other  fur-bearing  animals  within  the  limits  of  Alaska  or  in  the  waters  tbenuf 
shall  be  extended  to  and  over  all  that  jxirlion  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  included  in  such 
international  arrangement.  Whenever  an  effective  international  arrangement  it 
concluded  as  aforesaid  it  .shall  1>e  the  duty  of  the  President  to  declare  that  fact  bf 
proclamation  and  to  designate  the  portion  of  the  Paci'fic  Ocean  to  which  it  is  appli' 
cable  and  that  this  act  has  become  operative,  and  likewise  when  such  anangetiicnt 
ceases  to  declare  that  fact  and  that  this  act  has  become  inoperative;  and  his  procU- 
mation  in  respect  thereto  shall  be  conclusive.  During  the  extension  as  aforoaid  ol 
said  laws  for  the  protection  of  fur  seals  or  otlier  fur-l)earing  animals  all  violatiaaK 
thereof  in  said  desif{iiatcd  portion  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  shall  be  held  to  be  the 
as  if  committed  within  the-  limits  of  Alaska  or  in  the  waters  tliereof,  but  they 
be  prosecuted  either  in  the  district  coiut  of  Alaska  or  in  any  district  court  of  the 
United  States  in  Califortiia,  Oregon,  or  Washington. 

An  arrangement  having  been  made  for  the  protection  of  fur  seals  as  t 
result  of  the  deci.sion  of  the  Tribunal  of  Arbitration  under  the  conventioo 
concluded  as  afore.said  February  29,  1892,  which  prohibits  the  killing  nf 
seals  at  any  time  within  a  radius  of  60  miles  around  the  Pribilof  Island* 
or  during  May,  June,  and  July  of  each  year  in  that  portion  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  inclusive  of  Bering  Sea,  situated  to  the  north  of  the  thirty-fifth 
degree  of  north  latitude  and  eastward  of  the  one  hundred  aud  eightieth 
degree  of  longitude  from  Greenwich  until  it  strikes  the  water  boundary 
described  in  Article  I  of  the  treaty  of  1S67  between  the  United  States  and 
Russia,  and  following  that  line  up  to  Bering  Strait:

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  by  a  proclamation  dated  the  12th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1895, 
attention  was  called  to  the  serious  civil  disturbances,  accompanied  by 
armed  resistance  to  the  established  Government  of  Spain,  then  pre\-ail- 
ing  in  the  island  of  Cnba.  and  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  all  other 
persons  were  admonished  to  abstain  from  taking  part  in  such  disturb- 
ances in  contravention  of  the  neutrality  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 

"Wliereas  said  civil  disturbances  and  armed  resistance  to  the  authority 
of  Spain,  a  power  with  which  the  United  States  are  on  terms  of  peace 
and  amity,  continue  to  prevail  in  said  island  of  Cuba;  and 

Whereas  since  the  date  of  said  proclamation  said  neutrality  laws  of  the 
United  States  have  been  the  subject  of  authoritative  exposition  by  the 
judicial  tribunal  of  last  resort,  and  it  has  thus  been  declared  that  any 
combination  of  persons  organized  in  the  United  States  for  the  purpose 
of  proceeding  to  and  making  war  upon  a  foreign  countr>'  with  which  the 
United  States  are  at  peace,  and  pro\Hded  with  arras  to  be  used  for  su<^ 
purpose,  constitutes  a  "military'  expedition  or  enterprise"  within  tbe 
meaning  of  said  neutrality  laws,  and  that  the  pro\'iding  or  preparing  of 
the  means  for  such  "military  expedition  or  enterprise,"  which  is  ex- 
pressly prohibited  by  said  laws,  includes  furnishing  or  aiding  in  traos- 
portatiou  for  such  ' '  military  expedition  or  enterprise;  "  and 

Whereas,  by  express  enactment,  if  two  or  more  persons  conspire 
commit  an  offense  against  the  Uiritetl  States  any  act  of  one  conspirator 
to  effect  the  object  of  such  conspiracy  renders  all  the  conspirators  liaUe 
to  fine  and  imprisonment;  and 

Whereas  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  citizens  of  the  ITnited  Statt4 
and  others  within  their  jurisdiction  fail  to  apprehend  the  meaning  and 
operation  of  the  neutrality  laws  of  the  United  States  as  authoritatiwlf 
interpreted  as  aforesaid,  and  may  be  misled  into  participation  in  trans«> 
tions  which  are  violations  of  said  laws  and  will  render  them  liable  to  the 
severe  penalties  provided  for  such  violations: 

Now,  therefore,  that  the  laws  above  referred  to,  as  judicially  coo 
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stnied.  may  be  duly  executed,  that  the  interuational  ulilij^atiotis  of  the 
United  States  may  be  fully  satisfied,  and  tliat  their  citizens  and  all  oth- 
ers within  their  jurisdiction,  beiiijtf  seasonably  apprised  of  their  legal 
duty  in  the  premises,  may  abstain  from  disobedience  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  thereby  escape  the  forfeitures  and  i>enaltjes  legally 
consequent  thereon,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  solemnly  warn  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  all  others 
■within  their  jurisdiction  against  violations  of  the  said  laws,  interpreted  as 
hereinbefore  explained,  and  give  notice  that  all  such  violatiuiis  will  l>e 
vigorously  prosecuted;  aud  I  do  hereby  invoke  the  cooi>eratiou  of  all 
good  citizens  in  the  enforcement  of  said  laws  and  in  the  detection  and 
apprehension  of  any  offenders  against  the  same,  and  do  hereb)'  enjoin 
upon  all  the  executive  officers  of  the  Ihiited  States  the  utmost  diligence 
in  preventing,  prosecuting,  and  punishing  any  infractions  thereof.

Fort  Wranirell 
and  Sitka,  in  the  Territor>-  of  Alaska,  for  public  buildings,  barracks,  pa- 
rade grounds,  parks,  wharves,  coaling  stations,  etc.,  which  are  fully  set 
forth  and  particularly  described  in  said  proclamation;  and 

Whereas  a  treaty  of  cession  was  exchanged  and  proclaimed  on  June  20. 
1867,  whereby  the  Russian  Empire  ceded  to  the  United  States  the  Terri- 
tor>of Ala.ska;  and 

Whereas  said  treaty,  by  Article  II,  pro\-ided,  inler  alia,  that — 

It  is,  however,  understood  and  agreed  that  the  churches  which  have  been  built  in 
the  ceflefl  territor}-  by  the  Russian  Government  shall  remain  the  propertv  of  sucli 
nuiiiUr-.  f)f  the  Greek  Oriental  Church  resident  in  the  territor>-  as  may  choose  tu 
worshij)  therein. 

And  whereas  there  were  included  among  the  lands  hereinbefore  refemni 
to  as  reserved  on  June  21.  1890,  certain  lands  in  and  about  the  town  of

In  the  exercise  of  power  vested  in  him  by  the  Constitution  and  of  au- 
thority given  to  liim  by  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-third  .section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  by  an  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  serv- 
ice of  the  United  States,  approved  January  16.  1883,  the  President  hereby 
makes  and  promulgates  the  following  rules  and  revokes  all  others: 

KUI,E  I. 

1.  The  United  States  Civil  Service  Cotmnission  shall  liave  auUiority  to  prcscritie 
regulations  in  piu-suance  of  Ami  for  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  these  rules 

I aflfl  of  the  civil-service  act. 

2.  The  several  tenn.s  hereinafter  nicntione<l.  wherever  usctl  in  these  rules  or  the 
I  ntgulatioDS  of  the  Cnmniission,  shall  l^e  construed  as  follows: 

(a)  The  term  "civil-service  «cl"  refers  lo  "An  act  to  regulate  aad  im\«o««t  >JftK. 
[dvtl  aervloe  of  the  United  Stales,"  approve<l  January  16,  i^i. 
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(A)  Tlie  tenn  "daaified  service"  refers  to  all  that  part  of  the  executive  civil  serv' 
ice  of  the  United  States  includetl  within  the  provisioas  of  the  civil-ser>-icc  act. 

(c\  The  term  "grade"  in  connection  with  employees  or  positions  refers  to  »  group 
of  employees  or  positions  in  the  classified  ser\-ice  arranged  upon  the  basis  of  dntic* 
performed,  without  regard  to  salaries  received. 

(i/ )  The  term  •"class"  in  connection  with  employees  or  positions  refers  to  a  group 
of  employees  or  positions  in  any  grade  arranged  upon  the  basis  of  salaries  rcceixtsl, 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  163  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  section  4 
of  the  ci\-il-service  act.

3.  No  person  in  the  executive  civil  ser^-ice  shall  dismiss,  or  cause  to  be  dismissed, 
or  make  any  attempt  to  procure  the  dismissal  of,  or  in  any  manner  change  the  aS>l 
cial  rank  or  compensation  of,  any  other  person  therein  because  of  his  political 
religious  opinions  or  affiliations. 

4.  No  question  in  any  examination  or  form  of  application  sliall  Ije  so  framed 
to  elicit  information  concerning,  nor  shall  any  inquiry  be  made  concerning,  norauy 
other  attempt  be  made  to  ascertain,  the  political  or  religions  opinions  or  afiiliationi 
of  any  applicant,  competitor,  or  eligible;  and  all  disclosures  thereof  shall  be  disconn* 
tcnance<l,  and  no  discrimination  shall  be  exercised,  threatened,  or  promised  agaimt 
or  in  favor  of  any  applicant,  competitor,  or  eligible  because  of  his  political  or  ndigioni 
opinions  or  affiliations. 

5.  No  recommendation  of  an  applicant,  competitor,  or  eligible  involving  anvdiK 
clos»ire  of  his  political  or  religious  opinions  or  affiliations  shall  be  received,  filed,  or 
considered  by  the  Commission,  by  any  board  of  examiners,  or  by  any  nominating  or 
appointing  officer. 

6.  In  making  removals  or  reductions  or  in  imposing  punishment  for  delinquency 
or  misconduct  penalties  like  in  character  shall  be  iuip«jsed  for  like  offenses,  and 
action  thereupon  shall  be  taken  irrespective  of  the  political  or  religious  opiniouor 
affiliations  of  the  offenders. 

7.  A  person  holding  a  position  on  the  date  said  position  is  classified  under  the 
civil-ser\'ice  act  sliall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  benefits  possessed  by  per- 
sons of  the  same  class  or  grade  appointed  upon  examination  under  the  provisioiuflf 
said  act.

suing  other  regular  business  or  occupation. 

( b  \  Any  person  in  the  militar>-  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  who  is  detailed 
for  the  pcrfoftnance  of  civil  duties^ 

(t\  Any  person  emplojred  in  a  foreign  counlr)-  under  the  State  Deportiaent  or 
temporarily  employed  in  a  confidential  capacity  in  a  foreign  country. 

{d\  Any  position  whose  duties  are  of  a  quasi  military  or  quasi  naval  character  and 
for  the  performance  of  whose  duties  a  person  is  enlisted  for  a  term  of  years. 

Rm,B  IV. 

1.  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  the  civil-servioe  act,  there  shtO 
be  provided,  to  test  fitness  for  admission  to  positions  which  have  been  or  may  here- 
after be  classified' under  the  civil-service  act,  examinations  of  a  practical  and  suit- 
able character  involving  such  subjects  and  tests  as  the  Commission  may  direct.

sive action  on  the  part  of  tlie  great  nations  ha\4ng  the  right  by  treaty 
to  interfere  for  the  protection  of  those  exposed  to  the  rage  of  mad  big- 
otry' and  cruel  fanaticism,  the  shocking  features  of  the  situation  had 
been  mitigated.  Instead,  howe^-er,  of  welcoming  a  softened  disposition 
or  protective  intervention,  we  have  1>een  afflicted  by  continued  and  not 
unfrequent  reports  of  the  wanton  destruction  of  homes  and  the  bloody 
butchery  of  men,  women,  and  children,  made  mart>TS  to  their  profession 
pf  Chri.stian  faitli. 

I  While  none  of  our  citizens  in  Turkey  have  thus  far  been  killed  or 
wounded,  though  often  in  the  midst  of  dreadful  scenes  of  danger,  their 
safety  in  the  future  is  by  no  means  assured.  Our  Government  at  home 
and  our  minister  at  Constantinople  have  left  nothing  undone  to  protect 
our  missionaries  in  Ottoman  territory,  who  constitute  nearly  all  the  indi- 
viduals residing  there  who  have  a  right  to  claim  our  protection  on  the 
score  of  American  dtizenship.  Our  efforts  in  this  direction  'Kill  wA\!r. 
relaxed;    but  the  deep  feeling  and  sympathy  Chat.  Yave  \jefew  »so>as«A. 
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anJo«K  our  people  ought  uot  to  so  far  blind  their  reason  and  judgment  %. 
to  lea<l  thctiJ  to  demand  impossible  things.  The  outbreaks  of  blind  fnr» 
which  lead  to  murder  and  pillage  in  Turkey  occur  suddenly  and  witbdoi 
notice,  and  un  altvmpt  on  our  part  to  force  such  a  hostile  presence  tkit 
as  nught  be  effective  for  prevention  or  protection  would  not  only  le 
rcsistcnl  li>  the  Ottoman  Government,  hut  would  be  regarded  as  an  inler 
ruption  lit"  their  plans  by  the  great  nations  who  assert  their  exclua« 
right  to  intervene  in  their  own  time  and  method  for  the  security  of  life 
and  property  in  Turkey. 

Several  naval  %  cssels  are  stationed  in  the  Mediterranean  as  a  measort 
of  caution  and  to  furnish  all  possible  relief  and  refuge  in  case  of  tsaa- 
gency. 

We  huve  made  claims  against  the  Turkish  Government  for  the  pillage 
and  destruction  of  missionary  property  at  Harpoot  and  Marash  daring 
u]vrisinjis  at  those  places.  Thus  far  the  validity  of  these  demands 
not  iK-eii  admitteil.  though  our  minister,  prior  to  such  outrages  ani 
nntioipution  of  danger,  demanded  protection  for  the  persons  and  propertjf 
of  our  nus.sionary  citizens  in  the  localities  mentioned  and  notwitlistaud- 
ing  thai  strong  evidence  exists  of  actual  complicity  of  Turkish  s«jldieR 
in  the  work  of  destruction  and  robber>-. 

The  facts  ns  tliey  now  apjiear  do  not  permit  us  to  doubt  the  justice  of 
these  claims,  and  nothing  will  be  omitted  to  bring  about  their  prompt 
seltlcntent, 

A  uuml>er  of  Armenian  refugees  having  arrived  at  our  ports,  an  order 
has  lately  lieen  obtaiiied  from  the  Turkish  Govennuent  permitting  tlie 
wives  and  chihlrcn  of  such  refugees  to  join  them  here.  It  is  hopetl  that 
hereafter  no  okstacle  will  be  iuterpased  to  prevent  the  escape  of  all  lbris< 
who  sock  to  avoid  the  perils  which  threaten  them  in  Turkish  dominions. 

Our  recently  apfKiinted  consul  to  Erxerum  is  at  his  post  and  dischar- 
ging the  duties  of  his  office,  though  for  some  unaccountable  reason  his 
formal  exiipiatur  from  the  Sultan  has  not  been  issued. 

I  do  not  iK'lieve  that  the  present  .somber  prospect  in  Turkey  will  be  long 
|X"nnitte<l  to  offend  the  sight  of  Christendom.  It  so  mars  the  humane 
and  enhghtcned  civilization  that  belongs  to  the  close  of  the  nineteenth 
century  that  it  .seems  hardly  po.ssihle  that  the  eaniest  demand  of  good 
lK-<>plc  throughout  the  Christian  world  for  its  corrective  treatmeal  will 
remain  unanswered. 

The  insurrection  in  Cuba  still  continues  with  all  its  perplexities,  his 
difficult  to  perceive  that  any  progress  has  thus  far  been  made  toward  the 
pacification  of  the  island  or  that  the  situation  of  affairs  as  depicted  in  mr 
last  annual  message  has  in  the  least  improved.  If  Spain  still  holds  Ha- 
\"ana  and  the  seaj>orts  and  all  the  considerable  towns,  the  insurgents  still 
•xanj  «t  will  over  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  inland  country.  If  the  deter- 
tatiivn  of  S|)ain  to  put  down  the  insurrection  seems  but  lo  strengthen 
!l  the  lip.se  of  lime  aud  \s  e\-"\\\ce^  Xi's  Vitx  vkv\\t.si.\a.Vva'^  de\toUon  i>f 
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rgely  increased  inilitarj-  and  naval  forces  to  the  task,  there  is  much  rea- 
to  believe  that  the  insurgents  have  gained  in  point  of  numbers  and 
racter  and  resources  and  are  none  the  less  inflexible  in  their  resolve 

)t  to  succumb  without  practically  securing  the  great  objects  for  which 

ley  took  up  arms.     If  Spain  has  not  yet  reestablished  her  authority,

le  or  the  other  partj'.     It  is  reported,  indeed,  on  reliable  authority  that 
the  demand  of  the  commander  in  cliief  of  the  insurgent  army  the  puta- 

re  Cuban  government  has  tiow  given  up  all  attempt  to  exercise  its  f unc- 

)ns,  lea\nng  that  govermnent  confessedly  (what  there  is  the  Ijest  reason 
supposing  it  always  to  have  l)cen  in  fact)  a  government  merely  on 

iper. 

Were  the  Spanish  armies  able  to  meet  their  antagonists  in  the  open  or 
pitched  battle,  prompt  and  decisive  results  might  lie  looked  for,  and 

le  immense  sujieriorily  of  the  Spanish  forces  in  numbers,  discipline,  and  / 
equipment  could  hardly  fail  to  tell  greatlj'  to  their  advantage.  But  they 
are  called  upon  to  face  a  foe  that  shuns  general  engagements,  that  can 
choose  and  does  choose  its  own  ground,  that  from  the  nature  of  the  coun- 
try is  visible  or  invisilile  at  pleasure,  and  that  tights  oidy  from  aniliuscade 
and  when  all  the  advantages  of  position  and  numbers  are  on  its  side.  In 
a  country  where  all  that  is  iudispeu.sable  to  life  in  the  way  of  food,  cloth- 
ing, and  shelter  is  so  easily  obtainable,  especially  by  those  lx>rn  and  bred 
on  the  soil,  it  is  ob\4ous  that  there  is  hardlj'  a  limit  to  the  time  during 
which  hostilities  of  this  sort  may  be  prolonged.  Meanwhile,  as  in  all 
cases  of  protracted  civil  strife,  the  passions  of  the  combatants  grow  more 
and  more  inflamed  and  excesses  on  both  sides  become  more  frequent  and 
more  deplorable.  They  are  al.so  participated  in  by  lands  of  marauders, 
who,  now  in  the  name  of  one  jiarty  and  now  in  the  name  of  the  other, 
as  may  Ijest  suit  the  occasion,  harry  the  country  at  will  and  plmider  its 
■wretched  inhabitants  for  their  o«ii  advantage.  Such  a  condition  of 
things  would  inevitably  entail  immense  destruction  of  property ,  even  if 
it  were  the  policy  of  both  parties  to  prevent  it  as  far  as  practicable;  but 
while  such  seemed  to  lie  the  original  policy  of  the  Spanish  Government, 
it  has  now-  apparently  abandoned  it  and  is  acting  upon  the  same  theory 
as  the  insurgents,  namely,  that  the  exigencies  of  the  contest  require  the 
wholesale  annihilation  of  proj>erty  that  it  may  not  prove  of  use  and  ad- 
vantage to  the  enemy. 

It  is  to  the  .same  end  tliat,  in  pursuance  of  general  orders,  S^Jr^.\\^s\^  <??:;- 
risons  are  now  Ijeirijf  withcfran  11  from  plantations  and  V\\e  TWcaX-^^vv^a-Xvafvi 
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retiiiired  to  concentrate  itself  in  the  towns.  The  sure  result  would  seem 
to  be  that  the  indu.strial  value  of  the  island  is  fast  diminishing  and  that 
unless  tliere  is  a  speedy  and  radical  change  in  existing  conditions  it  wilt 
soon  disajniear  altogethcT.  That  value  consists  ver>'  largely,  of  course, 
in  its  capacity  to  produce  sugar — a  capacity  already  much  reduced  by  the 
interruptions  to  tillage  which  have  taken  place  during  the  last  two  years. 
It  is  reliably  asserted  that  should  these  interruptions  continue  dnriiigthc 
current  year,  and  practically  extend,  as  is  now  threatened,  to  the  entiit 
sugar-producing  territory  of  the  island,  s<i  much  time  and  so  much  money 
will  lie  required  to  restore  the  lan<l  to  its  normal  protluctiveness  that  it  is 
extremely  doubtful  if  capital  can  he  induced  to  even  make  the  attempt. 

Tile  sijectacle  of  the  utter  ruin  of  an  adjoining  coimtry,  by  nature  one 
of  the  most  fertile  and  channing  ou  the  globe,  would  engage  the  serious 

tention  of  the  Government  and  people  of  the  United  States  in  any  ea 
iMistances.  In  point  ai  fact,  they  have  a  concern  with  it  which  is  by  M 
ins  of  a  wholly  seuttmental  or  jthilanthropic  character.  It  lies  so  near 
to  us  as  to  be  hardly  separated  from  our  territory.  Our  actual  pecuii 
iary  interest  in  it  is  second  only  to  that  of  the  people  and  Governmeflt 
of  Spain.  It  is  rea.sonably  estimated  that  at  least  from  S3o.<xx>,ooo  to 
$50,000,000  of  American  capital  are  invested  in  plantations  and  in  rail 
road,  mining,  and  other  business  enteqirises  ou  the  island.  The  volume 
of  trade  Vtetween  the  United  States  and  Culja.  which  in  1889  amounti-d 
to  alxmt  §64,000,000,  rose  in  1893  to  about  §103,000,000,  and  in  18% 
the  >ear  before  the  present  insurrection  broke  out,  amounted  to  nearly 
$96,000,000.  Besides  this  large  jiecuniary  stake  in  the  fortunes  of  Cuba, 
the  United  States  finds  itself  inextricably  involved  in  the  present  contest 
in  other  ways,  lx)th  vexatious  and  costly. 

Many  Culxms  reside  in  this  country,  and  indirectly  promote  the  in- 
surrection through  the  press,  by  public  meetings,  by  the  purchase  and 
shipment  of  anus,  by  the  raising  of  funds,  and  by  other  means  which 
the  spirit  of  our  institutions  and  the  tenor  of  our  laws  do  not  jjermit  w 
be  made  the  subject  of  criminal  prosecutions.  Some  of  them,  thoujirlJ 
Cubans  at  heart  and  in  all  their  feelings  and  interests,  have  taken  cml 
papers  as  naturalized  citizens  of  the  United  States — a  proceeding  resorttJ 
to  with  a  view  to  jxissible  protection  by  this  Cioveriiment.  and  not  un- 
naturally regarded  with  much  indignation  by  the  country  of  their  origin. 
The  insurgents  are  un<loubte{lly  encouraged  and  supported  by  the  wi«le- 
spread  sympathy  the  people  of  this  country'  ahvays  and  instinctivelv  fcdl 
for  every  struggle  for  better  and  freer  government,  and  which,  in  tl* 
case  of  the  more  adventurous  and  restless  elements  of  our  popubtkmi 
leads  in  only  too  many  instances  to  active  and  personal  participation 
the  contest.  The  result  is  that  this  Govenmient  is  constantly  calki 
upon  to  protect  American  citizens,  to  claim  damages  for  injuries  to  pe^ 
swns  and  property ,  ■now  es\.\ma\ed  at  many  millions  of  dollars,  and  to  ail 
,  e.xplaiiatious  and  apo\ov:^eii  ^ot  \.\\t  wcVi  ol  "toYSLVvv^x  ^*S>sf»a.U  whoe^ 


for  the  repression  of  rd>ellirm  sonietinics  blinds  tlieni  to  the  tnittiunities 
belonging  to  the  unoffending  citizens  of  a  friendly  power.  It  follows 
from  the  'same  causes  that  the  United  States  is  compelled  to  actively 
police  a  long  line  of  seacoast  against  unlawful  expeditions,  the  escajie  of 
which  the  utmost  vigilance  will  not  always  suffice  to  prevent.  . 

These  inevitable  entanglements  of  the  United.  States  with  the  retellion  * 
in  Cuba,  the  large  American  property  interests  affected,  and  considera- 
tions of  philanthropy  and  humanity  in  general  have  led  to  a  vehement 
demand  in  various  quarters  for  some  sort  of  positive  intervention  on  the 
part  of  the  ITnited  States.  It  was  at  first  proiK>sed  tliat  lH.-Uigerent  riglits 
should  Ijc  accorded  to  the  insurgents — a  pro|TOsiti(>n  n<.>  longer  urged  lje- 
cause  imtimely  and  in  practical  operation  clearly  jwrilous  and  injurious 
to  our  own  interests.  It  has  since  been  and  is  now  .sometimes  contended 
that  the  independence  of  the  insurgents  should  Ix.-  recognized;  but  imper- 
fect and  restricted  as  the  Spanish  government  of  the  island  may  be,  no 
other  exists  tliere,  imless  the  will  of  the  military  officer  in  temporary 
command  of  a  particular  district  can  be  dignified  as  a  species  of  govern- 
ment. It  is  now  also  suggested  that  the  Utiited  States  should  buy  the 
island — a  suggestion  pos.sibly  worthy  of  con.sideralion  if  there  were  any 
evidence  of  a  desire  or  willingness  on  the  part  of  Spain  to  entertain  such 
a  projwsal.  It  is  urged  finally  that,  all  other  methods  failing,  the  exist-  | 
iug  internecine  strife  in  Cuba  should  be  terminated  by  f»nr  intervention, 
even  at  the  cost  of  a  war  Ijetvveen  the  United  States  and  Sjiain — a  war 
which  its  ad\-ocates  confidently  prophesy  could  neither  Ije  large  in  its  /  ^ 
projKjrtions  nor  doubtful  in  its  issue. 

The  correctness  of  this  forecast  need  l>e  neither  affirmed  nor  denied. 
The  United  States  has,  nevertheless,  a  character  to  maintain  as  a  nation, 
which  plainly  dictates  that  right  and  not  might  should  be  the  rule  of  its 
conduct.  Further,  thougii  the  United  States  is  not  a  nation  to  which 
peace  is  a  necessity,  it  is  in  truth  the  most  pacific  of  powers  and  desires 
nothing  so  much  as  to  live  in  amity  with  all  the  world.  Its  own  ample 
and  diversified  domains  satisfy  all  possible  longings  for  territory,  preclude 
all  dreams  of  conquest,  and  prevent  any  casting  of  covetous  eyes  ujxjn 
neighlxjring  regions,  however  attractive.  That  our  conduct  toward  Spain 
and  her  dominions  has  con.stituled  no  exception  to  this  national  disposi- 
tion is  made  manifest  by  the  course  of  our  Government,  not  only  thus  far 
during  the  present  itisurrectioji,  but  during  the  ten  years  that  followed  the 
rising  at  Yara  in  i,H68.  No  other  great  j)ower,  it  may  safely  be  said,  uiuler 
circunustauces  of  similar  perplexity,  would  have  manifested  the  same 
restraint  and  the  same  patient  endurance.  It  may  also  Ix:  said  that  this 
persistent  attitude  of  the  Unite<l  States  toward  Spain  in  connection  with 
Cuba  unquestionably  evinces  no  slight  respect  and  regard  for  Spain  on 
the  part  of  the  American  iieople.  They  in  truth  do  not  forget  her  con- 
nection with  the  discovery  of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  wo^  do  V\\e.-s  >x<£v- 
derestimate  the  great  qualities  of  the  Spanish  \^eop\e.  YwOT  \vv"C\.  \.vi  \vi^-*i 
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reco>;tiize  their  splendid  patriotism  and  their  chi\-alrous  devotion  to  the 
n;ili<Jiial  honor. 

Tlie\'  vifw  with  wonder  and  admiration  the  cheerful  resolution  with 
which  vast  IxxiJes  of  men  are  sent  across  thou^>ands  of  miles  of  ocean  and 
an  ennrnious  debt  accinnulated  that  the  custly  possession  of  the  gem  of 
the  Antilles  may  still  hold  its  place  in  the  Spanish  crown.  And  yet  nei 
llicr  the  Government  nor  the  people  of  the  United  States  have  shut  tlieir 
eyes  to  the  course  of  events  in  Cuba  or  have  failed  to  realize  the  exist- 
ence of  ciincedfcl  ^jrievances  which  liave  led  to  the  present  revolt  from  tht 
authorit)'  of  Spain — grievances  recognized  b}'  the  Queen  Regent  and  by 
the  Cortes,  voiced  by  the  most  patriotic  and  enlightened  of  Spanish  states- 
men, without  regard  to  party,  and  demonstrated  by  reforms  proposed  by 
the  executive  and  approved  by  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Spanish  Gw 
cmment.  It  is  ju  the  assumed  temper  and  disposition  of  the  Spani^ 
Government  to  remetly  these  grievances,  fortified  by  indications  of  influ 
ential  public  opinion  in  Spain,  that  this  Government  has  hoped  to  dis- 
cover the  most  promising  and  effective  means  of  composing  the  present 
strife  with  honor  and  advantage  to  Spain  and  with  the  achie\'emeflt  of 
all  the  reasonable  objects  of  the  insurrection 

It  would  seem  that  if  Spain  should  offer  to  Cuba  genuine  antooomy— « 
measure  of  home  nde  which,  while  preserving  the  soA'erdgnly  of  Spain,' 
would  satisfy  all  rational  requirements  of  her  Spanish  subjects — tbeic 
should  be  no  just  reason  why  the  pacification  of  the  island  might  not 
effected  on  that  basis.  Such  a  result  would  appear  to  be  in  the 
interest  of  all  concerned.  It  would  at  once  stop  the  conflict  which  is 
consimiing  the  resources  of  the  island  and  making  it  worthless  for 
e>'er  p^irty  may  ultimately  prevail.  It  would  keep  intact  the

Facing  such  circumstances,  to  withhold  the  proffer  *)f  needed  retornis 
until  the  parties  demanding  them  put  themselves  at  mercy  by  tlirowiiiK 
down  their  arms  has  the  appearance  of  neglecting  the  gravest  of  jh-iIIs 
and  inviting  suspicion  as  to  the  sincerity  of  any  pr<*fesse<l  williiiK'Hss  to 
grant  reforms.  The  objection  on  lx:half  of  the  insurgents  thai  promised 
reforms  can  not  be  relied  upon  must  of  cour.  e  Ix;  considered,  tliouKli  \vf 
have  no  right  to  assume  and  no  reas«jn  for  assmning  that  aiiytliiiij;  Spain 
undertakes  to  do  for  the  relief  of  Cuba  will  not  Ijc  done  according  l<>  boili 
the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  undertaking. 

Nevertheless,  realizing  that  suspicions  and  prec-autions  on  llu-  jiait  of 
the  weaker  of  two  coraliatants  are  always  natural  and  wA  alwa\s  uiijiis 
tifiable,  being  sincerely  desirous  in  the  interest  of  lx)th  as  \w\\  as  mi  lis 
own  account  that  the  Cuban  problem  should  Iw  wjlved  with  tlw  Uast  jxis 
sible  delay,  it  was  intimated  by  this  Government  to  the  (ioveniiiu  iit  of 
Spain  some  months  ago  that  if  a  satisfactory  mcjisure  of  home  rule  wen- 
tendered  the  Cuban  insurgents  and  would  Ik:  accepted  by  lliein  ii]h)ii  a 
gfuaranty  of  its  execution  the  United  States  wouhl  endeavor  to  fiiul  a  way 
not  objectionable  to  Spain  of  furnishing  such  guaranty.  While  no  deli 
nite  response  to  this  intimation  has  yet  Ijeen  received  from  the  Si>aiiisli 
Government,  it  is  believed  to  Ix;  not  altogether  unwelcouie,  wliiK-,  as 
already  suggested,  no  reason  is  i)erceived  why  it  should  not  I)e  approved 
by  the  insurgents.  Neither  party  can  fail  to  see  the  imjKjrtaiue  of  early 
action,  and  both  must  realize  that  to  prolimg  the  present  state  of  tliin;;s 
for  even  a  short  period  will  add  enormously  to  the  time  and  labor  and 
expenditure  necessary  to  bring  about  the  industrial  rc-cuperatioii  of  llie 
island.  It  is  therefore  fervently  hoi)ed  on  all  grounds  that  earnest  ef- 
forts for  heahng  the  breach  Ixitween  Spain  and  the  insurgent  Cubans 
Upon  the  lines  above  indicated  may  Ix;  at  once  inaugurated  and  jjiislied 
to  an  immediate  and  successful  issue.  The  friendly  offices  of  the  United 
States,  either  in  the  manner  alxjve  outlined  or  in  any  other  way  consistent 
with  our  Constitution  and  laws,  will  always  Ix;  at  the  disposal  of  either 
party. 

Whatever  circum.stances  may  arise,  our  iK)licy  and  our  interests  would 
constrain  us  to  object  to  the  acquisition  of  the  island  or  an  interference 
with  its  control  by  any  other  power. 

It  should  l)e  added  that  it  can  not  Ix;  reas<jnably  a.ssumed  that  the 
hitherto  expectant  attitude  of  the  United  States  will   Ix:  indefinitely 
maintained.     While  we  are  anxious  to  accord  all  due  resix;ct  to  the 
sovereignty  of  Spain,  we  can  not  view  the  pending  conflict  in  all  its 
features  and  properly  apprehend  our  ine\'itably  close  relations  to  it  and 
its  possible  results  without  con.sidering  that  by  the  course  of  events  v 
may  be  drawn  into  such  an  unusual  and  unprecedented  condition  as  w 
fix  a  limit  to  our  patient  waiting  for  Spain  to  end  the  cout^st  viVCV 
alone  and  iji  her  own  way  or  with  our  friend\y  cooper wVu^n, 
M  P—voi.  IX— 46 
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WhciJ  the  inability  of  Spain  to  deal  successfully  with  the  insunw- 
tion  has  become  manifest  and  it  is  demonstrated  that  her  sox-ereignty 
is  extinct  in  Cuba  for  all  purposes  of  its  rightful  existence,  and  when 
a  hopeless  struggle  for  its  reestablishment  has  degenerated  into  a  strife 
which  means  nothing  more  than  the  useless  sacrifice  of  human  life  and 
the  utter  destruction  of  the  very  subject-matter  of  the  conflict,  a  situatice 
will  be  presented  in  which  our  obligations  to  the  sovereignt)'  of  Spoia 
wU  be  superseded  by  higher  obligations,  which  we  can  hardly  hesitate  to 
recognize  and  discliarge.  Deferring  the  choice  of  ways  and  methods- 
until  the  time  for  action  arri\es,  we  should  make  them  depend  upon  the 
precise  conditions  then  existing;  and  they  should  not  l>e  determined 
upon  without  giving  careful  heed  to  ever>'  consideration  iiivohnng  onr 
honor  and  interest  or  tlie  international  duty  we  owe  to  Spain.  Until  we 
face  the  contingencies  suggested  or  the  situation  is  by  other  incidents 
imperatively  changed  we  should  continue  in  the  line  of  conduct  hereto- 
fore pursued,  thus  in  all  circumstances  exhibiting  our  obedience  to  the 
requirements  of  public  law  and  our  reg^d  for  the  duty  enjoined  upon  ns 
by  the  position  we  occupy  in  the  family  of  nations. 

A  contemplation  of  emergencies  that  may  arise  should  plainly  lead  ns 
to  avoid  their  creation,  either  through  a  careless  disregard  of  present 
duty  or  e\-en  an  undue  stimulation  and  ill-timed  expression  of  feelinr 
But  I  have  deemed  it  not  amiss  to  remind  the  Congress  that  a  time  ms.} 
arrive  when  a  correct  policy  and  care  for  our  interests,  as  well  as  a  regard, 
for  the  interests  of  other  nations  and  their  citizens,  joined  by  considers 
tions  of  himianity  and  a  desire  to  see  a  rich  and  fertile  countn*  inti- 
mately related  to  us  .saved  from  complete  devastation,  will  constrain  oof 
Government  to  such  action  as  will  subserve  the  interests  thus  involved 
and  at  tlie  .same  time  promise  to  Cuba  and  its  inhabitants  an  opinirtunity 
to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  peace. 
•'The  Venezuelan  boundary  question  has  ceased  to  be  a  matter  of  tUf 
'/ference  between  Great  BritaiTi  and  the  United  States,  Uieir  respecli^'e 
Governments  having  agreed  upon  the  substantial  provisions  of  a  treaty 
lietween  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela  submitting  the  whole  controversy 
to  arbitration.  The  provisions  of  the  treaty  are  so  eminently  just  and 
fair  that  the  assent  of  Venezuela  thereto  may  confidently  be  anticipated. 

Negotiations  for  a  treaty  of  general  arbitration  for  all  differences  •*• 
tween  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  are  far  advanced  and  promise 
to  reach  a  successful  consummation  at  an  early  date. 

The  scheme  of  examining  applicants  for  certain  con.sular  pcjsiiioRJ 
to  test  their  competency  and  fitness,  adopted  under  an  E.xecutive  ord* 
issued  on  the  20th  of  September,  1895,*  has  fully  demonstrated  the  tw 
fulnes.s  of  tliis  innovation.  In  connection  \\nth  this  plan  of  examinatii* 
promotions  an<l  transfers  of  deserving  incumbents  have  been  quite  exteD 
sively  made,  with  exceWeuV  Tesv\\x.'s. 


During  the  past  year  35  appoiiitnieuts  have  been  made  in  the  consular 
."ice,  27  of  which  were  made  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  death  or  resig- 
nation or  to  supply  newly  created  posts,  2  to  succeed  incumtents  removed 
-for  cause,  2  for  the  puriK>se  of  displacing  alien  consular  officials  by  Amer- 
■can  citizens,  and  4  merely  changing  the  official  title  of  incumbent  from 
commercial  agent  to  cousnl.     Twelve  of  these  apixjiutnients  were  trans- 
fers or  promotions  from  other  positions  under  the  Department  of  State,  4 
f  those  appointed  had  rendered  previous  service  under  the  Department, 
were  made  of  persons  who  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  7  were 
ppointed  to  places  not  included  in  the  order  t>f  Septenil>er  20.  1895,  and 
.  appointments,  as  above  stated,  involved  no  change  of  incumbency. 

The  inspection  of  consular  ofTices  pruvideil  ftjr  by  an  appropriation  for 
that  purpose  at  the  last  session  of  the  Congress  has  been  i>rndnctive  of 
,ch  wholesome  effects  that  I  hope  this  inipt>rtant  work  will  in  the  future 
je  continued.  I  know  of  nothing  that  can  be  done  with  the  same  slight 
expense  st)  improving  to  the  service. 

I  desire  to  repeat  the  reconnnendatiou  contained  in  my  last  annual 
piessage  in  favor  of  providing  at  iniblic  exjK'nse  official  residences  for 
our  aniljassadors  and  njinisters  at  foreign  capitals.  The  reasons  sup- 
porting this  recommendation  are  strongly  stated  in  the  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  the  stihject  seems  of  such  importance  that  I  hope 
it  may  receive  the  early  attenliim  of  t!ie  Congress. 

We  have  during  the  last  year  labored  faithfully  and  against  unfavorable 
Donditions  to  secure  l)ettcr  preserx'ation  of  seal  life  in  the  Beritig  Sea. 
loth  the  United  Slates  and  dreat  Britain  have  lately  dispatched  cojuniis- 
iouers  to  these  waters  to  study  the  habits  and  condition  of  the  seal  herd 
iund  the  causes  of  their  rapid  decrease.  Upon  the  reports  of  these  com- 
issioners,  soon  to  be  submitted,  and  with  the  exercise  f)f  patience  and 
ood  sense  on  the  part  of  all  interested  parties,  it  is  earnestly  hojjed  that 
heart)'  cooperation  may  be  secured  for  the  protection  aj^ainst  threatened 
tinction  of  seal  life  in  the  Northern  Pacific  and  Ueriug  Sea. 
The  Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  reports  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
fune  30,  1896,  the  receipts  of  the  Government  from  all  sources  amounted 
to  $409,475,408.78.  During  the  .same  j>eriod  its  expenditures  were 
34,678,654.48,  the  excess  of  expenditures  over  receipts  thus  amount- 
ng  to  $25,203,245.70.  The  ordinars-  expenditures  during  the  year  were 
015,852.21  less  than  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  Of  the  receipts 
hientioned  there  was  derived  from  customs  the  sum  of  $160,021,751,67 
ind  from  internal  revenue  $146,830,615.66.  The  receipts  from  customs 
ihow  an  increase  of  $7,863,134.22  over  those  from  the  .same  source  for 
;he  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  and  the  receipts  from  internal  revenue 
in  increa.se  of  $3.5'''4.5379i- 

The  value  of  our  imported  dutiable  merchandise  during  the  last  fiscal 
jrear  was  $369,757,470  and  the  value  of  free  goods  inip<jrted  $4f*i,>^-i,- 
70,  being  an  increase  of  $6,523,675  iu  the  value  o^  dv\X\aL\i\«i  ^ocAs.  ^xA 
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$41,251,034  in  the  vnlne  of  free  goods  over  the  preceding  year.  Our 
exports  of  merchandise,  foreign  and  domestic,  amounted  in  value  to 
jW82.606.938,  being  an  increase  over  the  precetling  year  of  S75.06H.775. 
The  a>'e*;.ge  ad  valorem  duty  paid  on  dutiable  goods  imported  during  the 
year  was  39.94  per  cent  and  on  free  and  dutiable  goods  taken  together 
20.55  per  cent. 

The  cost  of  collecting  our  internal  revenue  was  2.78  percent,  as  against 
2.81  per  cent  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1895.  The  total  produc- 
tion of  distilled  spirits,  exclusive  of  fruit  brandies,  was  86,588,703  taxable 
gallons,  lx;ing  an  increase  of  6,639,108  gallons  over  the  preceding  year 
There  was  also  an  increase  of  1,443,676  gallons  of  spirits  produced  from 
fruit  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  terrels  of 
lieer  produced  was  35.859,250,  as  against  33,589.784  produced  in  the 
preceding  fiscal  year,  being  an  increase  of  2,269,466  Ijarrels. 

Tlie  total  amount  of  gold  exported  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $112.- 
409,947  iuiul  uf  silver  $60,541,670,  Ijeing  an  increase  of  $45,941,466  of 
gold  and  $13,246,384  of  silver  over  the  exportations  of  the  precetHng 
fiscal  year.  The  imports  of  gold  were  $33,525,065  and  of  silver  $28.- 
777, 186.  lieing  $2,859,695  less  of  gold  and  $8,566,007  more  of  silver  than 
during  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  stock  of  metallic  money  in  the  United  States  at  the  cltise  of 
tlie  last  fiscal  year,  ended  on  the  3otli  day  of  June.  i8y6,  was  $1,228. 
326,035,  of  which  $599,597,964  was  in  gold  and  $628,728,071  in  Si\s«. 

On  the  1st  day  of  November,  1896,  the  total  stock  of  money  of  all 
kinds  in  the  country  was  $2,285,410,590,  and  the  amount  in  circulation, 
not  including  that  in  the  Trea.sury  holdings,  was  $1,627,055,641,  being 
$22.63  per  capita  upon  an  estimated  population  of  71.902,000. 

The  production  of  the  precious  metals  in  the  Unitetl  Stales  during  the 
calendar  year  1895  is  estimated  to  have  been  2.254,760  fine  ounces  of 
gold,  of  the  value  of  $46,610,000,  and  55,727,000  fine  ounces  of  silver,  of 
the  commercial  value  of  $36,445,000  and  the  coinage  value  of  $72,051,- 
000.  The  estimate*!  pnxluction  of  these  metals  throughout  the  worU 
during  the  same  period  was  9,6,88.821  fitie  ounces  of  gold,  amounting  to 
$2iX),285,700  in  value,  and  169.189,249  fine  ounces  of  silver,  of  the  com- 
mercial value  of  $110,654,000  and  of  the  coinage  value  of  $2i8,738,lo0!i 
according  to  our  ratio. 

The  coinage  of  these  metals  in  the  various  countries  of  the  wwrM 
during  the  .same  calendar  year  amounted  to  $232,701,438  in  gold  aad 
$121,996,219  in  silver. 

The  total  coinage  at  the  mints  of  the  United  States  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1896,  amounted  to  $7i,i8>*,468.52,  of  which  $58,- 
87S.490  was  iTi  gold  coins  and  $12,309,978.52  in  standard  silver  dolloisv 
subsidiary  coins,  and  minor  coins. 

The  numlicr  of  nal\ona\  \iauVs  oT^a\\\7.«\  from  the  time  the  law  autJiof-.

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this  number  3,679  were  at  the  date  last  mentioned  in  active  operation, 
having  authorized  capital  stock  of  $650,014,895,  held  by  288,902  share- 
holders, and  circulating  notes  amounting  to  $211,412,620. 

The  total  outstanding  circulating  notes  of  all  national  banks  on  the 
31st  day  of  October,  1896,  amounted  to  $234,553,807,  including  unre- 
deemed but  fully  secured  notes  of  banks  insolvent  and  in  process  of  litiui- 
dation.  The  increase  in  national-bank  circulation  during  the  year  ending 
on  that  day  was  $21,099,429.  On  Octolier  6,  1896,  when  the  condition  of 
national  banks  was  last  reported,  the  total  resources  of  the  3,679  active 
institutions  were  $3,263,685,313.83,  which  included  $1, 893. 26.S, 839. 31  in 
loans  and  discounts  and  $362,165,733.85  in  money  of  all  kinds  on  hand. 
Of  their  liabilities  $1,597,891,058.03  was  due  to  individual  depo.sitors 
and  $209,944,019  consisted  of  outstanding  circulating  notes. 

There  were  organized  during  the  year  preceding  the  date  last  men- 
tioned 28  national  banks,  located  in  15  States,  of  which  12  were  organ- 
ized in  the  Eastern  States,  with  a  capital  of  $1,180,000,  6  in  the  Western 
States,  with  a  capital  of  $875,000,  and  10  in  the  Southern  States,  with  a 
capital  of  $1,190,000.  During  the  year,  however,  37  banks  voluntarily 
abandoned  their  franchises  under  the  national  law,  and  in  the  ca.se  of  27 
others  it  was  found  necessary  to  appoint  receivers.  Therefore,  as  com- 
pared with  the  year  preceding,  there  was  a  decrease  f)f  36  in  the  number 
of  active  banks. 

The  number  of  existing  banks  organized  imder  State  laws  is  5,708. 

The  number  of  immigrants  arriving  in  the  United  States  during  the 
fiscal  year  was  343,267,  of  whom  340,468  were  permitted  to  land  and 
2,799  were  debarred  on  various  grounds  pre.scribed  by  law  and  returned 
to  the  countries  whence  they  came  at  the  expense  of  the  steamship  cojn- 
panies  by  which  they  were  brought  in.  The  increa.se  in  immigration 
over  the  preceding  year  amounted  to  84,731.  It  is  reported  that  with 
some  exceptions  the  immigrants  of  the  past  year  were  of  a  liard3'  lalxjr- 
ing  class,  accustomed  and  able  to  earn  a  support  for  themselves,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  the  money  brought  with  them  amounted  to  at  least  S5,ooc:),- 
000,  though  it  was  probably  much  in  exce.ss  of  that  sum,  since  only  those 
having  less  than  $30  are  required  to  disclose  the  exact  amount,  and  it  is 
known  that  many  brought  considerable  sums  of  money  to  buy  land  and 
build  homes.  Including  all  the  immigrants  arriving  who  were  over  14 
years  of  age,  28.63  per  cent  were  illiterate,  as  against  20.37  W^  •-"t;"t  of 
those  of  that  age  arriving  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  num- 
Ijer  of  immigrants  over  14  years  old,  the  countries  from  which  thej' 
came,  and  the  percentage  of  illiterates  among  them  were  as  ftiUows: 
Italy,  57,515,  with  54.59  per  cent:  Ireland,  37,496,  with  7  per  cent- 
Rus.sia,  35,188,  with  41.14  per  cent;  Austria-Hungary  and  provinces, 
57,053,  with  38.92  per  cent;  Germany,  25,334,  with  2.96  jier  cent;  Swe- 
den, 18,821,  with  1. 16  j)er  cent;  while  from  Portugal  there  caiue  2,q6>-\, 
of  whom  Tj.  6g  per  cent  were  illiterate.     There  arnved  Itow\  "\•a.v'^^^  ^>a.vivo?. 
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tbe  year  ooljr  t .  i  to  hmnigrants,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  immigration 
•Qtborities  that  the  apprebensioo  heretofore  existing  to  some  extent  of 
■  a  Inge  immigtktioo  (nun  Japan  to  the  United  States  is  without  any  sub- 
stantial faondatiaR. 

FnKn  the  Life-Saving  Service  it  is  reported  that  the  number  of  dis- 
asters to  documented  vessels  within  the  limits  of  its  operations  during 
the  3"«ar  was  437.  These  vessels  had  on  board  4,608  persons,  of  whora 
4,595  w«f«  saved  and  15  lost.  The  \-alue  of  such  vessels  is  estimated 
at  $8,880,140  and  of  their  cargoes  $3, $46,380,  making  the  total  \-aluc 
of  propcaty  imperiled  $12,726,520.  Of  this  amount  $11,292,707  was 
saxYd  and  $1,432,750  was  lost.  Sixty-seven  of  the  vessels  were  totatlr 
vrecked.  There  nTre  besides  243  casualties  to  small  undocumented 
craft. oo  board  of  which  there  were  594  persons,  of  whom  5S7  were  sax-ed 
and  7  were  lost.  The  value  of  the  property  involved  in  these  latter  cas- 
tiahies  is  esdzoateil  at  5(  i9.?65.  of  which  $1 :4.9i5  was  saved  and  $4..vso 
wms  lost.  The  Hfe-sa\-ing  crews  during  the  year  also  rescued  or  assisted 
nttweroQs  other  \'essels  and  warned  many  from  danger  by  signals,  lx>th 
by  day  and  night.  The  number  of  disasters  during  the  year  exceeded 
that  of  any  pre\-ious  year  in  the  history-  of  the  service,  but  the  sa\-ing  of 
both  life  and  property  was  grcater  than  e\-er  before  in  proportion  to  the 
value  of  the  property  involved  and  to  the  number  of  persons  imperiled 

The  operations  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Ser\-ice,  the  Rexenue-Cutter 
Ser\-ice,  the  Steamlioat- Inspection  Sen-ice,  the  Light-House  Ser\-ice,  the 
Bmeau  of  Navigation .  and  other  bcanches  of  public  work  attached  to 
the  Treasury  Department,  together  with  \-arioos  recoranjendations  con- 
ooning  their  support  and  impfovement.  are  fully  stated  in  the  report  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Congress  is 
especially  invited. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  exhibits  satisfactor>-  conditions  in 
the  several  branches  of  the  public  service  intrusted  to  his  charge. 

The  limit  of  our  military  force  as  fixed  by  law  is  constantly  and  readily 
maintained.  The  present  dtsctpltne  and  morale  of  our  Army  are  excd- 
lent.  and  marked  progress  and  efficiency  are  apparent  throoghoot  its 
entire  organization. 

With  the  exception  of  delicate  duties  in  the  suppression  of  slight  In- 
dian disturbances  along  our  southwestern  boundary,  in  which  the  Mexi- 
can troops  cooperated,  and  the  compnIsorA-  but  peaceful  return,  with  ibe 
consent  of  Great  Britain,  of  a  band  of  Cree  Indians  from  Mont 
the  British  possessions,  no  acti\'e  operations  have  been  required 
Army  during  the  year  past. 

Changes  in  methods  of  administration,  the  abandimment  of  tanneoe^ 
sary  posts  and  consequent  concentration  of  troops,  and  the  exetciae  d. 
care  and  vigilance  by  the  various  ofhcers  charged  with  the  responsibilitT 
penditure  of  the  appropriations  have  resolted  in  redtxang  to  a 
the  cost  of  ma\v\teT\ance  ol  cmx  tcSwia-vj  t:^atb>^^baaeot. 
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During  the  past  year  the  work  of  constructing  pennanent  infantry  and 
cavalr>-  posts  has  been  continued  at  the  places  heretofore  designated. 
The  Secretarj'  of  War  rejH.-als  his  recomtnctidatioii  that  appropriations 
for  Ixirracks  and  quarters  should  more  strictly  conform  to  the  needs  of  the 
service  as  judged  by  llie  Department  rather  than  respond  to  the  "wishes 
and  imiK>rtnnities  of  locahties.  It  is  iiniH;rative  that  much  of  the  money 
provided  for  such  construction  shotdd  lujvv  1>e  allotted  to  the  erection  of 
■  necessary'  quarters  for  the  garrisons  assigned  to  the  coast  defenses,  where 
many  men  will  be  needed  to  properly  care  for  and  operate  modern  gfuns. 
It  is  essential,  too,  that  early  provision  te  made  to  supjily  the  necessary 

I  force  of  artillery  to  meet  the  demands  of  this  service. 
The  entire  Army  has  now  l>t:eu  equipped  with  the  new  magazine  arms, 
and  wLse  fxjUcy  demands  that  all  available  public  and  private  resources 
should  be  .so  employed  as  to  provide  within  a  reasonable  time  a  sufficient 
number  to  supply  the  State  militia  with  these  modern  weapons  and  pro- 
vide an  ample  reserve  for  any  emergency. 

The  organized  militia  numbers  1 12,879  men.  The  appropriations  for 
its  support  by  the  several  States  approximate  $2,800,000  aniuially,  and 
$400,000 is  contriijuted  by  the  General  Government.  Inve.stigation  shows 
these  troops  to  be  usually  well  drilled  and  inspired  with  much  military 
interest,  but  in  many  instances  they  are  so  deficient  in  pro]ier  arms  and 
equipment  that  a  sudden  call  to  active  duty  \vau1d  find  ihtrin  inadequately 
prepared  for  field  service.  I  therefore  recommend  that  prompt  meas- 
ures be  taken  to  remedy  this  condition  and  that  ever>-  encouragement 
be  given  to  this  deserving  body  of  unpaid  and  voluntary  citizen  soldiers, 
upon  whose  a.ssistance  we  must  largely  rely  in  time  of  trouble. 

During  the  past  year  rapid  progress  has  been  made  toward  the  com- 
pletion of  the  scheme  adopted  for  the  erection  and  armament  of  fortifica- 
tions along  our  seacoast,  while  equal  progress  has  been  made  in  providing 
the  material  for  .submarine  defense  in  connection  with  the.se  works. 

It  is  jx^culiarly  gratifying  at  this  time  to  note  the  great  advance  that 
ha.sbeen  made  in  tins  important  undertaking  since  the  date  of  my  annual 
message  to  the  Fifty- third  Congress  at  the  opening  of  its  second  ses- 
sion, in  Deceuilx:r,  1893.  At  that  time  I  informed  the  Congress  of  the 
■  approaching  completion  of  nine  u-inch,  twenty  lo-inch,  and  thirty-four 
8-inch  higli-f>ower  steel  guns  and  seventy-five  12-iuch  rifled  mortars. 

This  total  then  .seemed  insignificant  when  compared  with  the  great 
work  remaining  to  be  done.  Yet  it  was  none  the  less  a  source  of  satis- 
faction to  every  citizen  when  he  reflected  that  it  represented  the  first 
installment  of  the  new  ordnance  of  American  design  and  American  man- 
ufacture and  demonstrated  our  ability  to  supply  from  otu"  own  resources 
guns  of  unexcelled  power  and  accuracy. 

At  that  date,  however,  there  were  practically  no  carriages  upon  which 
to  mount  these  gims  and  otdy  thirty-one  emplacements  for  guns  and 
sixty-four  for  mortars.     Nor  were  all  these  tn\pVatcevne.\x\.s  m  vi^x^^S^sSLNSi"^

The  inventive  genius  of  ordnance  and  ci\-ilian  experts  has  been  taxed 
in  ctr-:.i:n:ng  carriages  that  would  ob\Tate  this  fault,  resulting,  it  is  be- 
lieve*!, in  the  w-..;nt:on  of  this  difiacult  problem.  Since  1893  *^c  number 
of  gun  carriages  crmstructed  or  building  has  been  raised  to  a  total  of  1 29. 
of  which  90  are  on  the  disappearing  principle,  and  the  number  of  mortar 
ctirriage>  to  152.  while  the  95  emplacements  which  were  pro\-ided  for 
prior  to  that  time  have  been  increased  to  2S0  built  and  building. 

This  improved  situation  is  largely  due  to  the  recent  generous  response 
of  Congress  to  the  recommendations  of  the  War  Department.

li-  done  uii'ler  the  plan  adopted  for  our  coast  defen.ses.  thus  affording  a 
]<ro-|K.ct  that  the  entire  work  will  Ik.-  substantially  completed  within  six 
year-.  In  le--  time  than  tliat,  however,  we  shall  have  attained  a  marked 
'i-;iree  of  s-.-turil>-. 

Til'.-  exi)erience  and  results  of  tlie  pa>t  year  demonstrate  that  with  .i 
■  •/j.liniiatioii  ot  jiresent  careful  melhod.i  tlie  cost  of  the  remaining  work 
v.  iil  !/<.-  nnicli  ]e^->  tlian  the  original  estimate. 

We  -liould  always  keep  in  mind  that  of  all  forms  of  military  prejiara- 
"ion  co.ist  <lefense  alone  is  essentially  pacific  in  its  nature.      While  it  gives 

'  sen.sc  of  securily  due  Vo  a  cu\\r<v^v\>uess  of  strength,  it  is  neither  the 

•^i;  VV-  V'>-i=\ 
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purpose  nor  the  effect  of  such  permanent  fortifications  to  involve  us  in 
foreign  complications,  but  rather  to  guarantee  us  against  them.  They 
are  not  temptation  to  war,  but  security  against  it.  Thus  they  are  thor- 
oughly in  accord  with  all  the  traditions  of  our  national  dii)lomacy. 

The  Attorney-General  presents  a  detailed  and  interesting  statement  of 
the  important  work  done  under  his  supervision  during  the  last  fiscal  \car. 

The  ownership  and  management  by  the  Government  of  penitentiaries 
for  the  confinement  of  those  convicte<l  in  United  States  courts  of  viola- 
tions of  Federal  laws,  which  for  many  years  has  been  a  subject  of  Kxeo- 
utive  recommendation,  have  at  last  to  a  slight  extent  lieen  realized  by  the 
utilization  of  the  abandoned  railitar>'  pri.son  at  Fort  Leavenworth  as  a 
United  States  penitentiary. 

This  is  certainly  a  movement  in  the  right  direction,  but  it  ought  to  Ix: 
at  once  supplemented  by  the  rebuilding  or  extensive  enlargement  of  this 
improvi-sed  prison  and  the  con.struction  of  at  lea.st  one  more,  to  l)e  hxrated 
in  the  Southern  States.  The  capacity  of  the  Leavenworth  Penitentiary  is 
so  limited  that  the  expense  of  its  maintenance,  calculate<l  at  a  per  capita 
rate  upon  the  number  of  prisoners  it  can  accommodate,  does  not  make  as 
economical  an  exhibit  as  it  would  if  it  were  larger  and  Ijetter  adapted  to 
prison  purposes;  but  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  economy,  humanity, 
and  a  proper  sense  of  re.sponsibility  and  duty  toward  those  whom  we  jnui- 
i.sh  for  violations  of  Federal  law  dictate  that  the  Federal  Government 
should  have  the  entire  control  and  management  of  the  penitentiaries 
where  convicted  violators  are  confined. 

It  appears  that  since  the  transfer  of  the  Fort  Leavenworth  Military 
Prison  to  its  new  uses  the  work  previou.sly  done  by  prisoners  confined 
there,  and  for  which  expensive  machinery  has  1x;en  provided,  has  l)een 
discontinued.  This  work  consisted  of  the  manufacture  of  articles  for 
army  use,  now  done  elsewhere.  On  all  grounds  it  is  exceedingly  desir- 
able that  the  convicts  confined  in  this  penitentiary  be  allowed  to  resmne 
w^ork  of  this  description. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  the  .satisfactory  results  that  have  followed 
the  inauguration  of  the  new  system  provided  for  by  the  act  of  May  28, 
1896,  under  which  certain  Federal  officials  are  compen.sated  by  salaries 
instead  of  fees.  The  new  plan  was  put  in  operation  on  the  ist  day  of 
July,  1896,  and  already  the  great  economy  it  enforces,  its  prevention  of 
abuses,  and  its  tendency  to  a  better  enforcement  of  the  laws  are  strik- 
ingly apparent.  Detailed  evidence  of  the  usefulness  of  this  long-delayed 
but  now  happily  accomplished  reform  will  l)e  found  clearly  set  forth  in 
the  Attorney-General's  report. 

Our  Post-Office  Department  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  exhibit  made 
of  its  operations  durijjg  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  i8y6,  if  allowance 
is  made  for  imperfections  in  the  laws  applicable  to  it,  is  very  satisfactory. 
The  total  receipts  during  the  year  were  $82,499,208.40.  The  total  ex- 
penditures were  $90,626,296.84,  exclusive  of  the  $1,559,898.27  which 
was  earned  by  the  Pacific  Railroad  for  transix)rtatiou  aud  ct»id\Vvi«\  Wl-v 
their  debt  to  the  Gf)\'eninient.     There  was  ;«\  u\CTea'^*t  ol  xecviv^Vs  «s"i\ 
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tbe  pce\»uu9  jnear  of  $5,516,080.21.  or  7.1  per  cent,  and  an  vacraet  ol| 
expenditnres  of  $3,536.  iz4.o«,  or  4.42  percent.    Tbe  deficit  was  ^i .r<7^ - 
956. 19  les  than  tbal  of  the  precediiig  year.    The  diief  eJLpeuditiwsi 
the  postal  service  are  legnlated  bjr  law  and  are  not  in  the  oaotxot  of  1 
Postmaster-GeneraL     All  that  be  can  accomplish  by  the  most  ntcUil] 
administratioa  and  eoooomy  is  to  enforce  prompt  and  tborangh  1 
tkn  and  acxnontii^  fcr  pofalic  mooeys  and  such  minor  savings  in  I 
expenditures  and  in  letting  those  cootiacts.  for  post-cffioe 
star  service,  which  are  not  r^nbted  by  statute. 

An  effective  cooperatioa  between  the  Auditor's  Office  and  the  Poei-, 
Oflke  Department  and  the  making  and  enforcement  of  ordexs  In- 
Deportment  reqniring  immediate  notification  to  their  sorties  of  aU< 
qncndes  on  the  part  of  postmasters,  and  compelling  soc^ 
make  more  frequent  deposits  of  postal  funds,  have  resulted  in  a 
auditing  di  their  accounts  and  much  less  default  to  the  Govemmcail  tlnsl 
heretofore. 

The  year's  report  shows  large  extensions  of  both  star-route  service  tsA 
railway  mail  service,  with  increased  postal  facilities..  Much  higher  ana-i 
rac>'  in  handling  mails  has  also  been  reached,  as  appears  by  the  decntse] 
of  errors  in  tbe  railway  mail  service  and  the  redtictioD  of  mail  matltf : 
returned  to  the  Dead-Letter  OfiBce. 

The  deficit  for  the  last  year,  although  much  leas  than  that  of  the 
and  preceding  years,  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  legislation  to 
the  growing  abuse  of  second-class  rates,  to  which  the  deficiency'  b 
attributable.  The  transmisaon  at  the  rate  of  i  cent  a  pound  of 
libraries,  advertising  sheets,  "house organs"  (periodicals  adv-ertisiDg 
particular  ' '  house ' '  or  institution ) ,  sample  copies,  and  the  like  ooflit 
certainly  to  be  discontinued.  A  glance  at  the  re\"enues  received  for  tit 
work  done  last  year  will  show  more  plainly  than  any  other  statement  tif 
gross  abuse  of  the  postal  sennce  and  the  growing  waste  of  its  earnings. 

The  free  matter  carried  in  the  mails  for  the  Departments,  offices,  «*c. 
of  the  Government  and  for  Congress,  in  pounds,  amounted  to  94.480.  iS^. 

If  this  is  offset  against  buildings  for  post-offices  and  siatiotJs,  the  rentd 
of  which  would  more  thau  compensate  for  such  free  postal  service,  wr  bavt 
this  exhibit:

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le  retnaitider  of  our  postal  re\'enue,  amounting  to  something  more 
than  $5,000,000,  was  derix-ed  from  box  rents,  registry  fees,  money -order 
business,  and  other  similar  items. 

The  entire  exjienditures  of  the  Department,  including  pay  for  transpor- 
tation credited  to  the  Pacific  railroads,  were  $92,186,195.11.  which  may 
be  consideretl  as  the  cost  of  receiving,  carrs'ing,  and  delivering  the  above 
mail  matter.  It  thus  appears  that  though  the  second-class  matter  con- 
stituted more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  that  was  carried,  the  revenue 
derived  from  it  was  less  tlian  one-thirtieth  of  the  total  expense.

The  growth  in  weight  of  second-class  matter  has  been  from  299,000.000 
pounds  in  1S94  to  312,000,000  in  1895  and  to  almost  349,000,000  in  1896, 
and  it  is  quite  evident  this  increasing  drawback  is  far  outstripping  any 
possible  growth  of  postal  revenues. 

Our  mail  service  should  of  course  be  such  as  to  meet  the  wants  and 
even  the  conveniences  of  our  people  at  a  direct  charge  upon  theni  so  light 
as  perhaps  to  exclude  the  idea  of  our  Post-Office  Department  being  a 
money-making  conceni;  but  in  the  face  of  a  constantly  recurring  defi- 
ciency in  its  revenues  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  supply  the  best 
mail  service  in  the  world  it  seems  to  me  it  is  quite  time  to  correct  the 
abuses  that  swell  enormously  our  annual  deficit.  If  we  concede  the  public 
policy  of  carrying  weekly  newsj^ajDers  free  in  the  county  of  publication, 
and  even  the  policy  of  carrying  at  less  than  one-tenth  of  their  cost  other 
bona  fide  newspapers  and  jjeriodicals,  there  can  be  no  excuse  for  subject- 
ing the  ser\-ice  to  the  further  immense  and  increasing  loss  involved  in 
carrying  at  the  nominal  rate  of  1  cent  a  pound  the  serial  libraries,  some- 
times including  trashy  and  even  harmful  literature,  and  other  matter 
which  under  the  loose  interpretation  of  a  loose  statute  have  Ijeen  gradu- 
ally given  second-clas.s  rates,  tlius  absorbing  all  profitable  returns  derived 
from  first-class  matter,  which  pays  three  or  four  times  more  than  its  cost, 
and  producing  a  large  annual  loss  to  be  paid  by  general  taxation.  If 
such  .second-class  matter  paid  merely  the  cost  of  its  handling,  our  deficit 
would  disappear  and  a  surplus  result  which  might  be  used  to  gi\'e  the  peo- 
ple still  Ijetter  mail  facilities  or  cheaper  rates  of  letter  postage,  i  recom- 
mend that  legislation  be  at  once  enacted  to  correct  these  abuses  and 
introduce  better  business  ideas  in  the  regulation  of  our  postal  rates. 

Experience  and  observation  have  demon.strated  that  certain  improve- 
ments in  the  organization  of  the  Post-Office  Department  must  be  secured 
before  we  can  gain  the  full  lienefit  of  the  immense  sums  expended  in  its 
administration.  This  involves  the  following  reforms,  which  I  earnestly 
recommend : 

There  should  Ije  a  small  addition  to  the  existing  inspector  service,  to 
be  employed  in  the  supervision  of  the  carrier  force,  ■wVucVi.  wqvi  -swacccJofti?. 

■0/  Uie  Mcond  class  5^,^8.397  was  couuty-fT«c  uuXIct. 
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13.000  men  and  performs  its  servnce  practically  without  the  sur\-eillan 
exercised  over  all  other  branches  of  the  postal  or  public  service.  ( 
course  such  a  lack  of  supervision  and  freedom  from  wholesome  discipli 
ar>-  restraints  must  ine\-itably  lead  to  imperfect  serxnce.  There  shou 
also  be  appointed  a  few  inspectors  who  could  assist  the  central  office 
necessar>-  in\-estigation  concerning  matters  of  post-ofl&ce  leases,  post-offi 
sites,  allowances  for  rent.  fuel,  and  lights,  and  in  organizing  and  securi: 
the  best  results  from  the  work  of  the  14.000  clerks  now  employed  in  fii 
and  second  class  oflBces. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  small  expense  attending  the  inauguration 
these  reforms  would  actually  be  a  profitable  investment. 

I  especially  recommend  such  a  recasting  of  the  appropriations  by  Co 
gress  for  the  Post-Office  Department  as  will  permit  the  Postma.ster-Gt 
eral  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  consolidating  post-offices.  Tliis  wo 
has  already  been  entered  upon  sufficiently  to  fully  demonstrate  liy  e 
jieriment  and  experience  that  such  consolidation  is  productive  of  betti 
service,  larger  revenues,  and  less  expenditures,  to  sa>-  nothing  of  t! 
further  advantage  of  gradually  withdrawing  post-offices  from  the  spoi 
system. 

The  Universal  Postal  Union,  which  now  embraces  all  the  civili/* 
world  and  whose  delegates  will  represent  1,000,000,000  i>eople,  will  lnil< 
its  fifth  congress  in  the  dty  of  Washington  in  May,  1897.  The  Uniw 
States  may  be  said  to  have  taken  the  initiative  wliich  led  to  tlit  firs 
meeting  of  this  congress,  at  Berne  in  1874,  and  the  fomiation  of  tbi 
I'niversal  Postal  Union,  which  brings  the  postal  .>k;r\-ictr  of  all  cuuiitnc 
tu  every  man's  neighb«.>rhood  and  has  wTought  marvels  in  chcajicni:::? 
postal  rates  and  securing  absolutely  safe  mail  coninuiiiication  Ihronch""' 
the  world.  Previous  congres->*s  have  met  in  Berne,  Paris,  Li>lx)n.  ini 
Vienna,  and  the  respective  countries  in  which  they  have  a.s.senihlei;  lu« 
made  generous  provision  for  their  accommodation  and  for  the  rectrpti'fi 
and  entertainment  of  the  delegates. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  assemblage  and  of  its  delil)cr;iti  <s 
and  of  the  honors  and  hospitalities  accorded  to  our  representativ(.-> 'f 
other  coimtries  on  similar  occasions.  I  earnestly  hope  that  such  an  .ipr'' 
priation  will  be  made  for  the  expenses  nece.ssarily  attendant  u[Kin  tbr 
coming  meeting  in  our  capital  city  as  will  be  worthy  of  our  natioiia;  h'^ 
pitality  and  indicative  of  our  appreciation  of  the  event. 

The  work  of  the  Navy  Department  and  its  present  condition  arc  r.'> 
exhibited  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary.

It  has  Ix'cn  ilecided,  Imwi-rt' 
to  provide  in  every  shipbuilding  contract  that  the  builder  should  payi 
trial  expenses,  and  "\l  \\as  aVso  X'te^iw  determined  to  pay  no  sjKjed  preir.ius 
ill  future  cmitracls.     t\\e  VTenxvwiws  T<iice:cv\\>5  -kx^w^.^  •a.wvV  •same  yet  :■ 
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<ieciclc<l  are  features  of  the  contracts  made  Ijefore  this  conohision  was 
reached.

Our  manufacturing  facilities  are  at  this  time  ample  for  all  iK)ssil)le 
>iaval  contingencies.  Three  of  our  Government  nav\-yards — those  at 
^lare  Island,  Cal.,  Norfolk,  Va. ,  and  Brooklyn,  X.  Y. — are  e(iuii)ix.'d  for 
•ffsliipbuilding,  our  ordnance  plant  in  \Va.shington  is  ecjual  to  any  in  the 
"^rVorld,  and  at  the  torpedo  .station  we  are  .succes.sfully  making  the  highest 
Jt^rades  of  smokeless  powder.  The  first-cla.ss  private  ship\ards  at  Xewix  irt 
^J*v"c;ws,  Philadelphia,  and  San  Francisco  are  building  battle  shi])s;  eleven 
^Contractors,  .situated  in  the  States  of  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  Peiuisylvania, 
^*«"«:w  Jensey,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  the  State  of  Wasliington,  are  con- 
^t  meting  gunboats  or  torpedo  boats;  two  plants  are  matuifactiiring  large 
<lViantities  of  fir.st-cla.ss  armor,  and  American  factories  are  producing  aiUo- 
^^^obile  torj)edoes.  powder,  projectiles,  rapid-fire  ginis,  and  everything  else 
ll^es.«5ary  for  the  complete  outfit  of  naval  ves.sels. 

There  have  l)een  authorized  by  Congress  since  March,  1S93,  5  battle 
^liips,  6  light-draft  gunlxjats,  16  torix.'do  boats,  and  i  .submarine  torjK'do 
IxtKit.  Contracts  for  the  building  of  all  of  them  have  l)een  let.  The  vSec- 
^^tary  expres.ses  the  opinion  that  we  have  for  the  present  a  siiflicient  suj)- 
t*lyof  crui.sers  and  gunlwats,  and  that  hereafter  the  con.struetion  of  battle 
**'iips  and  torjjedo  1x>ats  will  su]ij)ly  our  needs. 

Much  attention  has  Ijeen  given  to  the  methods  of  carrying  on  de])art- 
'iiental  business.  Imix)rtant  m<jdifications  in  the  regulations  have  been 
***ade,  tending  to  imify  the  control  of  .shipbuilding  as  far  as  may  be 
*■* 'icier  the  Bureau  of  Con.struetion  and  Repair,  and  also  to  improve  the 
***o<le  of  purcha.sing  supplies  for  the  Navy  by  the  Bureau  of  Supjilies  and 
■^^-'counts.  The  establi.shment  luuler  recent  acts  of  Congress  of  a  sui)ply 
^ii<l  with  which  to  purchase  these  supi)lies  in  large  quantities  and  other 
^Modifications  of  metluxls  have  tended  materially  to  their  cheai>ening  and 
^^tter  quality. 

'riie  War  College  li.j.s  de\eloi)ed  into  an  iust\U\\."v>\\  \\\\\v;\\  \\.\s\vA\vi.svi^ 
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will  be  of  great  value  to  the  Navy  in  teaching  the  sdetx%  of  war.  as  ml 
OS  in  stimnlaling  professional  zeal  in  the  Xa\'>-,  and  it  will  lie  espedaO.T 
ttseful  in  the  devising  of  plans  for  the  utilization  in  case  of  necessitj  oi 
all  the  naval  resources  of  the  United  Sutes. 

The  Secretary  has  persistently  adhered  to  the  plan  he  foond  in  oper- 
ation for  securing  labor  at  navy-yards  through  boards  of  labor  empltn- 
ment,  and  has  done  much  to  make  it  more  complete  and  effidenL  The 
naval  officers  who  are  familiar  with  this  system  and  its  operatkm  cxprest 
the  decided  opinion  that  its  results  have  been  to  \-astly  improve  the  char- 
acter of  the  work  done  at  otir  yards  and  greatly  reduce  its  cost. 

Discipline  among  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Na\->-  has  been  maintained 
to  a  high  standard  and  the  percentage  of  American  citizens  enlisted  his 
been  ver>-  much  increased. 

The  Secretary  is  considering  and  will  formulate  during  the  coming 
winter  a  plan  for  laying  up  ships  in  reser\'e.  thereby  largely  redtidaf 
the  cost  of  maintaining  our  vessels  afloat.  This  plan  contemplates  tfatt 
battle  ships,  torpedo  boats,  and  such  of  the  cruisers  as  are  not  needed  for 
active  ser\-ice  at  sea  shall  be  kept  in  reserv^e  with  skeleton  crews  oo 
board  to  keep  them  in  condition,  cruising  only  enough  to  insiu-e  the  effi 
ciency  of  the  ships  and  their  cre^vs  in  time  of  activity. 

The  economy  to  result  fnun  this  svstera  is  too  ob\-ious  to  need  com- 
ment. 

The  Naval  Militia,  which  was  authorizetl  a  few  years  ago  as  an  exper 
ment,  has  now  developed  into  a  body  of  enterprising  young  men.  active 
and  energetic  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  promising  great  use- 
fulness. This  establishment  has  nearly  the  same  relation  to  our  Navy 
as  the  National  Guard  in  the  different  States  bears  to  our  Army,  and  it 
constitutes  a  source  of  supply  for  our  naval  forces  the  importance  dL 
which  is  immediately  apparent. 

The  report  of  the  Secretan.-  of  the  Interior  presents  a  coraprehettsht 
and  interesting  exhibit  of  the  numerous  and  important  affairs  committed 
to  his  supervision.  It  is  impossible  in  this  ctimmunication  to  do  more 
than  briefly  refer  to  a  few  of  the  subjects  concemiug  which  the  Secretary' 
gives  full  and  instructive  information. 

The  money  appropriated  on  account  of  this  Department  and  f 
disbursement  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1S96,  amounted  to 
than  $157,000,000,  or  a  greater  sum  than  was  appropriated  for  the  entiir 
maintenance  of  tlie  Government  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ended  June  30, 
1861. 

Our  public  lands,  originally  amounting  to  1,840.000.000  acres.  ha\^ 
been  so  reduced  that  only  alwut  600.000,000  acres  still  remain  in  Gov- 
ernment contr«5l.  excluding  Ala.ska.  The  balance,  being  by  far  the  nnst 
valuable  portion,  has  been  given  away  to  settlers,  to  new  States,  and  to 
railroads  or  sold  at  a  comparatively  nominal  sum.     Tlie  p;itenting  <>f 

j/f  in  execution  oJ  raWroad.  grawVi  \va«.  Y^o^essejJL  -ra^jAdV;  during  the 
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ear,  and  since  the  4tb  day  of  March,  1893,  about  25,000,000  acres  have 
Jius  been  conveyed  to  these  corporations. 

I  agree  with  the  Secretary  tliat  the  remainder  <jf  oiir  public  lands  should 
le  more  carefully  dealt  with  and  their  alienation  guarded  by  better  ecou- 
imy  and  greater  prudence. 

The  commission  appointed  from  the  memliership  of  the  National  Acad- 
•niy  of  Sciences,  provided  for  by  an  act  of  Congress,  to  formulate  plans 
^or  a  national  forestry  system  will,  it  is  hoped,  soon  I*  prepared  to  ]>re- 
lent  the  result  of  thorough  and  intelligent  examination  of  this  important 
subject. 

The  total  Indian  population  of  the  Unite<l  States  is  177,235,  according 
:o  a  census  made  in  1895,  exclusive  of  tlnjse  within  the  State  of  New 
STork  and  those  comprising  the  Five  Civilized  Tribes.  Of  this  number 
there  are  approximately  38.000  children  of  school  age.  During  the  year 
3.393  of  these  were  enrolled  in  schools.  The  progress  which  has  at- 
tended recent  efforts  to  extend  lu«lian-school  facilities  and  the  aiitlcipa- 
ion  of  continued  liberal  appropriations  to  that  end  can  not  fail  to  afford 
the  utmost  .satisfaction  to  those  who  lielieve  that  the  education  of  Indian 
children  is  a  prime  factor  in  the  accomplishment  of  Indian  civilization. 

It  may  be  said  in  general  terms  that  in  every  particular  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Indians  under  Government  care  has  l)een  nio.st  marked  and 
ncouraging. 
The  Secretar>%  the  Commis-sioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  the  agents 
having  charge  of  Indians  to  whom  allotments  have  been  made  strongly 
urge  the  jjassage  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquor  to  allottees  who 
have  taken  their  lands  in  severally.  I  earnestly  join  in  this  recommen- 
dation and  venture  to  express  the  hojx;  that  the  Indian  may  be  speedily 
protected  against  this  greatest  of  all  obstacles  to  his  well-ljeing  and  ad- 

I  van  cement. 
The  condition  of  affairs  among  the  Five  Civilized  Trilies,  who  occupy 
large  tracts  of  land  in  the  Indian  Territory  and  who  have  governments 
of  their  own,  has  a.ssumed  .such  an  aspect  as  to  render  it  almost  indis- 
pensable that  there  should  be  an  entire  change  in  the  relations  of  these 
Indians  to  the  General  Govenmient,  This  .seems  to  Ije  nece.ssarj-  in 
furtherance  of  their  own  interests,  as  well  as  for  the  protection  of  non- 
Indian  residents  in  their  territory.  A  commission  organized  atid  em{X)w- 
ered  under  several  recent  laws  is  now  tiegotiating  with  these  Indians  for 

I  the  relinquishment  of  their  courts  and  the  division  of  their  common  lands 
in  severalty  and  arc  aiding  in  the  settlement  of  the  troublesome  question 
of  tribal  membership.  The  reception  of  their  first  proffers  of  negotiation 
was  not  encouraging,  but  through  patience  and  such  conduct  on  their  part 
as  demonstrated  that  their  intentions  were  friendly  and  in  the  interest  of 
the  tribes  the  prospect  of  success  has  become  more  promising.  The  effort 
should  be  to  save  these  Indians  from  the  consequences  of  their  own  to.v5.- 
takes  and  improvifJence  and  to  secure  to  the  teaV  \\\A\vi\\  \v\s  \\^v-i.  -as. 
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v^a'.u^t  intruflern  av.'\  jirofcssed  frieiiil>  who  profit  by  his  retny^re^irion. 
A  clmnvCc  is  ;il><  >  iieedcd  to  protect  lite  and  property  through  the  upcra- 
lion  of  courts  conducted  accordinjj^  to  strict  justice  and  strong  enouiih  to 
enton:e  their  mandates. 

A,-'  a  sincere  friend  of  the  Indian,  I  am  exceedingly  anxious  that  these 
reform^,  siiould  lie  accf>mpHshefi  with  the  consent  and  aid  of  the  trlbts 
and  that  no  necessity  may  fie  presentefl  for  radical  or  drastic  legislation. 
I  hojje.  therefore,  that  the  commis.si<jn  now  conducting  negotiations  will 
so«")n  be  al;le  to  report  that  progress  has  been  made  toward  a  friendly 
adjustment  of  existing  difficulties. 

It  appears  that  a  very  valuable  deposit  of  gilsonite  or  a.splialtum  has 
Ijeen  fotnid  on  the  ri^servation  in  Utah  occupied  by  the  Unconipahgre  Ute 
Indians.  IC\cr\-  con.sideration  of  care  for  the  public  interest  and  ever>' 
sen-^ible  business  reason  dictate  such  management  or  di.sposal  of  this 
imjiortant  .s<jnrcc  of  public  revenue  as  will  except  it  from  the  general 
rules  and  incidents  attending  the  ordinary-  di.sposition  of  public  lands 
anfl  secure  to  the  fl<jvemment  a  fair  share  at  least  of  its  advantages  in 
I)lace  of  its  transfer  for  a  nominal  .sum  to  interested  indi\-iduals. 

I  indorse  the  recommendation  made  by  the  present  Secretar\-  of  the 
Interif)r,  as  well  as  his  predece.ssor,  that  a  permanent  commission,  coii- 
.sisting  of  three  niemljers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  an  army  officer,  be  cre- 
ated to  ^tcrUivm  the  duties  now  devolving  upon  the  Commissioner  and 
A.ssistant  Cr»niniissioner  of  Indian  Affairs.  The  management  of  the  Bu- 
reau involves  such  numerous  and  diverse  details  and  the  ad\-aniages  of 
an  iniintt.rruptcd  fK)licy  are  so  apparent  that  I  hope  the  change  sugs^cstci 
will  im.^et  the  a]>priArd  of  the  Congress. 

The  diniiiituion  of  our  enormous  ])ension  roll  and  the  <lecrea.>e  of  ivu- 
sion  exi)enditiirc.  which  have  l)een  so  often  confidently  fcjrctoUl.  still  f.iii 
in  niMteri.-d  nalizntion.  The  numlier  of  ])fnsioners  on  the  rolls  at  the 
( lf)-<'  of  the  fi-cal  year  ended  June  .^i.>.  iScy>,  was  970. 67S.  Th:>  is  the 
InrtMst  mniilxT  ever  re[)orted.  The  amount  paid  exclusively  for  ])ensii>v.> 
dininv  the  year  was  5i.^s.2i4.7'')i.<j4.  a  slightdecrea.se  from  that  of  tl.c 
])ri(  ifliMi;  \ear.  while  the  total  cx|)enditures  on  account  of  ix.'nsion<.  i::- 
(•lii'lin'4  the  losi  of  maintaining  the  Department  and  exiK-n.scs  attemlin-j 
])en-.ioti  (li'-tribntion.  amounted  to  5142.20*'), 550. 59.  or  within  a  verv  .■>niall 
fraction  of  one-third  of  the  entire  ex|)ense  of  .supj«)rting  the  ( lovernnient 
during'  the  sime  year.

The  Coraniissioner  of  Pensions  reports  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
339  indictments  were  found  against  violators  of  the  pension  laws.  Upon 
these  indictments  167  convictions  resulted. 

In  my  opinion,  based  upon  such  statements  as  these  and  much  other 
informati(m  and  ol>servation ,  the  abuses  which  have  l)een  allowed  to 
creep  into  our  pension  system  have  done  incalculable  harm  in  demoral- 
izing our  people  and  undermining  good  citizenship.  1  have  endeavored 
within  my  sphere  of  ofiBcial  duty  to  protect  our  pension  roll  and  make  it 
what  it  sliould  l)e,  a  roll  of  honor,  containing  the  names  of  those  disabled 
in  their  country's  service  and  worthy  of  their  country's  affectioTiate  re- 
membrance. Wlien  I  have  seen  those  who  p3se  as  the  soldiers'  friends 
active  and  alert  in  urging  greater  laxity  and  more  reckless  jK-tision  ex- 
penditure, while  nursing  selfish  scliemes,  I  have  deprecated  the  appro;ich 
of  a  situation  when  necessary  retrenchment  and  enforced  ectmomy  may 
lead  to  an  attack  upon  pension  abuses  so  determined  as  to  overlixik  the 
dLscriniination  due  to  those  who,  worthy  of  a  nation's  care,  ought  to  live 
and  die  under  the  protection  of  a  nation's  gratitude. 

The  Secretary  calls  attention  to  the  public  interests  involved  in  an 
adjustment  of  the  obligations  of  the  Pacific  railroads  to  the  Govenimcnt. 
I  deem  it  to  he  an  important  duty  to  especially  present  this  subject  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Congress. 

On  Januar)'  1,  1897,  with  the  amount  already  matured,  more  than 
$13,000,000  of  the  principal  of  the  subsidy  bonds  issued  by  the  United 
States  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway,  including 
its  Kansas  line,  and  more  tliati  J6,ooo,ooo  of  like  liotuls  issued  in  aid  of  the 
Central  Pacific  Railroad,  including  those  issued  to  the  Western  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  will  have  fallen  due  and  been  paid  or  must  on  that 
day  l)e  paid  by  the  Gtiverinnent.  Without  any  reference  to  the  applica- 
tion of  the  sinking  fund  now  in  the  Trcasur\-,  tliis  \vill  create  such  a  default 
on  the  part  of  these  companies  to  the  Government  as  will  give  it  tlie  right 
to  at  once  institute  pnxeediirgs  to  foreclose  its  mortgage  lien.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  indebtedness,  which  will  be  due  January  i,  1897,  there  will 
mature  between  that  date  and  January  1 ,  1899,  the  remaining  principal  of 
such  subsidy  bonds,  which  must  also  be  met  liy  the  (loverninent.  These 
amount  to  more  thau  $20,000,000  on  account  of  the  Union  Pacific  lines 
and  exceed  $21,000,000  on  account  of  the  Central  Pacific  lines. 

The  situation  of  these  roads  and  the  comhtion  of  their  indebtetlness  to 
the  Governnieut  have  been  fully  set  forth  in  the  rcixirts  of  various  com- 
mittees to  the  present  and  prior  Congresses,  and  as  early  as  1887  they 
were  thoroughly  examined  by  a  special  commission  appointed  pursuant 
to  an  act  of  Congress.  The  considerations  requiring  an  adjustment  of 
the  Government's  relations  to  the  companies  have  been  clearly  presented 
and  the  conclusion  reached  with  practical  uniformity  that  if  these  rela- 
tions are  not  tenninated  they  should  l^e  revised  upou  a.  b^s\^  s^i'^'^vcv'?, 
their  safe  continuance.

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Under  aectkm  4  of  the  act  of  Coogreas  paaaed  Horcli  3,  ctS87,  tbe

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Congress  has  foT  a  number  of  yean 
constantly  had  under  consideration  various  plans  for  dealing  with  Ar| 
conditions  existing  between  these  roads  and  the  Govemmeot.  I  tec 
thus  far  felt  justified  in  withholding  action  under  the  statute  ahnt 
mentioned. 

Ill  the  case  of  the  Union  Pacific  Company,  howe^-er,  the  situation 
Ikcoihc  especially  and  immediately  urgent.  Proceedings  ha\-e  been 
tuted  to  foreclose  a  first  mortgage  upon  those  aided  parts  of  ttie  maia 
uiKin  which  the  Government  holds  a  second  and  subordinate 
lien.  In  consequence  of  those  proceedings  and  increasing  complies! 
added  to  the  default  occurring  on  the  1st  day  of  Janaar\\  1897,3  cona- 
tion will  lje  presented  at  that  date,  so  far  as  this  company  is  cotkcenxd. 
that  must  L'niphasj/.e  the  mandate  of  the  act  of  1887  and  gi\-e  to  Ex( 
tive  duty  under  its  provisions  a  more  imperative  aspect.  Therefore,  unl 
Congress  shall  otherwise  direct  or  shall  have  previously  determined  tipoo 
a  <lifferctit  soluliun  of  the  problem,  there  will  hardly  appear  to  exL>>t  any 
reason  for  delaying  beyond  the  date  of  the  default  above  mentioned  such 
F,xi-cnlivi.Ticli(H)  as  will  promise  to  subserve  the  public  interests  and  sare 
the  CVinxrninent  from  the  loss  threatened  by  further  inaction. 

The  I)cj)urlnicnt  of  Agriculture  is  so  intimately  related  to  thewdfanr 
of  our  jieople  and  tile  prosjx;rity  of  our  n.ition  that  it  should  cnnstanlly 
receive  tlie  care  and  encouragement  of  the  Govemnieiit.  P'roni  «anall 
iK'ginuings  it  has  grown  to  l>e  the  center  of  agricultural  intelligenci:  and 
tile  source  of  aid  and  encouragement  to  agricultural  efforts.  Large  sums 
of  money  are  .innually  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  this  Depait- 
mctit,  and  it  must  be  confeK.sed  that  the  legislation  relating  to  it  has  not 
always  l>eeii  directly  iu  llie  interest  of  practical  fanning  or  properly 
guarded  against  waste  and  extravagance.  So  far,  however,  as  puWic 
money  has  been  appropriated  fairly  and  sensibly  to  help  those  who  actu- 
ally till  tile  soil,  no  expenditure  has  been  more  profitably  made  or  more 
genenilly  ajiprnved  by  the  i>eoi)le. 

Under  the  present  management  of  the  Department  its  usefulness  has 
l>een  enhanced  in  every  direction,  and  at  the  same  time  strict  economy 
has  U-eii  enforced  tu  tlie  utmost  extent  permitted  by  Congressional  actioo. 
I'Voni  the  rejxjrt  of  the  Secretary  it  appears  that  through  careful  and  pro- 
dent  fiuuncia!  management  he  has  annually  saved  a  large  sum  from  his 
appro] )riiit ions,  ajjgtegauw^  dvmw^  \\\«.  \vLCvx.v£Jufc»srj  ^.wikw^  tu  the  dosCi 
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of  the  present  fiscal  year  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  entire  amount  appropri- 
ated. These  results  have  been  accomplished  by  a  conscientious  study  of 
the  real  needs  of  the  farmer  and  such  a  regard  for  economy  as  the  genu- 
ine fanner  ought  to  appreciate,  supplemented  by  a  rigid  adherence  to 
civil-service  methods  in  a  Department  which  should  be  conducted  in  the 
interest  of  agriculture  instead  of  partisan  politics. 

The  Secretary  reports  that  the  value  of  our  exports  of  farm  products 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $570,000,000,  an  increase  of  $17,- 
000,000  over  those  of  the  year  immediately  preceding.  This  statement 
is  not  the  less  welcome  because  of  the  fact  that,  notwithstanding  such 
increase,  the  proportion  of  exported  agricultural  products  to  our  total 
exports  of  all  descriptions  fell  off  during  the  year.  The  benefits  of  an 
increase  in  agricultural  exports  being  a.ssured,  the  decrease  in  its  pro- 
portion to  our  total  exports  is  the  more  gratifying  when  we  consider 
that  it  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  such  total  exports  for  the  year  increased 
more  than  $75,000,000. 

The  large  and  increasing  exportation  of  our  agricultural  products  sug- 
gests the  great  usefulness  of  the  organization  lately  established  in  the 
Department  for  the  purpose  of  giving  to  those  engaged  in  farming  pur- 
suits reliable  information  concerning  the  condition,  needs,  and  advan- 
tages of  different  foreign  markets.  Inasmuch  as  the  success  of  the  farmer 
depends  upon  the  advantageous  sale  of  his  products,  and  inasmuch  as 
foreign  markets  must  largely  be  the  destination  of  such  products,  it  is 
quite  apparent  that  a  knowledge  of  the  conditions  and  wants  that  affect 
those  markets  ought  to  result  in  sowing  more  intelligently  and  reap- 
ing with  a  better  promise  of  profit.  Such  information  points  out  the 
way  to  a  prudent  foresight  in  the  selection  and  cultivation  of  crops  and 
to  a  release  from  the  bondage  of  unreasoning  monotony  of  production,  a 
glutted  and  depressed  market,  and  constantly  recurring  unprofitable  toil. 

In  my  opinion  the  gratuitous  distribution  of  seeds  by  the  Department 
as  at  present  conducted  ought  to  be  discontinued.  No  one  can  read  the 
statement  of  the  Secretary  on  this  subject  and  doubt  the  extravagance 
and  questionable  results  of  this  practice.  The  professed  friends  of  the 
farmer,  and  certainly  the  farmers  themselves,  are  naturally  expected  to 
be  willing  to  rid  a  Department  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  farming 
interests  of  a  feature  which  tends  so  much  to  its  di.scredit. 

The  Weather  Bureau,  now  attached  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
has  continued  to  extend  its  sphere  of  usefulness,  and  by  an  uninterrupted 
improvement  in  the  accuracy  of  its  forecasts  has  greatly  increased  its 
efficiency  as  an  aid  and  protection  to  all  whose  occupations  are  related  to 
weather  conditions. 

Omitting  further  reference  to  the  operations  of  the  Department,  I  com- 
mend the  Secretary's  report  and  the  suggestions  it  contains  to  the  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  Congress. 

The  progress  made  in  civil-service  reform  iutms\\es  a  cawsfc  ^ort  'Cc»r. 
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atnlation.  It  has  stirv-i\-«d  the  doubts  of  its  friends  as  ^ 
of  its  enemies  and  has  gained  a  permanetu  place  among  the 
destined  to  deanse  our  politics  and  to  inipro\-e,  economize,  and 
the  fmblic  serrice. 
Their  are  now  in  the  competitive  das^fied  ser\-ice  upward  of  84,000 
5.  more  than  half  of  these  having  been  included  from  time  to  time 
March  4, 1893.  A  most  radical  and  sweeping  extension  vva3  made 
by  Executive  order  dated  the  6th  day  of  May,  1S96,*  and  if  fourth-class 
tmasterships  are  not  included  in  the  statement  it  may  be  said  that 
tically  all  positions  contemplated  by  the  civil -service  law  are  uow 
[classified.  Abundant  reasons  exist  for  including  these  postmaster- 
ships,  based  upon  economy,  improved  service,  and  the  peace  and  quiet  of 
neighborhoods.  If,  howev'er,  obstacles  prevent  such  action  at  present, 
I  earnestly  hope  that  Congress  will,  without  increasing  post-office  appro- 
priations, so  adjust  them  as  to  permit  in  proper  cases  a  consolidation  of 
these  post-oflBces,  to  the  end  that  through  this  process  the  result  desired 
may  to  a  limited  extent  be  accomplished. 

The  .civil-service  rules  as  amended  during  the  last  year  provide  for  a 
sensible  and  uniform  method  of  promotion ,  basing  eligibility  to  better 
positions  upm  demonstrated  efficiency  and  faithfulness.  The  absence  of 
fixed  rules  on  this  subject  has  been  an  infirmity  in  the  system  more  and 
more  apparent  as  its  other  benefits  have  been  better  appreciated. 

The  advantages  of  civil-service  methods  in  their  liusiness  aspects  .are 
too  well  understood  to  require  argument.  Their  application  has  liecome 
a  necessity  to  the  executive  work  of  the  Government.  But  tho.se  who 
gain  positions  through  the  operation  of  these  methods  should  Ije  made 
to  understand  that  the  nonpartisan  scheme  through  which  they  receire 
their  appointments  demands  from  them  by  way  of  reciprocity  nonpar^ 
tisan  and  faithful  iierfornuince  of  duty  under  every  Administration  and 
cheerful  fidelity  to  even,'  chief.  While  they  should  be  encouraged  to  de- 
cently exerci.se  their  rights  of  citizenship  and  to  support  through  their 
sufTrfiges  the  political  lieliefs  they  honestly  profess,  the  noisy,  pestilent, 
and  parti.san  employee,  who  loves  political  turmoil  and  contention  or  whw 
renders  lax  and  grudging  service  to  an  Administration  not  representing 
his  political  views,  should  Ix-  promptly  and  fearlessly  dealt  with  in  such 
a  way  as  to  furnish  a  warning  lo  others  who  may  lie  likewise  disposed. 
The  anini.il  rL]«>rl  of  the  Commissioners  will  be  duly  transmitted,  and 
I  mnnneml  ihc  important  matter  they  have  in  charge  to  the  careful  con- 
sidcralion  of  the  Congress. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  during  the  last  year  sup- 
plieil  ahuiulant  evidence  of  its  usefulness  and  the  importance  of  the  wt>rk 
connuitted  to  its  charge. 

Public  traiisiHDrtation  is  a  universal  necessity,  and  the  question  of  jus* 
and  rcasoauble  charges  therefor  has  become  of  vital  importance  not  only 
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to  shippers  aud  carriers,  but  also  to  the  vast  imiltilude  of  producers  and 
consumers.  The  justice  and  equity  of  the  principles  eiul>odied  in  the 
existing  law  passed  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  these  cliarges  are  every- 
where conce<led,  and  there  apjiears  to  be  no  (|uestion  that  tlie  pohcy  thtis 
entered  upon  has  a  jx^rmanent  place  iu  our  legislation. 

As  the  present  statute  when  enacted  was  in  the  nature  of  the  case  more 
or  less  tentative  and  experimental,  it  was  hardly  expected  to  supply  a 
complete  and  adequate  system.  While  its  wholesome  effects  are  mani- 
fest and  have  amply  justified  its  enactment,  it  is  evident  that  all  desired 
reforms  in  tran.sportation  methods  have  not  been  fully  accomplished.  In 
view  of  the  judicial  inteq>retatioii  which  .some  provisions  of  this  statute 
have  received  and  the  defects  disckvsed  by  the  efforts  made  for  its  enforce- 
ment, its  revision  and  amendment  appear  to  be  essential,  to  the  end  that  it 
may  more  effectually  reach  the  evils  designed  to  be  corrected.  I  hojw  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commission  upon  this  subject  will  he  promptly 
and  fa\orably  considered  by  the  Congress. 

I  desire  to  recur  to  the  statements  elsewhere  made  concerning  the  Gov- 
ernment's receipts  and  exix-iiditures  for  the  purpose  of  venturing  upon 
some  suggestions  touching  our  present  tariff  law  and  its  operation. 

This  statute  t(x>k  effect  on  the  2>Hth  day  of  August,  1894.  Whatever 
tnay  l>e  its  shortcomings  as  a  complete  measure  of  tariff  reform,  it  must 
be  conceded  that  it  has  opened  the  way  to  a  freer  and  greater  exchange 
of  commodities  lx;lween  us  and  other  countries,  and  thus  furnished  a 
wider  market  for  our  products  aud  manufactures. 

The  only  entire  fiscal  year  during  which  this  law  has  been  in  force 
ended  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  i8y6.  In  that  year  our  imports  increased 
over  tho.sc  of  the  previous  year  more  than  $6,500,000,  while  the  value  of 
the  domestic  pnxlucts  we  exported  and  which  found  markets  abroad  was 
nearly  $-jo,(x>o,(X)0  more  than  during  the  precetling  year. 

Those  who  insist  that  the  cost  to  our  people  of  articles  coming  to  them 
from  abroad  for  their  needful  u.se  should  only  be  iucrea.sed  through  tariff 
charges  to  an  extent  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Goveni- 
ment,  as  well  as  those  who  claitu  that  tariff  charges  may  be  laid  uikmi 
such  articles  lx;yond  the  neces.sities  of  Govenunent  revenue  aud  with 
the  additional  purpose  of  so  increasing  their  price  iu  our  markets  as  to 
give  American  manufacturers  an<l  producers  better  and  more  profitable 
opportunities,  must  agree  that  our  tariff  laws  are  only  primarily  jus- 
tified as  sources  of  revenue  to  enable  the  Government  to  meet  the  neces- 
sar\'  exjxjnses  of  its  maintenance.  Con.sidered  as  to  its  efficiency  in  this 
aspect,  the  present  law  can  by  no  means  fall  under  just  condemnation. 
During  the  only  complete  fiscal  year  of  its  operation  it  has  yielded  nearly 
$8,000,000  more  revenue  than  was  received  from  tariff  duties  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  There  was,  nevertheleas,  a  deficit  between  our  receipts  aud 
expenditures  of  a  little  more  than  J525, 000,000.  Tbia,\vQweN'a,'«i'i&v«i\. 
K  unexpected. 
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I  suppose  it  will  nol  be  denied  that  under  the  present  law  our  people 
>btain  the  necessaries  of  a  comfortable  existence  at  a  cheaper  rate  than 
formerly.  This  is  a  matter  of  supreme  importance,  since  it  is  the  palpa- 
"ble  duty  of  every  just  government  to  make  the  burdens  of  taxation  as 
Ug:ht  as  possible.  The  people  should  not  be  required  to  relinquish  this 
privilege  of  cheaper  li\ing  except  under  the  stress  of  their  Government's 
necessity  made  plainly  manifest. 

This  reference  to  the  condition  and  prospects  of  our  revenues  naturally 
suggest-s  an  allusion  to  the  weakness  and  vices  of  our  financial  methods. 
They  have  been  frequently  pressetl  upon  the  attention  of  Congress  in 
previous  Executive  communications  and  the  inevitable  danger  of  their 
continued  toleration  pointed  out.  Without  now  repeating  these  details, 
I  can  not  refrain  from  again  earnestly  presenting  the  necessity  of  the 
prompt  reform  of  a  system  opposed  to  every  rule  of  sound  finance  and 
shown  by  experience  to  be  fraught  with  the  gravest  peril  and  perj^lexity. 
The  terrible  Civil  War,  which  shook  the  foundations  of  our  Government 
more  than  thirty  years  ago,  brought  in  its  train  the  destruction  of  prop- 
erty, the  wa.sting  of  our  country's  substance,  and  the  estrangement  of 
brethren.  These  are  now  past  and  forgotten.  Even  the  distressing  loss 
of  life  the  conflict  entailed  is  but  a  sacred  memory  which  fosters  patri- 
otic sentiment  and  keeps  alive  a  tender  regard  for  those  who  nobly  dietl. 
And  yet  there  remains  with  us  to-day  in  full  strength  and  activity,  as  an 
incident  of  that  tremendous  struggle,  a  feature  of  its  financial  necessities 
not  only  unsuited  to  our  present  circumstances,  but  manifestly  a  disturb- 
ing menace  to  busiuess  security  and  an  ever-preseut  agent  of  monetary 
distress. 

Because  we  may  be  enjoying  a  teniporar>'  relief  from  its  depressing 
influence,  this  should  not  hill  us  into  "a  faLse  security  nor  lead  us  to  forget 
the  suddenness  of  jxtst  visitations. 

I  am  more  convinced  than  ever  that  we  can  have  no  assured  financial 
peace  and  safety  until  the  Government  currency  obligations  upon  which 
gold  may  he.  demanded  from  the  Treasury  are  withdrawn  from  circulation 
and  canceled.  This  might  lie  done,  as  has  Ijeeii  heretofore  reconunended, 
by  their  exchange  for  long-term  Ixjnds  bearing  a  low  rate  of  interest  or 
by  their  redemption  with  the  proceeds  of  sucli  Ixjnds.  Even  if  only  the 
United  States  notes  known  as  greenbacks  were  thus  retired  it  is  probable 
that  the  Treasury  notes  issued  in  payment  of  silver  purchases  under  the 
act  of  July  14,  1890,  now  paid  in  gold  when  demanded,  would  not  create 
much  (Usturbance,  as  they  might  from  time  to  time,  when  received  in  the 
Treasury  by  redemption  in  gold  or  otherwise,  Ijc  gradually  and  prudently 
replaced  by  silver  coin. 

This  plan  of  issuing  Ijonds  for  the  purpose  of  redemption  certainly 
appears  to  be  the  most  effective  and  direct  path  to  the  needed  reform. 
In  default  of  this,  however,  it  would  he  a  step  in  the  xvf^xX.  dvrecUow  \t 
cnrreucy  obligations  redeemable  in  gold  w\iev\e\'tt  so  te.^'tcvafc^  "^<iN\^ 


be  canceled  instead  of  being  reissued.     This  operation  would  be  a  slow 
remedy,  but  it  would  improve  present  conditions. 

National  lianks  should  redeem  llieir  owu  notes.  They  should  be  al- 
lowed lo  i.s.sue  circulation  to  tlie  par  value  of  bonds  deposited  as  security 
for  its  redemption  and  the  tax  on  their  circulation  should  be  reduced  to 
one-fourth  of  i  per  cent. 

In  considering  projects  fur  the  retirement  of  United  States  notes  and 
Treasury  notes  issued  under  the  law  of  1890, 1  am  of  the  opinion  tlial  we 
have  placed  too  much  stress  upon  the  danger  of  contracting  the  currency 
and  have  calculated  too  little  upon  the  gold  that  would  be  added  lo  our 
circulation  if  invited  to  us  by  better  and  safer  financial  methotls.  It  is 
not  so  much  a  contractiou  of  our  currency  that  should  fie  avoided  as  its 
unequal  distril>utii>n. 

This  might  l)e  ob\iated  and  any  fear  of  hannful  contraction  at  the  same 
time  remove<l  by  allowing  the  organization  of  smaller  Ixuiks  and  in  less 
populous  ctiuniiuuitics  than  are  now  permitted,  aud  also  authorizing  ex- 
isting banks  to  establish  branches  in  small  communities  under  proper 
restrictions. 

The  entire  case  may  be  presented  by  the  statement  that  the  da^'  of  sen- 
sible aud  sound  financial  methods  will  not  dawn  upon  us  until  our  Gov- 
ernment abandons  the  banking  business  and  the  accumulation  of  funds 
and  confines  its  monetary  oj^ierattons  to  the  receipt  of  the  money  contrib- 
uted b.\  the  X'ef^ple  for  its  support  and  to  the  expenditure  of  such  money 
for  the  people's  benefit. 

Our  business  interests  and  all  good  citizens  long  for  rest  from  feveridi 
agitation  and  the  inauguration  by  the  Goveriunent  of  a  reformed  finan- 
cial jjolicy  which  will  encourage  enterprise  and  make  certain  tlie  rewards 
of  lalxjr  and  industry. 

Another  topic  in  which  our  people  rightfully  take  a  deep  interest  may 
l>e  here  brieflj'  consiilercd.  I  refer  to  the  existence  of  trusts  and  other 
huge  aggregations  of  capital  the  object  of  which  is  to  secure  tlie  mo- 
nopoly of  some  particidar  I)ranch  of  trade,  industry,  or  commerce  anj  to 
stifle  wholesome  competition.  When  these  are  defended,  it  is  usually 
on  the  ground  that  though  they  increase  profits  they  also  reduce  prices, 
aud  lluis  may  i>enefit  the  public.  It  must  Ije  rememberetl,  however,  that 
a  reduction  of  prices  to  the  people  is  not  one  of  the  real  objects  of  these 
organizations,  nor  is  their  tendency  necessarily  in  that  direction.  If  H 
occurs  in  a  particular  case  it  is  only  Ixjcause  it  accords  with  the  purposes 
or  interests  of  tho.se  managing  the  scheme. 

Such  occasional  results  fall  far  short  of  compensating  the  palpable  e\ils 

L  charged  to  the  accoinit  of  trusts  and  monopolies.  Their  tendency  is  to 
crush  out  individual  independence  aud  to  hinder  or  prevent  the  free  use  ci 
human  faculties  and  the  full  development  of  human  character.  Tlirousjh 
(hem  the  farmer,  the  artisaiA.  aT\<\\.\\«:  "a\\\a.\\  Vfa.det  is  in  danger  of  dislodg- 
mnat  from  the  proud  po^^^^'^^"*^  ol  Xjtwv^  \i\^  o^w  wi'asXsa.  ,^'a.v£«&.>^  ^^  .Jl

tliat  touches  his  countr\''s  prosperity,  in  whieli  he  has  an  individual  lot, 
and  interested  in  all  that  affects  thfe  advantages  of  business  of  which  he 
is  a  factor,  to  be  relegated  to  the  level  of  a  mere  appurtenance  to  a  great 
machine,  with  little  freewill,  mth  no  duty  but  that  of  passive  obedience, 
and  with  little  hope  or  opportunity  of  rising  in  the  scale  of  responsible  and 
helpful  citizenship. 

To  the  instinctive  belief  that  such  is  the  inevitable  trend  of  trusts  and 
monopolies  is  due  the  widespread  and  deep-seated  popular  aversion  in 

hich  Ihey  are  held  and  the  not  unreasonable  insistence  that,  whatever 
may  be  their  incidental  economic  advantages,  their  general  effect  upon 
personal  character,  prospects,  and  usefulness  can  not  !«  otherwise  than 
injurious. 

Though  Congress  has  attempted  to  deal  with  this  matter  by  legisla- 
tion, the  laws  passed  for  that  purpose  thus  far  have  proved  ineffective, 
lot  because  of  any  lack  of  disposition  or  attempt  to  enforce  them,  but 
imply  l>ecause  the  laws  themseh'es  as  interpreted  by  the  courts  do  not 
reach  the  difl5culty.  If  the  insufficiencies  of  existing  laws  can  be  reme- 
died by  further  legislation,  it  should  l>e  done.  The  fact  must  be  recog- 
ized,  however,  that  all  Federal  legislation  on  this  subject  may  fall  short 
of  its  purpose  because  of  inherent  obstacles  and  also  l)ecause  of  the  com- 
plex character  of  our  governmental  system,  which,  while  making  the  Fed- 
eral authority  supreme  within  its  sphere,  has  carefully  limited  that  sphere 
by  metts  and  bounds  that  can  not  be  transgressed.  The  decision  of  our 
highest  court  on  this  preci.se  question  renders  it  quite  doubtful  whether 
the  evils  of  trusts  and  monopohes  can  be  adequately  treated  through  Fed- 
eral action  unle.ss  they  seek  directly  and  purposelj'  to  include  in  their  ob- 
jects transportation  or  intercourse  between  States  or  between  the  United 
States  and  foreign  countries. 

It  does  not  follow,  however,  that  this  is  the  limit  of  the  remedy  that  may 

be  applied.     Even  though  it  may  1^  found  that  Federal  authority  is  not 

4id  enough  to  fully  reach  the  case,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  power 

f  the  several  States  to  act  effectively  in  the  premises,  and  there  should 

be  no  reason  to  doubt  their  willingness  to  judiciously  exercise  such  power. 

In  concludiug  this  communication  its  last  words  shall  \yt  an  apjieal 
lo  the  Congress  for  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  it  holds  in  trust  for  the  people.  The  way  to  perplexing  extrava- 
gance is  easy,  but  a  return  to  fnigahty  is  difficult.  When,  however,  it  is 
considered  tliat  those  who  bear  the  burdens  of  taxation  have  no  guaranty 
of  honest  care  save  in  the  fideUty  of  their  pubUc  sen,-ants,  the  duty  of  all 

saible  retrenchment  is  plainly  manifest. 

V^Tien  our  differences  are  forgotten  and  our  contests  of  political  opinion 

are  no  longer  rememlxrred.  nothing  in  the  retrospect  of  our  public  serv- 

wiU  be  as  fortunate  and  comforting  as  tlie  recollection  of  ofiBcial  duty 

ell  performed  and  the  memor>'  of  a  constant  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
our  confiding  fellow-couutr>'men.

The  provisions  of  the  treaty  are  the  result  of  long  and  patient  dehber- 
ation  and  represent  concessions  made  by  each  party  for  the  sake  of  agree- 
ment UfK>n  the  general  sclieuie. 

Though  the  resu\l  reacXxed  "cv\a'«j  'cvox.  tw^jsv  vVv^  views  of  the  advocates 


!s  nevcrtlioless  confidentl}'  believed  that  the  treaty  can 

t  fail  to  be  everywhere  recognized  as  making  a  long  step  in  the  right 
irectiou  and  as  embodying  a  practical  working  plan  by  which  disputes 

iween  the  two  contitries  will  reach  a  peaceful  adjustment  as  matter  of 
Durse  and  in  ordinary  routine. 

In  the  initiation  of  such  an  important  movement  it  must  be  expected 

at  some  of  its  features  will  assume  a  tentative  character  looking  to  a 
unhcr  advance,  and  yet  it  is  apparent  that  the  treaty  wliich  has  been 

ruiulated  not  only  makes  war  between  the  parties  to  it  a  remote  possi- 
ility,  but  precludes  those  fears  and  rumors  of  war  which  of  themselves 
often  assume  the  proportions  of  national  chsaster. 

It  is  eminently  fitting  as  well  as  fortunate  that  the  attempts  to  accom- 
ilish  results  so  beneficent  should  l>e  initiated  by  kindred  peoples,  speaking 
»e  same  tongue  and  joined  together  by  all  the  ties  of  common  traditions, 

tnmon  institutions,  and  conuuon  .ispirations.  The  experiment  of  sub- 
titiiting  civilized  methods  for  bnite  force  as  the  means  of  settling  inter- 

tional  questions  of  right  will  thus  be  tried  under  the  happiest  auspices. 
ts  success  ought  not  to  be  doubtful,  and  the  fact  tliat  its  ultimate  ensuing 

nefits  are  not  likely  to  Ije  hmited  to  the  two  countries  immediately  con- 
emed  should  cause  it  to  be  promoted  all  the  more  eagerly.  The  exani- 
les  set  and  the  lesson  furnished  bj'  the  successful  ojieratiou  of  this  treaty 
sure  to  be  felt  and  taken  to  heart  sooner  or  later  by  other  nations,  and 

ill  thus  mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  epoch  in  civilization. 

Profoundly  impressed  as  I  am,  therefore,  liy  the  promise  of  transcendent 
pod  which  this  treaty  affords.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  accompany  its  traus- 
lission  with  an  expression  of  my  earnest  hope  that  it  may  commend  itself 

the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Senate.

examination. 

The  advantages  of  direct  and  inibrnken  water  traus|K>rtation  \A  ihc 
products  of  our  W^estem  States  aud  Territories  from  couveiiieiit  potuis  d 
shipment  to  our  seaboard  ports  are  pUiinly  palpable.  The  report  Hf  the 
conimi.ssi oners  contains,  in  my  opinion,  demonstration  of  the  feasibility 
of  securing  such  tran.sportation ,  and  gives  ground  for  the  anticipation  thai 
better  and  more  uuintemipted  commerce,  through  the  plan  suggested, 
between  the  great  West  and  foreign  |x>rts,  with  tlie  increa.'ie  of  nati«ii«] 
prosperity  which  must  follow  in  its  train,  will  not  long  e-scapi:  American 
enterprise  and  activity. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  report  of  the  conunissioner.s,  thouuli  as 
comprehensive  as  the  time  and  facilities  at  their  disposal  pemiittetl.dtje* 
not  definitely  deal  with  the  cost  of  the  work  they  were  called  upoa  to 
consider  and  omits  some  of  the  other  details  related  to  it.  Thus  far  the>' 
liave  labored  without  compensation,  and  a  part  of  the  small  sum  appro- 
priated for  the  payment  of  their  expetises  still  remains  unexpended. 

I  suggest  to  the  Congress  the  propriety  of  making  economical  prou- 
sion  for  such  further  prosecution  of  their  work  as  will  more  fully  de\Tlojj 
the  infonnation  necessary  to  an  exact  and  complete  understanding  of  this 
interesUug  and  important  subject.

It  appears  that  terms  of  court  are  now  held  at  four  different  places 
nthin  the  eastern  judicial  di.strict  of  Texas  and  that  parties  having  husi- 
ess  in  the  courts  are  not  seriously  inconvenienced  under  present  arrangc- 
lenLs. 

Both  the  Federal  judge  and  district  attorney  in  this  district  express 
bemselves  in  opposition  to  the  bill  as  unneces.sary  and  an  interruption 
3  the  transaction  of  the  large  volume  of  business  now  pending  and  con- 
tantly  coming  before  the  court. 

I  have  before  me  certificates  of  the  clerks  of  the  present  divisions  of 
he  courts  showing  that  during  the  last  five  years  the  counties  which  it 
i  propose<l  shall  constitute  the  new  division  have  contributed  but  fort>- 
Wro  cases  to  the  calendars  of  the  court. 

Conclusive  proof  is  also  before  me  that  the  additional  terms  of  court 
•lovided  For  in  this  bill  would  so  interfere  with  the  terms  already  ap- 
■wnted  in  the  existing  divisions  that  the  proper  administration  of  the 
ivil  as  well  as  the  criminal  law  would  l)e  impracticable. 

The  criminal  docket  of  the  terms  held  at  Paris  is  so  large  that  under 
"esent  arrangements  and  with  the  utmost  industry  trials  can  not  now  be 
*  promptly  di-sposed  of  as  the  ends  of  justice  require.  This  condition 
oiild  be  further  aggravated  if  terms  of  the  court  should  Ije  held  at  Beau- 
otit  on  the  dates  proposed  in  this  bill,  since  they  are  fixed  at  such  times

591.     Some  of  those  presented  at  the  present  session  are  not  based 
jpcm  the  least  pretext  that  the  death  or  disability  involved  is  related  to 
iiy  service,  while  in  numerous  other  cases  it  is  extremely  difficult  to 
Jtisfactorily  discover  such  relationship. 
There  is  one  feature  of  this  legislation  which  I  am  sure  deserves  atteti- 
jon.      I  refer  to  the  great  uuml)er  of  special  bills  passed  for  the  purpose 
increasing  the  pensions  of  those  already  on  the  rolls.     Of  the  115  spe- 
ial  jiension  bills  which  I  have  examined  since  the  beginning  of  the  present 
ession  of  the  Congress,  58  granted  or  restored  pensions  and  57  increaseil 
lose  already  existing,  and  the  appropriation  of  money  necessary  to  meet 
kbese  increases  exceeds  considerably  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  origi- 
nal pensions  granted  or  restored  by  the  remaining  5S  bills. 
I  can  not  discover  that  these  increases  are  regulated  by  any  rule  or 
rinciple,  and  when  we  remember  that  there  are  nearly  a  million  jx^n- 
ioners  on  our  rolls  and  consider  the  importunity  for  such  increase  that 
just  follow  the  precedents  already  made,  the  relation  of  the  subject  to  a 
justifiable  increase  of  our  national  revenues  can  not  escape  attention.

Neither 

ie  nor  his  widow,  while  she  remained  such,  presented  any  such  claim. 

nor  is  it  found  in  rqiorts  of  the  committees  in  the  Senate  or  House  to 

vhom  the  bill  under  consideration  was  referred.    On  the  coi\tca.v^,\.V«. 
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Senate  Committee  on  Pensions  in  their  report  distinctly  state  that  "there 
is  no  proof  that  soldier  contracted  disease  while  in  the  service  or  that  he 
died  of  pensionable  disabilities."

In  1865  his  widow,  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  was  pensioned  at 
the  rate  of  $25  a  month,  commencing  on  the  day  of  her  husbahd's  death, 
with  an  additional  allowance  for  four  minor  children  dating  from  July, 
1866. 

She  continued  to  receive  this  pension  and  allowance  until  November, 
1S67,  when  she  married  Albin  P.  Stinchfield. 

Thereupon  her  name  was  dropped  from  the  pension  roll,  she  haong 
by  her  remarriage  lost  her  pensionable  condition,  and  her  children  were 
pensioned  at  a  small  monthly  rate  from  the  date  of  their  mother's  remar- 
riage until  June  i,  1S80,  when  the  youngest  became  16  years  of  age. 

The  beneficiary,  after  living  with  her  second  husband  about  twenty- 
two  years,  secured  a  divorce  from  him  in  the  year  1889,  and  it  is  no* 
proiK)sed  to  pension  the  divorced  wife  as  the  widow  of  her  deceased  sol- 
dier huslxmd  at  the  rate  she  received  while  she  was  actually  his  widow, 
thirty  years  ago. 

Her  j^eiisionable  relation  to  the  Government  terminated  with  her  rc- 
marriage,  and  her  divorce  from  her  second  husband  could  not  upon  any 
ground  of  principle  restore  it.  A  departure  from  this  rule,  even  in  aid  of 
cases  of  hardship,  can  not  fail  to  establish  precedents  inviting  the  aban- 
doinuent  of  reasonable  and  justifiable  pen.<^ioii  theories.

This  pension  was 
increased  to  $10  a  mouth  in  1S73.  from  July  25,  1866.  and  was  continued 
until  i8«o,  when  the  minor  child  reached  the  age  of  16  years. 

I  >n  July  26,  1886,  twenty  years  after  the  beneficiary  ceased  to  be  the 
widow  of  the  soldier  Aaron  G.  Fimiati  and  became  the  wife  of  the  civilian 
Samuel  H.  WixKlbury,  he  died  and  she  became  liis  widow. 

It  IS  tiow  proposed  by  this  bill  to  pension  her  again  as  the  widow  of 
the  deceased  soldier,  notwithstanding  her  voluntary  alwindonnient  of  that 
relation  to  become  the  wife  of  another  more  than  thirty  years  ago. 

No  feature  of  our  pension  laws  is  so  satisfactory  and  just  as  a  fair 
:ilUjwance  to  the  widows  of  our  soldiers  who  have  died  from  causes 
.itiributable  to  their  army  service.  When,  however,  such  a  Ix^neficiary 
by  remarriage  surrenders  her  soldier  widowhood  and  turns  away  from 
its  lender  and  patriotic  associations  to  asstmie  again  the  relation  and 
allegiance  of  wife  to  another  husband,  when  she  discards  the  soldier's 
name  and  in  every  way  tenninales  her  pensionable  relationsliip  to  the 
Government,  I  am  usiable  to  di.scover  any  principle  which  justifies  her 
restoration  to  that  relationship  ujwn  the  death  of  her  second  husband. 

No  one  can  be  insensible  to  the  sad  plight  of  a  widow  in  needy  condi- 
tion, but  our  pension  laws  should  deal  witli  soldiers'  widows.  I  under- 
Maud  that  only  the  existence  of  this  relationship  to  a  deceased  soldier 
creates  through  him  the  Govenimcnt's  duty  aud  justifies  the  application 
of  public  money  to  the  relief  of  such  widows.

be  plainly  apparent  and  the  substitute  adopted  should  be  just  and  i 
quate,  free  from  uncertainties,  and  guarded  against  difficult  or  oppr 
administratioa. 

It  is  not  claimed,  I  believe,  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  furthef 
reslrictiop  of  immigration  on  the  ground  that  an  excess  of  populatiuR 
o\-eTrrowds  our  land. 

It  is  said,  howe\-cr.  that  the  quality  of  recent  immigration  is  unde^r- 
aUe.  The  time  is  quite  within  recent  memory  when  the  same  thro^ 
was  said  of  immigrants  who.  with  their  descendants,  are  now  nutnltcral 
among  our  best  citizens. 

It  is  said  that  too  many  immigrants  settle  in  onr  cities,  thns  danger 
onsly  increasing  their  idle  and  \-icious  population.  This  is  certainly  a 
disadvantage.  It  can  not  be  shown,  however,  that  it  affects  all  our  cities. 
nor  that  it  is  permanent;  nor  does  it  appear  that  this  condition  ubcrv 
it  exists  demands  as  its  remedy  the  reversal  of  our  present  immigmtiaa 
policy. 

The  claim  is  also  made  that  the  influx  of  foreign  laborers  deprives  «f 
the  opportunity  to  work  those  who  are  better  entitled  than  they  to  tht: 
priv-ilege  of  earning  their  hvelihood  by  daily  toil.  An  unfortunate  ctmdi- 
tion  is  certainly  presetJted  when  any  who  are  willing  to  Libor  are  uoen- 
ployed.but  so  far  as  this  condition  now  exists  among  our  people  it  mu-si 
be  conceded  to  be  a  r«.'sult  of  pheuouieiial  business  depressioii  and  the 
stagnation  of  all  enterprises  in  which  labor  is  a  factor.  Witli  the  advent 
of  settled  and  wholes«jme  financial  and  ect>nomic  go\cmnicnial  policie* 
and  consequent  encouragement  to  the  activity  of  capital  the  roisf<*- 
tunes  of  unemployed  labor  should,  to  a  great  extent  at  least,  be  remedied- 
If  it  continues,  its  natural  consequences  must  Iw  to  check  the  furtbtf 
immigration  to  our  cities  of  foreign  laborers  and  to  deplete  the  ranks 
of  those  already  there.  In  the  meantime  those  most  willing  and  best 
entitled  ought  to  be  able  to  secure  the  advantages  of  such  wurk  as  thett 
is  to  do. 
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It  is  proposed  by  the  bill  under  consideration  to  meet  the  alleged  dif- 
Ificulries  of  the  situation  by  establishing  an  educational  test  by  which  the 
right  of  a  foreigner  to  make  his  home  with  us  shall  be  determined.  Its 
general  scheme  is  to  prohibit  from  admission  to  our  country  all  inmii- 
I grants  "physically  capable  and  over  i6  years  of  age  who  can  not  read 
and  write  the  English  language  or  some  other  language,"  and  it  is  pro- 
vided that  this  test  shall  be  applied  by  requiring  inunigrants  seeking  ad- 
mission to  read  and  afterwards  to  write  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  words  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Uuited  States  in  some 
language,  and  that  any  immigrant  failing  in  this  shall  not  l>e  admitted, 
but  shall  be  returned  to  the  country  from  whence  he  came  at  the  expense 
of  the  steamship  or  railroad  company  which  brought  him. 

The  Ijest  reason  that  could  be  given  for  this  radical  restriction  of  immi- 
gration is  the  necessity  of  protecting  our  population  against  degeneration 
and  saving  our  national  peace  and  quiet  from  imjx>rted  turbulence  and 
disorder. 

I  can  not  believe  that  we  would  be  protected  against  these  evils  by 
limiting  inmiigration  to  those  who  can  read  and  wTite  in  any  language 
twenty-five  words  of  our  Constitution.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  infinitely  more 
safe  to  admit  a  hundred  thousand  immigrants  who,  though  unable  to  read 
and  write,  seek  among  us  only  a  home  and  opportunity  to  work  than  to 
admit  one  of  those  unruly  agitators  and  enemies  of  goveniniental  control 
who  can  not  only  read  and  write,  but  delights  in  arousing  by  inflamma- 
tory speech  the  illiterate  and  ix^acefuUy  inclined  to  discontent  and  tumult. 
Violence  and  disorder  do  not  originate  with  illiterate  laborers.  They 
are,  rather,  the  \ictims  of  the  educated  agitator.  The  ability  to  read  and 
write,  as  required  in  this  bill,  in  and  of  it.self  affords,  in  my  opinion,  a 
mi.sleading  test  of  contented  industry  and  .supplies  luisatisfactory  evidence 
of  desirable  citizenship  or  a  projier  apprehension  of  the  Ix'uefits  of  our 
institutions.  If  any  particular  element  of  our  illiterate  immigration  is 
to  be  feared  for  other  causes  than  illiteracy,  these  causes  should  be  dealt 
with  directly,  instead  of  making  illiteracy  the  pretext  for  exclusion,  to  the 
detriment  of  other  illiterate  inunigrants  agaiu-st  whom  the  real  cause  of 
complaint  can  not  tx;  alleged. 

The  provisions  intended  to  rid  that  part  of  the  proposed  legislation 
already  referred  to  from  obvious  hardship  appears  to  me  to  h^  indefinite 
and  inadequate. 

A  parent,  grandparent,  wife,  or  minor  child  of  a  qualified  immigrant, 
though  unable  to  read  and  write,  may  accompany  the  inunigrant  or  be 
sent  for  to  join  his  family,  provided  the  immigrant  is  capable  of  support- 
ing such  relative.  These  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  of  exclusion  con- 
tained in  the  bill  were  made  to  prevent  the  .separation  of  families,  nud 
'  yel  neither  brothers  nor  sisters  are  provided  for.  In  order  that  relatives 
who  are  provided  for  may  be  reunited,  those  still  in  foreign  lands  nuist 
be  sent  for  to  joiu  the  immigrant  here.     What  fonnaUty  is  necessary  to 
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ciMistitme  ihis  prerequisite,  and  how  are  the  facts  of  relationship  and  that 
tho  relative  is  sent  for  to  be  established?  Are  the  illiterate  relatix-escrf 
innnijrrants  who  have  ci.>me  here  under  prior  laws  entitled  to  the  advan- 
tage of  these  exceptions?  A  husband  who  can  read  and  write  and  who 
detcnnincs  to  alvindon  his  illiterate  wife  abroad  will  find  here  under  this 
law  un  al^s^tlutely  s;»fe  retreat.  The  illiterate  relatives  mentioned  must 
not  only  l>e  sent  for.  but  such  immigrant  must  be  capable  of  supporting 
thoni  when  thoy  arrive.  This  requirement  proceeds  upon  the  assump- 
tion that  the  foreijrt»  relatives  coming  here  are  in  every  case,  by  reasonof 
ixncny.  liable  to  Ixxx^me  a  public  charge  unless  the  immigrant  is  capable 
of  their  supix>n.  The  contrar>-  is  ver>'  often  true.  And  yet  if  unable  to 
rcuvl  and  write,  though  quite  able  and  willing  to  support  themselves  and 
their  relatives  here  Ixjsides.  they  could  not  lie  admitted  under  the  prmn- 
sivMis  of  this  bill  if  the  immigrant  was  impoverished,  though  the  aid  of 
his  fortunate  but  illiterate  relative  might  be  the  means  of  saving  him 
from  |uuixTism. 

The  font  til  section  of  this  bill  pro\'ides —

any  nitvhanixMl  tnulc  or  nianu;il  labor  for  wajres  or  salary,  returning  from  time  to 
time  to  a  fort-i);«  oruuitry. 

The  titth  section  provides —

ch.i; .\ot«.r.  It  is  niiito  ,i  vlittVroiit  thing,  however,  to  declare  it  a  crime 
for.i'.i  -tlioti  t«>  Ov>nio  rcgnl.trly  and  habitually  into  the  United  States  for 
thf  pnvjvwo  of  oln.iitiing  work  from  private  parties,  if  such  alien  retunis 
fi\>ii'.  tir.ie  to  tiino  to  a  foreign  country,  and  to  constitute  any  employment 
of  ^iioh  .Uit-n  a  criuiin.tl  otTensc.

iMi  either  siile,  the  j^rovisimis  vif  this  bill  affecting  them  must  lie  reg.in;e". 
as  illi^K-ral.  narrow,  and  un-.\merican. 

The  residents  of  these  St.ites  and  Territories  have  separate  and  esjx.-ci  - 
interests  which  in  many  cases  make  an  interchange  of  labor  lietween  their 
jKiplo  and  their  alien  neighlxirs  most  important,  frequently  with  the 
adxantage  largely  in  favor  of  otir  citizens.  This  stiggests  the  inex{^li- 
enc\'  of  Federal  iitlerioTewcv:  \\\\\\  \.\\«i-f«i  c^Nudltions  when  not  necessari  t<' 
the  correction  of  a  suV)Stau\.\a.\  »i\"\\.A?L«icX\vvg.x\\>e.  ^«2Q.«x^-«€&si^.    Such 
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friendly  legislation  as  is  proposed  could  hardly  fail  to  provoke  retalia- 
y  measures,  to  the  injury  of  many  of  our  citizens  who  now  find  eniploy- 
nt  on  adjoining  foreign  soil. 

The  uncertainty  of  construction  to  which  the  language  of  these  provi- 
ns  is  subject  is  a  serious  objection  to  a  statute  which  describes  a  crime. 
I  important  element  in  the  offense  sought  to  be  created  by  these  sec- 
ns  is  the  coming  "regularly  or  habitually  into  the  United  States." 
lese  words  are  impossible  of  definite  and  certain  construction.  The 
ne  may  be  said  of  the  equally  important  words  "  returning  from  time  to 
le  to  a  foreign  country." 

A.  careful  examination  of  this  bill  has  convinced  me  that  for  the  reasons 
-en  and  others  not  specifically  stated  its  provisions  are  unneccs.sj»rily 
rsh  and  oppressive,  and  that  its  defects  in  construction  would  cause 
nation  and  its  operation  would  result  in  harm  to  our  citizens.

A  pilot  vessel  of  such  a  class  as  to  be  obliged  to  go  alongside  of  a  vessel  to  pttta  pjbt 
on  l>oarrl  may  show  the  white  light  instead  of  carrying  it  at  the  masthead,  and  WKI 
instead  of  tlie  colored  lights  above  mentioned  have  at  hand  ready  for  nse  a  laattia 
with  a  green  gloss  on  the  one  side  and  a  red  glass  on  the  other,  to  be  nsed  as  p»- 
scribe<l  above. 

Pilot  vessels  when  not  engaged  on  their  station  on  pilotage  dntv  shall  carrrlii^ 
similar  to  those  of  other  vessels  of  their  tunnage. 

Art.  9.  Fishing  vessels  and  fishing  boats  when  under  way  and  when  n"' 
by  this  article  to  carry  or  show  the  lights  therein  named  shall  carry  or  slurw  : 
prescribed  for  vessels  of  their  tonnage  under  way. 

\a)  V'esscb  and  boats  when  fishing  with  drift  nets  shall  exhibit  two  white  U^n 
from  any  part  of  the  vessel  where  they  can  best  be  seen.  Such  lights  shall  be  plactil 
so  that  the  vertical  distance  between  them  shall  be  not  less  than  6  feet  and  not  oor 
than  10  feet,  and  so  that  the  horizontal  distance  between  Ihem  tueasorvd  in  a  liat 
with  the  keel  .shall  be  not  less  than  5  feet  ami  not  more  than  10  feet.

(^)  In  fog,  mist,  falling  snow,  or  heavy  rain  storms  drift-net  vessels  attached  to 
heir  nets,  and  vessels  when  trawling,  dredging,  or  fishing  with  any  kind  of  drag- 
tet,  and  vessels  line  fishing  with  their  lines  out  shall,  if  of  20  tons  gross  tonnage  or 
ipward,  respectively,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  minute  make  a  blast— if  steam 
■essels,  with  the  whistle  or  siren,  and  if  sailing  vessels,  with  the  fog  horn — each  blast 
o  be  followed  by  ringing  the  bell. 

(A)  Sailing  vessels  or  boats  fishing  vrith  nets  or  lines  or  trawls  when  under  way 
ihall  in  daytime  indicate  their  occupation  to  an  approaching  vessel  by  displaying  a 
Msket  or  other  efficient  signal  where  it  can  best  be  seen. 

The  vessels  referred  to  in  this  article  shall  not  be  obliged  to  carry  the  light  pre- 
icribed  by  article  4  (a)  and  article  11,  last  paragraph. 

Art.  10.  A  vessel  which  is  being  overtaken  by  another  shall  show  from  her  stem 
o  such  last-mentioned  vessel  a  white  light  or  a  flare-up  light. 

The  white  light  required  to  be  shown  by  this  article  may  be  fixed  and  carried  in  a 
Antem,  but  in  such  case  the  lantern  shall  be  so  constructed,  fittc<l,and  screened  that 
it  shall  throw  an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  1 2  points  of  the  com- 
pass— namely,  for  6  points  from  right  aft  on  each  side  of  the  vessel— so  as  to  be  vi.si- 
We  at  a  distance  of  at  least  i  mile.

The  words  "  prolonged  blast "  used  in  this  article  shall  mean  a  hhtst  of  from  fonr 
to  six  aeconds'  duratian.

Art.  16.  Every  vessel  shall  in  a  fog,  mist,  falling  snow,  or  heavy  rain  stomis  go  at  a 
xnoderate  speed,  having  careful  regard  to  the  existing  circumstances  and  conditions. 

A  steam  vessel  hearing,  apparently  forward  of  her  beam,  the  fog  signal  of  a  vessel 
tlie  position  of  which  is  not  ascertained  shall,  so  far  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
admit,  stop  her  engines  and  then  navigate  with  caution  until  danger  of  collision  is 
over. 

Steering  and  Saiung  Rules. 

preliminary. — risk  of  collision. 

Risk  of  collision  can,  when  circumstances  permit,  be  ascertained  by  carefully 
Mvatching  the  compass  bearing  of  an  approaching  vessel.  If  the  bearing  dues  not 
appreciably  change,  such  risk  should  be  deemed  to  exist. 

Art.  17.  When  two  sailing  vessels  are  approaching  one  another  so  as  to  involve 
risk  of  collision,  one  of  them  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other  as  follows, 
xiatnely: 

(a)  A  vessel  which  is  running  free  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  a  vessel  which  is 
dosehauled. 

(d)  A  vessel  which  is  closehauled  on  the  port  tack  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  a 
vessel  which  is  closehauled  on  the  starboard  tack. 

(r)  When  both  are  running  free  with  the  wind  on  different  sides,  the  vessel  which 
lias  the  wind  on  the  port  side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

(</ )  When  both  are  running  free  with  the  wind  on  the  same  side,  the  vessel  which 
is  to  the  windward  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  vessel  which  is  to  leeward. 

(<:)  A  vessel  which  has  the  wind  aft  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other  vessel. 

Art.  18.  When  two  steam  vessels  are  meeting  end  on  or  nearly  end  on,  so  as  to 
involve  risk  of  collision,  each  shall  alter  her  course  to  starboard,  so  that  each  may 
pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

This  article  only  applies  to  cases  where  vessels  are  meeting  end  on  or  nearly  end 
on  in  such  a  manner  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  and  does  not  apply  to  two  vessels 
-which  must,  if  both  keep  on  their  respective  courses,  pass  clear  of  each  other. 

The  only  cases  to  which  it  does  apply  are  when  each  of  the  two  vessels  is  end  on 
or  nearly  end  on  to  the  other;  in  other  words,  to  cases  in  which  by  day  each  vessel 
sees  the  masts  of  the  other  in  a  line  or  nearly  in  a  line  with  her  own,  and  by  night 
to  cases  in  which  each  vessel  is  in  such  a  position  as  to  see  both  the  side  lights  of  the 
other. 

It  does  not  apply  by  day  to  cases  in  which  a  vessel  sees  another  ahead  crossing  her 
own  course,  or  by  night  to  cases  where  the  re<l  light  of  one  vessel  is  opposed  to  the 
red  light  of  the  other,  or  where  tlie  green  light  of  one  vessel  is  opposed  to  the  green 
light  of  the  other,  or  where  a  red  light  without  a  green  light  or  a  green  light  without 
a  red  light  is  seen  ahead,  or  where  both  green  and  red  lights  are  seen  anywhere  but 
ahead. 

Art.  19.  When  two  steam  vessels  are  cros.sing,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the 
vessel  which  has  the  other  on  her  own  starboard  side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of 
the  other. 

Art.  20.  When  a  steam  vessel  and  a  sailing  vessel  are  proceeding  in  such  directions 
as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  steam  vessel  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  sailing 
vessel. 

Art.  21.  Where  by  any  of  these  rules  one  of  two  vessels  is  to  keep  out  of  the  way, 
the  other  shall  keep  her  course  and  speed. 

Art.  22.  Every  vessel  which  is  directed  by  these  rules  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of 
another  ves.sel  shall,  if  the  circumstances  of  the  case  adtnVt,  avo\<5i  tto's&Ycv'j,  ijJasaSs. 
of  the  other. 
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AbT.  23.  Evwrv  sCeom  vessel  which  is  directed  by  these  rules  to  keep  out  of  th 
of  another  vesiiel  :ihull  oa  approuchisg  her,  if  necessary,  slacken  her  speed  or  si 
reverse.
